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A General Introduction to the 
Glorious Qur’an 


INTRODUCTION: 

The Glorious Qur'ànis the Word of Allah, the Exalted. Itis Allah who revealed 
the wording and content to His Messenger Muhammad iz; it (peace 
and blessings of Allah be upon him), and commissioned him, with this 
message, as a mercy for the universe, a bearer of glad tidings, a warner, one 
who invites (people) to Allah by His permission, and a guiding lamp. The 
following is a general introduction to the Glorious Qur'an. 


The Definition of the Glorious Qur'an and explanation of its 
names and descriptions: 

The Glorious Qur'àn is the Word of Allah, the Exalted, which was revealed 
to His Messenger Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) 
and to whom its words and meanings were inspired. The Glorious Qur'an is 
written in a codex referred to, in Arabic, as the mushaf, and was transmitted 
from one generation to another. Its recitation is an act of worship ( ‘ibddah). 


Itis Allah, the Almighty, the Majestic, who named the revelation which He 
revealed to His Messenger Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), the Qur'àn. Allah, the Exalted said: “Indeed, it is We, Who have 
revealed to you the Qur'an by stages." (Sürat al-Insan, 23). It is important 
to note that it was revealed in stages because its nature is to be read and 
recited, and it is not be neglected. 


Allah, the Exalted, also named it the Book. Allah, the Exalted, says, “Surely, 
We have revealed to you the Book in truth...”. This is because it is designed 
to be written. 


Allah, the Exalted, has also described the Glorious Qur'àn as a Criterion, a 
Reminder, a source of Guidance, a Light, a Healing, a Wise Book, and an 
Admonition, among other descriptions which point to its sublimity and the 
perfection of its message. 


The Glorious Qur'an is arevelation from Allah, the Exalted, brought down by 
Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) to the heart of Prophet Muhammad (peace 
and blessings of Allah be upon him). Allah, the Exalted, says: “And indeed, 
it (the Qur'an) 15 the revelation of the Lord of the worlds. The Trustworthy 
Spirit has brought it down upon your heart (O Muhammad) that you may be 
of the warners. In clear Arabic language.” (Sürat al-Shu‘ara’,192-195) 


Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) however, 
is not the first of the Messengers in this respect, for Jibril (peace be upon 
him) used to descend to all the previous Messengers (peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon them all) with revelation from Allah, the Exalted. Allah, 
the Glorified, chooses whomever He wills for conveying this great trust. 
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Allah, the Exalted, says: “Allah chooses messengers from the angels and 
from mankind. Surely, Allah is All-Hearer, All-Seer.” (Sürat al-Hajj, 75). In 
addition, Allah knows best who is well-suited for it and who is not, for the 
creatures are His own creation. Allah, Glorified be He, has said: “And your 
Lord creates what He wills and chooses.” (Strat al-Qasas,68) 


The Revelation of the Glorious Qur'àn: 

The commencement of the revelation to the Messenger of Allah, 
Muhammad <s.iesi (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him), began on 
Monday, 17^ Ramadan, in the year 610 C.E. in the cave of Hira’, situated in 
one of the mountains of Makkah. It Started when Angel Jibril (peace be upon 
him) descended upon the Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah 
be upon him) with these ayat (verses): "Read in the name of your Lord, Who 
has created. He has created man from a clot. Read! And your Lord is the Most 
Generous Who has taught (writing) with the pen. He taught man what he knew 
not". (Strat al-‘Alaq, 1-5). These ayat were the first revelation of the Glorious 
Qur'an to the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him). 


After this unnerving incident, the Prophet ize. rushed back to his 
family, trembling with fright and worried about himself. He anxiously 
related the story to his wife, the Mother of the Believers, Khadijah bint 
Khuwaylid (may Allah be pleased with her), and said to her: “I am afraid 
for myself." She said to him: *No harm will come to you. So rejoice. By 
Allah, Allah will never let you down. You surely honour family ties, you are 
truthful in speech, you stand by the weak, you are hospitable to your guests 
and you help people battling against the vicissitudes, in the way of Truth." 
She then took him to Waraqah ibn Nawfal - a wise and knowledgeable 
relative. *O Uncle! Listen to your nephew,” she said to Waraqah. When 
the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) related 
what he saw, Waraqah said to him: “This is the Namiüs'? who had come to 
Moses. How I wish I were a young man! How I wish to be alive when your 
people will drive you out." The Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon him) remarked: *Will they drive me out?" Waraqah said: 
“Yes. No one has ever brought the message that you have brought except 
that he was opposed. And if I were to be alive at that time, I would have 
surely supported you strongly." However, Waraqah died shortly thereafter. 


The Glorious Qur'an was not revealed all at once to the Messenger of 
Allah Assi, as were the Scriptures of the previous Prophets (peace be 
upon them). Rather, it was revealed piecemeal, over a period of twenty- 
three years. Sometimes an entire chapter or surah would be revealed and 
sometimes some ayat of the surah. 


(1) ie. Angel Jibril (peace be upon him), for he is the angel who is responsible for 
bringing revelation to the Prophets. 
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The wisdom in the Glorious Qur'an being revealed piecemeal is evident. 
Through the constant visits of Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) with revelation 
Prophet Muhammad ic;i5itz, was comforted, strengthened, and supported”. 
This would have made his resolve stronger and firmer when confronting the 
stubbornness of the idolaters and their opposition to what he was sent with at the 
beginning of his mission. Allah, the Exalted said: “And those who disbelieve 
say: ‘Why was the Qur'an not revealed to him all at once? (It was not revealed) 
thus, so that We may strengthen thereby your heart. And We have revealed it to 
you gradually in stages.” (Sürat al-Furqan, 32) 


In the piecemeal nature of the revelation of the Glorious Qur'àn, there is yet 
another great educational benefit. The fact that information and injunctions 
were revealed in stages, meant that the teaching and implementation of 
these religious rulings were also incremental. This was extremely important 
for the new believers. It made it easier for them to learn, understand and 
transform from the darkness of ignorance, disbelief and polytheism that 
pervaded the society, into the light of knowledge, faith, monotheism found 
in the message of the Glorious Qur'àn. 


Writing down of the Glorious Qur'àn: 

One of the most important means of preserving a text 15 to write it down. 
Any discourse that is not written down is liable to be forgotten. Since the 
Glorious Qur'àn was revealed as a guidance for the universe till the end of 
the world, it was necessary for it to be written down. The Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah be upon him) was very particular about writing down the 
Glorious Qur'an, and he ordered some of his literate Companions to write it. 
He appointed them scribes to write down the revelation. The most famous of 
these scribes was Zaid ibn Thabit al-Ansari. 


Every time a revelation came to the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah 
be upon him), he would memorize it, then dictate what was revealed to 
him to one of the scribes of revelation. He would tell the scribes, “Place 
this ayah in the sürah in which such-and-such subject is mentioned,” and 
he would name the surah for them, and direct them to write the ayat in it. 
Then he would direct the Companions to learn and memorize what was 
revealed from the Glorious Qur'àn. Thus, the Glorious Qur'an, in its 
entirety, was written during his lifetime (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), on pieces of paper and cloth.

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Angel Jibril (peace be upon him) also used to collate the Glorious Qur’an 
with the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) once every 
year, and in the year in which the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him) passed away, he collated it with him twice, checking the order of 
its ayat and sürahs which was as it is in the Mushaf or codex, which is in use 
today amongst the Muslims. This is a fulfillment of the words of Allah, the 
Exalted, “Indeed, it is for Us to collect it and to grant you (O Muhammad) 
the ability to recite it. So, when We have recited it (to you O Muhammad 
through Jibril) then follow its recitation.” (Sürat al-Qiyamah, 17-18). It is 
also in fulfillment of the words of Allah, the Exalted, “We shall make you 
recite, so you (O Muhammad) shall not forget." (Sürat al-A ‘la: 6). 


Writing down the Glorious Qur'an in the form of a book: 


After the death of the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him), the rightly-guided Caliph, Abü Bakr (may Allah be pleased with 
him) ordered the writing down of the Glorious Qur'an in organized pages. 
This was so that nothing of the Qur'an might be lost by the death of those 
who had memorized the Glorious Qur'an, or the disintegration ofthe pieces 
of cloths and paper on which it was written. The one who undertook this 
important work was the scribe of revelation, Zaid ibn Thabit (may Allah be 
pleased with him). After revising the copy of the Glorious Qur'àn prepared 
by him and ensuring that it is in agreement with what was written on the 
pieces of cloth and paper, and what was memorized by heart, this copy 
was placed in the house of Abü Bakr as-Siddiq (may Allah be pleased with 
him), until he passed away. It was then moved to the house of the second 
Caliph, ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab (may Allah be pleased with him), then, after 
his death, it was preserved in the house of the Mother of the Believers, 
Hafsah bint ‘Umar (may Allah be pleased with her). 


When Islam spread far and wide, Muslims were in need of copies of the 
Glorious Qur'àn from which to recite. Some of the Companions pointed 
out to the third rightly-guided Caliph, *Uthman ibn ‘Affan (may Allah 
be pleased with him) the necessity of preparing a standard copy of the 
Glorious Qur'àn which all the Muslims can follow in their recitation. So, 
he ordered a literate group of people, who had memorized the Glorious 
Qur'an, to carry out this task. Zaid ibn Thabit (may Allah be pleased 
with him) was appointed to head this group. They did so on the basis of 
the pages on which the Glorious Qur'an was copied during the time of 
Abü Bakr as-Siddiq (may Allah be pleased with him). They copied those 
pages and put them together into one mushaf or codex. They made several

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copies of it, and a copy was sent to each of the major Islamic cities, and 
the Muslims were ordered to makes copies from it. All the known copies of 
the Glorious Qur’an available in the world today, whether they are hand- 
written manuscripts or printed copies, are from those copies which were 
copied and sent to the various cities. There were no differences among them 
in their texts nor in the order of the sūrahs and ayat. 


Till today, Muslims have paid careful attention to the printing of the 
Noble Mushaf, keeping abreast of all the new methods, techniques, and 
tools of printing, in order to achieve the highest standard of quality and 
accuracy in the writing of the Qur'ànic Text, in the orthography in which it 
was written during the time of the rightly-guided Caliph *Uthman ibn * Affan 
(may Allah be pleased with him) known as the *Uthmanic Orthography. 


The King Fahd Glorious Qur'an Printing Complex in Madinah Munawwarah 
is but one of the prominent landmarks which point to the pre-eminent 
attention paid to the Glorious Qur’4n, and the love of the authorities in the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia for the Book of Allah the Exalted, their interest 
in its service, and their efforts to facilitate easy access to its copies by the 
Muslims in the most splendid standard of printing, book-binding, quality, 
and perfection. 


The Order of the Sürahs in the Mushaf and its Divisions: 


The Glorious Qur'an begins with Sürat al-Fatihah and ends with Strat an- 
Nas. It is comprised of 114 Sürahs (chapters). The order of the sürahs is 
divinely instituted, i.e. it has been learned from the Prophet isa, and 
is not based on the order of revelation. The first surah to be revealed, for 
example, is Sürat al-‘Alaq. However, its order in the Mushafis 96. The 
Companions learned the order of the ayat and siirahs from the recitation of 
the Glorious Qur'àn by the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him)”. The Mushaf today is divided into thirty parts (juz’ pl. ajza’ ), every 
part (juz ( is divided into two hizbs, and each hizb is further subdivided into 
four quarters or arbàá's. This division, for the most part, is based on the 
judgment of the scholars and is meant to make the reading of the Glorious 
Qur'an easy for Muslims. 


Learning the Glorious Qur'an: 

Muslims have always paid special attention to learning the Glorious 
Qur'an, and to memorizing and reciting its text as it was revealed to the 
Messenger of Allah iic. The reciters (qurra’) among the Companions 
of Prophet Muhammad ici, carried out the task of teaching it to 
the tabi ‘tin, (the second generation of Muslims, who had not met Prophet 


(1) Ad-Dani reported it in a/-Muqni ‘ (p. 8) on the authority of Imam Malik ibn Anas. 
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Muhammad ici). They taught them to read the Qur'ànic text and 
explained to them the meaning of every dyah. Thus, they not only acquired 
the knowledge of the Glorious Qur'àn, but also learnt to practice its teachings. 
Then, the huffaz (those who know the Glorious Qur'an by heart) among 
the tabi 'în, established schools to teach the recitation of the Glorious Qur'àn 
in accordance with what they themselves had learnt from the Companions, 
regarding the various ways of recitation, the vocalization ofits text, knowledge 
of the number of its words and letters, order of its sūrahs and ayat, the art of 
its recitation, etc. Thus, the Glorious Qur'an has continued, till this day of 
ours, to be learnt, memorized, recited and received by students, through word 
of mouth from their teachers who are huffaz and qurra’ and who teach using 
the pure classical Arabic language of the Glorious Qur'an, as it was revealed 
to the Messenger of Allah isi. 


Some words of the Glorious Qur'àn are pronounced in more than one way. 
This pertains to their morphological forms, pronunciation and grammatical 
Status. The tabi un received the science of these variant readings, 
or Qira at - as they are called - from the qurra -huffaz from among the 
Companions, who had previously received it from the Prophet iiec. 


The most well-known of these readings today are: (a) the reading of ‘Asim, 
transmitted by his student Hafs ibn Sulaiman, (b) the reading of Nafi‘ 
transmitted by his student ‘Uthman ibn Saʻīd, known as Warsh, (c) the 
reading of Abū ‘Amr al-Basri transmitted by his student al-Dürt and (d) the 
reading of Nafi‘ transmitted by his student Qalün. 


Commentary (fafsir) of the Glorious Qur'an: 

The commentary (tafsir) of the Glorious Qur'an means explaining its 
meanings”. No text however, can be fully understood except through the 
knowledge of its meaning and its implication in the context. Allah, the 
Exalted urges the readers of the Glorious Qur'an to understand its meanings 
saying: "(This is) a Book which We have revealed to you, full of blessings, 
that they might reflect upon its ayat and that those of understanding may 
remember.” (Strat Sad, 29). “Reflection” (tadabbur) in Arabic means 
“understanding” (tafahhum). 


The Messenger of Allah izicX used to explain to the Companions 
whatever was not clear to them regarding the meaning of the Glorious 
Qur’an®. However, given their mastery of the language at that time and the 
Glorious Qur’4n being in their native language, it was not necessary for the 
Companions to ask many questions about the meanings of its ayat. With the 
passing of time however, and the influx of more non-Arabs into Islam, the 
need for commentary (tafsir) increased.

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Whatever was reported and transmitted from the Messenger of 
Allah ize, and his Companions and their students from among 
the tabi ‘tin, in the area of the commentary (tafsir) of the Glorious Qur'an, 
formed the nucleus of the science of tafsir. This became known as al- 
tafsir al-ma thur (transmitted commentary) and is considered to be the most 
important means of understanding the Glorious Qur'an. This is because it 
gives us an indication of how the first generation of Muslims understood 
the Qur'anic ayat, based both on their mastery of the Arabic Language 
and having witnessed the events and situations that occurred during the 
revelation of the Glorious Qur'an. 


1) Types of tafsir: 

The types of Qur’anic commentaries from the scholars of tafsir, varied 
due to their varying scholarly interests. Therefore, some commentaries 
(tafasir) emerged dealing with linguistic aspects of the Glorious Qur'an. 
Others focussed on matters relating to jurisprudence (fiqh). Another group 
of scholars looked into historical, intellectual, behavioural and other issues 
addressed in the Qur'an. In view of this, scholars have divided tafsir into 
two major categories: 


a) Al-tafsir al-ma thür (transmitted commentary). This is whatever 
has been transmitted from the Messenger of Allah iix, his 


Companions and the tabi 'ūn. 


b) Tafsir bi l-ra’y, or tafsir emanating from judgement based on sound 
scholarly foundations. 


2) The best method of tafsir and its guiding principles: 


Al-tafsir al-ma thir (transmitted commentary) is the preferred kind 
of tafsir of the Glorious Qur'an, because it has been transmitted from 
the Prophet isa, or from his Companions and their students from 
among the tabi ‘tin. These are undoubtedly the most knowledgeable people 
in the field of Qur’anic sciences. If, however, the understanding of any 
Qur'anic ayah requires additional information which cannot be found in the 
transmitted tafsir, the mufassir (commentator) must follow the following 
guiding principles: 


a) Take into account the authentic reports in the transmitted ¢afsir, in 
order to understand the meaning of an Gyah, avoiding to propose a 
commentary which contradicts it. 


The tafsir (commentary) must be in agreement with the general 
content which the Glorious Qur'àn expounds and which the Prophetic 
traditions (Sunnah) have clarified. Thus, it is not permissible for 
the mufassir (commentator) to come up with a tafsir which conflicts

with those meanings, because one part of the Glorious Qur'an 
explains what occurs in the other parts, and Qur'anic ayat do not 
contradict each other. The Prophetic traditions (Sunnah) explain, in 
detail, matters which are only addressed in broad term in the Glorious 
Qur'an. 


Knowledge ofthe principles of Arabic language relating to the meanings 
of words, their different usages and the construction of sentences is 
essential. This is because the Glorious Qur'an is revealed in the Arabic 
language. Consequently, it is imperative that it be understood in the 
light of the principles ofthe Arabic language. 


The mutashabih ayat (i.e. those which admit of more than one meaning) 
are to be understood in the light of the muhkam ayat (i.e. those which 
have definite connotations). Certain parts of the Glorious Qur'an 
explain other parts. While most ofthe ayat have definite connotations, 
there are some which are mutashabih and may confuse some readers. 
Therefore, understanding the mutashabih ayat in the light of the 
meanings of muhkam ayat, will help the mufassir in understanding 
their implications and in clarifying their meanings. Allah, the Exalted 
says: "It is He who has revealed to you (O Muhammad) the Book. In 
it are ayat that are entirely clear. They are the foundation of the Book. 
And there are other ayat which admit of more than one meaning. As 
for those with deviation in their hearts, they pursue the ayat which 
admit of more than one meaning seeking thereby (to create) discord 
and with the aim of (finding) an interpretation (suitable to them). 
And no one knows their (true) interpretation except Allah. But those 
who are firmly grounded in knowledge say: *We believe in it. All 
(of it) is from our Lord.’ And no one will take heed except those of 
understanding". (Sürat Al ‘Imran, 7) 


Drawing upon the established scientific facts when explaining 
the ayat dealing with the universe, while abstaining from dragging 
scientific theories into the commentary, so as not to ascribe to the 
Glorious Qur'àn ideas alien to it. 


Being wary of false interpretations which make the meanings of the 
Word of Allah, the Exalted, far removed from the established principles 
of Islamic jurisprudence (Shari‘ah), and violate the principles of the 
Arabic language. This applies whether or not there is a definite aim of 
distortion, or due to ignorance of the Arabic language and its shades of 
meanings and its variety of usages, or due to assuming erroneous and 
corrupt meanings which are totally foreign to the Word of Allah, the 
Exalted. 
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The Inimitability (i jaz) of the Glorious Qur’an: 

Inimitability (a/-i az) in the technical usage is: what is beyond one's ability 
to do in the domains of action, opinion, or plan, while a mu fizah (miracle) is 
an occurrence meant to prove the authenticity of Prophets and Messengers 
(peace and blessings of Allah be upon them). This term does not occur 
in the Glorious Qur'an. Instead, words like aya/ (sign) and burhan (proof) 
etc. have been used. 


The Glorious Qur’4n is the Word of Allah. So, naturally, there is such a level 
of perfection in its meanings and beauty in its ayat, words and structures 
that renders its authorship beyond the capability of human beings. Allah 
the Exalted says: *Alif, Lam, Ra. (This is) a Book whose ayat have been 
perfected, then explained in detail. (It is) from (One who is) All-Wise, All- 
Aware.” (Surat Hid, 1) 


The polytheists (of Makkah) tried to create doubts about the source of 
the Glorious Qur'an, and turn people away from it by fabricating lies and 
creating doubts,” so Allah, the Exalted revealed ayat, challenging them to 
produce the like of this Glorious Qur'an, or ten sūrahs, or at least one surah, 
if indeed they were truthfulO. However, they were incapable of doing so 
and conceded that it is not possible to imitate the Glorious Qur'an or to 
produce something similar to it, even though it is in the Arabic language. 
Allah, the Exalted says: “Or do they say: ‘He (Muhammad) has forged it?’ 
Say: ‘Bring then a surah like it and call (for assistance) whomsoever you 
can besides Allah, if you are indeed truthful.’” (Strat Yünüs, 38) 


The Glorious Qur’an has declared, loud and clear, the incapability of all 
humans and jinn, of producing the like of the Glorious Qur'an, even if they 
were to support each other: “Say: ‘If all humans and the jinn come together 
in order to produce the like of this Qur'an, they cannot produce the like of 
it, even if they cooperate with each other."(Sürat al-Isra’, 88) 


The Glorious Qur'an is a miracle because it is Allah's Words, which do not 
resemble the words ofthe creations. It is miraculous in its words and content 
including literary expressions and eloquence, information and stories, legal 
rulings and legislation, the depth of psychological and emotional influence 
and the amazing scientific truths. 


Numerous scholars of physics, astronomy, biology, and medicine, etc. are 
astonished by the information contained in the Glorious Qur'an relating 
to scientific facts, and references to the universe which have a bearing on

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the sciences of their study and research. These references are couched in 
precise scientific language which is inconceivable to have come from an 
unlettered Messenger, hailing from an unlettered nation and living in a part 
of the world that had no knowledge of any of those phenomena. This led to 
a number of them embracing Islam, for they realized that what is mentioned 
in the Glorious Qur'an is impossible to be the words of a human being. They 
can only be the words of the Creator of the universe and of human beings. 
Many ayat in the Glorious Qur'an also point to the Oneness of Allah, the 
Exalted, and the uniqueness of His handiwork. Allah, the Exalted says: “We 
will show them Our signs in the universe and within themselves until it 
becomes clear to them that this Qur'àn is the Truth. Is it not sufficient that 
your Lord is a Witness over all things?" (Fussilat, 53). 


Translation of the Meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn: 

Translation is transferring a text from one language into another". This is 
not free of difficulties because the form and the structure of the sentence 
represent one of the semantic factors of the text, and it may be difficult to 
retain the semantic connotation of that form when translating the text into 
another language”. 


Now, if this is the problem of translating texts written by human beings, 
surely the difficulty of translation will be far greater when the Glorious 
Qur'an is intended. It is the Word of Allah, revealed by Allah, the Exalted, 
in the Arabic language. Its words and meanings were revealed by Allah, 
the Exalted. So, it is not possible for a human being to claim that he has 
encompassed the meanings of the Glorious Qur'an in its entirety, or that he 
15 able to restore the formulation of its words as it is exists in the Arabic text. 


Despite the difficulty of translating the Glorious Qur'an however, scholars 
have reiterated the necessity of conveying the Glorious Qur'an and its 
message to all the nations of the world, whatever their languages may be. 
This cannot be realized except by way of translation. 


The translation of the Glorious Qur'an into other languages is of two kinds: 


a) Translation of the meanings of the Glorious Qur'an without 
any tafsir (commentary), and is limited to explaining what the words of 
the Qur'ànic text mean. 


An explanatory translation, supported by clarifications and illustrations. 
This type oftranslation, is in fact the equivalent ofa tafsir (commentary) 
of the Glorious Qur'àn in a language other than Arabic.

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No matter how precise the translation of the meanings of the Glorious 
Qur'an is, and no matter how proficient the translator might be in both 
the languages, or how knowledgeable he/she might be of the meanings of 
the ayat, surely that translation cannot be called the Qur'àn, due to two 
reasons: 


The first is that the Glorious Qur'an is the Word of Allah, the Exalted, 
revealed in the Arabic language and representing the peak of eloquence and 
perfection. Recreating such a text in a language other than Arabic cannot 
claim to be called the Qur'an. 


The second is that the translation represents the understanding of the 
translator of the meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn. Looked from this angle, 
it resembles tafstr (commentary), and just as tafsir is not called the Qur'an, 
so too, the translation of the meanings of the Glorious Qur'an cannot be 
called the Qur'an. 


So, in order for the translation ofthe meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn to be 
acceptable, it is imperative that the requirements laid down by the scholars 
for explaining the meanings of the Glorious Qur'an are met in it. At the 
same time, the translator must be wary of using his translation as a cover for 
spreading incorrect meanings of the Glorious Qur'an, or meanings which 
are offensive to Muslims. Unfortunately, this is what some Orientalists and 
some so-called Muslims, who hold wrong beliefs which seek to destroy the 
values of the great religion of Islam, and to harm its correct beliefs, and its 
noble shari‘ah laws have done in their translations. 


Based on this premise, the King Fahd Glorious Qur'an Printing Complex 
in Madinah Munawwarah has undertaken the preparation and publication 
of correct translations of the meanings of the Glorious Qur'àn, with the 
objective of conveying the sublime message ofthe Glorious Qur'an to non- 
Arabic speaking peoples in their respective languages. 


And indeed, all praise belongs to Allah, the Lord of the worlds, and may 
peace and blessings of Allah always be upon our Prophet Muhammad, his 
family, all of his Companions, and the tabi 'ün, and whoever follows them 
in righteousness until the Day of Judgment.

Rabb is also one of the Names of 
Allah. We have used the word “Lord” as the nearest to Rabb. All occurrences of

Narrated ‘Abdullah ibn ‘Umar ais: The Prophet ize» met Zaid ibn ‘Amr 
ibn Nufail in the bottom of (the valley of) Baldah before the descent of any Divine 
revelation to the Prophet Saeta. A meal was presented to the Prophet isal, 
but he refused to eat from it. (Then it was presented to Zaid) who said, “I do not 
eat anything which you slaughter on your Nusub* in the name of your idols etc. I 
eat only those (animals’ meat) on which Allah’s Name has been mentioned at the 
time of (their) slaughtering.” Zaid ibn ‘Amr used to criticise the way Quraish used 
to slaughter their animals and used to say, “Allah has created the sheep and He has 
sent the water for it from the sky, and He has grown the grass for it from the earth; 
yet you slaughter it in names other than the Name of Allah.” He used to say so, for 
he rejected that practice and considered it as something abominable.

Narrated Ibn ‘Umar êziz: Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail went to Sham (the region 
comprising Syria, Lebanon, Palestine and Jordan), enquiring about a true religion 
to follow. 

He met a Jewish religious scholar and asked him about their religion. He said, “I 
intend to embrace your religion, so tell me something about it.” The Jew said, “You 
will not embrace our religion unless you receive your share of Allah's Anger."

Zaid said, “I do not run away except from Allah’s Anger, and I will never bear 
a bit of it if I have the power to avoid it.

He replied *Hanifis the 
religion of (the Prophet) Abraham sid, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, 
and he used to worship none but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism.” When 
Zaid heard their statement about (the religion of) Abraham, he left that place, and 
when he came out, he raised both his hands and said, “O Allah! I make You my 
Witness that I am on the religion of Abraham". 

Narrated Asma’ bint Abi Bakr Gaz: I saw Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail standing 
with his back against the Ka ‘bah and saying, “O people of Quraish! By Allah, 
none amongst you is on the religion of Abraham except me.” She added: He (Zaid) 
used to preserve the lives of little girls; if somebody wanted to kill his daughter he 
would say to him, “Do not kill her for I will feed her on your behalf.” So he would 
take her, and when she grew up nicely, he would say to her father, ‘Now if you 
will (wish), I will give her to you, and if you will (wish), I will feed her on your 
behalf.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.5, Hadith No.169).

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And when they meet those who 
believe, they say: *We believe," but 
when they are alone with their Shavatin 
(devils — polytheists, hypocrites), they 
say: "Truly, we are with you; verily, 
we were but mocking." 


Allah mocks at them and gives them 
increase in their wrong-doing to 
wander blindly. 


These are they who have purchased error 
for guidance, so their commerce was 
profitless. And they were not guided. 


Their likeness is as the likeness of 
one who kindled a fire. Then, when 
it lighted all around him, Allah took 
away their light and left them in 
darkness. (So) they could not see. 


They are deaf, dumb, and blind, so 
they return not (to the Right Path). 


Or like a rainstorm from the sky, 
wherein are darkness, thunder, and 
lightning. They thrust their fingers 

in their ears to keep out the stunning 
thunder-clap for fear of death. But Allah 
ever encompasses the disbelievers (1.e.

And (remember) when Musa (Moses) 
said to his people: “Verily, Allah 
commands you that you slaughter 
acow.” They said, “Do you make 
fun of us?” He said, “I take Allah’s 
Refuge from being among Al-Jahilün 
(the ignorant or the foolish).” 


(V.2:62) This Verse (and Verse 5:69), mentioned in the Qur'an should not 
be misinterpreted by the reader as mentioned by Ibn ‘Abbas êziz (Tafsir 
At-Tabari) that the provision of this Verse was abrogated by the Verse 3:85: 
“And whosoever seeks a religion other than Islam, it will never be accepted of 
him, and in the Hereafter, he will be one of the losers." (i.e. after the coming of 


Prophet Muhammad iie on the earth, no other religion except Islam, will be 


accepted from anyone). 
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They said, “Call upon your Lord for 
us that He may make plain to us what 
it is!” He said, “He says, ‘Verily, it is 
a cow neither too old nor too young, 


but (it is) between the two conditions’, 


so do what you are commanded.” 


They said, “Call upon your Lord for 
us to make plain to us its colour.” 
He said, “He says, ‘It is a yellow 
cow, bright in its colour, pleasing the 
beholders.” 


They said, “Call upon your Lord 
for us to make plain to us what it is. 
Verily, to us all cows are alike. And 
surely, if Allah wills, we will be 
guided.” 


He [Misa (Moses)] said, “He says, 
‘It is a cow neither trained to till 

the soil nor water the fields, sound, 
having no other colour except bright 
yellow.” They said, “Now you 

have brought the truth.” So they 
slaughtered it though they were near 
to not doing it. 


And (remember) when you killed 
aman and fell into dispute among 
yourselves as to the crime. But Allah 
brought forth that which you were 
hiding. 

So We said: “Strike him (the dead 
man) with a piece of it (the cow).” 
Thus Allah brings the dead to life 
and shows you His Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) so that you may 
understand. 
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Then, after that, your hearts were 
hardened and became as stones or 
even worse in hardness. And indeed, 
there are stones out of which rivers 
gush forth, and indeed, there are of 
them (stones) which split asunder 

so that water flows from them, and 
indeed, there are of them (stones) 
which fall down for fear of Allah. And 
Allah is not unaware of what you do. 


Do you (faithful believers) covet that 
they will believe in your religion 
inspite of the fact that a party of them 
(Jewish rabbis) used to hear the Word 
of Allah [the Taurat (Torah)], then 
they used to change it knowingly after 
they understood it? 


And when they (Jews) meet those 

who believe (Muslims), they say, “We 
believe”, but when they meet one 
another in private, they say, “Shall you 
(Jews) tell them (Muslims) what Allah 
has revealed to you [Jews, about the 
description and the qualities of Prophet 
Muhammad icit, which are 
written in the Taurat (Torah)], that 
they (Muslims) may argue with you 
(Jews) about it before your Lord?” Have 
you (Jews) then no understanding? 


Know they (Jews) not that Allah 
knows what they conceal and what 
they reveal? 


And there are among them (Jews) 
unlettered people, who know not the 
Book, but they trust upon false desires 
and they but guess. 


(V.2:76) See the footnote of (V.2:42). 
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Then woe to those who write the 
Book with their own hands and then 
say, “This is from Allah,” to purchase 
with it a little price! Woe to them for 
what their hands have written and woe 
to them for that they earn (thereby). 


And they (Jews) say, “The Fire (1.e. 
Hell-fire on the Day of Resurrection) 
shall not touch us but for a few 
numbered days." Say (O Muhammad 
icai to them): “Have you taken 

a covenant from Allah, so that Allah will 
not break His Covenant? Or is it that 
you say of Allah what you know not?" 


Yes! Whosoever earns evil and his sin 
has surrounded him, they are dwellers 
of the Fire (i.e. Hell); they will dwell 
therein forever. 


And those who believe (in the Oneness 
of Allah—Islamic Monotheism) and 
do righteous good deeds, they are 
dwellers of Paradise, they will dwell 
therein forever. (See V.2:257) 


And (remember) when We took 

a covenant from the Children of Israel, 
(saying): *Worship none but Allah 
(Alone) and be dutiful and good to 
parents, and to kindred, and to orphans 
and to A|-Masakin'? (the needy), 

and speak good to people (i.e. enjoin 
righteousness and forbid evil, and say 
the truth about Muhammad ise), 


(V.2:83) Narrated Abu Hurairah ‘cai: Allah’s Messenger Aceite said, *Al-Miskin 
(the needy) is not the one who goes round the people and ask them for a mouthful 
or two (of meals) or a date or two, but A/-Miskin (the needy) is who has not enough 
(money) to satisfy his needs and whose condition is not known to others, that 
others may give him something in charity, and who does not beg of people.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol. 2, Hadith No. 557). [Please also see Tafsir At-Tabari (Verse 9:60)]. 
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and perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), 
and give Zakat". Then you slid back, 
except a few of you, while you are 
backsliders”. (Tafsir Al-Ourtubi). 


And (remember) when We took your 
covenant (saying): Shed not the blood 
of your (people), nor turn out your 
own people from their dwellings. 
Then, (this) you ratified and (to this) 
you bear witness. 


After this, it is you who kill one 
another and drive out a party of you 
from their homes, assist (their enemies) 
against them, in sin and transgression. 
And if they come to you as captives, 
you ransom them, although their 
expulsion was forbidden to you. Then, 
do you believe in a part of the Scripture 
and reject the rest? Then, what is the 
recompense of those who do so among 
you, except disgrace in the life of this 
world, and on the Day of Resurrection 
they shall be consigned to the most 
grievous torment. And Allah is not 
unaware of what you do. 


Those are they who have bought 
the life of this world at the price of 
the Hereafter. Their torment shall 
not be lightened, nor shall they be 
helped. 


And indeed, We gave Musa (Moses) 
the Book and followed him up with 

a succession of Messengers. And We 
gave ‘Isa (Jesus), the son of Maryam 
(Mary), clear signs and supported him 
with Rüh-ul-Qudus [Jibrail (Gabriel) 
sialic]. Is it that whenever there 
came to you a Messenger with what 
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you yourselves desired not, you grew 
arrogant? Some you disbelieved and 
some you killed. 


And they say, “Our hearts are wrapped 
(i.e. do not hear or understand Allah’s 
Word).” Nay, Allah has cursed them 
for their disbelief, so little is that which 
they believe. 


And when there came to them (the 
Jews), a Book (this Qur'an) from 
Allah confirming what is with them 
[the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel 
(Gospel)], although aforetime they 
had invoked Allah (for coming of 
Muhammad 45:62) in order 

to gain victory over those who 
disbelieved, then when there came to 
them that which they had recognised, 
they disbelieved in it. So, let the Curse 
of Allah be on the disbelievers. 


How bad is that for which they have 
sold their ownselves, that they should 
disbelieve in that which Allah has 
revealed (the Qur'an), grudging that 
Allah should reveal of His Grace to 
whom He wills of His slaves. So they 
have drawn on themselves wrath upon 
wrath. And for the disbelievers, there 
15 disgracing torment. 


And when it is said to them (the 
Jews), “Believe in what Allah has 
sent down,” they say, “We believe in 
what was sent down to us.” And they 
disbelieve in that which came after it, 
while it is the truth confirming what 
is with them. Say (O Muhammad 
Assails to them): “Why then have 
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you killed the Prophets of Allah 
aforetime, if indeed you have been 
believers?" 


And indeed Musa (Moses) came 

to you with clear proofs, yet you 
worshipped the calf after he left, and 
you were Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 


And (remember) when We took your 
covenant and We raised above you the 
Mount (saying), “Hold firmly to what 
We have given you and hear (Our 
Word).” They said, “We have heard 
and disobeyed.” And their hearts 
absorbed (the worship of) the calf 
because of their disbelief. Say: “Worst 
indeed is that which your faith enjoins 
on you, if you are believers.” 


Say (to them): “If the home of the 
Hereafter with Allah is indeed for 
you specially and not for others, of 
mankind, then long for death if you 
are truthful.” 


But, they will never long for it 
because of what their hands have 
sent before them (i.e. what they have 
done). And Allah is All-Knower 

of the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 


And verily, you will find them (the 
Jews) the greediest of mankind for 
life and (even greedier) than those 
who ascribe partners to Allah (and do 
not believe in Resurrection — Majüs 
(Magians), pagans, and idolaters). 
Everyone of them wishes that he 
could be given a life of a thousand 
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years. But the grant of such life will 
not save him even a little from (due) 
punishment. And Allah is All-Seer of 
what they do. 


Say (O Muhammad ics): 
“Whoever is an enemy to Jibrail 
(Gabriel) (let him die in his fury), 

for indeed he has brought it (this 
Qur’an) down to your heart by Allah’s 
Permission, confirming what came 
before it [1.e. the Taurat (Torah) and 
the Injeel (Gospel)] and guidance and 
glad tidings for the believers. 


“Whoever is an enemy to Allah, 

His Angels, His Messengers, Jibrail 
(Gabriel) and Mikael (Michael), 
then verily, Allah is an enemy to the 
disbelievers.” 


And indeed We have sent down to 
you manifest Aydt (these Verses of the 
Qur’an which inform in detail about 
the news of the Jews and their secret 
intentions, etc.), and none disbelieve 
in them but 41-1 35101111 (those who 
rebel against Allah’s Command). 


. Is it not (the case) that every time 


they make a covenant, some party 
among them throw it aside? Nay! 
(The truth is:) most of them believe 
not. 


And when there came to them 

a Messenger from Allah (i.e. 
Muhammad 45.:{62i)\2) confirming 
what was with them, a party of those 
who were given the Scripture threw 
away the Book of Allah behind their 
backs, as if they did not know! 
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And they followed what the Shayatin 
(devils) gave out (falsely of the 
magic) in the lifetime of Sulaiman 
(Solomon). Sulaiman did not 
disbelieve, but the Shayatin (devils) 
disbelieved, teaching men magic 

and such things that came down at 
Babylon to the two angels, Harüt 
and Marüt, but neither of these two 
(angels) taught anyone (such things) 
till they had said, “We are only for 
trial, so disbelieve not (by learning 
this magic from us)." And from these 
(angels) people learn that by which 
they cause separation between a man 
and his wife, but they could not 

thus harm anyone except by Allah's 
Leave. And they learn that which 
harms them and profits them not. 
And indeed they knew that the buyers 
of it (magic) would have no share in 
the Hereafter. And how bad indeed 
was that for which they sold their 
ownselves, if they but knew. 


And if they had believed and guarded 
themselves from evil and kept their 
duty to Allah, far better would have 
been the reward from their Lord, if 
they but knew! 


O you who believe! Say not (to the 
Messenger isal) Ra ‘ina but 
say Unzurna (make us understand) 
and hear. And for the disbelievers 
there is a painful torment. (See 
Verse 4:46) 


(V.2:104) Ra ‘ina: In Arabic means “Be careful; Listen to us, and we listen to 


', and the Jews used to say it to the 


you”, whereas in Hebrew it means “an insult’ 


Prophet isal with bad intentions. (See V.4:46). 
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Neither those who disbelieve among 

the people of the Scripture (Jews and 
Christians) nor Al-Mushrikün (the 
idolaters, polytheists, disbelievers in the 
Oneness of Allah, pagans, etc.) like that 
there should be sent down to you any 
good from your Lord. But Allah chooses 
for His Mercy whom He wills. And 
Allah is the Owner of Great Bounty. 


Whatever ayah (revelation) We 
abrogate or cause to be forgotten, 
We bring a better one or similar to it. 
Know you not that Allah is Able to 
do all things? 


Know you not that it is Allah to 
Whom belongs the dominion of the 
heavens and the earth? And besides 
Allah you have neither any Walz 
(protector or guardian) nor any helper. 


Or do you want to ask your Messenger 
(Muhammad gaj) as Müsà 
(Moses) was asked before (i.e. show 
us openly our Lord)? And he who 
changes Faith for disbelief, verily, he 
has gone astray from the Right Way. 


Many of the people of the Scripture 
(Jews and Christians) wish that they 
could turn you away as disbelievers 
after you have believed, out of envy 
from their ownselves, even after the 
truth (that Muhammad isi 

is Allah’s Messenger) has become 
manifest to them. But forgive and 
overlook, till Allah brings His 
Command"). Verily, Allah is Able to 
do all things. 


(V.2:109) The provision of this verse has been abrogated by the (V.9:29). (Tafsir 


At-Tabari). 
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And perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), 
and give Zakat, and whatever of good 
(deeds that Allah loves) you send forth 
for yourselves before you, you shall 

find it with Allah. Certainly, Allah is 
All-Seer of what you do. 


And they say, “None shall enter Paradise 
unless he be a Jew or a Christian.” 
These are their own desires. Say 

(O Muhammad saci), “Produce 
your proof if you are truthful.” 

Yes, but whoever submits his face 
(himself) to Allah (i.e. follows Allah's 
Religion of Islamic Monotheism) and 
he is a Muhsin," then his reward is 
with his Lord (Allah), on such shall 
be no fear, nor shall they grieve. [See 
Tafsir Ibn Kathir]. 


The Jews said that the Christians 
follow nothing (i.e. are not on the 
right religion); and the Christians said 
that the Jews follow nothing (i.e. are 
not on the right religion); though they 
both recite the Scripture. Like their 
word, said (the pagans) who know 
not. Allah will judge between them 
on the Day of Resurrection about that 
wherein they have been differing. 


And who are more unjust than 
those who forbid that Allah’s Name 
be glorified and mentioned much 
(i.e. prayers and invocations, etc.) 
in Allah’s mosques and strive for 
their ruin? It was not fitting that 
such should themselves enter them 


(V.2:112) “Muhsin” a good-doer who performs good deeds totally for Allah’s 
sake only without any show off or to gain praise or fame, etc., and in accordance 
with the Sunnah of Allah’s Messenger Muhammad iz; iu. 
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(Allah’s Mosques) except in fear. For 
them there is disgrace in this world, 
and they will have a great torment in 
the Hereafter. 


And to Allah belong the east and 

the west, so wherever you turn 
(yourselves or your faces) there is the 
Face of Allah (and He is High above, 
over His Throne). Surely! Allah 

is All-Sufficient for His creatures’ 
needs, All-Knowing. 


And they (Jews, Christians and 
pagans) say: Allah has begotten a son 
(children or offspring). Glorified 

is He (Exalted is He above all that 
they associate with Him). Nay, to 
Him belongs all that is in the heavens 
and on earth, and all surrender with 
obedience (in worship) to Him. 


The Originator of the heavens and the 
earth. When He decrees a matter, He 
only says to it: “Be!” — and it is. 
And those who have no knowledge 
say: “Why does not Allah speak 

to us (face to face) or why does 

not asign come to us?” So said the 
people before them words of similar 
import. Their hearts are alike, We 
have indeed made plain the signs for 
a people who believe with certainty. 


(V.2:116) “They (Jews, Christians and ru say: Allah has begotten a son 


(children, offspring). Glorified is He ...Nay... 


Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas aii: The Prophet icit said, “Allah said, ‘The son 
of Adam tells lies against Me though he has no right to do so, and he abuses Me 
though he has no right to do so. As for his telling lies against Me, he claims that 
I cannot re-create him as I created him before; and as for his abusing Me: it is his 
statement that I have a son (or offspring). No! Glorified I am! I am far from taking 
a wife or a son (or offspring).’”. (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 6, Hadith No. 9). 
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. Verily, We have sent you 


(O Muhammad sae) with 

the truth (Islam), a bringer of glad 
tidings (for those who believe in 
what you brought, that they will enter 
Paradise) and a warner (for those 
who disbelieve in what you brought, 
that they will enter the Hell-fire). 
And you will not be asked about the 
dwellers of the blazing Fire. 


Never will the Jews nor the 
Christians be pleased with you 

(O Muhammad sass) till you 
follow their religion. Say: “Verily, 
the Guidance of Allah (1.e. Islamic 
Monotheism) that is the (only) 
Guidance. And if you (O Muhammad 
Asati) were to follow their (Jews 
and Christians) desires, after what 
you have received of Knowledge 

(i.e. the Qur'an), then you would 
have, against Allah, neither any 

Wali (protector or guardian) nor any 
helper. 


Those (who embraced Islam from 
Bani Israel) to whom We gave 

the Book [the Taurat (Torah)] [or 
those (Muhammad's Acetic 
companions) to whom We have 
given the Book (the Qur'an)] recite 
It (1.e. obey its orders and follow its 
teachings) as it should be recited 
(i.e. followed), they are the ones 
who believe therein. And whoso 
disbelieve in it (the Qur'an), those 
are they who are the losers. (Tafsir 
Al-Qurtubi). 


(V.2:119) See the footnote of (V. 3:85). 
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O Children of Israel! Remember 

My Favour which I bestowed upon 
you and that I preferred you to the 
‘Alamin [mankind and jinn (of your 
time-period, in the past)]. 

And fear the Day (of Judgement) 
when no person shall avail another, 
nor shall compensation be accepted 
from him, nor shall intercession be of 
use to him, nor shall they be helped. 


And (remember) when the Lord 

of Ibrahim (Abraham) (i.e., Allah) 
tried him with (certain) Commands," 
which he fulfilled. He (Allah) said 
(to him), “Verily, I am going to 
make you an Imam (a leader) for 
mankind (to follow you)." [Ibrahim 
(Abraham)] said, “And of my 
offspring (to make leaders)." (Allah) 
said, “My Covenant (Prophethood) 
includes not Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers).” 


(V.2:124) It is said that those commands were many. Some of them are as follows: 
a) To invite mankind to the Tauhid (Islamic Monotheism). 
b) To show mankind the Manasik (See V.2:128). 


c) To practise the characteristics of Al-Fitrah: 


Narrated Abu Hurairah isis: I heard the Prophet iiic» saying: 
Five practices are characteristic of A/-Fitrah: 


1) Circumcision, 

2) Shaving the pubic hair, 

3) Cutting the moustaches short, 
4) Clipping the nails, 


5) and depilating the hair of the armpits. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 779, Vol.7) 
Narrated Ibn Umar zz: Allah's Messenger ici said: “Cut the 
moustaches short and leave the beard (as it is).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith 
No. 781, Vol.7). 

It is also mentioned that Ibrahim sili was put to test: 

1) When he size was thrown in the Fire. 

2) When he stl was ordered to slaughter his son. 

(Tafsir Ibn Kathir). 
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And (remember) when We made 

the House (the Ka ‘bah in Makkah) 

a place of resort for mankind and 

a place of safety. And take you 
(people) the Maqam (place) of Ibrahim 
(Abraham) [or the stone on which 
Ibrahim (Abraham) lite stood 
while he was building the Ka ‘bah] as 
a place of prayer (for some of your 
prayers, e.g. two Rak ‘at after the 
Tawaf of the Ka ‘bah in Makkah), 

and We commanded Ibrahim 
(Abraham) and Ismail (Ishmael) that 
they should purify My House (the 

Ka ‘bah in Makkah) for those who 

are circumambulating it, or staying 

(4 'tikaf), or bowing or prostrating 
themselves (there, in prayer). 

And (remember) when Ibrahim 
(Abraham) said, *My Lord, make this 
city (Makkah) a place of security and 
provide its people with fruits, such of 
them as believe in Allah and the Last 
Day." He (Allah) answered: “As for 
him who disbelieves, I shall leave him 
in contentment for a while, then I shall 
compel him to the torment of the Fire, 


[E 


and worst indeed is that destination! 


And (remember) when Ibrahim 
(Abraham) and (his son) Ismail 
(Ishmael) were raising the 
foundations of the House (the 

Ka ‘bah in Makkah), (saying), “Our 
Lord! Accept (this service) from us. 
Verily, You are the All-Hearer, the 
All-Knower."? 


(V.2:127) See the footnote of (V.14:37). 
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128. *Our Lord! And make us 


submissive to You and of our 
offspring a nation submissive to 
You, and show us our Manasik? 
(all the ceremonies of pilgrimage — 
Hajj and ‘Umrah), and accept our 
repentance. Truly, You are the One 
Who accepts repentance, the Most 
Merciful. 


“Our Lord! And send amongst 

them a Messenger of their own 

(and indeed Allah answered their 
invocation by sending Muhammad 
Acseeaii), who shall recite to them 
Your Verses and instruct them in the 
Book (this Qur'an) and Al-Hikmah 
(full knowledge of the Islamic laws 
and jurisprudence or wisdom or 
Prophet’s sunnah—legal ways), and 
purify them. Verily, You are the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise.” 

And who turns away from the 
religion of Ibrahim (Abraham) (i.e. 
Islamic Monotheism) except him 
who befools himself. Truly, We 
chose him in this world and verily, in 
the Hereafter, he will be among the 
righteous. 

When his Lord said to him, *Submit 
(i.e. be a Muslim)!” He said, “I have 
submitted myself (as a Muslim) to the 
Lord of the ‘Alamin (mankind, jinn 
and all that exists).” 


(V.2:128) Manasik: i.e. Ihràm; 


Al-Marwah, stay at ‘Arafat, Muzdalifah and Mina; Ramy of Jamarat; slaughtering 
of Hady (animal), etc. For details see “The Book of Hajj and 'Umrah", (Sahih 


Al-Bukhart, Vol.2,3). 
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And this (submission to Allah, Islam) 
was enjoined by Ibrahim (Abraham) 
upon his sons and by Ya'qüb (Jacob) 
(saying), *O my sons! Allah has 
chosen for you the (true) religion, 
then die not except in the Faith 

of Islam (as Muslims — Islamic 
Monotheism)." 


Or were you witnesses when death 
approached Ya‘qtib (Jacob)? When 

he said to his sons, *What will you 
worship after me?" They said, “We 
shall worship your [lah (God — 
Allah) the [lah (God) of your fathers, 
Ibrahim (Abraham), Isma*il (Ishmael), 
Ishaq (Isaac), One //ah (God), and to 
Him we submit (in Islam)." 


That was a nation who has passed 
away. They shall receive the reward 
of what they earned and you of what 
you earn. And you will not be asked 
regarding what they used to do. 


And they say, “Be Jews or Christians, 
then you will be guided." Say (to 
them O Muhammad aa), 
“Nay, (we follow) only the religion 
of Ibrahim (Abraham), Hanif [Islamic 
Monotheism, 1.e. to worship none 

but Allah (Alone)], and he was not of 
Al-Mushrikün (those who worshipped 
others along with Allah — see 
V.2:105).”® 


(V.2:135) Narration about Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail. 

Narrated ‘Abdullah ibn ‘Umar êziz: The Prophet ize» met Zaid ibn ‘Amr 
ibn Nufail in the bottom of (the valley of) Baldah before the descent of any Divine 
revelation to the Prophet Zzzicitz. A meal was presented to the Prophet asas 
but he refused to eat from it. (Then it was presented to Zaid) who said, “I do not 
eat anything which you slaughter on your Nusub* in the name of your idols, etc. I 
eat only those (animals’ meat) on which Allah’s Name has been mentioned at the 
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time of (their) slaughtering.” Zaid ibn ‘Amr used to criticise the way Quraish used 
to slaughter their animals and used to say, “Allah has created the sheep and He has 
sent the water for it from the sky, and He has grown the grass for it from the earth; 
yet you slaughter it in names other than the Name of Allah." He used to say so, for 
he rejected that practice and considered it as something abominable. 

Narrated Ibn ‘Umar êziz: Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail went to Sham (the region 
comprising Syria, Lebanon, Palestine and Jordan), enquiring about a true religion 
to follow. He met a Jewish religious scholar and asked him about their religion. He 
said, “I intend to embrace your religion, so tell me something about it." The Jew 
said, “You will not embrace our religion unless you receive your share of Allah’s 
Anger.” Zaid said, “I do not run except from Allah’s Anger, and I will never bear 
a bit of it if I have the power to avoid it. Can you tell me of some other religion?" He 
said, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif (Islamic Monotheism).” Zaid 
enquired, “What is Hanif?” He said, “Hanif is the religion of (the Prophet) Ibrahim 
(Abraham) Sif, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, and he used to worship none 
but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism." Then Zaid went out and met a Christian 
religious scholar and told him the same (as before). The Christian said, “You will 
not embrace our religion unless you get a share of Allah's Curse." Zaid replied, “I 
do not run except from Allah's Curse, and I will never bear any of Allah's Curse 
and His Anger if I have the power to avoid them. Will you tell me of some other 
religion?” He replied, “I do not know any other religion except Hanif (Islamic 
Monotheism).” Zaid enquired, “What is Hanif?” He replied “Hanif is the religion 
of (the Prophet) ‘Ibrahim (Abraham) Za, he was neither a Jew nor a Christian, 
and he used to worship none but Allah (Alone) — Islamic Monotheism.” When 
Zaid heard their statement about (the religion of) Ibrahim (Abraham), he left that 
place, and when he came out, he raised both his hands and said, *O Allah! I make 
You my Witness that I am on the religion of Ibrahim (Abraham)". 

Narrated Asma’ bint Abi Bakr Gaz: I saw Zaid ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail standing 
with his back against the Ka ‘bah and saying, “O people of Quraish! By Allah, 
none amongst you is on the religion of Ibrahim (Abraham) except me.” She added: 
He (Zaid) used to preserve the lives of little girls; if somebody wanted to kill his 
daughter he would say to him, “Do not kill her for I will feed her on your behalf.” 
So he would take her, and when she grew up nicely, he would say to her father, 
‘Now, if you will (wish), I will give her to you, and if you will (wish), I will feed 
her on your behalf.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.5, Hadith No.169).

And even if you were to bring to 
the people of the Scripture (Jews

nor are you going to follow their 
Qiblah (prayer direction). And they 
will not follow each other's Qiblah 
(prayer direction). Verily, if you 
follow their desires after that which 
you have received of knowledge 
(from Allah), then indeed you will 
be one of the Zalimün (polytheists, 
wrong-doers). 


Those to whom We gave the 
Scripture (Jews and Christians) 
recognise him (Muhammad 
Aceite or the Ka ‘bah in Makkah) 
as they recognise their sons. But 
verily, a party of them conceal the 
truth while they know it — [1.e. the 
qualities of Muhammad ics 
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which are written in the Taurat 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel) ]™. 


(This is) the truth from your Lord. 
So, be you not one of those who 
doubt. 


For every nation there is a direction 
to which they face (in their prayers). 
So hasten towards all that is good. 
Wheresoever you may be, Allah will 
bring you together (on the Day of 
Resurrection). Truly, Allah is Able to 
do all things. 


And from wheresoever you start 
forth (for prayers), turn your face in 
the direction of Al-Masjid-Al-Haram 
(in Makkah), that is indeed the truth 
from your Lord. And Allah is not 
unaware of what you do. 


And from wheresoever you start 
forth (for prayers), turn your face in 
the direction of A/-Masjid-Al-Haram 
(in Makkah), and wheresoever you 
are, turn your faces towards it (when 
you pray), so that men may have no 
argument against you, except those 
of them that are wrong-doers, so fear 
them not, but fear Me! — And so that 
I may complete My Blessings on you 
and that you may be guided. 


Similarly (to complete My Blessings 
on you), We have sent among you 

a Messenger (Muhammad csset)

give glad tidings to As-Sabirün (the 
patient). 

Who, when afflicted with calamity, 
say: “Truly! To Allah we belong and 
truly, to Him we shall return." 


They are those on whom are the 
Salawat (1.e. who are blessed and will 
be forgiven) from their Lord, and (they 
are those who receive His) Mercy, and 
it is they who are the guided ones.

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to Allah, if it is indeed He Whom you 
worship.

O you who believe! Observing 
As-Saum (the fast) is prescribed for 
you, as it was prescribed for those 
before you, that you may become 
Al-Muttaqün (the pious — See V.2:2). 
[Observing Saum (fast)] is for a fixed 
number of days, but if any of you is 
ill or on ajourney, the same number 
(should be made up) from other days. 
And as for those who can, but with 
difficulty, (e.g. an old man), they

The Prophet ize added, “By Him in Whose Hands my soul is, 
the smell coming out from the mouth of a fasting person is better with Allah 
Je than the smell of musk. (Allah says about the fasting person), “He 
has left his food, drink and desires for My sake. The Saum (fast) is for Me.** 
So I will reward (the fasting person) for it and the reward of good deeds is 
multiplied ten times.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 118, Vol. 3).

more remembrance. But of mankind 
there are some who say: “Our Lord! 
Give us (Your Bounties) in this 
world!” and for such there will be no 


portion in the Hereafter. 


And of them there are some who say: 
“Our Lord! Give us in this world that 
which is good and in the Hereafter 
that which is good, and save us from 
the torment of the Fire!” 


Those, for them there will be alloted 
a share for what they have earned. 
And Allah is Swift at reckoning. 


And remember Allah during the 
appointed Days”.

(V. 2:226) Narrated Nafi*: Ibn ‘Umar is; used to say about Al- T lā’ *(الإيلاء)‎ 
which Allah defined (in the Holy Book), “If the period of Al- T lā’ (cull) expires, 
then the husband has either to retain his wife in a handsome manner or to divorce 
her as Allah [ic] has ordered." Ibn ‘Umar added, “When the period of four 
months has expired, the husband should divorce his wife, but the divorce does 
not occur unless the husband himself declares it. This has been mentioned by 
‘Uthman, ‘Ali, Abu Ad-Darda’, ‘Aishah and twelve other Companions of the 
Prophet ize" (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.7, Hadith No. 213). 

* Al Tla’ (xyi): means the oath taken by a husband that he would not approach 

his wife for a certain period. 
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And divorced women shall wait (as 
regards their marriage) for three 
menstrual periods, and it is not lawful 
for them to conceal what Allah has 
created in their wombs, if they believe 
in Allah and the Last Day. And their 
husbands have the better right to take 
them back in that period, if they wish 
for reconciliation. And they (women) 
have rights (over their husbands as 
regards living expenses) similar (to 
those of their husbands) over them 
(as regards obedience and respect) 

to what is reasonable, but men have 

a degree (of responsibility) over them. 
And Allah is All-Mighty, All-Wise. 
Divorce is twice. After that, either 
you retain her on reasonable terms or 
release her with kindness. And it is 
not lawful for you (men) to take back 
(from your wives) any of your Mahr 
(bridal-money given by the husband 
to his wife at the time of marriage) 
which you have given them, except 
when both parties fear that they 
would be unable to keep the limits 
ordained by Allah (e.g. to deal with 
each other on a fair basis). Then, if 
you fear that they would not be able 
to keep the limits ordained by Allah, 
then there is no sin on either of them 
if she gives back (the Mahr or a part 
of it) for her A/-Khul‘ (divorce). 


(V.2:229) Al-Khul‘* Ji and how a divorce is given according to it. 

Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas êziz: The wife of Thabit ibn Qais came to the Prophet 
iafe and said, “O Allah’s Messenger! I do not blame Thabit for defects in his 
character or his religion, but I, being a Muslim, dislike to behave in an un-Islamic 
manner (if I remain with him).” On that Allah’s Messenger ici» said (to her), 
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These are the limits ordained by 
Allah, so do not transgress them. 
And whoever transgresses the limits 
ordained by Allah, then such are the 
Zalimun (wrong-doers). 

And if he has divorced her (the third 
time), then she is not lawful to him 
thereafter until she has married another 
husband. Then, if the other husband 
divorces her, it is no sin on both of 
them that they reunite, provided they 
feel that they can keep the limits 
ordained by Allah. These are the limits 
of Allah, which He makes plain for the 
people who have knowledge. 


And when you have divorced women 
and they are about to fulfill the term 
of their prescribed period, either take 
them back on a reasonable basis or 
set them free on a reasonable basis. 
But do not take them back to hurt 
them, and to treat them unjustly 

and whoever does that, then he has 
wronged himself. And treat not the 
Verses (Laws) of Allah as a jest, 

but remember Allah’s Favours on 
you (1.e. Islam), and that which He 
has sent down to you of the Book 
(i.e. the Qur'an) and Al-Hikmah (the 
Prophet’s Sunnah — legal ways — 
Islamic jurisprudence) whereby He 
instructs you. And fear Allah, and 
know that Allah is All-Knower of 
everything. 


“Will you give back the garden which your husband has given you (as Mahr)?” 
She said, “Yes.” Then the Prophet jz; said to Thabit, “O Thabit! Accept 
your garden, and divorce her once.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.7, Hadith No.197). 

* <‘Al-Khul‘ Ji means the parting of a wife from her husband by giving him 


a certain compensation. 
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And when you have divorced women 
and they have fulfilled the term of 
their prescribed period, do not prevent 
them from marrying their (former) 
husbands, if they mutually agree on a 
reasonable basis. This (instruction) is 
an admonition for him among you who 
believes in Allah and the Last Day. 
That is more virtuous and purer for 
you. Allah knows and you know not. 


The mothers shall give suck to their 
children for two whole years, (that 

is) for those (parents) who desire to 
complete the term of suckling, but the 
father of the child shall bear the cost 
of the mother’s food and clothing on 
areasonable basis. No person shall 
have a burden laid on him greater than 
he can bear. No mother shall be treated 
unfairly on account of her child, nor 
father on account of his child. And 

on the (father’s) heir is incumbent the 
like of that (which was incumbent 

on the father). If they both decide on 
weaning, by mutual consent, and after 
due consultation, there is no sin on 
them. And if you decide on a foster 
suckling-mother for your children, 
there is no sin on you, provided you 
pay (the mother) what you agreed (to 
give her) on a reasonable basis. And 
fear Allah and know that Allah is 
All-Seer of what you do. 


And those of you who die and leave 
wives behind them, they (the wives) 
shall wait (as regards their marriage) 
for four months and ten (days). 
Then, when they have fulfilled their 
term, there is no sin on you if they 
(the wives) dispose themselves 
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in a just and honourable manner 
(i.e. they can marry). And Allah is 
Well-Acquainted with what you do. 


And there is no sin on you if you make 
a hint of betrothal to women or conceal 
it in yourselves. Allah knows that 

you will remember them. However, 

do not make a promise (of contract) 
with them in secret except that you 
speak an honourable saying (according 
to the Islamic law). And do not 
consummate the marriage until the term 
prescribed is fulfilled. And know that 
Allah knows what is in your minds, so 
beware of Him. And know that Allah is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Forbearing. 


There is no sin on you, if you divorce 
women while yet you have not touched 
(had sexual relation with) them, 

nor appointed to them their Mahr 
(bridal-money given by the husband to 
his wife at the time of marriage). But 
bestow on them (a suitable gift), the 
rich according to his means, and the 
poor according to his means, a gift of 
a reasonable amount is a duty on the 
doers of good. 


And if you divorce them before you 
have touched (had a sexual relation 
with) them, and you have appointed 
to them the Mahr, then (pay) half 

of that (Mahr), unless they (the 
women) agree to forego it, or he 

(the husband), in whose hands is the 
marriage tie, agrees to forego (and 
give her full appointed Mahr). And to 
forego (and give her the full Mar) is 


(V.2:235) e.g. you can say to her, “If one finds a wife like you, he will be happy". 
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nearer to At-Taqwa (piety, righteous- 
ness). And do not forget liberality 
between yourselves. Truly, Allah is 
All-Seer of what you do. 


Guard strictly (five obligatory) DOVUTA Ue ibe

(V.2:238): Chapter: Abandoning of prayer is disbelief. 

a) Narrated Jabir ibn Abdullah x25: I heared Allah’s Messenger isi 
saying: Verily, between a man (i.e. a Muslim, believer of Islamic Monotheism) 
and between Ash-shirk (polytheism) and kufr (disbelief) is the abandoning of 
As-Salat (prayer). (Sahih Muslim, Hadith No. 82-S.S.M.H 204) 

b) The sin of one who misses the ‘Asr prayer (intentionally):* Narrated Ibn 
‘Umar êz: Allah’s Messenger معدو‎ said, “Whoever misses the ‘Asr 
prayer (intentionally), then it is as if he lost his family and property.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith No.527). 

c) One who omits (does not offer) the Asr prayer (intentionally):* 

Narrated Abu Al-Malih: We were with Buraidah in a battle on a cloudy day and 

he said, “Offer the ‘Asr prayer early as the Prophet isal said, “Whoever 

omits the ‘Asr prayer, all his (good) deeds will be lost.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 

Vol.1, Hadith No.528). 

i.e. The one who omits (does not offer) the “تيل‎ prayer intentionally until its 

stated time is over and if he prays after that time, then it is useless. 


(V.2:239) Narrated Salih Khawwat or Sahl ibn Abr Hathmah concerning those 
who witnessed the Fear Prayer that was performed in the battle of Dhat-ur-Riqa ‘ 
in the company of Allah's Messenger ize»: One batch lined up behind him 
while another batch (lined up) facing the enemy. The Prophet isal led the 
batch that was with him in one Rak 'ah, and he stayed in the standing posture while 
that batch completed their (two Rak‘at) prayer by themselves and went away, 
lining in the face of the enemy, while the other batch came and he (i.e. the Prophet 
ici) offered his remaining Rak ‘ah with them, and then, kept on sitting till 
they completed their prayer by themselves, and he then finished his prayer with 
Taslim along with them. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 5, Hadith No. 451). 
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And those of you who die and leave 
behind wives should bequeath for 
their wives a year’s maintenance and 
residence without turning them out, 
but if they (wives) leave, there is no 
sin on you for that which they do of 
themselves, provided it is honourable 
(e.g. lawful marriage). And Allah is 
All-Mighty, All-Wise™. 

And for divorced women, 
maintenance (should be provided) on 
a reasonable (scale). This is a duty on 
Al-Muttaqün (the pious— See V.2:2). 
Thus Allah makes clear His Aydt 
(Laws) to you, in order that you may 
understand. 

Have you (O Muhammad zs) 
not seen of those who went forth 
from their homes in thousands, 
fearing death? Allah said to them, 
*Die". And then He restored them to 
life. Truly, Allah is full of bounty to 
mankind, but most men thank not. 


And fight in the Way of Allah and 
know that Allah is All-Hearer, 
All-Knower. 


Who is he that will lend Allah 

a goodly loan so that He may 
multiply it to him many times? And 
it is Allah that decreases or increases 
(your provisions), and to Him you 
shall return. 

Have you not seen the group of the 
Children of Israel after (the time of) 
Misa (Moses)? When they said to 

a Prophet of theirs, “Appoint for us 


(V.2:240): The provision of this Verse has been abrogated by Verse (4:12) 
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aking and we will fight in Allah’s 
Way.” He said, “Would you then 
refrain from fighting, if fighting 
was prescribed for you?” They 

said, “Why should we not fight in 
Allah’s Way while we have been 
driven out of our homes and our 
children (families have been taken 
as captives)?” But when fighting 
was ordered for them, they turned 
away, all except a few of them. And 
Allah is All-Knower of the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). 

And their Prophet (Samuel Salif) 
said to them, “Indeed, Allah has 
appointed Talüt (Saul) as a king over 
you." They said, “How can he be 

a king over us when we are fitter than 
him for the kingdom, and he has not 
been given enough wealth." He said: 
“Verily, Allah has chosen him above 
you and has increased him abundantly 
in knowledge and stature. And Allah 


grants His kingdom to whom He wills. 


And Allah is All-Sufficient for His 
creatures’ needs, All-Knower." 
And their Prophet (Samuel izle) 
said to them: Verily, the sign of 
his kingdom is that there shall 
come to you Af-Tabit (a wooden 
box), wherein is Sakinah” (peace 
and reassurance) from your Lord 


(V. 2:248) Narrated Al-Bara’: A man was reciting Surat Al-Kahf and his horse was 
tied with two ropes beside him. A cloud came down and spread over that man, and 
it kept on coming closer and closer to him till his horse started jumping (as if afraid 
of something). When it was morning, the man came to the Prophet ics and 
told him of that experience. The Prophet ici said, “That was As-Sakinah 
(tranquillity or peace and reassurance along with angels), which descended because 
of (the recitation of) the Qur'an." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, Hadith No. 531). 
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and a remnant of that which the 
household of Mūsā (Moses) and the 
household of Hārūn (Aaron) left 
behind, carried by the angels. Verily, 
in this is a sign for you if you are 
indeed believers. 


Then when Talüt (Saul) set out with 
the army, he said: *Verily, Allah 
will try you by a river. So whoever 
drinks thereof, he is not of me, and 
whoever tastes it not, he is of me, 
except him who takes (thereof) in the 
hollow of his hand." Yet, they drank 
thereof, all, except a few of them. So 
when he had crossed it (the river), 
he and those who believed with him, 
they said: “We have no power this 
day against Jalüt (Goliath) and his 
hosts." But those who knew with 
certainty that they were going to 
meet Allah, said: “How often a small 
group overcame a mighty host by 
Allah's Leave?" And Allah is with 
As-Sabirün (the patient). 

And when they advanced to meet 
Jalüt (Goliath) and his forces, they 
invoked: *Our Lord! Pour forth on 
us patience, and set firm our feet 
and make us victorious over the 
disbelieving people." 


. So they routed them by Allah's 


Leave, and Dawüd (David) killed 
Jalüt (Goliath), and Allah gave him 
[Dawid (David)] the kingdom [after 
the death of Talüt (Saul) and Samuel] 
and Al-Hikmah (Prophethood)'), and

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taught him of that which He willed. 
And if Allah did not check one set of 
people by means of another, the earth 
would indeed be full of mischief. But 
Allah is full of bounty to the ‘Alamin

you are one of the Messengers (of 
Allah). 


(V.2:252) 


Narrated Jabir ibn ‘Abdullah êziz: The Prophet icit said, “I have been 

given five (things) which were not given to any one else before me: 

1) Allah made me victorious by awe, (by His frightening my enemies) for 
a distance of one month's journey. 

2) The earth has been made for me (and for my followers) a place for praying 
and athing to purify (perform Tayammum), therefore anyone of my 
followers can pray wherever he is, at the time of prayer. 

3) The booty has been made Halal (lawful) to me, yet it was not lawful to 
anyone else before me. 

4) Ihave been given the right of intercession (on the Day of Resurrection). 

5) Every Prophet used to be sent to his nation only, but I have been sent to all 
mankind.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith No.331). 

Narrated Abu Hurairah +é: Allah’s Messenger isal. said, “My 

similitude in comparison with the other Prophets before me is that of a man 

who built a house nicely and beautifully, except for a place of one brick in 
acorner. The people go round about it and wonder at its beauty, but say: 

‘Would that this brick be put in its place!’ So I am that brick, and I am the last 

(end) of the Prophets.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 735). 

Narrated Ibn Mas'üd zzXiz: As if I saw the Prophet icai talking about 

one of the Prophets whose nation had beaten him and caused him to bleed, 

while he was cleaning the blood off his face and saying, “O Allah! Forgive 
my nation, for they have no knowledge.” (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 4, Hadith 

No. 683). 

Narrated *Aishah Gas and Ibn ‘Abbas êziz: On his death-bed, Allah’s 

Messenger iz; it put a sheet over his face and when he felt hot, he would 

remove it from his face. When in that state (of putting and removing the sheet) 

he said, “May Allah's Curse be on the Jews and the Christians for they built 
places of worship at the graves of their Prophets." (By that) he intended to 
warn (the Muslims) from what they (i.e., Jews and Christians) had done. 

(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 660). 
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Those Messengers! We preferred 
some of them to others; to some of 
them Allah spoke (directly); others 
He raised to degrees (of honour); and 
to ‘Isa (Jesus), the son of Maryam 
(Mary), We gave clear proofs and 
evidences, and supported him with 
Rüh-ul-Qudus [Jibrail (Gabriel)]. 

If Allah had willed, succeeding 
generations would not have fought 
against each other, after clear Verses 
of Allah had come to them, but they 
differed — some of them believed 
and others disbelieved. If Allah had 
willed, they would not have fought 
against one another, but Allah does 
what He wills. 


O you who believe! Spend of that 
with which We have provided for 
you, before a Day comes when 

there will be no bargaining, nor 
friendship, nor intercession. And it is 
the disbelievers who are the 701 
(wrong-doers). 

Allah! La ilaha illa Huwa (none has 
the right to be worshipped but He), 
Al-Hayyul-Qayyüm (the Ever Living, 
the One Who sustains and protects 


e) Narrated Abu Hurairah zeizs: The Prophet iiic said, “The Israelis used 
to be ruled and guided by Prophets. Whenever a Prophet died, another would 
take over his place. There will be no Prophet after me, but there will be caliphs 
who will increase in number.” The people asked, “O Allah's Messenger! What 
do you order us (to do)?” He said, “Obey the one who will be given the Bai ‘a 
(pledge) first.* Fulfil their (i.e., the caliphs’) rights, for Allah will ask them 
about (any shortcomings in) ruling those whom Allah has put under their 
guardianship.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 661). 

* If the Bai‘a (pledge) is given to acaliph and after a while another caliph 
is given the Bai‘a (pledge) by some members of the society, the common 
Muslims should abide by the Bai ‘a (pledge) given to the first caliph, for the 


election of the second is invalid. 
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happens to them (His creatures) in 
this world, and what will happen to 
them in the Hereafter. And they will 
never encompass anything of His 
Knowledge except that which He 
wills. His Kursī™ extends over the 
heavens and the earth, and He feels 
no fatigue in guarding and preserving 
them. And He is the Most High, the 
Most Great. 


(V. 2:255). Kursi: literally a footstool or chair, but it is sometimes wrongly 

translated as Throne. The Kurs7 mentioned in this Verse should be distinguished 

from the ‘Arsh (Throne) mentioned in V. 7:54, 10:3, 85:15 and elsewhere. Prophet 

Muhammad isst» said: “The Kursi compared to the ‘Arsh is nothing but like 

aring thrown out upon open space of the desert.” If the Kurs? extends over the 

entire universe, then how much greater is the ‘Arsh. Indeed Allah, the Creator of 
both the Kursi and the ‘Arsh, is the Most Great. Ibn Taimiyah says: 

a) One must believe in the Kursi. 

b) One must believe in the ‘Arsh (Throne). It is narrated from Muhammad ibn 
‘Abdullah and from other religious scholars that the Kurs7 is in front of the 
‘Arsh (Throne) and it is at the level of the Feet. [Fatawa Ibn Taimiyah, Vol.5, 
Pages 54,55]. 

Narrated Abu Hurairah 4é: Allah’s Messenger i-i ordered me to guard 

the Zakat revenue of Ramadan. Then somebody came to me and started stealing 

of the foodstuff. I caught him and said, “I will take you to Allah’s Messenger 
ice" Then Abu Hurairah described the whole narration and said: That 

person said (to me), “(Please don’t take me to Allah’s Messenger isal and I 

will tell you a few words by which Allah will benefit you). When you go to your 

bed, recite Ayat -ul-Kursi, (2:255) for then there will be a guard from Allah who 
will protect you all night long, and Satan will not be able to come near you till 
dawn.” (When the Prophet 15i» heard the story) he said (to me), “He (who 
came to you at night) told you the truth although he is a liar; and it was Satan.” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, Hadith No.530). 


This Verse 2:255 is called Ayat-ul-Kurst. 
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There is no compulsion in religion. 
Verily, the Right Path has become 
distinct from the wrong path. 
Whoever disbelieves in Taghat and 
believes in Allah, then he has grasped 
the most trustworthy handhold 

that will never break. And Allah is 
All-Hearer, All-Knower. 


Allah is the Walz (Protector or 
Guardian) of those who believe. He 
brings them out from darkness into 
light. But as for those who disbelieve, 
their Auliyà ' (supporters and helpers) 
are Taghüt [false deities and false 
leaders], they bring them out from 
light into darkness. Those are the 
dwellers of the Fire, and they will 
abide therein forever™. 


Have you not seen him who disputed 
with Ibrahim (Abraham) about his 
Lord (Allah), because Allah had given 
him the kingdom? When Ibrahim 
(Abraham) said (to him): *My Lord 
(Allah) is He Who gives life and 
causes death." He said, "I give life and 
cause death." Ibrahim (Abraham) said, 
“Verily, Allah brings the sun from the 
east; then bring it you from the west." 
So the disbeliever was utterly defeated. 
And Allah guides not the people, who 
are Zalimün (wrong-doers). 


(V.2:256) The word Taghiit covers a wide range of meanings: It means anything 
worshipped other than the Real God (Allah), i.e. all the false deities. It may be satan, 
devils, idols, stones, sun, stars, angels, human beings, who were falsely worshipped 
and taken as Taghüuts. Likewise saints, graves, rulers, leaders, etc., are falsely 
worshipped and wrongly followed, but the one who does not accept to be worshipped 
will not be considered as a Taghüt. Sometimes *Taghüt" means a false judge who 
gives a false judgement (see V.4:60). [See Tafsir Ibn Kathir; and (V.4:51)]. 


(V.2:257) See (V.2:81, 82). 
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Or like the one who passed by 

a town which had tumbled over its 
roofs. He said: “Oh! How will Allāh 
ever bring it to life after its death?” 
So Allāh caused him to die for 

a hundred years, then raised him up 
(again). He said: “How long did you 
remain (dead)?” He (the man) said: 
“(Perhaps) I remained (dead) a day 
or part of a day”. He said: “Nay, you 
have remained (dead) for a hundred 
years, look at your food and your 
drink, they show no change; and look 
at your donkey! And thus We have 
made of you a sign for the people. 
And look at the bones, how We bring 
them together and clothe them with 
flesh”. When this was clearly shown 
to him, he said, “I know (now) that 
Allāh is Able to do all things.” 


And (remember) when Ibrāhīm 
(Abraham) said, “My Lord! Show me 
how You give life to the dead.” He 
(Allāh) said: “Do you not believe?” 
He [Ibrahim (Abraham)] said: “Yes 
(1 believe), but I want to be stronger 
in Faith.” He said: “Take four birds, 
Then cause them to incline towards 
you (then slaughter them, cut them 
into pieces), and Then put a portion of 
them on every hill and call them. they 
will come to you in haste. And know 
that Allah is All-Mighty, All-Wise.” 


. The likeness of those who spend 


their wealth in the Way of Allah, is 
as the likeness of a grain (of corn); 
it grows seven ears, and each ear 
has a hundred grains. Allah gives 
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manifold increase to whom He wills. 
And Allah is All-Sufficient for His 
creatures’ needs, All-Knower. 


Those who spend their wealth in the 
Cause of Allah, and do not follow 

up their gifts with reproach or with 
injury, their reward is with their Lord. 
On them shall be no fear, nor shall 
they grieve. 


. Kind words and forgiving (of faults) 


are better than Sadaqah (charity) 
followed by injury. And Allah is 
Rich (Free of all needs) and He is 
Most-Forbearing. 


O you who believe! Do not render in 
vain your Sadaqat (deeds of charity) 
by reminders of your generosity or 
by injury, like him who spends his 
wealth to be seen of men, and he does 
not believe in Allah, nor in the Last 
Day. His likeness 15 the likeness of 
asmooth rock on which is (a little) 
dust; on it falls heavy rain which 
leaves it bare. They are not able to 
do anything with what they have 
earned. And Allah does not guide the 
disbelieving people. 


. And the likeness of those who spend 


their wealth seeking Allah’s Pleasure 
while they in their ownselves are sure 
and certain that Allah will reward 
them (for their spending in His 
Cause), is the likeness of a garden on 
a height; heavy rain falls on it and it 
doubles its yield of harvest. And if 

it does not receive heavy rain, light 
rain suffices it. And Allah is All-Seer 
(knows well) of what you do. 
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Would any of you wish to have 

a garden with date-palms and vines, 
with rivers flowing underneath, and 
all kinds of fruits for him therein, 
while he is striken with old age, and 
his children are weak (not able to look 
after themselves), then it is struck 
with a fiery whirlwind, so that it is 
burnt? Thus does Allah make clear 
His Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses) 
to you that you may give thought”. 


O you who believe! Spend of the 
good things which you have (legally) 
earned, and of that which We have 
produced from the earth for you, and 
do not aim at that which is bad to 
spend from it, (though) you would 
not accept it save if you close your 
eyes and tolerate therein. And know 
that Allah is Rich (Free of all needs), 
and Worthy of all praise. 


Shaitan (Satan) threatens you with 
poverty and orders you to commit 
Fahsha’ (evil deeds, illegal sexual 
intercourse, sins); whereas Allah 
promises you Forgiveness from Himself 
and Bounty, and Allah is All-Sufficient 
for His creatures’ needs, All-Knower. 


He grants Hikmah® to whom He pleases, 
and he, to whom Hikmah is granted, is 
indeed granted abundant good. But none 
remember (will receive admonition) 
except men of understanding. 


(V.2:266) ‘Umar xziz4 said, “This is an example for a rich man who does good deeds 
out of obedience to Allah, and then Allah sends him Satan whereupon he commits 
sins till all his good deeds are lost.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, Hadith No. 62). 


(V.2:269) Hikmah: literally means wisdom, but here it means the knowledge, and 
the understanding of the Qur'an, and the Sunnah and one's ability to speak and act 


in the correct and right way. 
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And whatever you spend for 
spendings (e.g., in Sadaqah — charity 
for Allah’s Cause) or whatever vow 
you make, be sure Allah knows it all. 
And for the Zalimün (wrong-doers) 
there are no helpers. 


If you disclose your Sadaqat 
(alms-giving), it 15 well; but if you 
conceal them and give them to the poor, 
that is better for you. (Allah) will expiate 
for you some of your sins. And Allah is 
Well-Acquainted with what you do. 


Not upon you (Muhammad 
Acsaieaiie) is their guidance, but 
Allah guides whom He wills. And 
whatever you spend of good, it is 

for yourselves, when you spend not 
except seeking Allah’s Countenance. 
And whatever you spend of good, it 
will be repaid to you in full, and you 
shall not be wronged. 

(Charity is) for Fugqara’ (the poor), 
who in Allah’s Cause are restricted 
(from travel), and cannot move about 
in the land (for trade or work). The 
one who knows them not, thinks 

that they are rich because of their 
modesty. You may know them by 
their mark, they do not beg of people 
at all. And whatever you spend of 
good, surely, Allah knows it well. 
Those who spend their wealth (in 
Allah’s Cause) by night and day, in 
secret and in public, they shall have

a) a just ruler; 

b) a young man who has been brought up in the worship of Allah, [i.e.worships 
Allah (Alone) sincerely from his childhood]; 

c) aman whose heart is attached to the mosques (who offers the five compulsory 
congregational prayers in the mosques); 

d) two persons who love each other only for Allah’s sake, and they meet and part 
in Allah’s Cause only; 

e) aman who refuses the call of acharming woman of noble birth for illegal 
sexual intercourse with her and says: I fear Allah; 

f) a person who practises charity so secretly that his left hand does not know 
what his right hand has given (i.e., nobody knows how much he has given in 
charity). 

g) aperson who remembers Allah in seclusion and his eyes become flooded with 
tears.” 

(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.2, Hadith No.504). 

(V.2:275) Riba: Usury is of two major kinds; 

a) Riba An-Nasi'a i.e. interest on lent money; 

b) Riba Al-Fadl, i.e. taking a superior thing of the same kind of goods by giving 
more of the same kind of goods of inferior quality, e.g., dates of superior 
quality for dates of inferior quality in great amounts. 
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Allah will destroy Riba (usury) and 
will give increase for Sadaqat (deeds 
of charity, alms, etc.) And Allah likes 
not the disbelievers, sinners. 


Truly those who believe, and do 
deeds of righteousness, and perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and give 
Zakat, they will have their reward 
with their Lord. On them shall be no 
fear, nor shall they grieve. 


O you who believe! Be afraid of Allah 
and give up what remains (due to you) 


from Riba (usury) (from now onward), 


if you are (really) believers. 


And if you do not do it, then take 
notice of war from Allah and His 
Messenger gaj but, if you

a) Narrated ‘Aun ibn Abu Juhaifah cass: My father bought a slave who 
practised the profession of cupping. (My father broke the slave's instruments 
of cupping). I asked my father why he had done so. He replied, “The Prophet 
aceite forbade the acceptance of the price of adog or blood, and also 
forbade the profession of tattooing, or getting tattooed and receiving or giving 
Riba (usury), and cursed the picture-makers." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.3, 


Hadith No.299). 


b) Narrated Abu Juhaifa that he had bought a slave whose profession was cupping 
and then said: The Prophet zai forbade taking the price of blood and the 
price of a dog and the earnings of a prostitute, and cursed the one who took 
or gave Riba (usury), and the lady who tattooed others or got herself tattooed, 
and the picture-maker. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.7, Hadith No.845). 


(2:279): 


a) Narrated Abu 5210 Al-Khudri #445: Once Bilal brought Barni (a kind of) 
dates to the Prophet isal and the Prophet isal asked him, “From 
where have you brought these?" Bilal replied, *I had some inferior kind of 
dates and exchanged two Sa‘ of them for one Sa‘ of Barni dates, in order

to give it to the Prophet ici to eat." 


said, “Beware! Beware! This is definitely Riba (usury)! This is definitely Riba 
(usury)! Don’t do so, but if you want to buy (a superior kind of dates) sell the 
inferior kind of dates for money and then, buy the superior kind of dates with 
that money.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.3, Hadith No.506). 
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b) Narrated Samura ibn Jundub #24555: Allah's Messenger csi very often used 
to ask his companions, “Did anyone of you see a dream?” So, dreams would be 
narrated to him by those whom Allah willed to relate. One morning the Prophet 
Acsi said, “Last night two persons (angels) came to me (in a dream) and 
woke me up and said to me, ‘Proceed!’ I set out with them and we came across 
aman lying down, and behold, another man was standing over his head, holding 
a big rock. Behold, he was throwing the rock at the man's head, smashing it. 
The rock rolled away and the thrower followed it and took it back. By the time 
he reached the man, his head returned to its normal state. The thrower then did 
the same as he had done before. I said to my two companions, ‘Subhan Allah! 
Who are these two persons?’ They said, ‘Proceed!’ So we proceeded and came 
to aman lying in a prone position, and another man standing over his head with 
an iron hook, and behold, he would put the hook in one side of the man's mouth 
and tear off that side of his face to the back (of the neck), and similarly tear his 
nose from front to back, and his eye from front to back. Then he turned to the 
other (second) side of the man's face and did just as he had done with the first 
side. He hardly completed that (second) side when the first side returned to its 
normal state. Then he returned to it to repeat what he had done before. I said to 
my two companions, ‘Subhan Allah! Who are these two persons?’ They said 
to me, ‘Proceed!’ So we proceeded and came across something like a Tannur 
(a kind of baking oven, a pit usually clay-lined for baking bread)." I think the 
Prophet ics‘ said, “In that oven there was much noise and voices.” The 
Prophet satila added, “We looked into it and found naked men and women, 
and behold, a flame of fire was reaching to them from underneath, and when it 
reached them, they cried loudly. I asked them, ‘Who are these?’ They said to 
me, ‘Proceed!’ And so we proceeded and came across a river." I think he said, 
*— red like blood." The Prophet ici added, “And behold, in the river 
there was a man swimming, and on the bank there was a man who had collected 
many stones. Behold, while the other man was swimming, he went near him. 
The former opened his mouth and the latter (on the bank) threw astone into 
his mouth whereupon he went swimming again. Then again he (the former) 
returned to him (the latter), and every time the former returned, he opened his 
mouth, and the latter threw a stone into his mouth, (and so on) the performance 
was repeated. I asked my two companions, ‘Who are these two persons?’ They 
replied, ‘Proceed! Proceed!’ And we proceeded till we came to aman with 
arepulsive appearance, the most repulsive appearance you ever saw aman 
having! Beside him there was a fire, and he was kindling it and running around 
it. I asked my companions, ‘Who is this (man)?’ They said to me, ‘Proceed! 
Proceed!’ So we proceeded till we reached agarden of deep green dense 
vegetation, having all sorts of spring colours. In the midst of the garden there 
was a very tall man, and I could hardly see his head because of his great height, 
and around him there were children in such a large number as I have never seen. 
I said to my companions, ‘Who is this?’ They replied, ‘Proceed! Proceed!’ So 
we proceeded till we came to a majestic huge garden, greater and better than I 
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repent, you shall have your capital 
sums. Deal not unjustly (by asking 
more than your capital sums), and 
you shall not be dealt with unjustly 
(by receiving less than your capital 
sums). 


have ever seen! My two companions said to me, ‘Ascend’ means and I ascended 
to go up.” The Prophet jsx% added, “So we ascended till we reached a city 
built of gold and silver bricks, and we went to its gate and asked (the gatekeeper) 
to open the gate, and it was opened and we entered the city and found in it men 
with one side of their bodies as handsome as the most handsome person you 
have ever seen, and the other side as ugly as the ugliest person you have ever 
seen. My two companions ordered those men to throw themselves into the river. 
Behold, there was a river flowing across (the city), and its water was like milk in 
whiteness. Those men went and threw themselves in it and then returned to us 
after the ugliness (of their bodies) had disappeared, and they became in the best 
shape." The Prophet saete further added, “My two companions (angels) said 
to me: ‘This place is the ‘Adn Paradise, and that is your place.’ I raised up my 
sight, and behold, there I saw a palace like a white cloud! My two companions 
said to me: ‘That (palace) is your place’ I said to them: ‘May Allah bless you 
both! Let me enter it.’ They replied, ‘As for now, you will not enter it, but you 
shall enter it (one day).’ I said to them, ‘I have seen many wonders tonight. 
What does all that mean I have seen?’ They replied, ‘We will inform you: As 
for the first man you came upon whose head was being smashed with the rock, 
he is the symbol of the one who studies the Qur'an, and then neither recites it, 
nor acts on its orders, and sleeps, neglecting the enjoined prayers. As for the 
man you came upon, whose sides of mouth, nostrils, and eyes were torn off 
from front to back, he is the symbol of the man who goes out of his house in the 
morning and tells lies that are spread all over the world. And those naked men 
and women whom you saw in a construction resembling an oven, they are the 
adulterers-fornicators and the adulteresses-fornicatresses, and the man whom 
you saw swimming in the river, and was given a stone to swallow, is the eater of 
Riba (usury), and the bad looking man whom you saw near the fire kindling it 
and going around it, is Malik; the gatekeeper of Hell, and the tall man whom you 
saw in the garden, is Ibrahim (Abraham), and the children around him are those 
who die on A/-Fitrah (the Islamic Faith of Monotheism)."" The narrator added: 
Some Muslims asked the Prophet zii, “O Allah's Messenger! What about 
the children of Al-Mushrikün?*" The Prophet isa replied, “And also the 
children of Al-Mushrikün." The Prophet Ase), added, “My two companions 
added, *The men you saw half handsome and half ugly were those persons who 
had mixed an act that was good with another that was evil, but Allah forgave 
them.’” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 9, Hadith No. 171). 

*  Al-Mushrikün: polytheists, pagans, idolaters, and disbelievers in the Oneness 
of Allah and in His Messenger Muhammad ici. 
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And if the debtor is in a hard time 
(has no money), then grant him time 
till it is easy for him to repay, but 
if you remit it by way of charity, 
that is better for you if you did but 
know”). 

And be afraid of the Day when you 
shall be brought back to Allah. Then 
every person shall be paid what he 
earned, and they shall not be dealt 
with unjustly. 


O you who believe! When you 
contract a debt for a fixed period, 
write it down. Let a scribe write it 
down in justice between you. Let not 
the scribe refuse to write as Allah 
has taught him, so let him write. 
Let him (the debtor) who incurs the 
liability dictate, and he must fear 
Allah, his Lord, and diminish not 
anything of what he owes. But if 
the debtor is of poor understanding, 
or weak, or is unable to dictate for 
himself, then let his guardian dictate 
In justice. And get two witnesses 
from among your own men. And if 
there are not two men (available), 
then a man and two women, such 

as you agree for witnesses, so that 
if one of them (two women) errs, 
the other can remind her. And the 
witnesses should not refuse when 
they are called (for evidence). You 
should not become weary to write it 


(V.2:280) Narrated Abu Hurairah <i: Allah’s Messenger ial said; 
“A man used to give loans to the people, and used to say to his servant, ‘If the 
debtor is poor, forgive him, so that Allah may forgive us.’ So when he met Allah 
(after his death), Allah forgave him.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No.687). 
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(your contract), whether it be small 
or big, for its fixed term, that is 

more just with Allah; more solid as 
evidence, and more convenient to 
prevent doubts among yourselves, 
save when it is a present trade which 
you carry out on the spot among 
yourselves, then there is no sin on 
you if you do not write it down. But 
take witnesses whenever you make 

a commercial contract. Let neither 
scribe nor witness suffer any harm, 
but if you do (such harm), it would 
be wickedness in you. So be afraid 
of Allah; and Allah teaches you. And 
Allah is All-Knower of each and 
everything. 

And if you are on a journey and 
cannot find a scribe, then let there be 
a pledge taken (mortgaging); then 
if one of you entrust the other, let the 
one who is entrusted discharge his 
trust (faithfully), and let him be afraid 
of Allah, his Lord. And conceal not 
the evidence. for he who hides it, 
surely his heart is sinful. And Allah is 
All-Knower of what you do. 


To Allah belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is on the earth, 
and whether you disclose what is in 
your ownselves or conceal it, Allah 
will call you to account for it. Then 
He forgives whom He wills and 
punishes whom He wills. And Allah 
15 Able to do all things. 


(V.2:283) Narrated ‘Aishah Ga: The Prophet iji bought some foodstuff 
on credit for a limited period and mortgaged his armour for it. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 


Vol.3, Hadith No.686). 
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The Messenger (Muhammad 
cach) believes in what has been 
sent down to him from his Lord, 

and (so do) the believers. Each one 
believes in Allah, His Angels, His 
Books, and His Messengers. (They 
say), “We make no distinction 
between any of His Messengers” — 
and they say, “We hear, and we obey. 
(We seek) Your Forgiveness, our 
Lord, and to You is the return (of all).” 


. Allah burdens not a person beyond 


his scope. He gets reward for that 
(good) which he has earned, and he 
is punished for that (evil) which he 
has incurred. “Our Lord! Punish us 
not if we forget or fall into error, our 
Lord! Lay not on us a burden like that 
which You did lay on those before us

He it is Who shapes you in the wombs 
as He wills. Lā ilaha illa Huwa (none 
has the right to be worshipped but 
He), the All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 


It is He Who has sent down to 

you (Muhammad cse) the 
Book (this Qur'an). In it are Verses 
that are entirely clear, they are 

the foundations of the Book [and 
those are the Verses of Al-Ahkam 
(commandments), Al-Farda’id 
(obligatory duties) and Al-Hudtid 
(legal laws for the punishment of 
thieves, adulterers)]; and others 

not entirely clear. So as for those 

in whose hearts there is a deviation 
(from the truth), they follow that 
which is not entirely clear thereof, 
seeking Al-Fitnah (polytheism 

and trials), and seeking its hidden 
meanings, but none knows its 
hidden meanings except Allah. And 
those who are firmly grounded in 
knowledge say: “We believe in it; 
the whole of it (clear and unclear 
Verses) are from our Lord.” And 
none receive admonition except men 
of understanding. (Tafsir At-Tabari). 


(They say): “Our Lord! Let not our 
hearts deviate (from the truth) after 
You have guided us, and grant us 
mercy from You. Truly, You are the 
Bestower.” 


“Our Lord! Verily, it is You Who will 
gather mankind together on the Day 
about which there is no doubt. Verily, 
Allah never breaks His Promise”. 
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Verily, those who disbelieve, neither 
their properties nor their offspring will 
avail them whatsoever against Allah; 
and it is they who will be fuel of the 
Fire. 


Like the behaviour of the people of 
Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) and those before 
them; they denied Our Ayat (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.). So Allah seized 
(destroyed) them for their sins. And 
Allah is Severe in punishment. 


Say (O Muhammad gail) to 
those who disbelieve: *You will be 
defeated and gathered together to Hell, 
and worst indeed is that place of rest". 


There has already been a sign for you 
(O Jews) in the two armies that met 
(in combat i.e. the battle of Badr). One 
was fighting in the Cause of Allah, 
and as for the other, (they) were 
disbelievers. They (the believers) saw 
them (the disbelievers) with their own 
eyes twice their number (although 
they were thrice their number). And 
Allah supports with His Victory 
whom He wills. Verily, in this is 

a lesson for those who understand. 
(See Verse 8:44). (Tafsir At-Tabart) 


Beautified for men is the love of 
things they covet; women, children, 
much of gold and silver (wealth), 
branded beautiful horses, cattle and 
well-tilled land. This is the pleasure 
of the present world's life; but Allah 
has the excellent return (Paradise with 
flowing rivers) with Him. 
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Say: “Shall I inform you of things far 
better than those? For A/-Muttaqiin 
(the pious — See V.2:2) there are 
Gardens (Paradise) with their Lord, 
underneath which rivers flow. Therein 
(is their) eternal (home) and Azwajun 
Mutahharatun"” (purified mates or 
wives). And Allah will be pleased 
with them. And Allah is All-Seer of 
(His) slaves". 


Those who say: “Our Lord! We have 
indeed believed, so forgive us our sins 
and save us from the punishment of 
the Fire." 


(They are) those who are patient, those 
who are true (in Faith, words, and deeds), 
and obedient with sincere devotion in 
worship to Allah. Those who spend [give 
the Zakat and alms in the Way of Allah] 
and those who pray and beg Allah’s 
Pardon in the last hours of the night. 


Allah bears witness that La ilaha 

illa Huwa (none has the right to be 
worshipped but He), and the angels, and 
those having knowledge (also give this 
witness); (He always) maintains His 
creation in Justice. Là ilaha illa Huwa 
(none has the right to be worshipped but 
He), the All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 


Truly, the religion with Allah is Islam. 
Those who were given the Scripture 
(Jews and Christians) did not differ 
except, out of mutual jealousy, after 
knowledge had come to them. And 


(V.3:15) i.e. they will have no menses, urine, or stool, See Tafsir Ibn Kathir and 


also see footnote of (V.29:64). 
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whoever disbelieves in the Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, signs, 
revelations, etc.) of Allah, then surely, 
Allah is Swift in calling to account. 


So if they dispute with you (Muhammad 
icsi), say: “I have submitted 
myself to Allah (in Islam), and (so have) 
those who follow me.” And say to those 
who were given the Scripture (Jews 

and Christians) and to those who are 
illiterates (Arab pagans): “Do you (also) 
submit yourselves (to Allah in Islam)?” 
If they do, they are rightly guided; but 

if they turn away, your duty is only 

to convey the Message; and Allah is 
All-Seer of (His) slaves. 


Verily, those who disbelieve in the 
Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) of 
Allah and kill the Prophets without 
right, and kill those men who order 
just dealings, —then announce to 
them a painful torment. 


They are those whose works will be 
lost in this world and in the Hereafter, 
and they will have no helpers. 


Have you not seen those who have 
been given a portion of the Scripture? 
They are being invited to the Book of 
Allah to settle their dispute, then a party 
of them turn away, and they are averse. 


This is because they say: “The Fire 
shall not touch us but for a number 
of days.” And that which they used 
to invent regarding their religion has 
deceived them. 


(V.3:20) See the footnote of (V.3:85). 
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How (will it be) when We gather 
them together on the Day about which 
there is no doubt (i.e. the Day of 
Resurrection). And each person will 
be paid in full what he has earned? 
And they will not be dealt with 
unjustly. 


Say (O Muhammad sais):

“And there is none of the people of the Scriptures (Jews and Christians) but 
must believe in him [i.e. ‘Isa (Jesus) sti as a Messenger of Allah and 
a human being] before his [‘Isa (Jesus) te or a Jew’s or Christian's] death, 
and on the Day of Resurrection, he [Tsa (Jesus) lé] will be a witness 
against them." (4:159).

Narrated Abu Hurairah tei: Allah's Messenger saet said: “How will 
you be when the son of Maryam (Mary) [i.e. ‘Isa (Jesus) silk] descends 
amongst you, and he will judge people by the Law of the Qur'an and not by the 
law of the Injeel (Gospel).” (Fath Al-Bari, Vol. 7, Pages 304 and 305) (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No. 658).

Dihya Al-Kalbi had brought and given it 
to the governor of Busra, and the latter forwarded it to Heraclius. Heraclius 
said, ‘Is there anyone from the people of this man who claims to be a Prophet?’ 
The people replied, ‘Yes,’ so, along with some other Quraishi men, I was 
called and we entered upon Heraclius, and we were seated in front of him. 
Then he said, ‘Who amongst you is the nearest relative to the man who claims 
to be a Prophet?’ I (Abu Sufyan) replied: ‘I am the nearest relative to him 
from amongst the group.’ So they made me sit in front of him and made my 
companions sit behind me. Then he called upon his translator and said (to him). 
‘Tell them (i.e. Abu Sufyan’s companions) that I am going to ask him (i.e. Abu 
Sufyan) regarding that man who claims to be a Prophet. So, if he tells me a lie, 
they should contradict him (instantly).' By Allah, had I not been afraid that my 
companions would consider me a liar, I would have told lies. Heraclius then said 
to his translator, ‘Ask him: What is his (i.e. the Prophet's) family status amongst 
you?’ I said, ‘He belongs to a noble family amongst us.’ Heraclius said, ‘Was 
any of his ancestors a king?’ I said, *No'. He said, ‘Did you ever accuse him of 
telling lies before his saying what he has said?’ I said, ‘No’. He said, ‘Do the 
nobles follow him or the poor people?’ I said, ‘It is the poor who follow him.’ 
He said, ‘Is the number of his followers increasing or decreasing?’ I said, ‘They 
are increasing.’ He said, ‘Does anyone renounce his religion (i.e. Islam) after 
embracing it, being displeased with it?’ I said, ‘No.’ He said, ‘Did you fight 
with him?’ I replied, ‘Yes.’ He said, ‘How was your fighting with him?’ I said, 
‘The fighting between us was undecided and victory was shared by him and us 
in turns. He inflicts casualties upon us and we inflict casualties upon him.’ He 
said, ‘Did he ever betray?’ I said, ‘No, but now we are away from him in this 
truce and we do not know what he will do in it.” Abu Sufyan added, “By Allah, 
I was not able to insert in my speech a word (against him) except that. Heraclius 
said, ‘Did anybody else (amongst you) ever claim the same (i.e. to be Allah's 
Prophet) before him?’ I said, ‘No’. Then Heraclius told his translator to tell me 
(i.e. Abu Sufyan), ‘I asked you about his family status amongst you, and you 
told me that he comes from a noble family amongst you. Verily, all Messengers 
come from the noblest family among their people. Then I asked you whether any 
of his ancestors was a king, and you denied that. Thereupon I thought that had 
one of his forefathers been a king, I would have said that he (i.e. Muhammad 
iced) was seeking to rule the kingdom of his forefathers. Then I asked you 
regarding his followers, whether they were the noble or the poor among the 
people, and you said that they were only poor (who follow him). In fact, such 
are the followers of the Messengers. Then I asked you whether you have ever 
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if they turn away, say: “Bear witness | 


accused him of telling lies before he said what he said, and your reply was in 
the negative. Therefore, I took for granted that a man who did not tell a lie about 
others, could never tell a lie about Allah. Then I asked you whether anyone of 
his followers had renounced his religion (i.e. Islam) after embracing it, being 
displeased with it, and you denied that. And such is faith when its delight enters 
the heart and mixes with it completely. Then I asked you whether his followers 
were increasing or decreasing. You claimed that they were increasing, that is 
the way of true faith till it is complete. Then I asked you whether you had ever 
fought with him, and you claimed that you had fought with him and the battle 
between you and him was undecided and the victory was shared by you and 
him in turns; he inflicted casualties upon you and you inflicted casualties upon 
him. Such is the case with the Messengers, they are put to trials and the final 
victory is for them. Then I asked you whether he has ever betrayed anyone; you 
claimed that he had never betrayed. Indeed, Messengers never betray. Then I 
asked you whether anyone had said this statement before him; and you denied 
that. Thereupon I thought if somebody had said that statement before him, then 
I would have said that he was but a man copying some sayings said before him.’ 
Abu Sufyan said, “Heraclius then asked me, ‘What does he order you to do?’ 
I said, *He orders us (to offer) prayers and (to pay) Zakat, and to keep good 
relationship with the kith and kin, and to be chaste.’ Then Heraclius said, ‘If 
whatever you have said is true, then he is really a Prophet. I knew that he (i.e. 
the Prophet sas) was going to appear, but I never thought that he would be 
from amongst you. If I were certain that I can reach him, I would like to meet 
him and if I were with him, I would wash his feet; and his kingdom will expand 
(surely) to what is under my feet.’ Then Heraclius asked for the letter of Allah’s 
Messenger isi and read it, wherein was written: 

In the Name of Allah, the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 

(This letter is) from Muhammad, Messenger of Allah, to Heraclius, the sovereign 
of Byzantine. 

Peace be upon him who follows the Right Path. Now then, I call you to embrace 
Islam. Embrace Islam and you will be saved (from Allah’s punishment); embrace 
Islam, and Allah will give you a double reward, but if you reject this, you will be 
responsible for the sins of all the people of your kingdom: (Allah’s Statement): 
“O people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians)! Come to a word that is just 
between us and you, that we worship none but Allah (Alone)... bear witness that 
we are Muslims.” (3:64). 

“When he finished reading the letter, voices grew louder near him and there was 
a great hue and cry, and we were ordered to go out.” Abu Sufyan added, “While 
coming out, I said to my companions, ‘The matter of Ibn Abu Kabshah* (i.e. 
Muhammad ic) has become so prominent that even the king of Banu 
Al-Asfar (i.e. the Romans) is afraid of him.’ So I continued to believe that Allah's 
Messenger isal. would be victorious, till Allah made me embrace Islam.” 
Az-Zuhri said, *Heraclius then invited all the chiefs of the Byzantine and had 
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that we are Muslims.” 


O people of the Scripture (Jews and 
Christians)! Why do you dispute 
about Ibrahim (Abraham), while the 
Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel) 
were not revealed till after him? Have 
you then no sense? 


Verily, you are those who have 
disputed about that of which you have 
knowledge. Why do you then dispute 
concerning that of which you have no 
knowledge? It is Allah Who knows, 
and you know not. 


Ibrahim (Abraham) was neither a Jew 
nor a Christian, but he was a true 
Muslim Hanif (Islamic Monotheism 
— to worship none but Allah Alone) 
and he was not of Al-Mushrikin (See 
V.2:105)0), 


Verily, among mankind who have 
the best claim to Ibrahim (Abraham) 
are those who followed him, and this 
Prophet (Muhammad isa) and 
those who have believed (Muslims). 
And Allah is the Walz (Protector and 
Helper) of the believers.

All that has been revealed in Allah's Book [the Qur'an] as regards the [Sifat] 
The Qualities of Allah rye, the Most High, like His Face, Eyes, Hands, Shins, 
(Legs), His Coming, His (/stawa) rising over His Throne and others, or all that 
Allah's Messenger <i qualified Him in the true authentic Prophet’s Ahadith 
(narrations) as regards His Qualities like [Nuzu/], His Descent or His laughing 
and others, the religious scholars of the Qur'an and the Sunnah believe in these 
Qualities of Allah and they confirm that these are really His Qualities, without 
Ta'wil (interpreting their meanings into different things) or Tashbih (giving 
resemblance or similarity to any of the creatures) or Ta ‘fil, (completely ignoring 
or denying them i.e., there is no Face, or Eyes or Hands, or Shins for Allah). 
These Qualities befit only for Allah Alone, and He does not resemble any of (His) 
creatures. As Allah's Statement (in the Qur'an): (1) “There is nothing like Him, 
and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer" (V.42:11) (2) There is none co-equal or 
comparable to Him (V.112:4).” 
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Among the people of the Scripture 
(Jews and Christians) is he who, if 
entrusted with a 0171/87 (a great amount 
of wealth, etc.), will readily pay it back 
to you; and among them there is he 
who, if entrusted with a single silver 
coin, will not repay it to you unless you 
constantly stand demanding, because 
they say: “There is no blame on us to 
betray and take the properties of the 
illiterates (Arabs).” But they tell a lie 
against Allah while they know it. 


Yes, whoever fulfils his pledge and 
fears Allah much; then verily, Allah 
loves those who are A/-Muttaqün (the 
pious — See V.2:2). 


Verily, those who purchase a small 
gain at the cost of Allah's Covenant 
and their oaths, they shall have no 
portion in the Hereafter (Paradise). 
Neither will Allah speak to them, 

nor look at them on the Day of 
Resurrection, nor will He purify them, 
and they shall have a painful torment. 


And verily, among them is a party 
who distort the Book with their 
tongues (as they read), so that you 
may think it is from the Book, but it 

Is not from the Book, and they say: 
“This is from Allah," but it is not from 
Allah; and they speak a lie against 
Allah while they know it. 


It is not (possible) for any human 
being to whom Allah has given the 
Book and A/-Hukm (the knowledge 
and understanding of the laws of re- 
ligion) and Prophethood to say to the 
people: “Be my worshippers rather 
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than Allah’s.” On the contrary (he 
would say): “Be you Rabbaniyyün 
(learned men of religion who 
practise what they know and also 
preach others), because you are 
teaching the Book, and you are 
studying it.” 


Nor would he order you to take angels 
and Prophets for lords (gods). 
Would he order you to disbelieve after 
you have submitted to Allah’s Will? 
(Tafsir At-Tabari). 


And (remember) when Allah took the 
Covenant of the Prophets, (saying): 
“Take whatever I gave you from the 
Book and Hikmah (understanding of 
the Laws of Allah), and afterwards 
there will come to you a Messenger 
(Muhammad sais) confirming 
what is with you; you must, then, 
believe in him and help him.” (Allah) 
said: “Do you agree (to it) and will 
you take up My Covenant (which 

I conclude with you)?” They said: 
“We agree.” He said: “Then bear 
witness; and I am with you among the 
witnesses (for this).” 


Then whoever turns away after this, 
they are the Fasiqiin (rebellious: 
those who turn away from Allah's 
Obedience).

Narrated Abu Hurairah zziz: One day while the Prophet saci was sitting 

in the company of some people, (The angel) Jibrail (Gabriel) 4é came and 

asked, “What is Faith?" Allah’s Messenger asas replied, "Faith i is to believe 
in Allah, His angels, (the) meeting with Him, His messengers, and to believe 
in Resurrection."* Then he further asked, “What is Islam?" Allah's Messenger 

Izaj replied, “To worship Allah Alone and none else, to perform As-Salat 

(Iqamat-As-Salat), to give the Zakat and to observe Saum (fast) during the 

month of Ramadan,"** then he further asked, “What is Ihsan (perfection)?" 

Allah’s Messenger icit replied, “To worship Allah jz£- as if you see Him, 

and if you cannot achieve this state of devotion then you must consider that He 

is looking at you." Then he further asked, *When will the Hour be established?" 

Allah’s Messenger ize replied, “The answerer has no better knowledge 

than the questioner. But I will inform you about its portents: 

1) When a slave (lady) gives birth to her master. 

2) When the shepherds of black camels start boasting and competing with 
others in the construction of higher buildings. And the Hour is one of the 
five things which nobody knows except Allah. 

The Prophet izzic5it2 then recited: “Verily, the knowledge of the Hour is with 

Allah (Alone)." (31:34). Then that man (Gabriel Sa) left and the Prophet 

ác asked his Companions to call him back, but they could not see him. 

Then the Prophet Jcss&xiii> said, “That was (angel) Gabriel sais who came 

to teach the people their religion." 

Abu ‘Abdullah zziz said: He (the Prophet icit) considered all that as 

a part of faith. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith No.47). 

* In this Hadith, only 4 articles are mentioned, while in another Hadith, 6 articles 
are mentioned: 

1) Allah, 

2) His Angels, 

3) His Books (The Torah, The Gospel, The Qur'an and all the other Holy 
Books revealed by Allah), 

4) His Messengers, 

5) Day of Resurrection and 

6) Al-Qadar (Divine Pre-ordainments), i.e. whatever Allah has ordained, 
must come to pass.

And Allah guides not the people 
who are Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 


They are those whose recompense is 
that on them (rests) the Curse of Allah, 
of the angels, and of all mankind.

Except for those who repent after that 
and do righteous deeds. Verily, Allah 
is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.

“You [true believers in Islamic Monotheism and real followers of Prophet 
Muhammad ici and his Sunnah] are the best of peoples ever raised up 
for mankind” means, the best of the people for the people, as you bring them 
with chains on their necks till they embrace Islam (and thereby save them from 
the eternal punishment in the Hell-fire and make them enter Paradise in the 
Hereafter). (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 6, Hadith No. 80). 

CHAPTER 144. The prisoners of war in chains. 

Narrated Abū Hurairah zziz: The Prophet isi said, “Allāh wonders at 
those people who will enter Paradise in chains.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, 
Hadith No. 254).* 

The people referred to here may be the prisoners of war who were captured 
and chained by the Muslims and their imprisonment was the cause of their 
conversion to Islam. So, it is as if their chains were the means of winning 
Paradise. 
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. Indignity is put over them wherever 


they may be, except when under 

a covenant (of protection) from Allah, 
and from men; they have drawn on 
themselves the Wrath of Allah, and 
destitution is put over them. This is 
because they disbelieved in the Ayàt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) of Allah and 
killed the Prophets without right. This 
15 because they disobeyed (Allah) and 
used to transgress beyond bounds (in 


Allah's disobedience, crimes and sins). 


Not all of them are alike; a party of 
the people of the Scripture stand for 
the right, they recite the Verses of 
Allah during the hours of the night, 
prostrating themselves in prayer. 


They believe in Allah and the Last 
Day; they enjoin A/-Ma ‘riif (Islamic 
Monotheism, and following Prophet 
Muhammad 4z;«1c5jiz) and forbid 
Al-Munkar (polytheism, disbelief 
and opposing Prophet Muhammad 
izafe); and they hasten to (all) 
good works; and they are among the 
righteous. 

And whatever good they do, 

nothing will be rejected of them; 

for Allah knows well those who are 


Al-Muttaqün (the pious — See V.2:2). 


Surely, those who reject Faith 
(disbelieve in Allah and in 
Muhammad åsa as being 
Allah’s Messenger and in all that 
which he sae has brought from 
Allah), neither their properties, nor 
their offspring will avail them aught 
against Allah. They are the dwellers 
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of the Fire, therein they will abide". 
(Tafsir At-Tabari). 

The likeness of what they spend in this 
world is the likeness of a wind which 
is extremely cold; it struck the harvest 
of a people who did wrong against 
themselves and destroyed it, (i.e. the 
good deed of a person is only accepted 
if he is a monotheist and believes in 
all the Prophets of Allah, including 
the Christ sé and Muhammad 
Aste). Allah wronged them not, 
but they wronged themselves. 


O you who believe! Take not as 
(your) Bitanah (advisors, consultants, 
protectors, helpers, friends) those 
outside your religion (pagans, Jews, 
Christians, and hypocrites) since they 
will not fail to do their best to corrupt 
you. They desire to harm you severely. 
Hatred has already appeared from 
their mouths, but what their breasts 
conceal is far worse. Indeed, We have 
made plain to you the Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses) if you understand. 


Lo! You are the ones who love 
them, but they love you not, and you 
believe in all the Scriptures [1.e. you 
believe in the Taurat (Torah) and the 
Injeel (Gospel), while they disbelieve 
in your Book, the Qur'an]. And 
when they meet you, they say, “We 
believe." But when they are alone, 
they bite the tips of their fingers at 
you in rage. Say: “Perish in your 
rage. Certainly, Allah knows what is 
in the breasts (all the secrets)."

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If good befalls you, it grieves them, 
but if some evil overtakes you, they 
rejoice at it. But if you remain patient

“Yes, if you hold on to patience and 
piety, and the enemy comes rushing 
at you; your Lord will help you with 
five thousand angels having marks 
(of distinction)." 

Allah made it not but as a message 
of good news for you and as an 
assurance to your hearts. And there

So, do not become weak (against 
your enemy), nor be sad, and you 
will be superior (in victory) if you are 
indeed (true) believers. 

If a wound (and killing) has touched 
you, be sure a similar wound (and 
killing) has touched the others. And 
so are the days (good and not so 
good), We give to men by turns, that 
Allah may test those who believe, 
and that He may take martyrs 

from among you. And Allah likes 
not the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 

And that Allah may test (or purify) 


the believers (from sins) and destroy 
the disbelievers. 
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. Or do you think that you will enter 


Paradise before Allah tests those of 
you who fought (in His Cause) and 
(also) tests those who are As-Sabirün 
(the patient)? 

And you had indeed longed for 

death (Ash-Shahadah — martyrdom) 
before you met it. Now you have seen 
it openly with your own eyes. 
Muhammad (Ása) is no more 
than a Messenger, and indeed (many) 
Messengers have passed away before 
him. If he dies or 1s killed, will you 
then turn back on your heels (as 
disbelievers)? And he who turns back 
on his heels, not the least harm will 
he do to Allah; and Allah will give 
reward to those who are grateful. 


And no person can ever die except 

by Allah's Leave and at an appointed 
term. And whoever desires a reward 
in (this) world, We shall give him of 
it; and whoever desires a reward in the 
Hereafter, We shall give him thereof. 
And We shall reward the grateful. 


And many a Prophet (i.e. many from 
amongst the Prophets) fought (in 
Allah's Cause) and along with whom 
(fought) large bands of religious 
learned men. But they never lost 
heart for that which did befall them 
in Allah's Way, nor did they weaken 
nor degrade themselves. And Allah 
loves As-Sabirün (the patient). 

And they said nothing but: *Our 

Lord! Forgive us our sins and our 
transgressions (in keeping our duties to 
You), establish our feet firmly, and give 
us victory over the disbelieving folk.” 
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So, Allah gave them the reward of 

this world, and the excellent reward 

of the Hereafter. And Allah loves 
Al-Muhsinün (the good-doers) ®. 

O you who believe! If you obey those 
who disbelieve, they will send you 
back on your heels, and you will turn 
back (from Faith) as losers”. 


Nay, Allah is your Maula (Patron, 
Lord, Helper, Protector), and He is 
the Best of helpers. 


We shall cast terror into the hearts of 
those who disbelieve, because they 
joined others in worship with Allah, 
for which He had sent no authority; 
their abode will be the Fire and how 
evil is the abode of the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). 


And Allah did indeed fulfil His 
Promise to you when you were 
killing them (your enemy) with His 
Permission; until (the moment) you 
lost your courage and fell to disputing 
about the order, and disobeyed after 
He showed you (of the booty) which 
you love. Among you are some 

that desire this world and some that 
desire the Hereafter. Then He made 
you flee from them (your enemy), 
that He might test you. But surely,

They hide within themselves what 
they dare not reveal to you, saying: “If 
we had anything to do with the affair, 
none of us would have been killed 
here." Say: “Even if you had remained 
in your homes, those for whom death 
was decreed would certainly have gone 
forth to the place of their death,” but 
that Allah might test what is in your 
breasts; and to purify that which 

was in your hearts (sins), and Allah is 


All-Knower of what is in (your) breasts.

And if you are killed or die in the 
Way of Allah, forgiveness and mercy 
from Allah are far better than all that 
they amass (of worldly wealth). 


And whether you die, or are killed, 
verily, to Allah you shall be gathered. 


And by the Mercy of Allah, you 
dealt with them gently. And had 
you (Muhammad ic; ij) 

been severe and harsh-hearted, 
they would have broken away 
from about you; so pass over 

(their faults), and ask (Allah's) 
Forgiveness for them; and consult 
them in the affairs. Then when you 
have taken a decision, put your 
trust in Allah, certainly, Allah loves 
those who put their trust (in Him).

Then the 
angels said, “Interpret this parable to him so that he may understand it.” 
Some of them said, “He is sleeping.” The others said, “His eyes are sleeping, 
but his heart is awake.” And then they said, “The house stands for Paradise 
and the call-maker is Muhammad iz it» and whoever obeys Muhammad 
igesi, obeys Allah; and whoever disobeys Muhammad cscs, 
disobeys Allah. Muhammad icit separated the people (i.e., through his 
message; the good is distinguished from the bad, and the believers from the 
disbelievers).”

Narrated Abu Misa Zea: The Prophet ice said, “My example, and the 
example of what I have been sent with, is that of aman who came to some 
people and said, ‘O people! I have seen the enemy’s army with my own eyes, 
and I am the naked warner; so protect yourselves!’ Then a group of his people 
obeyed him and fled at night proceeding stealthily till they were safe, while 
another group of them disbelieved him and stayed at their places till morning 
when the army came upon them, and killed and ruined them completely. So, 
this is the example of that person who obeys me and follows that truth which 
I have brought (the Qur'an and the Sunnah), and the example of the one who 
disobeys me and disbelieves the truth I have brought." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 
9, Hadith No. 387). 
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And that He might test the hypocrites, 


it was said to them: “Come, fight in 
the Way of Allah or (at least) defend 
yourselves.” They said: “Had we 
known that fighting will take place, 
we would certainly have followed 
you.” They were on that day, nearer 
to disbelief than to Faith, saying with 
their mouths what was not in their 
hearts. And Allah has full knowledge 
of what they conceal. 


(They are) the ones who said about 
their killed brethren while they 
themselves sat (at home): “If only they 
had listened to us, they would not have 
been killed.” Say: “Avert death from 
your ownselves, if you speak the truth.” 


Think not of those who are killed in 
the Way of Allah as dead. Nay, they 
are alive, with their Lord, and they 
have provision. 


They rejoice in what Allah has 
bestowed upon them of His Bounty 
and rejoice for the sake of those who 
have not yet joined them, but are left 
behind (not yet martyred) that, on 
them, no fear shall come, nor shall 
they grieve. 


They rejoice in a Grace and 

a Bounty from Allah, and that Allah 
will not waste the reward of the 
believers. 


Those who answered (the Call 

of) Allah and the Messenger 
(Muhammad gael) after being 
wounded; for those of them who did 
good deeds and feared Allah, there is 
a great reward. 
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Those (i.e. believers) to whom the 
people (hypocrites) said, “Verily, the 
people (pagans) have gathered against 
you (a great army), therefore, fear 
them.” But it (only) increased them in 
Faith, and they said: “Allah (Alone) 
is Sufficient for us, and He is the Best 
Disposer of affairs (for us)". 


So, they returned with Grace and 
Bounty from Allah.

And let not those who covetously 
withhold of that which Allah has 
bestowed on them of His Bounty 
(Wealth) think that it is good for 
them (and so they do not pay the 
obligatory Zakat). Nay, it will be 
worse for them; the things which they 
covetously withheld shall be tied to 
their necks like a collar on the Day of 
Resurrection’. And to Allah belongs

This is because of that (evil) which 
your hands have sent before you. And 
certainly, Allah is never unjust to 
(His) slaves. 


Those (Jews) who said: “Verily, Allah 
has taken our promise not to believe 
in any Messenger unless he brings 

us an offering which the fire (from 
heaven) shall devour.” Say: “Verily, 
there came to you Messengers before 
me, with clear signs and even with 
what you speak of; why then did you 
kill them, if you are truthful?” 


Then, if they deny you 

(O Muhammad sae), so were 
Messengers denied before you, who 
came with A/-Bayyinat (clear signs, 
proofs, evidences) and the Scriptures 
and the Book of Enlightenment. 


Everyone shall taste death. And only 
on the Day of Resurrection shall 
you be paid your wages in full.

I will expiate from them their evil 
deeds and admit them into Gardens 
under which rivers flow (in Paradise); 
areward from Allah, and with Allah is 
the best of rewards.” 


Let not the free disposal (and 
affluence) of the disbelievers 
throughout the land deceive you. 


A brief enjoyment; then, their 
ultimate abode is Hell; and worst 
indeed is that place for rest. 


But, for those who fear their Lord, 
are Gardens under which rivers flow 
(in Paradise); therein are they to 
dwell forever, an entertainment from 
Allah; and that which is with Allah 
is the Best for Al-Abrar (the pious 
believers of Islamic Monotheism). 


And there are, certainly, among the 
people of the Scripture (Jews and 
Christians), those who believe in Allah 
and in that which has been revealed 

to you, and in that which has been 
revealed to them, humbling themselves 
before Allah. They do not sell the 
Verses of Allah for a little price, for 
them 15 a reward with their Lord. 
Surely, Allah is Swift in account. 


O you who believe! Endure and be more 
patient (than your enemy), and guard 
your territory by stationing army units 
permanently at the places from where 
the enemy can attack you, and fear 
Allah, so that you may be successful.

In the Name of Allah, 


the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Mankind! Be dutiful to your Lord, 
Who created you from a single person 
(Adam), and from him (Adam) He 
created his wife [Hawwa’ (Eve)], and 
from them both He created many men 
and women; and fear Allah through 
Whom you demand (your mutual 
rights), and (do not cut the relations 
of) the wombs (kinship). Surely, 
Allah is Ever All-Watcher over you. 


And give to the orphans their property 
and do not exchange (your) bad things 
for (their) good ones; and devour not 
their substance (by adding it) to your 
substance. Surely, this is a great sin. 


And if you fear that you shall not 

be able to deal justly with the 
orphan-girls, then marry (other) 
women of your choice, two or three, 
or four; but if you fear that you shall 
not be able to deal justly (with them), 
then only one or (the slaves) that your 
right hands possess. That is nearer to 
prevent you from doing injustice.

And give to the women (whom 

you marry) their Mahr (obligatory 
bridal-money given by the husband to 
his wife at the time of marriage) with 

a good heart; but if they, of their own 
good pleasure, remit any part of it to 
you, take it, and enjoy it without fear of 
any harm (as Allah has made it lawful). 


And give not to the foolish your 
property which Allah has made 

a means of support for you,” but feed 
and clothe them therewith, and speak 
to them words of kindness and justice. 


And try the orphans (as regards their 
intelligence) until they reach the age 
of marriage; if then you find sound 
judgement in them, release their 
property to them, but consume it not 
wastefully and hastily, fearing that 
they should grow up, and whoever 
(amongst guardians) is rich, he should 
take no wages, but if he is poor, let 
him have for himself what is just 

and reasonable (according to his 
labour). And when you release their 
property to them, take witness in their 
presence; and Allah is All-Sufficient 
in taking account. 


(V.4:5) Narrated Al-Mughirah ibn Shu‘bah 225: The Prophet isi» said, 


“Allah has forbidden for you: 
1) to be undutiful to your mothers, 
2) to bury your daughters alive, 


3) not to pay the rights of the others (e.g. Zakat, charity) and 
4) to beg of men (i.e. begging). And Allah has hated for you: 
1) sinful and useless talk like backbiting or that you talk too much about others, 
2) to ask too many questions, (in disputed religious matters) and 
3) to waste the wealth (by extravagance with lack of wisdom and thinking). 
(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 591). 
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There is a share for men and a share 
for women from what is left by 
parents and those nearest related, 
whether the property be small or large 
— a legal share. 


And when the relatives and the 
orphans and A/-Masakin (the needy) 
are present at the time of division, 
give them out of the property, and 
speak to them words of kindness and 
justice. 


And let those (executors and 
guardians) have the same fear in their 
minds as they would have for their 
own, if they had left weak offspring 
behind. So, let them fear Allah and 
speak right words. 


Verily, those who unjustly eat up the 
property of orphans, they eat up only 
fire into their bellies, and they will be 
burnt in the blazing Fire! 


Allah commands you as regards your 
children's (inheritance): to the male, 
a portion equal to that of two females; 
1f (there are) only daughters, two or 
more, their share is two-thirds of the 
inheritance; if only one, her share is 

a half. For parents, a sixth share of 
inheritance to each if the deceased 
left children; if (the deceased left) no 
children, and the parents are the (only) 
heirs, the mother has a third; if the 
deceased left brothers (or sisters), the 
mother has a sixth. (The distribution 
in all cases is) after the payment of 
legacies he may have bequeathed 

or debts. You know not which of 
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them, whether your parents or your 


children, are nearest to you in benefit; 


(these fixed shares) are ordained by 


Allah. And Allah is Ever All-Knower, 


All-Wise. 


In that which your wives leave, 
your share is a half if they have no 
child; but if they leave a child, you 
get a fourth of that which they leave 
after payment of legacies that they 
may have bequeathed or debts. In 
that which you leave, their (your 
wives) share 15 a fourth, if you leave 
no child; but if you leave a child, 
they get an eighth of that which 

you leave after payment of legacies 
that you may have bequeathed or 
debts. If the man or woman whose 
inheritance is in question has left 
neither ascendants nor descendants, 
but has left a brother or a sister, each 
one of the two gets a sixth; but if 
more than two, they share in a third, 
after payment of legacies he (or she) 
may have bequeathed or debts, so 
that no loss is caused (to anyone). 
This is a Commandment from Allah; 
and Allah is Ever All-Knowing, 
Most-Forbearing. 


These are the limits (set by) Allah 
(or ordainments as regards laws 
of inheritance), and whosoever 
obeys Allah and His Messenger 
(Muhammad åsa) will be 
admitted to Gardens under which 
rivers flow (in Paradise), to abide 
therein, and that will be the great 
success. 
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And whosoever disobeys Allah 

and His Messenger (Muhammad 
izafe), and transgresses His 
limits, He will cast him into the Fire, 
to abide therein; and he shall have 

a disgraceful torment. 


And those of your women who 
commit illegal sexual intercourse, take 
the evidence of four witnesses from 
amongst you against them; and if they 
testify, confine them (i.e. women) to 
houses until death comes to them or 
Allah ordains for them some (other) 
way"), 


And the two persons (man and 
woman) among you who commit 
illegal sexual intercourse, hurt them 
both®. And if they repent (promise 
Allah that they will never repeat, i.e. 
commit illegal sexual intercourse and 
other similar sins) and do righteous 
good deeds, leave them alone. 
Surely, Allah is Ever All-Forgiving 
(the One Who forgives and accepts 
repentance), (and He is) Most 
Merciful. 


Allah accepts only the repentance 
of those who do evil in ignorance 
and foolishness and repent soon 
(i.e. afterwards); it is they whom 
Allah will forgive and Allah is Ever 
All-Knower, All-Wise. 


(V.4:15) The provision of this Verse has been abrogated by the Verse of Sürat 
An-Nür (V.24:2), ordaining lashing for the unmarried and stoning to death for the 
married, when four witnesses testify to the crime. 


See (V.24:2). 
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And of no effect is the repentance of 
those who continue to do evil deeds 
until death faces one of them and he 
says: “Now I repent;" nor of those 
who die while they are disbelievers. 
For them, We have prepared a painful 
torment. 


O you who believe! You are forbidden 
to inherit women against their will; 
and you should not treat them with 
harshness, that you may take away 
part of the Mahr you have given 
them, unless they commit open 
Fahsha' (illegal sexual intercourse or 
disobey their husbands); and live with 
them honourably. If you dislike them, 
it may be that you dislike a thing and 
Allah brings through it a great deal of 
good. 


But if you intend to replace a wife 
by another and you have given one 
of them a Qinfàr (of gold i.e. a great 
amount as Mahr) take not the least 
bit of it back; would you take it 
wrongfully without a right and (with) 
a manifest sin? 


. And how could you take it (back) 


while you have gone in unto each 
other, and they have taken from you 
a firm and strong covenant? 


And marry not women whom 
your fathers married, except what 
has already passed; indeed it was 
shameful and most hateful, and an 
evil way. 


(V.4:19) Mahr: Bridal-money given by the husband to his wife at the time of marriage. 
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Forbidden to you (for marriage) 

are: your mothers, your daughters, 
your sisters, your father's sisters, 

your mother's sisters, your brother's 
daughters, your sister's daughters, your 
foster mothers who gave you suck, 
your foster milk suckling sisters, your 
wives' mothers, your step-daughters 
under your guardianship, born of your 
wives to whom you have gone in, but 
there is no sin on you if you have not 


gone in them (to marry their daughters), 


the wives of your sons who (spring) 
from your own loins, and two sisters in 
wedlock at the same time, except for 
what has already passed; verily, Allah 
15 Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


Also (forbidden are) women already 
married, except those (slaves) whom 
your right hands possess. Thus has 
Allah ordained for you. All others are 
lawful, provided you seek (them in 
marriage) with Mahr (bridal-money 
given by the husband to his wife at the 
time of marriage) from your property, 
desiring chastity, not committing 
illegal sexual intercourse, so with 
those of whom you have enjoyed 
sexual relations, give them their Mahr 
as prescribed; but if after a Mahr is 
prescribed, you agree mutually (to give 
more), there is no sin on you. Surely, 
Allah is Ever All-Knowing, All-Wise. 


And whoever of you have not 
the means wherewith to wed 
free, believing women, they may 
wed believing girls from among 
those (slaves) whom your right 
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hands possess, and Allah has full 
knowledge about your Faith; you are 
one from another. Wed them with 
the permission of their own folk 
(guardians, Auliya’ or masters) and 
give them their Mahr according to 
what is reasonable; they (the above 
said captive and slave-girls) should 
be chaste, not committing illegal sex, 
nor taking boy-friends. And after they 
have been taken in wedlock, if they 
commit illegal sexual intercourse, 
their punishment 15 half that for 

free (unmarried) women. This is 
for him among you who is afraid of 
being harmed in his religion or in his 
body; but it is better for you that you 
practise self-restraint, and Allah is 
Oft- Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


Allah wishes to make clear (what 

is lawful and what is unlawful) to 
you, and to show you the ways of 
those before you, and accept your 
repentance, and Allah is All-Knower, 
All-Wise. 


Allah wishes to accept your 
repentance, but those who follow their 
lusts, wish that you (believers) should 
deviate tremendously away (from the 
Right Path). 


Allah wishes to lighten (the burden) 
for you; and man was created weak 
(cannot be patient to leave sexual 
intercourse with women). 


(V.4:25) Female or male slaves (married or unmarried); if they commit illegal 
sexual intercourse, their punishment is fifty (50) lashes (half of that which is for 
free unmarried women); neither stoning to death nor exile.

Narrated Thabit ibn Ad-Dahhak z«áis: The Prophet izs«fexifi» said, “Whoever 
intentionally swears falsely by a religion other than Islam, then he is what he 
had said, (e.g. if he says, ‘If such thing is not true then I am a Jew,’ he is really 
a Jew if he is a liar). And whoever commits suicide with a piece of iron, will 
be punished with the same piece of iron in the Hell-fire.” 

Narrated Jundub: The Prophet ice said, “A man was inflicted with wounds 
and he commited suicide, and so Allah said: My slave has caused death on himself 
hurriedly, so I forbid Paradise for him.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 2, Hadith No. 445). 

Narrated Abu Hurairah zziz: The Prophet iz; said, "He who commits 
suicide by throttling shall keep on throttling himself in the Hell-fire and he 
who commits suicide by stabbing himself shall keep on stabbing himself in the 
Hell-fire.” (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol.2, Hadith No.446).

(V.4:31) Narrated Abu Hurairah zás: The Prophet ici said: “Avoid the 
seven great destructive sins." They (the people) asked, *O Allah’s Messenger!

to kill a person which Allah has forbidden except for a just cause (according to 
Islamic law); 

to eat up Riba* (usury); 

to eat up the property of an orphan; 

to show one’s back to the enemy and fleeing from the battlefield at the time of 
fighting and 

to accuse chaste women who never even think of anything touching their 
chastity and are good believers.” (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 8, Hadith No. 840). 
(see the Glossary, Appendix I) 
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And wish not for the things in 
which Allah has made some of you 
to excel others. For men there is 

a reward for what they have earned, 
and (likewise) for women there 5 

a reward for what they have earned, 
and ask Allah of His Bounty. 
Surely, Allah is Ever All-Knower of 
everything. 


And to everyone, We have appointed 
heirs of that (property) left by parents 
and relatives. To those (also) with 
whom you have made a pledge 
(brotherhood), give them their due 
portion (by Wasiyyah - will)?. Truly, 
Allah is Ever a Witness over all 
things. 


Men are the protectors and 
maintainers of women, because 
Allah has made one of them to excel 
the other, and because they spend 
(to support them) from their means. 
Therefore the righteous women are 
devoutly obedient (to Allah then 

to their husbands), and guard in 

the husband's absence what Allah 
orders them to guard (e.g. their 
chastity, their husband's property). 
As to those women on whose part 
you see ill-conduct, admonish them 
(first), (next), refuse to share their 
beds, (and last) beat them (lightly, 
if it is useful); but if they obey you, 
seek not against them means (of 
annoyance). Surely, Allah is Ever 
Most High, Most Great. 


(V.4:33) See for details Hadith No. 489, Vol.3, Sahih Al-Bukhari. 
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If you fear a breach between them 
twain (the man and his wife), appoint 
(two) arbitrators, one from his family 
and the other from hers; if they both 
wish for peace, Allah will cause their 
reconciliation. Indeed Allah is Ever 
All-Knower, Well- Acquainted with 
all things. 


Worship Allah and join none with 
Him (in worship); and do good 

to parents, kinsfolk, orphans, 
Al-Masákin (the needy), the 
neighbour who is near of kin, 

the neighbour who is a stranger, 
the companion by your side, the 
wayfarer (you meet), and those 
(slaves) whom your right hands 
possess. Verily, Allah does not like 
such as are proud and boastful. 


Those who are miserly and enjoin 
miserliness on other men and hide 
what Allah has bestowed upon 
them of His Bounties. And We 
have prepared for the disbelievers 
a disgraceful torment". 


And (also) those who spend of their 
substance to be seen of men, and 
believe not in Allah and the Last 
Day [they are the friends of Shaitan 
(Satan)], and whoever takes Shaitan 
(Satan) as an intimate; then what 

a dreadful intimate he has!

a) Narrated Abu Sa‘id Al-Khudri “cai: During the lifetime of the Prophet 
icit some people said, “O Allah's Messenger! Shall we see our Lord 
on the Day of Resurrection?" The Prophet Asics said: “Yes; do you have 
any difficulty in seeing the sun at midday when it is bright and there is no 
cloud in the sky?” They replied, “No.” He said, “Do you have any difficulty 
in seeing the moon on a full moon night when it is bright and there is no cloud 
in the sky?" They replied, “No.” The Prophet isal said, “(Similarly) you 
will have no difficulty in seeing Allah (e) on the Day of Resurrection, as 
you have no difficulty in seeing either of them." On the Day of Resurrection, 
a call-maker will announce, “Let every nation follow that which they used to 
worship." Then none of those who used to worship anything other than Allah, 
like idols and other deities, but will fall in Hell (Fire), till there will remain 
none but those who used to worship Allah, both those who were obedient 
(i.e. good) and those who were disobedient (i.e. bad) and the remaining party 
of the people of the Scripture. Then, the Jews will be called upon and it will 
be said to them, “Who did you use to worship?" They will say, “We used to 
worship ‘Uzair (Ezra), the son of Allah." It will be said to them, “You are 
liars, for Allah has never taken anyone as a wife or a son. What do you want 
now?" They will say, *O our Lord! We are thirsty, so give us something to 
drink.” They will be directed and addressed thus, “Will you drink" whereupon 
they will be gathered unto Hell (Fire) which will look like a mirage whose 
different sides will be destroying each other. Then they will fall into the Fire. 
Afterwards the Christians will be called upon and it will be said to them, “Who 
did you use to worship?" They will say, “We used to worship ‘isa (Jesus), the 
son of Allah." It will be said to them, “You are liars, for Allah has never taken 
anyone as a wife or ason.” Then it will be said to them, “What do you want 
now?” They will say what the former people have said (and will be thrown in 
the Hell-fire like the Jews). Then, when there remain (in the gathering) none 
but those who used to worship Allah [Alone; the real Lord of the ‘Alamin 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists)], whether they were obedient or disobedient. 
Then Allah, [the Lord of the ‘4/amin (mankind, jinn and all that exists)], will 
come to them in a shape nearest to the picture they had in their minds about 
Him. It will be said, “What are you waiting for? Every nation has followed 
what it used to worship.” They will reply, “We left the people in the world 
when we were in great need of them and we did not take them as friends. Now 
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but if there is any good (done), He 
doubles it, and gives from Him a great 
reward. 


How (will it be) then, when We bring 
from each nation a witness and We 
bring you (O Muhammad zai) 
as a witness against these people? 


On that day those who disbelieved 
and disobeyed the Messenger 
(Muhammad irae e) will wish 
that they were buried in the earth, but 
they will never be able to hide a single 
fact from Allah”. 


O you who believe! Approach not 
As-Salat (the prayer) while you are in 
a drunken state until you know (the 
meaning) of what you utter, nor while 
you are in a state of Janaba, (i.e. in 

a state of sexual impurity and have not 
yet taken a bath) except while travelling 
on the way (through a mosque), till you 
wash your whole body (Ghus/). And if 
you are ill, or on a journey, or one of 
you comes from the Ghd ’it (toilet), or 
you have been in contact with women 
(by sexual relations) and you find no 
water, perform Tayammum with clean 
earth and rub therewith your faces and 
hands (Tayammum)?. Truly, Allah is 
Ever Oft-Pardoning, Oft-Forgiving. 


Allah will say, “I 
am your Lord.” They will say twice or thrice, “We do not worship anything 
besides Allah.”

Or have they a share in the dominion? 
Then in that case they would not give 
mankind even a speck on the back of 

a date-stone. 


Or do they envy men (Muhammad 
izafe and his followers) for 

what Allah has given them of His 
Bounty? Then, We had already given 
the family of Ibrahtm (Abraham) the 
Book and Al-Hikmah (As-Sunnah — 
Divine Revelation to those Prophets, 
not written in the form of a book), and 
conferred upon them a great kingdom. 


Of them were (some) who believed 
in him (Muhammad, saet je); and 
of them were (some) who averted 
their faces from him (Muhammad 
Asati); and enough is Hell for 
burning (them). 


Surely! Those who disbelieved in 
Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), We 
shall burn them in Fire. As often as 
their skins are roasted through, We 
shall change them for other skins that 
they may taste the punishment. Truly, 
Allah is Ever All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


But those who believe (in the Oneness 
of Allah — Islamic Monotheism) and 
do deeds of righteousness, We shall 
admit them to Gardens under which 
rivers flow (Paradise), abiding therein

Verily, how excellent is 
the teaching which He (Allah) gives 
you! Truly, Allah is Ever All-Hearer, 
All-Seer. 


O you who believe! Obey Allah and 
obey the Messenger (Muhammad 
Asati), and those of you 
(Muslims) who are in authority. And 
if you differ in anything amongst 
yourselves, refer it to Allah and His 
Messenger (2<3ac2i\) if you believe 
in Allah and in the Last Day. That 

is better and more suitable for final 
determination. 


Have you not seen those (hypocrites) 
who claim that they believe in that 
which has been sent down to you, and 
that which was sent down before you? 
They wish to go for judgement (in 
their disputes) to the Taghit® (false 
judges) while they have been ordered

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to reject them. But Shaitan (Satan) 
wishes to lead them far astray”. 


And when it is said to them: “Come to 
what Allah has sent down and to the 
Messenger (Muhammad iz; )," 
you (Muhammad iza) see 

the hypocrites turn away from 

you (Muhammad isa) with 
aversion. 


How then, when a catastrophe befalls 
them because of what their hands 
have sent forth, they come to you, 
swearing by Allah, *We meant no 
more than goodwill and conciliation!" 


They (hypocrites) are those of whom 
Allah knows what is in their hearts; so 
turn aside from them (do not punish 
them) but admonish them, and speak 
to them an effective word (1.e. to 
believe in Allah, worship Him, obey 
Him, and be afraid of Him) to reach 
their innerselves. 


We sent no Messenger, but to be 
obeyed by Allah's Leave. If they 
(hypocrites), when they had been 
unjust to themselves, had come to 
you (Muhammad gaj) and 
begged Allah's Forgiveness, and the 
Messenger Gaia) had begged 
forgiveness for them: indeed, they 
would have found Allah All-Forgiving 
(One Who forgives and accepts 
repentance), Most Merciful.

have no Faith, until they make you 

(O Muhammad åsa) judge in 
all disputes between them, and find in 
themselves no resistance against your 
decisions, and accept (them) with full 
submission. 


And if We had ordered them (saying), 
“Kill yourselves (i.e. the innnocent 
ones kill the guilty ones) or leave 
your homes,” very few of them would 
have done it; but if they had done 
what they were told, it would have 
been better for them, and would have 
strengthened their (Faith); 


And indeed We should then have 
bestowed upon them a great reward 
from Ourselves. 


And indeed We should have guided 
them to a Straight Way. 


And whoso obeys Allah and the 
Messenger (Muhammad ic;i i), 
then they will be in the company of 
those on whom Allah has bestowed 
His Grace, of the Prophets, the 
Siddiqün (those followers of the 
Prophets who were first and foremost 
to believe in them, like Abū Bakr 
As-Siddiq 5X ), the martyrs, and 
the righteous. And how excellent 
these companions are! 


Such is the Bounty from Allah, and 
Allah is Sufficient as All-Knower. 


O you who believe! Take your 
precautions, and either go forth (on an 
expedition) in parties, or go forth all 
together. 
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There is certainly among you he who 
would linger behind (from fighting in 
Allah's Cause). If a misfortune befalls 
you, he says, "Indeed, Allah has 
favoured me in that 1 was not present 
among them." 


But if a bounty (victory and booty) 
comes to you from Allah, he would 
surely say — as if there had never 
been ties of affection between you and 
him — “Oh! I wish I had been with 
them; then I would have achieved 

a great success (a good share of 
booty).” 


Let those (believers) who sell the life 
of this world for the Hereafter fight in 
the Cause of Allah, and whoso fights 
in the Cause of Allah, and is killed or 
gets victory, We shall bestow on him 
a great reward. 


And what is wrong with you that you 
fight not in the Cause of Allah, and for 
those weak, ill-treated, and oppressed 
among men, women, and children, 
whose cry is: “Our Lord! Rescue 

us from this town whose people are 
oppressors; and raise for us, from You, 
one who will protect, and raise for us, 
from You, one who will help.” 


Those who believe, fight in the Cause 
of Allah, and those who disbelieve, 
fight in the cause of 7aghut (Satan). 
So fight you against the friends of 
Shaitan (Satan). Ever feeble indeed is 
the plot of Shaitan (Satan).

told to hold back their hands (from 
fighting) and perform As-Salat 
(Iqamat-as-Salat), and give Zakat, but 
when the fighting was ordained for 
them, behold! a section of them fear 
men as they fear Allah or even more. 
They say: “Our Lord! Why have you 
ordained for us fighting? Would that 
you had granted us respite for a short 
period?" Say: "Short is the enjoyment 
of this world. The Hereafter 15 (far) 
better for him who fears Allah, and 
you shall not be dealt with unjustly 
even equal to a scalish thread in the 
long slit of a date-stone. 


“Wheresoever you may be, death 

will overtake you even if you are in 
fortresses built up strong and high!" 
And if some good reaches them, they 
say, “This is from Allah,” but if some 
evil befalls them, they say, “This is 
from you (O Muhammad fcs)” 
Say: “All things are from Allah,” so 
what is wrong with these people that 
they fail to understand any word? 


Whatever of good reaches you, is from 
Allah, but whatever of evil befalls 
you, is from yourself. And We have 
sent you (O Muhammad gals) as 
a Messenger to mankind, and Allah is 
Sufficient as a Witness“). 


He who obeys the Messenger 
(Muhammad åsa), has 
indeed obeyed Allah, but he who

a watcher over them”). 


They say: “We are obedient,” but 
when they leave you (Muhammad 
Asati), a section of them spend 
all night in planning other than what 
you say.

So turn aside from 
them (do not punish them), and put 
your trust in Allah. And Allah is Ever 
All-Sufficient as a Disposer of affairs. 


Do they not then consider the Qur’an 
carefully? Had it been from other than 
Allah, they would surely have found 
therein many a contradiction. 


When there comes to them some 
matter touching (public) safety or 
fear, they make it known (among the 
people); if only they had referred it to 
the Messenger gaj) or to those 
charged with authority among them, 
the proper investigators would have 
understood it from them (directly). 
Had it not been for the Grace and 
Mercy of Allah upon you, you would 
have followed Shaitan (Satan), except 
a few of you.

Narrated Abu Hurairah zziz: The Prophet ice said, “Allah created Adam 

in His Image,* sixty cubits (about 30 metres) in height. When He created him, 

He said (to him), “Go and greet that group of angels sitting there, and listen to 

what they will say in reply to you, for that will be your greeting and the greeting 

of your offspring.” Adam (went and) said, “As-Salāmu ‘Alaikum (peace be upon 
you).” They replied, “As-Salāmu ‘Alaikum wa Rahmatullah (Peace and Allah's 

Mercy be on you).” So they increased ‘wa Rahmatullah.’” The Prophet iic 

added, “So, whoever will enter Paradise, will be of the shape and picture of Adam. 

Since then the creation of Adam’s (offspring) (i.e. stature of human beings) is 

being diminished continuously up to the present time.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, 

Hadith No. 246). 

* “His Image” means that Adam has been bestowed with life, knowledge, power 
of hearing, seeing, understanding, but the features of Adam are different 
from those of Allah, only the names are the same, e.g., Allah has life and 
knowledge and power of understanding, and Adam also has them, but there is 
no comparison between the Creator and the created thing. As Allah says in the 
Qur’an: “There is nothing like Him, and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer.” 
(V.42:11), Allah does not eat or sleep, while Adam used to eat and sleep (for 
details See Fath Al-Bari, Vol. 6, Page 108,9 and 1701.13, Page 238,9). 
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Allah! La ilaha illa Huwa (none has 
the right to be worshipped but He). 
Surely, He will gather you together on 
the Day of Resurrection, about which 
there is no doubt. And who is truer in 
statement than Allah? 


Then what is the matter with you 

that you are divided into two parties 
about the hypocrites? Allah has cast 
them back (to disbelief) because of 
what they have earned. Do you want 
to guide him whom Allah has made 
to go astray? And he whom Allah has 
made to go astray, you will never find 
for him any way (of guidance). 


They wish that you reject Faith, as they | & 
have rejected Faith, and thus that you 
all become equal (like one another). 

So take not Auliya’ (protectors or 
friends) from them, till they emigrate 
in the Way of Allah (to Muhammad 
Acsaieti\). But if they turn back (from 
Islam), take (hold of) them and kill 
them wherever you find them, and take 
neither Auliya’ (protectors or friends) 
nor helpers from them. 


Except those who join a group, 
between you and them there is a treaty 
(of peace), or those who approach 
you, with their breasts restraining 
from fighting you as well as fighting 
their own people. Had Allah willed, 
indeed He would have given them 
power over you, and they would have 
fought you. So, if they withdraw 
from you, and fight not against you, 
and offer you peace, then Allah has 
opened no way for you against them. 
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You will find others that wish to 
have security from you and security 
from their people. Every time they 
are sent back to temptation, they 
yield thereto. If they withdraw not 
from you, nor offer you peace, nor 
restrain their hands, take (hold of) 
them and kill them wherever you 
find them. In their case, We have 
provided you with a clear warrant 
against them. 


It is not for a believer to kill 

a believer, except (that it be) by 
mistake; and whosoever kills 

a believer by mistake, (it 1s 

ordained that) he must set free 

a believing slave and a compensa- 
tion (blood-money, i.e. Diya) be 
given to the deceased's family, 
unless they remit it. If the deceased 
belonged to a people at war with you 
and he was a believer, the freeing of 
a believing slave (is prescribed); and 
1f he belonged to a people with whom 
you have a treaty of mutual alliance, 
compensation (blood-money, i.e. 
Diyah) must be paid to his family, 
and a believing slave must be freed. 
And whoso finds this (the penance 
of freeing a slave) beyond his means, 
he must fast for two consecutive 
months in order to seek repentance 
from Allah. And Allah is Ever 
All-Knowing, All-Wise. 


And whoever kills a believer 
intentionally, his recompense is Hell 
to abide therein; and the Wrath and 
the Curse of Allah are upon him, 
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and a great punishment is prepared 
for him“. 


O you who believe! When you go (to 
fight) in the Cause of Allah, verify 
(the truth), and say not to anyone who 
greets you (by embracing Islam): 

*Y ou are not a believer"; seeking 

the perishable goods of the worldly 
life. There are much more profits and 
booties with Allah. Even as he is now, 
so were you yourselves before till 
Allah conferred on you His Favours 
(i.e. guided you to Islam). Therefore, 
be cautious in discrimination. Allah is 
Ever Well-Acquainted of what you do. 


Not equal are those of the believers 
who sit (at home), except those who 
are disabled (by injury or are blind 
or lame), to those who strive hard 
and fight in the Cause of Allah with 
their wealth and their lives. Allah has 
preferred in grades those who strive 
hard and fight with their wealth and 
their lives to those who sit (at home). 
To each, Allàh has promised good 
(Paradise), but Allah has preferred 
those who strive hard and fight, to those 
who sit (at home) by a huge reward. 


Degrees of (higher) grades from Him, 
and Forgiveness and Mercy. And 
Allah is Ever Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful.

angels take (in death) while they are 
wronging themselves (as they stayed 
among the disbelievers even though 
emigration was obligatory for them), 
they (angels) say (to them): “In what

“We were weak and oppressed on the 
earth.” They (angels) say: “Was not 
the earth of Allāh spacious enough for 
you to emigrate therein?” Such men 
will find their abode in Hell — What 
an evil destination!” 


Except the weak ones among men, 
women and children who cannot 
devise a plan, nor are they able to 
direct their way. 


These are they whom Allah is likely 
to forgive them, and Allāh is Ever 
Oft- Pardoning, Oft-Forgiving. 

He who emigrates (from his home) in 
the Cause of Allāh, will find on earth 
many dwelling places and plenty to 
live by. And whosoever leaves his 
home as an emigrant to Allāh and His 
Messenger Gage), and death 
overtakes him, his reward is then surely 
incumbent upon Allah. And Allah is 
Ever Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


. And when you (Muslims) travel in 


the land, there is no sin on you if you 
shorten As-Salat (the prayer) if you 
fear that the disbelievers may put 
you in trial (attack you, etc.), verily, 
the disbelievers are ever to you open 
enemies.

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When you (O Messenger Muhammad 
iafe) are among them, and 
lead them in As-Saldt (the prayer), 
let one party of them stand up [in 
Salat (prayer)] with you taking their 
arms with them; when they finish 
their prostrations, let them take their 
positions in the rear and let the other 
party come up which have not yet 
prayed, and let them pray with you 
taking all the precautions and bearing 
arms. Those who disbelieve wish, 

if you were negligent of your arms 
and your baggage, to attack you 

in a single rush, but there 1s no sin 
on you if you put away your arms 
because of the inconvenience of rain 
or because you are ill, but take every 
precaution for yourselves. Verily, 
Allah has prepared a humiliating 
torment for the disbelievers”. 


When you have finished A5-Salat (the 
congregational prayer), remember 
Allah standing, sitting down, and 
(lying down) on your sides, but when 
you are free from danger, perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat). Verily, 
As-Salat (the prayer) is enjoined on 
the believers at fixed hours. 

And don't be weak in the pursuit 

of the enemy; if you are suffering 
(hardships) then surely, they (too) 

are suffering (hardships) as you are 
suffering, but you have a hope from 
Allah (for the reward, i.e. Paradise) 
that for which they hope not; and 
Allah is Ever All-Knowing, All-Wise.

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Surely, We have sent down to you 
(O Muhammad zate) the Book 
(this Qur'an) in truth that you might 
judge between men by that which 
Allah has shown you (i.e. has taught 
you through Divine Revelation), so 
be not a pleader for the treacherous. 


And seek the Forgiveness of 
Allah,” certainly, Allah is Ever 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


And argue not on behalf of those 
who deceive themselves. Verily, 
Allah does not like anyone who is 
a betrayer, sinner. 


They may hide (their crimes) from 
men, but they cannot hide (them) 
from Allah; for He is with them 
(by His Knowledge), when they 
plot by night in words that He 
does not approve. And Allah ever 
encompasses what they do. 


Lo! You are those who have argued 
for them in the life of this world, but 
who will argue for them on the Day 
of Resurrection against Allah, or who 
will then be their defender? 


And whoever does evil or wrongs 
himself, but afterwards seeks Allah's 
Forgiveness, he will find Allah 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 

And whoever earns a sin, he earns it 


only against himself. And Allah is 
Ever All-Knowing, All-Wise. 


(V.4:106) The Prophet’s isa seeking of Allah’s Forgiveness by daytime and 


at night. 


Narrated Abu Hurairah 25: I heard Allah’s Messenger saeta saying: “By 
Allah! I seek Allah’s Forgiveness and turn to Him in repentance for more than 
seventy times a day.” Sahih Al-Bukhart’, Vol.8, Hadith No.319). 
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. And whoever earns a fault or a sin and 
then throws it on to someone innocent, 


he has indeed burdened himself with 
falsehood and a manifest sin. 


Had not the Grace of Allah and His 
Mercy been upon you (O Muhammad 
izai), a party of them would 
certainly have made a decision 

to mislead you, but (in fact) they 
mislead none except their own selves, 
and no harm can they do to you in the 
least. Allah has sent down to you the 
Book (The Qur'an), and Al-Hikmah 
(Islamic laws, knowledge of legal 
and illegal things, i.e. the Prophet's 
Sunnah — legal ways), and taught 
you that which you knew not. And 
Ever Great is the Grace of Allah to 
you (O Muhammad åsa). 
There 1s no good in most of their 
secret talks save (in) him who orders 
Sadaqah (charity in Allah's Cause), 
or Ma rif (Islamic Monotheism 

and all the good and righteous 

deeds which Allah has ordained), or 
conciliation between mankind; and 
he who does this, seeking the good 
Pleasure of Allah, We shall give him 
a great reward. 


And whoever contradicts and 
opposes the Messenger (Muhammad 
saeko) after the right path has 
been shown clearly to him, and 
follows other than the believers’ way, 
We shall keep him in the path he has 
chosen, and burn him in Hell — what 
an evil destination!)

But those who believe (in the 
Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and do deeds of 
righteousness, We shall admit them 
to the Gardens under which rivers 
flow (i.e. in Paradise) to dwell therein 
forever. Allah's Promise is the Truth;

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and whose words can be truer than 
those of Allah? (Of course, none). 


It will not be in accordance with your 
desires (Muslims), nor those of the 
people of the Scripture (Jews and 
Christians), whosoever works evil, 
will have the recompense thereof, 
and he will not find any protector or 
helper besides Allah. 


And whoever does righteous good 
deeds, male or female, and is a (true) 
believer [in the Oneness of Allah 
(Muslim)], such will enter Paradise 
and not the least injustice, even to 
the size of a speck on the back of 

a date-stone, will be done to them. 


And who can be better in religion than 
one who submits his face (himself) 

to Allah (i.e. follows Allah’s religion 
of Islamic Monotheism); and he 

is a Muhsin (a good-doer — See 
V.2:112). And follows the religion of 
Ibrahim” (Abraham) Hanif (Islamic 
Monotheism — to worship none but 
Allah Alone). And Allah did take 
Ibrahim (Abraham) as a Khalil (an 
intimate friend)! 


And to Allah belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is in the earth. 
And Allah is Ever Encompassing all 
things. 

They ask your legal instruction 
concerning women, say: “Allah 
instructs you about them, and about 
what is recited to you in the Book 
concerning the orphan girls whom 
you give not the prescribed portions

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(as regards Mahr and inheritance) 
and yet whom you desire to marry, 
and (concerning) the children who 
are weak and oppressed, and that you 
stand firm for justice to orphans”. 
And whatever good you do, Allah is 
Ever All-Knower of it. 


And if a woman fears cruelty or 
desertion on her husband’s part, there 
is no sin on them both if they make 
terms of peace between themselves; 
and making peace is better. And 
human inner-selves are swayed by 
greed. But if you do good and keep 
away from evil, verily, Allah is Ever 
Well-Acquainted with what you do. 


You will never be able to do perfect 
justice between wives even if it is 
your ardent desire, so do not incline 
too much (to one of them by giving 
her more of your time and provision) 
so as to leave (the other) hanging (i.e. 
neither divorced nor married). And if 
you do justice, and do all that is right 
and fear Allah (by keeping away 
from all that is wrong), then Allah is 
Ever Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


But if they separate (by divorce), 
Allah will provide abundance for 
everyone of them from His Bounty. 
And Allah is Ever All-Sufficient for 
His creatures’ need, All-Wise. 


And to Allah belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is in the earth. 
And verily, We have recommended 
to the people of the Scripture before 
you, and to you (O Muslims) that 
you (all) fear Allah, and keep your 
duty to Him. But if you disbelieve, 
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then to Allah belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is in the earth, 
and Allah is Ever Rich (Free of all 
wants), Worthy of all praise. 


And to Allah belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is in the earth. 
And Allah is Ever All-Sufficient as 
Disposer of affairs. 


If He wills, He can take you away, 
O people, and bring others. And 
Allah is Ever All-Potent over that. 


Whoever desires a reward in the life 
of this world, then with Allah (Alone 
and none else) is the reward of this 
worldly life and of the Hereafter. And 
Allah is Ever All-Hearer, All-Seer. 


O you who believe! Stand out firmly 
for justice, as witnesses to Allah, even 
though it be against yourselves, or 
your parents, or your kin. Be he rich 
or poor, Allah is a Better Protector to 
both (than you). So follow not the lusts 
(of your hearts), lest you avoid justice; 
and if you distort your witness or 
refuse to give it, verily, Allah is Ever 
Well-Acquainted with what you do”. 


O you who believe! Believe in Allah, 
and His Messenger (Muhammad 
Acsi iz), and the Book (the Qur'an) 
which He has sent down to His 
Messenger, and the Scriptures (Books) 
which He sent down to those before 


(V.4:135) Narrated Anas zzxizs: The Prophet iz; fj» was asked about the great 


sins. He said, “They are: 
a) To join others in worship with Allah. 
b) To be undutiful to one's parents. 


c) To kill a person (which Allah has forbidden to be killed i.e.to commit the

d) And to give a false witness.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 821). 
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(him); and whosoever disbelieves in 
Allah, His Angels, His Books, His 
Messengers, and the Last Day, then 
indeed he has strayed far away. 


Verily, those who believe, then 
disbelieve, then believe (again), and 
(again) disbelieve, and go on increasing 
in disbelief; Allah will not forgive them, 
nor guide them to the (Right) Way. 


Give the hypocrites the tidings that 
there is for them a painful torment”. 


Those who take disbelievers for 
Auliya’ (protectors or helpers or 
friends) instead of believers, do they 
seek honour, power and glory with 
them? Verily, then to Allah belongs 
all honour, power and glory. 


And it has already been revealed to 
you in the Book (this Qur’an) that 
when you hear the Verses of Allah 
being denied and mocked at, then 

sit not with them, until they engage 
in a talk other than that; (but if you 
stayed with them) certainly in that 
case you would be like them. Surely, 
Allah will collect the hypocrites and 
disbelievers all together in Hell. 


Those (hypocrites) who wait and 
watch about you; if you gain a victory 
from Allah, they say: “Were we not 
with you?” But if the disbelievers 
gain a success, they say (to them): 
“Did we not gain mastery over you 
and did we not protect you from the 
believers?" Allah will judge between 
you (all) on the Day of Resurrection. 


(V.4:138) See “Hypocrisy” — Appendix 2. 
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And never will Allah grant to the 
disbelievers a way (to triumph) over 
the believers. 


Verily, the hypocrites seek to 
deceive Allah, but it is He Who 
deceives them. And when they 
stand up for As-Salat (the prayer), 
they stand with laziness and to 

be seen of men, and they do not 
remember Allah but little. 


(They are) swaying between this and 
that, belonging neither to these nor 
to those; and he whom Allah sends 
astray, you will not find for him 

a way (to the truth — Islam). 


O you who believe! Take not as 
Auliya’ (protectors or helpers or 
friends) disbelievers instead of 
believers. Do you wish to offer Allah 
a manifest proof against yourselves? 


Verily, the hypocrites will be in the 
lowest depth (grade) of the Fire; no 
helper will you find for themO.

4) Whenever he quarrels, he behaves in a very imprudent, evil and insulting 
manner.” (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 33).

d) Narrated Abu Hurairah zziz: The Prophet saeta said, “The worst people 
before Allah on the Day of Resurrection will be the double-faced people who 
appear to some people with one face and to other people with another face.”

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Except those who repent (from 
hypocrisy), do righteous good deeds, 
hold fast to Allāh, and purify their 
religion for Allāh (by worshipping 
none but Allāh, and do good for 
Allah’s sake only, not to show off), 
then they will be with the believers. 
And Allah will grant the believers 

a great reward. 


Why should Allah punish you if 
you have thanked (Him) and have 
believed in Him. And Allah is 
Ever All-Appreciative (of good), 
All-Knowing. 

Allah does not like that the evil 
should be uttered in public except 
by him who has been wronged. 
And Allah is Ever All-Hearer, 
All-Knower. 


Whether you (mankind) disclose 
(by good words of thanks) a good 
deed (done to you in the form of 
a favour by someone), or conceal 


Allah is Ever Oft-Pardoning, 
All-Powerful. 


Verily, those who disbelieve in 
Allah and His Messengers and wish 
to make distinction between Allah 
and His Messengers (by believing 
in Allah and disbelieving in His 
Messengers) saying, “We believe in 
some but reject others,” and wish to 
adopt a way in between. 

They are in truth disbelievers. And 


We have prepared for the disbelievers 
a humiliating torment. 
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And those who believe in Allāh 
and His Messengers and make no 
distinction between any of them 
(Messengers), We shall give them 
their rewards; and Allāh is Ever 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


The people of the Scripture (Jews) 
ask you to cause a book to descend 
upon them from heaven. Indeed, 
they asked Mūsā (Moses) for even 
greater than that, when they said: 
“Show us Allāh in public,” but 
they were struck with thunderclap 
and lightning for their wickedness. 
Then they worshipped the calf even 
after clear proofs, evidences, and 
signs had come to them. (Even) so 
We forgave them. And We gave 
Mūsā (Moses) a clear proof of 
authority. 


And for (breaking) their covenant, 
We raised over them the Mount 
and (on the other occasion) We 
said to them: “Enter the gate 
prostrating (or bowing) with 
humility;” and We commanded 
them: “Transgress not (by doing 
worldly works) on the Sabbath 
(Saturday).” And We took from 
them a firm covenant". 


(V. 4:154) Narrated Abu Hurairah z245: Allah’s Messenger åz said, “It was 
said to Bani Israel, ‘Enter the gate (of the town) bowing with humility (prostrating 
yourselves) and say: ‘Repentance’, but they changed the word and entered the 
town crawling on their buttocks and said: ‘A wheat grain in the hair’*.” (Sahih 


Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 615). 


* They said so just to ridicule Allah's Order as they were disobedient to Him. So 
Allah punished them severely by sending on them punishment, most probably 
in the form of (an epidemic of) plague (See Tafsir At-Tabart). 
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Because of their breaking the covenant, 


and of their rejecting the Ayat (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) of Allah, and of 
their killing the Prophets unjustly, 

and of their saying: “Our hearts are 
wrapped (with coverings, i.e. we do 
not understand what the Messengers 
say)” — nay, Allah has set a seal upon 
their hearts because of their disbelief, 
so they believe not but a little. 


And because of their (Jews) disbelief 
and uttering against Maryam (Mary 
SIGE) a grave false charge (that 
she has committed illegal sexual 
intercourse); 


And because of their saying (in 
boast), “We killed the Messiah ‘Isa 
(Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary), 

the Messenger of Allah,” — but 

they killed him not, nor crucified 
him, but it appeared so to them [the 
resemblance of ‘Isa (Jesus) was put 
over another man (and they killed 
that man)], and those who differ 
therein are full of doubts. They have 
no (certain) knowledge, they follow 
nothing but conjecture. For surely; 
they killed him not [i.e. ‘Isa (Jesus), 
son of Maryam (Mary) Sige]. 
But Allah raised him [‘Isa (Jesus)] up 
(with his body and soul) unto Himself 
(and he 22/4 is in the heavens). And 
Allah is Ever All-Powerful, All-Wise. 
And there is none of the people of 
the Scripture (Jews and Christians) 
but must believe in him [‘Isa (Jesus), 
son of Maryam (Mary), as only

As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and give 
Zakat (obligatory charity) and believe 
in Allah and in the Last Day, it is they 
to whom We shall give a great reward. 


Verily, We have sent the revelation to 
you (O Muhammad gael)? as

Allah’s House (Bait-ullah); Allah's Messenger (Rasül-ullah); Allah's slave 
(Abdullah); Allah's spirit (Rah-ullah), the rule for the above words is that the 
second noun, e.g., house, messenger, slave, spirit is created by Allah and is 
honourable in His Sight, and similarly, Allah's spirit may be understood as the 
spirit of Allah, in fact it is a soul created by Allah, i.e. ‘Isa (Jesus).

b) But when one ofthe two is Allah and the second is neither a person nor a thing, 
then it is not a created thing but is a quality of Allah e.g. Allah's Knowledge 
( Tim-ullah); Allah’s Life (HAyat-ullah); Allah’s Statement (Kalàm-ullàh); 
Allah's Self (Dhat-ullah). 


(V.4:171) Narrated ‘Ubadah iiss: The Prophet 25i» said, “If anyone testifies 
that Là ilaha illallah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah Alone) Who 
has no partners, and that Muhammad isi is His slave and His Messenger, 
and that Jesus zzii is Allah's slave and His Messenger and His Word (“Be!” — 
and he was) which He bestowed on Mary and a spirit (Ruh) created by Him, and 
that Paradise is the truth, and Hell is the truth — Allah will admit him into Paradise 
with the deeds which he had done even if those deeds were few."

Bounty. But as for those who refused 
His worship and were proud, He will 
punish them with a painful torment. 
And they will not find for themselves 
besides Allah any protector or helper. 


O mankind! Verily, there has come 
to you a convincing proof (Prophet 
Muhammad 45.:{62i\\<) from your 
Lord; and We sent down to you 

a manifest light (this Qur'an). 

So, as for those who believed in 
Allah and held fast to Him, He will 
admit them to His Mercy and Grace 
(i.e. Paradise), and guide them to 
Himself by a Straight Path.

And Al-Ghurr-ul-Muhajjalin (the parts of the 
body of the Muslims washed in ablution will shine on the Day of Resurrection and 
the angels will call them by that name) from the traces of ablution. 

Narrated Nu‘aim Al-Mujmir: Once I went up the roof of the mosque along 

with Abu Hurairah 445. He performed ablution and said, “I heard the Prophet 

ici saying, ‘On the Day of Resurrection, my followers will be called 

Al-Ghurr-ul-Muhajjalün from the traces of ablution and whoever can increase 

the area of his radiance* should do so (by performing ablution in the most perfect 

manner).’” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith No.138). 

* The Prophet ici» did not increase the area more than what is washed 
of the body parts while doing ablution as Allah ordered to be washed in the 
Qur'àn. [For details about Wudu (ablution), see Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, (The 
Book of Ablution)]. 


(V.5:6) Strike your hands on the earth and then pass the palm of each on the back 
of the other and then blow off the dust from them and then pass (rub) them on your 
face: this is called Tayammum. 
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And remember Allah’s Favour on 
you and His Covenant with which He 
bound you when you said: “We hear 
and we obey.” And fear Allah. Verily, 
Allah is All-Knower of that which is 
in the (secrets of your) breasts. 


O you who believe! Stand out firmly 
for Allah as just witnesses; and let not 
the enmity and hatred of others make 
you avoid justice. Be just: that is nearer 
to piety; and fear Allah. Verily, Allah 
is Well-Acquainted with what you do. 


Allah has promised those who believe 
(in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and do deeds of 
righteousness, that for them there is 
forgiveness and a great reward (i.e. 
Paradise). 


And those who disbelieve and deny 
our Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) are 
those who will be the dwellers of the 
Hell-fire. 


O you who believe! Remember the 
Favour of Allah on you when some 
people desired (made a plan) to 
stretch out their hands against you, 
but (Allah) held back their hands from 
you. So fear Allah. And in Allah let 
the believers put their trust. 


Indeed, Allah took the covenant from 
the Children of Israel (Jews), and We 
appointed twelve leaders among them. 
And Allah said: “I am with you if you 
perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat) 
and give Zakat and believe in My 
Messengers; honour and assist them, 
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and lend a good loan to Allāh, verily, 
I will expiate your sins and admit you 
to Gardens under which rivers flow 
(in Paradise). But if any of you after 
this, disbelieved, he has indeed gone 
astray from the Straight Path.” 


So, because of their breach of their 
covenant, We cursed them and made 
their hearts grow hard. They change the 
words from their (right) places and have 
abandoned a good part of the Message 
that was sent to them™®. And you will not 
cease to discover deceit in them, except 
a few of them. But forgive them and 
overlook (their misdeeds). Verily, Allah 
loves Al-Muhsiniin (good-doers)?. 


And from those who call themselves 
Christians, We took their covenant, 
but they have abandoned a good 

part of the Message that was sent 

to them®). So We planted amongst 
them enmity and hatred till the 

Day of Resurrection (when they 
discarded Allah's Book, disobeyed 
Allah's Messengers and His Orders 
and transgressed beyond bounds in 
Allah's disobedience); and Allah will 
inform them of what they used to do.

has come to you from Allah a light 
(Prophet Muhammad isa) and 
a plain Book (this Qur'an). 


Wherewith, Allah guides all those 
who seek His Good Pleasure to 
ways of peace, and He brings them 
out of darkness by His Will to light 
and guides them to a Straight Way 
(Islamic Monotheism). 


Surely, in disbelief are they who 

say that Allah is the Messiah, son of 
Maryam (Mary). Say (O Muhammad 
Åsa): “Who then has the least 
power against Allah, if He were to 
destroy the Messiah, son of Maryam 
(Mary), his mother, and all those who 
are on the earth together?" And to Allah 
belongs the dominion of the heavens 
and the earth, and all that is between 
them. He creates what He wills. And 
Allah is Able to do all things. 


And (both) the Jews and the 
Christians say: “We are the children 
of Allah and His loved ones.” Say: 
“Why then does He punish you for 
your sins?” Nay, you are but human 
beings of those He has created, He 
forgives whom He wills and He

And to 
Allah belongs the dominion of the 
heavens and the earth and all that 
is between them; and to Him is the 
return (of all).

a break in (the series of) Messengers, 
lest you say: “There came to us 

no bringer of glad tidings and no 
warner”, But now has come to you 

a bringer of glad tidings and a warner. 
And Allah is Able to do all things. 


And (remember) when Misa (Moses) 
said to his people: “O my people! 
Remember the Favour of Allah to you 
when He made Prophets among you, 
made you kings and gave you what 
He had not given to any other among 
the "Alamin (mankind and jinn, of 
your time-period in the past).”

(Palestine) which Allah has assigned 
to you and turn not back (in flight);

In it 
(this holy land) are a people of great 
strength, and we shall never enter it 
till they leave it; when they leave, 
then we will enter.”

And so judge (you O Muhammad 
icai) among them by what Allah 
has revealed and follow not their vain 
desires, but beware of them lest they 
turn you (O Muhammad sae ja) far 
away from some of that which Allah 
has sent down to you. And if they turn 
away, then know that Allah’s Will is 

to punish them for some sins of theirs. 
And truly, most of men are Fasiqün 
(rebellious and disobedient to Allah). 


Do they then seek the judgement of 
(the days of) Ignorance?“ And who 
is better in judgement than Allah for 
a people who have firm Faith. 


O you who believe! Take not the 
Jews and the Christians as Auliya’ 
(friends, protectors, helpers), they are 
but Auliya’ of each other. And if any 
amongst you takes them as Auliya’, 
then surely he is one of them. Verily, 
Allah guides not those people who 
are the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers and unjust). 


And you see those in whose hearts 
there is a disease (of hypocrisy), they 
hurry to their friendship, saying: “We 
fear lest some misfortune of a disaster 
may befall us.” Perhaps Allah may 
bring a victory or a decision according 
to His Will. Then they will become

hated persons to Allah are three: 


a) A person who deviates from the right conduct, i.e., an evil doer, in the Haram

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regretful for what they have been 
keeping as a secret in themselves. 


And those who believe will say: “Are 
these the men (hypocrites) who swore 
their strongest oaths by Allah that 
they were with you (Muslims)?” All 
that they did has been in vain (because 
of their hypocrisy), and they have 
become the losers. 


O you who believe! Whoever from 
among you turns back from his 
religion (Islam), Allah will bring 

a people whom He will love and 
who will love Him; humble towards 
the believers, stern towards the 
disbelievers, fighting in the Way of 
Allah, and never fearing the blame 
of the blamers. That is the Grace of 
Allah which He bestows on whom He 
wills. And Allah is All-Sufficient for 
His creatures’ needs, All-Knower. 


Verily, your Wali (Protector or 
Helper) is none other than Allah, 

His Messenger Sais), and the 
believers, — those who perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and give 
Zakat, and they are Raki ‘in (those 
who bow down or submit themselves 
with obedience to Allah in prayer). 


And whosoever takes Allah, His 
Messenger Gast), and those 
who have believed, as Protectors, 
then the party of Allah will be 
victorious”.

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Say (O Muhammad {safe to 
the people of the Scripture): “Shall 
I inform you of something worse 
than that, regarding the recompense 
from Allāh? Those (Jews) who 
incurred the Curse of Allāh and His 
Wrath, and those of whom (some) 
He transformed into monkeys and 
swines, and those who worshipped 
Taghüt'? (false deities); such 

are worse in rank (on the Day of 
Resurrection in the Hell-fire), and far 
more astray from the Right Path (in 
the life of this world).” 


When they come to you, they say: 
“We believe.” But in fact they enter 
with (an intention of) disbelief and 
they go out with the same. And Allah 
knows all what they were hiding. 


And you see many of them 

(Jews) hurrying towards sin and 
transgression, and eating illegal 
things [as bribes and Riba (usury)]. 
Evil indeed is that which they have 
been doing. 


Why do not the rabbis and the 
religious learned men forbid them 
from uttering sinful words and from 
eating illegal things. Evil indeed is 


that which they have been performing. 


The Jews say: “Allah’s Hand is tied 
up (i.e. He does not give and spend 
of His Bounty)." Be their hands tied 
up and be they accursed for what

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they uttered. Nay, both His Hands? 
are widely outstretched. He spends 
(of His Bounty) as He wills. Verily, 
the Revelation that has come to you 
from your Lord (Allah) increases 

in most of them (their) obstinate 
rebellion and disbelief. We have put 
enmity and hatred amongst them till 
the Day of Resurrection. Every time 
they kindled the fire of war, Allah 
extinguished it; and they (ever) strive 
to make mischief on the earth. And 
Allah does not like the Mufsidün 
(mischief-makers). 


And if only the people of the Scripture 
(Jews and Christians) had believed (in 
Muhammad irae) and warded 
off evil (sin, ascribing partners to 
Allah) and had become A/-Muttaqiin 
(the pious — See V.2:2), We would 
indeed have expiated from them their 
sins and admitted them to Gardens of 
pleasure (in Paradise). 


And if only they had acted according 
to the Taurat (Torah), the Injeel 
(Gospel), and what has (now) been 
sent down to them from their Lord 
(the Qur’an), they would surely have 
gotten provision from above them 
and from underneath their feet.

(V.5:66) Narrated Anas zis: When the news of the arrival of the Prophet 
iaee, in Al-Madinah reached ‘Abdullah ibn Salam, he went to him (i.e. the 
Prophet isa) to ask him about certain things. He said, “I am going to ask 
you about three things which only a Prophet can answer: What is the first sign of 
The Hour? What is the first food which the people of Paradise will eat? Why does 
a child attract the similarity to his father or to his mother?" The Prophet isal 
replied, “Jibra’1l (Gabriel) has just now informed me of that." Ibn Salam said, “He 
[i.e. Jibra^il (Gabriel)] is the enemy of the Jews from amongst the angels." The 
Prophet iiie» said, “As for the first sign of The Hour, it will be a fire that will 
collect (or gather) the people from the east to the west. As for the first meal which 
the people of Paradise will eat, it will be the caudate (extra) lobe of the fish-liver. 
As for the child, if the man's discharge precedes the woman's discharge, the child 
attracts the similarity to the man, and if the woman's discharge precedes the man's, 
then the child attracts the similarity to the woman." On this, ‘Abdullah ibn Salam 
said, “I testify that La ilaha illallah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah) 
and that you are the Messenger of Allah", and added, *O Allah's Messenger! Jews 
make such lies as to make one astonished, so please ask them about me before they 
know about my conversion to Islam.” The Jews came and the Prophet saete 
said, “What kind of man is ‘Abdullah ibn Salam among you?” They replied, “The 
best of us and the son of the best of us and the most superior among us, and the 
son of the most superior among us." The Prophet i-i said, “What would 
you think if ‘Abdullah ibn Salam should embrace Islam?" They said, “May Allah 
protect him from that.” The Prophet iiit? repeated his question and they gave 
the same answer, then ‘Abdullah iss came out to them and said. “I testify that Lā 
ilaha illallah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah), and that Muhammad 
csa is the Messenger of Allah!” On this, the Jews said, “He is the most wicked 
among us and the son of the most wicked among us." So they degraded him. On 
this, he (i.e. ‘Abdullah ibn Salam) said, “It is this that I was afraid of, O Allah’s 
Messenger.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.5, Hadith No.275).

Surely, those who believe (in the 
Oneness of Allah, in His Messenger 
Muhammad zat and all that was 
revealed to him from Allah), and those 
who are the Jews and the Sabians and 
the Christians, — whosoever believed 
in Allah and the Last Day, and worked 
righteousness, on them shall be no fear, 
nor shall they grieve". 


Verily, We took the covenant of 

the Children of Israel and sent 
Messengers to them. Whenever there 
came to them a Messenger with 
what they themselves desired not, — 
a group of them they called liars, and 
others among them they killed. 


They thought there will be no Fitnah 
(trial or punishment), so they became 
blind and deaf; after that Allah turned 
to them (with Forgiveness); yet again 
many of them became blind and deaf.

The angel asked him, *What kind 
of property do you like best?’ He replied, ‘Camels.’ So he (i.e., the leper) was 
given a pregnant she-camel, and the angel said (to him), *May Allah bless you 
in it.’ The angel then went to the bald-headed man and said, ‘What thing do you 
like most?’ He said, ‘I like good hair and wish to be cured of this disease, for the 
people feel repulsion for me.' The angel touched him and his illness was cured, 
and he was given good hair.

Then 
the angel, disguised in the shape and appearance of a bald man, went to the bald 
man and said to him the same as he told the first one, and he too answered the 
same as the first one did. The angel said, ‘If you are telling a lie, then let Allah 
make you as you were before.' The angel, disguised in the shape of a blind man, 
went to the blind man and said, ‘I am a poor man and a traveller, whose means 
of livelihood have been exhausted while on a journey. I have nobody to help me 
except Allah, and after Him, you yourself. I ask you in the Name of Him Who 
has given you back your eyesight to give me a sheep, so that with its help, I may 
complete my journey.’ The man said, ‘No doubt, I was blind and Allah gave me 
back my eyesight; I was poor and Allah made me rich; so take anything you wish 
from my property. By Allah, I will not stop you for taking anything (you need) of 
my property which you may take for Allah’s sake.’ The angel replied, ‘Keep your 
property with you. You (i.e., three men) have been tested and Allah is pleased with 
you and is angry with your two companions." (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 4, Hadith 
No. 670). 
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You see many of them taking 

the disbelievers as their Auliya’ 
(protectors and helpers). Evil indeed is 
that which their ownselves have sent 
forward before them; for that (reason) 
Allah’s Wrath fell upon them, and in 
torment they will abide. 


And had they believed in Allah, 

and in the Prophet (Muhammad 
izafe) and in what has been 
revealed to him, never would they 
have taken them (the disbelievers) as 
Auliya’ (protectors and helpers); but 
many of them are Fasiqün (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 


Verily, you will find the strongest 
among men in enmity to the believers 
(Muslims) the Jews and those who 
are Al-Mushrikiin,™ and you will find 
the nearest in love to the believers 
(Muslims) those who say: *We are 
Christians." That is because amongst 
them are priests and monks, and they 
are not proud. 


And when they (who call themselves 
Christians) listen to what has 

been sent down to the Messenger

For its expiation, feed ten 
Masakin (needy persons), on a scale 
of the average of that with which 
you feed your own families, or 
clothe them or manumit a slave. But, 
whosoever cannot afford (that), then 
he should fast for three days. That is 
the expiation for the oaths when you 
have sworn”, And protect your oaths

(V.5:89) It is better not to take oaths, but if you have taken them, and later you 
find a better solution for the problem, then act according to the better one and give 
expiation for the oath.

Narrated ‘Abdullah zzii: Allah’s Messenger iix said that he met Zaid 
ibn ‘Amr ibn Nufail at a place near Baldah and this had happened before Allah’s 
Messenger ici seii» received the Divine Revelation. Allah’s Messenger fz 
presented a dish of meat (that had been offered to him by the pagans) to Zaid ibn 
‘Amr, but Zaid refused to eat of it and then said (to the pagans), “I do not eat of 
what you have sacrificed (slaughtered) on your stone-altars (Ansab) nor do I eat 
except that on which Allah’s Name has been mentioned on slaughtering.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhart, Vol.7, Hadith No.407). [See also the footnote of (V.2:135)]. 
* An-Nusub were stone-altars at fixed places or graves, whereon sacrifices were 
slaughtered on certain occasions in the name of idols, jinn, angels, pious men, 
saints in order to honour them, or to expect some benefit from them. 


(V.5:90) What is said regarding the one who regards an alcoholic drink lawful to 
drink, and calls it by another name. 

Narrated Abu ‘Amir or Abu Malik Al-Ash‘ari that he heard the Prophet iz; iit 
saying, “From among my followers there will be some people who will consider 
illegal sexual intercourse, the wearing of silk, the drinking of alcoholic drinks, 
and the use of musical instruments as lawful. And (from them), there will be some 
who will stay near the side of a mountain, and in the evening their shepherd will 
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Shaitan (Satan) wants only to excite 
enmity and hatred between you with 
intoxicants (alcoholic drinks) and 
gambling, and hinder you from the 
remembrance of Allah and from 
As-Salat (the prayer). So, will you not 
then abstain? 


And obey Allah and the Messenger 
(Muhammad 4z5i5 e), and beware 
(of even coming near to drinking or 
gambling or A/-Ansab, or Al-Azlam, 
etc.) and fear Allah. Then, if you 
turn away, you should know that it is 
Our Messenger's duty to convey (the 
Message) in the clearest way. 


Those who believe and do righteous 
good deeds, there is no sin on them 
for what they ate (in the past), if they 
fear Allah (by keeping away from His 
forbidden things), and believe and do 
righteous good deeds, and again fear 
Allah and believe, and once again fear 
Allah and do good deeds with Ihsan 
(perfection). And Allah loves the 
good-doers. 


O you who believe! Allah will 
certainly make a trial of you with 
something in (the matter of) the game 
that is well within the reach of your 
hands and your lances, that Allah may 
test him who fears Him unseen. Then 
whoever transgresses thereafter, for 
him there is a painful torment. 


come to them with their sheep and ask them for something, but they will say to 
him, ‘Return to us tomorrow.’ Allah will destroy them during the night and will 
let the mountain fall on them, and He will transform the rest of them into monkeys 
and pigs and they will remain so till the Day of Resurrection.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari,

Lawful to you is (the pursuit of) 
water-game and its use for food — for 
the benefit of yourselves and those 
who travel, but forbidden is (the 
pursuit of) land-game, as long as you 
are in a state of Jhram (for Hajj or 
‘Umrah). And fear Allah to Whom 
you shall be gathered back. 


Allah has made the Ka ‘bah, the 
Sacred House, an asylum of security 
and benefits (e.g. Hajj and ‘Umrah) 
for mankind, and also (made sacred) 
the Sacred Month and the animals of 
offerings and the garlanded (people 
or animals marked with the garlands 
on their necks made from the outer 
part of the stem of the Makkah trees 
for their security), that you may know 
that Allah has knowledge of all that 
is in the heavens and all that is in the 
earth, and that Allah is All-Knower of 
each and everything. 
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Know that Allah is Severe in 
punishment and that Allah is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


The duty of the Messenger [i.e. Our 
Messenger Muhammad ici 
whom We have sent to you, 

(O mankind)] is nothing but to convey 
(the Message). And Allah knows 

all that you reveal and all that you 
conceal.

“Not equal are Al/-Khabith (all that

But, those 
who disbelieve invent lies against 
Allah, and most of them have no 
understanding. 


And when it is said to them: “Come 
to what Allah has revealed and to the 
Messenger (Muhammad ici 
for the verdict of that which you have 
made unlawful)." They say: “Enough 
for us is that which we found our 
fathers following," even though their 
fathers had no knowledge whatsoever 
nor guidance. 


O you who believe! Take care of your 
ownselves®. If you follow the (right) 
guidance [and enjoin what is right 
(Islamic Monotheism and all that 
Islam orders one to do) and forbid 
what is wrong (polytheism, disbelief 
and all that Islam has forbidden)] no 
hurt can come to you from those who 


(V.5:103) Bahirah: a she-camel whose milk was spared for the sake of the idols 


and nobody was allowed to milk it.

O you who believe! When death 
approaches any of you, and you make 
a bequest, (then take) the testimony 

of two just men of your own folk or 

(if you do not find) two others from 
outside, while you are travelling 
through the land and death befalls 

you. Detain them both after As-Salat 
(the prayer), (then) if you are in doubt 
(about their truthfulness), let them both 
swear by Allah (saying): “We wish 

not for any worldly gain in this, even 
though he (the beneficiary) be our near 
relative. We shall not hide the Testi- 
mony of (i.e. ordained by) Allah, for 
then indeed we should be of the sinful.” 


If then it gets known that these two 
had been guilty of sin, let two others 
stand forth in their places, nearest 

in kin from among those who claim 

a lawful right. Let them swear by 
Allah (saying): “We affirm that our 
testimony is truer than that of both of 
them, and that we have not trespassed 
(the truth), for then indeed we should 
be of the wrong-doers.” 


That should make it closer (to the 
fact) that their testimony would be 

in its true shape (and thus accepted), 
or else they would fear that (other) 
oaths would be admitted after their 
oaths. And fear Allah and listen (with 
obedience to Him). And Allah guides 
not the people who are A/-Fasiqün 
(the rebellious and disobedient). 
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On the Day when Allah will gather 
the Messengers together and say 

to them: “What was the response 
you received (from men to your 
teaching)?” They will say: “We have 
no knowledge, verily, only You are 
the All-Knower of all that is hidden 
(or unseen).” 


(Remember) when Allah will say 
(on the Day of Resurrection). 

“O ‘Isa (Jesus), son of Maryam 
(Mary)! Remember My Favour 

to you and to your mother when I 
supported you with Rah-ul-Qudus 
[Jibra’1l (Gabriel)] so that you spoke 
to the people in the cradle” and in 
maturity; and when 1 taught you

resolved to kill you) as you came to 
them with clear proofs, 

and the disbelievers among them 
said: ‘This is nothing but evident 
magic.”

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. And when I (Allah) revealed to 


Al-Hawariyyin [the disciples of ‘Isa 
(Jesus) ] to believe in Me and My 
Messenger, they said: “We believe. 
And bear witness that we are Muslims.” 


(Remember) when A/-Hawariyyiin 
(the disciples) said: *O ‘Isa (Jesus), 
son of Maryam (Mary)! Can your 
Lord send down to us a table spread 
(with food) from heaven?” ‘Isa 
(Jesus) said: “Fear Allah, if you are 
indeed believers.” 


They said: “We wish to eat thereof 
and to satisfy our hearts (to be 
stronger in Faith), and to know that 
you have indeed told us the truth and 
that we ourselves be its witnesses.” 


‘Isa (Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary), 
said: “O Allah, our Lord! Send us 
from the heaven a table spread (with 
food) that there may be for us — for 
the first and the last of us — a festival 
and asign from You; and provide us 
with sustenance, for You are the Best 
of sustainers.". 

Allah said: *I am going to send it 
down to you. But if any of you after 
that disbelieves, then I will punish 
him with a torment such as I have not 
inflicted on anyone among (all) the 
‘Alamin (mankind and jinn)." 

And (remember) when Allah will say 
(on the Day of Resurrection): “O ‘Isa 
(Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary)! Did 
you say to the people: ‘Worship me and 
my mother as two gods besides Allah?’” 
He will say: “Glorified are You! It was 
not for me to say what I had no right 

(to say). Had I said such a thing, You 
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would surely have known it. You know 
what is in my inner-self, though I do not 
know what is in Yours; truly, You, only 
You, are the All-Knower of all that is 
hidden (and unseen). 


“Never did I say to them aught except 
what You (Allah) did command me 
to say: ‘Worship Allah, my Lord and 
your Lord.’ And I was a witness over 
them while I dwelt amongst them, 
but when You took me up, You were 
the Watcher over them; and You 

are a Witness to all things. (This is 

a great admonition and warning to the 
Christians of the whole world). 


“If You punish them, they are 

Your slaves, and if You forgive 
them, verily You, only You, are the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise.” 

Allah will say: “This is a Day on 
which the truthful will profit from 
their truthfulnesi: theirs are Gardens 
under which rivers flow (in Paradise) 
— they shall abide therein forever. 
Allah is pleased with them and they 
with Him. That is the great success 
(Paradise). 


To Allah belongs the dominion of the 
heavens and the earth and all that is 
therein, and He is Able to do all things. 


(V. 5:118) Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas zis: The Prophet ize said, “You will be 
gathered (on the Day of Resurrection) and some people will be driven (by the angels) 
to the left side (and taken to Hell) whereupon I will say as the pious slave [‘Isa (Jesus) |

said: And I was a witness over them while I dwelt amongst them....

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In the Name of Allah,

All praise and thanks are Allah's, 
Who (Alone) created the heavens and 
the earth, and originated the darkness 
and the light; yet those who disbelieve 
hold others as equal with their Lord. 


He it is Who has created you from 
clay, and then has decreed a (stated) 
term (for you to die). And there is 
with Him another determined term 
(for you to be resurrected), yet you 
doubt (in the Resurrection). 


And He is Allah (to be worshipped 
Alone) in the heavens and on the 
earth; He knows what you conceal 
and what you reveal, and He knows 
what you earn (good or bad). (See

And never an Ayah (sign) comes to 
them from the Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.)

Indeed, they rejected the truth (the 
Qur'àn and Muhammad zail) 
when it came to them, but there will 
come to them the news of that (the 
torment) which they used to mock at. 
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Have they not seen how many 

a generation before them We have 
destroyed, whom We had established 
on the earth such as We have not 
established you? And We poured 

out on them rain from the sky in 
abundance, and made the rivers flow 
under them. Yet, We destroyed them 
for their sins, and We created after 
them other generations. 


And even if We had sent down to you 
(O Muhammad $a) a Message 
written on paper so that they could 
touch it with their hands, the 
disbelievers would have said: “This is

nothing but obvious magic! 


And they say: *Why has not an angel 
been sent down to him?" Had We sent 
down an angel, the matter would have 
been judged at once, and no respite 
would be granted to them. 


And had We appointed him an 
angel, We indeed would have made 
him a man, and We would have 
certainly confused them in which 
they are already confused (i.e. the 
Message of Prophet Muhammad 
Asset. 

And indeed (many) Messengers 
before you were mocked at, but 
their scoffers were surrounded by 
the very thing that they used to 
mock at. 


Say (O Muhammad icit): 
“Travel in the land and see what was 
the end of those who rejected truth.” 
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together on the Day of Resurrection, 

about which there is no doubt. 
Those who have lost themselves will 
not believe [in Allāh as being the 
only //ah (God), and Muhammad 
izafe as being one of His 
Messengers, and in Resurrection].

(V.6:12): 

a) Narrated Abu Hurairah zzi: I heard Allah’s Messenger isa saying, 
“Allah has divided Mercy into one hundred parts, and He kept ninety-nine 
parts with Him and sent down one part to the earth, and because of that one 
single part, His creatures are merciful to each other, so that even the mare lifts 
up its hoof away from its baby animal, lest it should trample on it.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol.8, Hadith No.29).

And if Allah touches you with harm, 
none can remove it but He, and if He 
touches you with good, then He is 
Able to do all things. 


And He is the Irresistible, (Supreme) 
above His slaves, and He is the All-Wise, 
the Well-Acquainted (with all things). 


Say (O Muhammad Åsas): “What 
thing is the greatest in witness?” Say: 
“Allah (the greatest!) is Witness between 
me and you; this Qur’an has been 
revealed to me that I may therewith warn 
you and whomsoever it may reach. Can 
you verily bear witness, that, besides 
Allah there are other a/ihah (gods)?” 
Say: “I bear no (such) witness!” Say: 
“But in truth He (Allah) is the only one 
Ilàh (God). And truly I am innocent of 
what you join in worship with Him." 


Those to whom We have given the 
Scripture (Jews and Christians) 
recognize him (1.e. Muhammad 
{zafe as a Messenger of Allah, 
and they also know that there is no 
Ilàh (God) but Allah and Islam is 
Allah's religion), as they recognize 
their own sons. Those who have 
lost (destroyed) themselves will not 
believe). (Tafsir At-Tabart)

And who does more aggression and 
wrong than he who invents a lie 
against Allah or rejects His Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons 
or revelations)? Verily, the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers) shall 
never be successful. 


And on the Day when We shall gather 
them all together, then We shall say to 
those who joined partners (in worship 
with Us): “Where are your partners 
(false deities) whom you used to assert 
(as partners in worship with Allah)?” 


There will then be (left) no Fitnah 
(excuses or statements or arguments) 
for them but to say: “By Allah, our 
Lord, we were not those who joined 
others in worship with Allah.” 


Look! How they lie against 
themselves! But the (lie) which they 
invented will disappear from them. 


And of them there are some who 
listen to you; but We have set veils on 
their hearts, so they understand it not, 
and deafness in their ears; and even if 
they see every one of the Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), they will not believe 
therein; to the point that when they 
come to you to argue with you, the 
disbelievers say: “These are nothing 
but tales of the men of old.” 


And they prevent others from him 
(from following Prophet Muhammad 
izafe) and they themselves keep 
away from him, and (by doing so) 
they destroy not but their ownselves, 
yet they perceive (it) not. 
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If you could but see when they will be 
held over the (Hell) Fire! They will say: 
“Would that we were but sent back (to 
the world)! Then we would not deny 
the Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, revelations, etc.) of our Lord, 
and we would be of the believers!" 


Nay, it has become manifest to them 
what they had been concealing before. 
But, if they were returned (to the 
world), they would certainly revert to 
that which they were forbidden. And 
indeed, they are liars. 


And they said: “There is no (other life) 
but our (present) life of this world, and 
never shall we be resurrected (on the 
Day of Resurrection).” 


If you could but see when they will 

be held (brought and made to stand) 
in front of their Lord! He will say: “Is 
not this (Resurrection and the taking 
of the accounts) the truth?” They will 
say: “Yes, by our Lord!” He will then 
say: “So taste you the torment because 
you used not to believe.” 


They indeed are losers who denied 
their Meeting with Allah,” until all 
of a sudden, the Hour (signs of death) 
is on them, and they say: “Alas for us 
that we gave no thought to it,” while 
they will bear their burdens on their 
backs; and evil indeed are the burdens 
that they will bear! 


(V.6:31) Narrated Abu Miisa iid: The Prophet 3c5«ixi(t» said, “Whoever loves 
the Meeting with Allah, Allah too loves the Meeting with him; and whoever hates 
the Meeting with Allah, Allah too hates the Meeting with him.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 


Vol.8, Hadith No. 515). 
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And the life of this world is nothing 
but play and amusement. But far better 
is the house in the Hereafter for those 
who are Al-Muttaqin (the pious — See 
V.2:2). Will you not then understand? 


We know indeed the grief which 
their words cause you (O Muhammad 
Acsi»): it is not you that they 
deny, but it is the Verses (the Qur'an) 
of Allah that the Zalimün (polytheists 
and wrong-doers) deny. 


Verily, (many) Messengers were 
denied before you (O Muhammad 
iafe), but with patience they 
bore the denial, and they were hurt 
till Our Help reached them, and none 
can alter the Words (Decisions) of 
Allah. Surely there has reached you 
the information (news) about the 
Messengers (before you). 


If their aversion (from you, 

O Muhammad sais and from 
that with which you have been sent) 
15 hard for you, (and you cannot be 
patient with their harm to you), then, 
if you were able to seek a tunnel in 
the earth or a ladder to the sky, so that 
you may bring them a sign (and you 
cannot do it, so be patient). And had 
Allah willed, He could have gathered 
them together (all) on true guidance. 
So be not you one of those who are 
Al-Jahilün (the ignorant). 


Itis only those who listen (to the 
Message of Prophet Muhammad 
izafe), who will respond (benefit 
from 1t). But as for the dead (i.e. 
disbelievers), Allah will raise them 
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up, then to Him they will be returned 
(for their recompense). 


And they said: “Why is not a sign sent 
down to him from his Lord?” Say: 
“Allāh is certainly Able to send down 
a sign, but most of them know not.” 


There is not a moving (living) creature 
on earth, nor a bird that flies with its 
two wings, but are communities like 
you. We have neglected nothing in 
the Book, then to their Lord they (all) 
shall be gathered. 


Those who reject Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) are deaf and dumb 
in the darkness. Allah sends astray 
whom He wills and He guides on 

a Straight Path whom He wills. 


Say (O Muhammad ics): “Tell 
me if Allah’s Torment comes upon 
you, or the Hour comes upon you, 
would you then call upon any one 
other than Allah? (Reply) if you are 
truthful!” 


Nay! To Him Alone you would call, 
and, if He wills, He would remove 
that (distress) for which you call upon 
Him, and you would forget, at that 
time. whatever partners you joined 
(with Him in worship)! 


Verily, We sent (Messengers) to many 
nations before you (O Muhammad 
icsi). And We seized them with 
extreme poverty (or loss in wealth) 
and loss in health (with calamities) so 
that they might humble themselves 
(believe with humility). 
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When Our Torment reached them, 
why then did they not humble 
themselves (believe with humility)? 
But their hearts became hardened, 
and Shaitan (Satan) made fair- 
seeming to them that which they used 
to do. 


So, when they forgot (the warning) 
with which they had been reminded, 
We opened for them the gates of 
every (pleasant) thing, until in 

the midst of their enjoyment in 

that which they were given, all 

of a sudden, We took them (in 
punishment), and lo! They were 
plunged into destruction with deep 
regrets and sorrows. 


So the root of the people who did 
wrong was cut off. And all praise and 
thanks are Allah’s, the Lord of the 
‘Alamin (mankind, jinn, and all that 
exists). 


Say (to the disbelievers): “Tell me, 
if Allah took away your hearing and 
your sight, and sealed up your hearts, 
who is there — an ilah (a god) other 
than Allah who could restore them to 
you?” See how variously We explain 
the Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), yet 
they turn aside. 


Say: “Tell me, if the punishment 

of Allah comes to you suddenly 
(during the night), or openly (during 
the day), will any be destroyed 
except the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doing) people?" 
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And We send not the Messengers but 
as givers of glad tidings and as warners. 
So whosoever believes and does 
righteous good deeds, upon such shall 
come no fear, nor shall they grieve. 


But, those who reject Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), the torment will touch 
them for their disbelief (and for their 
belying the Message of Muhammad 
Ass desi). [Tafsir Al-Qurtubi]. 


Say (O Muhammad ifie): “I 
don't tell you that with me are the 
treasures of Allah, nor (that) I know 
the Unseen; nor do I tell you that I am 
an angel. I but follow what is revealed 
to me." Say: “Are the blind and the 
one who sees equal? Will you not then 
take thought?" 


And warn therewith (the Qur'an) those 
who fear that they will be gathered 
before their Lord, when there will be 
neither a protector nor an intercessor 
for them besides Him, so that they may 
fear Allah and keep their duty to Him 
(by abstaining from committing sins 
and by doing all kinds of good deeds 
which He has ordained). 


And turn not away those who invoke 
their Lord, morning and afternoon 
seeking His Face. You are accountable 
for them in nothing, and they are 
accountable for you in nothing, that 
you may turn them away, and thus 
become of the Zalimün (unjust). 


(V.6:49) See the footnote of (V.3:85). 
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Thus We have tried some of them 

with others, that they might say: “Is it 
these (poor believers) whom Allah has 
favoured from amongst us?” Does not 
Allah know best those who are grateful? 


When those who believe in Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) come to you, 
say: "Salamun “Alaikum” (peace 

be on you); your Lord has written 
(prescribed) Mercy for Himself, 

so that if any of you does evil in 
ignorance, and thereafter repents 
and does righteous good deeds (by 
obeying Allah), then surely, He is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


And thus do We explain the Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) in detail, that the way 
of the Mujrimün (criminals, polytheists, 
sinners) may become manifest. 


Say (O Muhammad ics): “I 
have been forbidden to worship those 
whom you invoke (worship) besides 
Allah.” Say: “I will not follow your 
vain desires. If I did, I would go 
astray, and I would not be one of the 
rightly guided.” 


Say (O Muhammad ics): “I 
am on clear proof from my Lord 
(islamic Monotheism), but you deny 
it (the truth that has come to me from 
Allah). I do not have what you are 
asking for impatiently (the torment). 
The decision is only for Allah, He 
declares the truth, and He is the Best 
of judges.” 
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Say: “If I had that which you are 
asking for impatiently (the torment), 
the matter would have been settled at 
once between me and you, but Allah 
knows best the Zalimün (polytheists 
and wrong-doers)." 


And with Him are the keys of the 
Ghaib (all that is hidden), none knows 
them but He. And He knows whatever 
there is in the land and in the sea; not 
a leaf falls, but He knows it. There 

15 not a grain in the darkness of the 
earth nor anything fresh or dry, but is 
(written) in a Clear Record. 


It is He Who takes your souls by 

night (when you are asleep), and has 
knowledge of all that you have done by 
day, then He raises (wakes) you up again 
that a term appointed (your life period) 
be fulfilled, then (in the end) to Him will 
be your return. Then He will inform you 
of that which you used to do. 


He is the Irresistible, (Supreme) over 
His slaves, and He sends guardians 
(angels guarding and writing all of 
one's good and bad deeds) over you, 


(V.6:61): 


a) Whoever intended to do a good deed or a bad deed. 

Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas: zie The Prophet saeta narrating about his Lord 
Jsge said, “Allah ordered (the appointed angels over you) that the good and 
the bad deeds be written, and He then showed (the way) how (to write). If 
somebody intends to do a good deed and he does not do it, then Allah will 
write for him a full good deed (in his account with Him); and if he intends 
to do a good deed and actually did it, then Allah will write for him (in his 
account) with Him (its reward equal) from ten to seven hundred times, to 
many more times: and if somebody intended to do a bad deed and he does not 
do it, then Allah will write a full good deed (in his account) with Him, and if 
he intended to do it (a bad deed) and actually did it, then Allah will write one 
bad deed (in his account).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, Hadith No.498). 
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until when death approaches one of 
you, Our Messengers (angel of death 
and his assistants) take his soul, and 
they never neglect their duty. 


Then they are returned to Allah, their 
True Maula [True Master (God), the 
Just Lord (to reward them)]. Surely, 
for Him is the judgement and He is 
the Swiftest in taking account. 


Say (O Muhammad isi): “Who 
rescues you from the darkness of the 
land and the sea (dangers like storms), 
(when) you call upon Him in humility 
and in secret (saying): If He (Allah) 
only saves us from this (danger), we 
shall truly be grateful.” 


Say (O Muhammad gas): 
“Allah rescues you from this and from 
all (other) distresses, and yet you 
worship others besides Allah.” 


Say: “He has power to send torment 
on you from above you or from 
under your feet, or to cover you 
with confusion in party strife, and 
make you to taste the violence of 
one another.” See how variously We 
explain the Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), so 
that they may understand. 


b) Narrated Abu Hurairah: eé The Prophet iafe said, “Angels come (to 
you) in succession by night and day, and all of them get together at the time of 
Fajr and ‘Asr prayers. Then those who have stayed with you overnight, ascend to 
Allah Who asks them (and He knows the answer better than them): “How have 
you left My slaves?” They reply, “We left them while they were praying and 
we came to them while they were praying." The Prophet iz: added: “If 
anyone of you says Amin (during the prayer at the end of the recitation of Surat 
Al-Fatihah), and the angels in heaven say the same, and the two sayings coincide, 
all his past sins will be forgiven.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 446). 
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But your people (O Muhammad 
Acsaileci\>) have denied it (the Qur'àn) 
though it is the truth. Say: “I am not 

a Wakil (guardian) over you.” 


For every news there is a reality? and 
you will come to know. 


And when you (Muhammad 
Acsi») see those who engage 

in a false conversation about Our 
Verses (of the Qur'an (by mocking 
at them,) stay away from them till 
they turn to another topic. And if 
Shaitan (Satan) causes you to forget, 
then after the remembrance sit not 
you in the company of those people 
who are the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 


Those who fear Allah, keep their 

duty to Him and avoid evil are not 
responsible for them (the disbelievers) 
in any case, but (their duty) 15 to 
remind them, that they may fear Allah 
(and refrain from mocking at the 
Qur'an). [The provision of this Verse 
was abrogated by the Verse 4:140]. 


And leave alone those who take their 
religion as play and amusement, 

and whom the life of this world has 
deceived. But remind (them) with it 
(the Qur'an) lest a person be given 
up to destruction for that which he 
has earned, when he will find for 
himself no protector or intercessor 
besides Allah, and even if he offers 


(V.6:67): i.e. for everything there is an appointed term, and for every deed there is 


arecompense. 
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every ransom, it will not be accepted 
from him. Such are they who are 
given up to destruction because of 
that which they have earned. For them 
will be a drink of boiling water and 

a painful torment because they used to 
disbelieve. 


Say (O Muhammad gases): 
“Shall we invoke others besides 
Allah (false deities), that can do us 
neither good nor harm, and shall we 
turn back on our heels after Allah 
has guided us (to true Monotheism)? 
— like one whom the 01 
(devils) have made to go astray in the 
land in confusion, his companions 
calling him to guidance (saying): 
‘Come to us.” Say: “Verily, Allah’s 
Guidance is the only guidance, 

and we have been commanded to 
submit (ourselves) to the Lord of the 
‘Alamin (mankind, jinn and all that 
exists); 


And to perform As-Salat 
(Iqgamat-as-Salat), and to be obedient 
to Allah and fear Him, and it is He to 
Whom you shall be gathered. 


It is He Who has created the heavens 
and the earth in truth, and on the 
Day (i.e. the Day of Resurrection) 
He will say: “Be!”, — and it is! 

His Word is the Truth. His will be 
the dominion on the Day when the 
Trumpet will be blown. All-Knower 
of the unseen and the seen. He is the 
All-Wise, the Well-Acquainted (of 
all things). 
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And (remember) when Ibrahim 
(Abraham) said to his father Azar: 
“Do you take idols as alihah (gods)? 
Verily, I see you and your people in 
manifest error”. 


Thus did we show Ibrahim (Abraham) 
the kingdom of the heavens and the 
earth that he be one of those who have 
Faith with certainty. 


When the night covered him over with 
darkness he saw a star. He said: “This 
is my lord.” But when it set, he said: 
“T like not those that set." 


When he saw the moon rising up, he 
said: “This is my lord.” But when it 
set, he said: “Unless my Lord guides 
me, I shall surely be among the people 
who went astray.” 


When he saw the sun rising up, 

he said: “This is my lord. This is 
greater.” But when it set, he said: 
“O my people! I am indeed free 
from all that you join as partners (in 
worship with Allah). 


Verily, I have turned my face 
towards Him Who has created the 
heavens and the earth Hanif, (Islamic

He will look and 
there he will see a Dhikh (Hyena,) blood-stained, which will be caught by the legs 
and thrown in the (Hell) Fire.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No.569). 
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Monotheism, 1.e. worshipping none 
but Allah Alone), and I am not of

His people disputed with him. He 
said: “Do you dispute with me 
concerning Allah, while He has 
guided me, and I fear not those whom 
you associate with Him (Allah) in 
worship. (Nothing can happen to me) 
except when my Lord (Allah) wills 
something. My Lord comprehends in 
His Knowledge all things. Will you 
not then remember? 


“And how should I fear those whom 
you associate in worship with Allah 
(though they can neither benefit nor 
harm), while you fear not that you 
have joined in worship with Allah 
things for which He has not sent down 
to you any authority. So which of the 
two parties has more right to be in 
security? If you but know.” 


It is those who believe (in the Oneness 
of Allah and worship none but Him 
Alone) and confuse not their belief 
with Zulm (wrong i.e. by worshipping 
others besides Allah), for them (only) 
there is security and they are the 
guided. 


And that was Our Proof which We 
gave Ibrahim (Abraham) against 
his people. We raise whom We will 
in degrees. Certainly your Lord is 
All-Wise, All-Knowing.

And We bestowed upon him Ishaq 
(Isaac) and Ya‘qub (Jacob), each 

of them We guided, and before 

him, We guided Nüh (Noah), and 
among his progeny Dawid (David), 
Sulaiman (Solomon), Ayyüb (Job), 
Yusuf (Joseph), Musa (Moses), and 
Harün (Aaron). Thus do We reward 
Al-Muhsinün (the good-doers — see 
the footnote of V.9:120). 


And Zakariya (Zechariah), and Yahya 
(John) and ‘Isa (Jesus) and Iliyas 
(Elias), each one of them was of the 
righteous. 


And Isma ‘il (Ishmael) and Al-Yasa‘ 
(Elisha), and Yünus (Jonah) and 

Lüt (Lot), and each one of them We 
preferred to the "4Jamin [mankind and 
jinn (of their times)]. 


And also some of their fathers and 
their progeny and their brethren, We 
chose them, and We guided them to 
a Straight Path. 


This is the Guidance of Allah, with 
which He guides whomsoever He 
wills of His slaves. But, if they had 
joined in worship others with Allah, 
all that they used to do would have 
been of no benefit to them. 


They are those whom We gave the 
Book, Al/-Hukm (understanding of the 
religious laws), and Prophethood. But, if 
these (i.e. disbelievers) disbelieve therein 
(the Book, A/-Hukm and Prophethood), 
then, indeed We have entrusted it to 

a people (such as the Companions of 
Prophet Muhammad ise) who are 
not disbelievers therein. 
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They are those whom Allāh had 
guided. So follow their guidance. 
Say: “No reward I ask of you for this 
(the Qur’an). It is only a reminder for 
the ‘A/amin (mankind and jinn).” 


They (the Jews, Quraish pagans, 
idolaters) did not estimate Allah with 
an estimation due to Him when they 
said: “Nothing did Allah send down 
to any human being (by revelation).” 
Say (O Muhammad csi): 
“Who then sent down the Book which 
Misa (Moses) brought, a light and 

a guidance to mankind which you 
(the Jews) have made into (separate) 
papersheets, disclosing (some of 
them) and concealing much? And 
you (believers in Allah and His 
Messenger Muhammad ics feit) 
were taught (through the Qur'an) that 
which neither you nor your fathers 
knew.” Say: “Allah (sent it down).” 
Then leave them to play in their vain 
discussions. (Tafsir Al-Qurtubi). 


And this (the Qur'an) is a blessed 
Book which We have sent down, 
confirming (the revelations) which 
came before it, so that you may warn 
the Mother of Towns (i.e. Makkah) 
and all those around it. Those who 
believe in the Hereafter believe in it 
(the Qur'àn), and they are constant in 
guarding their Salat (prayers). 


And who can be more unjust than he 
who invents a lie against Allah, or 
says: “A revelation has come to me", 
whereas no revelation has come to 
him in anything; and who says, “I 
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will reveal the like of what Allah has 
revealed." And if you could but see 
when the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers) are in the agonies of 
death, while the angels are stretching 
forth their hands (saying): “Deliver 
your souls! This day you shall be 
recompensed with the torment of 
degradation because of what you 
used to utter against Allah other than 
the truth. And you used to reject 

His Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) with 
disrespect!” 


(V. 6:93): 


What is said regarding the punishment in the grave. And the Statement of Allah 
ze: "If you could but see when the Zalimün (polytheists and wrong-doers) 
are in the agonies of death while the angels are stretching forth their hands 
(saying):” Deliver your souls. This day you shall be recompensed with the 
torment of degradation." (V. 6:93). 

And also the Statement of Allah sis: “Twice shall We punish them and 
thereafter, they shall be brought back to a great (horrible) torment." (V. 9:101). 
And also the Statement of Allah 35557: “While an evil torment encompassed 
Fir‘aun (Pharaoh)'s people; the Fire, they are exposed to it morning and 
afternoon, and on the Day when the Hour will be established (it will be said to 
the angels): ‘Cause Fir'aun (Pharaoh)'s people to enter the severest torment.’” 
(V. 40: 45-46). 

Narrated Al-Bara’ ibn ‘Azib: The Prophet ici said, "When a faithful 
believer is made to sit in his grave, then (the angels) come to him and he testifies 
that La ilaha illallah wa Anna Muhammad-ur-Rasül-Allah (none has the right 
to be worshipped but Allah and Muhammad ici is the Messenger of 
Allah). And that corresponds to Allah’s Statement: ‘Allāh will keep firm those 
who believe with the word that stands firm.’ (V.14:27)." (Sahih Al-Bukharr, 
Vol.2, Hadith No.450). 

Narrated Anas isis: The Prophet ized said, “When a human being is 
laid in his grave and his companions return and he even hears their footsteps, 
two angels come to him and make him sit and ask him: ‘What did you use to 
say about this man, Muhammad ici? He will say: ‘I testify that he is 
Allah's slave and His Messenger.’ Then it will be said to him, ‘Look at your 
place in the Hell-fire. Allah has changed for you a place in Paradise instead of 
it.” The Prophet ici added, “The dead person will see both his places. 
But a disbeliever or a hypocrite will say to the angels, ‘I do not know, but I 
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And truly you have come to Us alone 
(without wealth, companions or anything 
else) as We created you the first time. 
You have left behind you all that which 
We had bestowed on you. We see not 
with you your intercessors whom you 
claimed to be partners with Allāh. Now 
all relations between you and them have 
been cut off, and all that you used to 
claim has vanished from you. 


Verily, it is Allāh Who causes the 
seed-grain and the fruit-stone (like 
date-stone) to split and sprout. He 
brings forth the living from the dead, 
and it is He Who brings forth the dead 
from the living. Such is Allāh, then how 
are you deluded away from the truth? 


(He is the) Cleaver of the daybreak. 
He has appointed the night for 
resting, and the sun and the moon for 
reckoning. Such is the measuring of 
the All-Mighty, the All-Knowing. 


It is He Who has set the stars” for 
you, so that you may guide your 
course with their help through the 
darkness of the land and the sea. We 
have (indeed) explained in detail 
Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 


used to say what the people used to say!’ It will be said to him, ‘Neither did 
you know nor did you take the guidance (by following the Qur’an).’ Then he 
will be hit with an iron hammer between his two ears, and he will cry and that 
cry will be heard by whatsoever is near to him except human beings and jinn.” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 2, Hadith No. 422). 


(V.6:97) (About the) Stars. Abu Qatadah mentioned Allah’s Statement: “And We 
have adorned the nearest heaven with lamps,” (V.67:5) and said, “The creation of 
these stars is for three purposes, i.e. as decoration of the (nearest) heaven, as missiles 
to hit the devils, and as signs to guide travellers. So, if anybody tries to find a different 
interpretation, he is mistaken and just wastes his efforts, and troubles himself with 
what is beyond his limited knowledge.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Chap. 3, P. 282). 
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lessons, signs, Revelations, etc.) for 
a people who know. 


It is He Who has created you from 

a single person (Adam), and has 
given you aplace of residing (on the 
earth or in your mother’s wombs) 

and a place of storage [in the earth (in 
your graves) or in your father’s loins]. 
Indeed, We have explained in detail 
Our revelations (this Qur'an) for 

a people who understand. 


Itis He Who sends down water (rain) 
from the sky, and with it We bring forth 
vegetation of all kinds, and out of it We 
bring forth green stalks, from which 
We bring forth thick clustered grain. 
And out of the date-palm and its spathe 
come forth clusters of dates hanging 
low and near, and gardens of grapes, 
olives and pomegranates, each similar 
(in kind) yet different (in variety and 
taste). Look at their fruits when they 
begin to bear, and the ripeness thereof. 
Verily, in these things there are signs 
for a people who believe. 


. Yet, they join the jinn as partners in 


worship with Allah, though He has 
created them (the jinn); and they 
attribute falsely without knowledge 
sons and daughters to Him. Glorified 
is He and Exalted above all that (evil) 
they attribute to Him. 


. He is the Originator of the heavens 


and the earth. How can He have 
children when He has no wife? 
He created all things and He is the 
All-Knower of everything”. 


(V.6:101) See the footnote of (V.2:116). 
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Such is Allah, your Lord! La ilaha 
illa Huwa (none has the right to be 
worshipped but He), the Creator of 
all things. So worship Him (Alone), 
and He is the Wakil (Trustee, 
Disposer of affairs, Guardian) over 
all things. 


No vision can grasp Him, but He 
grasps all vision. He is A/-Lafif (the 
Most Subtle and Courteous), the 
Well-Acquainted (with all things). 


Verily, proofs have come to you from 
your Lord, so whosoever sees, will do 
so for (the good of) his ownself, and 
whosoever blinds himself, will do so 
to his own harm, and I (Muhammad 
Jcsas) am not a watcher over you. 
Thus We explain variously the Verses 
so that they (the disbelievers) may 
say: “You have studied (the Books 

of the people of the Scripture and 
brought this Qur’an from that)” and 
that We may make the matter clear 
for a people who have knowledge. 


Follow what has been revealed to you 
(O Muhammad sae) from your 
Lord, La ilaha illa Huwa (none has 
the right to be worshipped but He) 
and turn aside from Al-Mushriktin™. 


Had Allah willed, they would not 
have taken others besides Him in 
worship. And We have not made 

you a watcher over them nor are you 
a Wakil (disposer of affairs, guardian, 
trustee) over them. 


(V.6:106). Al-Mushrikiin: polytheists, pagans, idolaters and disbelievers in the 
Oneness of Allah and His Messenger Muhammad ici. 
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each people their own doings; then 1 
to their Lord is their return and He 
shall then inform them of all that 


they used to do. 


(V.6:108) The tale of the cave: 

Narrated Ibn ‘Umar aii: Allah's Messenger Jae said, “Once three persons 
(from the previous nations) were travelling, and suddenly it started raining and 
they took shelter in a cave. The entrance of the cave got closed (suddenly by the 
falling of a huge rock) while they were inside. They said to each other, *O You! 
Nothing can save you except the truth, so each of you should ask Allah’s Help by 
referring to such a deed as he thinks he did sincerely (i.e., just for gaining Allah’s 
Pleasure).’ So one of them said, ‘O Allah! You know that I had a labourer who 
worked for me for one Farag (i.e. three Sa‘) of rice, but he departed, leaving it (i.e. 
his wages). I sowed that Faraq of rice and with its yield I bought cows (for him). 
Later on when he came to me asking for his wages, I said (to him), *Go to those 
cows and drive them away.’ He said to me, ‘But you have to pay me only a Faraq 
of rice.’ I said to him, ‘Go to those cows and take them, for they are the product of 
that Farag (of rice).' So he drove them. O Allah! If you consider that I did that for 
fear of You, then please remove the rock.’ The rock shifted a bit from the mouth 
ofthe cave. The second one said, ‘O Allah, You know that I had old parents whom 
I used to provide with the milk of my sheep every night. One night I was delayed 
and when I came, they had slept, while my wife and children were crying with 
hunger. I used not to let them (1.e. my family) drink unless my parents had drunk 
first. So I disliked to wake them up and also disliked that they should sleep without 
drinking it, I kept on waiting (for them to wake) till it dawned. O Allah! If You 
consider that I did that for fear of You, then please remove the rock.' So the rock 
shifted and they could see the sky through it. The (third) one said, *O Allah! You 
know that I had a cousin (i.e. my paternal uncle's daughter) who was most beloved 
to me and I sought to seduce her, but she refused, unless I paid her one-hundred 
Dinars (i.e. gold pieces). So, I collected the amount and brought it to her, and she 
allowed me to sleep with her. But, when I sat between her legs, she said, “Be afraid 
of Allah, and do not deflower me but legally.’ ‘I got up and left the hundred Dinars 
(for her). O Allah! If You consider that I did that for fear of You then please 
remove the rock." So Allah released them (removed the rock) and they came out 
(of the cave)." [This Hadith indicates that one can only ask Allah for help directly 
or through his performed good deeds. But, to ask Allah through the dead or absent 
(prophets, saints, spirits, holy men, angels) is absolutely forbidden in Islam and it 
is a kind of polytheism]. (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 671). 
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And they swear their strongest oaths 
by Allah, that if there came to them 

a sign, they would surely believe 
therein. Say: “Signs are but with Allah 
and what will make you (Muslims) 
perceive that (even) if it (the sign) 
came, they would not believe?” 


And We shall turn their hearts and 
their eyes away (from guidance), as 
they refused to believe therein for the 
first time, and We shall leave them in 
their trespass to wander blindly. 


And even if We had sent down to them 
angels, and the dead had spoken to them, 
and We had gathered together all things 
before their very eyes, they would not 
have believed, unless Allah willed, but 
most of them behave ignorantly. 


And so We have apointed for every 
Prophet enemies — Shayatin (devils) 
among makind and jinn, inspiring 

one another with adorned speech as 

a delusion (or by way of deception). If 
your Lord had so willed, they would not 
have done it; so leave them alone with 
their fabrications. (Tafsir Al-Ourtubi) 


(And this is in order) that the 

hearts of those who disbelieve in 

the Hereafter may incline to such 
(deceit), and that they may remain 
pleased with it, and that they may 
commit what they are committing (all 
kinds of sins and evil deeds). 

[Say (O Muhammad 2zs«fc&ii)] 
"Shall I seek a judge other than Allah 
while it 15 He Who has sent down to 
you the Book (the Qur'an), explained 
in detail." Those to whom We gave 
the Scripture [the Taurat (Torah) and 
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the Injeel (Gospel)] know that it is 
revealed from your Lord in truth. So, 
be not you of those who doubt. 


And the Word of your Lord has been 
fulfilled in truth and in justice. None 

can change His Words. And He is the 
All-Hearer, the All-Knower. 


And if you obey most of those on 
the earth, they will mislead you far 
away from Allah’s Path. They follow 
nothing but conjectures, and they do 
nothing but lie. 


Verily, your Lord! It is He Who 
knows best who strays from His 
Way, and He knows best the rightly 
guided. 


So, eat of that (meat) on which 
Allah’s Name has been pronounced 
(while slaughtering the animal), if 
you are believers in His Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.). 


And why should you not eat of that 
(meat) on which Allah’s Name has 
been pronounced (at the time of 
slaughtering the animal), while He 
has explained to you in detail what 
is forbidden to you, except under 
compulsion of necessity? And surely 
many do lead (mankind) astray by 
their own desires through lack of 
knowledge. Certainly your Lord 
knows best the transgressors. 


Leave (O mankind, all kinds of) sin, 
open and secret. Verily, those who 

commit sin will get due recompense 
for that which they used to commit. 
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Eat not (O believers) of that (meat) 

on which Allah’s Name has not 

been pronounced (at the time of the 
slaughtering of the animal), for sure it is 
Fisq (a sin and disobedience of Allah). 
And certainly, the Shayatin (devils) do 
inspire their friends (from mankind) to 
dispute with you, and if you obey them” 
[by making A/-Maitah (a dead animal) 
legal by eating it], then you would 
indeed be Mushrikün (polytheists); 
[because they (devils and their friends) 
made lawful to you to eat that which 
Allah has made unlawful to eat and you 
obeyed them by considering it lawful 

to eat, and by doing so you worshipped 
them; and to worship others besides 
Allah is polytheism]. 

Is he who was dead (without Faith by 
ignorance and disbelief) and We gave 
him life (by knowledge and Faith) and 
set for him a light (of Belief) whereby 
he can walk amongst men — like him 
who is in the darkness (of disbelief, 
polytheism and hypocrisy) from which 
he can never come out? Thus it is 
made fair-seeming to the disbelievers 
that which they used to do. 


And thus We have set up in every 
town great ones of its wicked people 
to plot therein. But they plot not 
except against their ownselves, and 
they perceive (it) not. 


(V.6:121) Narrated by Ahmad, At-Tirmidhi, and Ibn Jarir: Once while Allah’s 
Messenger is. was reciting the Verse (9:31) ‘Adi ibn Hatim said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! They do not worship them (i.e., rabbis and monks).” Allah’s Messenger 
isao said: “They certainly do. They (i.e., rabbis and monks) made lawful things 
as unlawful, and unlawful things as lawful, and they (i.e. Jews and Christians) 
followed them; and by doing so, they really worshipped them.” (Tafsir At-Tabart). 
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And when there comes to them a sign 
(from Allah) they say: *We shall not 
believe until we receive the like of 
that which the Messengers of Allah 
had received.” Allah knows best 

with whom to place His Message. 
Humiliation and disgrace from Allah 
and a severe torment will overtake 
the criminals (polytheists, sinners) for 
that which they used to plot. 


And whomsoever Allah wills 

to guide, He opens his breast to 
Islam; and whomsoever He wills 
to send astray, He makes his breast 
closed and constricted, as if he 

is climbing up to the sky. Thus 
Allah puts the wrath on those who 
believe not, 


And this is the Path of your Lord (the 
Qur’an and Islam) leading Straight. 
We have detailed Our Revelations for 
a people who take heed. 


For them will be the home of peace 
(Paradise) with their Lord. And 

He will be their Wali (Helper and 
Protector) because of what they used 
to do. 


(V.6:125) If Allah ss. wants to do good to aperson, He makes him 
comprehend the religion [the understanding of the Qur'an and the Sunnah (legal 


ways) of the Prophet csi]. 


Narrated Mu'awiya zás in a Khutbah (religious talk): I heard Allah’s Messenger 
icit saying, “If Allah wants to do good to a person, He makes him comprehend 
the religion [the understanding of the Qur’an and the Sunnah (legal ways) of 
the Prophet sass]. I am just a distributor, but the grant is from Allah. (And 
remember) that this nation (true Muslims, real followers of Islamic Monotheism) 
will remain obedient to Allah’s Orders [i.e., following strictly Allah’s Book (the 
Qur'an) and the Prophet’s Sunnah (legal ways)] and they will not be harmed by 
anyone who will oppose them (going on a different path) till Allah's Order (Day 
of Judgement) is established." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 71). 
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And on the Day when He will gather 
them (all) together (and say): “O you 
assembly of jinn! Many did you 
mislead of men,” and their Auliya' 
(friends and helpers) amongst men 
will say: “Our Lord! We benefited 
one from the other, but now we have 
reached our appointed term which 
You did appoint for us.” He will say: 
“The Fire be your dwelling-place, 
you will dwell therein forever, except 
as Allah may will. Certainly your 
Lord is All-Wise, All-Knowing.” 


And thus We do make the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers) Auliya’ 
(supporters and helpers) of one another 
(in committing crimes), because of 
that which they used to earn. 


O you assembly of jinn and 
mankind! “Did not there come to 
you Messengers from amongst 
you, reciting to you My Verses and 
warning you of the meeting of this 
Day of yours?" They will say: “We 
bear witness against ourselves." 

It was the life of this world that 
deceived them. And they will bear 
witness against themselves that they 
were disbelievers. 


This is because your Lord would not 
destroy the (populations of) towns for 
their wrong-doing (i.e. associating 
others in worship along with Allah) 
while their people were unaware (so 
the Messengers were sent). 


For all there will be degrees (or 
ranks) according to what they did. 
And your Lord is not unaware of 
what they do. 
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And your Lord is Rich (Free of all 
needs), full of Mercy; if He wills, 

He can destroy you, and in your 
place make whom He wills as your 
successors, as He raised you from the 
seed of other people. 


Surely, that which you are promised 
will verily come to pass, and you 
cannot escape (from the punishment 
of Allah). 


Say (O Muhammad saei): 

“O my people! Work according to 
your way, surely, I too am working (in 
my way), and you will come to know 
for which of us will be the (happy) end 
in the Hereafter. Certainly the 1 
(polytheists and wrong-doers) will not 
be successful.” 


And they assign to Allah a share of the 
tilth and cattle which He has created, 
and they say: “This is for Allah 
according to their claim, and this is for 
our (Allah's so-called) partners." But 
the share of their (Allah's so-called) 
"partners" reaches not Allah, while 
the share of Allah reaches their 
(Allah's so-called) “partners”! Evil is 
the way they judge! 

And so to many of the Mushrikün 
(polytheists — see V.2:105) their 
(Allah's so-called) “partners” have 
made fair-seeming the killing of their 
children, in order to lead them to their 
own destruction and cause confusion 
in their religion. And if Allah had 
willed, they would not have done 

so. So leave them alone with their 
fabrications. 
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And according to their claim, they 
say that such and such cattle and 
crops are forbidden, and none should 
eat of them except those whom we 
allow. And (they say) there are cattle 
forbidden to be used for burden (or 
any other work), and cattle on which 
(at slaughtering) the Name of Allah 
is not pronounced; lying against Him 
(Allah). He will recompense them for 
what they used to fabricate. 


And they say: “What is in the bellies 
of such and such cattle (milk or foetus) 
is for our males alone, and forbidden 
to our females (girls and women), but 
if it is born dead, then all have shares 
therein.” He will punish them for 

their attribution (of such false orders 
to Allah). Verily, He is All-Wise, 
All-Knower. (Tafsir At-Tabari). 


Indeed, lost are they who have killed 
their children, foolishly, without 
knowledge, and have forbidden that 
which Allah has provided for them, 
inventing a lie against Allah. They have 
indeed gone astray and were not guided. 


And it is He Who produces gardens 
trellised and untrellised, and 
date-palms, and crops of different 
shape and taste (their fruits and their 
seeds) and olives, and pomegranates, 
similar (in kind) and different (in taste).

‘Who will be their guard on the day of wild animals when nobody except I will be their 
shepherd’*.

But whosoever is forced by 
necessity without wilful disobedience, 
nor transgressing due limits; (for him) 
certainly, your Lord is Oft-Forgiving,

beasts of prey (gl) speak to the human beings, and the tip of his lash and the 
shoe-laces of a person speak to him and his thigh informs him about his family 


as to what happened to them after him. 
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And to those who are Jews, We 
forbade every (animal) with 
undivided hoof, and We forbade them 
the fat of the ox and the sheep except 
what adheres to their backs or their 
entrails, or is mixed up with a bone. 
Thus We recompensed them for their 
rebellion [committing crimes like 
murdering the Prophets and eating 
of Riba (usury)]. And verily, We are 
Truthful.

Allah has forbidden this. Then, 

if they testify, testify not you 

(O Muhammad Zzs«feSitz) with 
them. And you should not follow 
the vain desires of such as treat Our 
Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) 

as falsehoods, and such as believe 
not in the Hereafter, and they hold 
others as equal (in worship) to their 
Lord.” 


Say (O Muhammad csi): 
“Come, I will recite what your Lord 
has prohibited you from: Join not 
anything in worship with Him; be 
good and dutiful to your parents; 
kill not your children because of 
poverty — We provide sustenance 
for you and for them; come not 
near to Al-Fawdahish (great sins, 
illegal sexual intercourse) whether 
committed openly or secretly; and 
kill not anyone whom Allah has 
forbidden, except for a just cause 
(according to Islamic law). This He 
has commanded you that you may 
understand. 


“And come not near to the orphan’s 
property, except to improve it, until 
he (or she) attains the age of full 
strength; and give full measure and 
full weight with justice. We burden 
not any person, but that which he 
can bear. And whenever you give 
your word (i.e. judge between men

if a near relative is concerned, and 
fulfil the Covenant of Allah. This 
He commands you, that you may 
remember"), 


“And verily, this (i.e. Allah's 
Commandments mentioned in the 
above two Verses 151 and 152) is 
My Straight Path, so follow it, and 
follow not (other) paths, for they will 
separate you away from His Path. 
This He has ordained for you that you 
may become A/-Muttaqün (the pious 
— see V.2:2).” 


Then, We gave Misa (Moses) 
the Book [the Taurat (Torah)], 

to complete (Our Favour) upon 
those who would do right, and 
explaining all things in detail and 
a guidance and mercy that they 
might believe in the meeting with 
their Lord. 


And this is a blessed Book (the 
Qur'an) which We have sent down, 
so follow it and fear Allah (i.e. do not 
disobey His Orders), that you may 
receive mercy (i.e. be saved from the 
torment of Hell). 


Lest you (pagan Arabs) should say: 
“The Book was sent down only to 
two sects before us (the Jews and 
the Christians), and for our part, we 
were in fact unaware of what they 
studied."

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Or lest you (pagan Arabs) should 
say: “If only the Book had been sent 
down to us, we would surely have 
been better guided than they (Jews 
and Christians).”

The day that 
some of the Signs of your Lord do 
come, no good will it do to a person 
to believe then, if he believed 

not before, nor earned good (by 
performing deeds of righteousness) 
through his Faith. Say: *Wait you! 
we (too) are waiting." ?

a) Narrated Abu Hurairah zzXis: Allah’s Messenger ics» said, "The Hour 
will not be established until the sun rises from the west; and when the people 
see it, then whoever will be living on the surface of the earth, will have faith, 
and that is (the time) when no good will it do to a person to believe then, if he 
believed not before." (6:158) (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol.6, Hadith No.159).

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And surely, We created you (your 
father Adam) and then gave you shape 
(the noble shape of a human being);

(Allah) said: *What prevented you 
(O Jblīs) that you did not prostrate 
yourself, when I commanded you?"

Then when they tasted of the tree, that 
which was hidden from them of their 
private parts became manifest to them 
and they began to cover themselves 
with the leaves of Paradise (in order 
to cover their shame). And their Lord 
called out to them (saying): “Did I 
not forbid you that tree and tell you: 
Verily, Shaitan (Satan) is an open 
enemy to you?” 


They said: “Our Lord! We have 
wronged ourselves. If You forgive 
us not, and bestow not upon us Your 
Mercy, we shall certainly be of the 
losers.” 


(Allah) said: “Get down, one of you 
an enemy to the other [i.e. Adam, 
Hawwa’ (Eve), and Shaitan (Satan)]. 
On earth will be a dwelling-place for 
you and an enjoyment for a time.” 
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He said: “Therein you shall live, and 
therein you shall die, and from it you 
shall be brought out (i.e. resurrected).” 


O Children of Adam! We have 
bestowed raiment upon you to 

cover your private parts and as 

an adornment; and the raiment of 
righteousness, that is better. Such are 
among the Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.) of Allah, that they may 
remember (i.e. leave falsehood and 
follow truth). 


O Children of Adam! Let not Shaitan 
(Satan) deceive you, as he got your 
parents [Adam and Hawwa’ (Eve)] 
out of Paradise, stripping them of their 
raiment, to show them their private 
parts. Verily, he and Qabiluhu (his 
soldiers from the jinn or his tribe) see 
you from where you cannot see them. 
Verily, We made the Shaydatin (devils) 
Auliya’ (protectors and helpers) for 
those who believe not. 


And when they commit a Fahishah 
(evil deed, going round the Ka ‘bah in 
naked state, great sins and unlawful 
sexual intercourse), they say: “We 
found our fathers doing it, and Allah 
has commanded it on us.” Say: “Nay, 
Allah never commands Fahshda. Do 
you say of Allah what you know not?” 


(V.7:26) It is said that the pagan Arabs in the Pre-Islamic Period of Ignorance 
used to do Tawaf (going round) of the Ka ‘bah in a naked state. So, when Islam 
became victorious and Makkah was conquered, the pagans and the polytheists 
were forbidden to enter Makkah, and none was allowed to do Tawaf of the Ka 'bah 


in a naked state. 
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29. Say (O Muhammad zail): 


My Lord has commanded justice 

and (said) that you should face Him 
only (i.e. worship none but Allah 

and face the Qiblah, i.e. the Ka ‘bah 

in Makkah during prayers) in every 
place of worship, in prayers (and not 
to face other false deities and idols), 
and invoke Him only making your 
religion sincere to Him (by not joining 
in worship any partner with Him and 
with the intention that you are doing 
your deeds for Allah’s sake only). As 
He brought you (into being) in the 
beginning, so shall you be brought

O Children of Adam! Take your 
adornment (by wearing your clean 
clothes), while praying!" [and going 


(V.7:31) It is obligatory to wear the clothes while praying. And the Statement 
of Allah Je: “Take your adornment [(by wearing your clean clothes) covering 
completely the ‘Aurah (covering of one's ‘Aurah means: while praying, a male 
must cover himself with clothes from the umbilicus of his abdomen up to his 
knees, and it is better that both his shoulders should be covered. And a female 
must cover all her body and feet except face, and it is better that both her hands 
are also covered)], while praying and going round (the Tawaf of) the Ka bah.” 
In how many (what sort of) clothes a woman should pray? ‘Ikrimah said, “If she 
can cover all her body with one garment, it is sufficient."* 


It is agreed by the majority of the religious scholars that a woman while

and eat and drink, but waste not by 
extravagance, certainly He (Allah) 
likes not Al-Musriftin (those who 
waste by extravagance). 


Say (O Muhammad csi): 
“Who has forbidden the adornment 
with clothes given by Allah, which 
He has produced for His slaves, 

and Af-Tayyibat [all kinds of Halal 
(lawful) things] of food?” Say: “They 
are, in the life of this world, for 
those who believe, (and) exclusively 
for them (believers) on the Day of 
Resurrection (the disbelievers will 
not share them).” Thus We explain 
the Ayat (Islamic laws) in detail for 
a people who have knowledge. 


Say (O Muhammad zs): 
"(But) the things that my Lord has 
indeed forbidden are A/-Fawahish 
(great evil sins and every kind of 
unlawful sexual intercourse) whether 
committed openly or secretly, sins (of 
all kinds), unrighteous oppression, 
joining partners (in worship) with 
Allah for which He has given 

no authority, and saying things 

about Allah of which you have no 
knowledge." 


praying should cover herself completely except her face, and it is better that 
she should cover her hands with gloves or cloth. but her feet must be covered 
either with a long dress or she must wear socks to cover her feet. This verdict 
is based on the Prophet's statement (Abu Dawid). 
Narrated *Aishah Gas: Allah's Messenger iz» used to offer the Fajr 
prayer and some believing women covered with their veiling sheets used to attend 
the Fajr prayer with him, and then they would return to their homes unrecognized.

For such their appointed portion 
(good things of this worldly life 
and their period of stay therein) 
will reach them from the Book 

(of Decrees) until when Our 
Messengers (the angel of death 

and his assistants) come to them to 
take their souls, they (the angels) 
will say: “Where are those whom 
you used to invoke and worship 
besides Allah?” They will reply, 
“They have vanished and deserted 
us.” And they will bear witness 
against themselves, that they were 
disbelievers. 
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(Allah) will say: “Enter you in the 
company of nations who passed away 
before you, of men and jinn, into the 
Fire.” Every time a new nation enters, 
it curses its sister nation (that went 
before), until they will be gathered all 
together in the Fire. The last of them 
will say to the first of them: “Our 
Lord! These misled us, so give them 
a double torment of the Fire.” He will 
say: “For each one there is double 
(torment), but you know not.” 


The first of them will say to the last of 
them: “You were not better than us, so 
taste the torment for what you used to

Verily, those who deny Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) and treat them 
with arrogance, for them the gates of 
heaven will not be opened, and they 
will not enter Paradise until the camel 
goes through the eye of the needle 
(which is impossible). Thus do We 
recompense the Mujrimiin (criminals, 
polytheists and sinners). 


Theirs will be a bed of Hell (Fire), and 
over them coverings (of Hell-fire). 
Thus do We recompense the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). 


But, those who believed (in the 
Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism), and worked 
righteousness — We tax not any 
person beyond his scope — such are 
the dwellers of Paradise. They will 
abide therein forever. 
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And We shall remove from their 
breasts any (mutual) hatred or sense of 
injury (which they had, if at all, in the 
life of this world); rivers flowing under 
them, and they will say: “All praise and 
thanks are Allah’s, Who has guided us 
to this, and never could we have found 
guidance, were it not that Allah had 
guided us! Indeed, the Messengers of 
our Lord did come with the truth.” And 
it will be cried out to them: “This is the 
Paradise which you have inherited for 
what you used to do.” 


And the dwellers of Paradise will call 
out to the dwellers of the Fire (saying): 
“We have indeed found true what our 
Lord had promised us; have you (also) 
found true what your Lord promised 
(warnings)?” They shall say: “Yes.” 
Then a crier will proclaim between 
them: “The Curse of Allah is on the 
Zàlimün (polytheists and wrong-doers).” 


Those who hindered (men) from the 
Path of Allah, and would seek to make 
it crooked, and they were disbelievers 
in the Hereafter. 


And between them will be a (barrier) 
screen and on A[-A ‘raf (a wall with 
elevated places) will be men (whose 
good and evil deeds would be equal 

in scale), who would recognise all (of 
the Paradise and Hell people) by their 
marks (the dwellers of Paradise by their 
white faces and the dwellers of Hell 


(V.7:46): 


AI-A ‘raf: It is said that it is a wall between Paradise and Hell and it has on it 
elevated places. [Please see Tafsir Al-Qurtubi]. 
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by their black faces), they will call out 
to the dwellers of Paradise, “Salamun 
"Alaiküm" (Peace be on you), and at that 
time they (men on A/-A raf) will not yet 
have entered it (Paradise), but they will 
hope to enter (it) with certainty. 


And when their eyes will be turned 
towards the dwellers of the Fire, 
they will say: “Our Lord! Place us 
not with the people who are Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers).” 


And the men on A/-A ‘raf (the wall) 
will call to the men whom they would 
recognise by their marks, saying: *Of 
what benefit to you were your great 
numbers (and hoards of wealth), and 
your arrogance (against Faith)?" 


Are they those, of whom you swore 
that Allah would never show them 
mercy? (Behold! It has been said to 
them): *Enter Paradise, no fear shall 
be on you, nor shall you grieve." 


And the dwellers of the Fire will 
call to the dwellers of Paradise: 
"Pour on us some water or anything 
that Allah has provided you with." 
They will say: *Both (water and 
provision) Allah has forbidden to the 
disbelievers." 


“Who took their religion as 
amusement and play, and the life of 
the world deceived them.” So, this 
Day We shall forget them as they 
forgot their meeting of this Day, 
and as they used to reject Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.). 
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Certainly, We have brought them 

a Book (the Qur'an) which We have 
explained in detail with knowledge, 
— guidance and mercy to a people 
who believe. 


Await they just for the final fullfilment 
of the event? On the Day the event 

is finally fulfilled (1.e. the Day of 
Resurrection), those who neglected 

it before will say: “Verily, the 
Messengers of our Lord did come with 
the truth, now are there any intercessors 
for us that they might intercede on our 
behalf? Or could we be sent back (to 
the first life of the world) so that we 
might do (good) deeds other than those 
(evil) deeds which we used to do?” 
Verily, they have lost their ownselves 
(i.e. destroyed themselves) and that 
which they used to fabricate (invoking 
and worshipping others besides Allah) 
has gone away from them. 


Indeed, your Lord is Allah, Who 
created the heavens and the earth 
in Six Days, and then He rose 

over (/stawa) the Throne (really in 
a manner that suits His Majesty). 
He brings the night as a cover over 
the day, seeking it rapidly, and 

(He created) the sun, the moon, the 
stars subjected to His Command. 
Surely, His is the Creation and 
Commandment. Blessed is Allah, the 
Lord of the ‘Alamin (mankind, jinn 
and all that exists)! 


Invoke your Lord with humility 
and in secret. He likes not the 
aggressors. 
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And do not do mischief on the earth, 
after it has been set in order, and 
invoke Him with fear and hope. 
Surely, Allah’s Mercy is (ever) near to 
the good-doers. 


And it is He Who sends the winds as 
heralds of glad tidings, going before 
His Mercy (rain). Till, when they have 
carried heavy-laden clouds, We drive 
them to a land that is dead, then We 
cause water (rain) to descend thereon. 
Then, We produce every kind of fruit 
therewith. Similarly, We shall raise up 
the dead, so that you may remember 
or take heed. 


The vegetation of a good land comes 
forth (easily) by the Permission 

of its Lord; and that which is bad, 
brings forth nothing but (a little) 

with difficulty. Thus do We explain 
variously the Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.) for a people who give thanks. 


Indeed, We sent Nth (Noah) to his 
people and he said: “O my people! 
Worship Allah! You have no other 
Ilàh (God) but Him. (Lā ilaha illallah: 
none has the right to be worshipped 
but Allah). Certainly, I fear for you 
the torment of a Great Day!" 


The leaders of his people 

said: “Verily, we see you in 

plain error." 

[Nüh (Noah)] said: *O my people! There 
is no error in me, but I am a Messenger 
from the Lord of the ‘4/amin (mankind, 
jinn and all that exists)! 
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62. “I convey to you the Messages of my 


Lord and give sincere advice to you. 
And I know from Allah what you 
know not. 


“Do you wonder that there has come 
to you a Reminder from your Lord 
through a man from amongst you, that 
he may warn you, so that you may 
fear Allah and that you may receive 
(His) Mercy?” 


But, they denied him, so We saved 
him and those along with him in the 
ship, and We drowned those who 
denied Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.). They were indeed a blind 
people. 


And to ‘Ad (people, We sent) their 
brother Hüd. He said: *O my people! 
Worship Allah! You have no other 
Ilàh (God) but Him. (Là ilaha 
illallah: none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah). Will you not 
fear (Allah)?” 


The leaders of those who disbelieved 
among his people said: “Verily, we 
see you in foolishness, and verily, we 
think you are one of the liars." 


(Hüd) said: *O my people! There 
is no foolishness in me, but I am 

a Messenger from the Lord of the 
‘Alamin (mankind, jinn and all that 
exists)! 


“T convey to you the Messages of my 
Lord, and I am a trustworthy adviser 
(or well-wisher) for you. 
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“Do you wonder that there has come 
to you a Reminder (and an advice) 
from your Lord through a man 

from amongst you to warn you? 
And remember that He made you 
successors after the people of Nth 
(Noah) and increased you amply 

in stature. So, remember the graces 
(bestowed upon you) from Allah so 
that you may be successful.” 


They said: “Have you come to us that 
we should worship Allah Alone and 
forsake that which our fathers used to 
worship? So, bring us that wherewith 
you have threatened us if you are of 
the truthful.” 


(Hüd) said: “Torment and wrath have 
already fallen on you from your Lord. 
Dispute you with me over names 
which you have named — you and 
your fathers — with no authority 
from Allah? Then wait, I am with you 
among those who wait.” 


So, We saved him and those who 
were with him by mercy from Us, and 
We cut the roots of those who denied 
Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.); and 
they were not believers. 


And to Thamüd (people, We sent) 
their brother Salih. He said: *O my 
people! Worship Allah! You have 

no other //ah (God) but Him. (La 
ilaha illallah: none has the right to 

be worshipped but Allah). Indeed 
there has come to you a clear sign (the 
miracle of the coming out of a huge 
she-camel from the midst of a rock) 
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from your Lord. This she-camel of 
Allah is a sign to you; so you leave 
her to graze in Allah’s earth, and 
touch her not with harm, lest a painful 
torment should seize you. 


And remember when He made you 
successors after ‘Ad (people) and 
gave you habitations in the land, you 
build for yourselves palaces in plains, 
and carve out homes in the mountains. 
So, remember the graces (bestowed 
upon you) from Allah, and do not go 
about making mischief on the earth.” 


The leaders of those who were 
arrogant among his people said to 
those who were counted weak — to 
such of them as believed: “Know you 
that Salih is one sent from his Lord.” 
They said: “We indeed believe in that 
with which he has been sent.” 


Those who were arrogant said: 
“Verily, we disbelieve in that which 
you believe in.” 


So, they killed the she-camel and 
insolently defied the Commandment of 
their Lord, and said: *O Salih! Bring 
about your threats, if you are indeed 
one of the Messengers (of Allah).” 


So, the earthquake seized them, and 
they lay (dead), prostrate in their 
homes. 


Then he [Salih] turned from them, 
and said: *O my people! I have indeed 
conveyed to you the Message of my 
Lord, and have given you good advice 
but you like not good advisers." 
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And (remember) Lit (Lot), when he 
said to his people: “Do you commit 
the worst sin such as none preceding 
you has committed in the ‘Alamin 
(mankind and jinn)? 


“Verily, you practise your lusts on 
men instead of women. Nay, but you 
are a people transgressing beyond 
bounds (by committing great sins).” 


And the answer of his people was 

only that they said: “Drive them out of 
your town, these are indeed men who 
want to be pure (from sins)!” 


Then, We saved him and his family, 
except his wife; she was of those who 
remained behind (in the torment). 


And We rained down on them a rain 
(of stones). Then see what was the 
end of the Mujrimiin (criminals, 
polytheists and sinners). 


And to (the people of) Madyan 
(Midian), (We sent) their brother 
Shu‘aib. He said: “O my people! 
Worship Allah! You have no other 7 
(God) but Him. [Là ilaha illallah (none 
has the right to be worshipped but 
Allah)].” Verily, a clear proof (sign) 
from your Lord has come to you; so 
give full measure and full weight and 
wrong not men in their things, and do 
not do mischief on the earth after it has 
been set in order, that will be better for 
you, if you are believers. 


“And sit not on every road, 
threatening, and hindering from the 
Path of Allah those who believe in

Him, and seeking to make it crooked. 
And remember when you were but 
few, and He multiplied you. And see 
what was the end of the Mufsidiin 
(mischief-makers, corrupters, liars). 


“And if there is a party of you who 
believe in that with which I have been 
sent and a party who do not believe, 
so, be patient until Allah judges 
between us, and He is the Best of 
judges." 


(V.7:87): 


Narrated ‘Abdullah ibn ‘Umar êziz: Allah’s Messenger izsic said, 
“Surely! Everyone of you is a guardian and is responsible for his charges: The 
Imam (ruler) of the people is a guardian and is responsible for his subjects; 
aman is the guardian of his family (household) and is responsible for his 
subjects; a woman is the guardian of her husband’s home and of his children 
and is responsible for them; and the slave of a man is a guardian of his master’s 
property and is responsible for it. Surely, everyone of you is a guardian and 
responsible for his charges.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 9, Hadith No. 252). 
Narrated Tarif Abt Tamimah: I saw Safwan and Jundub and Safwan’s 
companions when Jundub was advising. They said, “Did you hear something 
from Allah’s Messenger ici?" Jundub said, “I heard him saying, 
‘Whoever does agood deed in order to show-off, Allah will expose his 
intentions on the Day of Resurrection (before the people), and whoever puts 
the people into difficulties, Allah will put him into difficulties on the Day 
of Resurrection." The people said (to Jundub), “Advise us.” He said, “The 
first thing of the human body to putrefy is the abdomen, so he who can eat 
nothing but good food (Halal and earned lawfully) should do so, and he who 
does as much as he can that nothing intervenes between him and Paradise by 
not shedding even a handful of blood, (i.e. murdering) should do so.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol. 9, Hadith No. 266). 

Narrated Anas ibn Malik z245: While the Prophet Xii» and I were coming 
out of the mosque, a man met us outside the gate. The man said, “O Allah's 
Messenger! When will be the Hour?" The Prophet fzx asked him, “What 
have you prepared for it?" The man became afraid and ashamed and then said, 
*O Allah’s Messenger! I haven't prepared for it much of Saum (fast), Salat 
(prayers) or charitable gifts but I love Allah and His Messenger." The Prophet 
ەس‎ said, “You will be with the one whom you love." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Vol. 9, Hadith No. 267). 

Narrated Abu Dharr tiz: Once I went to him (the Prophet 2csicxt2) and 
he said, “By Allah in Whose Hand my life is (or probably said, “By Allah, 
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The chiefs of those who were 
arrogant among his people said: 
“We shall certainly drive you out, 

O Shu'aib, and those who have 
believed with you from our town, 
or else you (all) shall return to our 
religion." He said: *Even though we 
hate it?" 


“We would have invented a lie against 
Allah if we returned to your religion, 
after Allah has rescued us from it. 
And it is not for us to return to it 
unless Allah, our Lord, should so will. 
Our Lord comprehends all things in 
His Knowledge. In Allah (Alone) 

we put our trust. Our Lord! Judge 
between us and our people in truth, 
for You are the Best of those who 
give judgment.” 


The chiefs of those who disbelieved 
among his people said (to their 
people): “If you follow Shu‘aib, be 
sure then you will be the losers!” 


So the earthquake seized them and 
they lay (dead), prostrate in their 
homes. 


Those who denied Shu‘aib, became as 
if they had never dwelt there (in their 
homes). Those who denied Shu‘aib, 
they were the losers. 


except whom none has the right to be worshipped)" whoever had camels or 
cows or sheep and did not pay their Zakat, those animals will be brought on 
the Day of Resurrection far bigger and fatter than before and they will tread 
him under their hooves, and will butt him with their horns, and (those animals 
will come in circle): When the last does its turn, the first will start again, and 
this punishment will go on till Allah has finished the judgements amongst the 
people.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 2, Hadith No. 539). 
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Then he (Shu‘aib) turned from them 
and said: “O my people! I have 
indeed conveyed my Lord’s Messages 
to you and I have given you good 
advice. Then how can I grieve for 

a disbelieving people's (destruction)." 


And We sent no Prophet to any town 
(and they denied him), but We seized 
Its people with suffering from extreme 
poverty (or loss in wealth) and loss of 
health (and calamities), so that they 
might humble themselves (and repent 
to Allah). 


Then, We changed the evil for the 
good, until they increased in number 
and in wealth, and said: “Our fathers 
were touched with evil (loss of 
health and calamities) and with good 
(prosperity)." So, We seized them all 
of asudden while they were unaware. 


And if the people of the towns had 
believed and had the Taqwa (piety), 
certainly, We would have opened 

for them blessings from the heaven 
and the earth, but they denied (the 
Messengers). So, We took them (with 
punishment) for what they used to 
earn (polytheism and crimes). 


Did the people of the towns then feel 
secure against the coming of Our 
punishment by night while they were 
asleep? 


Or, did the people of the towns then 
feel secure against the coming of Our 
punishment in the forenoon while they 
were playing? 
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Did they then feel secure against the 
Plan of Allah? None feels secure from 
the Plan of Allah except the people 
who are the losers. 


Is it not clear to those who inherit 
the earth in succession from its 
(previous) possessors, that had We 
willed, We would have punished 
them for their sins. And We seal up 
their hearts so that they hear not? 


Those were the towns whose story 
We relate to you (O Muhammad 
akei). And there came indeed 
to them their Messengers with clear 
proofs, but they were not to believe in 
that which they had rejected before. 
Thus Allah does seal up the hearts of 
the disbelievers (from every kind of 
religious guidance). 

And most of them We found not true 
to their covenant, but most of them 
We found indeed Fasiqün (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 


Then, after them, We sent Misa 
(Moses) with Our Signs to Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) and his chiefs, but they 
wrongfully rejected them. So see 
how was the end of the 71 
(mischief-makers, corrupters). 

And Misa (Moses) said: “O Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh)! Verily, I am a Messenger 
from the Lord of the ‘Alamin 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists). 


“Proper it is for me that I say nothing 
concerning Allah but the truth. Indeed 
I have come to you from your Lord 
with a clear proof. So, let the Children 
of Israel depart along with me." 
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[Fir‘aun (Pharaoh)] said: “If you have 
come with a sign, show it forth, if you 
are one of those who tell the truth.” 


Then [Misa (Moses)] threw his 
stick and behold! It was a serpent, 
manifest! 


And he drew out his hand, and 
behold! It was white (with radiance) 
for the beholders. 

The chiefs of the people of Fir'aun 
(Pharaoh) said: “This is indeed 

a well-versed sorcerer; 


“He wants to get you out of 

your land, so what do you 

advise?” 

They said: “Put him and his brother 
off (for a time), and send callers to 
the cities to collect — 


“That they bring to you all 
well-versed sorcerers.” 


And so the sorcerers came to Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh). They said: “Indeed there 
will be a (good) reward for us if we 
are the victors." 

He said: “Yes, and moreover you will 
(in that case) be of the nearest (to 
me).” 

They said: “O Misa (Moses)! Either 
you throw (first), or shall we have the 
(first) throw?” 

He [Musa (Moses)] said: “Throw you 
(first).” So when they threw, they 
bewitched the eyes of the people, 

and struck terror into them, and they 
displayed great magic. 
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And We revealed to Müsa (Moses) 
(saying): *Throw your stick," and 
behold! It swallowed up straight 
away all the falsehood which they 
showed. 


Thus truth was confirmed, and all 
that they did was made of no effect. 


So they were defeated there and 
returned disgraced. 


And the sorcerers fell down 
prostrate. 


They said: *We believe in the Lord 
of the ‘Alamin (mankind, jinn and all 
that exists). 


“The Lord of Misa (Moses) and 
Harün (Aaron)." 

Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) said: “You have 
believed in him [Musa (Moses)] 
before I give you permission. Surely, 
this is a plot which you have plotted 
in the city to drive out its people, but 
you shall come to know. 


"Surely, I will cut off your hands and 
your feet from opposite sides, then I 
will crucify you all.” 


They said: “Verily, we are returning 
to our Lord. 


“And you take vengeance on us 
only because we believed in the 
Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
signs, etc.) of our Lord when they 
reached us! Our Lord! pour out on 
us patience, and cause us to die as 
Muslims.” 

The chiefs of Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) 
people said: “Will you leave Musa 
(Moses) and his people to spread 
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mischief in the land, and to abandon 
you and your gods?” He said: “We 
will kill their sons, and let live 

their women, and we have indeed 
irresistible power over them.” 

Misa (Moses) said to his people: 
“Seek help in Allah and be patient. 
Verily, the earth is Allah’s. He gives 
it as a heritage to whom He wills of 
His slaves; and the (blessed) end is 
for the Muttaqün (the pious — see 
V.2:2)." 

They said: “We (Children of Israel) 
had suffered troubles before you 
came to us, and since you have 
come to us." He said: “It may be 
that your Lord will destroy your 
enemy and make you successors on 
the earth, so that He may see how 
you act?" 


And indeed We punished the people 
of Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) with years of 
drought and shortage of crops, that 
they might remember (take heed). 


But whenever good came to them, 
they said: “Ours is this." And if evil 
afflicted them, they ascribed it to 
evil omens connected with Musa 
(Moses) and those with him. Be 
informed! Verily, their evil omens 
are with Allah but most of them 
know not. 

They said [to Musa (Moses)]: 
“Whatever Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.) you may bring to us, to work 
therewith your sorcery on us, we 
shall never believe in you.” 
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So, We sent on them: the flood, the 
locusts, the lice, the frogs, and the 
blood (as a succession of) manifest 
signs, yet they remained arrogant, 
and they were of those people 

who were Mujrimün (criminals, 
polytheists, sinners). 

And when the punishment fell on 
them they said: “O Misa (Moses)! 
Invoke your Lord for us because of 
His Promise to you. If you remove 
the punishment from us, we indeed 
shall believe in you, and we shall let 
the Children of Israel go with you.” 


But, when We removed the 
punishment from them to a fixed 
term, which they had to reach, 
behold! they broke their word! 


So, We took retribution from them. We 
drowned them in the sea, because they 
denied Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) 
and were heedless about them. 


And We made the people who were 
considered weak to inherit the eastern 
parts of the land and the western 
parts thereof which We have blessed. 
And the fair Word of your Lord was 
fulfilled for the Children of Israel, 
because of their endurance. And We 
destroyed completely all the great 
works and buildings which Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) and his people erected. 


And We brought the Children of 
Israel (with safety) across the sea, 
and they came upon a people devoted 
to some of their idols (in worship). 
They said: “O Müsa (Moses)! Make 
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for us an ilah” (a god) as they have 
ülihah (gods)." He said: “Verily, 
you are a people who know not (the 
Majesty and Greatness of Allah and 
what is obligatory upon you, 1.6. to 
worship none but Allah Alone, the 
One and the Only God of all that 
exists).” 

[Musa (Moses) added:] “Verily, 
these people will be destroyed for 
that which they are engaged in 
(idols-worship). And all that they are 
doing is in vain.” 

He said: “Shall I seek for you an i/ah 
(a god) other than Allah, while He 
has given you superiority over the 
‘Alamin (mankind and jinn of your 
time).” 


And (remember) when We rescued 


you from Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) people, 


who were afflicting you with the 
worst torment, killing your sons and 
letting your women live. And in that 
was a great trial from your Lord. 


And We appointed for Misa 
(Moses) thirty nights and added 

(to the period) ten (more), and he 
completed the term, appointed by 
his Lord, of forty nights. And 23 
(Moses) said to his brother Harün 
(Aaron): *Replace me among my 
people, act in the Right Way (by 
ordering the people to obey Allah 
and to worship Him Alone) and 
follow not the way of the Mufsidün 
(mischief-makers)." 


(V.7:138) Ilah: Who has all the right to be worshipped. 
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And when Misa (Moses) came at the 
time and place appointed by Us, and 
his Lord (Allah) spoke to him; he said: 
“O my Lord! Show me (Yourself), 
that I may look upon You.” Allah 
said: “You cannot see Me, but look 
upon the mountain; if it stands still 

in its place then you shall see Me.” 

So when his Lord appeared to the 
mountain’, He made it collapse to 
dust, and Musa (Moses) fell down 
unconscious. Then, when he recovered 
his senses, he said: “Glorified are 
You, I turn to You in repentance and I 
am the first of the believers.” 

(Allah) said: “O Misa (Moses) I 

have chosen you above men by My 
Messages, and by My speaking (to 
you). So, hold that which I have 
given you and be of the grateful.” 


And We wrote for him on the Tablets 
the lesson to be drawn from all things 
and the explanation for all things (and 
said): Hold to these with firmness, 
and enjoin your people to take the 
best therein. I shall show you the 
home of A/-Fasiqün (the rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 


I shall turn away from My Ayat 
(verses of the Qur'an) those who 
behave arrogantly on the earth, 
without a right, and (even) if they see 
all the Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), 

they will not believe in them. And 

if they see the way of righteousness 


(V.7:143) The appearance of Allah i to the mountain was very little of Him. 
It was approximately equal to the tip of one’s little finger as explained by the 
Prophet i54» when he recited this Verse. (This Hadith is quoted by Tirmidhi). 
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(monotheism, piety, and good deeds), 
they will not adopt it as the Way, 

but if they see the way of error 
(polytheism, crimes and evil deeds), 
they will adopt that way, that is 
because they have rejected Our Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) and were 
heedless (to learn a lesson) from them. 


Those who deny Our Ayat (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) and the Meeting in the 
Hereafter (Day of Resurrection,), vain 
are their deeds. Are they requited with 
anything except what they used to do? 


And the people of Müsa (Moses) 
made in his absence, out of their 
ornaments, the image of a calf (for 
worship). It had a sound (as if it 

was mooing). Did they not see that 
it could neither speak to them nor 
guide them to the way? They took it 
(for worship) and they were Zalimün 
(wrong-doers). 


And when they regretted and saw that 
they had gone astray, they (repented 
and) said: “If our Lord have not 
mercy upon us and forgive us, we 
shall certainly be of the losers." 


And when Misa (Moses) returned 
to his people, angry and grieved, 
he said: “What an evil thing is 

that which you have done (i.e. 
worshipping the calf) during my 
absence. Did you hasten and go 
ahead as regards the matter of your 
Lord (you left His worship)?” And 
he threw down the Tablets and 
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seized his brother by (the hair of) his 
head and dragged him towards him. 
[Harün (Aaron)] said: “O son of my 
mother! Indeed the people judged 
me weak and were about to kill me, 
so make not the enemies rejoice over 
me, nor put me amongst the people 
who are Zalimün (wrong-doers)." 
Misa (Moses) said: “O my Lord! 
Forgive me and my brother, and 
admit us into Your Mercy, for you 
are the Most Merciful of those who 
show mercy." 


Certainly, those who took the calf 
(for worship), wrath from their Lord 
and humiliation will come upon them 
in the life of this world. Thus do We 
recompense those who invent lies. 


But those who committed evil deeds 
and then repented afterwards and 
believed, verily, your Lord, after (all) 
that, is indeed Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


And when the anger of Misa (Moses) 
was calmed down, he took up the 
Tablets; and in their inscription was 
guidance and mercy for those who 
fear their Lord. 


And Musa (Moses) chose out of his 
people seventy (of the best) men 

for Our appointed time and place of 
meeting, and when they were seized 
with a violent earthquake, he said: 

*O my Lord, if it had been Your Will, 
You could have destroyed them and 
me before; would You destroy us for 
the deeds of the foolish ones among 
us? It is only Your Trial by which 
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You lead astray whom You will, and 
keep guided whom You will. You are 
our Wali (Protector), so forgive us 
and have Mercy on us: for You are 
the Best of those who forgive. 

“And ordain for us good in this 
world, and in the Hereafter. 
Certainly, we have turned to You.” 
He said: (As to) My punishment, I 
afflict therewith whom I will and 
My Mercy embraces all things. That 
(Mercy) I shall ordain for those who 
are the Muttaqiin (the pious — See 
V.2:2), and give Zakat; and those 
who believe in Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.); 

Those who follow the Messenger, 

the Prophet who can neither read nor 
write (i.e. Muhammad raal) 
whom they find written with them 

in the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel 
(Gospel) ©, — he commands them for 
Al-Ma ‘rif (i.e. Islamic Monotheism 
and all that Islam has ordained); and 
forbids them from A/-Munkar (i.e. 
disbelief, polytheism of all kinds, 

and all that Islam has forbidden); he 
allows them as lawful At-Tayyibat 
(i.e. all good and lawful as regards 
things, deeds, beliefs, persons, foods), 
and prohibits them as unlawful 
Al-Khaba ‘th (i.e. all evil and unlawful 
as regards things, deeds, beliefs, 


(V.7:157) There exists in the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel), even after the 
original text has been distorted, clear prophecies indicating the coming of Prophet 
Muhammad ici, e.g. Deut.

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persons and foods"), he releases them 
from their heavy burdens (of Allah’s 
Covenant with the children of Israel), 
and from the fetters that were upon 
them. So, those who believe in him 
(Muhammad Zsa), honour him, 
help him, and follow the light (the 
Qur’an) which has been sent down 
with him, it is they who will be the 
successful”. 

Say (O Muhammad iiie): 

*O mankind! Verily, I am sent to 

you all as the Messenger of Allah 

— to Whom belongs the dominion 

of the heavens and the earth. La 

ilaha illa Huwa (none has the right 

to be worshipped but He). It is He 
Who gives life and causes death. So, 
believe in Allah and His Messenger 
(Muhammad isi»), the Prophet 
who can neither read nor write (1.e. 
Muhammad iz54e5ii2), who believes 
in Allah and His Words [(this Qur'an), 
the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel 
(Gospel) and also Allah’s Word: “Be!” 
— and he was, i.e. ‘Isa (Jesus) son of 
Maryam (Mary), AAi], and follow 
him so that you may be guided®”’. 


(V.7:157) Al-Khaba ith (All evil unlawful forbidden things). It also includes 
habitual eating and drinking of narcotic drugs like morphine, heroin, cannabis, 
etc., and tobacco smoking that spoils one’s health and may lead to one’s death. 


(V. 7:157): 


a) “Oyou who have been given the Scripture (Jews and Christians)! Believe in 
what We have revealed (to Muhammad i-i iii) confirming what is (already) 
with you, before We efface faces [by making them (faces) like the backs of 
the necks; without nose, mouth and eyes], and turn them hindwards, or curse 
them as We cursed the Sabbath-breakers. And the Commandment of Allah is 


always executed.” (V.4:47).

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And of the people of Misa (Moses) 
there is a community who lead (the 
men) with truth and establish justice 
therewith (i.e. judge among men with 
truth and justice). 


And We divided them into twelve 
tribes (as distinct) nations. We 
revealed to Musa (Moses) when 
his people asked him for water 
(saying): *Strike the stone with 
your stick", and there gushed forth 
out of it twelve springs, each group 
knew its own place for water. We 
shaded them with the clouds and 
sent down upon them Al-Manna” 
and the quails (saying): *Eat of 
the good things with which We 
have provided you." They harmed 
Us not, but they used to harm 
themselves. 


And (remember) when it was 
said to them: *Dwell in this town 
(Jerusalem) and eat therefrom 
wherever you wish, and say, 

*(O Allah) forgive our sins'; and 
enter the gate prostrate (bowing 
with humility). We shall forgive 
you your wrong-doings. We shall 
increase (the reward) for the 
good-doers." 

But those among them who did 
wrong changed the word that had 
been told to them. So, We sent on 
them a torment from the heaven in 
return for their wrong-doings®.

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And ask them (O Muhammad 
Acsakctii) about the town that was by 
the sea; when they transgressed in the 
matter of the Sabbath (i.e. Saturday): 
when their fish came to them openly on 
the Sabbath day, and did not come to 
them on the day they had no Sabbath. 
Thus We made a trial of them, for they 
used to rebel against Allah's Command 
(disobey Allah). 

And when a community among them 
said: “Why do you preach to a people 
whom Allah is about to destroy or to 
punish with a severe torment?" (The 
preachers) said: “In order to be free 
from guilt before your Lord (Allah), 
and perhaps they may fear Allah.” 


So, when they forgot the remindings 
that had been given to them, We 
rescued those who forbade evil, but 
We seized those who did wrong with 
a severe torment because they used 
to rebel against Allah’s Command 
(disobey Allah). 

So, when they exceeded the limits of 
what they were prohibited, We said 
to them: “Be you monkeys, despised 
and rejected.” ® 


And (remember) when your Lord 
declared that He would certainly 
keep on sending against them (i.e. the 
Jews), till the Day of Resurrection, 
those who would afflict them with

(V.7:166) It is a severe warning to the mankind that they should not disobey what 
Allah commands them to do, and keep far away from what He prohibits them.*

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a humiliating torment. Verily, your 
Lord is Quick in Retribution (for the 
disobedient, wicked) and certainly 
He is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful 
(for the obedient and those who beg 
Allah’s Forgiveness). 


And We have broken them (i.e. 

the Jews) up into various, separate 
groups on the earth: some of them are 
righteous and some are away from 
that. And We tried them with good 
(blessings) and evil (calamities) in 
order that they might turn (to Allah’s 
Obedience). 


Then, after them, succeeded an (evil) 
generation, which inherited the Book, 
but they chose (for themselves) the 
goods of this low life (evil pleasures 
of this world) saying (as an excuse): 
“(Everything) will be forgiven to us.” 
And if (again) the offer of the like 
(evil pleasures of this world) came 
their way, they would (again) seize 
them (would commit those sins). 
Was not the covenant of the Book 
taken from them that they would not 
say about Allah anything, but the 
truth? And they have studied what 

is in it (the Book). And the home of 
the Hereafter is better for those who 
are Al-Muttaqiin (the pious — See 
V.2:2). Do not you then understand? 


And as to those who hold fast to the 
Book (i.e. act on its teachings) and 
perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), 
certainly, We shall never waste the 
reward of those who do righteous 
deeds.

And (remember) when We raised the 
mountain over them as if it had been 
a canopy, and they thought that it 
was going to fall on them. (We said): 
“Hold firmly to what We have given 
you [i.e. the Taurat (Torah)], and 
remember that which is therein (act 
on its commandments), so that you 
may fear Allah and obey Him.” 


And (remember) when your Lord 
brought forth from the Children of 
Adam, from their loins, their seed (or 
from Adam's loin his offspring) and 
made them testify as to themselves 
(saying): “Am I not your Lord?” 

They said: “Yes! We testify,” lest you 
should say on the Day of Resurrection: 
“Verily, we have been unaware of this.

Or lest you should say: “It was only 
our fathers aforetime who took others 
as partners in worship along with 
Allah, and we were (merely their) 
descendants after them; will You 

then destroy us because of the deeds 
of men who practised A/-Batil (i.e. 
polytheism and committing crimes and 
sins, invoking and worshipping others 
besides Allah)?” (Tafsir At-Tabari). 
Thus do We explain the Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) in detail, so that 
they may turn (to the truth). 


And recite (O Muhammad ici) 
to them the story of him to whom We 
gave Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
lessons, signs, etc.), but he threw 
them away; so 57011827 (Satan) 
followed him up, and he became of 
those who went astray. 
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And had We willed, We would surely 
have elevated him therewith, but he 
clung to the earth and followed his 
own vain desire. So, his parable is 
the parable of a dog: if you drive him 
away, he lolls his tongue out, or if 
you leave him alone, he (still) lolls 
his tongue out. Such is the parable 
of the people who reject Our Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.). So, relate the 
stories, perhaps they may reflect. 


Evil is the parable of the people who 
rejected Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, 
verses and signs, etc.), and used to 
wrong their ownselves. 


Whomsoever Allah guides, he is the 
guided one, and whomsoever He 
sends astray, — then those! They are 
the losers. 


And surely, We have created many of 
the jinn and mankind for Hell. They 
have hearts wherewith they understand 
not, and they have eyes wherewith they 
see not, and they have ears wherewith 
they hear not (the truth). They are like 
cattle, nay even more astray; those! 
They are the heedless ones. 


And (all) the Most Beautiful Names 
belong to Allah”, so call on Him by 
them, and leave the company of those 
who belie or deny (or utter impious 
speech against) His Names. They will 
be requited for what they used to do. 


(V.7:180) Allah has one hundred, minus one, Names. (i.e. 99). 
Narrated Abu Hurairah cis: Allah has ninety-nine Names, i.e. one-hundred 
minus one; and whoever believes in their meanings and acts accordingly, will 


(Sahih Al-Bukharr, 


enter Paradise; and Allah is Witr (one) and loves ‘the Witr’. 


Vol. 8, Hadith No. 419). 
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And of those whom We have 
created, there is a community who 
guides (others) with the truth, and 
establishes justice therewith. 


Those who reject Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), We shall gradually 
seize them with punishment in ways 
they perceive not. 


And 1 respite them; certainly My Plan 
is strong. 


Do they not reflect? There is 

no madness in their companion 
(Muhammad åsa). He is but 

a plain warner. 

Do they not look in the dominion 

of the heavens and the earth and all 
things that Allah has created; and that 
it may be that the end of their lives is 
near. In what message after this will 
they then believe? 


Whomsoever Allah sends astray, 
none can guide him; and He lets them 
wander blindly in their transgressions. 


They ask you about the Hour (Day 

of Resurrection): “When will be its 
appointed time?” Say: “The knowledge 
thereof is with my Lord (Alone). None 
can reveal its time but He. Heavy is 

its burden through the heavens and 

the earth. It shall not come upon you 
except all of a sudden." They ask you 
as 11 you have a good knowledge of it. 
Say: "The knowledge thereof is with 
Allah (Alone), but most of mankind 
know not." 


(V.7:187): Narrated ‘Abdullah zzizs: Allah's Messenger iiit said, “The keys 
of the unseen are five: Verily Allah! With Him (Alone) is the knowledge of the 
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Say (O Muhammad ize): "I 
possess no power over benefit or 
harm to myself except as Allah wills. 
If I had the knowledge of the Ghaib 
(Unseen), I should have secured for 
myself an abundance of wealth, and 
no evil should have touched me. I am 
but a warner, and a bringer of glad 
tidings to a people who believe." 


Itis He Who has created you from 
asingle person (Adam), and (then) 
He has created from him his wife 
[Hawwa' (Eve)], in order that he 
might enjoy the pleasure of living 
with her. When he (a polytheist from 
Adam's offspring — as stated by 

Ibn Kathir in his Tafsir) had sexual 
relation with her (the polytheist's 
wife), she became pregnant and she 
carried it about lightly. Then when 

it became heavy, they both invoked 
Allah, their Lord (saying): “If You 
give us a Salih (good in every aspect) 
child, we shall indeed be among the 
grateful.” 


But, when He gave them (the 
polytheist and his wife) a Salih 
(good in every aspect) child, they 
(the polytheist and his wife) ascribed 
partners to Him (Allah) in that which 
He has given to them. High is Allah, 
Exalted above all that they ascribe as 
partners to Him. (Tafsir Ibn Kathir). 


Hour, He sends down the rain, and knows that which is in the wombs. No person 
knows what he will earn tomorrow, and no person knows in what land he will 
die. Verily, Allah is All-Knower, Well - Acquainted with all things." (V.31:34). 


(Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol. 6, Hadith No. 151). 
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. Do they attribute as partners to Allah 


those who created nothing but they 
themselves are created? 


No help can they give them, 
nor can they help 
themselves. 


And if you call them to guidance, 
they follow you not. It is the same 
for you whether you call them or you 
keep silent. 


Verily, those whom you call upon 
besides Allah are slaves like you. So, 
call upon them and let them answer 
you, if you are truthful. 


Have they feet wherewith they 

walk? Or have they hands wherewith 
they hold? Or have they eyes 
wherewith they see? Or have they 
ears wherewith they hear? Say 

(O Muhammad gas): “Call 
your (so-called) partners (of Allah) 
and then plot against me, and give me 
no respite! 


Verily, my Walz (Protector, 
Supporter, and Helper) is Allah, Who 
has revealed the Book (the Qur'an), 
and He protects (supports and helps) 
the righteous. 


And those whom you call upon 
besides Him (Allah) cannot help you 
nor can they help themselves. 


And if you call them to guidance, 
they hear not and you will see them 
looking at you, yet they see not. 
Show forgiveness, enjoin what is 
good, and turn away from the foolish 
(i.e. don’t punish them). 
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And if an evil whisper comes to 
you from Shaitan (Satan), then seek 
refuge with Allah. Verily, He is 
All-Hearer, All-Knower. 


Verily, those who are Al-Muttaqūn 
(the pious — see V.2:2), when an 
evil thought comes to them from 
Shaitan (Satan), they remember 
(Allah), and (indeed) they then see 
(aright). 

But (as for) their brothers (the devils) 
they (i.e. the devils) plunge them 
deeper into error, and they never stop 
short. 


And if you do not bring them 

a miracle [according to their (i.e. 
Quraish pagans’) proposal], they 
say: “Why have you not brought 
it?" Say: “I but follow what is 
revealed to me from my Lord. 

This (the Qur’an) is nothing but 
evidences from your Lord, and 

a guidance and a mercy for a people 
who believe.” 


So, when the Qur'an is recited, 
listen to it, and be silent that you 
may receive mercy. [i.e. during 
the compulsory congregational 
prayers when the Imam (of 

a mosque) is leading the prayer 
(except Surat Al-Fatihah), and 
also when he is delivering the 
Friday-prayer Khutbah]. (Tafsir 
At-Tabari). 


(V.7:203): Narrated Anas sii that the Makkan people (Quraish pagans) 
requested Allah's Messenger zziii» to show them a miracle, and so he showed 
them the splitting of the moon. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4. Hadith No.831). 
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they glorify His Praise and prostrate 
themselves before Him.

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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


1. They ask you (O Muhammad 
icai) about the spoils of war. 
Say: “The spoils are for Allah and the 
Messenger isal.” So fear Allah 
and adjust all matters of difference 
among you, and obey Allah and His 
Messenger (Muhammad ciet), 
if you are believers. 


2. The believers are only those who, 
when Allah is mentioned, feel a fear 
in their hearts and when His Verses 
(this Qur'an) are recited to them, they 
(i.e. the Verses) increase their Faith; 
and they put their trust in their Lord 
(Alone); 


3. Who perform As-Salat 
(Jqamat-as-Salat) and spend out of 
that We have provided them. 


4. It is they who are the believers in 
truth. For them are grades of dignity 
with their Lord, and Forgiveness and 
a generous provision (Paradise). 


5. As your Lord caused you 
(O Muhammad Azadi) to go out 
from your home with the truth; and 
verily, a party among the believers 
disliked it, 
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Disputing with you, concerning the 
truth, after it was made manifest, as if 
they were being driven to death, while 
they were looking (at it). 


And (remember) when Allah promised 
you (Muslims) one of the two parties 
(of the enemy i.e. either the army or 
the caravan) that it should be yours; 
you wished that the one unarmed 

(the caravan) should be yours, but 
Allah willed to justify the truth by His 
Words and to cut off the roots of the 
disbelievers (i.e. in the battle of Badr). 


That He might cause the truth to 
triumph and bring falsehood to 
nothing, even though the Mujrimün 
(disbelievers, polytheists, sinners, 
criminals) hate it. 


(Remember) when you sought help 
of your Lord and He answered 

you (saying): “I will help you with 

a thousand of the angels each behind 
the other (following one another) in 
succession." 


Allah made it only as glad tidings, and 
that your hearts be at rest therewith. 
And there is no victory except from 
Allah. Verily, Allah is All-Mighty, 
All-Wise. 


(Remember) when He covered you 
with a slumber as security from Him, 
and He caused water (rain) to descend 
on you from the sky, to clean you 
thereby and to remove from you the 
Rijz (whispering, evil-suggestions) of 
Shaitan (Satan), and to strengthen your 
hearts, and make your feet firm thereby. 
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8. Surat Al-Anfal 


12. (Remember) when your Lord revealed 
to the angels, “Verily, I am with you, 
so keep firm those who have believed. 
I will cast terror into the hearts of 
those who have disbelieved, so strike 
them over the necks, and smite over 
all their fingers and toes."

Verily, the worst of (moving) living 
creatures with Allah are the deaf and 
the dumb, who understand not (i.e. the 
disbelievers). 


Had Allah known of any good in them, 
He would indeed have made them 
listen; and even if He had made them 
listen, they would but have turned 
away with aversion (to the truth). 


O you who believe! Answer Allah (by 
obeying Him) and (His) Messenger 
when he isa calls you" to that 
which will give you life,” and know 


that Allah comes in between a person 554 Z إليه‎ xit; 
(V.8:24) See the footnote of (V.1:2). 
(V.8:24) i.e., one is alive, — atrue believer (of Islamic Monotheism) who is 


obedient to Allah and His Messenger (Muhammad ic) and follows the 
Qur'àn and Prophet's Sunnah practically, and he goes out for Jihad in Allah's 
Cause; in case he is martyred, that is not a death, but an eternal life (in Paradise) 
forever, unlike to a disbeliever who is dead (as regards faith), and will be punished 


in Hell forever (neither alive nor dead). 
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and his heart (i.e. He prevents an 
evil person to decide anything). And 
verily, to Him you shall (all) be 
gathered. 


And fear the Fitnah (affliction and 
trial) which affects not in particular 
(only) those of you who do wrong 
(but it may afflict all the good and the 
bad people), and know that Allah is 
Severe in punishment. 


And remember when you were few 
and were reckoned weak in the land, 
and were afraid that men might 
kidnap you, but He provided a safe 
place for you, strengthened you with 
His Help, and provided you with 
good things so that you might be 
grateful. 


O you who believe! Betray not 
Allah and His Messenger, nor betray 
knowingly your Amanat (things 
entrusted to you, and all the duties 
which Allah has ordained for you). 


And know that your possessions and 
your children are but a trial and that 
surely with Allah is a mighty reward. 


O you who believe! If you obey and 
fear Allah, He will grant you Furqan 
[(a criterion to judge between 

right and wrong), or (Makhraj, 

i.e. a way for you to get out from 
every difficulty)], and will expiate 
for you your sins, and forgive you; 
and Allah is the Owner of the Great 
Bounty.

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And (remember) when the 
disbelievers plotted against you 

(O Muhammad 4<s.2ii\2) to 
imprison you, or to kill you, or to 
get you out (from your home, i.e. 
Makkah); they were plotting and 
Allah too was plotting; and Allah is 
the Best of those who plot. 


And when Our Verses (of the 
Qur’an) are recited to them, they 
say: “We have heard (the Qur'an); if 
we wish, we can say the like of this. 
This is nothing but the tales of the 
ancients." 


And (remember) when they said: 

“O Allah! If this (the Qur'an) is 
indeed the truth (revealed) from You, 
then rain down stones on us from the 
sky or bring on us a painful torment.” 


And Allah would not punish them 
while you (Muhammad isst) 
are amongst them, nor will He punish 
them while they seek (Allah's) 
Forgiveness. 


And why should not Allah punish 
them while they hinder (men) from 
Al-Masjid Al-Haram, and they are 
not its guardians? None can be its 
guardians except A/-Muttaqiin (the 
pious)”, but most of them know not. 


Their Salat (prayer) at the House (of 
Allah, i.e. the Ka ‘bah in Makkah) was 
nothing but whistling and clapping of 
hands. Therefore taste the punishment 
because you used to disbelieve. 


(V.8:34) See the Qur’an: V.2:2. 
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Verily, those who disbelieve spend 
their wealth to hinder (men) from 

the Path of Allah, and so will they 
continue to spend it; but, in the end, it 
will become an anguish for them. Then 
they will be overcome. And those who 
disbelieve will be gathered to Hell. 


In order that Allah may distinguish 

the wicked (disbelievers, polytheists 

and doers of evil deeds) from the good 
(believers of Islamic Monotheism and 
doers of righteous deeds), and put the 
wicked (disbelievers, polytheists and 
doers of evil deeds) one over another, 
heap them together and cast them into 
Hell. Those! it is they who are the losers. 


Say to those who have disbelieved, if 
they cease (from disbelief), their past 
will be forgiven. But if they return 
(thereto), then the examples of those 
(punished) before them have already 
preceded (as a warning). 


And fight them until there is no more 
Fitnah (disbelief and polytheism, i.e. 
worshipping others besides Allah) 
and the religion (worship) will all 

be for Allah Alone [in the whole 

of the world]. But, if they cease 
(worshipping others besides Allah), 
then certainly, Allah is All-Seer of 
what they do”. 


(V.8:39) It is mentioned by some of the Islamic religious scholars that, that will be 
at the time when ‘Isa (Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary) Saik, will descend on the 
earth, and he will not accept any other religion except Islam — The True Religion 


of Allah — Islamic Monotheism.

Allah is your Maula (Patron, Lord, 
Protector and Supporter) — (what) 
an Excellent Maula, and (what) an 
Excellent Helper!

of it is assigned to Allah, and to the 
Messenger isa, and to the 

near relatives [of the Messenger 
(Muhammad isa )], and (also) the 
orphans, A/-Masákin (the needy) and 
the wayfarer, if you have believed in 
Allah and in that which We sent down 
to Our slave (Muhammad ic; iit) 
on the Day of criterion (between right 
and wrong), the Day when the two 
forces met (the battle of Badr); and 
Allah is Able to do all things. 


(And remember) when you (the 
Muslim army) were on the near side 
of the valley, and they on the farther 
side, and the caravan on the ground 
lower than you. Even if you had made 
a mutual appointment to meet, you 
would certainly have failed in the 
appointment, but (you met) that Allah 
might accomplish a matter already 


b) Narrated Abu Hurairah zás: Allah’s Messenger ‘edo said, "By Him 
(Allah) in whose Hand is my soul, surely, the son of Maryam (Mary) [‘Isa 
(Jesus Saik )] will shortly descend amongst you people (Muslims), and will 
judge mankind justly by the Law of the Qur'an (as a just ruler), and will break 
the cross and kill the pigs and abolish the Jizya/ [a tax taken from the people of 
the Scripture (Jews and Christians) who are under the protection of a Muslim 
government. This Jizyah tax will not be accepted by ‘Isa (Jesus) aici and 
all mankind will be required to embrace Islam with no other alternative]. 
Then there will be abundance of money and nobody will accept charitable 
gifts."

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ordained (in His Knowledge), so that 
those who were to be destroyed (for 
their rejecting the Faith) might be 
destroyed after a clear evidence, and 
those who were to live (i.e. believers) 
might live after a clear evidence. 
And surely, Allāh is All-Hearer, 
All-Knower. 


(And remember) when Allāh showed 
them to you as few in your (i.e. 
Muhammad’s iza) dream; if He 
had shown them to you as many, you 
would surely have been discouraged, 
and you would surely have disputed 

in making a decision. But Allah saved 
(you). Certainly, He is the All-Knower 
of what is in the breasts. 


And (remember) when you met (the 
army of the disbelievers on the Day 
of the battle of Badr), He showed 
them to you as few in your eyes and 
He made you appear as few in their 
eyes, so that Allah might accomplish 
a matter already ordained (in His 
Knowledge), and to Allah return all 
matters (for decision). 


O you who believe! When you meet 
(an enemy) force, take a firm stand 
against them and remember the Name 
of Allah much (both with tongue and 
mind), so that you may be successful. 


And obey Allah and His Messenger 
icai, and do not dispute (with 
one another) lest you lose courage and 
your strength departs, and be patient. 
Surely, Allah is with those who are 
As-Sabirün (the patient). 
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8. Sūrat Al-Anfāl 


47. And be not like those who come 


out of their homes boastfully and to 
be seen of men, and hinder (men) 
from the Path of Allāh; and Allāh is 
Muhitun (encircling and thoroughly 
comprehending) all that they do. 


And (remember) when Shaifan (Satan) 
made their (evil) deeds seem fair to 
them and said, *No one of mankind can 
overcome you this Day (of the battle of 
Badr) and verily, I am your neighbour 
(for each and every help)." But when the 
two forces came in sight of each other, 
he ran away and said “Verily, I have 
nothing to do with you. Verily, I see 
what you see not. Verily, I fear Allah for 
Allah is Severe in punishment.” 


When the hypocrites and those 

in whose hearts was a disease (of 
disbelief) said: “These people 
(Muslims) are deceived by their 
religion.” But whoever puts his 
trust in Allah, then surely, Allah is 
All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


And if you could see when the angels 
take away the souls of those who 
disbelieve (at death); they smite their 
faces and their backs, (saying): “Taste 
the punishment of the blazing Fire.” 


“This is because of that which your 
hands had forwarded. And verily, 
Allah is not unjust to His slaves.” 


Similar to the behaviour of the people of 
Fir‘aun (Pharaoh), and of those before 
them — they rejected the Aydt (proofs, 
verses, etc.) of Allah, so Allah punished 
them for their sins. Verily, Allah is 
All-Strong, Severe in punishment.

That is so because Allāh will never 
change a grace which He has 
bestowed on a people, until they 
change what is in their ownselves. 
And verily, Allāh is All-Hearer, 
All-Knower. 


Similar to the behaviour of the people 
of Fir‘aun (Pharaoh), and those before 
them. They denied the Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) of their Lord. So, 
We destroyed them for their sins, and 
We drowned the people of Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) for they were all Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). 


Verily, the worst of moving (living) 
creatures before Allah are those who 
disbelieve,” — so they shall not 
believe. 


They are those with whom you made 
a covenant, but they break their 
covenant every time and they do not 
fear Allah. 


So, if you gain the mastery over them 
in war, punish them severely in order 
to disperse those who are behind 

them, so that they may learn a lesson. 


If you (O Muhammad Zzs«fesitzz) 

fear treachery from any people, throw 
back (their covenant) to them (so as 

to be) on equal terms (that there will 
be no more covenant between you and 
them). Certainly, Allah likes not the 
treacherous. 


(V.8:55) i.e. disbelieve in their Lord (Allah), deny His Oneness, worship others 
besides Him, deny His Messengers, and believe not in the Divine Revelation. 
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And let not those who disbelieve think 
that they can outstrip (escape from the 
punishment). Verily, they will never 
be able to save themselves (from 
Allah’s punishment). 


And make ready against them all you 
can of power, including steeds of war 
(tanks, planes, missiles, artillery) to 
threaten thereby the enemy of Allāh 
and your enemy, and others besides 
them whom you may not know, 

(but) whom Allāh does know. And 
whatever you shall spend in the Cause 
of Allāh, shall be repaid to you, and 
you shall not be treated unjustly. 


But, if they incline to peace, you 
(also) incline to it, and (put your) trust 
in Allah. Verily, He is the All-Hearer, 
the All-Knower. 


And if they intend to deceive you, 
then verily, Allah is All-Sufficient for 
you. He it is Who has supported you 
with His Help and with the believers. 


And He has united their (1.e. 
believers’) hearts. If you had spent 
all that is in the earth, you could not 
have united their hearts, but Allah 
has united them. Certainly, He is 
All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


O Prophet (Muhammad aa)! 
Allah is Sufficient for you and for the 
believers who follow you. 


O Prophet (Muhammad aga)! 
Urge the believers to fight. If 

there are twenty steadfast persons 
amongst you, they will overcome two 
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hundred, and if there be a hundred 
steadfast persons, they will overcome 
a thousand of those who disbelieve, 
because they (the disbelievers) are 

a people who do not understand. 


Now, Allah has lightened your 

(task), for He knows that there is 
weakness in you. So, if there are of 
you a hundred steadfast persons, they 
shall overcome two hundred, and 

if there are a thousand of you, they 
shall overcome two thousand with 
the Leave of Allah. And Allah is with 
As-Sabirün (the patient). 


It is not for a Prophet that he should 
have prisoners of war (and free them 
with ransom) until he had made 

a great slaughter (among his enemies) 
in the land. You desire the good of 
this world (i.e. the money of ransom 
for freeing the captives), but Allah 
desires (for you) the Hereafter. And 
Allah is All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


Had it not been a previous ordainment 
from Allah, a severe torment would 
have touched you for what you took. 


So, enjoy what you have gotten of 
booty in war, lawful and good, and 
be afraid of Allah. Certainly, Allah is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


O Prophet (Muhammad ics)! 
Say to the captives that are in your 
hands: “If Allah knows any good in 
your hearts, He will give you something 
better than what has been taken from 
you, and He will forgive you, and Allah 
is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.” 
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But, if they intend to betray you 

(O Muhammad åsa), they 
indeed betrayed Allāh before. So, He 
gave (you) power over them. And 
Allāh is All-Knower, All-Wise. 


Verily, those who believed, and 
emigrated and strove hard and fought 
with their property and their lives in 
the Cause of Allāh, as well as those 
who gave (them) asylum and help, — 
these are (all) allies to one another. 
And as for those who believed but did 
not emigrate (to you O Muhammad 
iati), you owe no duty 

of protection to them until they 
emigrate, but if they seek your help 
in religion, it is your duty to help them 
except against a people with whom 
you have a treaty of mutual alliance; 
and Allah is All-Seer of what you do. 


And those who disbelieve are allies 
of one another, (and) if you (Muslims 
of the whole world collectively) 

do not do so [i.e. become allies, 

as one united block under one 
Khalifah (a chief Muslim ruler for 
the whole Muslim world) to make 
victorious Allah’s religion of Islamic 
Monotheism], there will be Fitnah 
(wars, battles, polytheism) and 
oppression on the earth, and great 
mischief and corruption (appearance 
of polytheism).

(V.8:73) It has been mentioned in Tafsir At-Tabari, that the best interpretation of 
this Verse: - [“And those who disbelieve are allies of one another, (and) if you 
(Muslims of the whole world collectively) do not do so (i.e. become allies, as one 
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Allah. Verily, Allah is All-Knower of 
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united block — V.8:73)."] is “That if you do not do what We (Allah) have ordered 
you to do, [i.e. all of you (Muslims of the whole world) do not become allies as 
one united block to make Allah's religion (Islam) victorious, there will be a great 
Fitnah (polytheism, wars, battles, killing, robbing, great mischief, corruption 
and oppression.)"]. And it is Fitnah to have many Khalifahs (Muslim rulers), as 
it has been mentioned in Sahih Muslim by * Arfajah, who said: I heard Allah's 
Messenger icit saying: “When you all (Muslims) are united (as one block) 
under a single Khalifah (chief Muslim ruler), and a man comes up to disintegrate 
you and separate you into different groups, then kill that man." 

Also there is another narration in Sahih Muslim: Narrated Abu Sa‘id Al-Khudri 
xed: Allah's Messenger ici said: “If the Muslim world gave the Bai ‘a 
(pledge) to two Khalifahs (chief Muslim rulers), the first one who was given the 
Bai‘a (pledge) first will remain as the Khalifah, then kill the latter (the second) one.” 
So it is alegal obligation, from the above-mentioned evident proofs (from the 
Qur'an and the Prophet’s statement), that there shall not be more than one Khalifah 
(a chief Muslim ruler) for the whole Muslim world or otherwise there will be 
a great Fitnah (mischief and evil.) amongst the Muslims, the ultimate results of 
which will not be worthy of praise. 
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Freedom from (all) obligations 

(is declared) from Allah and His 
Messenger icrai to those of 

the Mushrikün (polytheists, pagans, 
idolaters, disbelievers in the Oneness 
of Allāh), with whom you made 

a treaty. 


So, travel freely (O Mushrikün®) for 
four months (as you will) throughout 
the land, but know that you cannot 
escape (from the punishment of) 
Allāh; and Allāh will disgrace the 
disbelievers. 


And a declaration from Allāh 

and His Messenger czaki to 
mankind on the greatest day (the 
10" of Dhul-Hijjah — the 12" 
month of the Islamic calendar) that 
Allah is free from (all obligations 
to) the Mushrikiin® and so is His 
Messenger czaki. So, if you 
(Mushrikün) repent, it is better for 
you, but if you turn away, then 
know that you cannot escape (from 
the Punishment of) Allah. And give 
tidings (O Muhammad icd) 
of a painful torment to those who 
disbelieve.

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Except those of the Mushrikün'? with 
whom you have a treaty, and who have 
not subsequently failed you in aught, 
nor have supported anyone against 
you.

Then when the Sacred Months (the 1*, 
7^. 11*. and 12" months of the Islamic 
calendar) have passed, then kill the 
Mushrikün^ wherever you find them, 
and capture them and besiege them, 
and lie in wait for them in each and 
every ambush. But, if they repent and 
perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), 
and give Zakat, then leave their way 
free. Verily, Allah is Oft-Forgiving, 
Most Merciful. 


And if anyone of the Mushrikün 
(polytheists, idolaters, pagans, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah)

Narrated Abū Hurairah zziizz: When the Prophet iiit» died and Abū Bakr 
became his successor and some of the Arabs reverted to disbelief, ‘Umar said, 
*O Abü Bakr! How can you fight these people although Allah's Messenger 
acsi said, “I have been ordered to fight the people till they say: La ilaha 
illallah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah), and whoever said 
La ilaha illallah will save his property and his life from me, unless (he does 
something for which he recieves legal punishment) justly, and his account will 
be on Allah?" Abū Bakr said, “By Allah! I will fight who ever differentiates 
between Salat (prayers) and Zakat, as Zakāt is the right to be taken from 
property (according to Allah’s orders). By Allah! If they refused to pay me 
even a kid they used to pay to Allah's Messenger isa, I would fight with 
them for withholding it," Umar said “By Allah! It was nothing, but I noticed 
that Allah opened Abi Bakr's chest towards the decision to fight, therefore I 
realized that his decision was right." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.9, Hadith No 59). 
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seeks your protection, then grant him 
protection so that he may hear the 
Word of Allah (the Qur’an), and then 
escort him to where he can be secure, 
that is because they are men who 


know not. 


How can there be a covenant with 
Allāh and with His Messenger 
inako for the Mushrikiin 
(polytheists, idolaters, pagans, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah) 
except those with whom you made 

a covenant near Al-Masjid al-Haram 
(in Makkah)? So long as they are true 
to you, stand you true to them. Verily, 
Allah loves A/-Muttaqiin (the pious). 


How (can there be such a covenant 
with them) that when you are 
overpowered by them, they regard 
not the ties, either of kinship or of 
covenant with you? With (good 
words from) their mouths they 
please you, but their hearts are 
averse to you, and most of them 

are Fasiqun (rebellious, disobedient 
to Allah). 


They have purchased with the Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) of Allah a little 
gain, and they hindered men from His 
Way; evil indeed is that which they 
used to do. 


With regard to a believer, they respect 
not the ties, either of kinship or of 
covenant! It is they who are the 
transgressors. 


(V.9:7) See the Qur’an: V.2:2. 
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But if they repent, perform As-Saldt, 
(Iqgamat-as-Salat) and give Zakat,? 
then they are your brethren in religion. 
(In this way) We explain the Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) in detail for 

a people who know. 


But, if they violate their oaths after their 
covenant, and attack your religion with 
disapproval and criticism, then fight 
(you) the leaders of disbelief (chiefs 

of Quraish pagans of Makkah) — for 
surely their oaths are nothing to them 
— so that they may stop (evil actions). 


Will you not fight a people who 
have violated their oaths (pagans of 
Makkah), and intended to expel the 
Messenger 3zs4fesijte while they did 
attack you first? Do you fear them? 
Allah has more right that you should 
fear Him if you are believers. 


Fight against them so that Allah 
will punish them by your hands and 
disgrace them and give you victory 
over them and heal the breasts of 

a believing people, 


And remove the anger of their 
(believers’) hearts. Allah accepts the 
repentance of whom He wills. Allah is 
All-Knowing, All-Wise. 


Do you think that you shall be left 
alone while Allah has not yet tested 
those among you who have striven 
hard and fought and have not taken 
Walijah [(Bitanah — helpers, advisors

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and consultants from disbelievers, 
pagans.) giving openly to them 
their secrets] besides Allāh, and 
His Messenger sais, and the 
believers. Allah is Well-Acquainted 
with what you do. 


It is not for the 71 
(polytheists, idolaters, pagans, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah), 
to maintain the Mosques of Allah (i.e. 
to pray and worship Allah therein, to 
look after their cleanliness and their 
building), while they witness against 
their ownselves of disbelief. The 
works of such are in vain and in Fire 
shall they abide. 


The Mosques of Allah shall be 
maintained only by those who believe 
in Allah and the Last Day; perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and give 
Zakat and fear none but Allah. It is 
they who are on true guidance. 


Do you consider the providing of 
drinking water for the pilgrims 
and the maintenance of A/-Masjid 
al-Haram (in Makkah) as equal to 
the one who believes in Allah and 
the Last Day, and strives hard and 
fights in the Cause of Allah? They 
are not equal before Allah. And 
Allah guides not those people who 
are the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers). 


Those who believed (in the Oneness 
of Allah — Islamic Monotheism) and 
emigrated and strove hard and fought 
in Allah's Cause with their wealth 
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and their lives are far higher in degree 
with Allah. They are the successful™. 


Their Lord gives them glad tidings 
of Mercy from Him, and His being 
pleased (with them), and of Gardens 
(Paradise) for them wherein are 
everlasting delights. 


They will dwell therein forever. 
Verily, with Allah is a great 
reward. 


O you who believe! Take not as 
Auliya’ (supporters and helpers) 
your fathers and your brothers, if 
they prefer disbelief to Belief. And 
whoever of you does so, then he is 
one of the Zalimün (wrong-doers). 


(V.9:20): 


Narrated Abu Hurairah édi: The Prophet iz; said, “Whoever believes in 
Allah and His Messenger 2s iiie, performs Salat (Igamat-as-Salat) and observes 
Saum (fast) during the month of Ramadan, then it will be a promise binding upon 
Allah to admit him to Paradise, no matter whether he fights in Allah's Cause or 
remains in the land where he is born". In another Hadith it is mentioned: In order 
to enter Paradise one must believe in the six Articles of Faith. (See the footnote of 
V.10:9) and must act on the five principles of Islam. (See the footnote of V.2:4). 
The people said, *O Allah's Messenger! Shall we acquaint the people with this 
good news?" He said, "Paradise has one hundred grades which Allah has reserved 
for the Mujahidiin who fight in His Cause, and the distance between each of two 
grades is like the distance between the heaven and the earth. So, when you ask 
Allah (for something), ask for Al-Firdaus which is the middle and highest part of 
Paradise.” [the subnarrator added, “I think the Prophet ics also said, ‘Above 
it (i.e. Al-Firdaus) is the Throne of the Most Gracious (i.e. Allah), and from it gush 
forth the rivers of Paradise].” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No.48). 

The wish for martyrdom. 

Narrated Abu Hurairah iis: The Prophet isi said, “By Him in Whose 
Hand my soul is! Were it not for some men amongst the believers who dislike 
to be left behind me, and whom I cannot provide with means of conveyance, 
I would certainly never remain behind any Sariya (army unit) going out for 
Jihad in Allah’s Cause. By Him in Whose Hand my soul is! I would love to be 
martyred in Allah’s Cause and then come back to life, and then get martyred 
and then come back to life again, and then get martyred and then come back to 
life again, and then get martyred.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No.54). 
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Say: If your fathers, your sons, 
your brothers, your wives, your 
kindred, the wealth that you 

have gained, the commerce in 
which you fear a decline, and the 
dwellings in which you delight ... 
are dearer to you than Allāh and 
His Messenger ísa, and 
striving hard and fighting in His 


Cause,” then wait until Allah brings 


about His Decision (torment). And 
Allāh guides not the people who 
are Al-Fāsiqün (the rebellious, 
disobedient to Allāh). 


Truly, Allāh has given you 
victory on many battlefields, 

and in the Day of Hunain (battle) 
when you rejoiced at your great 
number, but it availed you naught 
and the earth, vast as it is, was 
straitened for you, then you turned 
back in flight. 


Then, Allāh did send down His 
Sakīnah (calmness, tranquillity 
and reassurance) on the Messenger 
(Muhammad åa), and on 
the believers, and sent down forces 
(angels) which you saw not, 

and punished the disbelievers. 
Such is the recompense of 
disbelievers. 


Then, after that, Allah will accept 
the repentance of whom He wills. 
And Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful.

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O you who believe (in Allah’s 
Oneness and in His Messenger 
Muhammad saete)! Verily, 
the Mushrikün (polytheists, 
pagans, idolaters, disbelievers in 
the Oneness of Allah, and in the 
Message of Muhammad iz; iie) 
are Najasun (impure). So let them 
not come near Al-Masjid al-Haram 
(in Makkah) after this year; and if 
you fear poverty, Allah will enrich 
you, if He wills, out of His Bounty. 
Surely, Allah is All-Knowing, 
All-Wise. 


Fight against those who believe not 
in Allah, nor in the Last Day, nor 
forbid that which has been forbidden 
by Allah and His Messenger 
(Muhammad irae), and those 
who acknowledge not the religion 
of truth (i.e. Islam) among the 
people of the Scripture (Jews and 
Christians), until they pay the Jizyah” 
with willing submission, and feel 
themselves subdued. 


(V.9:28) Their impurity is spiritual and physical: spiritual, because they don’t 
believe in Allah’s Oneness and in His Prophet Muhammad ici ; and 
physical, because they lack personal hygiene (filthy as regards urine, stools and 
blood). And the word Najas is used only for those persons who have spiritual 


impurity e.g. Al-Mushrikiin.

be their lords besides Allah (by 
obeying them in things which they 
made lawful or unlawful according 
to their own desires without being 
ordered by Allah), and (they also 
took as their Lord) Messiah, son of 
Maryam (Mary), while they (Jews 
and Christians) were commanded 
[in the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel 
(Gospel)] to worship none but One 
Ilàh (God — Allah) La ilaha illa 
Huwa (none has the right to be 
worshipped but He)”. Glorified is 
He (far above is He) from having the 
partners they associate (with Him).” 


They (the disbelievers, the Jews 

and the Christians) want to 
extinguish Allah’s Light (with which 
Muhammad saj has been

their mouths, but Allah will not 
allow except that His Light should 
be perfected even though the Kafirün

It is He Who has sent His Messenger 
(Muhammad Zz;«ie5i) with 
guidance and the religion of truth 
(islam), to make it superior over all 
religions even though the Mushrikün 
(polytheists, pagans, idolaters, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah) 
hate (it). 


O you who believe! Verily, there 
are many of the (Jewish) rabbis and 
the (Christian) monks who devour 
the wealth of mankind in falsehood, 
and hinder (them) from the Way of 
Allah (i.e. Allah’s religion of Islamic 
Monotheism). And those who hoard 
up gold and silver [A/-Kanz: the 
money, the Zakat of which has not 
been paid] and spend them not in 
the Way of Allah, announce to them 
a painful torment. 


On the Day when that (A4/-Kanz: 
money, gold and silver the Zakat 

of which has not been paid) will be 
heated in the Fire of Hell and with it 
will be branded their foreheads, their 
flanks, and their backs, (and it will 
be said to them): “This is the treasure 
which you hoarded for yourselves. 
Now taste of what you used to 
hoard.”

The evil of their deeds is made 
fair-seeming to them. And Allah 
guides not the people who disbelieve. 


O you who believe! What is the matter 
with you, that when you are asked to 
march forth in the Cause of Allah (i.e. 
Jihad) you cling heavily to the earth? 
Are you pleased with the life of this 
world rather than the Hereafter? But 
little is the enjoyment of the life of this 
world as compared to the Hereafter®).

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If you march not forth, He will punish 
you with painful torment and will 
replace you by another people; and 
you cannot harm Him at all, and Allāh 
is Able to do all things. 


If you help him (Muhammad 
atei) not (it does not matter), for 
Allāh did indeed help him when the 
disbelievers drove him out, the second 
of the two; when they (Muhammad 
seio and Abū Bakr <i) were 
in the cave, he saeta said to his 

companion (Abii Bakr 445): “Be 
not sad (or afraid), surely Allah is with 
us.” Then Allah sent down His Sakinah 
(calmness, tranquillity, peace) upon 
him, and strengthened him with forces 
(angels) which you saw not, and made 
the word of those who disbelieved the 
lowermost, while the Word of Allah 
that became the uppermost; and Allah 
is All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


March forth, whether you are light 
(being healthy, young, and wealthy) 
or heavy (being ill, old and poor), and 
strive hard with your wealth and your 
lives in the Cause of Allah. This is 
better for you, if you but knew. 


Had it been a near gain (booty in front 
of them) and an easy journey, they 
would have followed you, but the 
distance (Tabuk expedition) was long 
for them; and they would swear by 
Allah, “If we only could, we would 
certainly have come forth with you." 


world, even if he were given the whole world and whatever is in it except the martyr 
who, on seeing the superiority of martyrdom would like to come back to the world 
and get killed again (in Allah's Cause).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No.53-A). 
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They destroy their ownselves, and 
Allāh knows that they are surely liars. 


May Allāh forgive you 

(O Muhammad åsa). Why did 
you grant them leave (for remaining 
behind; you should have persisted as 
regards your order to them to proceed 
on Jihād), until those who told the 
truth were seen by you in a clear light, 
and you had known the liars? 


Those who believe in Allāh and the 
Last Day would not ask your leave to 
be exempted from fighting with their 
properties and their lives; and Allāh 
is All-Knower of Al-Muttaqūn (the 
pious). 


It is only those who believe not in 
Allah and the Last Day and whose 
hearts are in doubt that ask your leave 
(to be exempted from Jihad). So, in 
their doubts, they waver. 


And if they had intended to march out, 
certainly, they would have made some 
preparation for it; but Allah was averse to 
their being sent forth, so He made them 
lag behind, and it was said (to them), “Sit 
you among those who sit (at home).” 


Had they marched out with you, they 
would have added to you nothing 
except disorder, and they would have 
hurried about in your midst (spreading 
corruption) and sowing sedition among 
you — and there are some among you 
who would have listened to them. And 
Allah is All-Knower of the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers).

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Verily, they had plotted sedition 
before, and had upset matters for 
you, until the truth (victory) came 
and the Decree of Allāh (His religion, 
Islām) became manifest though they 
hated it. 


And among them is he who says:

Surely, they have fallen into trial. 
And verily, Hell is surrounding the 
disbelievers. 


If good befalls you (O Muhammad 
iateko), it grieves them, but if 

a calamity overtakes you, they say: 
“We took our precaution beforehand” 
and they turn away rejoicing. 


Say: “Nothing shall ever happen to 

us except what Allah has ordained for 
us”. He is our Maula (Lord, Helper 
and Protector).” And in Allah let the 
believers put their trust. 


Say: “Do you wait for us (anything) 
except one of the two best things 
(martyrdom or victory)? While we 
await for you either that Allah will 
afflict you with a punishment from 
Himself, or at our hands. So wait, we 
too are waiting with you.” 

Say: “Spend (in Allah’s Cause) 
willingly or unwillingly, it will not 
be accepted from you. Verily, you 


are ever a people who are Fasiqün 
(rebellious, disobedient to Allah).”

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And nothing prevents their 
contributions from being accepted 
from them except that they 
disbelieved in Allah and in His 
Messenger (Muhammad ics), 
and that they came not to As-Salat 
(the prayer) except in a lazy state, 
and that they offer not contributions 
but unwillingly. 


So, let not their wealth nor their 
children amaze you (O Muhammad 
izafe); in reality Allah’s Plan is 
to punish them with these things in 
the life of this world, and that their 
souls shall depart (die) while they are 
disbelievers. 


They swear by Allah that they are truly 
of you, while they are not of you, but 
they are a people (hypocrites) who are 
afraid (that you may kill them). 


Should they find a refuge, or caves, 
or a place of concealment, they would 
turn straightway thereto with a swift 
rush. 


And of them are some who accuse 
you (O Muhammad ics )in 
the matter of (the distribution of) the 
alms. If they are given part thereof,

The Prophet iz» added, “Certainly, I intended (or was about) to order the 
Mu 'adhdhin (call-maker) to pronounce /qamah and order a man to lead the Salat 
(prayer), and then take a fire flame to burn all those (men along with their houses) 
who had not yet left their houses for the Salat (prayer) (in the mosques).” (Sahih 


Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith No. 626). 
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they are pleased, but if they are not 
given thereof, behold! They are 
enraged! 


Would that they were contented 

with what Allah and His Messenger 
(Aaii) gave them and had said: 
“Allah is Sufficient for us. Allah will 
give us of His Bounty, and so will His 
Messenger isa (from alms). 
We implore Allah (to enrich us)." 


As-Sadaqat (here it means Zakdt) are 
only for the Fugara’ (the poor), and 
Al-Masakin™ (the needy), and those 
employed to collect (the funds); and 
to attract the hearts of those who have 
been inclined (towards Islam); and 

to free the captives; and for those 

in debt; and for Allah’s Cause (i.e. 
for Mujahidiin — those fighting in 

a holy battle), and for the wayfarer 

(a traveller who is cut off from 
everything); a duty imposed by Allah. 
And Allah is All-Knower, All-Wise. 


And among them are men who annoy 
the Prophet (Muhammad ize) 
and say: “He is (lending his) ear (to 
every news).” Say: “He listens to what 
is best for you; he believes in Allah; 
has faith in the believers; and is mercy 
to those of you who believe.” But 
those who annoy Allah’s Messenger 
(Muhammad 45.:{62i)(2) will have 
painful torment.

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(Muslims) in order to please you, 
but it is more fitting that they should 
please Allah and His Messenger

Know they not that whoever opposes 
and shows hostility to Allah (jg) 
and His Messenger rasti, 
certainly for him will be the Fire of 
Hell to abide therein forever. That is 
the extreme disgrace. 


The hypocrites fear lest a Surah 
(chapter of the Qur'an) should be 
revealed about them, showing them 
what is in their hearts. Say: “(Go 
ahead and) mock! But certainly Allah 
will bring to light all that you fear.” 


If you ask them (about this), they 
declare: “We were only talking 

idly and joking.” Say: “Was it at 
Allah (Js), and His Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.) and His Messenger zal 
that you were mocking?” 


Make no excuse; you have disbelieved 
after you had believed. If We pardon 
some of you, We will punish others 
amongst you because they were 
Mujrimün (disbelievers, polytheists, 
sinners, criminals.). 


The hypocrites, men and women, are 
one from another; they enjoin (on 
the people) A/-Munkar (i.e. disbelief 
and polytheism of all kinds and all 
that Islam has forbidden), and forbid 
(people) from A/-Ma ‘Tif (i.e. Islamic 
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Monotheism and all that Islam orders 
one to do), and they close their hands 
[from giving (spending in Allah’s 
Cause) alms.]. They have forgotten 
Allah, so He has forgotten them. 
Verily, the hypocrites are the 71 
(rebellious, disobedient to Allah). 


Allah has promised the hypocrites 

— men and women — and the 
disbelievers, the Fire of Hell; therein 
shall they abide forever. It will suffice 
them. Allah has cursed them and for 
them is the lasting torment. 


Like those before you: they were 
mightier than you in power, and more 
abundant in wealth and children. They 
had enjoyed their portion (awhile), 

50 enjoy your portion (awhile) as 

those before you enjoyed their portion 
(awhile); and you indulged in play 

and pastime (and in telling lies against 
Allah and His Messenger Muhammad 
csati) as they indulged in play and 
pastime. Such are they whose deeds are 


in vain in this world and in the Hereafter. 


Such are they who are the losers. 


Has not the story reached them of 
those before them? — The people of 
Nüh (Noah), ‘Ad, and Thamüd, the 
people of Ibrahim (Abraham), the 
dwellers of Madyan (Midian) and the 
cities overthrown [i.e. the people to 
whom Lit (Lot) preached]; to them 
came their Messengers with clear 
proofs. So it was not Allah Who 
wronged them, but, they used to 
wrong themselves. 
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The believers, men and women, are 
Auliya’ (helpers, supporters, friends, 
protectors) of one another; they 
enjoin (on the people) Al-Ma Tiff (i.e. 
Islamic Monotheism and all that Islam 
orders one to do), and forbid (people) 
from Al-Munkar (i.e. polytheism and 
disbelief of all kinds, and all that 
Islam has forbidden); they perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and give 
the Zakat, and obey Allah and His 
Messenger isa. Allah will have 
His Mercy on them. Surely, Allah is 
All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


Allah has promised the believers — 
men and women, — Gardens under 
which rivers flow to dwell therein 
forever, and beautiful mansions in 
Gardens of ‘Adn (Eden Paradise). But 
the greatest bliss is the Good Pleasure 
of Allah. That is the supreme success. 


O Prophet (Muhammad aga)! 
Strive hard against the disbelievers 
and the hypocrites, and be harsh 
against them, their abode is Hell, — 
and worst indeed is that destination. 


They swear by Allah that they said 
nothing (bad), but really they said the 
word of disbelief, and they disbelieved 
after accepting Islam, and they 
resolved that (plot to murder Prophet 
Muhammad 45.:{62i)\) which they 
were unable to carry out, and they 
could not find any cause to do so 
except that Allah and His Messenger 
Acsaile4ij had enriched them of His 
Bounty. If then they repent, it will be 
better for them, but if they turn away; 
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Allāh will punish them with a painful 
torment in this worldly life and in 
the Hereafter. And there is none for 
them on earth as a Wali (supporter, 
protector) or a helper. 


And of them are some who made 

a covenant with Allah (saying): “If 
He bestowed on us of His Bounty, we 
would verily give Sadaqah (Zakat and 
voluntary charity in Allah's Cause), 
and would be certainly among those 
who are righteous." 


Then when He gave them of His 
Bounty, they became niggardly [refused 
to pay the Sadaqah (Zakat or voluntary 
charity)], and turned away, averse. 


So, He punished them by putting 
hypocrisy into their hearts till the Day 
whereon they shall meet Him, because 
they broke that (covenant with Allah) 
which they had promised to Him and 
because they used to tell lies. 


Know they not that Allah knows 

their secret ideas, and their Najwa” 
(secret counsels), and that Allah 15 the 
All-Knower of things unseen. 


Those who defame such of the 
believers who give charity (in 
Allah's Cause) voluntarily, and such 
who could not find to give charity 

(in Allah's Cause) except what is 
available to them — so they mock 

at them (believers); Allah will throw 
back their mockery on them, and they 
shall have a painful torment.

And Allah guides not those people 
who are Fasiqün (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 


Those who stayed away (from Tabuk 
expedition) rejoiced in their staying 
behind the Messenger of Allah 
Acsi; they hated to strive and 
fight with their properties and their 
lives in the Cause of Allah, and 

they said: *March not forth in the 
heat.” Say: “The Fire of Hell is more 
intense in heat"; if only they could 
understand! 


So, let them laugh a little and (they 
will) cry much as a recompense of 
what they used to earn (by committing 
sins). 


If Allah brings you back to a party of 
them (the hypocrites), and they ask 
your permission to go out (to fight), 
say: “Never shall you go out with 

me nor fight an enemy with me; you 
were pleased to sit (inactive) on the 
first occasion, then you sit (now) with 
those who lag behind.” 


And never (O Muhammad ic; iie) 
pray (funeral prayer) for any of them 
(hypocrites) who dies, nor stand at his 
grave. Certainly they disbelieved in 
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Allah and His Messenger gas, 
and died while they were Fasigun 
(rebellious, — disobedient to Allah 
and His Messenger agai). 


And let not their wealth or their 
children amaze you. Allah’s Plan 
is to punish them with these things 
in this world, and that their souls 
shall depart (die) while they are 
disbelievers. 


And when a Surah (chapter from the 
Qur’an) is revealed, enjoining them 
to believe in Allah and to strive hard 
and fight along with His Messenger 
ize, the wealthy among them 
ask your leave to exempt them (from 
Jihad) and say, *Leave us (behind), 
we would be with those who sit (at 
home)." 


They are content to be with those (the 
women) who sit behind (at home). 
Their hearts are sealed up (from all 
kinds of goodness and right guidance), 
so they understand not. 


But the Messenger (Muhammad 
cs«de cz) and those who believed 
with him (in Islamic Monotheism) 
strove hard and fought with their 
wealth and their lives (in Allah's 
Cause). Such are they for whom are 
the good things, and it is they who 
will be successful. 


For them Allah has prepared Gardens 
(Paradise) under which rivers flow, 
to dwell therein forever. That 15 the 
supreme success. 
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(V.9:91) CHAPTER. The Statement of the Prophet sael. “Religion is 
An-Nasihah (to be sincere and true) to: 1. Allah 4525 [i.e. obeying Him, by following

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(V.9:93) Narrated Abu Hurairah seáis: The Prophet sae said, “A Prophet 
amongst the Prophets carried out aholy military expedition, so he said to his 
followers, ‘Anyone who has married awoman and wants to consummate the 
marriage, and has not done so yet, should not accompany me; nor should a man 
who has built a house but has not completed its roof; nor a man who has sheep or 
she-camels and is waiting for the birth of their young ones.' So, the Prophet carried 
out the expedition and when he reached that town at the time or nearly at the time 
ofthe ‘Asr prayer, he said to the sun, *O sun! You are under Allah’s Order and I am 
under Allah's Order. O Allah! Stop it (1.e. the sun) from setting." It was stopped till 
Allah made him victorious.

The hands of two or three men got stuck in the hand of 
their Prophet and he said, ‘You have committed the theft.’ Then they brought a head 
of gold like the head of a cow and put it there, and the fire came and consumed the 
booty. The Prophet ised added: “Then Allah saw our weakness and disability, 
so He made booty legal for us.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 353). 

* Booty used to be burnt by a fire sent by Allah. 
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news concerning you. Allāh and His 
Messenger will observe your deeds. 
In the end you will be brought back 
to the All-Knower of the unseen and 
the seen, then He (Allāh) will inform 
you of what you used to do.” [Tafsir 
At-Tabari] 


They will swear by Allah to you 
(Muslims) when you return to them, 
that you may turn away from them. 
So, turn away from them. Surely, 
they are Rijs [1.e. Najas (impure) 
because of their evil deeds], and 
Hell is their dwelling place — 

a recompense for that which they 
used to earn. 


They (the hypocrites) swear to you 
(Muslims) that you may be pleased 
with them, but 1f you are pleased 
with them, certainly Allah is not 
pleased with the people who are 
Al-Fasiqun (rebellious, disobedient 
to Allah). 


The bedouins are the worst in 
disbelief and hypocrisy, and more 
likely to be in ignorance of the limits 
(Allah’s Commandments and His 
Laws) which Allah has revealed to 
His Messenger iza. And Allah 
is All-Knower, All-Wise. 


And of the bedouins there are 
some who look upon what they 
spend (in Allah’s Cause) as a fine 
and watch for calamities for you, 
on them be the calamity of evil. 
And Allah is All-Hearer, 
All-Knower. 
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And of the bedouins there are some 
who believe in Allāh and the Last 
Day, and look upon what they 
spend in Allah’s Cause as means 

of nearness to Allah, and a cause 

of receiving the Messenger’s 
invocations. Indeed these (spendings 
in Allah's Cause) are a means of 
nearness for them. Allah will admit 
them to His Mercy. Certainly, Allah 
15 Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


And the foremost to embrace Islam of 
the Muhajirün (those who migrated 
from Makkah to Al-Madinah) and the 
Ansar (the citizens of Al-Madinah 
who helped and gave aid to the 
Muhajirün) and (also) those who 
followed them exactly (in Faith) — 
Allah is well-pleased with them as 
they are well-pleased with Him. He 
has prepared for them Gardens under 
which rivers flow (Paradise), to dwell 
therein forever. That is the supreme 
success. 


And among the bedouins around 
you, some are hypocrites, and so 

are some among the people of Al- 
Madinah who persist in hypocrisy; 
you (O Muhammad åsa) know 
them not, We know them. We shall 
punish them twice, and thereafter 
they shall be brought back to a great 
(horrible) torment. 


And (there are) others who have 
acknowledged their sins, they have 
mixed a deed that was righteous with 
another that was evil. Perhaps, Allah 
will turn to them in forgiveness. 
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Surely, Allāh is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful”. 


Take Sadaqah (alms) from their 
wealth in order to purify them and 
sanctify them with it, and invoke 
Allāh for them. Verily, your 
invocation is a source of security 
for them; and Allāh is All-Hearer, 
All-Knower. 


Know they not that Allāh accepts 
repentance from His slaves and takes 
the Sadaqat (alms, charities), and that 
Allah Alone is the One Who forgives 
and accepts repentance, Most Merciful? 
And say (O Muhammad ici) 
“Do deeds! Allah will see your 
deeds, and (so will) His Messenger 
Acsacleti and the believers. And 
you will be brought back to the 
All-Knower of the unseen and the 
seen. Then He will inform you of 
what you used to do.” 

And others are made to wait for 
Allah’s Decree, whether He will 
punish them or will forgive them. 
And Allah is All-Knower, All-Wise.

Those two visitors said to those men: 


the ugliest human beings you have ever seen. 


*Go and dip yourselves in that river.' So they dipped themselves therein and then 
came to us, their ugliness having disappeared and they were in the most handsome 
shape. The visitors said, ‘This is the ‘Adn Paradise, and that is your dwelling place.’ 
Then they added, ‘As for those people who were half ugly and half handsome, they 
were those who have mixed deeds that were good with deeds that were evil, but 
Allah forgave them.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, Hadith No.196). 
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And as for those who put up a mosque 
by way of harm and disbelief and 

to disunite the believers and as an 
outpost for those who warred against 
Allāh and His Messenger (Muhammad 
Acsaiketi) aforetime, they will indeed 
swear that their intention is nothing 
but good. Allah bears witness that they 
are certainly liars. 


Never stand you therein. Verily, the 
mosque whose foundation was laid 
from the first day on piety is more 
worthy that you stand therein (to 
pray). In it are men who love to clean 
and to purify themselves. And Allah 
loves those who make themselves 
clean and pure [1.e. who clean their 
private parts with dust (which has the 
properties of soap) and water from 
urine and stools, after answering the 
call of nature]. 


Is it then he who laid the foundation 
of his building on piety to Allah and 
His Good Pleasure better, or he who 
laid the foundation of his building 
on the brink of an undetermined 
precipice ready to crumble down, 

so that it crumbled to pieces with 
him into the Fire of Hell? And 
Allah guides not the people who are 
the Zalimiin (cruel, violent, proud, 
polytheist and wrong-doers). 


The building which they built 

will never cease to be a cause of 
hypocrisy and doubt in their hearts 
unless their hearts are cut to pieces. 
(i.e. till they die). And Allah is 
All-Knower, All-Wise. 
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Verily, Allah has purchased from 

the believers their lives and their 
properties for (the price) that theirs 
shall be Paradise. They fight in 
Allah's Cause, so they kill (others) 
and are killed. It is a promise in truth 
which is binding on Him in the Taurat 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel) and 
the Qur'an. And who is truer to his 
covenant than Allah? Then rejoice 

in the bargain which you have con- 
cluded. That is the supreme success". 


(The believers whose lives Allah has 
purchased are) those who turn to Allah 
in repentance (from polytheism and 
hypocrisy, etc.), who worship (Him), 
who praise (Him), who fast (or go 

out) in Allah’s Cause, who bow down 
(in prayer), who prostrate themselves 


(in prayer), who enjoin (on people) 
Al-Ma ‘rif (i.e. Islamic Monotheism 
and all what Islam has ordained) and

forbid (people) from A/-Munkar (i.e. 
disbelief, polytheism of all kinds and 
all that Islām has forbidden), and who 
observe the limits set by Allāh (do all 
that Allāh has ordained and abstain 
from all kinds of sins and evil deeds 
which Allāh has forbidden). And give 
glad tidings to the believers. 

It is not (proper) for the Prophet and 
those who believe to ask Allah’s 
Forgiveness for the Mushrikün 
(polytheists, idolaters, pagans, 


disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah), 


even though they be of kin, after it 
has become clear to them that they 
are the dwellers of the Fire (because 
they died in a state of disbelief). 


And Ibrahim’s (Abraham) invoking 
(of Allah) for his father’s forgiveness

[Ibrahim (Abraham)] had made to 
him (his father). But when it became 
clear to him [Ibrahim (Abraham)] 
that he (his father) is an enemy of 
Allah, he dissociated himself from 
him. Verily, Ibrahim (Abraham) 
was Awwdah (one who invokes Allah 
with humility, glorifies Him and 
remembers Him much) and was 
forbearing. (Tafsir Al-Qurtubi)?.

And who brings out the living 
from the dead and brings out the dead 
from the living? And who disposes 
the affairs?” They will say: “Allah.” 
Say: “Will you not then be afraid of 
Allah’s punishment (for setting up 
rivals in worship with Allah)?” 


Such is Allah, your Lord in truth. So, 
after the truth, what else can there be, 
save error? How then are you turned 
away? 


Thus is the Word of your Lord 
justified against those who rebel 
(disobey Allah) that they will not 
believe (in the Oneness of Allah 
and in Muhammad icit as the 
Messenger of Allah). 


Say: “Is there of your (Allah's 
so-called) partners one that originates 
the creation and then repeats it?” Say: 
“Allah originates the creation and 
then He repeats it. Then, how are you 
deluded away (from the truth)?” 


Say: “Is there of your (Allah’s 
so-called) partners one that guides 
to the truth?” Say: “It is Allah Who 
guides to the truth. Is then He Who 
guides to the truth more worthy to 
be followed, or he who finds not 
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guidance (himself) unless he is 
guided? Then, what is the matter with 
you? How judge you?” 


And most of them follow nothing 
but conjecture. Certainly, conjecture 
can be of no avail against the truth. 
Surely, Allah is All-Knower of what 
they do. 


And this Qur'àn is not such as could 
ever be produced by other than 
Allah (Lord of the heavens and the 
earth), but it is a confirmation of (the 
revelation) which was before it [1.e. 
the Taurat (Torah), and the Injeel 
(Gospel)], and a full explanation of 
the Book (i.e. the laws decreed for 
mankind) — wherein there is no 
doubt — from the Lord of the 01 
(mankind, jinn, and all that exists). 


Or do they say: “He (Muhammad 
Asset) has forged it?" Say: 
“Bring then a Surah (chapter) like it, 
and call upon whomsoever you can 
besides Allah, if you are truthful!” 


Nay, they have denied the knowledge 
whereof they could not comprehend 
and what has not yet been fulfilled 
(i.e. their punishment). Thus those 
before them did deny. Then see 

what was the end of the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers)! 


(V.10:37) Narrated Abu Hurairah z5: The Prophet iji said, "There was 
no Prophet among the Prophets but was given miracles because of which people 
had security or had belief, but what I have been given is the Divine Revelation 
which Allah has revealed to me. So, I hope that my followers will be more than 
those of any other Prophet on the Day of Resurrection.” (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol.9, 


Hadith No.379). 
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And of them, there are some who 
believe therein; and of them there 
are some who believe not therein, 
and your Lord is Best Knower of the 
Mufsidün (evil-doers, liars). 


And if they deny you, say: “For me 
are my deeds and for you are your 
deeds! You are innocent of what I do, 


[LU 


and I am innocent of what you do! 


And among them are some who listen to 
you, but can you make the deaf to hear 
— even though they apprehend not? 


And among them are some who look 
at you, but can you guide the blind — 
even though they see not? 


Truly! Allah wrongs not mankind 
in aught; but mankind wrong 
themselves. 


And on the Day when He shall gather 
(resurrect) them together, (it will be) 
as if they had not stayed (in the life of 
this world and graves) but an hour of 
a day. They will recognise each other. 
Ruined indeed will be those who 
denied the Meeting with Allah and 
were not guided. 


Whether We show you (in your 
lifetime, O Muhammad 2s.) 
some of what We promise them 

(the torment), or We cause you to 

die — still, to Us is their return, and 
moreover, Allah is Witness over what 
they used to do. 


And for every Ummah (a community 
or a nation) there is a Messenger; 
when their Messenger comes, the 
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matter will be judged between them 
with justice, and they will not be 
wronged. 


And they say: “When will be this 
promise (the torment or the Day of 
Resurrection), if you speak the truth?” 


Say (O Muhammad isse): “I 
have no power over any harm or profit 
to myself except what Allah may will. 
For every Ummah (a community or 
anation), there is a term appointed; 
when their term comes, neither can 
they delay it nor can they advance 

it an hour (or amoment).” (Tafsir 
Al-Qurtubi). 


Say: “Tell me, if His torment should 
come to you by night or by day, which 
portion thereof would the 701 
(disbelievers, polytheists, sinners, 
criminals) hasten on?” 


Is it then that when it has actually 
befallen, you will believe in it? What! 
Now (you believe)? And you used 
(aforetime) to hasten it on!” 


Then it will be said to them who 
wronged themselves: “Taste you 
the everlasting torment! Are you 
recompensed (aught) save what you 
used to earn?” 


And they ask you (O Muhammad 
Acsacleci\) to inform them (saying): 
“Ts it true (i.e. the torment and the 
establishment of the Hour — the Day 
of Resurrection)?” Say: “Yes! By my 
Lord! It is the very truth! and you 
cannot escape it!” 
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And if every person who had wronged 
(by disbelieving in Allāh and by 
worshipping others besides Allāh) 
possessed all that is on the earth and 
sought to ransom himself therewith 

(it would not be accepted), and they 
would feel, in their hearts, regret 
when they see the torment, and they 
will be judged with justice, and no 
wrong will be done to them. 


No doubt, surely, all that is in the 
heavens and the earth belongs to 
Allah. No doubt, surely, Allah’s 
Promise is true. But most of them 
know not. 


It is He Who gives life, and causes 
death, and to Him you (all) shall return. 


O mankind! There has come to you 

a good advice from your Lord (i.e. 

the Qur’an, enjoining all that is good 
and forbidding all that is evil), and 

a healing for that (disease of ignorance, 
doubt, hypocrisy and differences) 
which is in your breasts, — guidance 
and mercy (explaining lawful and 
unlawful things) for the believers. 


Say: "In the Bounty of Allah, and in His 
Mercy (i.e. Islam and the Qur'an); — 
therein let them rejoice." That is better 
than what (the wealth) they amass. 


Say (O Muhammad sae to these 
polytheists): *Tell me, what provision 
Allah has sent down to you! And you 
have made of it lawful and unlawful." 
Say (O Muhammad ist): “Has

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Allāh permitted you (to do so), or do 
you invent a lie against Allāh?” 


And what think those who invent 

a lie against Allāh, on the Day of 
Resurrection? [i.e. Do they think that 
they will be forgiven and excused! 
Nay, they will have an eternal 
punishment in the Fire of Hell]. Truly, 
Allāh is full of Bounty to mankind, 
but most of them are ungrateful. 


Neither you (O Muhammad 
ص ا6لوس‎ ( do any deed nor recite 

any portion of the Qur’an, — nor you 
(mankind) do any deed (good or evil), 
but We are Witness thereof, when you 
are doing it. And nothing is hidden 
from your Lord (so much as) the 
weight of an atom (or small ant) on 
the earth or in the heaven. Not what is 
less than that or what is greater than 
that, but is (written) in a Clear Record. 
(Tafsir At-Tabari). 


No doubt! Verily, the Auliya’ of Allah 
[i.e. those who believe in the Oneness 
of Allah and fear Allah much (abstain 
from all kinds of sins and evil deeds 
which he has forbidden), and love 
Allah much (perform all kinds of 
good deeds which He has ordained)], 
no fear shall come upon them nor 
shall they grieve”). 


(V.10:62) Narrated Abu Sa'id Al-Khudri z5izz: Allah’s Messenger ize said, 
“When the funeral is ready and the men carry it on their shoulders, if the deceased 
was righteous, it will say: ‘Present me (hurriedly),’ and if he was not righteous, 
it will say: ‘Woe to it (me)! Where are they taking it (me)?’ Its voice is heard by 
everything except man, and if he heard it, he would fall unconscious.” (Sahih 


Al-Bukhari, Vol.2, Hadith No.400). 
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Those who believed (in the Oneness 
of Allāh — Islāmic Monotheism), 
and used to fear Allāh much (by 
abstaining from evil deeds and sins 
and by doing righteous deeds). 


For them are glad tidings, in the life 
of the present world" (i.e. through 

a righteous dream seen by the person 
himself or shown to others), and in the 
Hereafter. No change can there be in 
the Words of Allāh. This is indeed the 
supreme success. 


And let not their speech grieve you 

(O Muhammad ,(صَ!َلتَدْعََدِوَسََرَ‎ for all 
power and honour belong to Allāh. He 
is the All-Hearer, the All-Knower. 


No doubt! Verily, to Allāh belongs 
whosoever is in the heavens and 
whosoever is in the earth. And those 
who worship and invoke others besides 
Allah, in fact they follow not (Allah's 
so-called) partners, they follow only 

a conjecture and they only invent lies. 


He it is Who has appointed for you 
the night that you may rest therein, 
and the day to make things visible (to 
you). Verily, in this are Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, lessons, signs, etc.) for 

a people who listen (i.e. those who 
think deeply). 


(V.10:64):

They (Jews, Christians and pagans) 
say: “Allāh has begotten a son 
(children).” Glory is to Him! He is Rich 
(Free of all needs). His is all that is in 
the heavens and all that is in the earth. 
No warrant you have for this. Do you 
say against Allāh what you know not. 


Say: “Verily, those who invent 
a lie against Allah will never be 
successful” — 


(a brief) enjoyment in this world! 
and then to Us will be their return, 
then We shall make them taste the 
severest torment because they used 
to disbelieve [in Allah, deny His 
Messengers, deny and challenge His 
Aydt (proofs, signs, verses, etc.)]. 


And recite to them the news of Nth 
(Noah). When he said to his people: 
“O my people, if my stay (with you), 
and my reminding (you) of the Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) of Allah is hard 
for you, then I put my trust in Allah. 
So devise your plot, you and your 
partners, and let not your plot be in 
doubt for you. Then pass your sentence 
on me and give me no respite. 


“But, if you turn away [from 
accepting my doctrine of Islamic 
Monotheism, i.e. to worship none but 
Allah], then no reward have I asked 
of you; my reward is only from Allah, 
and I have been commanded to be of 
the Muslims (1.e. those who submit to 
Allah's Will)."

They denied him, but We delivered 
him, and those with him in the ship, 
and We made them generations 
replacing one after another, while We 
drowned those who denied Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.). Then see what was 
the end of those who were warned. 


Then, after him, We sent Messengers 
to their people. They brought them 
clear proofs, but they would not 
believe what they had already rejected 
beforehand. Thus We seal the hearts 
of the transgressors (those who 
disbelieve in the Oneness of Allah and 
disobey Him). 


Then, after them, We sent Misa 
(Moses) and Harün (Aaron) to 
Fir'aun (Pharaoh) and his chiefs 

with Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
lessons, signs, etc.). But they behaved 
arrogantly and were a Mujrimün 
(disbelievers, sinners, polytheists, 
criminals) folk. 


So, when came to them the truth from 
Us, they said: “This is indeed clear 
magic.” 


Misa (Moses) said: “Say you (this) 
about the truth when it has come to 
you? Is this magic? But the magicians 
will never be successful.” 


They said: “Have you come to us to 
turn us away from that (Faith) we 
found our fathers following, and that 
you two may have greatness in the 
land? We are not going to believe you 
two!” 
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And Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) said: “Bring 
me every well-versed sorcerer.” 


And when the sorcerers came, Musa 
(Moses) said to them: “Cast down 
what you want to cast!" 


Then, when they had cast down, Müsa 
(Moses) said: *What you have brought 
Is sorcery; Allah will surely make it 

of no effect. Verily, Allah does not 

set right the work of A/-Mufsidiin (the 
evil-doers, corrupters). 


“And Allah will establish and make 
apparent the truth by His Words, 
however much the 1 
(criminals, disbelievers, polytheists, 
sinners) may hate (it).” 


But none believed in Müsa (Moses) 
except the offspring of his people, 
because of the fear of Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) and their chiefs, lest they 
should persecute them; and verily, 
Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) was an arrogant 
tyrant on the earth, he was indeed one 
of the Musrifün (polytheists, sinners, 
and transgressors, those who give 
up the truth and follow the evil, and 
commit all kinds of great sins). 


And Misa (Moses) said: “O my people! 
If you have believed in Allah, then put 
your trust in Him if you are Muslims 
(those who submit to Allah's Will)." 


They said: *In Allah we put our trust. 
Our Lord! Make us not a trial for the 
folk who are Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers) (i.e. do not make them 
overpower us). 
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“And save us by Your Mercy from the 
disbelieving folk.” 


And We revealed to Mūsā (Moses) 
and his brother (saying): “Provide 
dwellings for your people in Egypt, 
and make your dwellings as places for 
your worship, and perform As-Salat 
(/qamat-as-Salàat), and give glad 
tidings to the believers." 


And Musa (Moses) said: “Our Lord! 
You have indeed bestowed on Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) and his chiefs splendour 
and wealth in the life of this world, 
our Lord! that they may lead men 
astray from Your Path. Our Lord! 
Destroy their wealth, and harden their 
hearts, so that they will not believe 
until they see the painful torment.” 


Allah said: “Verily, the invocation 

of you both is accepted. So you both 
keep to the Straight Way (i.e. keep 

on doing good deeds and preaching 
Allah’s Message with patience), and 
follow not the path of those who know 
not (the truth i.e. to believe in the 
Oneness of Allah, and also to believe 
in the Reward of Allah: Paradise).” 


And We took the Children of Israel 
across the sea, and Fir'aun (Pharaoh) 
with his hosts followed them in 
oppression and enmity, till when 
drowning overtook him, he said: “I 
believe that none has the right to be 
worshipped but He (Allah)" in Whom 
the Children of Israel believe, and I 
am one of the Muslims (those who 
submit to Allah's Will).” 
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. Now (you believe), while you refused 


to believe before and you were one 
of the Mufsidün (evil-doers, the 
corrupters). 


So, this day, We shall deliver your 
(dead) body (out from the sea) that 
you may be a sign to those who come 
after you! And verily, many among 
mankind are heedless of Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.). 


And indeed, We settled the Children 
of Israel in an honourable dwelling 
place (Sham and Misr), and provided 
them with good things, and they 
differed not until the knowledge came 
to them. Verily, Your Lord (Allah) 
will judge between them on the Day 
of Resurrection in that in which they 
used to differ. 


So, if you (O Muhammad aa) 
are in doubt concerning that which 
We have revealed to you, [i.e. that 
your name is written in the Taurat 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel)], then 
ask those who are reading the Book 
[the Taurat (Torah) and the Injeel 
(Gospel)] before you. Verily, the truth 
has come to you from your Lord. So 
be not of those who doubt (it). 


And be not one of those who deny 
the Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) of 
Allah, for then you shall be one of the 
losers.

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Truly! Those, against whom the 
Word (Wrath) of your Lord has been 
justified, will not believe, 


Even if every sign should come 
to them, until they see the painful 
torment. 


Was there any town (community) 

that believed (after seeing the 
punishment), and its Faith (at 

that moment) saved it (from the 
punishment)? (The answer is none) — 
except the people of Yünus (Jonah); 
when they believed, We removed 
from them the torment of disgrace 

in the life of the (present) world, and 
permitted them to enjoy for a while. 


And had your Lord willed, those on 
earth would have believed, all of them 
together. So, will you (O Muhammad 
icali) then compel mankind, 
until they become believers. 

It is not for any person to believe, 
except by the Leave of Allāh, and He 
will put the wrath on those who are 
heedless. 


Say: “Behold all that is in the 
heavens and the earth,” but neither 
Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) nor 
warners benefit those who believe 
not. 


Then do they wait for (anything) 
except for (a destruction) like that 

of the days of the men who passed 
away before them? Say: “Wait then, I 
am (too) with you among those who 
wait.” 
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Then (in the end) We save Our 
Messengers and those who believe! 
Thus, it is incumbent upon Us to save 
the believers. 


Say (O Muhammad csao): 

“O you mankind! If you are in doubt 
as to my religion (Islām), then (know 
that) I will never worship those 
whom you worship besides Allāh. 
But I worship Allāh Who causes you 
to die, and I am commanded to be 
one of the believers. 


“And (it is revealed to me): Direct 
your face (O Muhammad iz; ie) 
entirely towards the religion Hanif 
(Islamic Monotheism, i.e. to worship 
none but Allah Alone), and never 

be one of the Mushrikün (those who 
ascribe partners to Allah, polytheists, 
idolaters, disbelievers in the Oneness 
of Allah, and those who worship 
others along with Allah). 


“And invoke not besides Allah any 
such that will neither profit you 

nor harm you, but if (in case) you 
do so, you shall certainly be one 

of the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers)?". 

And if Allah touches you with harm, 
there is none who can remove it but 
He, and if He intends any good for 
you, there is none who can repel His 
Favour which He causes to reach 
whomsoever of His slaves He wills. 
And He is the Oft-Forgiving, the 
Most Merciful.

Whosoever desires the life of the 
world and its glitter, to them We 
shall pay in full (the wages of) their 
deeds therein, and they will have no 
diminution therein. 


They are those for whom there is 
nothing in the Hereafter but Fire, and 
vain are the deeds they did therein. 
And of no effect is that which they 
used to do. 


[Can they (Muslims) who rely on 

a clear proof (the Qur’an) from their 
Lord, and whom a witness ] 11

(V.11:18) The Statement of Allah Je: “The witnesses will say: ‘These are the 
ones who lied against their Lord...” 
Narrated Safwan ibn Muhriz: While Ibn ‘Umar êziz was performing the Tawaf 
(around the Ka 'bah), a man came up to him and said, “O Abu ‘Abdur-Rahman!” 
or said, “O Ibn ‘Umar! Did you hear anything from the Prophet Asse about 
An-Najwàa?"* Ibn ‘Umar said, “I heard the Prophet zsak saying, ‘The believer 
will be brought near his Lord.’” (Hisham, asubnarrator said, reporting the 
Prophet's words), “The believer will come near (his Lord) till his Lord covers him 
with His Screen and makes him confess his sins. (Allah will ask him). ‘Do you 
know (that you did) such-and-such a sin.’ He will say twice, ‘Yes, I know I did 
commit those sins.’ Then Allah will say, “I did screen your sins in the world and I 
forgive them for you today." Then the record of his good deeds will be folded up 
[i.e. the record (Book) of his good deeds will be given to him]. As for the others 
or the disbelievers, it will be announced publicly before the witnesses: ‘These are 
ones who lied against their Lord.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, Hadith No.207). 
* An-Najwa: the private talk between Allah and His slave on the Day of 
Resurrection. It also means, a secret counsel or conference or consultation.

Verily, those who believe (in آلصَّاِحَتِ‎ (Lies (ate s. J 15) 
the Oneness of Allah — Islamic ig í ajag -— di Scb 
Monotheism) and do righteous good de. 3 

deeds, and humble themselves (in © res " e peu 
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repentance and obedience) before 
their Lord, they will be the dwellers of 
Paradise, to dwell therein forever. 


The likeness of the two parties is as 
the blind and the deaf, and the seer 
and the hearer. Are they equal when 
compared? Will you not then take 
heed? 


And indeed We sent Nth (Noah) to 
his people (and he said): “I have come 
to you as a plain warner.” 


“That you worship none but Allah; 
surely, I fear for you the torment of 
a painful Day.” 


The chiefs who disbelieved among his 
people said: “We see you but a man 
like ourselves, nor do we see any 
follow you but the meanest among us 
and they (too) followed you without 
thinking. And we do not see in you 
any merit above us, in fact, we think 
you are liars.” 


He said: “O my people! Tell me, if I 
have a clear proof from my Lord, and 
Mercy (Prophethood) has come to 
me from Him, but that (Mercy) has 
been obscured from your sight. Shall 
we compel you to accept it (Islamic 
Monotheism) when you have a strong 
hatred for it? 
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. “And O my people! I ask of you 


no wealth for it, my reward is from 
none but Allāh. I am not going to 
drive away those who have believed. 
Surely, they are going to meet their 
Lord, but I see that you are a people 
that are ignorant. 


“And O my people! Who will help me 
against Allāh, if I drove them away? 
Will you not then give a thought? 


And I do not say to you that with me 
are the Treasures of Allāh, nor that I 
know the Ghaib (Unseen); nor do I 

say I am an angel, and I do not say of 
those whom your eyes look down upon 
that Allāh will not bestow any good 

on them. Allāh knows what is in their 
inner-selves (as regards belief, etc.). In 
that case, I should, indeed be one of the 
Zalimün (wrong-doers, oppressors).” 


They said: *O Nüh (Noah)! You have 
disputed with us and much have you 
prolonged the dispute with us, now 
bring upon us what you threaten us 
with, if you are of the truthful." 


He said: *Only Allah will bring it (the 
punishment) on you, if He wills, and 
then you will escape not. 


“And my advice will not profit you, 
even if I wish to give you good 
counsel, if Allah’s Will is to keep you 
astray. He is your Lord! and to Him 
you shall return.” 


Or they (the pagans of Makkah) say: 
“He (Muhammad iz;«irz) has 
fabricated it (the Qur’an).” Say: “If 
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I have fabricated it, upon me be my 
crimes, but I am innocent of (all) 
those crimes which you commit.” 


And it was revealed to Nth (Noah): 
“None of your people will believe 
except those who have believed 
already. So be not sad because of 
what they used to do. 


“And construct the ship under Our Eyes 
and with Our Revelation, and call not 
upon Me on behalf of those who did 
wrong; they are surely to be drowned.” 


And as he was constructing the ship, 
whenever the chiefs of his people 
passed by him, they mocked at him. He 
said: “If you mock at us, so do we mock 
at you likewise for your mocking. 


“And you will know who it is on 
whom will come a torment that will 
cover him with disgrace and on whom 
will fall a lasting torment.” 


(So it was) till, when Our Command 
came and the oven gushed forth 
(water like fountains from the earth). 
We said: “Embark therein, of each 
kind two (male and female), and your 
family — except him against whom 
the Word has already gone forth — 
and those who believe. And none 
believed with him, except a few." 


And he [Nüh (Noah) as] said: 
“Embark therein: in the Name of 
Allah will be its (moving) course 
and its (resting) anchorage. Surely, 
my Lord is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful." (Tafsir At-Tabart) 
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So, it (the ship) sailed with them amidst 
waves like mountains, and Nūh (Noah) 
called out to his son, who had separated 
himself (apart): “O my son! Embark with 
us and be not with the disbelievers.” 


(The son) replied: “I will betake 
myself to some mountain; it will save 
me from the water.” Nūh (Noah) said: 
“This day there is no saviour” from 
the Decree of Allah except him on 
whom He has mercy.” And waves 
came in between them, so he (the son) 
was among the drowned. 


And it was said: “O earth! Swallow 

up your water, and O sky! Withhold 
(your rain).” And the water was made 

to subside and the Decree (of Allah) 
was fulfilled (i.e. the destruction of the 
people of Nüh (Noah). And it (the ship) 
rested on (Mount) Jüdi, and it was said: 
“Away with the people who are 01 
(polytheists and wrong-doers)!” 


And Nüh (Noah) called upon his Lord 
and said, *O my Lord! Verily, my son 
is of my family! And certainly, Your 
Promise is true, and You are the Most 
Just of the judges.” 


He said: “O Nth (Noah)! Surely, he 
is not of your family; verily, his work 
is unrighteous, so ask not of Me that 
of which you have no knowledge! I 
admonish you lest you should be one 
of the ignorant.” 


(V.11:43) Narrated Abu Sa‘td Al-Khudri that the Prophet icit said, “No 
Caliph is appointed but has two groups of advisors: One group advises him to 
do good and urges him to adopt it, and the other group advises him to do bad and 
urges him to adopt it: and A/-Ma ‘şum (the sinless or the saved or the protected) is 
the one whom Allah protects.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.8, Hadith No.608). 
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Nuh (Noah) said: “O my Lord! I seek 
refuge with You from asking You 
that of which I have no knowledge. 
And unless You forgive me and have 
Mercy on me, I will indeed be one of 
the losers.” 


It was said: “O Nuh (Noah)! Come 
down (from the ship) with peace 
from Us and blessings on you and on 
the people who are with you (and on 
some of their offspring), but (there 
will be other) people to whom We 
shall grant their pleasures (for a time), 
but in the end a painful torment will 
reach them from Us.” 


This is of the news of the Unseen 
which We reveal to you (O Muhammad 
isale); neither you nor your 
people knew it before this. So, be 
patient. Surely, the (good) end is for 
Al-Muttaqiin (the pious). 


And to ‘Ad (people We sent) their 
brother Hid. He said, “O my people! 
Worship Allah! You have no other 
ilah (god) but Him. Certainly, you do 
nothing but invent lies! 


“O my people! I ask of you no reward 
for it (the Message). My reward is 
only from Him Who created me. Will 
you not then understand? 


“And O my people! Ask forgiveness 
of your Lord and then repent to Him, 
He will send you (from the sky) 
abundant rain, and add strength to 
your strength, so do not turn away as 
Mujrimün (criminals, disbelievers in 
the Oneness of Allah)." 


(V.10:49) See the Qur'an: V.2:2. 
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They said: “O Hüd! No evidence have 
you brought us, and we shall not leave 
our gods for your (mere) saying! And 
we are not believers in you. 


“All that we say is that some of our 
gods (false deities) have seized you 
with evil (madness).” He said: “I call 
Allah to witness and bear you witness 
that I am free from that which you 
ascribe as partners in worship, 


With Him (Allah). So plot against 
me, all of you, and give me no 
respite. 


“T put my trust in Allah, my Lord and 
your Lord! There is not a moving 
(living) creature but He has the grasp 
of its forelock. Verily, my Lord is on 
a Straight Path (the truth). 


“So, if you turn away, still I have 
conveyed the Message with which I 
was sent to you. My Lord will make 
another people succeed you, and you 
will not harm Him in the least. Surely, 
my Lord is Guardian over all things." 


And when Our Commandment 
came, We saved Hid and those who 
believed with him by Mercy from 
Us, and We saved them from severe 
torment. 


Such were ‘Ad (people). They rejected 
the Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) of their 
Lord and disobeyed His Messengers, 
and followed the command of every 
proud, obstinate (oppressor of the truth 
from their leaders). 
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And they were pursued by a curse in 
this world and (so they will be) on 

the Day of Resurrection. No doubt! 
Verily, ‘Ad disbelieved in their Lord. 
So, away with ‘Ad, the people of Hiid. 


And to Thamüd (people We sent) 
their brother Salih. He said: *O my 
people! Worship Allah: you have no 
other ilah (god) but Him. He brought 
you forth from the earth and settled 
you therein, then ask forgiveness of 
Him and turn to Him in repentance. 
Certainly, my Lord is Near (to all by 
His Knowledge), Responsive." 


They said: *O Salih! You have been 
among us as a figure of good hope 
(and we wished for you to be our 
chief) till this [new thing which you 
have brought that we leave our gods 
and worship your God (Allah) Alone]! 
Do you (now) forbid us the worship 
of what our fathers have worshipped? 
But we are really in grave doubt 

as to that to which you invite us 
(monotheism)." 


He said: *O my people! Tell me, if 

I have a clear proof from my Lord, 
and there has come to me Mercy 
(Prophethood) from Him, who then 
can help me against Allah, if I were to 
disobey Him? Then you increase me 
not but in loss. 


“And O my people! This she-camel of 
Allah is a sign to you, so leave her to 
feed (graze) in Allah's land, and touch 
her not with evil, lest a near torment 
should seize you." 
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But they killed her. So he said: “Enjoy 
yourselves in your homes for three 
days. This is a promise (i.e. a threat) 
that will not be belied.” 


So, when Our Commandment came, 
We saved Salih and those who 
believed with him by Mercy from 
Us, and from the disgrace of that 
Day. Verily, your Lord — He is the 
All-Strong, the All-Mighty. 


And As-Saihah (torment — awful cry) 
overtook the wrong-doers, so they lay 
(dead), prostrate in their homes, 


As if they had never lived there. No 
doubt! Verily, Thamüd disbelieved in 
their Lord. So away with Thamüd! 


And verily, there came Our 
messengers to Ibrahim (Abraham) 
with glad tidings.They said: Salam 
(greetings or peace!) He answered, 
Salam (greetings or peace!) and 
he hastened to entertain them with 
a roasted calf. 


But, when he saw their hands 

went not towards it (the meal), he 
mistrusted them, and conceived a fear 
of them. They said: “Fear not, we 
have been sent against the people of 
Lüt (Lot)." 


And his wife was standing (there), 
and she laughed [either, because the 
messengers did not eat their food or 
for being glad for the destruction of 
the people of Lut (Lot)]. But We gave 
her glad tidings of Ishaq (Isaac), and 
after Ishaq, of Ya'qub (Jacob). 
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She said (in astonishment): “Woe to 
me! Shall I bear a child while I am an 
old woman," and here is my husband 
an old man? Verily, this is a strange 
thing!" 


They said: “Do you wonder at 
the Decree of Allah? The Mercy 
of Allah and His Blessings be 

on you, O the family [of Ibrahim 
(Abraham)]. Surely, He (Allah) is 
All-Praiseworthy, All-Glorious.” 


Then, when the fear had gone 

away from (the mind of) Ibrahtm 
(Abraham), and the glad tidings had 
reached him, he began to plead with 
Us (Our messengers) for the people of 
Lut (Lot). 


Verily, Ibrahtm (Abraham) was, 
without doubt, forbearing, used to 
invoking Allah with humility, and was 
repentant (to Allah all the time, again 
and again). 


“O Ibrahim (Abraham)! Forsake this. 
Indeed, the Commandment of your 
Lord has gone forth. Verily, there will 
come a torment for them which cannot 
be turned back." 


And when Our messengers came to 
Lüt (Lot), he was grieved on account 
of them and felt himself powerless 
for them (lest the town people 

should approach them to commit 
sodomy with them). He said: “This is 
a distressful day.” 


(V.11:72) See (V.51:29). 
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And his people came rushing towards 
him, and since aforetime they used 

to commit crimes (sodomy), he said: 
“O my people! Here are my daughters 
(i.e. the women of the nation), they 
are purer for you (if you marry them 
lawfully). So fear Allah and disgrace 
me not with regard to my guests! 

Is there not among you a single 
right-minded man?” 


They said: “Surely you know that we 
have neither any desire nor need of 
your daughters, and indeed you know 
well what we want!” 


He said: “Would that I had strength 
(men) to overpower you, or that I 
could betake myself to some powerful 
support (to resist you).” 


They (messengers) said: “O Lut 
(Lot)! Verily, we are the messengers 
from your Lord! They shall not 
reach you! So travel with your 
family in a part of the night, and let 
not any of you look back; but your 
wife (will remain behind), verily, the 
punishment which will afflict them, 
will afflict her. Indeed, morning 

is their appointed time. Is not the 
morning near?” 


So, when Our Commandment came, 
We turned (the towns of Sodom in 
Palestine) upside down, and rained 
on them stones of Sijjil (baked clay), 
in a well-arranged manner one after 
another; 


(V.11:81) See (V.54:33-39). 
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Marked from your Lord; and they 
are not ever far from the Zalimün 
(polytheists, evil-doers). 


And to the Madyan (Midian) people 
(We sent) their brother Shu‘aib. He 
said: “O my people! Worship Allah, 
you have no other ilah (god) but Him, 
and give not short measure or weight. 
I see you in prosperity and verily 

I fear for you the torment of a Day 
encompassing. 


“And O my people! Give full measure 
and weight in justice and reduce not 
the things that are due to the people, 
and do not commit mischief in the 
land, causing corruption. 


“That which is left by Allah for you 
(after giving the rights of the people) 
Is better for you, if you are believers. 
And 1 am not a guardian over you." 


They said: *O Shu'aib! Does your 
Salat (prayer) command that we give 
up what our fathers used to worship, 
or that we give up doing what we like 
with our property? Verily, you are the 
forbearer, right-minded!" (They said 
this sarcastically). 


He said: “O my people! Tell me if I 
have a clear evidence from my Lord 
and He has given me good sustenance 
from Himself (shall I corrupt it by 
mixing it with the unlawfully earned 
money). I wish not, in contradiction 

to you, to do that which I forbid you. 

I only desire reform to the best of my 
power. And my guidance cannot come 
except from Allah, in Him I trust and to 
Him I repent. 
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“And O my people! Let not my Shiqaq? 
cause you to suffer the fate similar to 
that of the people of Nah (Noah) or of 
Hid or of Salih, and the people of Lüt 
(Lot) are not far off from you! 


“And ask forgiveness of your Lord and 
turn to Him in repentance. Verily, my 
Lord is Most Merciful, Most Loving.” 


They said: “O Shu‘aib! We do not 
understand much of what you say, and 
we see you weak (it is said that he was 
a blind man) among us. Were it not 
for your family, we should certainly 
have stoned you and you are not 
powerful against us.” 


He said: “O my people! Is then my 
family of more weight with you than 
Allah? And you have cast Him away 
behind your backs. Verily, my Lord is 
surrounding all that you do. 


“And O my people! Act according to 
your ability and way, and I am acting 
(on my way). You will come to know 
who it is on whom descends the torment 
that will cover him with ignominy, and 
who is a liar! And watch you! Verily, I 
too am watching with you." 


And when Our Commandment came, 
We saved Shu'aib and those who 
believed with him by a Mercy from 
Us. And As-Saihah (torment—awful 
cry) seized the wrong-doers, and they 
lay (dead), prostrate in their homes. 


(V.11:89) i.e. separation, enmity, anger, opposition because of your disbelief in the 
Oneness of Allah (Monotheism), and your worship of the idols, and your defrauding of 
the people (in their things), and your giving of short measure and weights to the people. 
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11. Sūrat Hūd 


95. As if they had never lived there! So 
away with Madyan (Midian) as away 
with Thamūd! (All these nations were 
destroyed). 


96. And indeed We sent Mūsā (Moses) 
with Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
lessons, signs, etc.) and a manifest 
authority, 


97. To Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) and his chiefs, 
but they followed the command of 
Fir‘aun (Pharaoh), and the command 
of Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) was no right 
guide. 


98. He will go ahead of his people on the 
Day of Resurrection, and will lead 
them into the Fire, and evil indeed is 
the place to which they are led. 


99. They were pursued by a curse in this 
(deceiving life of this world) and (so 
they will be pursued by acurse) on 
the Day of Resurrection. Evil indeed 
is the gift given [i.e. the curse (in this 
world) pursued by another curse (in 
the Hereafter)]. 


100. That is some of the news of the 
(population of) the towns which 
We relate to you (O Muhammad 
Asset); of them, some are 
(still) standing, and some have been 
(already) reaped. 


101. We wronged them not, but they 
wronged themselves. So their alihah 
(gods), other than Allah, whom they 
invoked, profited them naught when 
there came the Command of your 
Lord, nor did they add aught to them 
but destruction. 
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Such is the Seizure of your Lord 
when He seizes the (population 

of) the towns while they are doing 
wrong. Verily, His Seizure is painful, 
(and) severe". 


Indeed, in that (there) is a sure lesson 
for those who fear the torment of the 
Hereafter. That is a Day whereon 
mankind will be gathered together, 
and that is a Day when all (the 
dwellers of the heavens and the earth) 
will be present. 


And We delay it only for a term 
(already) fixed. 


On the Day when it comes, no person 
shall speak except by His (Allah's) 
Leave. Some among them will be 
wretched and (others) blessed. 


As for those who are wretched, they 
will be in the Fire, sighing in a high 
and low tone. 

They will dwell therein for all the 
time that the heavens and the earth 
endure, except as your Lord wills. 
Verily, your Lord is the Doer of 
whatsoever He intends (or wills). 
And those who are blessed, they will 
be in Paradise, abiding therein for 
all the time that the heavens and the 
earth endure, except as your Lord 
wills: a gift without an end. 


(V.11:102) Narrated Abu Mūsā zzXizs: Allah's Messenger sae said, “Allah 
gives respite to the Zalim (polytheist, wrong-doer, oppressor), but when He seizes 
(catches) him, He never releases him." Then he recited: “Such is the Seizure of 
your Lord when He seizes the (population of) the towns while they are doing 
wrong. Verily, His Seizure is painful (and) severe.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, 


Hadith No.208). 
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So, be not in doubt (O Muhammad 
icai) as to what these people 
(pagans and polytheists) worship. 
They worship nothing but what their 
fathers worshipped before (them). 
And verily, We shall repay them in 
full their portion without diminution. 
Indeed, We gave the Book to Misa 
(Moses), but differences arose 
therein, and had it not been for 

a Word that had gone forth before 
from your Lord, the case would 

have been judged between them, 

and indeed they are in grave doubt 
concerning it (this Qur’an). 

And verily, to each of them your 
Lord will repay their works in full. 
Surely, He is Well-Acquainted with 
what they do. 

So, stand (ask Allah to make) you 
(Muhammad sae) firm and 
straight (on the religion of Islamic 
Monotheism) as you are commanded 
and those (your companions) who turn 
in repentance (to Allah) with you, and 
transgress not (Allah’s Legal Limits). 
Verily, He is All-Seer of what you do. 
And incline not toward those who do 
wrong, lest the Fire should touch you, 
and you have no protectors other than 
Allah, nor would you then be helped. 


(V.11:113) The sin of the person who gives refuge or helps a person who innovates 
a heresy (in the religion) or commits sins. This has been narrated by ‘Ali zás on 


the authority of the Prophet sails. 


Narrated ‘Asim: I said to Anas, “Did Allah's Messenger i£» make Al-Madinah 
a sanctuary?” He replied, “Yes, Al-Madinah is a sanctuary from such and such place 
to such and such place. It is forbidden to cut its trees, and whoever innovates a heresy 
in it or commits a sin therein, will incur the Curse of Allah, the angels, and all the 


or gives refuge to such 


people,” Then Misa ibn Anas told me that Anas added, ^... 
.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.9, Hadith No.409). 


a heretic or a sinner .. 
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And perform As-Salat 
([qamat-as-Salat), at the two ends 

of the day and in some hours of the 
night [i.e. the five compulsory Salat 
(prayers)]. Verily, the good deeds 
remove the evil deeds (1.e. small sins). 
That is a reminder (an advice) for the 
mindful (those who accept advice). 


And be patient; verily, 
Allah wastes not the reward of the 
good-doers. 


If only there had been among the 
generations before you persons having 
wisdom, prohibiting (others) from 
Al-Fasad (disbelief, polytheism, and 
all kinds of crimes and sins) in the 
earth, (but there were none) — except 
a few of those whom We saved from 
among them! Those who did wrong 
pursued the enjoyment of good 

things of (this worldly) life, and were 
Mujrimün (criminals, disbelievers in 
Allah, polytheists, sinners). 

And your Lord would never destroy 
the towns wrongfully, while their 
people were right-doers. 


(V.11:114): 


a) Narrated Ibn Mas'üd zziz: A man kissed a woman and then came to Allah's 


Messenger sais and told him of that. So this Divine Revelation was revealed 
to the Prophet saete :- “And perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat) at the two 
ends of the day, and in some hours of the night; [i.e. the (five) compulsory Salat 
(prayers)]. Verily, the good deeds remove the evil deeds (small sins). That is 
areminder for the mindful.” (V.11:114). The man said, “Is this instruction for 
me only?" The Prophet Ase: said, “It is for all those of my followers who 
encounter a similar situation." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 6, Hadith No: 209). 


b) Narrated Abu Dharr 4é: Allah’s Messenger ics said to me: “(a) Be 


afraid of Allah and keep your duty to him wherever you may be. (b) And 
follow up the evil deeds with the good deeds, (verily) the good deeds remove 
(blot out) the evil deeds. (c) And (treat) behave with the people in a high 
standard of character." (This Hadith is quoted by At-Tirmidhi).

And if your Lord had so willed, He 
could surely have made mankind 

one Ummah [nation or community 
(following one religion i.e. Islām)], 
but they will not cease to disagree. 


Except him on whom your Lord has 
bestowed His Mercy (the follower 

of truth — Islāmic Monotheism) and 
for that? did He create them. And the 
Word of your Lord has been fulfilled 
(i.e. His Saying): “Surely, I shall fill 
Hell with jinn and men all together." 


And all that We relate to you 

(O Muhammad åsa) of the 
news of the Messengers is in order 
that We may make strong and firm 
your heart thereby. And in this 
(chapter of the Qur'an) has come to 
you the truth, as well as an admonition 
and a reminder for the believers. 


And say to those who do not believe: 
“Act according to your ability and 
way. We are acting (in our way). 


And you wait! We (too) are 

waiting." 

And to Allah belongs the Ghaib 
(Unseen) of the heavens and the 

earth, and to Him return all affairs 

(for decision). So worship Him 

(O Muhammad isi») and put 
your trust in Him. And your Lord is 
not unaware of what you (people) do." 


(V.11:119) i.e. to show mercy to the good-doers, the blessed ones who are destined to 
Paradise, and not to show mercy to the evil-doers, the wretched ones who are destined 
to Hell [this is the statement of Ibn Abbas êziz, as quoted in Tafsir Al-Ourtubi]. 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


1. Alif-Lam-Ra. [These letters are one 
of the miracles of the Qur'an, and 
none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings]. 


These are the Verses of the Clear 
Book (the Qur'an that makes clear 
the legal and illegal things, laws, 
guidance and a blessing). 


2. Verily, We have sent it down as an 
Arabic Qur'an in order that you may 
understand. 


3. Werelate to you (Muhammad 
icai) the best of stories through 
Our Revelations to you, of this 
Qur'an. And before this (i.e. before 
the coming of Divine Revelation to 
you), you were among those who 
knew nothing about it (the Qur'an). 


4. (Remember) when Yusuf (Joseph) 
said to his father: *O my father! 
Verily, I saw (in a dream) eleven stars 
and the sun and the moon — I saw 
them prostrating themselves to me." 


5. He (the father) said: *O my son! 
Relate not your vision to your 
brothers, lest they should arrange 
a plot against you. Verily, Shaitan 
(Satan) is, to man, an open enemy! 
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“Thus will your Lord choose you and 
teach you the interpretation of dreams 
(and other things) and perfect His 
Favour on you and on the offspring of 
Ya‘qub (Jacob), as He perfected it on 
your fathers, Ibrahim (Abraham) and 
Ishàq (Isaac) aforetime! Verily, your 
Lord is All-Knower, All-Wise." 


Verily, in Yusuf (Joseph) and his 
brethren, there were Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, lessons, signs, etc.) for 
those who ask. 


When they said: “Truly, Yüsuf 
(Joseph) and his brother (Benjamin) 
are dearer to our father than we, while 
we are a strong group. Really, our 
father is in a plain error. 


"Kill Yusuf (Joseph) or cast him 
out to some (other) land, so that the 
favour of your father may be given 
to you alone, and after that you will 
be arighteous folk (by intending 
repentance before committing the 
sin).” 


One from among them said: “Kill not 
Yusuf (Joseph), but if you must do 
something, throw him down to the 
bottom of a well; he will be picked up 
by some caravan of travellers." 


They said: *O our father! Why 

do you not trust us with Yüsuf 
(Joseph) though we are indeed his 
well-wishers?" 


“Send him with us tomorrow to enjoy 
himself and play, and verily, we will 
take care of him." 
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Sūrat Yūsuf 


He [Ya'qüb (Jacob)] said: “Truly, it 
saddens me that you should take him 
away. I fear lest a wolf should devour 
him, while you are careless of him.” 


They said: “If a wolf devours him, 
while we are a strong group (to guard 
him), then surely, we are the losers.” 


So, when they took him away and 
they all agreed to throw him down to 
the bottom of the well, (they did so) 
and We revealed to him: “Indeed, you 
shall (one day) inform them of this 
their affair, when they know (you) 
not.” 


And they came to their father, in the 
early part of the night, weeping. 


They said:“O our father! We went 
racing with one another, and left 
Yusuf (Joseph) by our belongings and 
a wolf devoured him; but you will 
never believe us even when we speak 
the truth.” 


And they brought his shirt stained 
with false blood. He said: “Nay, but 
your ownselves have made up a tale. 
So (for me) patience is most fitting. 
And it is Allah (Alone) Whose help 
can be sought against that (lie) which 
you describe." 


And there came a caravan of travellers 
and they sent their water-drawer, 

and he let down his bucket (into the 
well). He said: “What good news! 
Here is a boy." So they hid him as 
merchandise (a slave). And Allah was 
All-Knower of what they did. 
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And they sold him for a low price, — 
for a few Dirhams (i.e. for a few silver 
coins). And they were of those who 
regarded him insignificant. 


And he (the man) from Egypt who 
bought him, said to his wife: “Make his 
stay comfortable, may be he will profit 
us or we shall adopt him as a son.” 
Thus did We establish Yusuf (Joseph) 
in the land, that We might teach him 
the interpretation of events. And Allah 
has full power and control over His 
Affairs, but most of men know not. 


And when he [Yusuf (Joseph)] 
attained his full manhood, We gave 
him wisdom and knowledge (the 
Prophethood); thus We reward the 
Muhsinin (doers of good). 


And she, in whose house he was, 
sought to seduce him (to do an evil 
act), and she closed the doors and 
said: “Come on, O you.” He said: 

“T seek refuge in Allah (or Allah 
forbid)! Truly, he (your husband) is 
my master! He made my living a great 
comfort! (So I will never betray 

him). Verily, the Zalimün (wrong and 
evil-doers) will never be successful.” 


And indeed she did desire him, and 

he would have inclined to her desire, 
had he not seen the evidence of his 
Lord. Thus it was, that We might turn 
away from him evil and illegal sexual 
intercourse. Surely, he was one of Our 
chosen (guided) slaves.

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So, they raced with one another to the 
door, and she tore his shirt from the 
back. They both found her lord (i.e. 
her husband) at the door. She said: 
“What is the recompense (punishment) 
for him who intended an evil design 
against your wife, except that he be 
put in prison or a painful torment?” 


He [Yusuf (Joseph)] said: “It was 

she that sought to seduce me;” and 

a witness of her household bore 
witness (saying): “If it be that his shirt 
is torn from the front, then her tale is 
true and he is a liar! 


“But if it be that his shirt is torn from 
the back, then she has told a lie and he

15 speaking the truth! 


So, when he (her husband) saw his 
[(Yusuf’s (Joseph)] shirt torn at the 
back, he (her husband) said: “Surely, 
it is a plot of you women! Certainly 
mighty is your plot! 


“O Yusuf (Joseph)! Turn away from 
this! (O woman!) Ask forgiveness 
for your sin. Verily, you were of the 
sinful.” 


And women in the city said: “The 
wife of Al-‘Aziz is seeking to seduce 
her (slave) young man, indeed she 
loves him violently; verily, we see her 
in plain error.” 


So, when she heard of their 
accusation, she sent for them and 
prepared a banquet for them; she 
gave each one of them a knife (to cut 
the foodstuff with), and she said [(to 
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Yusuf (Joseph)]: “Come out before 
them.” Then, when they saw him, 
they exalted him (at his beauty) and 


(in their astonishment) cut their hands. 


They said: “How perfect is Allah (or 
Allah forbid)! No man is this! This is 
none other than a noble angel!” 


She said: “This is he (the young 
man) about whom you did blame me, 
and I did seek to seduce him, but he 
refused. And now if he refuses to 
obey my order, he shall certainly be 
cast into prison, and will be one of 
those who are disgraced." 


He said: *O my Lord! Prison is dearer 
to me than that to which they invite 
me. Unless You turn away their 

plot from me, I will feel inclined 
towards them and be one (of those 
who commit sin and deserve blame or 
those who do deeds) of the ignorant." 


So his Lord answered his invocation, 
and turned away from him their plot. 
Verily, He is the All-Hearer, the 
All-Knower. 


Then it occurred to them, after they 


had seen the proofs (of his innocence), 


to imprison him for a time. 


And there entered with him two 
young men in the prison. One of 
them said: “Verily, I saw myself 

(in a dream) pressing wine.” The 
other said: “Verily, I saw myself (in 
a dream) carrying bread on my head 
and birds were eating thereof.” (They 
said): “Inform us of the interpretation 
of this. Verily, we think you are one 
of the Muhsinün (doers of good).” 
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He said: “No food will come to 
you (in wakefulness or in dream) 
as your provision, but I will inform 
(in wakefulness) its interpretation 
before it (the food) comes. This is 
of that which my Lord has taught 
me. Verily, I have abandoned the 
religion of a people that believe not 
in Allāh and are disbelievers in the 
Hereafter (i.e. the Kan'aniyyün of 
Egypt who were polytheists and 
used to worship the sun and other 
false deities). 


“And I have followed the religion of 
my fathers,” — Ibrahtm (Abraham), 
Ishàq (Isaac) and Ya'qüb (Jacob) 
Pii], and never could we 
attribute any partners whatsoever to 
Allah. This is from the Grace of Allah 
to us and to mankind, but most men 
thank not (1.e. they neither believe in 
Allah, nor worship Him). 


“O two companions of the prison! 
Are many different lords (gods) 
better or Allah, the One, the 
Irresistible? 


*Y ou do not worship besides Him but 
only names which you have named 
(forged) — you and your fathers 

— for which Allah has sent down 

no authority. The command (or the 
judgement) is for none but Allah. He 
has commanded that you worship 
none but Him (1.e. His Monotheism); 
that 1s the (true) straight religion, but 
most men know not. 


(V.12:38) See the footnote of (V. 2:135). 
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“O two companions of the prison! As 
for one of you, he (as a servant) will 
pour out wine for his lord (king or 
master) to drink; and as for the other, 

he will be crucified and birds will eat 
from his head. Thus is the case judged 
concerning which you both did inquire.” 


And he said to the one whom he knew 
to be saved: *Mention me to your lord 
(i.e. your king, so as to get me out of 
the prison)." But the Shaitan (Satan) 
made him forget to mention it to his 
lord [or Satan made Yüsuf (Joseph) 

to forget the remembrance of his Lord 
(Allah) as to ask for His Help, instead 
of others]. So [Yüsuf (Joseph)] stayed 
in prison a few (more) years. 


And the king (of Egypt) said: 

“Verily, I saw (in a dream) seven 

fat cows, which seven lean ones 

were devouring, and seven green 

ears of corn, and (seven) others dry. 
O notables! Explain to me my dream, 
11 it be that you can interpret dreams." 


They said: “Mixed up false dreams 
and we are not skilled in the 
interpretation of dreams.” 


Then the man who was released (one 

of the two who were in prison), now at 
length remembered and said: “1 will tell 
you its interpretation, so send me forth.” 


(He said): “O Yusuf (Joseph), the man 
of truth! Explain to us (the dream) of 
seven fat cows which seven lean ones 
were devouring, and of seven green 
ears of corn, and (seven) others dry, 
that I may return to the people, and 
that they may know.” 
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[(Yusuf (Joseph)] said: “For seven 
consecutive years, you shall sow as 
usual and that (the harvest) which you 
reap you shall leave it in the ears, (all) 
except a little of it which you may eat. 


“Then will come after that, seven hard 
(years), which will devour what you 
have laid by in advance for them, (all) 
except a little of that which you have 
guarded (stored). 


“Then thereafter will come a year in 
which people will have abundant rain 
and in which they will press (wine and 
oil).” 

And the king said: “Bring him to me.” 
But when the messenger came to him, 
[Yusuf (Joseph)] said: “Return to 
your lord and ask him, ‘What hap- 
pened to the women who cut their 
hands? Surely, my Lord (Allah) is 
All-Knower of their plot.” 


(The King) said (to the women): *What 
was your affair when you did seek to 
seduce Yusuf (Joseph)?” The women 
said: “Allah forbid! No evil know we 
against him!” The wife of Al-‘Aziz 
said: “Now the truth is manifest (to 
all); it was I who sought to seduce him, 
and he is surely of the truthful.” 


[Then Yusuf (Joseph) said: “I asked for 
this enquiry] in order that he (Al-‘ Aziz) 
may know that I betrayed him not 

in (his) absence. And, verily, Allah 
guides not the plot of the betrayers.”””

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store-houses of the land; I will indeed 
guard them with full knowledge” (as 
a minister of finance in Egypt). 


Thus, did We give full authority to 
Yusuf (Joseph) in the land, to take 
possession therein, when or where 
he likes. We bestow of Our Mercy 
on whom We will, and We make not 
to be lost the reward of Al-Muhsinün 
(the good-doers). 


And verily, the reward of the 
Hereafter is better for those who 
believe and used to fear Allah and 
keep their duty to Him (by abstaining 
from all kinds of sins and evil deeds 
and by performing all kinds of 
righteous good deeds). 


And Yüsuf's (Joseph) brethren came and 
they entered to him, and he recognized 
them, but they recognized him not. 


And when he had furnished them with 
their provisions (according to their 
need), he said: “Bring me a brother 

of yours from your father (he meant

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Benjamin). See you not that I give full 
measure, and that I am the best of the 
hosts? 


“But if you bring him not to me, there 
shall be no measure (of corn) for you 
with me, nor shall you come near me." 


They said: “We shall try to get 
permission (for him) from his father, 
and verily, we shall do it." 


And [Yüsuf (Joseph)] told his servants 
to put their money (with which they 
had bought the corn) into their bags, 
so that they might know it when they 
go back to their people; in order they 
might come again. 


So, when they returned to their father, 
they said: *O our father! No more 
measure of grain shall we get (unless 
we take our brother). So send our 
brother with us, and we shall get our 
measure and truly we will guard him." 


He said: “Can I entrust him to you 
except as I entrusted his brother 
[Yusuf (Joseph)] to you aforetime? 
But Allah is the Best to guard, and 
He is the Most Merciful of those who 
show mercy." 


And when they opened their bags, 
they found their money had been 
returned to them. They said: *O our 
father! What (more) can we desire? 
This, our money has been returned 

to us; so we shall get (more) food for 
our family, and we shall guard our 
brother and add one more measure of 
a camel's load. This quantity is easy 
(for the king to give)." 
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(by enemies)," And when they had 
sworn their solemn oath, he said: *Allah 
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(V. 12:67)

The second said, ‘I want a surety.’ The former replied, ‘Allah is Sufficient 
as a Surety.’ The second said, “You are right’ and lent him the money for 
a certain period. The debtor went across the sea. When he finished his job, he 
searched for a conveyance so that he might reach in time for the repayment 
of the debt, but he could not find any. So, he took a piece of wood and made 
a hole in it, inserted in it one thousand dinars and a letter to the lender and then 
closed (i.e. sealed) the hole tightly. He took the piece of wood to the sea and 
said. ‘O Allah! You know well that I took a loan of one thousand dinars from 
so-and-so. He demanded a surety from me but I told him that Allah's Guarantee 
was sufficient and he accepted Your Guarantee.

we punish the Zalimün (wrong doers)! 


So, he [Yusuf (Joseph)] began (the

Verily, he has an old father (who 
will grieve for him); so take one of 
us in his place. Indeed, we think 
that you are one of the Muhsinün 
(good-doers).”

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He said: “Allah forbid, that we should 
take anyone but him with whom 

we found our property. Indeed (if 

we did so), we should 2 71 
(wrong-doers).” 


So, when they despaired of him, they 
held a conference in private. The 
eldest among them said: “Know you 
not that your father did take an oath 
from you in Allah’s Name, and before 
this you did fail in your duty with 
Yusuf (Joseph)? Therefore, I will not 
leave this land until my father permits 
me, or Allah decides my case (by 
releasing Benjamin), and He is the 
Best of the judges. 


“Return to your father and say, ‘O our 
father! Verily, your son (Benjamin) 
has stolen, and we testify not except 
according to what we know, and we 
could not know the Unseen!

He [Ya'qüb (Jacob)] said: “Nay, but 
your ownselves have beguiled you 
into something.

Truly 
He! Only He is the All-Knower, the 
All-Wise.” 


And he turned away from them 

and said: “Alas, my grief for Yüsuf 
(Joseph)!” And he lost his sight 
because of the sorrow that he was 
suppressing. 
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They said: “By Allah! You will 

never cease remembering Yusuf 
(Joseph) until you become weak 
with old age, or until you are of 
the dead.” 


He said: “I only complain of my grief 
and sorrow to Allah, and I know from 
Allah that which you know not. 


“O my sons! Go you and enquire 
about Yusuf (Joseph) and his brother, 
and never give up hope of Allah's 
Mercy. Certainly, no one despairs of 
Allah's Mercy, except the people who 
disbelieve." 


Then, when they entered to him 
[Yusuf (Joseph)], they said: *O ruler 
of the land! A hard time has hit us and 
our family, and we have brought but 
poor capital, so pay us full measure 
and be charitable to us. Truly, Allah 
does reward the charitable." 


He said: *Do you know what you did 
with Yüsuf (Joseph) and his brother, 
when you were ignorant?"

He said: “No reproach on you this 
day; may Allah forgive you, and He is 
the Most Merciful of those who show 
mercy!

And when the caravan departed, their 
father said: “I do indeed feel the smell

Have they not 
travelled in the land and seen what 
was the end of those who were 
before them? And verily, the home 
of the Hereafter is the best for those 
who fear Allāh and obey Him (by 
abstaining from sins and evil deeds, 
and by performing righteous good 
deeds). Do you not then understand? 


(They were reprieved) until, when 
the Messengers gave up hope and 
thought that they were denied (by 
their people), then came to them Our 
Help, and whomsoever We willed 
were rescued. And Our punishment 
cannot be warded off from the 


people who are Mujrimūn (criminals, 


sinners, disbelievers, polytheists). 


Indeed, in their stories, there is 

a lesson for men of understanding. 

It (the Qur'an) is not a forged 
statement. but a confirmation of 
(Allah’s existing Books) which were 
before it [i.e. the Taurat (Torah), the 
Injeel (Gospel) and other Scriptures 
of Allah] and a detailed explanation 
of everything and a guide and 

a Mercy for a people who believe.

1. Alif-Lam-Mim-Ra. [These letters are 
one of the miracles of the Qur’an; and 
none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings]. 


These are the Verses of the Book 
(the Qur’an), and that which has 
been revealed to you (Muhammad 
icai) from your Lord is the 
truth, but most men believe not. 


2. Allah is He Who raised the heavens 
without any pillars that you can see. 
Then, He rose above (/stawa) the 
Throne (really in a manner that suits 
His Majesty). He has subjected the 
sun and the moon (to continue going 
round), each running (its course) for 
aterm appointed. He manages and 
regulates all affairs; He explains the 
Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) in detail, that 
you may believe, with certainty, in the 
meeting with your Lord. 


3. Anditis He Who spread out the earth, 
and placed therein firm mountains and 
rivers and of every kind of fruits He 
made Zawjain Ithnain (two in pairs 
— may mean two kinds or it may 
mean: of two varieties, e.g. black and 
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white, sweet and sour, small and big). 
He brings the night as a cover over 
the day. Verily, in these things, there 
are Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
signs, etc.) for a people who reflect. 


And, in the earth are neighbouring 
tracts, and gardens of vines, and green 
crops (fields), and date-palms, growing 
into two or three from a single stem 
root, or otherwise (one stem root for 
every palm), watered with the same 
water; yet, some of them We make 
more excellent than others to eat. 
Verily, in these things there are Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, lessons, signs) for 
the people who understand. 


And if you (O Muhammad ici) 
wonder (at these polytheists who deny 
your message of Islamic Monotheism 
and have taken, besides Allah, 

others for worship, who can neither 
harm nor benefit), then wondrous 

is their saying: “When we are dust, 
shall we indeed then be (raised) in 
anew creation?” They are those who 
disbelieved in their Lord! They are 
those who will have iron chains tying 
their hands to their necks. They will 
be the dwellers of the Fire to abide 
therein forever. 


They ask you to hasten the evil before 
the good, while (many) exemplary 
punishments have indeed occurred 
before them. But verily, your Lord is 
full of Forgiveness for mankind, inspite 
of their wrong-doing. And verily, your 
Lord is (also) Severe in punishment. 
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And the disbelievers say: “Why is 
not a sign sent down to him from 
his Lord?” You are only a warner, 
and to every people there is 

a guide. 


Allah knows what every female 
bears, and by how much the wombs 
fall short (of their time or number) 
or exceed. Everything with Him is in 
(due) proportion. 


All-Knower of the Unseen and the 
seen, the Most Great, the Most High. 


It is the same (to Him) whether 
any of you conceal his speech 

or declares it openly, whether he 
be hid by night or goes forth freely 
by day. 


For him (each person), there are 
angels in succession, before and 
behind him”. They guard him by the 
Command of Allah. Verily, Allah 
will not change the (good) condition 
of a people, as long as they do not 
change their state (of goodness) 
themselves (by committing sins and 
by being ungrateful and disobedient 
to Allah). But, when Allah wills 

a people's punishment, there can be 
no turning back of it, and they will 
find besides Him no protector. 


Itis He Who shows you the lightning, 
as a fear (for travellers) and as a hope 
(for those who wait for rain). And it is 
He Who brings up (or originates) the 
clouds, heavy (with water).

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And Ar-Ra ‘d ? (thunder) glorifies 
and praises Him, and so do the 
angels because of His Awe. He sends 
the thunderbolts, and therewith He 
strikes whom He wills, yet, they 
(disbelievers) dispute about Allah. 
And He is Mighty in strength and 
Severe in punishment. 


For Him (Allah, Alone) is the Word 
of Truth (i.e. none has the right 

to be worshipped but Allah). And 
those whom they (polytheists and 
disbelievers) invoke besides Him, 
answer them no more than one who 
stretches forth his hand (at the edge 
of a deep well) for water to reach his 
mouth, but it reaches him not; and 
the invocation of the disbelievers is 
nothing but an error (i.e. of no use). 


And to Allah (Alone) falls in 
prostration whoever is in the heavens 
and the earth, willingly or unwillingly, 
and so do their shadows in the 
mornings and in the afternoons. 


Say (O Muhammad iz; ): “Who 
is the Lord of the heavens and the 
earth?” Say: “(It is) Allah.” Say: “Have 
you then taken (for worship) Auliya’ 
(protectors) other than Him, such as 
have no power either for benefit or 

for harm to themselves?” Say: “Is the 
blind equal to the one who sees? Or 
darkness equal to light? Or do they 
assign to Allah partners who created 
the like of His creation, so that the 
creation (which they made and His 


(V.13:13) Ar-Ra ‘d: It is said that he is the angel in charge of clouds and he drives 
them as ordered by Allah, and he glorifies His Praises.

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creation) seemed alike to them?” Say: 
“Allah is the Creator of all things; and 
He is the One, the Irresistible.” 


He sends down water (rain) from the 
sky, and the valleys flow according to 
their measure, but the flood bears away 
the foam that mounts up to the surface 
— and (also) from that (ore) which 
they heat in the fire in order to make 
ornaments or utensils, rises a foam like 
it, thus does Allah (by parables) show 
forth truth and falsehood”. Then, as 
for the foam, it passes away as scum 
upon the banks, while that which is for 
the good of mankind remains in the 
earth. Thus Allah sets forth parables 
(for the truth and falsehood, i.e. Belief 
and disbelief). 


For those who answered their Lord's 
Call [believed in the Oneness of 
Allah and followed His Messenger 
Muhammad zs. i.e. Islamic 
Monotheism] is 4/-Husnd (i.e. 
Paradise). But those who answered 
not His Call (disbelieved in the 
Oneness of Allah and followed 

not His Messenger Muhammad 
izafe), if they had all that is 

in the earth together with its like, 
they would offer it in order to save 
themselves (from the torment, but 

it will be in vain). For them, there 
will be the terrible reckoning. Their 
dwelling-place will be Hell; and worst 
indeed is that place for rest.

Those who fulfil the Covenant of 
Allah and break not the Mīthāq (bond, 
treaty, covenant). 


And those who join that which Allah 
has commanded to be joined (i.e. 
they are good to their relatives and 
do not sever the bond of kinship), 
and fear their Lord, and dread the 
terrible reckoning (i.e. abstain from 
all kinds of sins and evil deeds which 
Allah has forbidden and perform all 
kinds of good deeds which Allah has 
ordained). 


And those who remain patient, 
seeking their Lord’s Countenance, 
perform As-Salat —prayers 
(/qamat-as-Salàt), and spend out of 
that which We have bestowed on 
them, secretly and openly, and repel 
evil with good, for such there 5 

a good end. 


‘Adn (Eden) Paradise (everlasting 
Gardens), which they shall enter and 
(also) those who acted righteously 
from among their fathers, and their 
wives, and their offspring. And angels 
shall enter to them from every gate 


(saying): 

“Salamun ‘Alaikum (peace be upon 
you) for you persevered in patience! 
Excellent indeed is the final home!” 
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And those who break the Covenant of 
Allāh, after its ratification, and sever 
that which Allāh has commanded to 
be joined (i.e. they sever the bond 

of kinship and are not good to their 
relatives), and work mischief in the 
land, on them is the curse (i.e. they 
will be far away from Allāh’s Mercy), 
and for them is the unhappy (evil) 
home (i.e. Hell). 


Allah increases the provision for 
whom He wills, and straitens (it for 
whom He wills), and they rejoice 
in the life of the world, whereas the 
life of this world, as compared with 
the Hereafter, is but a brief passing 
enjoyment. 


And those who disbelieved say: 
“Why is not a sign sent down to him 
(Muhammad Åsa) from his 
Lord?” Say: “Verily, Allah sends 
astray whom He wills and guides to 
Himself those who turn to Him in 
repentance.” 


Those who believed (in the Oneness 
of Allah — Islamic Monotheism), 
and whose hearts find rest in the 
remembrance of Allah: verily, in 
the remembrance of Allah do hearts 
find rest.

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Those who believed (in the Oneness 
of Allah — Islamic Monotheism), 

and work righteousness, Tiba (all 
kinds of happiness or name of a tree in 
Paradise) is for them and a beautiful 
place of (final) return. 


Thus have We sent you 

(O Muhammad icit) to 

a community before which other 
communities have passed away, in 
order that you might recite to them 
what We have revealed to you, while 
they disbelieve in the Most Gracious 
(Allah) Say: “He is my Lord! La ilaha 
illà Huwa (none has the right to be 
worshipped but He)! In Him is my 
trust, and to Him will be my return 
with repentance." 


And if there had been a Qur'an with 
which mountains could be moved 
(from their places), or the earth could 
be cloven asunder, or the dead could 
be made to speak (it would not have 
been other than this Qur'an). But

more than he.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.8, Hadith No.412). 

* None has the right to be worshipped but Allah (Alone) Who has no partner; 
to Him belongs the kingdom (of the universe), and for Him are all the praises, 


and He has the power to do everything. 
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the decision of all things is certainly 
with Allah. Have not then those who 
believed yet known that, had Allah 
willed, He could have guided all 
mankind? And a disaster will not 
cease to strike those who disbelieved 
because of their (evil) deeds or it 
(i.e. the disaster) settles close to their 
homes, until the Promise of Allah 
comes to pass. Certainly, Allah breaks 
not His Promise. 


And indeed (many) Messengers were 
mocked at before you (O Muhammad 
izafe), but I granted respite to 
those who disbelieved, and finally I 
punished them. Then how (terrible) 
was My punishment! 


Is then He (Allah) Who takes charge 
(guards, maintains, provides) of 
every person and knows all that he 
has earned (like any other deities 
who know nothing)? Yet, they 
ascribe partners to Allah. Say: 
“Name them! Is it that you will 
inform Him of something He knows 
not in the earth or is it (just) a show 
of false words.” Nay! To those who 
disbelieved, their plotting is made 
fair-seeming, and they have been 
hindered from the Right Path; and 
whom Allah sends astray, for him 
there is no guide. 


For them is a torment in the life of 
this world, and certainly, harder is the 
torment of the Hereafter. And they 
have no Wagq (defender or protector) 
against Allah. 
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The description of the Paradise which 
the Muttaqiin (the pious)” have 

been promised: Underneath it rivers 
flow, its provision is eternal and 

so is its shade; this is the end (final 
destination) of A/-Muttaqiin (the 
pious), and the end (final destination) 
of the disbelievers is Fire.” 


Those to whom We have given the 
Book (such as ‘Abdullah ibn Salam 
and other Jews who embraced Islam), 
rejoice at what has been revealed to 
you (i.e. the Qur’an), but there are 
among the Confederates (from the 
Jews and pagans) those who reject 

a part thereof. Say (O Muhammad 
izafe): “I am commanded only to 
worship Allah (Alone) and not to join 
partners with Him. To Him (Alone) I 
call and to Him is my return.” 


And thus have We sent it (the Qur’an) 
down to be a judgement of authority 
in Arabic. Were you (O Muhammad 
izafe) to follow their (vain) 
desires after the knowledge which 
has come to you, then you will not 
have any Walt (protector) or Waq 
(defender) against Allah. 


And indeed We sent Messengers before 
you (O Muhammad zs iz), and 
made for them wives and offspring. 
And it was not for a Messenger to bring 
asign, except by Allah’s Leave. For 
every matter there is a Decree (from 
Allah). [Tafsir At-Tabar:]

See they not that We gradually reduce 
the land (of the disbelievers, by giving 
it to the believers, in war victories) 
from its outlying borders. And Allah 
judges, there is none to put back 

His Judgement and He is Swift at 
reckoning. 


And verily, those before them did 
devise plots, but all planning is 
Allah's. He knows what every person 
earns, and the disbelievers will 

know who gets the good end (final 
destination). 


And those who disbelieved say: 

“You (O Muhammad sae e) are 
not a Messenger." Say: “Sufficient 

as a witness between me and you 

is Allah, and those too who have 
knowledge of the Scripture (such as 

* Abdullah ibn Salam and other Jews 
and Christians who embraced Islam)." 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Alif-Lam-Ra. [These letters are one 
of the miracles of the Qur'an, and 
none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings]. 


(This is) a Book which We have revealed 
to you (O Muhammad Åsa) in 
order that you might lead mankind out 
of darkness (of disbelief and polytheism) 
into light (of belief in the Oneness of 
Allah and Islamic Monotheism) by 

their Lord’s Leave to the Path of the 
All-Mighty, the Owner of all Praise. 


Allah to Whom belongs all that is in 
the heavens and all that is in the earth! 
And woe to the disbelievers from 

a severe torment. 


Those who prefer the life of this world 
to the Hereafter, and hinder (men) 
from the Path of Allah (i.e.Islam) and 
seek crookedness therein — they are 
far astray. 


And We sent not a Messenger 

except with the language of his 
people, in order that he might make 
(the Message) clear for them. Then 
Allah misleads whom He wills and 
guides whom He wills. And He is the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 
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And indeed We sent Müsa (Moses) 
with Our Aydt (signs, proofs, and 
evidences) (saying): “Bring out your 
people from darkness into light, and 
remind them of the Blessings of Allah. 
Truly, therein are Aydt (evidences, 
proofs and signs) for every patient, 
thankful (person) [Tafsir Ibn Kathir].” 


And (remember) when Misa 
(Moses) said to his people: “Call to 
mind Allah’s Favour to you, when 
He delivered you from Fir‘aun’s 
(Pharaoh) people who were afflicting 
you with horrible torment, and were 
slaughtering your sons and letting 
your women alive; and in it was 

a tremendous trial from your Lord.” 


And (remember) when your Lord 
proclaimed: “If you give thanks (by 
accepting Faith and worshipping 

none but Allah), I will give you more 
(of My Blessings); but if you are 
thankless (i.e. disbelievers), verily My 
punishment is indeed severe.” 


And Musa (Moses) said: “If you 
disbelieve, you and all on earth 
together, then verily Allah is Rich (Free 
of all needs), Owner of all Praise.” 


Has not the news reached you, of 
those before you, the people of Nuh 
(Noah), and ‘Ad, and Thamüd? 

And those after them? None knows 
them but Allah. To them came their 
Messengers with clear proofs, but they 
put their hands in their mouths (biting 
them with anger) and said: “Verily, 
we disbelieve in that with which you 
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have been sent, and we are really in 
grave doubt as to that to which you 
invite us (i.e. Islamic Monotheism).” 


Their Messengers said: “What! Can 
there be a doubt about Allah, the 
Creator of the heavens and the earth? 
He calls you (to Monotheism and to 
be obedient to Allah) that He may 
forgive you of your sins and give 
you respite for a term appointed.” 
They said: “You are no more than 
human beings like us! You wish to 
turn us away from what our fathers 
used to worship. Then bring us a clear 
authority (i.e. a clear proof of what 


you say).” 


Their Messengers said to them: “We 
are no more than human beings like 
you, but Allah bestows His Grace to 
whom He wills of His slaves. It is not 
ours to bring you an authority (proof) 
except by the Permission of Allah. 
And in Allah (Alone) let the believers 
put their trust. 


“And why should we not put our trust 
in Allah, while He indeed has guided 
us our ways? And we shall certainly 
bear with patience all the hurt you 
may cause us, and in Allah (Alone) let 
those who trust, put their trust.” 


And those who disbelieved, said to 
their Messengers: “Surely, we shall 
drive you out of our land, or you shall 
return to our religion.” So their Lord 
revealed to them: “Truly, We shall 
destroy the Zalimün (polytheists, 
disbelievers and wrong-doers). 
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“And indeed, We shall make you 
dwell in the land after them. This is 
for him who fears standing before Me 
(on the Day of Resurrection or fears 
My punishment) and (also) fears My 
threat." 


And they (the Messengers) sought 
victory and help [from their Lord 
(Allah)]; and every obstinate, arrogant 
dictator (who refuses to believe in 

the Oneness of Allah) was brought to 
a complete loss and destruction. 


In front of him (every obstinate, 
arrogant dictator) is Hell, and he will 
be made to drink boiling, festering 
water. 


He will sip it unwillingly, and he 
will find a great difficulty to swallow 
it down his throat; and death will 
come to him from every side, yet he 
will not die and in front of him, will 
be a great torment. 


The parable of those who disbelieved 
in their Lord is that their works are 
as ashes, on which the wind blows 
furiously on a stormy day; they shall 
not be able to get aught of what they 
have earned. That is the straying, far 
away (from the Right Path). 


Do you not see that Allah has created 
the heavens and the earth with truth? 
If He wills, He can remove you and 
bring (in your place) a new creation!

covered by a fast rider in three days. 
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And for Allāh that is not hard or 
difficult. 


And they all shall appear before 

Allāh (on the Day of Resurrection); 
then the weak will say to those who 
were arrogant (chiefs): “Verily, we 
were following you; can you avail us 
anything against Allāh’s Torment?” 
They will say: “Had Allāh guided us, 
we would have guided you. It makes no 
difference to us (now) whether we rage, 
or bear (these torments) with patience; 
there is no place of refuge for us.” 


And Shaitan (Satan) will say when 
the matter has been decided: “Verily, 
Allāh promised you a promise of 
truth. And I (too) promised you, but I 
betrayed you. I had no authority over 
you except that I called you, and you 
responded to me. So blame me not, 
but blame yourselves. I cannot help 
you, nor can you help me. I deny your 
former act in associating me (Satan) as 
a partner with Allāh (by obeying me 
in the life of the world). Verily, there 
is a painful torment for the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers).” 


And those who believed (in the 
Oneness of Allah and His Messengers 
and whatever they brought) and did 
righteous deeds, will be made to enter 
Gardens under which rivers flow, 

— to dwell therein forever (1.e. in 
Paradise), with the Permission of their 
Lord. Their greeting therein will be: 
Salam (peace!) ^.

Allah will keep firm those who 
believe, with the word that stands firm 
in this world (1.e. they will keep on 
worshipping Allah Alone and none 
else), and in the Hereafter. And 
Allah will cause to go astray those 
who are Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers), and Allah does what 
He wills? 


Have you not seen those who have 
changed the Blessings of Allah 


(V.14:27) i.e. immediately after their death (in their graves, etc.), when the angels 
(Munkar and Nakir) will ask them three questions: As to: 


a) Who is your Lord? 
b) What is your religion? And 


c) What do you say about this man (Prophet Muhammad iz; iji») who was sent 


to you? 


The believers will give the correct answers, i.e. 


1) My Lord is Allah; 
2) My religion is Islam; and 


3) This man (Muhammad ici) is Allah’s Messenger, and he came to us 
with clear signs and we believed in him, - while the wrong-doers who believed 
not in the Message of Prophet Muhammad isi» will not be able to answer 


these questions. [See Tafsir Ibn Kathir].

destruction? 


Hell, in which they will burn, — and 
what an evil place to settle in! 


And they set up rivals to Allah, to 
mislead (men) from His Path! Say: 
"Enjoy (your brief life)! But certainly, 
your destination is the (Hell) Fire!” 


Say (O Muhammad iz; fiie) 

to 15207 (My slaves) who have 
believed, that they should perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and 
spend in charity out of the sustenance 
We have given them, secretly and 
openly, before the coming of a Day 
on which there will be neither mutual 
bargaining nor befriending. 


Allah is He Who has created the 
heavens and the earth and sends down 
water (rain) from the sky, and thereby 
brought forth fruits as provision for 
you; and He has made the ships to be 
of service to you, that they may sail 
through the sea by His Command; 
and He has made rivers (also) to be of 
service to you. 


And He has made the sun and the 
moon, both constantly pursuing their 
courses, to be of service to you; and 
He has made the night and the day, to 
be of service to you.

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And He gave you of all that you 
asked from Him, and if you count the 
Blessings of Allah, never will you 

be able to count them. Verily, man 

is indeed an extreme wrong-doer, 

a disbeliever (an extreme ingrate who 
denies Allah’s Blessings by disbelief, 
and by worshipping others besides 
Allah, and by disobeying Allah and 
His Prophet Muhammad ise). 


And (remember) when Ibrahtm 
(Abraham) said: “O my Lord! Make 
this city (Makkah) one of peace and 
security, and keep me and my sons 
away from worshipping idols. 


“O my Lord! They have indeed led 
astray many among mankind. But 
whoso follows me, he, verily, is of 
me. And whoso disobeys me, still 
You are indeed Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


“O our Lord! I have made some of my 
offspring to dwell in an uncultivable 
valley by Your Sacred House (the 

Ka ‘bah in Makkah) in order, O our 
Lord, that they may perform As-Salat 
(4qamat-as-Salàt). So, fill some hearts 
among men with love towards them, 
and (O Allah) provide them with fruits 
so that they may give thanks”. 


(V.14:37). The Story of the building of the Ka 'bah in Makkah: 

Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas êziz: [On the authority of the Prophet icit» (See Fath 
Al-Bàri, Vol. 7, Page 210)]. The first lady to use a girdle was the mother of Isma‘il 
(Ishmael). She used a girdle so that she might hide her tracks from Sarah. Ibrahim 
(Abraham) brought her and her son Isma‘il (Ishmael) while she used to nurse him 
at her breast, near the Ka ‘bah under a tree on the spot of Zamzam, at the highest 
place in the mosque. During those days there was nobody in Makkah, nor was 
there any water. So he made them sit over there and placed near them a leather 
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bag containing some dates, and asmall water-skin containing some water, and 
set out homeward. Isma*il's (Ishmael) mother followed him saying, “O Ibrahim 
(Abraham)! Where are you going, leaving us in this valley where there is no 
person whose company we may enjoy, nor is there anything (to enjoy)?” She 
repeated that to him many times, but he did not look back at her. Then she asked 
him, “Has Allah ordered you to do so?” He said, “Yes.” She said, “Then He will 
not neglect us,” and returned while Ibrahim (Abraham) proceeded onwards, and 
on reaching the Thaniyyah where they could not see him, he faced the Ka ‘bah, and 
raising both hands invoked Allah saying the following supplication: 

*O our Lord! I have made some of my offspring to dwell in an uncultivable valley 
by Your Sacred House (the Ka ‘bah in Makkah); in order, O our Lord, that they 
may perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat). So fill some hearts among men with 
love towards them, and (O Allah) provide them with fruits, so that they may give 
thanks." (V.14:37). 

Isma‘1l’s (Ishmael) mother went on suckling Ismail (Ishmael) and drinking from 
the water (she had). When the water in the water-skin had all been used up, she 
became thirsty and her child also became thirsty. She started looking at him [i.e. 
Isma ‘Tl (Ishmael)] tossing in agony; she left him, for she could not endure looking 
at him, and found that the mountain of As-Safa was the nearest mountain to her 
on that land. She stood on it and started looking at the valley keenly so that she 
might see somebody, but she could not see anybody. Then she descended from 
As-Safa and when she reached the valley, she tucked up her robe and ran in the 
valley like a person in distress and trouble, till she crossed the valley and reached 
Al-Marwah mountain where she stood and started looking, expecting to see 
somebody, but she could not see anybody. She repeated that (running between 
As-Safa and Al-Marwah) seven times." The Prophet jz% said, “This is the 
source of the tradition of the Sa ‘y (the going) of people between them (i.e. As-Safa 
and Al-Marwah). When she reached A/-Marwah (for the last time) she heard 
a voice and she asked herself to be quiet and listened attentively. She heard the 
voice again and said, *O (whoever you may be)! You have made me hear your 
voice; have you got something to help me?' And behold! She saw an angel at the 
place of Zamzam, digging the earth with his heel (or his wing), till water flowed 
from that place. She started to make something like a basin around it, using her 
hands in this way and started filling her water-skin with water with her hands, 
and the water was flowing out after she had scooped some of it.” The Prophet 
iced added, “May Allah bestow mercy on Ismà^il's (Ishmael) mother! Had 
she let the Zamzam (flow without trying to control it) (or had she not scooped from 
that water) (to fill her water-skin), Zamzam would have been a stream flowing on 
the surface of the earth.” The Prophet isal further added, “Then she drank 
(water) and suckled her child. The angel said to her, ‘Don’t be afraid of being 
neglected, for this is the House of Allah which will be built by this boy and his 
father, and Allah never neglects His people.’ The House (i.e. Ka ‘bah) at that time 
was on a high place resembling a hillock, and when torrents came, they flowed to 
its right and left. She lived in that way till some people from the tribe of Jurhum or 
a family from Jurhum passed by her and her child, as they (i.e. the Jurhum people) 
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were coming through the way of Kada’. They landed in the lower part of Makkah 
where they saw a bird that had the habit of flying around water and not leaving it. 
They said, ‘This bird must be flying around water, though we know that there is no 
water in this valley.” They sent one or two messengers who discovered the source 
of water, and returned to inform them of the water. So, they all came (towards 
the water).” The Prophet iz» added, “Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) mother was sitting 
near the water. They asked her, ‘Do you allow us to stay with you?’ She replied, 
“Yes, but you will have no right to possess the water.’ They agreed to that.” The 
Prophet ics further said, “Isma‘tl’s (Ishmael) mother was pleased with 
the whole situation as she used to love to enjoy the company of the people. So, 
they settled there, and later on they sent for their families who came and settled 
with them so that some families became permanent residents there. The child 
[i.e. Isma^il (Ishmael)] grew up and learnt Arabic from them and (his virtues) 
caused them to love and admire him as he grew up, and when he reached the age 
of puberty they made him marry a woman from amongst them. After Isma'il's 
(Ishmael) mother had died, Ibrahim (Abraham) came after Isma‘Tl’s (Ishmael) 
marriage in order to see his family that he had left before, but he did not find 
Ismail (Ishmael) there. When he asked Isma‘il’s (Ishmael) wife about him, she 
replied, ‘He has gone in search of our livelihood.’ Then he asked her about their 
way of living and their condition, and she replied, *We are living in misery; we 
are living in hardship and destitution,’ complaining to him. He said, ‘When your 
husband returns, convey my salutation to him and tell him to change the threshold 
of the gate (of his house).’ When Isma'il (Ishmael) came, he seemed to have felt 
something unusual, so he asked his wife, *Has anyone visited you?' She replied, 
“Yes, an old man of such and such description came and asked me about you and I 
informed him, and he asked about our state of living, and I told him that we were 
living in a hardship and poverty.’ On that Ismail (Ishmael) said, ‘Did he advise 
you anything?’ She replied, ‘Yes, he told me to convey his salutation to you and 
to tell you to change the threshold of your gate.’ Isma*il (Ishmael) said, ‘It was 
my father, and he has ordered me to divorce you. Go back to your family.’ So, 
Ismail (Ishmael) divorced her and married another woman from amongst them 
(i.e. Jurhum). Then Ibrahim (Abraham) stayed away from them for a period as 
long as Allah wished and called on them again but did not find Ismail (Ishmael). 
So he came to Ismà^il's (Ishmael) wife and asked her about Ismail (Ishmael). 
She said, ‘He has gone in search of our livelihood.’ Ibrahim (Abraham) asked 
her, *How are you getting on?' asking her about their sustenance and living. She 
replied, ‘We are prosperous and well-off (i.e. we have everything in abundance). 
Then she thanked Allah je. Ibrahim (Abraham) said, ‘What kind of food do you 
eat?’ She said, ‘Meat.’ He said, ‘What do you drink?’ She said, ‘Water.’ He said, 
‘O Allah! Bless their meat and water.’” The Prophet iz added, “At that 
time they did not have grain, and if they had grain, he would have also invoked 
Allah to bless it.” The Prophet iz; ij» added, “If somebody has only these two 
things as his sustenance, his health and disposition will be badly affected, unless 
he lives in Makkah.” The Prophet sael. added, “Then Ibrahim (Abraham) 
said to Isma^il's (Ishmael) wife, ‘When your husband comes, give my regards to 
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and (also) from my offspring, our 
Lord! And accept my invocation. 


him and tell him that he should keep firm the threshold of his gate.’ When Ismail 
(Ishmael) came back, he asked his wife, ‘Did anyone call on you?’ She replied, 
‘Yes, a good-looking old man came to me,’ so she praised him and added. ‘He 
asked about you, and I informed him, and he asked about our livelihood and I told 
him that we were in a good condition.’ Ismà^il (Ishmael) asked her, ‘Did he give 
you any piece of advice?’ She said, ‘Yes, he told me to give his regards to you 
and ordered that you should keep firm the threshold of your gate.’ On that Ismail 
(Ishmael) said, ‘It was my father, and you are the threshold (of the gate). He has 
ordered me to keep you with me.' Then Ibrahim (Abraham) stayed away from 
them for a period as long as Allah wished, and called on them afterwards. He saw 
Isma‘1l (Ishmael) under a tree near Zamzam, sharpening his arrows. When he saw 
Ibrahim (Abraham), he rose up to welcome him (and they greeted each other as 
a father does with his son or a son does with his father). Ibrahim (Abraham) said, 
‘O Ismail (Ishmael)! Allah has given me an order.’ Isma'il (Ishmael) said, ‘Do 
what your Lord has ordered you to do.’ Ibrahim (Abraham) asked, ‘Will you help 
me?’ Isma'1l (Ishmael) said, ‘I will help you.’ Ibrahim (Abraham) said, ‘Allah 
has ordered me to build a house here,’ pointing to a hillock higher than the land 
surrounding it.’” The Prophet iiic» added, “Then they raised the foundations 
of the House (i.e. the Ka 'bah). Isma'il (Ishmael) brought the stones and Ibrahim 
(Abraham) was building; and when the walls became high, Ismail (Ishmael) 
brought this stone and put it for Ibrahim (Abraham) who stood over it and carried 
on building, while Isma'1l (Ishmael) was handing him the stones, and both of 
them were saying. ‘O our lord! Accept (this service) from us. Verily, You are the 
All-Hearer the All-Knower."" (V. 2: 127). 

The Prophet icit» added, “Then both of them went on building and going 
round the Ka‘bah saying ‘O our Lord! Accept (this service) from us. Verily, 
You are the All-Hearer, the All-Knower."" (V.2:127) [Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, 
Hadith No. 583].

Indeed, they plotted their plot, and 
their plot was with Allah, though 
their plot was not such as to remove 
the mountains (real mountains or the 
Islamic law) from their places (as 

it is of no importance) [Tafsir Ibn 
Kathir).

[These letters are one 
of the miracles of the Qur’an, and 
none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings]. These are the Verses of 
the Book and a plain Qur’an. 


How much would those who 
disbelieved wish that they had been 
Muslims [those who have submitted 
themselves to Allah’s Will in Islam i.e. 
Islamic Monotheism — this will be on 
the Day of Resurrection when they will 
see the disbelievers going to Hell and 
the Muslims going to Paradise].

the people of Madyan (Midian) to 
whom Prophet Shu‘aib (iaf) was 
sent by Allah], were also Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). 


So, We took vengeance on them. 
They are both on an open highway, 
plain to see. 


And verily, the dwellers of Al-Hijr 
(the rocky tract) denied the 
Messengers. 


And We gave them Our Signs, but 
they were averse to them. 


And they used to hew out dwellings 
from the mountains, (feeling 
themselves) secure. 


But As-Saihah (torment — awful cry) 
overtook them in the early morning 
(of the fourth day of their promised 
punishment days). 


And all that they used to earn availed 
them not. 


And We created not the heavens 

and the earth and all that is between 
them except with truth, and the 

Hour is surely coming. So overlook 
(O Muhammad 454152), their 
faults with gracious forgiveness. [This 
was before the ordainment of Jihad — 
holy fighting in Allah's cause]. 


Verily, your Lord is the All-Knowing 
Creator. 
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Sarat Al-Hijr 


And indeed, We have bestowed upon 
you seven of Al-Mathdni (seven 
repeatedly recited Verses), (i.e. Surat 
Al-Fatihah) and the Grand Qur'an. 


Look not with your eyes ambitiously 
at what We have bestowed on certain 
classes of them (the disbelievers), nor 
grieve over them. And lower your 
wing for the believers (be courteous to 
the fellow-believers). 


And say (O Muhammad 25 siejo): 
“I am indeed a plain warner.” 


As We have sent down on the dividers, 
(Quraish pagans or Jews and Christians). 


Who have made the Qur’ān into 
parts (i.e. believed in one part and 
disbelieved in the other). [Tafsir 
At-Tabari] 


So, by your Lord, (O Muhammad 
izafe), We shall certainly call all 
of them to account. 


For all that they used to do. 


Therefore proclaim openly (Allah's 
Message — Islamic Monotheism) that 
which you are commanded, and turn 
away from Al-Mushrikin (polytheists, 
idolaters, and disbelievers).? 


Truly! We will suffice you against the 
scoffers, 


Who set up along with Allah another 
ilah (god); but they will come to 
know. 


(V.15:87) See the footnote of (V.1:2). 
(V.15:94) See verse: V.2:105. 
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99. And worship your Lord until there 3 adi agh diede ieh, 
comes to you the certainty (i.e. 
death). 


(D (V. 15:98). 

a) Narrated Abu Ma‘bad, the freed slave of Ibn ‘Abbas: Ibn ‘Abbas êziz; told 
me, “In the lifetime of the Prophet saete, it was the custom to remember 
Allah (Dhikr) by glorifying, praising and magnifying Allah aloud after the 
compulsory congregational prayers.” Ibn ‘Abbas further said, “When I heard 
the Dhikr, 1 would learn that the compulsory congregational prayer had 
ended.” (Sahth Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith No.802). 

b) Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas zá: I used to recognize the completion of the prayer 
of the Prophet Acs by hearing Takbir. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, 
Hadith No.803).

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In the Name of Allah,

The Commandment (the Hour or 
the punishment of disbelievers and 
polytheists or the Islamic laws or 
commandments) ordained by Allah 
will come to pass, so, seek not to 
hasten it. Glorified and Exalted is 
He above all that they associate as 
partners with Him. 


He sends down the angels, with the 
Ruh (revelation) of His Command, 
to whom of His slaves He wills 
(saying): “Warn (mankind) that La 
ilaha illà Ana (none has the right to 
be worshipped but I), so fear Me (by 
abstaining from sins and evil deeds). 


He has created the heavens and the 
earth with truth. High is He, Exalted 
above all that they associate as 
partners with Him. 


He has created man from Nuffah 
(mixed drops of male and female sexual 
discharge), then behold, this same 
(man) becomes an open opponent. 


And the cattle, He has created them 
for you; in them there is warmth 
(warm clothing), and numerous 
benefits, and of them you eat. 
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And therein is beauty for you, when 
you bring them home in the evening, 
and as you lead them forth to pasture 
in the morning. 


And they carry your loads to a land 
that you could not reach except with 
great trouble to yourselves. Truly, 
your Lord is full of Kindness, Most 
Merciful. 


And (He has created) horses, mules 

and donkeys, for you to ride and as 

an adornment. And He creates (other) 
things of which you have no knowledge. 


And upon Allah is the responsibility 
to explain the Straight Path”. But 
there are ways that turn aside (such as 
Paganism, Judaism and Christianity). 
And had He willed, He would have 
guided you all (mankind). 


He it is Who sends down water (rain) 
from the sky; from it you drink and 
from it (grows) the vegetation on 
which you send your cattle to pasture. 


With it He causes to grow for you the 
crops, the olives, the date-palms, the 
grapes, and every kind of fruit. Verily, 
in this is indeed an evident proof and 
a manifest sign for a people who give 
thought. 


And He has subjected to you the 
night and the day, and the sun and 
the moon; and the stars are subjected 
by His Command. Surely, in this are 
proofs for a people who understand. 


(V.16:9) i.e. Islamic Monotheism for mankind i.e. to show them legal and illegal, 
good and evil things; so whosoever accepts the guidance, it will be for his own 
benefit and whosoever goes astray, it will be for his own destruction. 
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And whatsoever He has created for 
you on the earth of varying colours 
[and qualities from vegetation and 
fruits (botanical life) and from 
animals (zoological life)]. Verily, 
in this is asign for a people who 
remember. 


And He it is Who has subjected the 
sea (to you), that you eat thereof 
fresh tender meat (i.e. fish), and 
that you bring forth, out of it, 
ornaments to wear. And you see 
the ships ploughing through it, that 
you may seek (thus) of His Bounty 
(by transporting the goods from 
place to place) and that you may 
be grateful. 


And He has affixed into the earth 
mountains standing firm, lest it 
should shake with you; and rivers 
and roads, that you may guide 
yourselves. 


And landmarks (signposts during 
the day) and by the stars (during 
the night), they (mankind) guide 
themselves. 


Is then He, Who creates as one 
who creates not? Will you not then 
remember? 


And if you would count the 
favours of Allah, never could 
you be able to count them. Truly! 
Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


And Allah knows what you conceal 
and what you reveal. 
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Those whom they (A/-Mushrikiin) 
invoke besides Allah have not created 
anything, but are themselves created. 


(They are) dead, not alive; and they 
know not when they will be raised 
up. 

Your [lah® (God) is One [lah (God 
— Allah, none has the right to be 
worshipped but He). But for those 
who believe not in the Hereafter, their 
hearts deny (the faith in the Oneness 
of Allah), and they are proud®. 


Certainly, Allah knows what they 
conceal and what they reveal. Truly, 
He likes not the proud. 


And when it is said to them: “What 
is it that your p has sent down (to 
Muhammad irae)?” They say: 
“Tales of the men of old!" 


They will bear their own burdens in 
full on the Day of Resurrection, and 
also of the burdens of those whom 
they misled without knowledge. Evil 
indeed is that which they shall bear! 


Those before them indeed plotted, 
but Allah struck at the foundation of 
their building, and then the roof fell 
down upon them, from above them, 
and the torment overtook them from 
directions they did not perceive. 


(V.16:20) Al-Mushrikin: i.e. polytheists, pagans, idolaters, disbelievers in the 
Oneness of Allah, those who worship others along with Allah, and also those who 


set up rivals with (or partners to) Allah. 


(V.16:22) Ilah: He Who has all the right to be worshipped. 


(V.16:22) See the footnote of (V.22:9). 
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Then, on the Day of Resurrection, 
He will disgrace them and will 

say: “Where are My (so called) 
partners concerning whom you used 
to disagree and dispute (with the 
believers, by defying and disobeying 
Allah)?” Those who have been given 
the knowledge (about the Torment of 
Allah for the disbelievers) will say: 
“Verily, disgrace and misery this Day 
are upon the disbelievers. 


“Those whose lives the angels 

take while they are doing wrong 

to themselves (by disbelief and by 
associating partners in worship with 
Allah and by committing all kinds 
of crimes and evil deeds).” Then, 
they will make (false) submission 
(saying): “We used not to do any 
evil.” (The angels will reply): “Yes! 
Truly, Allah is All-Knower of what 
you used to do. 


“So enter the gates of Hell, to abide 
therein forever, and indeed, what an 
evil abode will be for the arrogant." 


And (when) it is said to those who are 
the Muttaqün (the pious)” “What is it 
that your Lord has sent down?" They 
say: “That which is good." For those 
who do good in this world, there is 
good, and the home of the Hereafter 
will be better. And excellent indeed 
will be the home (1.e. Paradise) of the 
Muttaqiin (the pious).? 


(V.16:29) See the footnote of (V.2:31). 
(V.16:30) See verse: V.2:2. 
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‘Adn (Eden) Paradise (Gardens of 
Eternity) which they will enter, under 
which rivers flow, they will have 
therein all that they wish. Thus Allah 
rewards the Muttaqün (the pious). 


Those whose lives the angels take 
while they are in a pious state (i.e. 
pure from all evil, and worshipping 
none but Allah Alone) saying (to 
them): Salamun ‘Alaikum (peace be 
on you) enter you Paradise, because of 
that (the good) which you used to do 
(in the world).” 


Do they (the disbelievers and 
polytheists) await but that the angels 
should come to them [to take away 
their souls (at death)], or there should 
come the command (i.e. the torment 
or the Day of Resurrection) of your 
Lord? Thus did those before them. 
And Allah wronged them not, but they 
used to wrong themselves. 


Then, the evil results of their deeds 
overtook them, and that which they 
used to mock at surrounded them. 


And those who joined others in 
worship with Allah said: “If Allah had 
so willed, neither we nor our fathers 
would have worshipped aught but 
Him, nor would we have forbidden 
anything without (Command from) 
Him.” So did those before them. 
Then! Are the Messengers charged 
with anything but to convey clearly 
the Message? 


(V.16:31) See verse: V.2:2. 
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And verily, We have sent among 
every Ummah (community, nation) 

a Messenger (proclaiming): “Worship 
Allah (Alone), and avoid (or keep 
away from) 7aghit (all false deities 
i.e. do not worship Taghüt besides 
Allah).” Then of them were some 
whom Allah guided, and of them were 
some upon whom the straying was 
justified. So, travel through the land 
and see what was the end of those 
who denied (the truth). 


If you (O Muhammad ize) 
covet for their guidance,” then verily 
Allah guides not those whom He 
makes to go astray (or none can guide 
him whom Allah sends astray). And 
they will have no helpers. 


And they swear by Allah their 
strongest oaths, that Allah will not 
raise up him who dies. Yes, (He will 
raise them up), — a promise (binding) 
upon Him in truth, but most of 
mankind know not. 


In order that He may make manifest to 
them (the truth of) that wherein they 
differ, and that those who disbelieved

(V.16:37) Narrated Abū Hurairah x<iizs: I heard Allah’s Messenger 25i» saying, 
“My example and the example of the people is that ofa man who made a fire, and when 
it lighted what was around it, moths and other insects started falling into the fire. The 
man tried (his best) to prevent them, (from falling in the fire) but they overpowered 
him and rushed into the fire.” The Prophet iix added; “Now, similarly, I take 
hold of the knots at your waist (belts) to prevent you from falling into the fire, but you 
insist on falling into it.”* (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.8, Hadith No.490). 

* The fire symbolizes the unlawful deeds which the Prophet i-i warned 


the people of. 
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(in Resurrection, and in the Oneness 
of Allah) may know that they were 
liars. 


Verily, Our Word (command) to 
a thing when We intend it, is only that 
We say to it: “Be!” — and it is. 


And as for those who emigrated for 
the Cause of Allah, after they had 
been wronged, We will certainly give 
them goodly residence in this world, 
but indeed the reward of the Hereafter 
will be greater; if they but knew! 


(They are) those who remained patient 
(in this world for Allah's sake), and 
put their trust in their Lord (Allah 
Alone). 


And We sent not (as Our Messengers) 
before you (O Muhammad ize) 
any but men, to whom We sent 
revelation, (to preach and invite 
mankind to believe in the Oneness 

of Allah). So ask (you, O pagans 

of Makkah) of those who know the 
Scripture [learned men of the Taurat 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel)], if 
you know not. 


With clear signs and Books (We sent 
the Messengers). And We have (also) 
sent down to you (O Muhammad 
ل‎ the Dhikr [reminder and 
the advice (1.e. the Qur'an)], that you 
may explain clearly to men what is 
sent down to them, and that they may 
give thought. 


(V.16:40) See the footnote of (V.51:30). 
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Do then those who devise evil plots 
feel secure that Allah will not sink 
them into the earth, or that the torment 
will not seize them from directions 
they perceive not? 


Or that He may catch them in the 
midst of their going to and fro (in 
their Jobs), so that there be no escape 
for them (from Allah's punishment)? 


Or that He may catch them with 
gradual wasting (of their wealth and 
health)? Truly! Your Lord 1s indeed 
full of Kindness, Most Merciful. 


Have they not observed things 

that Allah has created: (how) their 
shadows incline to the right and to the 
left, making prostration to Allah, and 
they are lowly? 


And to Allah prostrate all that is in the 
heavens and all that is in the earth, of 
the moving (living) creatures and the 
angels, and they are not proud [1.e. 
they worship their Lord (Allah) with 
humility]. 


They fear their Lord above them, 
and they do what they are 
commanded. 


And Allah said (O mankind!): *Take 
not ilahain (two gods in worship). 
Verily, He (Allah) is (the) only One 
Ilah'? (God). Then, fear Me (Allah 
ij>) much [and Me (Alone), i.e. be 
away from all kinds of sins and evil 
deeds that Allah has forbidden and 


(V.16:51) lah: He Who has all the right to be worshipped. 
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do all that Allah has ordained and 
worship none but Allah]. 


To Him belongs all that is in the 
heavens and (all that is in) the earth 
and to Him alone are worship, 
obedience and sincerity due always. 
Will you then fear any other than 
Allah? 


And whatever of blessings and good 
things you have, it is from Allah. 
Then, when harm touches you, to Him 
you cry aloud for help. 


Then, when He has removed the 
harm from you, behold! Some of you 
associate others in worship with their 
Lord (Allah). 


So (as a result of that) they deny (with 
ungratefulness) that (Allah's Favours) 
which We have bestowed on them! 
Then enjoy yourselves (your short 
stay), but you will come to know 
(with regrets). 


And they assign a portion of that which 
We have provided them to what they 
know not (false deities). By Allah, you 
shall certainly be questioned about (all) 
that you used to fabricate. 


(V.16:51) Narrated ‘Ubadah zzXizz: The Prophet Xzs«ixit said, “If anyone testifies 
that La ilaha illallah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah Alone) Who 
has no partners, and that Muhammad i-i is His slave and His Messenger, 
and that ‘Isa (Jesus) Sle is Allah's slave and His Messenger and His Word 
(“Be!” - and he was) which He bestowed on Maryam (Mary) and a spirit (Ruh) 
created by Him, and that Paradise is the truth, and Hell is the truth, Allah will 
admit him into Paradise with the deeds which he had done even if those deeds 
were few." (Junadah, the subnarrator said, **Ubadah added, ‘Such a person can 
enter Paradise through any of its eight gates he likes.’”) (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 


4, Hadith No. 644). 
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And they assign daughters to Allah! — 
Glorified (and Exalted) is He above all 
that they associate with Him! And to 
themselves what they desire; 


And when the news of (the birth of) 

a female (child) is brought to any of 
them, his face becomes dark, and he is 
filled with inward grief! 


He hides himself from the people 
because of the evil of that whereof 
he has been informed. Shall he keep 
her with dishonour or bury her in 
the earth”? Certainly, evil is their 
decision. 


For those who believe not in the 
Hereafter is an evil description, and 
for Allah is the highest description. 
And He is the All-Mighty, the 
All-Wise. 


And if Allah were to seize mankind 
for their wrong-doing, He would not 
leave on it (the earth) a single moving 
(living) creature, but He postpones 
them for an appointed term and when 
their term comes, neither can they 
delay nor can they advance it an hour 
(or a moment). 


(V.16:59) Narrated Al-Mughirah isis: The Prophet iiic» used to forbid 
1) QTI and Qal (sinful and useless talk like backbiting, or that you talk too much 


about others); 


2) asking too many questions (in disputed religious matters); 
3) and wasting one’s wealth (by extravagance) 


4) and to be undutiful to one’s mother 
5) and to bury the daughters alive 


6) and to prevent your favours (benevolence) to others (i.e. not to pay the rights 


of others: Zakat, charity). 


7) andto beg of menorto ask others for something (except when it is unavoidable). 


(Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol.9, Hadith No.395). 
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They assign to Allah that which they 
dislike (for themselves), and their 
tongues assert the falsehood that the 
better things will be theirs. No doubt, 
for them is the Fire, and they will 

be the first to be hastened on into 

it, and left there neglected. (Tafsir 
Al-Qurtubi) 


By Allah, We indeed sent 
(Messengers) to the nations before 
you (O Muhammad ics), but 
Shaitan (Satan) made their deeds 
fair-seeming to them. So he (Satan) is 
their Wali (helper) today (i.e. in this 
world), and theirs will be a painful 
torment. 


And We have not sent down the Book 
(the Qur’an) to you (O Muhammad 
izafe), except that you may 
explain clearly to them those things in 
which they differ, and (as) guidance 
and mercy for a folk who believe. 


And Allah sends down water (rain) 
from the sky, then He revives the 
earth therewith after its death. Verily, 
in this 1s a sign (clear proof) for 

a people who listen (obey Allah). 


And verily, in the cattle, there is 

a lesson for you. We give you to drink 
of that which is in their bellies, from 
between excretions and blood, pure 
milk; palatable to the drinkers. 


And from the fruits of date-palms and 
grapes, you derive strong drink and 

a goodly provision. Verily, therein is 
indeed a sign for a people who have 
wisdom. 
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And your Lord inspired the bees, 
saying: "Take you habitations in 
the mountains and in the trees and 
in what they erect. 


“Then, eat of all fruits, and follow 
the ways of your Lord made easy 
(for you).” There comes forth from 
their bellies, a drink of varying 
colours wherein is healing for men. 
Verily, in this 1s indeed a sign for 

a people who think. 


And Allah has created you and 
then He will cause you to die; 
and of you there are some who 
are sent back to senility, so that 
they know nothing after having 
known (much). Truly! Allah is 
All-Knower, All-Powerful. 


And Allah has preferred some 

of you to others in wealth and 
properties. Then, those who are 
preferred will by no means hand 
over their wealth and properties 

to those (slaves) whom their right 
hands possess, so that they may be 


equal with them in respect thereof”. 


(V.16:71): 


a) This example Allah has set forth for the polytheists (pagans) who associate 
false deities with Allah, that they would not agree to share their wealth and 
properties with their slaves, then how do they agree to share false deities with 


Allah in His worship? 


b) Allah’s Statement: “And Allah..." (V.16:71). Narrated Abu Hurairah zziz: 
The Prophet iz Xx said, “Prophet Ibrahim (Abraham) six emigrated 
with Sarah and entered a village where there was aking from amongst the 
kings or a tyrant from amongst the tyrants. (The king) was told that Ibrahim 
(Abraham) had entered (the village) accompanied by a woman who was 
one of the most charming women. So, the king sent for Ibrahim (Abraham) 
and asked, ‘O Ibrahim (Abraham)! Who is this lady accompanying you?’ 
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Do they then deny the Favour of 
Allah? 


And Allah has made for you Azwaj 
(mates or wives) of your own kind, 
and has made for you, from your 
wives, sons and grandsons, and has 
bestowed on you good provision. 

Do they then believe in false deities 
and deny the Favour of Allah (by not 
worshipping Allah Alone)? 


And they worship others besides 
Allah — such as do not and cannot 
own any provision for them from the 
heavens or the earth. 


So put not forward similitudes for 
Allah (as there is nothing similar to 
Him, nor He resembles anything). 


Truly! Allah knows and you know not. 


Ibrahim (Abraham) replied, ‘She is my sister (i.e., in religion).' Then Ibrahim 
(Abraham) returned to her and said, ‘Do not contradict my statement, for I have 
informed them that you are my sister. By Allah, there are no true believers on 
the earth except you and I.’ Then Ibrahim (Abraham) sent her to the king. 
When the king got to her, she got up and performed ablution, offered Salat 
(prayer) and said, ‘O Allah! If I have believed in You and Your Messenger, 
and have guarded my private parts from everybody except my husband, then 
please do not let this disbeliever overpower me.’ On that the king fell in a state 
of unconsiousness (or had an epileptic fit) and started moving his legs. Seeing 
the condition of the king, Sarah said, *O Allah! If he should die, the people 
will say that I have killed him.’ The king regained his power, and proceeded 
towards her but she got up again and performed ablution, offered Salat 
(prayer) and said, ‘O Allah! If I have believed in You and Your Messenger 
and have kept my private parts safe from all except my husband, then please 
do not let this disbeliever overpower me.’ The king again fell in a state of 
unconsciousness (or had epileptic fit) and started moving his legs. On seeing 
that state of the king, Sarah said, ‘O Allah! If he should die, the people will 
say that I have killed him.’ The king got either two or three attacks, and after 
recovering from the last attack he said, “By Allah! You have sent a Satan to 
me. Take her to Ibrahim (Abraham) and give her Agar (Hagar).' So she came 
back to Ibrahim (Abraham) and said, ‘Allah humiliated the disbeliever and 
gave us a slave-girl for service.’” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 420) 
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Allah puts forward the example of (two 
men — a believer and a disbeliever); 

a slave (disbeliever) under the 
possession of another, he has no power 
of any sort, and (the other), a man 
(believer) on whom We have bestowed 
a good provision from Us, and he 
spends thereof secretly and openly. 
Can they be equal? (By no means). All 
praise and thanks are Allah’s. Nay! 
(But) most of them know not. 


And Allah puts forward (another) 
example of two men, one of them 
dumb, who has no power over 
anything (disbeliever), and he is 

a burden on his master; whichever 
way he directs him, he brings no 
good. Is such aman equal to one 
(believer in the Islamic Monotheism) 
who commands justice, and is himself 
on a Straight Path? 


And to Allah belongs the Unseen 

of the heavens and the earth. And 

the matter of the Hour is not but as 

a twinkling of the eye, or even nearer. 
Truly! Allah is Able to do all things. 


And Allah has brought you out from 
the wombs of your mothers while 
you know nothing. And He gave you 
hearing, sight, and hearts that you 
might give thanks (to Allah). 


Do they not see the birds held (flying) 
in the midst of the sky? None holds 
them but Allah [none gave them the 
ability to fly but Allah]. Verily, in this 
are clear Aydt (proofs and signs) for 

a people who believe (in the Oneness 
of Allah). 
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And Allah has made for you in your 
homes an abode, and made for you 
out of the hides of the cattle (tents for) 
dwelling, which you find so light (and 
handy) when you travel and when 

you stay (in your travels); and of their 
wool, fur, and hair (sheep wool, camel 
fur, and goat hair), furnishings and 
articles of convenience (e.g. carpets, 
blankets), comfort for a while. 


And Allah has made for you, out of 
that which He has created, shades, 
and has made for you places of refuge 
in the mountains, and has made for 
you garments to protect you from 

the heat (and cold), and coats of mail 
to protect you from your (mutual) 
violence. Thus does He perfect His 
Favour to you, that you may submit 
yourselves to His Will (in Islam). 


Then, if they turn away, your duty 
(O Muhammad icit) is only to 
convey (the Message) in a clear way. 


They recognise the Grace of Allah, 
yet they deny it (by worshipping 
others besides Allah) and most 

of them are disbelievers (deny 

the Prophethood of Muhammad 
desse). 

And (remember) the Day when 
We shall raise up from each nation 
a witness (their Messenger), then, 
those who disbelieved will not be 
given leave (to put forward excuses), 
nor will they be allowed (to return 
to the world) to repent and ask for 
Allah's Forgiveness (of their sins). 
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And when those who did wrong (the 
disbelievers) will see the torment, 
then it will not be lightened to them, 
nor will they be given respite. 


And when those who associated 
partners with Allah see their (Allah's 
so-called) partners, they will say:

And they will offer (their full) 
submission to Allah (Alone) on that 
Day, and their invented false deities 
[all that they used to invoke besides 
Allah, e.g. idols, saints, priests, 
monks, angels, jinn, 1101211 (Gabriel), 
Messengers] will vanish from them. 


Those who disbelieved and hinder 
(men) from the Path of Allah, for 
them We will add torment to the 
torment because they used to spread 
corruption [by disobeying Allah 
themselves, as well as ordering others 
(mankind) to do so]. 


And (remember) the Day when We 
shall raise up from every nation 

a witness against them from amongst 
themselves. And We shall bring 

you (O Muhammad Ása) as 

a witness against these. And We 
have sent down to you the Book 

(the Qur’an) as an exposition of 
everything, guidance, mercy, and glad 
tidings for those who have submitted 
themselves (to Allah as Muslims). 
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90. Verily, Allah enjoins Al- “Adl (i.e. 


justice and worshipping none but 
Allah Alone — Islamic Monotheism) 
and Al-Ihsan [i.e. to be patient in 
performing your duties to Allah, totally 
for Allah’s sake and in accordance with 
the Sunnah (legal ways) of the Prophet 
Asse In a perfect manner], and 
giving (help) to kith and kin" (i.e. all 
that Allah has ordered you to give them 
e.g., wealth, visiting, looking after 
them, or any other kind of help), and 
forbids Al-Fahsha’ (i.e all evil deeds, 
e.g. illegal sexual acts, disobedience 

of parents, polytheism, to tell lies, to 
give false witness, to kill a life without 
right), and A/-Munkar (1.e all that is 
prohibited by Islamic law: polytheism 
of every kind, disbelief and every kind 
of evil deeds), and A/-Baghy (i.e. all 
kinds of oppression). He admonishes 
you, that you may take heed. 


And fulfil the Covenant of Allah 
(Bai 'ah: pledge for Islam) when you 
have covenanted, and break not the 
oaths after you have confirmed them 
— and indeed you have appointed 
Allah as your surety. Verily, Allah 
knows what you do. 


And be not like her who undoes the 
thread which she has spun, after it 
has become strong, by taking your 
oaths as a means of deception among 
yourselves, lest a nation should be

Allah only tests you by this [i.e 

who obeys Allah and fulfils Allah’s 
Covenant and who disobeys Allah and 
breaks Allah’s Covenant]. And on the 
Day of Resurrection, He will certainly 
make clear to you that wherein you 
used to differ [i.e. a believer confesses 
and believes in the Oneness of Allah 
and in the Prophethood of Prophet 
Muhammad sas. which the 
disbeliever denies and that is their 
difference amongst them in the life of 
this world]. 


And had Allah willed, He could 

have made you (all) one nation, but 
He sends astray whom He wills and 
guides whom He wills. But you shall 
certainly be called to account for what 
you used to do. 


And make not your oaths a means 

of deception among yourselves, lest 

a foot should slip after being firmly 
planted, and you may have to taste 
the evil (punishment in this world) of 
having hindered (men) from the Path 
of Allah (i.e. Belief in the Oneness of 
Allah and His Messenger, Muhammad 
iateko), and yours will be a great 
torment (i.e. the Fire of Hell in the 
Hereafter). 


And purchase not a small gain at the 
cost of Allah's Covenant. Verily, what 
Is with Allah is better for you if you 
did but know. 


(V.16:92) See the footnote of (V.3:85). 
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Whatever is with you, will be 
exhausted, and whatever is with Allah 
(of good deeds) will remain. And those 
who are patient, We will certainly pay 
them a reward in proportion to the best 
of what they used to do™. 


Whoever works righteousness — 
whether male or female — while he 
(or she) is a true believer (of Islamic 
Monotheism) verily, to him We will 
give a good life (in this world with 
respect, contentment and lawful 
provision), and We shall certainly 
pay them a reward in proportion to 
the best of what they used to do (i.e. 
Paradise in the Hereafter). 


So when you recite the Qur'an, seek 
refuge with Allah from Shaitan 
(Satan), the outcast (the cursed one). 


Verily, he has no power over those 
who believe and put their trust only in 
their Lord (Allah). 


His power is only over those who 
obey and follow him (Satan), and 
those who join partners with Him 
(Allah i.e. those who are Mushrikün 
i.e. polytheists)™. 

And when We change a Verse (of the 
Qur’an,) in place of another — and 
Allah knows best what He sends 
down — they (the disbelievers) say: 
“You (O Muhammad sae e) are 
but a forger" Nay, but most of them 
know not.

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Say (O Muhammad ijf) 
Rüh-ul-Qudus [Jibrail (Gabriel)] 
has brought it (the Qur'an) down 
from your Lord with truth, that it 
may make firm and strengthen (the 
Faith of) those who believe, and as 
guidance and glad tidings to those 
who have submitted (to Allah as 
Muslims). 


And indeed, We know that they 
(polytheists and pagans) say: “It is 
only a human being who teaches 
him (Muhammad cs.c{exi\2).” The 
tongue of the man they refer to is 
foreign, while this (the Qur'an) is 
aclear Arabic tongue. 

Verily, those who believe not in the 
Ayát (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) of Allah, 
Allah will not guide them and theirs 
will be a painful torment. 


It is only those who believe not in 
the Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) of 
Allah, who fabricate falsehood, and it 
is they who are liars. 


Whoever disbelieved in Allah after 
his belief, except him who is forced 
thereto and whose heart is at rest 
with Faith; but such as open their 
breasts to disbelief, on them is wrath 
from Allah, and theirs will be a great 
torment. 

That is because they loved and 
preferred the life of this world to that 
of the Hereafter. And Allah guides 
not the people who disbelieve. 
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They are those upon whose hearts, 
hearing (ears) and sight (eyes) Allah 
has set a seal. And they are the 
heedless! 


No doubt, in the Hereafter, they will 
be the losers. 


Then, verily, your Lord — for those 
who emigrated after they had been 
put to trials and thereafter strove hard 
and fought (for the Cause of Allah) 
and were patient, verily, your Lord, 
afterward, is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


(Remember) the Day when every 
person will come up pleading for 
himself, and every one will be paid in 
full for what he did (good or evil, belief 
or disbelief in the life of this world) 

and they will not be dealt with unjustly. 


And Allah puts forward the example 
of a township (Makkah), that 

dwelt secure and well-content: its 
provision coming to it in abundance 
from every place, but it (its people) 
denied the Favours of Allah (with 
ungratefulness). So, Allah made it 
taste extreme of hunger (famine) and 
fear, because of that (evil, i.e. denying 
Prophet Muhammad isi) 
which they (its people) used to do”. 


(V.16:112) Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas êziz: The Prophet isa said, 


shown the Hell-fire and that the majority of its dwellers were women who were 
disbelievers or ungrateful.” He was asked, “Do they disbelieve in Allah?” (or are 
they ungrateful to Allah?) He replied, “They are ungrateful to their husbands and 
are ungrateful for the favours and the good (charitable deeds) done to them. If you 
have always been good (benevolent) to one of them for a period of time and then 
she sees something in you (not of her liking), she will say, ‘I have never seen any 
good from you.’” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith No.28). 
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And verily, there had come to them 

a Messenger (Muhammad ic; 
from among themselves, but they 
denied him, so the torment overtook 
them while they were 701 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). 


. So, eat of the lawful and good food" 


which Allah has provided for you. 
And be grateful for the Favour of 
Allah, if it is He Whom you worship. 


He has forbidden you only Al-Maitah 
(meat of a dead animal), blood, the 
flesh of swine, and any animal which 
15 slaughtered as a sacrifice for other 
than Allah (or has been slaughtered 
for idols or on which Allah's 

Name has not been mentioned 

while slaughtering). But if one is 
forced by necessity, without wilful 
disobedience, and not transgressing, 
— then, Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


And say not concerning that which 
your tongues put forth falsely: “This 
is lawful and this is forbidden,” so as 
to invent lies against Allah. Verily, 
those who invent lies against Allah 
will never prosper. 

A passing brief enjoyment (will be 
theirs), but they will have painful 
torment. 

And to those who are Jews, We have 
forbidden such things as We have 
mentioned to you (O Muhammad 
Acsalecil>) before)”. And We

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wronged them not, but they used to 
wrong themselves. 


Then, verily, your Lord — for those 
who do evil (commit sins and are 
disobedient to Allah) in ignorance 
and afterward repent and do righteous 
deeds, verily, your Lord thereafter, 
(to such) is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


Verily, Ibrahtm (Abraham) was 

an Ummah (a leader having all the 
good righteous qualities or a nation), 
obedient to Allah, Hanif (i.e. to 
worship none but Allah), and he 
was not one of those who were 
Al-Mushrikün (polytheists, idolaters, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah, 
and those who joined partners with 
Allah). 

(He was) thankful for His (Allah's) 
Favours. He (Allah) chose him 

(as an intimate friend) and guided 
him to a Straight Path (Islamic 
Monotheism — neither Judaism nor 
Christianity’). 


(V.16:121): 


a) Ibrahtm (Abraham) was neither a Jew nor a Christian, but he was a true 
Muslim Hanif (Islamic Monotheism — to worship none but Allah Alone) and 
he joined none in worship with Allah. [The Qur'an, Verse 3: 67]

(on ajourney) they passed by (the territory of) a tyrant from among the tyrants. 

Ibrahim (Abraham zi) is 
accompanied by a very charming lady.” So, he sent for Ibrahtm (Abraham) and 
asked him about Sarah saying, “Who is this lady?" Ibrahim (Abraham) said,

and in the Hereafter he shall be of the 
righteous. 


Then, We have sent the revelation 

to you (O Muhammad isi 
saying): “Follow the religion of 
Ibrahim (Abraham) Hanif (Islamic 
Monotheism(? — to worship none 
but Allah) and he was not of the 
Mushrikün (polytheists, idolaters, and 
disbelievers). 


The Sabbath was only prescribed for 
those who differed concerning it, and 
verily, your Lord will judge between 
them on the Day of Resurrection 
about that wherein they used to 
differ. 


are no believers on the surface of the earth except you and I. This man asked 
me about you and I have told him that you are my sister, so don't contradict 
my statement." The tyrant then called Sarah and when she went to him, he 
tried to take hold of her with his hand, but (his hand got stiff and) he was 
confounded. He asked Sarah, “Pray to Allah for me, and I shall not harm you.” 
So Sarah asked Allah to cure him and he got cured. He tried to take hold of 
her for the second time, but (his hand got as stiff as or stiffer than before and) 
he was more confounded. He again requested Sarah, “Pray to Allah for me, 
and I will not harm you," Sarah asked Allah again and he became right. He 
then called one of his guards (who had brought her) and said, “You have not 
brought me a human being but have brought me a devil." The tyrant then gave 
Hajar as a girl-servant to Sarah. Sarah came back [to Ibrahim (Abraham)] while 
he was praying. Ibrahim (Abraham), gesturing with his hand, asked, “What 
has happened?” She replied “Allah has spoiled the evil plot of the infidel (or 
immoral person) and gave me Hajar for service”. (Abu Hurairah then addressed 
his listeners saying, “That (Hajar) was your mother, O Bani Ma’-is-Sama’ (i.e. 
the Arabs).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 4, Hadith No. 578). 

The idolaters invited Ibrahtm (Abraham) to join them in their celebrations 
outside the city, but he refused, claiming that he was sick. When he was left 
alone, he came to their idols and broke them into pieces. When the idolaters 
questioned him, he claimed that he had not destroyed their idols but the chief 
idol had, which Ibrahim (Abraham) left undisturbed and on whose shoulder he 
had put an axe to lay the accusation on it.

A man from the 
Ansar said, “By Allah! in this division the pleasure of Allah has not been 
intended.” I said, “I will definitely tell this to the Prophet isset." So I went 
to him while he was sitting with his companions and told him of it secretly. 
That was hard upon the Prophet irae and the colour of his face changed, 
and he became so angry that I wished I had not told him. The Prophet iz; ij 
then said, “Misa (Moses) was harmed with more than this, yet he remained 
patient.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, Hadith No. 122).

Then, when the second 
promise came to pass, (We permitted 
your enemies) to disgrace your 

faces and to enter the mosque (of 
Jerusalem) as they had entered it 
before, and to destroy, with utter 
destruction, all that fell in their hands. 


[And We said in the Taurat (Torah)]: 
“It may be that your Lord may show 
mercy to you, but if you return 

(to sins), We shall return (to Our 
Punishment). And We have made Hell 
a prison for the disbelievers. 


Verily, this Qur’an guides to that 
which is most just and right and gives 
glad tidings to the believers (in the 
Oneness of Allah and His Messenger, 
Muhammad 4<5.:2i)\2), who work 
deeds of righteousness, that they shall 
have a great reward (Paradise).

And that those who believe not in the 
Hereafter, for them We have prepared 
a painful torment (Hell). 


And man invokes (Allah) for evil as he 
invokes (Allah) for good and man is ever 
hasty [i.e., if he is angry with somebody, 
he invokes (saying): *O Allah! Curse 
him" and that one should not do, but one 
should be patient]. 


And We have appointed the night and 
the day as two Aydt (signs etc.). Then, 
We have obliterated the sign of the 
night (with darkness) while We have 
made the sign of the day illuminat- 
ing, that you may seek bounty from 
your Lord, and that you may know the 
number of the years and the reckoning. 
And We have explained everything (in 
detail) with full explanation. 


And We have fastened every man's 
deeds“ to his neck, and on the Day of 
Resurrection, We shall bring out for him 
a book which he will find wide open. 


(It will be said to him): *Read your 
book. You yourself are sufficient as 
a reckoner against you this Day." 


Whoever goes right, then he goes 
right only for the benefit of his 
ownself. And whoever goes astray, 
then he goes astray to his own loss. 
No one laden with burdens can

never punish until We have sent 
a Messenger (to give warning). 


And when We decide to destroy 

a town (population), We (first) send 
a definite order (to obey Allah and be 
righteous) to those among them [or 
We (first) increase in number those 
of its population] who lead a life of 
luxury. Then, they transgress therein, 
and thus the word (of torment) is 
justified against it (them). Then We 
destroy it with complete destruction. 


And how many generations have 

We destroyed after Nah (Noah)! 

And Sufficient is your Lord as 
Well-Acquainted and All-Beholder of 
the sins of His slaves. 


Whoever desires the quick-passing 
(transitory enjoyment of this world), 
We readily grant him what We will for 
whom We like. Then, afterwards, We 
have appointed for him Hell; he will 
burn therein, disgraced and rejected 
(— far away from Allah’s Mercy). 


And whoever desires the Hereafter and 
strives for it, with the necessary effort 
due for it (i.e. does righteous deeds of 
Allah’s Obedience) while he is a believer 
(in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) — then such are the ones 
whose striving shall be appreciated, 
(thanked and rewarded by Allah). 


On each — these as well as those — 
We bestow from the Bounties of your 
Lord. And the Bounties of your Lord 
can never be forbidden. 
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See how We prefer some of them to 
others (in this world), and verily, the 
Hereafter will be greater in degrees 
and greater in preferment. 


Set not up with Allah any other 

ilah (god), (O man)! (This verse is 
addressed to Prophet Muhammad 
Asati, but its implication is general 
to all mankind), or you will sit down 
reproved, forsaken (in the Hell-fire). 


And your Lord has decreed that you 
worship none but Him. And that you 
be dutiful to your parents. If one of 
them or both of them attain old age 
in your life, say not to them a word 
of disrespect, nor shout at them but 
address them in terms of honour. 


And lower to them the wing of 
submission and humility through 
mercy, and say: “My Lord! Bestow 
on them Your Mercy as they did bring 
me up when I was young." 


Your Lord knows best what is in your 
inner-selves. If you are righteous, then, 
verily, He is Ever Most Forgiving to 
those who turn to Him again and again 
In obedience, and in repentance. 


And give to the kinsman his due and 
to the Miskin” (the needy) and to the 
wayfarer. But spend not wastefully 
(your wealth) in the manner of 

a spendthrift™. (Tafsir At-Tabari)

(V.17:26) You have to follow a middle course in your spendings - neither a miser 
nor a spendthrift, and not to be like those who spend in the disobedience of Allah 


and His Messenger icit. 
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Verily, the spendthrifts are brothers of

(Devil-Satan) is ever ungrateful to his 

Lord. 


And if you (O Muhammad ici) 
turn away from them (the kindred, the 
needy, the wayfarer, whom We have 
ordered you to give their rights, but if 
you have no money at the time they 
ask you for it) and you are awaiting 

a mercy from your Lord for which you 
hope, then, speak to them a soft, kind 
word (i.e. Allah will give me, and I 
shall give you). 


And let not your hand be tied (like 
a miser) to your neck, nor stretch 

it forth to its utmost reach (like 

a spendthrift), so that you become 
blameworthy and in severe poverty. 


Truly, your Lord enlarges the 
provision for whom He wills and 
straitens (for whom He wills). Verily, 
He is Ever Well-Acquainted, All-Seer 
of His slaves. 


And kill not your children for fear of 
poverty. We shall provide for them as 
well as for you. Surely, the killing of 
them is a great sin. 


And come not near to unlawful 

sex. Verily, it is a Fahishah (i.e. 
anything that transgresses its limits: 
a great sin), and an evil way (that 
leads one to Hell unless Allah 
forgives him).

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And do not kill anyone whose killing 
Allah has forbidden, except for 

ajust cause. And whoever is killed 
wrongfully (intentionally with hostility 
and oppression and not by mistake), 
We have given his heir the authority [to 
demand Qisads, — Law of Equality in 
punishment — or to forgive, or to take 
Diyah (blood-money)]. But let him not 
exceed limits in the matter of taking life 
(i.e he should not kill except the killer). 
Verily, he is helped (by the Islamic 
law). 


And come not near to the orphan’s 
property except to improve it, until he 
attains the age of full strength. And 
fulfil (every) covenant. Verily, the 
covenant will be questioned about. 


And give full measure when you 
measure, and weigh with a balance 
that is straight. That is good 
(advantageous) and better in the end. 


And follow not (O man i.e., say not, 
or do not or witness not) that of which 
you have no knowledge.

the hearing, and the sight, and the 
heart, of each one of those will be 
questioned (by Allah). 


And walk not on the earth with 
conceit and arrogance. Verily, you can 
neither rend nor penetrate the earth, 
nor can you attain a stature like the 
mountains in height.

Qurtubi) Narrated Sa'1d ibn Jubair iii "When the Surah No.111 (Tabbat Yada) 
was revealed, the wife of Abu Lahab came looking for the Prophet saeta while 
Abii Bakr tsi, was sitting beside him. Abū Bakr said to the Prophet Acetic: 
“I wish if you get aside (or go away) as she is coming to us, she may harm you." 
The Prophet ijt» said: “There will be a screen set between me and her." So 
she did not see him. She said to Abū Bakr: “Your companion is saying poetry 
against me," Abū Bakr said: “By Allah, he does not say poetry." She said: “Do 
you believe that?" Then she left. Abü Bakr said, *O Allah's Messenger! She did 
not see you." The Prophet isal said: “An angel was screening me from her.” 
[This Hadith is quoted in Musnad Abu Ya 'la.] 

It is said that if the above Verse (17:45) is recited by a real believer (of Islamic 
Monotheism) he will be screened from a disbeliever. (Allah knows better). (Tafsir 
Al-Qurtubi, Vol.10, Page 269). 
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then the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers) say: “You follow none 
but a bewitched man.” 


See what examples they have put 
forward for you. So they have gone 
astray, and never can they find a way. 


And they say: “When we are bones 
and fragments (destroyed), would we 
really be resurrected (to be) a new 
creation?” 


Say (O Muhammad saete) “Be 
you stones or iron,” 


“Or some created thing that is yet 
greater (or harder) in your breasts 
(thoughts to be resurrected, even 
then you shall be resurrected).”

And say to My slaves (i.e. the true 
believers of Islamic Monotheism) that 
they should (only) say those words 
that are the best. (Because) Shaitan 
(Satan) verily, sows a state of conflict 
and disagreements among them. 
Surely, Shaitan (Satan) is to man 

a plain enemy. 
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. Your Lord knows you best; if He 


wills, He will have mercy on you, or 
if He wills, He will punish you. And 
We have not sent you (O Muhammad 
ل‎ as a guardian over them. 


And your Lord knows best all who 
are in the heavens and the earth. And 
indeed, We have preferred some of 
the Prophets to others, and to Dawüd 
(David) We gave the Zabür (Psalms). 


Say (O Muhammad zs): 

“Call upon those — besides Him — 
whom you pretend [to be gods like 
angels, ‘Isa (Jesus), *Uzair (Ezra), and 
others.]. They have neither the power 
to remove the adversity from you nor 
even to shift it from you to another 
person." 


Those whom they call upon [like ‘Isa 
(Jesus) - son of Maryam (Mary), ‘Uzair 
(Ezra), angels] desire (for themselves) 
means of access to their Lord (Allah), 
as to which of them should be the 
nearest; and they [‘Isa (Jesus), ‘Uzair 
(Ezra), angels and others] hope for 

His Mercy and fear His Torment. 
Verily, the Torment of your Lord is

“And befool them gradually, those 
whom you can among them, with 
your voice (i.e. songs, music, and any 
other call for Allah’s disobedience), 
make assaults on them with your 
cavalry and your infantry, share

Makkah was conquered. He rode over the (Red) Sea to cross over to Ethiopia, but 
(as they proceeded), aheavy stormy wind overtook their boat, and huge waves 
came to them from all sides, and they thought that they are encircled therein. 
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Do you then feel secure, that He will 
not cause a side of the land to swallow 
you up, or that He will not send against 
you a violent sand-storm? Then, you 
shall find no Wakil (guardian — one to 
guard you from the torment). 


Or do you feel secure, that He will not 
send you back a second time to sea 
and send against you a hurricane of 
wind and drown you because of your 
disbelief? Then, you will not find any 
avenger therein against Us. 


And indeed We have honoured the 
Children of Adam, and We have 
carried them on land and sea, and have 
provided them with A1-Tayyibat (lawful 
good things), and have preferred them 
to many of those whom We have 
created with a marked preferment. 


(And remember) the Day when We 
shall call together all human beings 
with their (respective) Imam [their 
Prophets, or their records of good 
and bad deeds, or their Holy Books 
like the Qur’an, the Taurat (Torah), 
the Injeel (Gospel), the leaders whom 
the people followed in this world. ]. 


The people of the boat said to one another: “None can save you except Allah (the 
Only True God of the heavens and earth). So invoke (call upon) Him (Allah) (by 
making your Faith pure for Him Alone and none else) to deliver you safe (from 
drowning).” ‘Ikrimah said to himself. ‘By Allah if none can benefit in the sea 
except Allah (Alone) then no doubt none can benefit over the land except Allah 
(Alone).

So whosoever is given his record in 
his right hand, such will read their 
records, and they will not be dealt 
with unjustly in the least. 


And whoever is blind in this world 
(i.e., does not see Allah’s Signs and 
believes not in Him), will be blind in 
the Hereafter, and more astray from 
the Path. 


Verily, they were about to tempt 
you away from that which We 

have revealed (the Qur'an) to you 
(O Muhammad ics), to 
fabricate something other than it 
against Us, and then they would 
certainly have taken you as a Khalil 
(an intimate friend)! 


And had We not made you stand firm, 
you would nearly have been inclined 
to them a little. 


In that case, We would have made you 
taste a double portion (of punishment) 
in this life and a double portion (of 
punishment) after death. And then you 
would have found none to help you 
against Us.

And when We bestow Our Grace on 
man (the disbeliever), he turns away 
and becomes arrogant (far away 
from the Right Path). And when evil 
touches him, he is in great despair. 


Say (O Muhammad {csak to 
mankind): “Each one does according 
to Shakilatihi (i.e. his way or his 
religion or his intentions.), and your 
Lord knows best of him whose path 
(religion) is right.” 


b) Narrated Jabir ibn ‘Abdullah zis: Allah’s Messenger ici said, 
“Whoever, after listening to the Adhan (call for the prayer) says, ‘O Allah, the 
Lord of this complete call and of this prayer, which is going to be established! 
Give Muhammad 4/-Wasilah and Al-Fadilah* and raise him to Maqam

And they ask you (O Muhammad 
Asati) concerning the Ru (the 
Spirit); Say: “The Ruh (the Spirit) is 
one of the things, the knowledge of 
which is only with my Lord. And of 
knowledge, you (mankind) have been 
given only a little.” 


And if We willed, We could surely 
take away that which We have 
revealed to you (i.e. this Qur'an). 
Then, you would find no protector for 
you against Us in that respect. 


Except as Mercy from your Lord. 
Verily, His Grace to you (O Muhammad

Therefore, We covered up their (sense 
of) hearing (causing them to go in 
deep sleep) in the Cave for a number 
of years. 


Then, We raised them up (from their 
sleep), that We might test which of 
the two parties was best at calculating 
the time period that they had tarried. 
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We narrate to you (O Muhammad 
iateko) their story with truth: 
Truly, they were young men who 
believed in their Lord (Allah), and We 
increased them in guidance. 


And We made their hearts firm and 
strong (with the light of Faith in Allah 
and bestowed upon them patience to 
bear the separation of their kith and 
kin and dwellings) when they stood 

up and said: “Our Lord is the Lord of 
the heavens and the earth, never shall 
we call upon any ilah (god) other than 
Him; if we had done, we should indeed 
have uttered an enormity in disbelief. 


“These our people have taken for 
worship alihah (gods) other than Him 
(Allah). Why do they not bring for 
them a clear authority? And who does 
more wrong than he who invents a lie 
against Allah. 


(The young men said to one another): 
“And when you withdraw from them, 
and that which they worship, except 
Allah, then seek refuge in the Cave; 
your Lord will open a way for you from 
His Mercy and will make easy for you 
your affair (1.e. will give you what you 
will need of provision and dwelling)." 


And you might have seen the sun, 
when it rose, declining to the right 
from their Cave, and when it set, 
turning away from them to the left, 
while they lay in the midst of the 
Cave. That is (one) of the Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, signs) of Allah. 
He whom Allah guides, he is the 
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rightly guided; but he whom He 
sends astray, for him you will find no 
Walt (guiding friend) to lead him (to 
the right Path). 


And you would have thought them 
awake, whereas they were asleep. 
And We turned them on their right 
and on their left sides, and their dog 
stretching forth his two forelegs at the 
entrance [of the Cave or in the space 
near to the entrance of the Cave (as 

a guard at the gate)]. Had you looked 
at them, you would certainly have 
turned back from them in flight, and 
would certainly have been filled with 
awe of them. 


Likewise, We awakened them (from 
their long deep sleep) that they might 
question one another. A speaker 
from among them said: “How long 
have you stayed (here)?” They said: 
“We have stayed (perhaps) a day 

or part of a day.” They said: “Your 
Lord (Alone) knows best how long 
you have stayed (here). So send one 
of you with this silver coin of yours 
to the town, and let him find out 
which is the good lawful food, and 
bring some of that to you. And let 
him be careful and let no man know 
of you. 


“For, if they come to know of you, 
they will stone you (to death or abuse 
and harm you) or turn you back to 
their religion; and in that case you will 
never be successful”. 
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And thus We made their case known (to 
the people), that they might know that 
the Promise of Allah is true, and that 
there can be no doubt about the Hour. 
(Remember) when they (the people of 
the city) disputed among themselves 
about their case, they said: “Construct 
a building over them; their Lord knows 
best about them;” (then) those who 
won their point (most probably the 
disbelievers) said: “We verily shall 
build a place of worship over them”. 


(Some) say they were three, the dog 
being the fourth among them; and 
(others) say they were five, the dog 
being the sixth, — guessing at the 
unseen; (yet others) say they were 
seven, and the dog being the eighth. 
Say (O Muhammad gael): “My 
Lord knows best their number; none 
knows them but a few.” So debate not 
(about their number) except with the 
clear proof (which We have revealed 
to you). And consult not any of them 
(people of the Scripture — Jews and 
Christians) about (the affair of) the 
people of the Cave. 


And never say of anything, “I shall do 
such and such thing tomorrow.” 


Except (with the saying), “If Allah 
wills!” And remember your Lord 
when you forget and say: “It may be 
that my Lord guides me to a nearer 
way of truth than this.” 


And they stayed in their Cave three 
hundred (solar) years, adding nine (for 
lunar years). (Tafsir Al-Ourtubi) 
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Say: “Allah knows best how long they 
stayed. With Him is (the knowledge 
of) the Unseen of the heavens and 

the earth. How clearly He sees, and 


hears (everything)! They have no Walz 


(Helper, Disposer of affairs, Protector) 
other than Him, and He makes none to 
share in His Decision and His Rule.” 


And recite what has been revealed 

to you (O Muhammad csset) of 
the Book (the Qur’an) of your Lord 
(i.e. recite it, understand and follow 
its teachings and act on its orders and 
preach it to men). None can change 
His Words, and none will you find as 
a refuge other than Him. 


And keep yourself (O Muhammad 
Acsaileti\) patiently with those 

who call on their Lord (i.e. your 
companions who remember their 
Lord with glorification, praising in 
prayers, and other righteous deeds) 
morning and afternoon, seeking His 
Face; and let not your eyes overlook 
them, desiring the pomp and glitter 
of the life of the world; and obey 
not him whose heart We have made 
heedless of Our Remembrance, and 
who follows his own lusts, and whose 
affair (deeds) has been lost. 


And say: “The truth is from your 
Lord.” Then, whosoever wills, let 

him believe; and whosoever wills, 

let him disbelieve. Verily, We have 
prepared for the Zalimün (polytheists 
and wrong-doers) a Fire whose walls 
will be surrounding them (disbelievers 
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in the Oneness of Allah). And if they 
ask for help (relief, water), they will 
be granted water like boiling oil, that 
will scald their faces. Terrible is the 
drink, and an evil Murtafaq (dwelling, 
resting place.)! 


Verily, as for those who believed and 
did righteous deeds, certainly, We 
shall not make the reward of anyone 
who does his (righteous) deeds in the 
most perfect manner to be lost. 


These! For them will be *Adn (Eden) 
Paradise (everlasting Gardens); 
wherein rivers flow underneath them; 
therein they will be adorned with 
bracelets of gold, and they will wear 
green garments of fine and thick silk. 
They will recline therein on raised 
thrones. How good is the reward, and 
what an excellent Murtafag (dwelling, 
resting place.)! 


And put forward to them the example 
of two men: to one of them, We had 
given two gardens of grapes, and We 
had surrounded both with date-palms; 
and had put between them green crops 
(cultivated fields). 


Each of those two gardens brought 
forth its produce, and failed not in the 
least therein, and We caused a river to 
gush forth in the midst of them. 


And he had property (or fruit) and he 
said to his companion, in the course 
of mutual talk: “I am more than you 
in wealth and stronger in respect of 
men." (Tafsir Al-Qurtubi). 
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And he went into his garden (while in 
a state of pride and disbelief), unjust 
to himself. He said: “I think not that 
this will ever perish. 


“And I think not the Hour will ever 
come, and if indeed I am brought 
back to my Lord, (on the Day of 
Resurrection), I surely shall find 
better than this when I return to Him.” 


His companion said to him during the 
talk with him: “Do you disbelieve in 
Him Who created you out of dust (i.e. 
your father Adam), then out of Nuftfah 
(mixed semen drops of male and 
female discharge), then fashioned you 
into a man? 


“But as for my part, (I believe) that 
He is Allah, my Lord, and none shall I 
associate as partner with my Lord. 


“Tt was better for you to say, when you 
entered your garden: *That which Allah 
wills (will come to pass)! There is no 
power but with Allah!’ If you see me 
less than you in wealth, and children, 


“It may be that my Lord will give me 
something better than your garden, 
and will send on it Husban (torment, 
bolt) from the sky, then it will be 

a barren slippery earth. 


(V.18:39): What is said regarding the statement: Lā haulà wala quwwata illa 
billah (i.e. There is neither might nor power except with Allah). 

Narrated Abu Miisa Al-Ash'ari 225: The Prophet ised started ascending 
a high place or a hill. A man (amongst his companions) ascended it and shouted in 
a loud voice. La ilaha illal-lah wallahu Akbar.* (At that time) Allah's Messenger 


Acier was riding his mule. Allah's Messenger ici said, “You are not 


calling upon a deaf or an absent one." and added, “O Abu Misa (or, O * Abdullah)! 
Shall I tell you a sentence from the treasure of Paradise?" I said, “Yes.” He said, 
“Lā haulà wala quwwata illa billah.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, Hadith No. 418). 
* None has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and Allah is the Most Great. 
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“Or the water thereof (of the gardens) 
becomes deep-sunken (underground) so 
that you will never be able to seek it.” 


So his fruits were encircled (with ruin). 
And he remained clapping his hands 
(with sorrow) over what he had spent 
upon it, while it was all destroyed on 
its trellises, and he could only say: 
“Would that I had ascribed no partners 
to my Lord!” [Tafsir Ibn Kathir] 


And he had no group of men to help 
him against Allah, nor could he 
defend (or save) himself. 


There (on the Day of Resurrection), 
Al-Walayah (protection, power, 
authority and kingdom) will be for Allah 
(Alone), the True God. He (Allah) is 

the Best for reward and the Best for the 
final end. (Là ilaha illallah — none has 
the right to be worshipped but Allah). 


And put forward to them the example 
of the life of this world: it 15 like the 
water (rain) which We send down 
from the sky, and the vegetation 

of the earth mingles with it, (and 
becomes fresh and green). But (later) 
it becomes dry and broken pieces, 
which the winds scatter. And Allah is 
Able to do everything. 


Wealth and children are the 
adornment of the life of this world. 
But the good righteous deeds,” that 
last, are better with your Lord for 
rewards and better in respect of hope. 


(V.18:46) Good righteous deeds like the five compulsory prayers, deeds of Allah's 
obedience, good and nice talk, remembrance of Allah with glorification, praises 


and thanks. 
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And (remember) the Day We shall 
cause the mountains to pass away 
(like clouds of dust), and you will see 
the earth as a levelled plain, and we 
shall gather them all together so as to 
leave not one of them behind. 


And they will be set before your Lord 
in (lines as) rows, (and Allah will say): 
*Now indeed, you have come to Us as 
We created you the first time. Nay, but 
you thought that We had appointed no 
meeting for you (with Us)." 


And the Book (one's Record) will be 
placed (in the right hand for a believer 
in the Oneness of Allah, and in the 
left hand for a disbeliever in the 
Oneness of Allah), and you will see 
the Mujrimün (criminals, polytheists, 
sinners) fearful of that which is 
(recorded) therein. They will say: 
“Woe to us! What sort of Book is this 
that leaves neither a small thing nor 

a big thing, but has recorded it with 
numbers!” And they will find all that 
they did, placed before them, and your 
Lord treats no one with injustice. 


And (remember) when We said to 

the angels: “Prostrate yourselves to 
Adam.” So, they prostrated themselves 
except /b/is (Satan). He was one of 
the jinn; he disobeyed the Command 
of his Lord. Will you then take him 
(Jblis) and his offspring as protectors 
and helpers rather than Me, while they 
are enemies to you? What an evil is the 
exchange for the Zalimün (polytheists, 
and wrong-doers). 
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I (Allah) made them (/b/is and his 
offspring) not to witness (nor took 
their help in) the creation of the 
heavens and the earth and not (even) 
their own creation, nor was I (Allah) 
to take the misleaders as helpers. 


And (remember) the Day He will 

say:"Call those (so-called) partners 
of Mine whom you claimed." Then 
they will cry to them, but they will 
not answer them, and We shall put 
a Maubiq (barrier)? between them. 


And the Mujrimün (criminals, 
polytheists, sinners) shall see the Fire 
and apprehend that they have to fall 
therein. And they will find no way of 
escape from there. 


And indeed We have put forth every 
kind of example in this Qur'an, for 
mankind. But, man is ever more 
quarrelsome than anything. 


And nothing prevents mankind from 
believing, (now) when the guidance (the 
Qur'an) has come to them, and from 
asking Forgiveness of their Lord, except 
that the ways of the ancients be repeated 
with them (i.e. their destruction decreed 
by Allah), or the torment be brought to 
them face to face. 


And We send not the Messengers 
except as givers of glad tidings and 
warners. But those who disbelieve, 
dispute with false argument, in order 
to refute the truth thereby. And they 
treat My Aydt (proofs, evidences, 


(V.18:52) In Arabic "Maubiq " also means enmity, or destruction, or a valley in Hell. 
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verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.), and that with which they are 
warned, as a jest and mockery! 


And who does more wrong than he 
who is reminded of the Ayat (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) of his Lord, but turns 
away from them, forgetting what 
(deeds) his hands have sent forth. 
Truly, We have set veils over their 
hearts lest they should understand 
this (the Qur’an), and in their ears, 
deafness. And if you (O Muhammad 
acs«desiv2) call them to guidance, 
even then they will never be guided. 


And your Lord is Most Forgiving, 
Owner of Mercy. Were He to call 
them to account for what they have 
earned, then surely, He would have 
hastened their punishment. But they 
have their appointed time, beyond 
which they will find no escape. 


And these towns (population, — *Ad, 
Thamüd) We destroyed them when 
they did wrong. And We appointed 

a fixed time for their destruction. 


And (remember) when Müsa (Moses) 
said to his boy-servant: “I will not 
give up (travelling) until I reach the 
junction of the two seas or (until) I 


spend years and years in travelling." 


(V.18:60) The Story of Misa (Moses) and Al-Khidr SAk. Narrated Sa‘id ibn 
Jubair: I said to Ibn ‘Abbas, zis; “Nauf Al-Bikali claims that Mūsa (Moses), the 
companion of Al-Khidr was not the Müsa (Moses) of the Children of Israel." Ibn 
* Abbas zziz said, “The enemy of Allah (Nauf) told alie." Narrated ‘Ubayy ibn 
Ka'b that he heard Allah's Messenger icit» saying, “Miisa (Moses) got up to 
deliver a speech before the Children of Israel and he was asked, ‘Who is the most 
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learned person among the people?’ Müsa (Moses) replied, ‘I (am the most learned). 
Allah admonished him for he did not ascribe knowledge to Allah Alone. So Allah 
revealed to him: ‘At the junction of the two seas there is aslave of Ours who is 
more learned than you.’ Müsa (Moses) asked, ‘O my Lord, how can I meet him?’ 
Allah said, ‘Take a fish and put it in a basket and then proceed (set out and where 
you lose the fish, you will find him).’ So Müsa (Moses) (took a fish and put it in 
a basket and) set out, along with his boy-servant Yüsha* ibn Nin, till they reached 
arock (on which) they both lay their heads and slept. The fish moved vigorously in 
the basket and got out of it and fell into the sea and there it took its way through the 
sea (straight) as in a tunnel. (V.18:61) Allah stopped the current of water on both 
sides of the way created by the fish, and so that way was like a tunnel. When Misa 
(Moses) got up, his companion forgot to tell him about the fish, and so they carried 
on their journey during the rest of the day and the whole night. The next morning 
Misa (Moses) asked his boy-servant ‘Bring us our morning meal; truly, we have 
suffered much fatigue in this, our journey.’ (V.18:62). 

Müsa (Moses) did not get tired till he had passed the place which Allah had ordered 
him to seek after. His boy-servant then said to him, ‘Do you remember when we 
betook ourselves to the rock? I indeed forgot the fish; none but Satan made me 
forget to remember it. It took its course into the sea in a strange way.' (V.18:63). 
There was a tunnel for the fish and for Müsa (Moses) and his boy-servant there was 
astonishment. Müsa (Moses) said, ‘That is what we have been seeking’. So they went 
back retracing their footsteps. (V.18:64) They both returned, retracing their steps till 
they reached the rock. Behold! There they found a man covered with a garment. 3 
(Moses) greeted him. Al-Khidr said astonishingly, ‘Is there such a greeting in your 
land?’ Müsa (Moses) said, ‘I am Müsa (Moses).’ He said, ‘Are you the Müsa (Moses) 
of the Children of Israel?’ Müsa (Moses) said, ‘Yes’; and added, ‘I have come to you 
so that you may teach me something of that knowledge which you have been taught’. 
Al-Khidr said, ‘You will not be able to have patience with me.’ (V.18:67). 

*O Müsa (Moses)! I have some of Allah's Knowledge which He has bestowed upon 
me but you do not know it; and you too, have some of Allah's Knowledge which He 
has bestowed upon you, but I do not know it." Müsa (Moses) said, ‘If Allah wills, 
you will find me patient, and I will not disobey you in aught.’ (V.18:69). 

Al-Khidr said to him. ‘Then, if you follow me, ask me not about anything till I myself 
mention it to you.’ (V.18:70). After that both of them proceeded along the sea coast, 
till a ship passed by and they requested the crew to let them go on board. The crew 
recognized Al-Khidr and allowed them to get on board free of charge. When they 
got on board, suddenly Misa (Moses) saw that Al-Khidr had pulled out one of the 
planks of the ship with an adze. Müsa (Moses) said to him, *These people gave us 
a free lift, yet you have scuttled their ship so as to drown its people! Verily, you have 
committed a thing ‘Imra’ (a Munkar — evil, bad, dreadful thing).’ (V.18:71). 
Al-Khidr said, ‘Did I not tell you, that you would not be able to have patience with 
me?' (V.18:72). 

Misa (Moses) said, ‘Call me not to account for what I forgot and be not hard upon 
me for my affair (with you.)’ (V.18:73)." 
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Allah’s Messenger iic said, “The first excuse given by Müsa (Moses), was 
that he had forgotten. Then a sparrow came and sat over the edge of the ship and 
dipped its beak once in the sea. Al-Khidr said to Müsa (Moses), *My knowledge 
and your knowledge, compared to Allah's Knowledge is like what this sparrow 
has taken out of the sea.’ Then they both got out of the ship, and while they were 
walking on the sea shore, Al-Khidr saw a boy playing with other boys. Al-Khidr got 
hold of the head of that boy and pulled it out with his hands and killed him. Müsa 
(Moses) said, *Have you killed an innocent person who had killed none! Verily, you 
have committed a thing ‘Nukra’ (a great Munkar - prohibited, evil, dreadful thing)!’ 
(V.18:74) He said, ‘Did I not tell you that you would not be able to have patience 
with me?’ (V.18:75) (The subnarrator said, ‘The second blame was stronger than the 
first one). Müsa (Moses) said, ‘If I ask you anything after this, keep me not in your 
company; you have received an excuse from me." (V.18:76). 

Then they both proceeded until they came to the people of a town. They asked 
them for food but they refused to entertain them. (Then) they found there a wall 
on the point of falling down. (V.18:77) (Al-Khidr) set it up straight with his own 
hands. Müsa (Moses) said, *We came to these people, but they neither fed us nor 
received us as guests. If you had wished, you could surely have exacted some 
recompense for it.’ (Al-Khidr) said, ‘This is the parting between me and you, 
(please read V. 18:79, 80-82) that is the interpretation of those (things) over which 
you could not hold patience.’ (V.18:78-82).” 

Allah’s Messenger sass said, “We wished Mūsā (Moses) had more patience so 
that Allah might have described to us more about their story.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, 
Vol. 6, Hadith No. 249). 
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[Musa (Moses)] said: “That is what 
we have been seeking.” So they went 
back retracing their footsteps. 


Then they found one of Our slaves, 
on whom We had bestowed mercy 
from Us, and whom We had taught 
knowledge from Us. 


Musa (Moses) said to him 
(Al-Khidr): “May I follow you so 
that you teach me something of that 
knowledge (guidance and true path) 
which you have been taught (by 
Allah)?” 


He (Al-Khidr) said: “Verily, you 
will not be able to have patience 
with me! 


“And how can you have patience 
about a thing which you know not?” 


Musa (Moses) said: “If Allah wills, 
you will find me patient, and I will not 
disobey you in aught.” 


He (Al-Khidr) said: “Then, if 
you follow me, ask me not about 
anything till I myself mention of it to 


EE 


you. 


So, they both proceeded, till, when 
they embarked the ship, he (Al-Khidr) 
scuttled it. Musa (Moses) said: “Have 
you scuttled it in order to drown its 
people? Verily, you have committed 
a thing /mra (a Munkar — evil, bad, 
dreadful thing).” 


He (Al-Khidr) said: “Did I not tell 
you, that you would not be able to 
have patience with me?” 
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(V.18:73): 


a) If someone does something against his oath due to forgetfulness (should he 
make expiation?) And the Statement of Allah: 
“And there is no sin on you, concerning that in which you made a mistake." 
(V.33:5). 
And Allah said: 
*[Müsa (Moses) said to Al-Khidr]: Call me not to account for what I forgot.” 
(V.18:73) 
Narrated Abu Hurairah zás: The Prophet satya said, “Allah forgives my 
followers those (evil deeds) their ownselves may whisper or suggest to them as long 
as they do not act (on them) or speak.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, Hadith No. 657). 
b) Narrated Abu Hurairah sis: The Prophet ici said, “If somebody eats 
something forgetfully while he is fasting, then he should complete his fast, for 
Allah has made him eat and drink.” (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vo. 8, Hadith No. 662). 
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and he (Al-Khidr) set it up straight. 
[Mūsā (Moses)] said: If you had 
wished, surely, you could have taken 
wages for it!” 


(Al-Khidr) said: “This is the parting 
between me and you, I will tell you 
the interpretation of (those) things 
over which you were unable to hold 
patience. 


“As for the ship, it belonged to 
Masakin (needy people) working 
in the sea. So, I wished to damage 
it, as there was a king behind 
them who seized every sound ship 
by force. 


“And as for the boy, his parents 

were believers, and we feared lest he 
should oppress them by rebellion and 
disbelief. 


“So, we intended that their Lord 
should change him for them for one 
better in righteousness and nearer to 
mercy. 


“And, as for the wall, it belonged 

to two orphan boys in the town; 

and there was under it a treasure 
belonging to them; and their father 
was arighteous man, and your Lord 
intended that they should attain their 
age of full strength and take out their 
treasure as mercy from your Lord. 


And I did them not of my own accord. 


That is the interpretation of those 
(things) over which you could not 
hold patience.” 
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And they ask you about 
Dhul-Qarnain. Say: “I shall recite to 
you something of his story.” 


Verily, We established him in the 
earth, and We gave him the means of 
everything. 


So, he followed a way. 


Until, when he reached the setting 
place of the sun, he found it setting 
in a spring of black muddy (or hot) 
water. And he found near it a people. 
We (Allah) said (by inspiration): 

“O Dhul-Qarnain! Either you punish 
them, or treat them with kindness.” 


He said: “As for him (a disbeliever 
in the Oneness of Allah) who does 
wrong, we shall punish him, and then 
he will be brought back to his Lord, 
Who will punish him with a terrible 
torment (Hell). 


“But as for him who believes 

(in Allah’s Oneness) and works 
righteousness, he shall have the 
best reward, (Paradise), and we 
(Dhul-Qarnain) shall speak to him 
mild words (as instructions).” 


Then, he followed (another) way, 


Until, when he came to the rising 
place of the sun, he found it rising on 
a people for whom We (Allah) had 
provided no shelter against the sun. 


So (it was)! And We knew all about 
him (Dhul-Qarnain). 


Then, he followed (another) way,

Narrated Zainab bint Jahsh Geiss; that one day Allah’s Messenger zs: ii» entered 
upon her in a state of fear and said, “La ilaha illallah (none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah)! Woe to the Arabs from the great evil that has approached 
(them). Today a hole has been opened in the dam of Ya'jüj and Ma'jüj (Gog and 
Magog) like this.” The Prophet icit» made a circle with his index finger and 
thumb. Zainab bint Jahsh added: I said, “O Allah's Messenger!, Shall we be destroyed 
though there will be righteous people among us?"

We shall bring them round Hell on 
their knees. 


Then indeed We shall drag out from 
every sect all those who were the 
worst in obstinate rebellion against the 
Most Gracious (Allah). 


Then, verily, We know best those 
who are most worthy of being burnt 
therein.

71. There is not one of you, but will 
pass over it (Hell): this is with 
your Lord; a Decree which must be 
accomplished. 


72. Then We. shall save those who used 


to fear Allah and were dutiful to Him.

(polytheists and wrongdoers) therein 
(humbled) to their knees (in Hell). 


73. And when Our Clear Verses are 
recited to them, those who disbelieve 
(the rich and strong among the 
pagans of Quraish who live a life 
of luxury) say to those who believe 
(the weak, poor companions of 
Prophet Muhammad ics fc» who 
have a hard life): *Which of the two 
groups (i.e. believers or disbelievers) 
is better in (point of) position and as 
regards station (place of council for 
consultation)?" 


74. And how many a generation (past 
nations) have We destroyed before 
them, who were better in wealth, 
goods and outward appearance! 


75. Say (O Muhammad ij i) 
whoever is in error, the Most 
Gracious (Allah) will extend (the 
rope) to him, until, when they see 
that which they were promised, 
either the torment or the Hour, they 
will come to know who is worst 
in position, and who is weaker in 
forces.

And We shall inherit from him (at his 
death) all that he talks of (1.e. wealth 
and children which We have bestowed 
upon him in this world), and he shall 
come to Us alone. 


And they have taken (for worship) 
dlihah (gods) besides Allah, that they 
might give them honour, power and 
glory (and also protect them from 
Allah’s punishment).

See you not that We have sent 
the Shayatin (devils) against the 
disbelievers to push them to do evil. 


(V. 19:76) those who walk aright i.e. the true believers in the Oneness of Allah — who 
fear Allah much (abstain from all kinds of sins and evil deeds which He has forbidden), 
and love Allah much (perform all kinds of good deeds which He has ordained). 
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Sürat Maryam 


So make no haste against them; We 
only count out to them a (limited) 
number (of the days of the life of this 
world and delay their term so that they 
may increase in evil and sins). 


The Day We shall gather the 
Muttaqün (the pious)” to the Most 
Gracious (Allah), like a delegation 
(presented before a king for honour). 


And We shall drive the +01 
(polytheists, sinners, criminals, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah) 
to Hell, in a thirsty state (like a thirsty 
herd driven down to water). 


None shall have the power of 
intercession, but such a one as has 
received permission (or promise) from 
the Most Gracious (Allah). 


And they say: “The Most Gracious 
(Allah) has begotten a son (or 
offspring or children) [as the Jews 
say: ‘Uzair (Ezra) is the son of Allah, 
and the Christians say that He has 
begotten a son [‘Isa (Jesus) as], 
and the pagan Arabs say that He 

has begotten daughters (angels and 
others.)].” 


Indeed you have brought forth (said) 
a terrible evil thing. 


Whereby the heavens are almost torn, 
and the earth is split asunder, and the 
mountains fall in ruins, 


That they ascribe a son (or offspring 
or children) to the Most Gracious 
(Allah). 


(V.19:85) See verse: V.2:2. 
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But it is not suitable for (the Majesty 
of) the Most Gracious (Allāh) that He 
should beget a son (or offspring or 
children). 


There is none in the heavens and the 
earth but comes to the Most Gracious 
(Allāh) as a slave. 


Verily, He knows each one of them, 
and has counted them a full counting. 


And everyone of them will come to 
Him alone on the Day of Resurrection 
(without any helper, or protector or 
defender). 


Verily, those who believe [in 

the Oneness of Allāh and in His 
Messenger (Muhammad ic; )] 
and work deeds of righteousness, the 
Most Gracious (Allah) will bestow 
love for them” (in the hearts of the 
believers). 


So, We have made this (the 

Qur'àn) easy in your own tongue 

(O Muhammad ic; iz), only 

that you may give glad tidings to the 
Muttaqiin (the pious)”, and warn 
with it the Ludd © (most quarrelsome 
evil-doer, wicked) people. 


(V.19:96) Narrated Abu Hurairah zzXis: The Prophet scsi said, “If Allah 
loves a person, He calls 1101311 (Gabriel) saying: Allah loves so and so; O Jibra’il 
(Gabriel) love him.’ Jibra'il (Gabriel) would love him, and then 1161311 (Gabriel) 
would make an announcement among the residents of the heavens, *Allah loves 
so-and-so, therefore, you should love him also." So, all the residents of the heavens 
would love him and then he is granted the pleasure of the people of the earth."

(V.19:97) Ludd:- The evil-doer wicked people who don't believe in Allah's Oneness 
and His Prophet’s message and argue about everything that Allah has ordained.

[These letters are one of the 
miracles of the Qur’an, and none but 
Allah (Alone) knows their meanings]. 


We have not sent down the Qur’an 
to you (O Muhammad gas) to 
cause you distress, 


But only as a Reminder to those who 
fear (Allah). 


A revelation from Him (Allah) Who 
has created the earth and the high 
heavens. 


The Most Gracious (Allah) rose over 
(Istawā) the (Mighty) Throne (in 
a manner that suits His Majesty). 


To Him belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is on the earth, 
and all that is between them, and all 
that 1s under the soil. 


And if you (O Muhammad iz;

And when he came to it (the fire), he 
was called by name: “O Mūsā (Moses)! 


“Verily, I am your Lord! So take 
off your shoes; you are in the sacred 
valley, Tuwa.

“Verily, I am Allah! La ilāha illa Ana 
(none has the right to be worshipped 
but I), so worship Me, and perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat) for My

which he strives. 


“Therefore, let not the one who 
believes not therein (i.e. in the Day

He said: “This is my stick, whereon 

I lean, and wherewith I beat down 
branches for my sheep, and wherein I 
find other uses.”

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(Allah) said: “Cast it down, O 28 
(Moses)!” 


He cast it down, and behold! It was 
a snake, moving quickly. 


Allah said:“Grasp it and fear not; 
We shall return it to its former 
state, 


“And press your (right) hand to your 
(left) side: it will come forth white 
(and shining), without any disease as 
another sign, 


"That We may show you (some) of 
Our Greater Signs. 


“Go to Fir‘aun (Pharaoh)! Verily, 
he has transgressed (all bounds in 
disbelief and disobedience, and 
has behaved as an arrogant and as 
a tyrant).” 


[Misa (Moses)] said: “O my Lord! 
Open for me my chest (grant me 
self-confidence, contentment, and 
boldness). 


“And ease my task for me; 


“And loosen the knot (the defect) 
from my tongue, (i.e. remove the 
incorrectness from my speech) [That 
occurred as aresult of a brand of 

fire which Musa (Moses) put in his 
mouth when he was an infant]. (Tafsir 
At-Tabart) 


“That they understand my speech. 


“And appoint for me a helper from my 
family, 
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. *Harün (Aaron), my brother. 


. “Increase my strength with him, 


. “And let him share my task (of 


conveying Allāh’s Message and 
Prophethood), 


. “That we may glorify You much, 


. “And remember You much, 


. “Verily, You are Ever a Well-Seer 


of us.” 


(Allāh) said: “You are granted your 
request, O Mūsā (Moses)! 


“And indeed We conferred a favour 
on you another time (before). 


“When We inspired your mother with 
that which We inspired. 


(“Saying:) ‘Put him (the child) into 
the Tabüt (a box or a case or a chest) 
and put it into the river (Nile); then 
the river shall cast it up on the bank, 
and there, an enemy of Mine and an 
enemy of his shall take him.’ And I 
endued you with love from Me, in 
order that you may be brought up 
under My Eye. 


“When your sister went and said: 
*Shall I show you one who will nurse 
him?" So, We restored you to your 
mother, that she might cool her eyes 
and she should not grieve.

a number of years with the people of 
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Sürat Ta-Ha

“Go you and your brother with My 
Ayát (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
signs, etc.), and do not, you both, 
slacken and become weak in My 
Remembrance. 


*Go, both of you, to Fir'aun 
(Pharaoh), verily, he has transgressed 
(all bounds in disbelief and 
disobedience and behaved as an 
arrogant and as a tyrant). 


“And speak to him mildly, perhaps 
he may accept admonition or fear 
(Allah).” 


They said: “Our Lord! Verily, we fear 
lest he should hasten to punish us or 
lest he should transgress (all bounds 
against us)." 

He (Allah) said: “Fear not, verily, I 
am with you both, hearing and seeing. 


*So go you both to him, and say: 
‘Verily, we are Messengers of your 
Lord, so let the Children of Israel go 


with us, and torment them not; indeed, 


we have come with a sign from your 
Lord! And peace will be upon him 
who follows the guidance! 


(V.20:41) i.e. chosen you for My Revelation and My Message or created you for 
Myself or strengthened and taught you as to how to preach My Message to My 


worshippers. (Tafsir Al-Qurtubi). 
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“Truly, it has been revealed to us 
that the torment will be for him who 
denies [believes not in the Oneness 
of Allāh, and in His Messengers.], 
and turns away (from the truth and 
obedience of Allah).” 


Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) said: “Who then, 
O Musa (Moses), is the Lord of you 
two?” 


[Misa (Moses)] said: “Our Lord is He 
Who gave to each thing its form and 
nature, then guided it aright.” 


[Fir'aun (Pharaoh)] said: “What about 
the generations of old?" 


[Musa (Moses)] said: “The knowledge 
thereof is with my Lord, in a Record. My 
Lord neither errs nor does He forget.” 


Who has made earth for you like a bed 
(spread out); and has opened roads 
(ways and paths) for you therein, and 
has sent down water (rain) from the 
sky. And We have brought forth with 
it various kinds of vegetation. 


Eat and pasture your cattle (therein); 
verily, in this are Aydt (proofs and 
signs) for men of understanding. 


Thereof (the earth) We created you, and 
into it We shall return you, and from it 
We shall bring you out once again. 


And indeed We showed him [Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh)] all Our Aydt (signs and 
evidences), but he denied and refused. 


He [Fir‘aun (Pharaoh)] said: “Have 
you come to drive us out of our land 
with your magic, O Misa (Moses)? 
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58. "Then verily, we can produce 


magic the like thereof; so appoint 

a meeting between us and you, 
which neither we nor you shall fail 
to keep, in an open place where both 
shall have a just and equal chance 
(and beholders could witness the 
competition)." 


[Musa (Moses)] said: “Your appointed 
meeting is the day of the festival, and 
let the people assemble when the sun 
has risen (forenoon).” 


So Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) withdrew, 
devised his plot and then came back. 


Misa (Moses) said to them: “Woe to 
you! Invent not a lie against Allah, 
lest He should destroy you completely 
by a torment. And surely, he who 
invents a lie (against Allah) will fail 
miserably.” 


Then they debated one with another 
what they must do, and they kept their 
talk secret. 


They said: “Verily, these are two 
magicians. Their object is to drive you 
out from your land with their magic, 
and to take you away from your 
superior way (overcome your chiefs 
and nobles). 


“So devise your plot, and then 
assemble in line. And whoever 
overcomes this day will be indeed 
successful.” 


They said: “O Misa (Moses)! Either 
you throw first or we be the first to 
throw?” 
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[Mūsā (Moses)] said: “Nay, throw you 
(first)!” Then behold! Their ropes and 
their sticks, by their magic, appeared 
to him as though they moved fast. 


So Mūsā (Moses) conceived fear in 
himself. 


We (Allāh) said: “Fear not! Surely, 
you will have the upper hand. 


“And throw that which is in your right 
hand! It will swallow up that which 
they have made. That which they have 
made is only a magician's trick, and 
the magician will never be successful, 
to whatever amount (of skill) he may 
attain." 


So, the magicians fell down prostrate. 
They said: “We believe in the Lord of 
Harün (Aaron) and Musa (Moses)." 


[Fir‘aun (Pharaoh)] said: “Believe 
you in him [Misa (Moses)] before 

I give you permission? Verily, he is 
your chief who has taught you magic. 
So, I will surely cut off your hands 
and feet on opposite sides, and I will 
surely crucify you on the trunks of 
date-palms, and you shall surely know 
which of us [I (Fir‘aun - Pharaoh) or 
the Lord of Müsa (Moses) (Allah)] 
can give a more severe and lasting 
torment.” 


They said: “We prefer you not to what 
have come to us of the clear signs and 
to Him (Allah) Who created us. So 
decree whatever you desire to decree, 
for you can only decree (regarding) 
this life of the world. 
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. “Verily, we have believed in our 


Lord, that He may forgive us our 
faults, and the magic to which you 
did compel us. And Allah is better [as 
regards reward in comparison to your 
(Fir'aun's — Pharaoh) reward], and 
more lasting (as regards punishment 
in comparison to your punishment)." 


Verily, whoever comes to his Lord as 
a Mujrim (criminal, polytheist, sinner, 
disbeliever in the Oneness of Allah 
and His Messengers), then surely, for 
him is Hell, wherein he will neither 
die nor live. 


But, whoever comes to Him (Allah) as 
a believer (in the Oneness of Allah), 
and has done righteous good deeds, 
for such are the high ranks (in the 
Hereafter), — 


‘Adn (Eden) Paradise (everlasting 
Gardens), under which rivers flow, 
wherein they will abide forever: such 
is the reward of those who purify 
themselves (by abstaining from all 
kinds of sins and evil deeds which 
Allah has forbidden and by doing all 
that Allah has ordained). 


And indeed We revealed to 3 
(Moses) (saying): “Travel by night 
with Zbadi (My slaves) and strike 

a dry path for them in the sea, fearing 
neither to be overtaken [by Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh)] nor being afraid (of 
drowning in the sea)." 


Then Fir'aun (Pharaoh) pursued 
them with his hosts, but the sea-water 
completely overwhelmed them and 
covered them up. 
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lest My Anger should justly descend 
on you. And he on whom My Anger 
descends, he is indeed perished. 
[Tafsir At-Tabari] 


And verily, I am indeed forgiving 

to him who repents, believes (in 

My Oneness, and associates none in 
worship with Me) and does righteous 
good deeds, and then remains constant 
in doing them, (till his death). 


“And what made you hasten from 
your people, O Misa (Moses)?" 

He said: “They are close on my 
footsteps: and I hastened to You, O my 
Lord, that You might be pleased." 
(Allah) said: *Verily, We have tried 
your people in your absence, and 
As-Samiri has led them astray.” 
Then Müsa (Moses) returned to his 
people in a state of anger and sorrow. 
He said: *O my people! Did not your 
Lord promise you a fair promise? Did

then the promise seem to you long 

in coming? Or did you desire that 
wrath should descend from your Lord 
on you, that you broke your promise 
to me (i.e disbelieving in Allāh and 
worshipping the calf)?” 


They said: “We broke not the promise 
to you, of our own will, but we were 
made to carry the weight of the 
ornaments of the [Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh)] 
people, then we cast them (into the 
fire), and that was what As-Samiri did.” 


Then he took out (of the fire) for them 
(a statue of) a calf which seemed to 
low. They said: “This is your ilah 
(god), and the i/ah (god) of Musa 
(Moses), but he [Musa (Moses)] has 
forgotten (his god).’” 


Did they not see that it could not 
return them a word (for answer), and 
that it had no power either to harm 
them or to do them good? 


And Harün (Aaron) indeed had said to 
them beforehand: *O my people! You 
are being tried in this, and verily, your 
Lord is (Allah) the Most Gracious, so 

follow me and obey my order." 


They said: *We will not stop 
worshipping it (i.e. the calf), until 
Misa (Moses) returns to us." 


[Musa (Moses)] said: “O Harün 
(Aaron)! What prevented you when 
you saw them going astray; 


“That you followed me not (according 
to my advice to you)? Have you then 
disobeyed my order?" 
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He [Harün (Aaron)] said: “O son of 
my mother! Seize (me) not by my 
beard, nor by my head! Verily, I 
feared lest you should say: ‘You have 
caused a division among the Children 
of Israel, and you have not respected 
my word!” 


[Müsa (Moses)] said: “And what is 
the matter with you. O Samiri? (i.e. 
why did you do so?)” 


(Samirt) said: “I saw what they saw 
not, so I took a handful (of dust) from 
the (hoof) print of the messenger 
[Jibra’il’s (Gabriel) horse] and threw 
it [into the fire in which were put the 
ornaments of Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) 
people, or into the calf]. Thus my 
inner-self suggested to me.” 


Misa (Moses) said: “Then go away! 
And verily, your (punishment) in this 
life will be that you will say: “Touch 
me not (i.e. you will live alone exiled 
away from mankind); and verily (for 

a future torment), you have a promise 
that will not fail. And look at your 
ilah (god) to which you have been 
devoted. We will certainly burn it, and 
scatter its particles in the sea.” 


Your Mäh (God) is only Allah, (the 
One) Là ilaha illa Huwa (none has the 
right to be worshipped but He). He 
has full knowledge of all things. 


Thus We relate to you (O Muhammad 
iafe) some information of what 
happened before. And indeed We 
have given you from Us a Reminder 
(this Qur'an). 
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Whoever turns away from it (this 
Qur’an — i.e. does not believe in it, 
nor acts on its orders), verily, they 
will bear a heavy burden (of sins) on 
the Day of Resurrection,. 


They will abide forever in that (state 
in the Fire of Hell) — and evil indeed 
will be that load for them on the Day 
of Resurrection; 


The Day when the Trumpet will be 
blown (the second blowing): that 
Day, We shall gather the Mujrimün 
(criminals, polytheists, sinners, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah) 
blue or blind-eyed with thirst. 


They will speak in a very low voice 
to each other (saying): “You stayed 
not longer than ten (days)." 


We know very well what they will 
say, when the best among them in 
knowledge and wisdom will say: 
“You stayed no longer than a day!” 
And they ask you concerning the 
mountains: say, “My Lord will blast 
them and scatter them as particles of 
dust. 

“Then, He shall leave them as a level 
smooth plain. 

“You will see therein nothing 
crooked or curved." 

On that Day mankind will follow 
strictly (the voice of) Allah's caller, 
no crookedness (that is without going 
to the right or left of that voice) will

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they show him (Allah's caller). And 
all voices will be humbled for the 
Most Gracious (Allah), and nothing 
shall you hear but the low voice of 
their footsteps. 


On that day, no intercession shall 
avail, except the one for whom the 
Most Gracious (Allah) has given 
permission and whose word is 
acceptable to Him. 


He (Allah) knows what happens to 
them (His creatures) in this world, 
and what will happen to them 

(in the Hereafter), but they will 
never encompass anything of His 
Knowledge. 


And (all) faces shall be humbled 
before (Allah), Al-Hayyul-Qayyuum 
(the Ever Living, the One Who 
sustains and protects all that exists). 
And he who carried (a burden of) 
wrongdoing (i.e. he who disbelieved 
in Allah, ascribed partners to Him, 
and did deeds of His disobedience), 
will be indeed a complete failure (on 
that Day). 


And he who works deeds of 
righteousness, while he is a believer 
(in Islamic Monotheism), then he will 
have no fear of injustice, nor of any 
curtailment (of his reward). 


And thus We have sent it down as 
aQur'an in Arabic, and have explained 
therein in detail the warnings, in order 
that they may fear Allah, or that it may 
cause them to have a lesson from it (or 
to have the honour for believing and 
acting on its teachings). 
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. Then High above all be Allāh, the 


True King. And be not in haste 
(O Muhammad ics Xi) with 
the Qur’an before its revelation is 
completed to you, and say: “My 
Lord! Increase me in knowledge.” 


And indeed We made a covenant with 
Adam before, but he forgot, and We 
found on his part no firm will-power. 


And (remember) when We said to 
the angels: “Prostrate yourselves to 
Adam.” They prostrated themselves 
(all) except /b/is (Satan), he refused. 


Then We said: “O Adam! Verily, 
this is an enemy to you and to your 
wife. So, let him not get you both 
out of Paradise, so that you will be 
distressed. 


Verily, you have (a promise from Us) 
that you will never be hungry therein 
nor naked. 


And you (will) suffer not from thirst 
therein nor from the sun’s heat. 


Then Shaitan (Satan) whispered to him, 
saying: “O Adam! Shall I lead you to 
the Tree of Eternity and to a kingdom 
that will never waste away?" 


Then they (Adam and Hawwa’) both 
ate of the tree, and so their private 
parts became manifest to them, and 
they began to cover themselves 

with the leaves of Paradise for their 
covering. Thus did Adam disobey his 
Lord, so he went astray. 

Then his Lord chose him, and turned 
to him with forgiveness, and gave 
him guidance.

Paradise to the earth), both of you, 
together, some of you are an enemy 
to some others. Then if there comes 
to you guidance from Me, then 
whoever follows My Guidance, he 
shall neither go astray, nor shall be 
distressed. 


"But whosoever turns away 

from My Reminder (i.e. neither 
believes in this Qur'an nor acts 
on its teachings.) verily, for him 
15 a life of hardship, and We shall 
raise him up blind on the Day of 
Resurrection." 


He will say: ^O my Lord! Why have 
you raised me up blind, while I had 
sight (before)." 

(Allah) will say: “Like this: Our Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) came to you, 
but you disregarded them (i.e. you 
left them, did not think deeply in 
them, and you turned away from 
them), and so this Day, you will be 
neglected (in the Hell-fire, away from 
Allah’s Mercy).” 


And thus do We requite him who 
transgresses beyond bounds [i.e. 
commits the great sins and disobeys 
his Lord (Allah) and believes not in 
His Messengers, and His revealed 
Books, like this Qur’an], and believes 
not in the Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.) of his Lord; and the torment of 
the Hereafter is far more severe and 
more lasting. 
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Is it not guidance for them (to know) 
how many generations We have 
destroyed before them, in whose 
dwellings they walk? Verily, in 

this are signs indeed for men of 
understanding. 


And had it not been for a Word 
that went forth before from your 
Lord, and a term determined, (their 
punishment) must necessarily have 
come (in this world). 


So, bear patiently (O Muhammad 
csatik) what they say, and glorify | * 
the praises of your Lord before the 
rising of the sun, and before its 
setting, and during some hours of the 
night, and at the ends of the day (an 
indication for the five compulsory 
congregational prayers), that you 
may become pleased (with the reward 
which Allāh shall give you). 


And strain not your eyes in longing 
for the things We have given for 
enjoyment to various groups of them 
(polytheists and disbelievers in the 
Oneness of Allāh), the splendour of 
the life of this world, that We may 
test them thereby. But the provision 
(good reward in the Hereafter) of 
your Lord is better and more lasting. 
And enjoin As-Salat (the prayers) on 
your family, and be patient in offering 
them [1.e. the Salat (prayers)]. We ask 
not of you a provision (1.e. to give Us 
something: money): We provide for 
you. And the good end (i.e. Paradise) 
is for the Muttaqün (the pious)”. 


(V.20:132) See verse: V.2:2. 
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asign (proof) from his Lord?" Has 
there not come to them the proof of 
that which 1s (written) in the former 
papers [Scriptures, i.e. the Taurat 
(Torah), and the Injeel (Gospel), 
about the coming of the Prophet 
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Qur'an), they would surely have said: (69 06325 Jaó مِن 5[ أن‎ dads 
“Our Lord! If only You had sent us 1 
a Messenger, we should certainly 
have followed Your Ayat (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), before we were 
humiliated and disgraced.” 


(V.20:134) Narrated Abu Sa‘td Al-Khudrt x245: ‘Alî ibn Abr Talib sent a piece 
of gold, not yet taken out of its ore, in atanned leather container to Allah’s 
Messenger satis. Allah’s Messenger ici distributed that amongst four 
persons: ‘Uyainah ibn Badr, Aqra‘ ibn Habis, Zaid Al-Khail and the fourth was 
either ‘Alqamah or ‘Amir ibn At-Tufail. On that, one of his companions said, “We 
are more deserving of this (gold) than these (persons).” When that news reached 
the Prophet ici, he said, “Don’t you trust me though I am the trustworthy 
man of the One in the heavens, and I receive the news of heavens (i.e. Divine 
Revelation) both in the morning and in the evening?” There got up aman with 
sunken eyes, raised cheek bones, raised forehead, a thick beard, a shaven head and 
a waist-sheet that was tucked up and he said, “O Allah’s Messenger! Be afraid of 
Allah.” The Prophet ici said, “Woe to you! Am I not of all the people of 
the earth the most entitled to fear Allah?" Then that man went away. Khalid ibn 
Al-Walid said, *O Allah's Messenger! Shall I chop his neck off?" The Prophet 
ici said, “No, maybe he offers prayers.” Khalid said, “Numerous are those 
who offer prayers and say by their tongues (i.e. mouths) what is not in their 
hearts." Allah’s Messenger i-i said, ^I have not been ordered (by Allah) 
to search the hearts of the people or cut open their bellies.” Then the Prophet 
ized looked at him (i.e. that man) while the latter was going away and said, 
*From the offspring of this (man) there will come out (people) who will recite 
the Qur'an continuously and elegantly, but it will not exceed their throats. (They 
will neither understand it nor act upon it). They would go out of the religion (i.e., 
discard Islam) as an arrow goes out through a game's body." I think he also said, 
“Tf I should be present at their time, I would kill them as the nations of Thamüd 
were killed.” [Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 5, Hadith No. 638]. 
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Is waiting, so wait you too; and 

you shall know who are they that 

are on the Straight and Even Path 
(i.e. Allah's religion of Islamic 
Monotheism), and who are they that 
have let themselves be guided (on the 
Right Path). 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Their reckoning Draws near for 
mankind, while they turn away in 
heedlessness. 


Never comes to them an admonition 
(a chapter of the Qur'an) from their 
Lord as a recent revelation but they 
listen to it while they play. 


With their hearts occupied (with evil 
things). Those who do wrong, conceal 
their private counsels, (saying): “Ts 
this (Muhammad ifi) more 
than a human being like you? Will 
you submit to magic while you see 
it?” 


He (Muhammad csset) said: 
“My Lord knows (every) word 
(spoken) in the heavens and on 
earth. And He is the All-Hearer, the 
All-Knower.” 


Nay, they say:“‘These (revelations 

of the Qur’an which are revealed to 
Muhammad gaja) are mixed up 
false dreams! Nay, he has invented 
them! — Nay, he is a poet! Let 

him then bring us an Aydh (sign as 

a proof) like the ones that the former 
(Prophets) were sent (with)! 
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Not one of the towns (populations), of 
those which We destroyed, believed 
before them (though We sent them 
signs): will they then believe? 


And We sent not before you 

(O Muhammad zaca) but men to 
whom We revealed. So ask the people 
of the Reminder [Scriptures — the 
Taurat (Torah), the Injeel (Gospel)] if 
you do not know. 


And We did not create them (the 
Messengers, with) bodies that ate not 
food, nor were they immortals. 


Then, We fulfilled to them the 
promise. So, We saved them and those 
whom We willed, but We destroyed 
Al-Musrifün (i.e. disbehevers in Allah, 
in His Messengers, extravagants, 
transgressors of Allah's limits by 
committing crimes, oppressions, 
polytheism and sins). 


Indeed, We have sent down for you 
(O mankind) a Book (the Qur'an) 
in which there is Dhikrukum, (your 
Reminder or an honour for you i.e. 
honour for the one who follows the 
teaching of the Qur'an and acts on 
its teachings). Will you not then 
understand? 


How many a town (community) given 
to wrong-doing, have We destroyed, 
and raised up after them another 
people! 


Then, when they perceived (saw) Our 
Torment (coming), behold, they (tried 
to) flee from it. 
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Flee not, but return to that wherein you 


lived a luxurious life, and to your homes, 


in order that you may be questioned. 


They cried: “Woe to us! Certainly, 
we have been Zalimiin (polytheists, 
wrong-doers and disbelievers in the 
Oneness of Allah)”. 


And that cry of theirs ceased not, 
till We made them as a field that is 
reaped, extinct (dead). 


We created not the heavens and the 
earth and all that is between them for 
(mere) play). 


Had We intended to take a pastime 
(i.e. a wife or a son), We could surely 
have taken it from Us, if We were 
going to do (that). 


Nay, We fling (send down) the truth 
(this Qur'an) against the falsehood 
(disbelief), so it destroys it, and 
behold, it (falsehood) is vanished. 
And woe to you for that (lie) which 
you ascribe (to Allah by uttering that 
Allah has a wife and a son). 


To Him belongs whosoever is in the 
heavens and on earth. And those who 
are near Him (i.e. the angels) are not 
too proud to worship Him, nor are 
they weary (of His worship). 


They (i.e. the angels) glorify His 
Praises night and day, (and) they 
never slacken (to do so). 


(V.21:16) All the creation of the heavens and the earth is a proof for mankind to 
learn a lesson and know that the only Creator and the only Organizer of all this 
universe is One (Allah), La ilaha illallah (none has the right to be worshipped but 


Allah), Who has no partners with Him. 
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Or have they taken (for worship) 
alihah (gods) from the earth who raise 
the dead? 


Had there been therein (in the heavens 
and the earth) alihah (gods) besides 
Allah, then verily both (the heavens 
and the earth) would have been 
ruined. Glorified is Allah, the Lord 

of the Throne, (High be He) above all 
that (evil) they associate with Him! 


He cannot be questioned as to 
what He does, while they will be 
questioned. 


Or have they taken for worship (other) 
alihah (gods) besides Him? Say: 
“Bring your proof.” This (the Qur'an) 
is the Reminder for those with me and 
the Reminder for those before me. But 
most of them know not the Truth, so 
they are averse. 


And We did not send any Messenger 
before you (O Muhammad 
Anafe) but We revealed to him 
(saying): Là ilaha illa Ana [none 
has the right to be worshipped but I 
(Allah)], so worship Me (Alone and 
none else)." 


And they say: “The Most Gracious 
(Allah) has begotten a son (or 
children).” Glory to Him! They 
[whom they call children of Allah 
i.e. the angels, ‘Isa (Jesus) — son of 
Maryam (Mary), ‘Uzair (Ezra)], are 
but honoured slaves. 


They speak not until He has spoken, 
and they act on His Command. 
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He knows what is before them, and 
what is behind them, and they cannot 
intercede except for him with whom 
He is pleased. And they stand in awe 
for fear of Him. 


And if any of them should say: “Verily, I 


am an ilah (a god) besides Him (Allah)," 
such a one We should recompense with 
Hell. Thus We recompense the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). 


Have not those who disbelieve known 
that the heavens and the earth were 
joined together as one united piece, 
then We parted them? And We have 
made from water every living thing. 
Will they not then believe? 


And We have placed on the earth firm 
mountains, lest it should shake with 
them, and We placed therein broad 
highways for them to pass through, 
that they may be guided. 


And We have made the heaven a roof, 
safe and well guarded. Yet they turn 
away from its signs (1.e. sun, moon, 
winds, clouds, etc.). 


And He it is Who has created the 
night and the day, and the sun and the 
moon, each in an orbit floating. 


And We granted not to any human 
being immortality before you 

(O Muhammad zae): then if 
you die, would they live forever? 


Everyone is going to taste death, and 
We shall make a trial of you with evil 
and with good. And to Us you will be 
returned. 
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And when those who disbelieved 

(in the Oneness of Allāh) see you 

(O Muhammad ا‎ they 

take you not except for mockery 
(saying): “Is this the one who talks 
(badly) about your gods?” While they 
disbelieve at the mention of the Most 
Gracious (Allah). [Tafsir Al-Qurtubi]. 


Man is created of haste. I will show 
you My Aydt (torments, proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.).So ask Me not to 
hasten (them). 


And they say: “When will this 
promise (come to pass), if you are 
truthful.” 


If only those who disbelieved knew 
(the time) when they will not be able 
to ward off the Fire from their faces, 
nor from their backs, and they will not 
be helped. 


Nay, it (the Fire or the Day of 
Resurrection) will come upon them 
all of a sudden and will perplex them, 
and they will have no power to avert 
it, nor will they get respite. 


Indeed, (many) Messengers were 
mocked at before you (O Muhammad 
iafe), but the scoffers were 
surrounded by that, whereat they used 
to mock. 


Say: “Who can guard and protect you 
in the night or in the day from the 
(punishment of the) Most Gracious 
(Allah)?” Nay, but they turn away 
from the remembrance of their Lord. 
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Or have they alihah (gods) who can 
guard them from Us? They have no 
power to help themselves, nor can 
they be protected from Us (i.e. from 
Our Torment). 


Nay, We gave the luxuries of this life 
to these men and their fathers until the 
period grew long for them. See they 
not that We gradually reduce the land 
(in their control) from its outlying 
borders? Is it then they who will 
overcome? , 


Say (O Muhammad ici) "I 
warn you only by the revelation 
(from Allah and not by the opinion 
of the religious scholars and 
others). But the deaf (who follow 
the religious scholars and others 
blindly) will not hear the call, 
(even) when they are warned [1.e. 
one should follow only the Qur'an 
and the Sunnah (legal ways, orders, 
acts of worship, and the statements 
of Prophet Muhammad iz; i, 
as the companions of the Prophet 
Asse did)]®. 

And if a breath (minor calamity) of 
the Torment of your Lord touches 
them, they will surely cry: “Woe to 
us! Indeed we have been Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers).” 


(V.21:44). “See they not that We gradually reduce the land (of disbelievers, by 
giving it to the believers, in war victories) from its outlying borders. And Allah 
judges, there is none to put back His Judgement and He is Swift at reckoning.” 


[The Qur’an, Verse 13:41]. 
(V.21:45) See the footnote of (V.3:103). 
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And We shall set up balances of 
justice on the Day of Resurrection, 
then none will be dealt with unjustly 
in anything. And if there be the 
weight of a mustard seed, We will 
bring it. And Sufficient are We to take 
account. 


And indeed We granted to Mūsā 
(Moses) and Hārūn (Aaron) the 
criterion (of right and wrong), 
and a shining light [i.e. the Taurāt 
(Torah)] and a Reminder for 
Al-Muttaqün (the pious). 


Those who fear their Lord without 
seeing Him, and they are afraid of the 
Hour (Day of Resurrection). 


And this is a blessed Reminder (the 
Qur’an) which We have sent down: 
will you then (dare to) deny it? 


And indeed We bestowed aforetime 
on Ibrahim (Abraham) his (portion of) 
guidance, and We were All-Knower 
of him (as to his Belief in the Oneness 
of Allah). 


When he said to his father and his 
people: “What are these images, to 
which you are devoted?” 


They said:“We found our fathers 
worshipping them.” 


He said: “Indeed, you and your fathers 
have been in manifest error.” 


(V.21:48) See verse: V.2:2. 
(V.21:50):

b) See the footnote of (V.3:85). 
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They said: “Have you brought us the 
truth, or are you one of those who 
play about?” 


He said: “Nay, your Lord is the Lord 
of the heavens and the earth, Who 
created them and to that I am one of 
the witnesses. 


“And by Allāh, I shall plot a plan (to 
destroy) your idols after you have 
gone away and turned your backs.” 


So, he broke them into pieces, (all) 
except the biggest of them, that they 
might turn to it. 


They said: “Who has done this to our 
alihah (gods)? He must indeed be one 
of the Zalimun (wrong-doers).” 


They said: “We heard a young man 
talking against them, who is called 
Ibrahim (Abraham).” 


They said: “Then bring him before 
the eyes of the people, that they may 
testify.” 


They said: “Are you the one who 
has done this to our gods, O Ibrahim 
(Abraham)?” 


[Ibrahtm (Abraham)] said: “Nay, 
this one, the biggest of them 
(idols) did it. Ask them, if they 
can speak!" 


So they turned to themselves and 
said: “Verily, you are the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers)." 


(V.21:63) See the footnote (C) of (V. 16:121). 
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Then they turned to themselves (their 
first thought and said): “Indeed you 
[Ibrahim (Abraham)] know well that 
these (idols) speak not!” 


[Ibrahim (Abraham)] said: “Do you 
then worship besides Allah, things that 
can neither profit you, nor harm you? 


“Fie upon you, and upon that which 
you worship besides Allah! Have you 
then no sense?” 


They said: “Burn him and help 
your alihah (gods), if you will be 
doing." 


We (Allah) said: *O fire! Be you 
coolness and safety for Ibrahim 
(Abraham)! 


And they wanted to harm him, but We 
made them the worst losers. 


And We rescued him and Lit (Lot) to 
the land which We have blessed for 
the "Alamin (mankind and jinn). 


And We bestowed upon him Ishaq 
(Isaac), and (a grandson) Ya'qub 
(Jacob). Each one We made righteous. 


And We made them leaders, guiding 
(mankind) by Our Command, and 
We revealed to them the doing 

of good deeds, performing Salat 
(/qamat-as-Salat), and the giving of 
Zakat and of Us (Alone) they were 
worshippers. 


And (remember) Lüt (Lot), We 

gave him Hukm (right judgement 

of the affairs and Prophethood) and 
(religious) knowledge, and We saved 
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him from the town (folk) who practised 
Al-Khaba ‘ith (evil, wicked and filthy 
deeds). Verily, they were a people 
given to evil, and were Fasiqun 
(rebellious, disobedient to Allah). 


And We admitted him to Our 
Mercy; truly, he was of the 
righteous. 


And (remember) Nth (Noah), when he 
cried (to Us) aforetime. We answered 
his invocation and saved him and his 
family from the great distress. 


We helped him against the people 
who denied Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.). Verily, they were 
a people given to evil. So, We 
drowned them all. 


And (remember) Dawid (David) and 
Sulaiman (Solomon), when they gave 
judgement in the case of the field in 
which the sheep of certain people 
had pastured at night; and We were 
witness to their judgement. 


And We made Sulaiman (Solomon) to 
understand (the case); and to each of 
them We gave Hukm (right judgement 
of the affairs and Prophethood) and 
knowledge. And We subjected the 
mountains and the birds to glorify Our 
Praises along with Dawüd (David). 
And it was We Who were the doer (of 
all these things). 


And We taught him the making of 
metal coats of mail (for battles), to 
protect you in your fighting. Are you 
then grateful? 
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And to Sulaimān (Solomon) (We 
subjected) the wind strongly raging, 
running by his command towards the 
land which We had blessed. And of 
everything We are All-Knower. 


And of the Shaydtin (devils from the 
jinn) were some who dived for him, 
and did other work besides that; and it 
was We Who guarded them. 


And (remember) Ayyüb (Job), when 
he cried to his Lord: “Verily, distress 
has seized me, and You are the Most 
Merciful of all those who show 
mercy." 


So, We answered his call, and We 
removed the distress that was on him, 
and We restored his family to him 
(that he had lost) and the like thereof 
along with them, as a mercy from 
Ourselves and a Reminder for all 
those who worship Us. 


And (remember) Ismail (Ishmael), 
and Idris (Enoch) and Dhul-Kifl 
(Isaiah): all were from among 
As-Sabirün (the patient). 


And We admitted them to Our 
Mercy. Verily, they were of the 
righteous. 


And (remember) Dhun-Nün [Yünus 
(Jonah)], when he went off in anger, 
and imagined that We shall not 
punish him (i.e. the calamities which 
had befallen him)! But he cried 
through the darkness (saying): La 
ilaha illà Anta [none has the right to 
be worshipped but You (O, Allah)], 
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Glorified (and Exalted) are You 
[above all that (evil) they associate 
with You]! Truly, I have been of the 
wrong-doers.” 


So, We answered his call, and 
delivered him from the distress. And 
thus We do deliver the believers 
(who believe in the Oneness of 
Allāh, abstain from evil and work 
righteousness). 


And (remember) Zakariyyā 
(Zechariah), when he cried to his 
Lord: “O My Lord! Leave me not 
single (childless), though You are the 
Best of the inheritors.” 


So We answered his call, and We 
bestowed upon him Yahyā (John), 
and cured his wife (to bear a child) for 
him. Verily, they used to hasten on to 
do good deeds, and they used to call 
on Us with hope and fear, and used to 
humble themselves before Us. 


And she who guarded her chastity 
[Virgin Maryam (Mary)]: We 
breathed into (the sleeves of) her 
(shirt or garment) [through Our Rih 
— 1151311 (Gabriel)],'? and We made 
her and her son ['Isà (Jesus)] a sign 
for Al-‘Alamin (mankind and jinn). 


Truly, this, your Ummah [Shari 'ah 

or religion (Islamic Monotheism)] 

15 one religion, and I am your Lord, 
therefore worship Me (Alone). [Tafsir 
Ibn Kathir) 


(V.21:91) It is said that 1101311 (Gabriel) had merely breathed in the sleeve of 
Maryam's (Mary) shirt and thus she conceived. 
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But, they have broken up and differed as 
regards their religion among themselves. 
(And) they all shall return to Us. 


So, whoever does righteous good 
deeds while he is a believer (in 

the Oneness of Allāh — Islāmic 
Monotheism), his efforts will not be 
rejected. Verily, We record it for him 
(in his Book of deeds)”. 


And a ban is laid on every town 
(population) which We have 
destroyed that they shall not return (to 
this world again, nor repent to Us). 


Until, when Ya'jüj and Ma’jūj (Gog 
and Magog)” are let loose (from their 
barrier), and they swoop down from 
every mound. 


And the true promise (Day of 
Resurrection) shall draw near (of 
fulfillment). Then (when mankind is 
resurrected from their graves), you 
shall see the eyes of the disbelievers 
fixedly staring in horror. (They 

will say): “Woe to us! We were 
indeed heedless of this — nay, but 
we were Zàlimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers).” 


Certainly, you (disbelievers) and 
that which you are worshipping now 
besides Allah, are (but) fuel for Hell! 
(Surely), you will enter it®.

Had these (idols) been alihah (gods), 
they would not have entered there 
(Hell), and all of them will abide 
therein forever. 


Therein they will be breathing out 
with deep sighs and roaring and 
therein they will hear not. 


Verily, those for whom the good 

has preceded from Us, they will be 
removed far therefrom (Hell) [e.g. 
‘Isa (Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary); 
*Uzair (Ezra)]. 

They shall not hear the slightest sound 
of it (Hell), while they abide forever in 
that which their ownselves desire. 


The greatest terror (on the Day of 
Resurrection) will not grieve them, 
and the angels will meet them, (with 
the greeting): “This is your Day 
which you were promised." 

And (remember) the Day when We 
shall roll up the heaven like a scroll 
rolled up for books. As We began the 
first creation, We shall repeat it. (It 
is) a promise binding upon Us. Truly, 
We shall do it. 


The Quraish pagans were delighted and said: *We are pleased to be with our 
gods in the Hell-fire, as the idols will be with the idolaters (in the Hell-fire), and 
therefore ‘Isa (Jesus), the son of Maryam (Mary) will be with his worshippers (i.e. 


in the Hell-fire) and so on. 


So (to clear the misunderstanding) Allah iz» revealed the following Verse (to 
deny and reject their claim): “Verily, those for whom the good has preceded from 
Us, they will be removed far therefrom (Hell). [e.g. ‘Isa (Jesus) ste, the son of 
Maryam (Mary); ‘Uzair (Ezra)]." [The Qur'an, Verse 21:101] 


(V.21:100) Ibn Mas‘id isis recited this Verse and then said: “When those (who 
are destined to remain in the Hell-fire forever) will be thrown in the Hell-fire, each 
of them will be put in a separate Tabüt (box) of Fire, so that he will not see anyone 
punished in the Hell fire except himself.” Then Ibn Mas'üd recited this Verse 
(21:100). [Tafsir Ibn Kathir, Tabart and Qurtubi]. 
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And indeed We have written in 
Az-Zabür [i.e. all the revealed Holy 
Books — the Taurat (Torah), the 
Injeel (Gospel), the Psalms, the 
Qur'àn,] after (We have already 
written in) Adh-dhikr [A/-Lauh 
Al-Mahfüz (the Book that is in 

the heaven with Allah)], that My 
righteous slaves shall inherit the land 
(i.e. the land of Paradise). 

Verily, in this (the Qur'an) there 

15 a plain Message for people who 
worship Allah (i.e. the true, real 
believers of Islamic Monotheism who 
act practically on the Qur'an and the 


isio). 

And We have sent you 

(O Muhammad ize cz) not but as 
mercy for the ‘A/amin (mankind, jinn 
and all that exists). 

Say (O Muhammad gaj): “It is 
revealed to me that your [lah (God) 
is only one //ah (God - Allah). Will 
you then submit to His Will (become 


Muslims and stop worshipping others 
besides Allah)?" 


But if they (disbelievers, idolaters, 
Jews, Christians, polytheists) turn 
away (from Islamic Monotheism) say 
(to them O Muhammad isi): 
“T give you a notice (of war as) to be 
known to us all alike. And I know 
not whether that which you are 
promised (i.e. the torment or the Day 
of Resurrection) is near or far", 


(V. 21:109) See the footnote of (V.2:193). 
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(Say O Muhammad Åsa) 
Verily, He (Allāh) knows that which 
is spoken aloud (openly) and that 
which you conceal. 


And I know not, perhaps it may be 
atrial for you, and an enjoyment for 
a while. 

He (Muhammad zafe) said:“My 
Lord! Judge You in truth! Our Lord 
is the Most Gracious, Whose Help 

is to be sought against that which 
you attribute (to Allāh that He 

has offspring, and to Muhammad 
izafe that he is a sorcerer, and to 
the Qur’an that it is poetry)!” 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


O mankind! Fear your Lord and be 
dutiful to Him! Verily, the earthquake 
of the Hour (of Judgement) is 

a terrible thing. 


The Day you shall see it, every 
nursing mother will forget her 
nursling, and every pregnant one 

will drop her load, and you shall see 
mankind as in a drunken state, yet 
they will not be drunk, but severe will 
be the Torment of Allah. 


And among mankind is he who 
disputes concerning Allah, without 
knowledge, and follows every 
rebellious (disobedient to Allah) 
Shaitan (devil) (devoid of every kind 
of good). 


For him (the devil) it is decreed 

that whosoever follows him, he will 
mislead him, and will drive him to the 
torment of the Fire. [Tafsir At-Tabari] 


O mankind! If you are in doubt about 
the Resurrection, then verily, We have 
created you (i.e. Adam) from dust, 
then from a Nutfah (mixed drops of 
male and female sexual discharge i.e. 
the offspring of Adam), then from 
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a clot (a piece of thick coagulated 
blood) then from a little lump of flesh 
— some formed and some unformed 
(as in the case of miscarriage) — that 
We may make (it) clear to you (i.e. 

to show you Our Power and Ability 
to do what We will). And We cause 
whom We will to remain in the 
wombs for an appointed term, then 
We bring you out as infants, then 
(give you growth) that you may reach 
your age of full strength. And among 
you there is he who dies (young), and 
among you there is he who is brought 
back to the miserable old age, so that 


he knows nothing after having known. 


And you see the earth barren, but 
when We send down water (rain) on 
it, it is stirred (to life), and it swells 
and puts forth every lovely kind (of 
growth). 


That is because Allah: He is the Truth, 


and it is He Who gives life to the 
dead, and it is He Who is Able to do 
all things. 


(V. 22:5) Narrated ‘Abdullah édi: Allah’s Messenger isi, the true and 
truly inspired said: “(As regards your creation), every one of you is collected in the 
womb of his mother for the first forty days, and then he becomes a clot for another 
forty days, and then a piece of flesh for another forty days. Then Allah sends an 
angel to write four words: He writes his deeds, time of his death, means of his 
livelihood, and whether he will be wretched or blessed (in the Hereafter). Then the 
soul is breathed into his body. So, a man may do deeds characteristic of the people 
of the (Hell) Fire, so much so that there is only the distance of a cubit between him 
and it, and then what has been written (by the angel) surpasses; and so he starts 
doing deeds characteristic of the people of Paradise and enters Paradise. Similarly, 
a person may do deeds characteristic of the people of Paradise, so much so that 
there is only the distance of a cubit between him and it, and then what has been 
written (by the angel) surpasses, and he starts doing deeds of the people of the 
(Hell) Fire and enters the (Hell) Fire." (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No.549). 
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And surely, the Hour is coming, there 
is no doubt about it; and certainly, 
Allah will resurrect those who are in 
the graves. 


And among men is he who disputes 
about Allah, without knowledge or 
guidance, or a Book giving light (from 
Allah), 


Bending his neck in pride” (far astray 
from the Path of Allah), and leading 
(others) too (far) astray from the Path 
of Allah. For him there is disgrace in 
this worldly life, and on the Day of 
Resurrection We shall make him taste 
the torment of burning (Fire). 


That is because of what your hands 
have sent forth, and verily, Allah is 
not unjust to (His) slaves. 


And among mankind is he who 
worships Allah, as it were, upon the 
edge (i.e. in doubt): if good befalls 
him, he is content therewith; but if 
a trial befalls him he turns back on 
his face (1.e. reverts to disbelief after 
embracing Islam). He loses both this 
world and the Hereafter. That is the 
evident loss. 


He calls besides Allah to that which 
can neither harm him, nor profit him. 
That is a straying far away. 


(V.22:9) Narrated ‘Abdullah ibn Mas'üd éz: Allah's Messenger ديدي‎ said, 
“Whosoever has pride in his heart equal to the weight of an atom (or a small ant) shall 
not enter Paradise.” A person (amongst the audience) said, “Verily, a person loves 
that his dress should be beautiful, and his shoes should be beautiful.” The Prophet 
Acsi» remarked, “Verily, Allah is the Most Beautiful and He loves beauty. الكر:)‎ 
(بطر الحق وغمط الناس‎ Pride is to completely disregard the truth, and to scorn (to look down 
upon) the people.” (Sahih Muslim, Book of Faith, Vol.1, Hadith No. 91). 
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He calls to him whose harm is nearer 
than his profit: certainly, an evil Maula 
(patron) and certainly an evil friend! 


Truly, Allah will admit those who 
believe (in Islamic Monotheism) and 
do righteous good deeds (according 
to the Qur’an and the Sunnah) to 
Gardens underneath which rivers flow 
(in Paradise). Verily, Allah does what 
He wills. 


Whoever thinks that Allah will not 
help him (Muhammad asd) in 
this world and in the Hereafter, let 
him stretch out a rope to the ceiling 
and let him strangle himself. Then let 
him see whether his plan will remove 
that whereat he rages! 


Thus have We sent it (this Qur'an) 
down (to Muhammad zsa) as 
clear signs, evidences and proofs, and 


surely, Allah guides whom He wills. 


Verily, those who believe (in Allah 
and in His Messenger Muhammad 
azs«desiv), and those who are Jews, 
and the Sabians, and the Christians, 
and the Majüs (Magians), and those 
who worship others besides Allah, 
truly, Allah will judge between them 
on the Day of Resurrection. Verily, 
Allah is over all things a Witness". 


See you not that whoever 15 in the 
heavens and whoever is on the earth, 
and the sun, and the moon, and the 
stars, and the mountains, and the 
trees, and Ad-Dawabb [moving 


(V.22:17) See (V.2:62) and its footnotes for the explanation of this Verse. 
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(living) creatures, beasts], and many 
of mankind prostrate themselves to 
Allah. But there are many (men) on 
whom the punishment is justified. 
And whomsoever Allāh disgraces, 
none can honour him. Verily, Allāh 
does what He wills. 


These two opponents (believers and 
disbelievers) dispute with each other 
about their Lord: then as for those 
who disbelieved, garments of fire will 
be cut out for them, boiling water will 
be poured down over their heads. 


With it will melt (or vanish away) 
what is within their bellies, as well as 
(their) skins. 


And for them are hooked rods of iron 
(to punish them). 


Every time they seek to get away 
therefrom, from anguish, they will be 
driven back therein, and (it will be) said 
to them: “Taste the torment of burning!” 


Truly, Allah will admit those who 
believe (in the Oneness of Allah — 
Islamic Monotheism) and do righteous 
good deeds, to Gardens underneath 
which rivers flow (in Paradise), 
wherein they will be adorned with 
bracelets of gold and pearls and their 
garments therein will be of silk. 


And they are guided (in this world) to 
goodly speech (i.e. Lā ilaha illallah, 
Alhamdu lillah, recitation of the 
Qur'an, etc.) and they are guided to 
the Path of Him (i.e. Allah's religion 
of Islamic Monotheism), Who is 
Worthy of all praises. 
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Verily, those who disbelieved and 
hinder (men) from the Path of Allah, 
and from A/-Masjid-al-Haram (in 
Makkah) which We have made 
(open) to (all) men, the dweller in it 
and the visitor from the country are 
equal there [as regards its sanctity 
and pilgrimage (Hajj and 'Umrah)] 
— and whoever inclines to evil 
actions therein or to do wrong (i.e. 
practise polytheism and leave Islamic 
Monotheism), him We shall cause to 
taste from a painful torment. 


And (remember) when We showed 
Ibrahim (Abraham) the site of the 
(Sacred) House (the Ka ‘bah in 
Makkah) (saying): “Associate not 
anything (in worship) with Me, [Là 
ilaha illallah (none has the right to 

be worshipped but Allah) — Islamic 
Monotheism], and sanctify My House 
for those who circumambulate it, and 
those who stand up (for prayer), and 
those who bow (submit themselves 
with humility and obedience to Allah), 
and make prostration (in prayer);” 


And proclaim to mankind the Hajj 
(pilgrimage). They will come to you on 
foot and on every lean camel, they will 
come from every deep and distant (wide) 
mountain highway (to perform Hajj)". 


(V.22:27): 


a) Narrated Abu Hurairah éz: Allah's Messenger Assess said, “Whoever 
performs Hajj to this House (Ka bah) and does not approach his wife for 
sexual relations nor commits sins (while performing Hajj), he will come 
out as sinless as anewly-born child (just delivered by his mother).” (Sahih 


Al-Bukhari, Vol.3, Hadith No. 45). 
b) See the footnote of (V.2:196). 
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That they may witness things that 

are of benefit to them (i.e. reward of 
Hajj in the Hereafter, and also some 
worldly gain from trade), and mention 
the Name of Allāh on appointed 

days (i.e.10", 11*, 12", and 13" days 
of Dhul-Hijjah), over the beast of 
cattle that He has provided for them 
(for sacrifice), [at the time of their 
slaughtering by saying: (Bismillah, 
Wallahu-Akbar, Allahumma Minka 
wa Ilaik).] Then eat thereof and feed 
therewith the poor having a hard time. 


Then let them complete their 
prescribed duties (Manasik of 
Hajj) and perform their vows, and 
circumambulate the Ancient House 
(the Ka ‘bah in Makkah). 


That (Manàsik — prescribed duties 

of Hajj is the obligation that mankind 
owes to Allah) and whoever honours 
the sacred things of Allah, then that 

Is better for him with his Lord. The 
cattle are lawful to you, except those 
(that will be) mentioned to you (as 
exceptions). So shun the abomination 
(worshipping) of idols, and shun lying 
speech (false statements)? — 


Hunafa' Lillah (i.e. worshiping none 
but Allah), not associating partners (in 
worship) to Him; and whoever assigns 
partners to Allah, it is as if he had 
fallen from the sky, and the birds had 
snatched him, or the wind had thrown 
him to a far off place. 


(V.22:29) See the footnote of (V.2:128). 
(V.22:30) See the footnote of (V.5:32). 
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Thus it is [what has been mentioned 
in the above said Verses (27, 28, 29, 
30, 31) is an obligation that mankind 
owes to Allāh] and whosoever 
honours the Symbols of Allāh, then it 
is truly from the piety of the hearts. 


In them (cattle offered for sacrifice) 
are benefits for you for an appointed 
term, and afterwards they are brought 
for sacrifice to the ancient House 
(the Haram — sacred territory of 
Makkah). 


And for every nation We have 
appointed religious ceremonies, that 
they may mention the Name of Allāh 
over the beast of cattle that He has 
given them for food. And your 7 
(God) is One /làh (God — Allah), so 
you must submit to Him Alone (in 
Islam). And (O Muhammad 2c; iei) 
give glad tidings to the Mukhbitün 
(those who obey Allah with humility 
and are humble from among the true 
believers of Islamic Monotheism), 


Whose hearts are filled with fear when 
Allah is mentioned and As-Sabirün 
[who patiently bear whatever may 
befall them (of calamities)]; and who 
perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), 
and who spend (in Allah's Cause) out 
of what We have provided them. 


And the Budn (cows, oxen, or camels 
driven to be offered as sacrifices by the 
pilgrims at the sanctuary of Makkah) 
We have made them for you as among 
the Symbols of Allah, wherein you 
have much good. So, mention the 
Name of Allah over them when they 
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are drawn up in lines (for sacrifice). 
Then, when they are down on their 
sides (after slaughter), eat thereof, and 
feed the poor who does not ask (men), 
and the beggar who asks (men). Thus 
have We made them subject to you that 
you may be grateful. 


It is neither their meat nor their 
blood that reaches Allāh, but it is 
piety from you that reaches Him. 
Thus have We made them subject to 
you that you may magnify Allāh for 
His Guidance to you. And give glad 
tidings (O Muhammad isst) to 
the Muhsinūn™ (doers of good). 


Truly, Allah defends those who believe. 
Verily, Allah likes not any treacherous 
ingrate to Allah [those who disobey 
Allah but obey Shaitan (Satan)]. 


Permission to fight (against disbelievers) 
is given to those (believers) who are 
fought against, because they have been 
wronged; and surely, Allah is Able to 
give them (believers) victory — 


Those who have been expelled from 
their homes unjustly only because 

they said: “Our Lord is Allah.” For 
had it not been that Allah checks one 
set of people by means of another, 
monasteries, churches, synagogues, 
and mosques, wherein the Name of 
Allah is mentioned much, would surely 
have been pulled down. Verily, Allah 
will help those who help His (Cause). 
Truly, Allah is All-Strong, All-Mighty. 


(V.22:37) Al-Muhsiniin: The good-doers who perform good deeds totally for Allah’s 
sake only without any show-off or to gain praise or fame, etc., and do them in 
accordance with the Sunnah (legal ways) of Allah’s Messenger Muhammad isis.

congregational Salat (prayers) (the 
males in mosques)], pay the Zakat and 
they enjoin A4/-Ma ‘if (i.e. Islamic 
Monotheism and all that Islam orders 
one to do), and forbid A/-Munkar (i.e. 
disbelief, polytheism, and all that 
Islam has forbidden) [i.e. they make 
the Qur'an as the law of their country 
in all the spheres of life]. And with 
Allah rests the end of (all) matters (of 
creatures). 


(V.22:41): 

a) Iqamat-as-Salat: Performing of Salat (prayers). It means that: 

1) Every Muslim, male or female, is obliged to offer his Salat (prayers) 
regularly five times a day at the specified times; the male in the mosque in 
congregation and as for the female it is better to offer them at home. As the 
Prophet izjicX has said: Order your children to perform Salat (prayer) 
at the age of seven and beat them (about it) at the age of ten. The chief 
(of a family, town, tribe, etc.) and the Muslim rulers of a country are held 
responsible before Allah in case of non-fulfilment of this obligation by the 
Muslims under their authority. 

2) One must offer the Salat (prayers) as the Prophet sael. used to 
offer them with all their rules and regulations. i.e., standing, bowing, 
prostrating, sitting, etc. As he icit» has said: "Offer your Salat 
(prayers) the way you see me offering them (Hadith No. 352, Vol. 9, 
Sahih Al-Bukhart).” [For the characteristics of the Salat (prayer) of the 
Prophet isak see Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith Nos. 702, 703, 
704, 723, 786 and 787]. 

b) Narrated Abu Hurairah zziz: The Prophet ics» said, “No Salat (prayer) 
is heavier (harder) for the hypocrites than the Fajr and the ‘sha prayers, but 
if they knew the reward for these Salat (prayers) at their respective times, 
they would certainly present themselves (in the mosques) even if they had to 
crawl.” The Prophet ics add, “Certainly, I intended (or was about) to 
order the Mu 'adhdhin (call-maker) to pronounce /gamah and order a man to 
lead the Salat (prayer) and then take a fire flame to burn all those (men along 
with their houses) who had not yet left their houses for the Salat (prayer) (in 
the mosques).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 626) 
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Sūrat Al-Hajj 


And if they deny you (O Muhammad 
iateko), so did deny before them, 
the people of Nūh (Noah), ‘Ad and 
Thamüd, (their Prophets). 


And the people of Ibrahim (Abraham) 
and the people of Lit (Lot), 


And the dwellers of Madyan (Midian); 


and denied was Musa (Moses). But I 
granted respite to the disbelievers for 
a while, then I seized them, and how 
(terrible) was My punishment (against 
their wrong-doing)! 


And many a township did We destroy 
while it was given to wrong-doing, 

so that 1t lies in ruins (up to this day), 
and (many) a deserted well and lofty 
castle! 


Have they not travelled through the 
land, and have they hearts wherewith 
to understand and ears wherewith to 
hear? Verily, it is not the eyes that 
grow blind, but it 15 the hearts which 
are in the breasts that grow blind. 


And they ask you to hasten on the 
torment! And Allah fails not His 
Promise. And verily, a day with your 
Lord is as a thousand years of what 
you reckon. 


And many a township did I give 
respite while it was given to 
wrong-doing. Then (in the end) I 
seized it (with punishment). And to 
Me is the (final) return (of all). 


say (O Muhammad deste): 
*O mankind! I am (sent) to you only 
as a plain warner." 
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So, those who believe (in the Oneness 
of Allah — Islamic Monotheism) and 
do righteous good deeds, for them 

is forgiveness and Rizqun Karim 
(generous provision, 1.6. Paradise). 


But those who strive against Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.), to frustrate 
them, they will be dwellers of the 
Hell-fire. 


Never did We send a Messenger or 
a Prophet before you, but when he 
did recite the revelation or narrated 
or spoke, Shaitan (Satan) threw 
(some falsehood) in it. But Allah 
abolishes that which Shaitan (Satan) 
throws in. Then Allah establishes 
His Revelations. And Allah is 
All-Knower, All-Wise: 


That He (Allah) may make what 

is thrown in by Shaitan (Satan) 

a trial for those in whose hearts 

is a disease (of hypocrisy and 
disbelief) and whose hearts are 
hardened. And certainly, the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers) are in 
an opposition far-off (from the truth 
against Allah's Messenger and the 
believers). 


And that those who have been given 
knowledge may know that it (this 
Qur'an) is the truth from your Lord, 
so that they may believe therein, 
and their hearts may submit to it 
with humility. And verily, Allah is 
the Guide of those who believe, to 

a Straight Path. 
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And those who disbelieved will 

not cease to be in doubt about it 
(this Qur’an) until the Hour comes 
suddenly upon them, or there comes 
to them the torment of the Day after 
which there will be no night (i.e. the 
Day of Resurrection). 


The sovereignty on that Day will 

be that of Allah (the One Who has 
no partners). He will judge between 
them. So those who believed (in 

the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and did righteous good 
deeds will be in Gardens of delight 
(Paradise). 


And those who disbelieved and denied 
Our Verses (of this Qur'an), for them 
will be a humiliating torment (in 
Hell). 


Those who emigrated in the Cause 

of Allah and after that were killed or 
died, surely, Allah will provide a good 
provision for them. And verily, it is 
Allah Who indeed is the Best of those 
who make provision. 


Truly, He will make them enter an 
entrance with which they shall be 
well-pleased, and verily, Allah indeed 
is All-Knower, Most Forbearing. 


That is so. And whoever has 
retaliated with the like of that 
which he was made to suffer, and 
then has again been wronged, 
Allah will surely help him. Verily, 
Allah indeed is Oft-Pardoning, 
Oft-Forgiving. 
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Sürat Al-Hajj 


That 15 because Allah merges the 
night into the day, and He merges the 
day into the night. And verily, Allah is 
All-Hearer, All-Seer. 


That is because Allah — He is the 
Truth (the only True God of all 

that exists, Who has no partners or 
rivals with Him), and what they (the 
polytheists) invoke besides Him, it is 
Batil (falsehood). And verily, Allah — 
He is the Most High, the Most Great. 


See you not that Allah sends down 
water (rain) from the sky, and then the 
earth becomes green? Verily, Allah 

is the Most Kind and Courteous, 
Well-Acquainted (with all things). 


To Him belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is on the earth. 
And verily, Allah — He is Rich (Free 
of all needs), Worthy of all praise. 


See you not that Allah has subjected 
to you (mankind) all that is on the 
earth, and the ships that sail through 
the sea by His Command? He 
withholds the heaven from falling 

on the earth except by His Leave. 
Verily, Allah is, for mankind, Full of 
Kindness, Most Merciful. 


It is He, Who gave you life, and then 
will cause you to die, and will again give 
you life (on the Day of Resurrection). 
Verily, man is indeed an ingrate. 


For every nation We have ordained 
religious ceremonies [e.g. slaughtering 
of the cattle during the three days of 
stay at Mina (Makkah) during the 
Hajj (pilgrimage)] which they must 
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follow; so let them (the pagans) not 
dispute with you on the matter (i.e. to 
eat of the cattle which you slaughter, 
and not to eat of the cattle which 
Allah kills by its natural death), but 
invite them to your Lord. Verily, you 
(O Muhammad Zz;ic cz) indeed are 
on the (true) straight guidance (i.e. the 
true religion of Islamic Monotheism). 


And if they argue with you (as regards 
the slaughtering of the sacrifices), say 
“Allah knows best of what you do. 


“Allah will judge between you on 
the Day of Resurrection about that 
wherein you used to differ.” 


Know you not that Allah knows 

all that is in the heaven and on the 
earth? Verily, it is (all) in the Book 
(Al-Lauh-Al-Mahfuz). Verily, that is 
easy for Allah. 


And they worship besides Allah 
others for which He has sent down 
no authority, and of which they have 
no knowledge; and for the Zalimün 
(wrong-doers, polytheists and 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah) 
there is no helper. 


And when Our Clear Verses are 
recited to them, you will notice 

a denial on the faces of the 
disbelievers! They are nearly ready to 
attack with violence those who recite 
Our Verses to them. Say: "Shall I tell 
you of something worse than that? 
The Fire (of Hell) which Allah has 
promised to those who disbelieved, 
and worst indeed is that destination!" 
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O mankind! A similitude has been 
coined, so listen to it (carefully): 
Verily, those on whom you call 
besides Allāh, cannot create (even) 
a fly, even though they combine 
together for the purpose. And if the 
fly snatches away a thing from them, 
they will have no power to release it 
from the fly. So weak are (both) the 
seeker and the sought. 


They have not estimated Allāh His 
Rightful Estimate. Verily, Allāh is 
All-Strong, All-Mighty. 

Allāh chooses Messengers from 


angels and from men. Verily, Allāh is 
All-Hearer, All-Seer. 


He knows what is before them, and 
what is behind them. And to Allāh 
return all matters (for decision). 


O you who have believed! Bow down, 


and prostrate yourselves, and worship 
your Lord and do good that you may 
be successful. 


And strive hard in Allah’s Cause as 
you ought to strive (with sincerity 
and with all your efforts that His 
Name should be superior). He has 
chosen you (to convey His Message 
of Islāmic Monotheism to mankind 
by inviting them to His religion of 
Islām), and has not laid upon you 
in religion any hardship: it is the

It is He (Allah) Who has named 

you Muslims both before and in this 
(the Qur'an), that the Messenger 
(Muhammad åsa) may be 

a witness over you and you be 
witnesses over mankind! So perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), give 
Zakat and hold fast to Allah [i.e. 

have confidence in Allah, and depend 
upon Him in all your affairs]. He is 
your Maula (Patron, Lord), what an 
Excellent Maula (Patron, Lord) and 
what an Excellent Helper! 


Narrated Abu Hurairah z245: The Prophet iiic» said, “Religion is very easy 
and whoever overburdens himself in his religion will not be able to continue in that 
way.

(prayers) in the mornings, afternoons and during the last hours of the nights." (See 
Fath Al-Bari, Vol. 1, Page 102) (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 38)

These are indeed the inheritors 


Who shall inherit the Firdaus 
(Paradise). They shall dwell therein 
forever. 


And indeed We created man (Adam) 
out of an extract of clay (water and 
earth). 


Thereafter We made him (the 
offspring of Adam) as a Nutfah 
(mixed drops of the male and female 
sexual discharge and lodged it) in 

a safe lodging (womb of the woman). 


Then We made the Nutfah into a clot 
(a piece of thick coagulated blood), 
then We made the clot into a little 
lump of flesh, then We made out of 
that little lump of flesh bones, then 
We clothed the bones with flesh, and 
then We brought it forth as another 
creation. So, Blessed is Allah, the 
Best of creators, 


After that, surely, you will die. 


Then (again), surely, you will 
be resurrected on the Day of 
Resurrection. 


And indeed We have created above 
you seven heavens (one over the 
other), and We are never unaware of 
the creation. 


And We sent down from the sky water 
(rain) in (due) measure, and We gave 
it lodging in the earth, and verily, We 
are Able to take it away.

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Then We brought forth for you 
therewith gardens of date-palms and 
grapes, wherein is much fruit for you, 
and whereof you eat. 


And a tree (olive) that springs 

forth from Mount Sinai, that grows 
(produces) oil, and (it 1s) a relish for 
the eaters. 


And verily in the cattle there is indeed 
a lesson for you. We give you to drink 
(milk) of that which is in their bellies. 
And there are, in them, numerous 
(other) benefits for you, and of them 
you eat. 


And on them, and on ships you are 
carried. 


And indeed We sent Nüh (Noah) 

to his people, and he said: *O my 
people! Worship Allah! You have no 
other [lah (God) but Him (Islamic 
Monotheism). Will you not then be 
afraid (of Him 1.e. of His punishment 
because of worshipping others besides 
Him)?" 


But the chiefs of his people who 
disbelieved said: *He is no more than 
a human being like you, he seeks to 
make himself superior to you. Had 
Allah willed, He surely could have 
sent down angels. Never did we hear 
such a thing among our fathers of old. 


*He 15 only a man in whom 

1s madness, so wait for him 

a while." 

[Nuh (Noah)] said: “O my Lord! Help 
me because they deny me." 
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So, We revealed to him (saying): 
“Construct the ship under Our Eyes 
and under Our Revelation (guidance). 
Then, when Our Command comes, 
and water gushes forth from the oven, 
take on board of each kind two (male 
and female), and your family, except 
those thereof against whom the Word 
has already gone forth. And address 
Me not in favour of those who have 
done wrong. Verily, they are to be 
drowned. 


And when you have embarked on the 
ship, you and whoever is with you, then 
say: “All praise and thanks are Allah’s, 
Who has saved us from the people 

who are Zālimūn (i.e. oppressors, 
wrong-doers, polytheists, those who 
join others in worship with Allah).” 


And say: “My Lord! Cause me to land 
at a blessed landing-place, for You are 
the Best of those who bring to land.” 


Verily, in this [what We did as 
regards drowning of the people of 
Nuh (Noah)], there are indeed Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, lessons, signs, etc. 
for men to understand), for sure We 
are ever putting (men) to the test. 


Then, after them, We created another 
generation. 


And We sent to them a Messenger 
from among themselves (saying): 
“Worship Allah! You have no other 
Ilàh (God) but Him. Will you not 
then be afraid (of Him i.e. of His 
punishment because of worshipping 
others besides Him)?" 
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And the chiefs of his people who 
disbelieved and denied the Meeting 

in the Hereafter, and whom We had 
given the luxuries and comforts of 
this life, said: “He is no more than 

a human being like you, he eats of that 
which you eat, and drinks of what you 
drink. 


“If you were to obey a human being 
like yourselves, then verily you 
indeed would be losers. 


“Does he promise you that when 
you have died and have become dust 
and bones, you shall come out alive 
(resurrected)? 


“Far, very far is that which you are 
promised! 


“There is nothing but our life of this 
world! We die and we live! And we 
are not going to be resurrected! 


“He is only aman who has invented 
a lie against Allah, and we are not 
going to believe in him.” 


He said: “O my Lord! Help me 
because they deny me.” 


(Allah) said: “In a little while, they are 
sure to be regretful.” 


So, As-Saihah (torment — awful cry) 
overtook them in truth (with justice), 
and We made them as rubbish of 
dead plants. So, away with the 
people who are Zalimün (polytheists, 
wrong-doers, disbelievers in the 
Oneness of Allah, disobedient to His 
Messengers). 
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Then, after them, We created other 
generations. 


No nation can advance their term, nor 
can they delay it. 


Then, We sent Our Messengers in 
succession. Every time there came to 
a nation their Messenger, they denied 
him; so We made them follow one 
another (to destruction), and We made 
them as Ahddith (the true stories for 
mankind to learn a lesson from them). 
So, away with a people who believe 
not! 


Then, We sent Misa (Moses) and his 
brother Harün (Aaron), with Our Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) and manifest 
authority, 


To Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) and his chiefs, 
but they behaved insolently and 
they were people self-exalting (by 
disobeying their Lord, and exalting 
themselves over and above the 
Messenger of Allah). 


They said: “Shall we believe in two 
men like ourselves, and their people 
are obedient to us with humility 
(and we use them to serve us as we 
like).” 


So, they denied them both [Musa 
(Moses) and Harün (Aaron)], and 
became of those who were destroyed. 


And indeed We gave Misa (Moses) 
the Scripture, that they may be 
guided. 
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Surat Al-Mu'minün 


And We made the son of Maryam 
(Mary) and his mother as a sign, and We 
gave them refuge on high ground, a place 
of rest, security and flowing streams. 


O (you) Messengers! Eat of the 
Tayyibat [all kinds of Halal foods 
which Allah has made lawful (meat 
of slaughtered eatable animals, milk 
products, fats, vegetables, fruits, etc.] 
and do righteous deeds. Verily, I am 
All-Knower of what you do. 


And verily, this your religion (of 
Islamic Monotheism) is one religion, 
and I am your Lord, so fear (keep 
your duty to) Me. 


But they (men) have broken their 
religion among them into sects, each 
group rejoicing in what is with it (as 
Its beliefs). 


So leave them in their error for 
a time. 


Do they think that, in wealth and 
children with which We enlarge 
them, 


We hasten to them with good things. 
Nay, [it 1s a Fitnah (trial) in this worldly 
life so that they will have no share of 
good things in the Hereafter] but they 
perceive not. [ Tafsir Al-Qurtubi]. 


Verily, those who live in awe for fear 
of their Lord; 


And those who believe in the Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) of their Lord; 


(V.23:53) See the footnote of (V.3:103). 
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And those who join not anyone (in 
worship) as partners with their Lord; 


And those who give that (their 
charity) which they give (and also do 
other good deeds) with their hearts 
full of fear (whether their alms and 
charities have been accepted or not), 
because they are sure to return to their 
Lord (for reckoning). 


It is these who hasten in the good 
deeds, and they are foremost in them 
[e.g. offering the compulsory Salat 
(prayers) in their (early) stated, fixed 
times and so on]. 


And We tax not any person except 
according to his capacity, and with 
Us is a Record which speaks the truth, 
and they will not be wronged. 


Nay, but their hearts are covered from 
(understanding) this (the Qur'an), and 
they have other (evil) deeds, besides, 
which they are doing. 


Until, when We seize those of 

them who lead a luxurious life with 
punishment: behold, they make 
humble invocation with a loud voice. 


Invoke not loudly this day! Certainly, 
you shall not be helped by Us. 


(V.23:60) Narrated ‘Aishah Gas (the wife of the Prophet iiic), I asked 
Allah’s Messenger zak about this (following Verse): “And those who give 
that (their charity) which they give (and also do other good deeds) with their hearts 


full of fear..." (V.23:60). 


She added: “Are these who drink alcoholic drinks and steal?" Allah's Messenger 
ici replied: “No! O the daughter of As-Siddiq, but they are those who fast, 
pray, and practise charity and they are afraid that (their good) deeds may not be

accepted (by Allah) from them. ‘It is these who hasten in good deeds. 


At-Tirmidhi, Hadith No. 3225), (Tafsir Al-Qurtubi). 
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. Indeed, My Verses used to be recited 


to you, but you used to turn back 
on your heels (denying them, and 
refusing with hatred to listen to them). 


In pride (they — Quraish pagans and 
polytheists of Makkah used to feel 
proud that they are the dwellers of 
Makkah sanctuary — Haram), talking 
evil about it (the Qur’an) by night. 


Have they not pondered over the 
Word (of Allah, i.e. what is sent down 
to the Prophet Azza e), or has there 
come to them what had not come to 
their fathers of old? 


Or is it that they did not recognize 
Pew hen (Muhammad 
aiei) so they deny him? 


Or say they: "There is madness in 
him?" Nay, but he brought them the 
truth [1.e. Tauhid: Worshipping Allah 
Alone in all aspects, the Qur'àn and 
the religion of Islam], but most of 
them (the disbelievers) are averse to 
the truth. 


And if the truth had been in 
accordance with their desires, verily, 
the heavens and the earth, and 
whosoever is therein would have been 
corrupted! Nay, We have brought 
them their reminder (the Qur'an), but 
they turn away from their reminder. 


Or is it that you (O Muhammad 
izafe) ask them for some wages? 
But the recompense of your Lord is 
better, and He is the Best of those who 
give sustenance. 
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And certainly, you (O Muhammad 
Acsacleci\) call them to a Straight 
Path (true religion — Islamic 
Monotheism). 


And verily, those who believe not in 
the Hereafter are indeed deviating far 
astray from the Path (true religion — 
Islamic Monotheism). 


And though We had mercy on them 
and removed the distress which is 
on them, still they would obstinately 
persist in their transgression, 
wandering blindly. 


And indeed, We seized them with 
punishment, but they humbled not 
themselves to their Lord, nor did they 
invoke (Allah) with submission to 
Him. 


Until, when We open for them a gate 
of severe punishment, then lo! they 

will be plunged into destruction with 
deep regrets, sorrows and in despair. 


It is He Who has created for you (the 
sense of) hearing (ears), eyes (sight), 
and hearts (understanding). Little 
thanks you give. 


And it is He Who has created you on 
the earth, and to Him you shall be 
gathered back. 


And it is He Who gives life 

and causes death, and His is the 
alternation of night and day. Will you 
not then understand? 


Nay, but they say the like of what the 
men of old said. 
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They said: “When we are dead and 
have become dust and bones, shall we 
be resurrected indeed? 


“Verily, this we have been promised 
— we and our fathers before (us)! 
This is nothing but tales of the 
ancients!” 


Say: “Whose is the earth and 
whosoever is therein? If you 
know!” 


They will say: “It is Allah's!" Say: 
*Will you not then remember?" 


Say: “Who is (the) Lord of the seven 
heavens, and (the) Lord of the Great 
Throne?" 


They will say: “Allah.” Say: “Will 
you not then fear Allah (believe in 
His Oneness, obey Him, believe in 
the Resurrection and Recompense for 
every good or bad deed)?" 


Say “In Whose Hand is the 
sovereignty of everything (1.e. 
treasures of each and everything)? 
And He protects (all), while against 
Whom there is no protector, (i.e. if 
Allah saves anyone none can punish 
or harm him, and if Allah punishes or 
harms anyone none can save him), if 
you know?” [Tafsir Al-Qurtubi] 

They will say: “(All that belongs) to 


Allah.” Say: “How then are you deceived 
and turned away from the truth?” 


Nay, but We have brought them the 
truth (Islamic Monotheism), and 
verily, they (disbelievers) are liars. 
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No son (or offspring) did Allah 
beget, nor is there any ilah (god) 
along with Him. (If there had been 
many gods), then each god would 
have taken away what he had 
created, and some would have tried 
to overcome others! Glorified is 
Allah above all that they attribute to 
Him! 


All-Knower of the unseen and the 
seen! Exalted is He over all that they 
associate as partners to Him! 


Say (O Muhammad ics): 
“My Lord! If You would show me 
that with which they are threatened 
(torment), 


“My Lord! Then (save me from Your 
punishment), put me not amongst 

the people who are the 1 
(polytheists and wrong-doers).” 


And indeed We are Able to show you 
(O Muhammad 45.6%) that with 
which We have threatened them. 


Repel evil with that which is better. 
We are Best-Knower of the things 
they utter. 


And say: *My Lord! I seek refuge 
with You from the whisperings 
(suggestions) of the Shayatin (devils). 


“And I seek refuge with You, My 
Lord! lest they should come near me." 


Until, when death comes to one of 
them (those who join partners with 
Allah), he says: “My Lord! Send me 
back, 
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00. “So that I may do good in that which 


I have left behind!” No! It is but 

a word that he speaks; and behind 
them is Barzakh (a barrier) until the 
Day when they will be resurrected. 


Then, when the Trumpet is blown, 
there will be no kinship among them 
that Day, nor will they ask of one 
another. 


Then, those whose scales (of good 
deeds) are heavy, these! they are the 
successful. 


And those whose scales (of good 
deeds) are light, they are those who 
lose their ownselves, in Hell will they 
abide forever. 


The Fire will burn their faces, and 
therein they will grin, with displaced 
lips (disfigured). 

“Were not My Verses (this Qur'an) 
recited to you, and then you used to 
deny them?” 


They will say: “Our Lord! Our 
wretchedness overcame us, and we 
were (an) erring people. 

“Our Lord! Bring us out of this. 

If ever we return (to evil), then 
indeed we shall be Zalimün 
(polytheists, oppressors, unjust, and 
wrong-doers).” 

He (Allah) will say: “Remain you in 
it with ignominy! And speak you not 
to Me!” 

Verily, there was a party of My 
slaves, who used to say: “Our Lord! 
We believe, so forgive us, and have 
mercy on us, for You are the Best of 
all who show mercy!” 
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But you took them for a laughing 
stock, so much so that they made you 
forget My Remembrance while you 
used to laugh at them! 


Verily, I have rewarded them this 
Day for their patience: they are 
indeed the ones that are successful. 


He (Allāh) will say: “What number 
of years did you stay on earth?” 


They will say: “We stayed a day or 
part of a day. Ask of those who keep 
account.” 

He (Allah) will say: “You stayed 
not but a little, if you had only 
known! 


“Did you think that We had created 
you in play (without any purpose), 
and that you would not be brought 
back to Us?” 


So Exalted is Allah, the True King: 
Là ilahaà illa Huwa (none has the 
right to be worshipped but He), the 
Lord of the Supreme Throne! 


And whoever invokes (or worships), 
besides Allah, any other i/ah (god), 
of whom he has no proof; then his 
reckoning is only with his Lord. 
Surely! A/-Kafirün (the disbelievers 
in Allah and in the Oneness of Allah, 
polytheists, pagans, idolaters) will 
not be successful. 

And say (O Muhammad :)يړ‎ 
"My Lord! Forgive and have mercy, 
for You are the Best of those who 
show mercy!"

(This is) a Surah (chapter of the 
Qur’an) which We have sent down

the man who agrees to marry (have

four times) by Allah that he is one of 
those who speak the truth.

himself. Allah’s Messenger saia ordered him to be stoned to death as he 
was a married person.

But she shall avert the punishment

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Why did they not produce four 
witnesses? Since they (the slanderers) 
have not produced witnesses! Then 
with Allah they are the liars. 


Had it not been for the Grace of Allah 
and His Mercy to you in this world 
and in the Hereafter, a great torment 
would have touched you for that 
whereof you had spoken. 


When you were propagating it with 
your tongues, and uttering with your 
mouths that whereof you had no 
knowledge, you counted it a little thing, 
while with Allah it was very great. 


And why did you not, 

when you heard it, say: “It is not 
right for us to speak of this. 
Glorified are You (O Allah)! This is 
a great lie." 


Allah forbids you from it and warns 
you not to repeat the like of it forever, 
if you are believers. 


And Allah makes the Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) plain to you, and 
Allah is All-Knower, All-Wise. 


Verily, those who like that (the crime 
of) illegal sexual intercourse should be 
propagated among those who believe, 
they will have a painful torment in this 
world and in the Hereafter. And Allah 
knows and you know not. 


And had it not been for the Grace of 
Allah and His Mercy on you, (Allah 
would have hastened the punishment 
upon you). And that Allah is full of 
Kindness, Most Merciful. 
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O you who believe! Follow not the 
footsteps of Shaitan (Satan). And 
whosoever follows the footsteps 

of Shaitan (Satan), then, verily, he 
commands A/-Fahsha’ [i.e. to commit 
indecency (illegal sexual intercourse)], 
and A/-Munkar [disbelief and polytheism 
(i.e. to do evil and wicked deeds; and 
to speak or to do what is forbidden in 
Islam)]. And had it not been for the 
Grace of Allah and His Mercy on you, 
not one of you would ever have been 
pure from sins. But Allah purifies 
(guides to Islam) whom He wills, and 
Allah is All-Hearer, All-Knower. 


And let not those among you who are 
blessed with graces and wealth swear 
not to give (any sort of help) to their 
kinsmen, A/-Masakin (the needy), 
and those who left their homes for 
Allah's Cause. Let them pardon and 
forgive. Do you not love that Allah 
should forgive you? And Allah is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


Verily, those who accuse chaste 
women, who never even think of 
anything touching their chastity and 
are good believers — are cursed in 
this life and in the Hereafter, and for 
them will be a great torment — 


On the Day when their tongues, their 
hands, and their legs (or feet) will 
bear witness against them as to what 
they used to do. 


On that Day Allah will pay them the 
recompense of their deeds in full, and 
they will know that Allah, He is the 
Manifest Truth. 
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Bad statements are for bad people 
(or bad women for bad men) and 
bad people for bad statements (or 
bad men for bad women). Good 
statements are for good people (or 
good women for good men) and good 
people for good statements (or good 
men for good women): such (good 
people) are innocent of (every) bad 
statement which they say; for them 
is Forgiveness, and Rizqun Karim 
(generous provision i.e. Paradise). 


O you who believe! Enter not 
houses other than your own, until 
you have asked permission and 
greeted those in them; that is better 
for you, in order that you may 
remember. 


And if you find no one therein, still, 
enter not until permission has been 
given to you. And if you are asked to 
go back, go back, for it is purer for 
you. And Allah is All-Knower of what 
you do. 


There is no sin on you that you enter 
(without taking permission) houses 
uninhabited (1.e. not possessed by 
anybody), (when) you have any 
interest in them. And Allah has 
knowledge of what you reveal and 
what you conceal. 


Tell the believing men to lower their 
gaze (from looking at forbidden 
things), and protect their private 
parts (from illegal sexual acts). That 
is purer for them. Verily, Allah is 
Well-Acquainted with what they do. 
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31. And tell the believing women to lower 


their gaze (from looking at forbidden 
things), and protect their private parts 
(from illegal sexual acts) and not to 
show off their adornment except only 
that which is apparent (like both eyes 
for necessity to see the way, or outer 
palms of hands or one eye or dress 
like veil, gloves, head-cover, apron, 
etc.), and to draw their veils all over 
their bodies, faces, necks and bosoms, 
and not to reveal their adornment 
except to their husbands, or their 
fathers, or their husband’s fathers, or 
their sons, or their husband’s sons, or 
their brothers or their brother’s sons, 
or their sister’s sons, or their (Muslim) 
women (i.e. their sisters in Islam), or 
the (female) slaves whom their right 
hands possess, or old male servants 
who lack vigour, or small children 
who have no sense of feminine sex. 
And let them not stamp their feet so 
as to reveal what they hide of their 
adornment. And all of you beg Allah 
to forgive you all, O believers, that 
you may be successful). 


(V.24:31) *And to draw their veils all over Juyübihinna (i.e. their bodies, faces, 
necks, and bosoms) and not to reveal their adornment..." 


‘May Allah bestow His Mercy on the early emigrant 


Narrated ‘Aishah Ges: 
women. When Allah revealed: 


“And to draw their veils all over Juyübihinna (i.e. their bodies, faces, necks, and 


— they tore their Muriit (a woollen dress, or a waist-binding cloth or an 


bosoms)” 


apron, etc.) and covered their heads and faces with those torn Murit.’ 
Narrated Safiyyah bint Shaibah: ‘Aishah used to say: ‘When the Verse: 


“And to draw their veils all over Juyübihinna (i.e. their bodies, faces, necks, 
and bosoms)” (V.24:31) was revealed, (the ladies) cut their waist sheets at the 
edges and covered their heads and faces with those cut pieces of cloth.’ (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, Hadith No.282). 
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And marry those among you who are 
single (i.e. a man who has no wife 
and the woman who has no husband) 
and (also marry) the Salihün (pious, 
fit and capable ones) of your (male) 
slaves and maid-servants (female 
slaves). If they be poor, Allah will 
enrich them out of His Bounty. 

And Allah is All-Sufficent for His 
creatures’ needs, All-Knower (about 
the state of the people). 


And let those who find not the financial 
means for marriage keep themselves 
chaste, until Allah enriches them of 
His Bounty. And such of your slaves 
as seek a writing (of emancipation), 
give them such writing, if you find 
that there is good and honesty in them. 
And give them something (yourselves) 
out of the wealth of Allah which He 
has bestowed upon you. And force 

not your maids to prostitution, if 

they desire chastity, in order that you 
may make a gain in the (perishable) 
goods of this worldly life. But if 
anyone compels them (to prostitution), 
then after such compulsion, Allah 

is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful (to 
those women, i.e. He will forgive them 
because they have been forced to do 
this evil act unwillingly). 


And indeed We have sent down for 
you Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) that make 
things plain, and the example of 
those who passed away before you, 
and an admonition for those who are 
Al-Muttaqün (the pious). 


(V.24:34) See verse: V.2:2. 
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upon Light! Allah guides to His Light 
whom He wills. And Allah sets forth 
parables for mankind, and Allah is 
All-Knower of everything.

a) Narrated Abu Qatadah zzii: Allah's Messenger icit said: “If anyone of 
you enters a mosque, he should pray two Rak ‘at (Tahiyyat-al-Masjid) before 
sitting.”

b) Narrated Abu Hurairah zziz: Allah's Messenger icit» said: “The reward of 
the Salat (prayer) offered by a person in congregation is multiplied twenty-five 
times as much than that of the Salat (prayer) offered in one's house or in the 
market (alone). And this is because if he performs ablution and does it perfectly 
and then proceeds to the mosque, with the sole intention of praying: then for 
every step he takes towards the mosque, he is upgraded one degree in reward 
and one of his sins is taken off (crossed out) from his accounts (of deeds). When 
he offers his Salat (prayer), the angels keep on asking Allah's Blessings and 
Allah’s Forgiveness for him as long as he is (staying) at his Musalla (place of 
prayer). They say: ‘O Allah! Bestow Your Blessings upon him, be merciful and 
kind to him.’ And one is regarded in Salat (prayer) as long as one is waiting for 
the Salat (prayer).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1, Hadith No.620). 
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Men whom neither trade nor 

sale (business) diverts from the 
Remembrance of Allāh (with heart 
and tongue), nor from performing 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), nor 
from giving the Zakat. They fear 

a Day when hearts and eyes will 
be overturned (out of the horror 
of the torment of the Day of 
Resurrection). 


That Allah may reward them 
according to the best of their deeds, 
and add even more for them out 

of His Grace. And Allah provides 
without measure to whom He 
wills). 


As for those who disbelieve, their 
deeds are like a mirage in a desert. 
The thirsty one thinks it to be water, 
until he comes up to it, he finds it 
to be nothing; but he finds Allah 
with him, Who will pay him his due 
(Hell). And Allah is Swift in taking 
account, 


Or [the state of a disbeliever] is 

like the darkness in a vast deep sea, 
overwhelmed with waves topped by 
waves, topped by dark clouds, (layers 
of) darkness upon darkness: if a man 
stretches out his hand, he can hardly 
see it! And he for whom Allah has 
not appointed light, for him there is 
no light.

(V.24:39) The deeds of a disbeliever are like a mirage for a thirsty person: when 
he will meet Allah, he will think that he has a good reward with Allah of his good 
deeds, but he will find nothing, like a mirage, and will be thrown in the Fire of Hell. 
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See you not (O Muhammad 
iafe) that whosoever is in the 
heavens and the earth glorify Allah, 
and the birds with wings out-spread 
(in their flight)? Of each one He 
(Allah) knows indeed his Salat 
(prayer) and his glorification, [or 
everyone knows his Salat (prayer) 
and his glorification]; and Allah is 
All-Knower of what they do. 


And to Allah belongs the sovereignty 
of the heavens and the earth, and to 
Allah is the return (of all). 


See you not that Allah drives the clouds 
gently, then joins them together, then 
makes them into a heap of layers, and 
you see the rain comes forth from 
between them; and He sends down from 
the sky hail (like) mountains, (or there 
are in the heaven mountains of hail 
from where He sends down hail), and 
strikes therewith whom He wills, and 
averts it from whom He wills. The vivid 
flash of its (clouds) lightning nearly 
blinds the sight. [Tafsir At-Tabari]. 


Allah causes the night and the day to 
succeed each other (i.e. if the day is 
gone, the night comes, and if the night 
is gone, the day comes, and so on). 
Truly, in this is indeed a lesson for 
those who have insight. 


Allah has created every moving 
(living) creature from water. Of them 
there are some that creep on their 
bellies, and some that walk on two 
legs, and some that walk on four. 
Allah creates what He wills. Verily, 
Allah is Able to do all things. 
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We have indeed sent down (in this 
Qur'àn) manifest Aydt [proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, lawful and unlawful 
things, and the set boundaries of 
Islamic religion, etc. that make things 
clear (showing the Right Path of 
Allah)]. And Allah guides whom He 
wills to a Straight Path (1.e. to Allah's 
religion of Islamic Monotheism). 


They (hypocrites) say: *We have 
believed in Allah and in the Messenger 
(Muhammad isa), and we 
obey,” then a party of them turn away 
thereafter, such are not believers. 


And when they are called to Allah 
(i.e. His Words, the Qur'an) and 
His Messenger gas, to judge 
between them, lo! a party of them 
refuses (to come) and turns away. 


But, if the truth 15 on their side, 
they come to him willingly with 
submission. 


Is there a disease in their hearts? Or 
do they doubt or fear lest Allah and 
His Messenger iza should 
wrong them in judgement. Nay, 

It is they themselves who are the 
Zalimün (polytheists, hypocrites and 
wrong-doers). 


The only saying of the faithful 
believers, when they are called to 

Allah (His Words, the Qur'an) and His 
Messenger 341i, to judge between 
them, is that they say: ^We hear and 

we obey." And such are the successful 
(who will live forever in Paradise). 
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And whosoever obeys Allah and His 
Messenger iat, fears Allah, 
and keeps his duty (to Him), such are 
the successful. 


They swear by Allah their strongest 
oaths, that if only you would order 
them, they would leave (their homes for 
fighting in Allah’s Cause). Say: “Swear 
you not; (this) obedience (of yours) is 
known (to be false). Verily, Allah is 
Well-Acquainted with what you do.” 


Say: “Obey Allah and obey the 
Messenger csak, but if you turn 
away, he (Messenger Muhammad 
csale2i) is only responsible for the 
duty placed on him (i.e. to convey 
Allah’s Message) and you for that 
placed on you. If you obey him, you 
shall be on the right guidance. The 
Messenger’s duty is only to convey 
(the message) in a clear way (i.e. to 
preach in a plain way).” 


Allah has promised those among you 
who believe and do righteous good 
deeds, that He will certainly grant 
them succession to (the present rulers) 
in the land, as He granted it to those 
before them, and that He will grant 
them the authority to practise their 
religion which He has chosen for 
them (1.e. Islam). And He will surely 
give them, in exchange, safe security 
after their fear (provided) they 
(believers) worship Me and do not 
associate anything (in worship) with 
Me. But whoever disbelieves after 
this, they are the Fasiqiin (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 
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And perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), 
and give Zakat and obey the Messenger 
(Muhammad iz; fc iz) that you may 
receive mercy (from Allah). 


Consider not that the disbelievers can 
escape in the land. Their abode shall 
be the Fire — and worst indeed is that 
destination. 


O you who believe! Let your slaves 
and slave-girls, and those among 

you who have not attained the age of 
puberty ask your permission (before 
they come to your presence) on three 
occasions: before Fajr (morning) Salat 
(prayer), and while you put off your 
clothes for the noonday (rest), and after 
the ‘Isha’ (late-night) Salat (prayer). 
(These) three times are of privacy for 
you; other than these times there is no 
sin on you or on them to move about, 
attending to each other. Thus Allah 
makes clear the Aydt (the Verses of this 
Qur’an, showing proofs for the legal 
aspects of permission for visits) to you. 
And Allah is All-Knower, All-Wise. 


And when the children among you 
come to puberty, then let them (also) 
ask for permission, as those senior to 
them (in age). Thus Allah makes clear 
His Ayat (Commandments and legal 
obligations) for you. And Allah is 
All-Knower, All-Wise. 


And as for women past child-bearing 
who do not expect wed-lock, it is 

no sin on them if they discard their 
(outer) clothing in such a way as 

not to show their adornment. But to 
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refrain (i.e. not to discard their outer 
clothing) is better for them. And Allah 
is All-Hearer, All-Knower. 


There is no restriction on the blind, 
nor any restriction on the lame, nor 
any restriction on the sick, nor on 
yourselves, if you eat from your 
houses, or the houses of your fathers, 
or the houses of your mothers, or the 
houses of your brothers, or the houses 
of your sisters, or the houses of your 
father’s brothers, or the houses of 
your father’s sisters, or the houses 

of your mother’s brothers, or the 
houses of your mother’s sisters, or 
(from that) whereof you hold keys, or 
(from the house) of a friend. No sin 
on you whether you eat together or 
apart. But when you enter the houses, 
greet one another with a greeting from 
Allah (i.e. say: عليكم‎ ea As-Salamu 
‘Alaikum — peace be on you), 
blessed and good. Thus Allah makes 
clear the Aydt (these Verses or your 
religious symbols and signs) to you 
that you may understand. 


The true believers are only those who 
believe in (the Oneness of) Allah 

and His Messenger (Muhammad 
iafe), and when they are with 
him on some common matter, they 
go not away until they have asked 
his permission. Verily, those who 

ask your permission, those are 

they who (really) believe in Allah 


(V.24:61) Ifthere is nobody in the house say: peace be upon us and on the righteous 


slaves of Allah “attal abl عباد‎ dey ”السلام علينا‎ 
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and His Messenger. So, if they ask 
your permission for some affairs 
of theirs, give permission to whom 
you will of them, and ask Allah for 
their forgiveness. Truly, Allah is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


Make not the calling of the Messenger 
(Muhammad åsa) among you 
as your calling one to another. Allah 
knows those of you who slip away 
under shelter (of some excuse without 
taking the permission to leave, 

from the Messenger isi). 

And let those who oppose the 
Messenger's (Muhammad ici) 
commandment (1.e. his Sunnah — 
legal ways, orders, acts of worship, 
statements) (among the sects) beware, 
lest some Fitnah (disbelief, trials, 
afflictions, earthquakes, killing, 
overpowered by a tyrant) should befall 
them or a painful torment be inflicted 
on them. 


Certainly, to Allah belongs all that is 
in the heavens and the earth. Surely, 
He knows your condition and (He 
knows) the Day when they will be 
brought back to Him, then He will 
inform them of what they did. And 
Allah is All-Knower of everything. 
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In the Name of Allah, 


the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Blessed is He Who sent down 

the criterion (of right and wrong, 

i.e. this Qur'an) to His slave 
(Muhammad isa gs) that he may 
be a warner to the ‘Alamin (mankind 
and jinn). 


He to Whom belongs the dominion of 
the heavens and the earth, and Who 
has begotten no son (children or off- 
spring) and for Whom there is no part- 
ner in the dominion. He has created 
everything, and has measured it 
exactly according to its due measure- 
ments. 


Yet, they have taken besides Him 
other a/ihàh (gods) who created 
nothing but are themselves created, 
and possess neither harm nor benefit 
for themselves, and possess no power 
(of causing) death, nor (of giving) life, 
nor of raising the dead. 


Those who disbelieve say: “This (the 
Qur'àn) is nothing but a lie that he 
(Muhammad zeit») has invented, 
and others have helped him at it. In 
fact, they have produced an unjust 
wrong (thing) and a lie." 
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And they say: “Tales of the ancients, 
which he has written down: and they 
are dictated to him morning and 
afternoon.” 


Say: “Tt (this Qur'an) has been sent 
down by Him (Allah) (the Real Lord 
of the heavens and earth) Who knows 
the secret of the heavens and the earth. 
Truly, He is Ever Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful." 


And they say: *Why does this 
Messenger (Muhammad csi) 
eat food, and walk about in the markets 
(as we do)? Why is not an angel sent 
down to him to be a warner with him? 


*Or (why) has not a treasure been 
granted to him? or why has he not 

a garden whereof he may eat?" 

And the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers) say: “You follow none 
but a man bewitched." 


See how they strike similitudes for 
you, so they have gone astray, and 
they cannot find a (Right) Path. 


Blessed is He, Who, if He wills, will 
assign you better than (all) that — 
Gardens under which rivers flow 
(Paradise) and will assign you palaces 
(i.e. in Paradise). 


Nay, they deny the Hour (the Day of 
Resurrection), and for those who deny 
the Hour, We have prepared a flaming 
Fire (i.e. Hell). 


When it (Hell) sees them from a far 
place, they will hear its raging and its 
roaring. 
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And when they shall be thrown into 

a narrow place thereof, chained 
together, they will exclaim therein for 
destruction. 


Exclaim not today for one 
destruction, but exclaim for much 
destruction. 

Say: (O Muhammad A<s.e2ij\2) “Is 
that (torment) better or the Paradise 
of Eternity which is promised to 
the Muttaqün (the pious)?” It will 
be theirs as a reward and as a final 
destination. 


For them, there will be therein all that 
they desire, and they will abide (there) 
forever. It is a promise binding upon 
your Lord that must be fulfilled. 


And on the Day when He will gather 
them together and that which they 
worship besides Allah [1dols, angels, 
pious men, saints]™. He will say: 
*Was it you who misled these My 
slaves or did they (themselves) stray 
from the (Right) Path?" 


They will say: “Glorified are You! 

It was not for us to take any Auliya’ 
(Protectors, Helpers) besides You, 
but You gave them and their fathers 
comfort, till they forgot the warning, 
and became a lost people (doomed to 
total loss)."

(V.25:17) Narrated Mu‘adh ibn Jabal zzXizz: The Prophet irae said, “O Mu‘adh! 
Doyouknow what Allah’s Right upon His slaves is?" I said, “Allah and His Messenger 
know better." The Prophet izjicX( said, "To worship Him (Allah) Alone and to 
join none in worship with Him (Allah). Do you know what their right upon Him is?" 
I replied, “Allah and His Messenger know better.” The Prophet 2; iit said, “Not 
to punish them (if they did so).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 9, Hadith No. 470). 
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Thus they (false gods — all deities 
other than Allah) will deny you 
(polytheists) regarding what you 

say (that they are gods besides 
Allah): then you can neither avert 
(the punishment), nor get help. And 
whoever among you does wrong (i.e. 
sets up rivals to Allah), We shall 
make him taste a great torment. 


And We never sent before you 

(O Muhammad isi cz) any of the 
Messengers but verily, they ate food and 
walked in the markets. And We have 
made some of you as a trial for others: 
will you have patience? And your Lord 
is Ever All-Seer (of everything). 


. And those who expect not a Meeting 


with Us (1.e. those who deny the Day 
of Resurrection and the life of the 
Hereafter) said: “Why are not the 
angels sent down to us, or why do we 
not see our Lord?” Indeed, they think 
too highly of themselves, and are 
scornful with great pride“. 


On the Day, they will see the angels 
— no glad tidings will there be for 

the Mujrimiin (criminals, disbelievers, 
polytheists, sinners) that day. And they 
(angels) will say: “All kinds of glad 
tidings are forbidden to you,” [none 
will be allowed to enter Paradise except 
the one who said: La ilaha illallah, 
(none has the right to be worshipped 
but Allah) and acted practically on its 
legal orders and obligations. See the 
footnote of V.2:193)]. 


(V.25:21) See the footnote of (V.22:9). 
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And We shall turn to whatever deeds 
they (disbelievers, polytheists, sinners) 
did, and We shall make such deeds as 
scattered floating particles of dust. 


The dwellers of Paradise (i.e. those 
who deserved it through their Islamic 
Monotheistic Faith and their deeds of 
righteousness) will, on that Day, have 
the best abode, and have the fairest of 
places for repose. 


And (remember) the Day when the 
heaven shall be rent asunder with 
clouds, and the angels will be sent 
down, with a grand descending. 


The sovereignty on that Day will be 
the true (sovereignty), belonging to 
the Most Gracious (Allah), and it will 
be a hard Day for the disbelievers 
(those who disbelieve in the Oneness 
of Allah — Islamic Monotheism). 


And (remember) the Day when 
the Zalim (wrong-doer, oppressor, 
polytheist) will bite on his hands, 
he will say: “Oh! Would that I had 
taken a path with the Messenger 
(Muhammad isis). 


“Ah! Woe to me! Would that I had 
never taken so-and-so as a Khalil (an 
intimate friend)! 


“He indeed led me astray from the 
Reminder (this Qur’an) after it had 
come to me. And Shaitan (Satan) is 
to man ever a deserter in the hour of 
need." [Tafsir Al-Qurtubi]

And the Messenger (Muhammad 
izafe) will say: “O my Lord! 
Verily, my people deserted this 
Qur’an (neither listened to it, nor 
acted on its laws and teachings). 


Thus have We made for every Prophet 
an enemy among the +01 
(disbelievers, polytheists, criminals). 
But Sufficient is your Lord as a Guide 
and Helper. 


And those who disbelieve say: “Why has 
not the Qur’an been revealed to him all 
at once?” Thus (it is sent down in parts), 
that We may strengthen your heart 
thereby. And We have revealed it to you 
gradually, in stages. (It was revealed to 
the Prophet sae in 23 years). 


And no example or similitude do 
they bring (to oppose or to find fault 
in you or in this Qur’an), but We 
reveal to you the truth (against that 
similitude or example), and the better 
explanation thereof. 


Those who will be gathered to Hell 
(prone) on their faces, such will be in 
an evil state, and most astray from the 
(Straight) Path”. 


And indeed, We gave Musa (Moses) 
the Scripture [the Taurat (Torah)], and 
placed his brother Harün (Aaron) with 
him as a helper, 

And We said: “Go you both to the 
people who have denied Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.)." Then We 
destroyed them with utter destruction.

And Nüh's (Noah) people, when they 
denied the Messengers, We drowned 
them, and We made them as a sign 
for mankind. And We have prepared 
a painful torment for the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). 


And (also) ‘Ad and Thamüd, and 
the Dwellers of Ar-Rass, and many 
generations in between. 


And for each (of them) We put 
forward examples (as proofs and 
lessons), and each (of them) We 
brought to utter ruin (because of their 
disbelief and evil deeds). 


And indeed, they have passed by the 
town [of Prophet Lüt (Lot)] on which 
was rained the evil rain. Did they 
(disbelievers) not then see it (with 
their own eyes)? Nay! But they used 
not to expect any resurrection. 


And when they see you 

(O Muhammad csi), they treat 
you only in mockery (saying):"Is 

this the one whom Allah has sent as 
a Messenger? 


“He would have nearly misled us from 
our dlihah (gods), had it not been that 
we were patient and constant in their 
worship!" And they will know, when 
they see the torment, who it 1s that 5 
most astray from the (Right) Path! 


Have you (O Muhammad ics.) 
seen him who has taken as his i/ah 
(god) his own vain desire? Would 
you then be a Wakil (a disposer of his 
affairs or a watcher) over him? 
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Or do you think that most of them 
hear or understand? They are only like 
cattle — nay, they are even farther 
astray from the Path (i.e. even worse 
than cattle). 


Have you not seen how your Lord 
spread the shadow. If He had willed, 

He could have made it still — But We 
have made the sun its guide (i.e. after the 
sunrise, the shadow shrinks and vanishes 
at midnoon and then again appears in 
the afternoon with the decline of the sun, 
and had there been no sunlight, there 
would have been no shadow). 


Then We withdraw it to Us a gradual 
concealed withdrawal. 


And it is He Who makes the night 

a covering for you, and the sleep (as) 
repose, and makes the day Nushür 
(i.e. getting up and going about here 
and there for daily work, after one's 
sleep at night, or like resurrection 
after one's death). 


And it is He Who sends the winds as 
heralds of glad tidings, going before 
His Mercy (rain); and We send down 
pure water from the sky. 


That We may give life thereby to 
a dead land, and We give to drink 
thereof many of the cattle and men 
that We had created. 


And indeed We have distributed it 
(rain or water) amongst them in order 
that they may remember (the Grace of 
Allah), but most men (refuse to accept 
the Truth or Faith and) accept nothing 
but disbelief or ingratitude. 
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And had We willed, We would have 
raised a warner in every town. 


So, obey not the disbelievers, but 
strive against them (by preaching) 
with the utmost endeavour with it (the 
Qur’an). 


And it is He Who has let free the 
two seas (kinds of water): this is 
palatable and sweet, and that is salt 
and bitter; and He has set a barrier 
and a complete partition between 
them. 


And it is He Who has created man 
from water, and has appointed for 
him kindred by blood, and kindred 
by marriage. And your Lord is Ever 
All-Powerful (to do what He wills). 


And they (disbelievers, polytheists) 
worship besides Allah that which can 
neither profit them nor harm them; 
and the disbeliever is ever a helper (of 
the Satan) against his Lord. 


And We have sent you (O Muhammad 
izafe) only as a bearer of glad 
tidings and a warner. 


Say: “No reward do I ask of you for 
this (that which I have brought from 
my Lord and its preaching), except 
that whosoever wills may take a Path 
to his Lord. 


And put your trust (O Muhammad 
izafe) in the Ever Living 

One Who dies not, and glorify His

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Verily, He, only He, is the 
All-Hearer, the All-Knower. 

Shall I inform you (O people!) upon 
whom the Shayatin (devils) descend? 
They descend on every lying, sinful 
person. 


Who gives ear (to the devils and they 
pour what they may have heard of the 
Unseen from the angels), and most of 
them are liars. 


As for the poets, the erring ones 
follow them, 


See you not that they speak about 
every subject (praising people — 
right or wrong) in their poetry? 
And that they say what they do not 
do. 


Except those who believe (in 

the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and do righteous 
deeds, and remember Allah much, 
and vindicate themselves after they 
have been wronged [by replying 
back in poetry to the unjust poetry 
(which the pagan poets utter against 
the Muslims)]. And those who do 
wrong will come to know by what 
overturning they will be overturned. 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Ta-Sin. [These letters are one of the 
miracles of the Qur’an, and none but 
Allah (Alone) knows their meanings]. 
These are the Verses of the Qur’an, and 
(it is) a Book (that makes things) clear: 


A guide (to the Right Path) and glad 
tidings for the believers [who believe 
in the Oneness of Allah (i.e. Islamic 
Monotheism)]. 


Those who perform As-Salat 
(4qamat-as-Salat) and give Zakat 
and they believe with certainty in the 
Hereafter (resurrection, recompense 
of their good and bad deeds, Paradise 
and Hell). 


Verily, those who believe not in the 
Hereafter, We have made their deeds 
fair-seeming to them, so that they 
wander about blindly. 


They are those for whom there will be 
an evil torment (in this world). And in 
the Hereafter they will be the greatest 
losers. 


And verily, you (O Muhammad 
icai) are being taught the 
Qur'an from One, All-Wise, 
All-Knower. 
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(Remember) when Misa (Moses) 
said to his household: “Verily, I have 
seen a fire; I will bring you from there 
some information, or I will bring you 
a burning brand, that you may warm 
yourselves.” 


But, when he came to it, he was 
called: “Blessed is Whosoever is in 
the fire, and whosoever is round about 
it! And glorified is Allah, the Lord 

of the ‘Alamin (mankind, jinn and all 
that exists). 


“O Musa (Moses)! Verily, it is I, 
Allah, the All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 


“And throw down your stick!" But 
when he saw it moving, as if it were 
a snake, he turned in flight, and did 
not look back. (It was said:) “O Musa 
(Moses)! Fear not: verily, the 
Messengers fear not in front of Me. 


“Except him who has done wrong and 
afterwards has changed evil for good; 
then surely, I am Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


“And put your hand into your bosom, 
it will come forth white without hurt. 
(These are) among the nine signs (you 
will take) to Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) and his 
people. Verily, they are a people who 
are Fasiqun (rebellious, disobedient to 
Allah). 


But when Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) came to them, clear 
to see, they said: “This is manifest 
magic.” 
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And they denied them (those Aya?) 
wrongfully and arrogantly, though 
their ownselves were convinced 
thereof [i.e. those (Aydt) are from 
Allah, and Misa (Moses) is the 
Messenger of Allah in truth, but they 
disliked to obey Müsa (Moses), and 
hated to believe in his Message of 
Monotheism]. So see what was the 
end of the Mufsidün (disbelievers, 
disobedient to Allah, evil-doers and 
liars.). 


And indeed We gave knowledge 

to Dawüd (David) and Sulaiman 
(Solomon), and they both said: “All 
praise and thanks are Allah's, Who 
has preferred us to many of His

believing slaves! 


And Sulaiman (Solomon) inherited 
(the knowledge of) Dawüd (David). 
He said: *O mankind! We have been 
taught the language of birds, and on 
us have been bestowed all things. 
This, verily, 1s evident grace (from 
Allah)." 


And there were gathered before 
Sulaimàn (Solomon) his hosts of 
jinn and men, and birds, and they all 
were set in battle order (marching 
forward). 


Till, when they came to the valley 
of the ants, one of the ants said: 
“O ants! Enter your dwellings, 
lest Sulaiman (Solomon) and his 
hosts should crush you, while they 
perceive not.” 
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So he [Sulaimān (Solomon)] smiled, 
amused at her speech” and said: “My 
Lord! Grant me the power and ability 
that I may be grateful for Your 
Favours which You have bestowed 
on me and on my parents, and that 

I may do righteous good deeds that 
will please You, and admit me by 
Your Mercy among Your righteous 
slaves.” 


He inspected the birds, and said: 
“What is the matter that I see not 
the hoopoe? Or is he among the 
absentees? 


“I will surely punish him with a severe 
torment, or slaughter him, unless he 
brings me a clear reason.” 


But the hoopoe stayed not long: he 
(came up and) said: “I have grasped 
(the knowledge of a thing) which you 
have not grasped and I have come 

to you from Saba’ (Sheba) with true 
news. 


“I found a woman ruling over them: 
she has been given all things that 
could be possessed by any ruler 

of the earth, and she has a great 
throne. 


“I found her and her people 
worshipping the sun, instead of 
Allah, and Shaitan (Satan) has 
made their deeds fair-seeming to 
them, and has barred them from 
(Allah's) Way: so they have no 
guidance." 


(V.27:19) See the footnote of (V.6:143). 
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[As Shaitan (Satan) has barred them 
from Allah’s Way] so they do not 
worship (prostrate themselves before) 
Allah, Who brings to light what is 
hidden in the heavens and the earth, 
and knows what you conceal and what 
you reveal. [Tafsir At-Tabari] 


Allah, La ilaha illa Huwa (none has 
the right to be worshipped but He), 
the Lord of the Supreme Throne! 


[Sulaiman (Solomon)] said: “We shall 
see whether you speak the truth or you 
are (one) of the liars. 


“Go you with this letter of mine, and 
deliver it to them, then draw back 
from them, and see what (answer) 
they return.” 


She said: *O chiefs! Verily, here is 
delivered to me anoble letter, 


“Verily, it is from Sulaiman 
(Solomon), and verily, it (reads): 
In the Name of Allah, the Most 
Gracious, the Most Merciful: 


“Be you not exalted against me, 
but come to me as Muslims (true 
believers who submit to Allah with 
full submission)."" 


She said: *O chiefs! Advise me in 
(this) case of mine. I decide no case 
till you are present with me (and give 
me your opinions).” 


They said: *We have great strength, 

and great ability for war, but it is for 
you to command: so think over what 
you will command."

She said: “Verily kings, when they 
enter a town (country), they despoil it 
and make the most honourable amongst 
its people the lowest. And thus they do. 


“But verily, 1 am going to send him 
a present, and see with what (answer) 
the messengers return.” 


So, when (the messengers with the 
present) came to Sulaiman (Solomon), 
he said: “Will you help me in wealth? 
What Allah has given me is better 
than that which He has given you! 
Nay, you rejoice in your gift!” 


[Then Sulaiman (Solomon) said to the 
chief of her messengers who brought 
the present]: “Go back to them. We 
verily shall come to them with hosts 
that they cannot resist, and we shall 
drive them out from there in disgrace, 
and they will be abased.” 


He said: “O chiefs! Which of you can 
bring me her throne before they come 
to me surrendering themselves in 
obedience?” 


A ‘Ifrit (strong one) from the jinn 
said: “I will bring it to you before 
you rise from your place (council). 
And verily, I am indeed strong, and 
trustworthy for such work.” 


One (jinn) with whom was knowledge 
of the Scripture said: “I will bring it to 
you within the twinkling of an eye!” 
Then when he [Sulaiman (Solomon)] 
saw it placed before him, he said: 
“This is by the Grace of my Lord — 
to test me, whether I am grateful or 
ungrateful! And whoever is grateful, 
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truly, his gratitude 15 for (the good 
of) his ownself; and whoever is 
ungrateful, (he is ungrateful only for 
the loss of his ownself). Certainly, 
my Lord is Rich (Free of all needs), 
Bountiful.” 


He said: “Disguise her throne for 
her that we may see whether she 
will be guided (to recognise her 
throne), or she will be one of those 
not guided.” 


So, when she came, it was said (to 
her): “Is your throne like this?” She 
said: “(It is) as though it were the very 
same.” And [Sulaiman (Solomon) 
said]: “Knowledge was bestowed on 
us before her, and we were submitted 
to Allah (in Islam as Muslims before 
her).” 


And that which she used to worship 
besides Allah has prevented her (from 
Islam), for she was of a disbelieving 
people. 


It was said to her: “Enter As-Sarh” 

(a glass surface with water underneath 
it or a palace): but when she saw it, 
she thought it was a pool, and she 
(tucked up her clothes) uncovering 
her legs. Sulaiman (Solomon) said: 
“Verily, it is a Sarh (a glass surface 
with water underneath it or a palace).” 
She said: “My Lord! Verily, I have 
wronged myself, and I submit in 
Islam, together with Sulaiman 
(Solomon) to Allah, the Lord of the 
‘Alamin (mankind, jinn and all that 
exists).” 
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And, indeed, We sent to Thamūd their 
brother Salih, saying: “Worship Allah 
(Alone and none else). Then look! 
They became two parties (believers 
and disbelievers) quarreling with each 
other.” 


He said: “O my people! Why do 

you seek to hasten the evil (torment) 
before the good (Allah’s Mercy)? 
Why seek you not the Forgiveness of 
Allah, that you may receive mercy?” 


They said: “We augur ill omen from 
you and those with you.” He said: 
“Your ill omen is with Allah; nay, but 
you are a people that are being tested.” 


And there were in the city nine men 
(from the sons of their chiefs), who 
made mischief in the land, and would 
not reform. 


They said: “Swear one to another by 
Allah, that we shall make a secret 


night attack on him and his household, 


and thereafter we will surely say to 
his near relatives: ‘We witnessed not 
the destruction of his household, and 
verily, we are telling the truth.” 


So, they plotted a plot, and We plotted 
a plot, while they perceived not. 


Then, see how was the end of their 
plot! Verily, We destroyed them and 
their nation, all together. 


These are their houses in utter ruin, 
for they did wrong. Verily, in this is 
indeed an Ayah (a lesson or a sign) for 
a people who know. 
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Surat An-Naml 


And We saved those who believed, 
and used to fear Allah, and keep their 
duty to Him. 


And (remember) Lit (Lot)! When he 
said to his people:? “Do you commit 
Al-Fahishah (evil, great sin, every 
kind of unlawful sexual intercourse, 
sodomy) while you see (one another 
doing evil without any screen)?” 


“Do you practise your lusts on men 
instead of women? Nay, but you are 
a people who behave senselessly.” 


There was no other answer given 

by his people except that they said: 
“Drive out the family of Lut (Lot) 
from your city. Verily, these are men 
who want to be clean and pure!” 


So, We saved him and his family, 
except his wife. We destined her to be 
of those who remained behind. 


And We rained down on them rain (of 
stones). So, evil was the rain of those 
who were warned. 


Say (O Muhammad sae): “Al 
Praise and thanks are Allah’s, and 
peace be on His slaves whom He has 
chosen (for His Message)! Is Allah 
better, or (all) that they ascribe as 
partners (to Him)?” (Of course, Allah 
is Better). 


(V.27:54) i.e. the town of Sodom in Palestine - the place where the Dead Sea is 
now. (See The Stories of the Prophets by /bn Kathir). 


(V. 27:59): 


a) Narrated Anas Zeiss: The Prophet isa. said, “Whoever possesses the 
following three (qualities) will have the sweetness (delight) of faith: 
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Is not He (better than your gods) Who 
has created the heavens and the earth, 
and sends down for you water (rain) 
from the sky, whereby We cause to 
grow wonderful gardens full of beauty 
and delight? It is not in your ability 

to cause the growth of their trees. Is 
there any ilah (god) with Allah? Nay, 
but they are a people who ascribe 
equals (to Him)! 


Is not He (better than your gods) Who 
has made the earth as a fixed abode, 
and has placed rivers in its midst, and 
has placed firm mountains therein, 
and has set a barrier between the two 
seas (of salt and sweet water)? Is there 
any ilah (god) with Allah? Nay, but 
most of them know not! 


1) The one to whom Allah jz£- and His Messenger (Muhammad ici) 


become dearer than anything else.

b) Narrated Abū Hurairah sis: Allah's Messenger iced was asked, “What 
is the best deed?" He replied, “To believe in Allah jc and His Messenger 
Muhammad."

He replied, “To participate in Jihad (holy fighting) in Allah's Cause." The 
questioner again asked, “What is the next (in goodness)?" He replied, “To 
perform Hajj (pilgrimage to Makkah) Mabrür (which is accepted by Allah 
and is performed with the intention of seeking Allah's Pleasures only and not 
to show-off and without committing any sin, and in accordance with the legal 
ways of the Prophet iza ).” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 25) 

c) Narrated ‘Abdullah z455: When the following Verse was revealed: “It is those 
who believe (in the Oneness of Allah and worship none but Him Alone) and 
confuse not their belief with Zulm (wrong i.e., by worshipping others besides 
Allah.)...” (V.6:82), the Companions of Allah’s Messenger icit said, 


“Who is amongst us who had not done Zulm (wrong)?" Then Allah 355: 
revealed: “Verily, joining others in worship with Allah is a great Zulm (wrong) 
indeed." (V.31:13) (Sahth Al-Bukhari, Vol. 1, Hadith No. 31). 
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Is not He (better than your gods) 
Who responds to the distressed one, 
when he calls on Him, and Who 
removes the evil, and makes you 
inheritors of the earth, generations 
after generations? Is there any ilah 
(god) with Allah? Little is that you 
remember! 


Is not He (better than your gods) Who 
guides you in the darkness of the 

land and the sea, and Who sends the 
winds as heralds of glad tidings, going 
before His Mercy (rain)? Is there any 
ilah (god) with Allah? High Exalted is 
Allah above all that they associate as 
partners (to Him)! 


Is not He (better than your so-called 
gods) Who originates creation, and 
shall thereafter repeat it, and Who 
provides for you from heaven and 
earth? Is there any ilah (god) with 
Allah? Say: “Bring forth your proofs, 
if you are truthful.” 


Say: “None in the heavens and the 
earth knows the Ghaib (Unseen) 
except Allah, nor can they perceive 
when they shall be resurrected.” 


Nay, they have no knowledge of the 
Hereafter. Nay, they are in doubt 
about it. Nay, they are in complete 
blindness about it. 


And those who disbelieve say: “When 
we have become dust — we and our 
fathers — shall we really be brought 
forth (again)? 
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. "[ndeed we were promised this — we 
and our forefathers before (us), verily, 
these are nothing but tales of the 
ancients." 


Say to them (O Muhammad 
acssdesiv) “Travel in the land and see 
how has been the end of the Mujrimün 
(criminals, those who denied Allah's 
Messengers and disobeyed Allah)." 


And grieve you not over them, nor 
be straitened (in distress) because of 
what they plot. 


And they (the disbelievers in the 
Oneness of Allah) say: “When (will) 
this promise (be fulfilled), if you are 
truthful?" 


Say: "Perhaps some of that which 
you wish to hasten on, may be close 
behind you. 


“Verily, your Lord is full of Grace 
for mankind, yet most of them do not 
give thanks." 


And verily, your Lord knows what 
their breasts conceal and what they 
reveal. 


And there is nothing hidden in 
the heaven and the earth but it 

is in a Clear Book (i.e. Al-Lauh 
Al-Mahfüz). 


Verily, this Qur'an narrates to the 
Children of Israel most of that in 
which they differ. 


And truly, it (this Qur'an) is a guide 
and mercy for the believers. 
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Verily, your Lord will decide 
between them (various sects) by His 
Judgement. And He is the All-Mighty, 
the All-Knower. 


So, put your trust in Allah; surely, 
you (O Muhammad csi cz) are on 
manifest truth. 


Verily, you cannot make the dead hear 
nor can you make the deaf hear the 
call (i.e. benefit them and similarly 
the disbelievers), when they flee, 
turning their backs. 


Nor can you lead the blind out of their 
error. You can only make hear those 
who believe in Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.), and who have submitted 
(themselves to Allah in Islam as 
Muslims). 


And when the Word (of torment) 

15 fulfilled against them, We 

shall bring out from the earth 

a beast for them, to speak to them 
because mankind believed not with 
certainty in Our Aydt (Verses of the 
Qur’an and Prophet Muhammad 
.اوسا‎ 

And (remember) the Day when We 
shall gather out of every nation a troop 
of those who denied Our Ayat (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), and (then) they 

(all) shall be driven (to the place of 
reckoning),

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Till, when they come (before their 
Lord at the place of reckoning), 

He will say: “Did you deny My 
Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) 
whereas you comprehended them 
not by knowledge (of their truth or 
falsehood), or what (else) was it that 
you used to do?” 


And the Word (of torment) will be 

fulfilled against them, because they 
have done wrong, and they will be 

unable to speak (in order to defend 
themselves). 


See they not that We have made the 
night for them to rest therein, and 

the day sight-giving? Verily, in this 
are Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) for the 
people who believe. 


And (remember) the Day on which the 
Trumpet will be blown — and all who 
are in the heavens and all who are on 
the earth, will be terrified except him 
whom Allah will (exempt). And all 
shall come to Him, humbled. 


And you will see the mountains and 
think them solid, but they shall pass 
away as the passing away of the 
clouds. The Work of Allah, Who 
perfected all things, verily, He is 
Well-Acquainted with what you do. 


Whoever brings a good deed (i.e. Belief 
in the Oneness of Allah along with 
every deed of righteousness), will have 
better than its worth; and they will be 
safe from the terror on that Day. 
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And whoever brings an evil deed (1.e. 
Shirk — polytheism, disbelief in the 
Oneness of Allah and every evil sinful 
deed), they will be cast down (prone) 
on their faces in the Fire. (And it 

will be said to them) “Are you being 
recompensed anything except what 
you used to do?” 


I (Muhammad zac) have been 
commanded only to worship the 
Lord of this city (Makkah), Who has 
sanctified it and to Whom belongs 
everything. And 1 am commanded to 
be from among the Muslims (those 
who submit to Allah in Islam). 


And that I should recite the Qur'an, 
then whosoever receives guidance, 
receives it for the good of his ownself; 
and whosoever goes astray, say (to 
him): “I am only one of the warners." 


And say [(O Muhammad Zzs«ieie) 
to these polytheists and pagans.]: 

“All praise and thanks are Allah's; 

He will show you His Aydt (signs, 

in yourselves, and in the universe or 
punishments), and you shall recognise 
them. And your Lord is not unaware 
of what you do."

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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Ta-Sin-Mim. [These letters are one of 
the miracles of the Qur’an, and none but 
Allah (Alone) knows their meanings]. 


These are the Verses of the manifest 
Book (that makes clear truth from 
falsehood, good from evil). 


We recite to you some of the news of 
Misa (Moses) and Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) in 
truth, for a people who believe (in this 
Qur'an, and in the Oneness of Allah). 


Verily, Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) exalted 
himself in the land and made its 
people sects, weakening (oppressing) 
a group (i.e. Children of Israel) among 
them: killing their sons, and letting 
their females live. Verily, he was of 
the Mufsidün (1.e. those who commit 
great sins and crimes, oppressors, 
tyrants). 


And We wished to do a favour to 
those who were weak (and oppressed) 
in the land, and to make them rulers 
and to make them the inheritors, 


And to establish them in the land, and 
We let Fir'aun (Pharaoh) and Haman 
and their hosts receive from them that 
which they feared. 
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And We inspired the mother of Misa 
(Moses): (telling): “Suckle him [Müsa 
(Moses)], but when you fear for him, 
then cast him into the river and fear not, 
nor grieve. Verily, We shall bring him 
back to you, and shall make him one of 
(Our) Messengers.” [Tafsir Al-Qurtubi] 


Then, the household of Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) picked him up, that he 
might become for them an enemy 
and a (cause of) grief. Verily, Fir'aun 
(Pharaoh), Haman and their hosts 
were sinners. 


And the wife of Fir'aun (Pharaoh) 
said: “A comfort of the eye for me and 
for you. Kill him not, perhaps he may 
be of benefit to us, or we may adopt 
him as a son." And they perceived not 
(the result of that). 


And the heart of the mother of Misa 
(Moses) became empty [from every 
thought, except the thought of Misa 
(Moses)]. She was very near to 
disclose his (case, i.e. the child is her 
son), had We not strengthened her 
heart (with Faith), so that she might 
remain as one of the believers. 


And she said to his [Müsa's (Moses)] 
sister: “Follow him.” So she (his 
sister) watched him from a far place 
secretly, while they perceived not. 


And We had already forbidden (other) 
foster suckling mothers for him, until 
she (his sister came up and) said: 
“Shall I direct you to a household who 
will rear him for you, and look after 
him in a good manner?" 
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So did We restore him to his mother, 
that her eye might be comforted, and 
that she might not grieve, and that she 
might know that the Promise of Allah 
is true. But most of them know not. 


And when he attained his full strength, 
and was perfect (in manhood), We 
bestowed on him Hukm (Prophethood, 
and right judgement of the affairs) 

and religious knowledge [of the 
religion of his forefathers i.e. Islamic 
Monotheism]. And thus do We reward 
the Muhsinün (i.e. good doers). 


And he entered the city at a time of 
unawareness of its people: and he 
found there two men fighting, — one 
of his party (his religion — from the 
Children of Israel), and the other of 
his foes. The man of his (own) party 
asked him for help against his foe, so 
Musa (Moses) struck him with his fist 
and killed him. He said: “This is of 
Shaitan’s (Satan) doing: verily, he is 
a plain misleading enemy.” 


He said: “My Lord! Verily, I have 
wronged myself, so forgive me.” Then 
He forgave him. Verily, He is the 
Oft-Forgiving, the Most Merciful. 


He said: “My Lord! For that with 
which You have favoured me, I 
will never more be a helper of the 
Mujrimün (criminals, disbelievers, 
polytheists, sinners)!" 


So, he became afraid, looking about in 
the city (waiting as to what will be the 
result of his crime of killing), when

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behold, the man who had sought his 
help the day before, called for his help 
(again). Mūsā (Moses) said to him: 
“Verily, you are a plain misleader!” 


Then when he decided to seize the 
man who was an enemy to both 

of them, the man said: “O Misa 
(Moses)! Is it your intention to kill me 
as you killed aman yesterday? Your 
aim is nothing but to become a tyrant 
in the land, and not to be one of those 
who do right.” 


And there came a man running, from 
the farthest end of the city. He said: 
“O Misa (Moses)! Verily, the chiefs 
are taking counsel together about you, 
to kill you, so escape. Truly, I am one 
of the good advisers to you.” 


So he escaped from there, looking 
about in a state of fear. He said: 
“My Lord! Save me from the people 
who are Zalimiin (polytheists and 
wrong-doers)!" 


And when he went towards (the land 
of) Madyan (Midian), he said: “It 
may be that my Lord guides me to the 
Right Way." 


And when he arrived at the water (the 
well) of Madyan (Midian) he found 
there a group of men watering (their 
flocks), and besides them he found 
two women who were keeping back 
(their flocks). He said: “What is the 
matter with you?" They said: “We 
cannot water (our flocks) until the 
shepherds take (their flocks). And our 
father is a very old man." 
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So he watered (their flocks) for them, 
then he turned back to shade, and said: 
“My Lord! Truly, I am in need of 
whatever good that You bestow on me!” 


Then there came to him one of the 

two women, walking shyly. She said: 
“Verily, my father calls you that he 

may reward you for having watered 

(our flocks) for us.” So, when he came 
to him and narrated the story, he said: 
“Fear you not. You have escaped from 
the people who are Zalimün (polytheists, 
disbelievers, and wrong-doers).” 


And said one of them (the two 
women): “O my father! Hire him! 
Verily, the best of men for you to hire 
is the strong, the trustworthy.” 


He said: “I intend to wed one of 
these two daughters of mine to you, 
on condition that you serve me for 
eight years; but if you complete ten 
years, it will be (a favour) from you. 
But I intend not to place you under 
a difficulty. If Allah wills, you will 
find me one of the righteous.” 


He [Musa (Moses) ] said: “That 

(is settled) between me and you: 
whichever of the two terms I fulfil, 
there will be no injustice to me, and 
Allah is Surety over what we say." 


Then, when Müsa (Moses) had fulfilled 
the term, and was travelling with his 
family, he saw a fire in the direction 

of Tür (Mount). He said to his family: 
“Wait, I have seen a fire; perhaps I may 
bring you from there some information, 
or a burning fire-brand that you may 
warm yourselves." 
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from your Lord to Fir'aun (Pharaoh) 
and his chiefs. Verily, they are the 
people who are Fasiqün (rebellious, 


disobedient to Allah).

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. Then, when Müsa (Moses) came to 


them with Our Clear Ayat (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), they said: “This is 
nothing but invented magic. Never did 
we hear of this among our fathers of 
old.” 


Misa (Moses) said: “My Lord knows 
best him who came with guidance 
from Him, and whose will be the 
happy end in the Hereafter. Verily, 
the Zalimün (wrong-doers, polytheists 
and disbelievers in the Oneness of 
Allah) will not be successful." 


Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) said: “O chiefs! 

I know not that you have an ilah 

(a god) other than me. So kindle for 
me (a fire), O Haman, to bake (bricks 
out of) clay, and set up for me a Sarh 
(a lofty tower, or palace) in order that 
I may look at (or look for) the [lah 
(God) of Müsa (Moses); and verily, I 
think that he [Misa (Moses)] is one of 
the liars.” 


And he and his hosts were arrogant 
in the land, without right, and they 
thought that they would never return 
to Us. 


So, We seized him and his hosts, 

and We threw them all into the sea 
(and drowned them). So, behold 

(O Muhammad iz;«ijiz) what was 
the end of the Zalimün [wrong-doers, 
polytheists and those who disbelieved 
in the Oneness of their Lord (Allah), 
or rejected the advice of His 
Messenger Misa (Moses) as]. 
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And We made them leaders inviting 
to the Fire: and on the Day of 
Resurrection, they will not be helped. 


And We made a curse to follow 
them in this world, and on the 

Day of Resurrection, they will be 
among A/-Maqbühün (those who are 
prevented from receiving Allah's 
Mercy or any good; despised or 
destroyed). 


And indeed We gave Misa 

(Moses) — after We had destroyed 
the generations of old — the 
Scripture [the Taurat (Torah)] as 

an enlightenment for mankind, and 
guidance and mercy, that they might 
remember (or receive admonition). 


And you (O Muhammad isset) 
were not on the western side (of the 
Mount), when We made clear to Müsa 
(Moses) the commandment, and you 
were not among the witnesses. 


But We created generations [after 
generations 1.e. after Musa (Moses) 
sialic], and long were the ages 

that passed over them. And you 

(O Muhammad iz;«iz) were 

not a dweller among the people of 
Madyan (Midian), reciting Our Verses 
to them. But it is We Who kept 
sending (Messengers). 


And you (O Muhammad isset) 
were not at the side of the Tür 
(Mount) when We did call: [it is 
said that Allah called the followers 
of Muhammad isa, and they 
answered His Call, or that Allah 
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called Misa (Moses)]. But (you are 
sent) as mercy from your Lord, to 
give warning to a people to whom no 
warner had come before you: in order 
that they may remember or receive 
admonition. [Tafsir At-Tabari]. 


And if (We had) not (sent you to 

the people of Makkah) — in case 
acalamity should seize them for (the 
deeds) that their hands have sent forth, 
they would have said: “Our Lord! Why 
did You not send us a Messenger? We 
would then have followed Your Aydt 
(Verses of the Qur'an) and would have 
been among the believers." 


But, when the truth (i.e. Muhammad 
Arafe with his Message) has 
come to them from Us, they say: 
“Why is he not given the like of what 
was given to Musa (Moses)? Did 
they not disbelieve in that which was 
given to Musa (Moses) of old? They 
say: "Two kinds of magic [the Taurat 
(Torah) and the Qur'an], each helping 
the other!" And they say: “Verily, in 
both we are disbelievers.” 


Say (to them, O Muhammad 
izafe): “Then bring a Book from 
Allah, which is a better guide than 
these two [the Taurat (Torah) and the 
Qur’an], that I may follow it, if you 
are truthful.” 


But, if they answer you not (i.e. do 
not bring the Book nor believe in your 
doctrine of Islamic Monotheism), 
then know that they only follow their 
own lusts. And who is more astray 
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Sürat Al-Qaşaş 


than one who follows his own lusts, 
without guidance from Allah? Verily, 
Allah guides not the people who are 
Zalimun (wrong-doers, disobedient to 
Allah, and polytheists). 


And indeed now We have conveyed 
the Word (this Qur’an in which is the 
news of everything) to them, in order 
that they may remember (or receive 
admonition). 


Those to whom (Jews and Christians) 
We gave the Scripture [i.e. the Taurat 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel)] 
before it, they (i.e. their scholars) 
believe in it (the Qur'an). 


And when it is recited to them, they 
say: “We believe in it. Verily, it is 
the truth from our Lord. Indeed even 
before it we have been from those 
who submit themselves to Allah in 
Islam as Muslims (like ‘Abdullah ibn 
Salam and Salman Al-Farisi)”. 


These will be given their reward 


twice over,” because they are patient, 


and repel evil with good, and spend 
(in charity) out of what We have 
provided them.

We have destroyed, which was 
thankless for its means of livelihood 
(disobeyed Allah, and His 
Messengers, by doing evil deeds 
and crimes)! And those are their 
dwellings, which have not been 
inhabited after them except a little. 
And verily, We have been the 
inheritor. 


And never will your Lord destroy the 
towns (populations) until He sends 

to their mother town a Messenger 
reciting to them Our Verses. And 
never would We destroy the towns 
unless the people thereof are Zalimün 
(polytheists, wrong-doers, disbelievers 
in the Oneness of Allah, oppressors 
and tyrants). 


And whatever you have been given 
15 an enjoyment of the life of (this) 
world and its adornment, and that 
(Hereafter) which is with Allah is 
better and will remain forever. Have 
you then no sense? 


Is he whom We have promised an 
excellent promise (Paradise) — which 
he will find true — like him whom 
We have made to enjoy the luxuries 
of the life of (this) world, then on 

the Day of Resurrection, he will 

be among those brought up (to be 
punished in the Hell-fire)? 


And (remember) the Day when He 
will call to them and say: “Where are 
My (so-called) partners whom you 
used to assert?" 
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Those about whom the Word will 
have come true (to be punished) will 
say: “Our Lord! These are they whom 
we led astray. We led them astray, as 
we were astray ourselves. We declare 
our innocence (from them) before 
You. It was not us they worshipped.” 


And it will be said (to them): “Call 
upon your (so-called) partners (of 
Allah)", and they will call upon them, 
but they will give no answer to them, 
and they will see the torment. (They 
will then wish) if only they had been 
guided! 


And (remember) the Day (Allah) will 
call to them, and say: “What answer 
gave you to the Messengers?" 


Then the news (of a good answer) 
will be obscured to them on that day, 
and they will not be able to ask one 
another. 


But as for him who repented (from 
polytheism and sins), believed (in 
the Oneness of Allah, and in His 
Messenger Muhammad Årsak), 
and did righteous deeds (in the life 
of this world), then he will be among 
those who are successful. 


And your Lord creates whatsoever 
He wills and chooses: no choice have 
they (in any matter). Glorified is 
Allah, and exalted above all that they 
associate (as partners with Him). 


And your Lord knows what their 
breasts conceal, and what they 
reveal. 
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. And He is Allah: Là ilaha illa Huwa 
(none has the right to be worshipped 
but He), His are all praise and thanks 
(both) in the first (i.e. in this world) 
and in the last (i.e.in the Hereafter). 
And for Him is the Decision, and to 
Him shall you (all) be returned. 


Say (O Muhammad gas): 

"Tell me! If Allah made the night 
continuous for you till the Day of 
Resurrection, which ilah (god) besides 
Allah could bring you light? Will you 
not then hear?" 


Say (O Muhammad jcs): “Tell 
me! If Allah made the day continuous 
for you till the Day of Resurrection, 
which ilah (god) besides Allah could 
bring you night wherein you rest? 
Will you not then see?” 


It is out of His Mercy that He has 
made for you the night and the day 
that you may rest therein (i.e. during 
the night) and that you may seek of 
His Bounty (i.e. during the day) — 
and in order that you may be grateful. 


And (remember) the Day when He 
(your Lord — Allah) will call to them 
(those who worshipped others along 
with Allah), and will say: “Where are 
My (so-called) partners, whom you 
used to assert?” 


And We shall take out from every 
nation a witness, and We shall say: 
“Bring your proof.” Then they shall 
know that the truth is with Allah 
(Alone), and the lies (false gods) which 
they invented will disappear from them. 
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Verily, Qarün (Korah) was of Müsa’s 
(Moses) people, but he behaved 
arrogantly towards them. And We gave 
him of the treasures, that of which 

the keys would have been a burden to 

a body of strong men. Remember when 
his people said to him: “Do not exult 
(with riches, being ungrateful to Allah). 
Verily, Allah likes not those who exult 
(with riches, being ungrateful to Allah). 


“But seek, with that (wealth) which 
Allah has bestowed on you, the home 
of the Hereafter, and forget not your 
portion of lawful enjoyment in this 
world; and do good as Allah has been 
good to you, and seek not mischief in 
the land. Verily, Allah likes not the 
Mufsidün (those who commit great 
crimes and sins, oppressors, tyrants, 
mischief-makers, corrupters).” 


He said: “This has been given to me only 
because of the knowledge I possess." 
Did he not know that Allah had 
destroyed before him generations, men 
who were stronger than him in might 
and greater in the amount (of riches) 
they had collected? But the Mujrimün 
(criminals, disbelievers, polytheists, 
sinners) will not be questioned of their 
sins (because Allah knows them well, 
so they will be punished without being 
called to account). 


So, he went forth before his people in 
his pomp. Those who were desirous of 
the life of the world, said: “Ah, would 
that we had the like of what Qarün 
(Korah) has been given! Verily, he is 
the owner of a great fortune."

That home of the Hereafter (i.e. 
Paradise), We shall assign to those 
who rebel not against the truth with 
pride” and oppression in the land nor 
do mischief (by committing crimes).

Whosoever brings good (Islamic 
Monotheism along with righteous 
deeds), he shall have the better 
thereof; and whosoever brings evil 
(polytheism along with evil deeds), 
then those who do evil deeds will only 
be requited for what they used to do. 


Verily, He Who has given you 

(O Muhammad zs) the 
Qur'an (i.e. ordered you to act on 
its laws and to preach it to others) 
will surely bring you back to Ma 'ad 
(place of return, either to Makkah 
or to Paradise after your death).

And Allah will certainly 
make (it) known (the truth of) those 
who are true, and will certainly make 
(it) known (the falsehood of) those 
who are liars, (although Allah knows 
all that before putting them to test).

Whoever hopes for the Meeting? with 
Allah, then Allah's Term is surely 
coming and He is the All-Hearer, the 
All-Knower. 


And whosoever strives, he strives 
only for himself. Verily, Allah stands 
not in need of any of the ‘Alamin 
(mankind, jinn, and all that exists).

And We have enjoined on man to be 
good and dutiful to his parents; but if 
they strive to make you join with Me 
(in worship) anything (as a partner) 
of which you have no knowledge, 
then obey them not.

with you (helping you)." Is not Allah 
Best Aware of what is in the breasts 
of the ‘Alamin (mankind and jinn).

our way and we will verily bear 
your sins." Never will they bear 
anything of their sins. Surely, they 
are liars. 


And verily, they shall bear their 

own loads, and other loads besides 
their own; and verily, they shall be 
questioned on the Day of Resurrection 
about that which they used to 
fabricate. 


And indeed, We sent Nüh (Noah) to 
his people, and he stayed among them 
a thousand years less fifty years 
[inviting them to believe in the 
Oneness of Allah (Monotheism), 

and discard the false gods and 

other deities]; so the Deluge 

overtook them while they were 
Zalimün (wrong-doers, polytheists, 
disbelievers). 


Then, We saved him and those with 
him in the ship, and made it (the ship) 
an Ayah (a lesson, a warning) for the 
‘Alamin (mankind, jinn). 


And (remember) Ibrahtm (Abraham) 
when he said to his people: “Worship 
Allah (Alone), and fear Him: that is 
better for you if you did but know. 
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17. “You worship besides Allah only 


idols, and you only invent falsehood. 
Verily, those whom you worship, 
besides Allah, have no power to give 
you provision: so seek your provision 
from Allah (Alone), and worship 
Him (Alone), and be grateful to Him. 
To Him (Alone) you will be brought 
back. 


“And if you deny, then nations before 
you have denied (their Messengers). 
And the duty of the Messenger is only 
to convey (the Message) plainly.” 


See they not how Allah originates the 
creation, then repeats it. Verily, that is 
easy for Allah. 


Say: “Travel in the land and see how 
(Allah) originated the creation, and 
then Allah will bring forth the creation 
of the Hereafter (i.e. resurrection after 
death). Verily, Allah is Able to do all 
things.” 


He punishes whom He wills, and 
shows mercy to whom He wills; and 
to Him you will be returned. 


And you cannot escape on the earth 
or in the heaven (from Allah). And 
besides Allah you have neither any 
Wali (Protector or Guardian) nor any 
Helper. 


And those who disbelieve in the Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) of Allah and the 
Meeting with Him, it is they who have 
no hope of My Mercy: and it is they 
who will have a painful torment. 
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So, nothing was the answer of 
[Ibrahim's (Abraham)] people 
except that they said: “Kill him 
or burn him." Then Allah saved 
him from the fire. Verily, in this 
are indeed signs for a people who 
believe". 


And [Ibrahim (Abraham)] said: 
“You have taken (for worship) idols 
instead of Allah. The love between 
you is only in the life of this world, 
but on the Day of Resurrection, you 
shall disown each other, and curse 
each other, and your abode will 

be the Fire, and you shall have no 
helpers." 


So Lüt (Lot) believed in him 
[Ibrahim's (Abraham) Message of 
Islamic Monotheism]. He [Ibrahim 
(Abraham)] said: *I will emigrate for 
the sake of my Lord. Verily, He is the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise®”. 


And We bestowed on him [Ibrahtm 
(Abraham)], Ishaq (Isaac) and Ya'qub 
(Jacob), and We ordained among his 
offspring Prophethood and the Book 
[i.e. the Taurat (Torah) (to Musa — 
Moses), the Injeel (Gospel) (to ‘Isa - 
J Jesus), and the Qur’an (to Muhammad 
izafe), all from the offspring of 
Ibrahim (Abraham)], and We granted 
him his reward in this world; and 
verily, in the Hereafter he is indeed 
among the righteous.

And (remember) Lit (Lot), when 
he said to his people: “You commit 
Al-Fahishah (sodomy — the worst 
sin) which none has preceded you 
in (committing) it in the 70 
(mankind and jinn).” 


“Verily, you practise sodomy with 
men, and rob the wayfarer (travellers)! 
And practise A/-Munkar (disbelief 
and polytheism and every kind of evil 
wicked deed) in your meetings." But 
his people gave no answer except that 
they said: “Bring Allah's Torment 
upon us if you are one of the truthful.” 


He said: “My Lord! Give me 
victory over the people who are 
Mufsidün (those who commit great 
crimes and sins, oppressors, tyrants, 
mischief-makers, corrupters). 


And when Our Messengers came 

to Ibrahim (Abraham) with the glad 
tidings they said: “Verily, we are 
going to destroy the people of this 
[Lut (Lot’s)] town (i.e. the town of 
Sodom in Palestine); truly, its people 
have been Zalimün [wrong-doers, 
polytheists disobedient to Allah, 

and who belied their Messenger Lit 
(Lot)].” 


Ibrahim (Abraham) said: “But there is 
Lüt (Lot) in it.” They said:““We know 
better who is there. We will verily 
save him [Lit (Lot)] and his family 
except his wife: she will be of those 
who remain behind (i.e. she will be 
destroyed along with those who will 
be destroyed from her folk)." 
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And when Our Messengers came to 
Lut (Lot), he was grieved because 
of them, and felt straitened on their 
account. They said: “Have no fear, 
and do not grieve! Truly, we shall 
save you and your family, except 
your wife: she will be of those 

who remain behind (1.e. she will be 
destroyed along with those who will 
be destroyed from her folk). 


“Verily, we are about to bring down 
on the people of this town a great 
torment from the sky, because they 
have been rebellious (against Allah’s 
Command).” 


And indeed We have left thereof an 
evident Ayah (a lesson and a warning 
and a sign — the place where the 
Dead Sea is now in Palestine)” for 

a folk who understand. 


And to (the people of) Madyan 
(Midian), We sent their brother 
Shu‘aib. He said: *O my people! 
Worship Allah (Alone) and hope 

for (the reward of good deeds by 
worshipping Allah Alone, on) the last 
Day (i.e. the Day of Resurrection), 
and commit no mischief on the earth 
as Mufsidün (those who commit 
great crimes, oppressors, tyrants, 
mischief-makers, corrupters). [ Tafsir 
At-Tabari] 


And they denied him [Shu‘aib]: so the 
earthquake seized them, and they lay 
(dead), prostrate in their dwellings. 


(V.29:35) See The Stories of the Prophets by Ibn Kathir. 
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And ‘Ad and Thamüd (people)! And 
indeed (their destruction) is clearly 
apparent to you from their (ruined) 
dwellings. Shaitan (Satan) made 
their deeds fair-seeming to them, and 
turned them away from the (Right) 
Path, though they were intelligent. 


And (We destroyed also) Qarün 
(Korah), Fir‘aun (Pharaoh), and 
Haman. And indeed Misa (Moses) 
came to them with clear Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), but they were 
arrogant in the land, yet they could not 
outstrip Us (escape Our punishment). 


So, We punished each (of them) for 
his sins; of them were some on whom 
We sent Hasib (a violent wind with 
shower of stones) [as on the people 
of Lit (Lot)], and of them were some 
who were overtaken by As-Saihah 
[torment — awful cry. (as Thamüd or 
Shu‘aib’s people)], and of them were 
some whom We caused the earth to 
swallow [as Qarün (Korah)], and of 
them were some whom We drowned 
[as the people of Nüh (Noah), or 
Fir'aun (Pharaoh) and his people]. It 
was not Allah Who wronged them, 
but they wronged themselves. 


The likeness of those who take 
(false deities as) Auliya ’ (protectors, 
helpers) other than Allah is the 
likeness of a spider who builds (for 
itself) a house; but verily, the frailest 
(weakest) of houses is the spider’s 
house — if they but knew. 
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Verily, Allah knows what things 
they invoke instead of Him. He is the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 


And these similitudes We put forward 
for mankind; but none will understand 
them except those who have 
knowledge (of Allah and His Signs). 


(Allah says to His Prophet 
Muhammad zs): “Allāh 
(Alone) created the heavens and the 
earth with truth (and none shared Him 
in their creation).” Verily, therein is 
surely a sign for those who believe. 


Recite (O Muhammad A<sacxi)\>) what 
has been revealed to you of the Book 
(the Qur'an), and perform As-Salat 
(Jqamat-as-Salat). Verily, As-Salat 
(the prayer) prevents A/-Fahshd@’ (i.e. 
great sins of every kind, unlawful 
sexual intercourse) and A/-Munkar 
(1.e. disbelief, polytheism, and every 
kind of evil wicked deed)? and the 
remembering (praising) of (you 

by) Allah (in front of the angels) is 
greater indeed [than your remembering 
(praising) of Allah in prayers]. And 
Allah knows what you do. 


And argue not with the people of the 
Scripture (Jews and Christians), unless 
It be in (a way) that 1s better (with good

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words and in good manner, inviting 
them to Islamic Monotheism with His 
Verses), except with such of them as 
do wrong; and say (to them): “We 
believe in that which has been revealed 
to us and revealed to you; our [lah 
(God) and your //ah (God) is One (i.e. 
Allah), and to Him we have submitted 
(as Muslims).” 


And thus We have sent down the Book 
(i.e. this Qur'àn) to you (O Muhammad 
Asati), and those whom We 

gave the Scripture [the Taurat (Torah) 
and the Injeel (Gospel) aforetime] 
believe therein as also do some of 
these (who are present with you now 
like ‘Abdullah ibn Salam)” and none 
but the disbelievers reject Our Ayat 
[(proofs, signs, verses, lessons, etc.,) 
and deny Our Oneness of Lordship 
and Our Oneness of worship and Our 
Oneness of Our Names and Qualities: 
i.e. Islamic Monotheism]. 


Neither did you (O Muhammad 
Asaf) read any book before it 
(this Qur'an), nor did you write any 
book (whatsoever) with your right 
hand. In that case, indeed, the followers 
of falsehood might have doubted. 


Nay, but it is, the clear Aydt [i.e. 

this Qur'an or the description and 
the qualities of Prophet Muhammad 
izafe written in the Taurat 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel)] 
preserved in the breasts of those who 
have been given knowledge (among

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the people of the Scriptures). And 
none but the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrongdoers) deny Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.)'. 


And they say: *Why are not signs 
sent down to him from his Lord?

“The signs are only with Allah, and I 
am only a plain warner." 


Is it not sufficient for them that We 
have sent down to you the Book (the 
Qur'an) which is recited to them? 
Verily, herein is mercy and a reminder 
(or an admonition) for a people who 
believe? 


Say (to them O Muhammad 
inate): “Sufficient is Allah for 

a witness between me and you. He 
knows what is in the heavens and on 
earth.” And those who believe in Batil 
(all false deities other than Allah), 

and disbelieve in Allah (and in His 
Oneness), it is they who are the losers.

And they ask you to hasten on the 
torment (for them): and had it not 
been for a term appointed, the torment 
would certainly have come to them. 
And surely, it will come upon them 
suddenly while they perceive not! 


They ask you to hasten on the 
torment. And verily, Hell, of a surety, 
will encompass the disbelievers. 


On the Day when the torment 
(Hell-fire) shall cover them from 
above them and from underneath their 
feet, and it will be said: ““Taste what 
you used to do.” 


O My slaves who believe! Certainly, 
spacious is My earth. Therefore 
worship Me.” (Alone). 


Everyone shall taste death. Then to Us 
you shall be returned. 


And those who believe (in the 
Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and do righteous 
good deeds, to them We shall surely 
give lofty dwellings in Paradise, 
underneath which rivers flow, to 
live therein forever. Excellent is the 
reward for the workers. 


(V.29:56) Narrated Mu ‘adh: zziz; While I was riding behind the Prophet sexi, 
as a companion rider, he said, “O Mu‘adh!” I replied, Labbaik wa Sa ‘daik (1 respond 
to your call and I am obedient to your orders).

I replied “No.” He 
said, ^Allah's Right on His slaves is that they should worship Him (Alone) and 
should not join partners in worship with Him.” He proceeded for a while and then 
said, “O Mu‘adh!”, I replied, *Labbaik wa Sa ‘daik (I respond to your call and I am 
obedient to your orders)." He said, “Do you know what the right of (Allah’s) slaves 
on Allah is, if they do that (worship Him Alone and join none in His worship)?

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Those who are patient, and put their 
trust (only) in their Lord (Allah). 


And so many a moving (living) 

creature carries not its own provision! 
Allah provides for it and for you. And 
He is the All-Hearer, the All-Knower. 


And if you were to ask them: *Who 
has created the heavens and the earth 
and subjected the sun and the moon?” 
They will surely reply: “Allah.” How 
then are they deviating (as polytheists 
and disbelievers)? 


Allah enlarges the provision for whom 
He wills of His slaves, and straitens it 
for whom (He wills). Verily, Allah is 
All-Knower of everything. 


And if you were to ask them: *Who sends 
down water (rain) from the sky, and gives 
life therewith to the earth after its death?" 
They will surely reply: “Allah.” Say: “All 
praise and thanks are Allah's!" Nay, most 
of them have no sense. 


And this life of the world is only 
amusement and play! Verily, the 
home of the Hereafter — that is the 
life indeed (1.e. the eternal life that 
will never end), if they but knew”.

And when they embark on a ship, they 
invoke Allah, making their Faith pure 
for Him only: but when He brings 
them safely to land, behold, they give 
a share of their worship to others. 


So that they become ingrate for that 
which We have given them, and 
that they take their enjoyment (as 

a warning and a threat), but they will 
come to know. 


Have they not seen that We have 
made (Makkah) a secure sanctuary, 
while men are being snatched away 
from all around them? Then do 

they believe in Bazil (falsehood — 
polytheism, idols and all deities other 
than Allah), and deny (become ingrate 
for) the Graces of Allah? 


And who does more wrong than 

he who invents a lie against Allah 

or denies the truth (Muhammad 
izafe and his doctrine of Islamic 
Monotheism and this Qur'an), 

when it comes to him? Is there not 

a dwelling in Hell for disbelievers 

(in the Oneness of Allah and in His 
Messenger Muhammad iie)? 


As for those who strive hard in Us (Our 
Cause), We will surely guide them 

to Our Paths (i.e. Allah's religion — 
Islamic Monotheism). And verily, Allah 
is with the Muhsiniin (good doers).

The Romans have been defeated. 


In the nearest land (Syria, Iraq, 
Jordan, and Palestine), and they, after 
their defeat, will be victorious. 


Within three to nine years. The 
decision of the matter, before and 


after (these events) is only with Allah, 


(before the defeat of the Romans by 
the Persians, and after the defeat of 
the Persians by the Romans). And on 
that Day, the believers (i.e. Muslims) 
will rejoice (at the victory given 

by Allah to the Romans against the 
Persians) — 


With the help of Allah. He helps 
whom He wills, and He is the 
All-Mighty, the Most Merciful. 


(It is) a Promise of Allah (i.e. Allah 
will give victory to the Romans 
against the Persians), and Allah fails 
not in His Promise, but most of men 
know not. 
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They know only the outside 
appearance of the life of the world (i.e. 
the matters of their livelihood, like 
irrigating or sowing or reaping, etc.), 
and they are heedless of the Hereafter. 


Do they not think deeply (in their 
ownselves) about themselves (how 
Allah created them from nothing, and 
similarly He will resurrect them)? 
Allah has created not the heavens and 
the earth, and all that is between them, 
except with truth and for an appointed 
term. And indeed many of mankind 
deny the Meeting with their Lord. 
[Tafsir At-Tabari]. 


Do they not travel in the land, and see 
what was the end of those before them? 
They were superior to them in strength, 
and they tilled the earth and populated 
it in greater numbers than these 
(pagans) have done: and there came 

to them their Messengers with clear 
proofs. Surely, Allah wronged them 
not, but they used to wrong themselves. 


Then, evil was the end of those who 
did evil, because they denied the Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, Messengers, etc.) 
of Allah and made mockery of them. 


Allah (Alone) originates the creation, 
then He will repeat it, then to Him you 
will be returned. 


And on the Day when the Hour will be 
established, the Mujrimün (disbelievers, 
sinners, criminals, polytheists) will be 
plunged into destruction with (deep 
regrets, sorrows, and) despair. 
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Surat Ar-Rüm 


No intercessors will they have from 
those whom they made equal with Allah 
(partners i.e. their so-called associate 
gods), and they will (themselves) reject 
and deny their partners. 


And on the Day when the Hour will be 
established — that Day shall (all men) 
be separated (i.e. the believers will be 
separated from the disbelievers). 


Then as for those who believed (in 
the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and did righteous good 
deeds, such shall be honoured and 
made to enjoy luxurious life (forever) 
in a Garden of Delight (Paradise). 


And as for those who disbelieved and 
denied Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
Allah’s Messengers, Resurrection, 
etc.), and the Meeting of the 
Hereafter, such shall be brought forth 
to the torment (in the Hell-fire). 


So, glorify Allah [above all that 

(evil) they associate with Him 

(O believers)], when you come up to 
the evening [1.e. offer the (Maghrib) 
sunset and (‘sha’) night prayers], and 
when you enter the morning [i.e offer 
the (Fajr) morning prayer]. 


And His are all praise and thanks in 

the heavens and the earth; and (glorify 
Him) in the afternoon (i.e. offer ‘Asr 
prayer) and when you come up to the 
time, when the day begins to decline (i.e 
offer Zuhr prayer). (Ibn ‘Abbas &ciz 
said: “These are the five compulsory 
congregational prayers mentioned in the 
Qur’an).” [Tafsir At-Tabari]| 
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He brings out the living from the 
dead, and brings out the dead from 
the living. And He revives the earth 
after its death. And thus shall you be 
brought out (resurrected). 


And among His Signs is that He 
created you (Adam) from dust, and 
then [Hawwa’ (Eve) from Adam's rib, 
and then his offspring from the semen, 
and| — behold you are human beings 
scattered! 


And among His Signs is that He 
created for you wives from among 
yourselves, that you may find repose 
in them, and He has put between you 
affection and mercy. Verily, in that are 
indeed signs for a people who reflect. 


And among His Signs is the creation 
of the heavens and the earth, and the 
difference of your languages and 
colours. Verily, in that are indeed 
signs for men of sound knowledge. 


And among His Signs is your sleep? 
by night and by day, and your 
seeking of His Bounty. Verily, in that 
are indeed signs for a people who 
listen. 


And among His Signs is that He 
shows you the lightning, for fear and 
for hope, and He sends down water 
(rain) from the sky, and therewith 
revives the earth after its death. 
Verily, in that are indeed signs for 

a people who understand. 


(V.30:23) Itis a sign from among the Signs of Allah that a person goes to sleep; the 
medical world up to now does not know exactly why a person goes to sleep. There 
are only theories. So this Qur'an is a miracle from Allah, and not an invented tale 
as the disbelievers (in the Oneness of Allah) argue. 
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And among His Signs is that the 
heaven and the earth stand by His 
Command. Then, afterwards, when 
He will call you by a single call, 
behold, you will come out from 
the earth (i.e. from your graves for 
reckoning and recompense). 


To Him belongs whatever is in 
the heavens and the earth. All are 
obedient to Him. 


And He it is Who originates the 
creation, then He will repeat it (after 
it has been perished); and this is 
easier for Him. His is the highest 
description (1.e. none has the right to 
be worshipped but He, and there is 
nothing comparable to Him) in the 
heavens and in the earth. And He is 
the All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 


He sets forth for you a parable 

from your ownselves: Do you 

have partners among those whom 
your right hands possess (i.e. your 
slaves) to share as equals in the 
wealth We have bestowed on you 
whom you fear as you fear each 
other? Thus do We explain the 
signs in detail to a people who have 
sense), 


Nay, but those who do wrong follow 
their own lusts without knowledge. 
Then who will guide him whom Allah 
has sent astray? And for such there 
will be no helpers. 


(V.30:28) That is: How do you join to Us partners of that which We created, while 
you for yourselves will not accept partners from your slaves?. 
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So, set you (O Muhammad ici) 
your face towards the religion (of pure 
Islamic Monotheism) Hanif (worship 
none but Allah Alone). Allah's Fitrah 
(i.e. Allah's Islamic Monotheism) 
with which He has created mankind. 
No change let there be in the religion 
of Allah (Islamic Monotheism): that 5 
the straight religion, but most of men 
know not. [Tafsir At-Tabari] 


(And remain always) turning in 
repentance to Him (only), and be 

afraid and dutiful to Him; and perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat) and be not of 
Al-Mushrikün (the polytheists, idolaters, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah). 


Of those who split up their religion 
(i.e. who left the true Islamic 
Monotheism), and became sects, 
[i.e. they invented new things in the 
religion (Bid 'ah), and followed their 
vain desires], each sect rejoicing in 
that which is with it. 


And when harm touches men, they cry 
sincerely only to their Lord (Allah), 
turning to Him in repentance; but when 
He gives them a taste of His Mercy, 
behold, a party of them associates 
partners in worship with their Lord. 


So, as to be ungrateful for the graces 
which We have bestowed on them. 
Then enjoy (your short life); but you 
will come to know.

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Or have We revealed to them an 
authority (a Scripture), which speaks 
of that which they have been 
associating with Him? 


And when We cause mankind to taste 
of mercy, they rejoice therein; but 
when some evil afflicts them because 
of (evil deeds and sins) that their 
(own) hands have sent forth, behold, 
they are in despair! 


Do they not see that Allah enlarges 
the provision for whom He wills 
and straitens (it for whom He wills). 
Verily, in that are indeed signs for 

a people who believe. 


So, give to the kindred their due, and 
to Al-Miskin (the needy) and to the 
wayfarer. That is best for those who 
seek Allah’s Countenance; and it is 
they who will be successful. 


And that which you give in gift” (to 
others), in order that it may increase 
(your wealth by expecting to get 

a better one in return) from other 
people’s property, has no increase 
with Allah; but that which you give in 
Zakat (sadaqa, charity, etc.) seeking 
Allah's Countenance, then those, they 
shall have manifold increase. 


Allah is He Who created you, then 
provided food for you, then will cause 
you to die, then (again) He will give 
you life (on the Day of Resurrection). 
Is there any of your (so-called) 
partners (of Allah) that do anything of

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that? Glorified is He! And Exalted is 
He above all that (evil) they associate 
(with Him). 


Evil (sins and disobedience to Allāh) 
has appeared on land and sea because 
of what the hands of men have earned 
(by oppression and evil deeds), that 
He (Allāh) may make them taste a part 
of that which they have done, in order 
that they may return (by repenting to 
Allāh, and begging His Pardon). 


Say (O Muhammad zsa): “Travel 
in the land and see what was the end 

of those before (you)! Most of them 
were Mushrikün (polytheists, idolaters, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah).” 


So, set you (O Muhammad ic; 
your face (in obedience to Allah, your 
Lord) to the straight and right religion 
(islamic Monotheism), before there 
comes from Allah a Day which none 
can avert. On that Day men shall be 
divided [(in two groups), a group in 
Paradise and a group in Hell]. 


Whosoever disbelieves will suffer 
from his disbelief, and whosoever 
does righteous good deeds (by 
practising Islamic Monotheism), then 
such will prepare a good place (in 
Paradise) for themselves (and will be 
saved by Allah from His Torment). 


That He may reward those who 
believe (in the Oneness of Allah 
— Islamic Monotheism), and do 
righteous good deeds, out of His 
Bounty. Verily, He likes not the 
disbelievers. 
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And among His Signs is that He sends 
the winds as glad tidings, giving you 

a taste of His Mercy (i.e. rain), and that 
the ships may sail at His Command, 
and that you may seek of His Bounty, 
in order that you may be thankful. 


And indeed We did send Messengers 
before you (O Muhammad ise) 
to their own peoples. They came to 
them with clear proofs, then, We took 
vengeance on those who committed 
crimes (disbelief, setting partners in 
worship with Allāh, sins); and (as for) 
the believers, it was incumbent upon 
Us to help (them). 


Allāh is He Who sends the winds, 

so that they raise clouds, and spread 
them along the sky as He wills, and 
then break them into fragments, until 
you see rain drops come forth from 
their midst! Then when He has made 
them fall on whom of His slaves as 
He wills, lo, they rejoice! 


And verily, before that (rain) — just 
before it was sent down upon them — 
they were in despair! 


Look then at the effects (results) 

of Allah’s Mercy: how He revives 
the earth after its death. Verily, that 
(Allāh) (Who revived the earth after 
its death) shall indeed raise the dead 
(on the Day of Resurrection), and He 
is Able to do all things. 


And, if We send a wind [which would 
spoil the green growth (tilth) brought 
up by the previous rain], and they see 
(their tilth) turn yellow — behold, they 
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. Sūrat Ar-Rim 


then (after their being glad,) would 
become unthankful (to their Lord Allah 
as) disbelievers. [Tafsir At-Tabari] 


So, verily, you (O Muhammad 
icsi) cannot make the dead hear 
(i.e. the disbelievers), nor can you 
make the deaf hear the call, when they 
show their backs and turn away. 


And you (O Muhammad iz; 
cannot guide the blind from their 
straying; you can make hear only 
those who believe in Our Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), and have submitted 
to Allah in Islam (as Muslims). 


Allah is He Who created you in (a state 
of) weakness, then gave you strength 
after weakness, then after strength 

gave (you) weakness and grey hair. He 
creates what He wills. And it is He Who 
is the All-Knower, the All-Powerful 
(i.e. Able to do all things). 


And on the Day that the Hour will be 
established, the Mujrimün (criminals, 
disbelievers, polytheists, sinners) 
will swear that they stayed not but an 
hour — thus were they ever deluded 
[away from the truth (i.e. they used to 
tell lies and take false oaths, and turn 
away from the truth) in this life of the 
world] 


And those who have been bestowed 
with knowledge and faith will say: 
“Indeed you have stayed according 
to the Decree of Allah, until the Day 
of Resurrection: so this is the Day of 
Resurrection, but you knew not.” 
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So, on that Day, no excuse of theirs 
will avail those who did wrong 

(by associating partners in worship 
with Allāh, and by denying the Day 
of Resurrection), nor will they be 
allowed (then) to return to this world 
to seek Allah’s Pleasure (by having 
Islamic Faith with righteous deeds 
and by giving up polytheism, sins and 
crimes with repentance). 


And indeed We have set forth for 
mankind, in this Qur’an every kind of 
parable. But, if you (O Muhammad 
csaclesi\) bring to them any sign or 
proof (as an evidence for the truth of 
your Prophethood), the disbelievers 
are sure to say (to the believers): “You 
follow nothing but falsehood, and 
magic.” 


Thus does Allah seal up the hearts of 
those who know not [the proofs and 
evidence of the Oneness of Allah i.e. 
those who try not to understand true 
facts that which you (Muhammad 
csaclecil~) have brought to them]. 


So, be patient (O Muhammad 
izafe). Verily, the Promise of 
Allah is true; and let not those who 
have no certainty of faith discourage 
you from conveying Allah’s Message 
(which you are obliged to convey). 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Alif-Lam-Mim. [These letters are one 
of the miracles of the Qur'an, and 
none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings]. 


These are the Verses of the Wise 
Book (the Qur'an). 


A guide and mercy for the Muhsinün 
(good-doers). 


Those who perform As-Salat 
(/qamat-as-Salàt) and give Zakat and 
they have faith in the Hereafter with 
certainty. 


Such are on guidance from their Lord, 
and such are the successful. 


And of mankind is he who purchases 
idle talks (i.e. music, singing, etc.) to 
mislead (men) from the Path of Allah 
without knowledge, and takes it (the 
Path of Allah, or the Verses of the 
Qur'an) by way of mockery. For such 
there will be a humiliating torment (in 
the Hell-fire)?.

This is the creation of Allah. So, show 
Me that which those (whom you 
worship) besides Him have created.

behave with them in the world kindly, 
and follow the path of him who turns 
to Me in repentance and in obedience. 
Then to Me will be your return, and I 
shall tell you what you used to do. 


“O my son! If it be (anything) equal 
to the weight of a grain of mustard 
seed, and though it be in arock, or 
in the heavens or in the earth, Allah 
will bring it forth. Verily, Allah is 
Subtle (in bringing out that grain), 
Well-Acquainted (with its place). 


“O my son! Aqim-As-Salat (perform 
As-Salat), enjoin (on people)

(Would they do so) even if 701 
(Satan) invites them to the torment of 
the Fire? 


And whosoever submits his face 
(himself) to Allah,” while he is 

a Muhsin (good-doer 1.e. performs 
good deeds totally for Allah's sake 
without any show off or to gain praise 
or fame and does them in accordance 
with the Sunnah of Allah's Messenger 
Muhammad Zzs« fii), then he 

has grasped the most trustworthy 
hand-hold [Za ilaha illallah (none has 
the right to be worshipped but Allah)]. 
And to Allah return all matters for 
decision.

Monotheism, worship Allah (Alone) with sincere Faith in the 


1) Oneness of His Lordship,

isate). To Us is their return, and 
We shall inform them what they have 
done. Verily, Allah is All-Knower of 
what 15 in the breasts (of men). 


We let them enjoy for a little while, 
then in the end We shall oblige them 
to (enter) a great torment. 


And if you (O Muhammad ics) 
ask them: *Who has created the 
heavens and the earth," they will 
certainly say: “Allah.” Say: “All 
praise and thanks are Allah’s!” But 
most of them know not.

O mankind! fear your Lord (by keeping 
your duty to Him and avoiding all 
evil), and fear a Day when no father 
can avail aught for his son, nor a son 
avail aught for his father. Verily, the 
Promise of Allah is true: let not then 
this (worldly) present life deceive 

you, nor let the chief deceiver (Satan) 
deceive you about Allah.

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Being miserly towards you (as regards 
help and aid in Allah’s Cause). Then 
when fear comes, you will see them 
looking to you, their eyes revolving 
like (those of) one over whom hovers 
death; but when the fear departs, they 
will smite you with sharp tongues, 
miserly towards (spending anything in 
any) good (and only covetous of booty 
and wealth). Such have not believed. 
Therefore, Allah makes their deeds 
fruitless and that is ever easy for Allah. 


They think that A/-Ahzab (the 
Confederates) have not yet 
withdrawn; and if Al-Ahzab (the 
Confederates) should come (again), 
they would wish they were in the 
deserts (wandering) among the 
bedouins, seeking news about 

you (from a far place); and if they 
(happen) to be among you, they would 
not fight but little. 


Indeed, in the Messenger of Allah

(By Allah) if Allah gives me a chance to fight the 
pagans, no doubt, Allah will see how (bravely) I will fight." On the day of Uhud when 
the Muslims turned their backs and fled, he said, *O Allah! I apologise to You for what 
these (i.e. his companions) have done, and I denounce what these (i.e. the pagans) have 
done." Then he advanced and Sa‘d ibn Mu‘adh met him. He said *O Sa‘d ibn Mu‘adh! 
By the Lord of An-Nadr, Paradise! I am smelling its aroma coming from before (the 
mountain of) Uhud,” Later on, Sa‘d said, *O Allah's Messenger! I cannot achieve or 
do what he (i.e. Anas ibn An-Nadr) did. We found more than eighty wounds by swords 
and arrows on his body. We found him dead and his body was mutilated so badly that 
none except his sister could recognise him by his fingers." We used to think that the 
following Verse was revealed concerning him and other men of his sort: “Among the 
believers are men who have been true to their covenant with Allah." (V.33:23). 

His sister Ar-Rubaiyi‘ broke a front tooth of a woman and Allah's Messenger 
ize» ordered for retaliation. On that Anas (ibn An-Nadr) said, “O Allah's 
Messenger! By Him Who has sent you with the truth, my sister's tooth shall not be 
broken, then the opponents of Anas's sister accepted the compensation and gave 
up the claim of retaliation. So Allah’s Messenger Asc: said, “There are some 
people amongst Allah's slaves whose oaths are fulfilled by Allah when they take 
them.” (Sahih Al-Bukhart, Vol.4, Hadith No.61). 
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disbelieved in their rage: they gained no 
advantage (booty). Allah sufficed for 
the believers in the fighting (by sending 
against the disbelievers a severe wind 
and troops of angels). And Allah is 
Ever All-Strong, All-Mighty. 


And those of the people of the 
Scripture who backed them (the 
disbelievers), Allah brought them 
down from their forts and cast terror 
into their hearts, (so that) a group 
(of them) you killed, and a group (of 
them) you made captives.

The 
angels say, ‘If they saw it, they would flee from it with the extreme fleeing 
and would have extreme fear from it.’ Then Allah says, ‘I make you witness 
that I have forgiven them’.” Allah’s Messenger ici added, “One of 
the angels would say, ‘There was so-and-so amongst them, and he was not 
one of them, but he had just come for some need.’ Allah would say, ‘these 
are those people whose companions will not be reduced to misery’.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Vol. 8, Hadith No.417). 
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And (remember) when you said to 
him (Zaid ibn Harithah xi — the 
freed slave of the Prophet Asie) 
on whom Allah has bestowed Grace 
(by guiding him to Islam) and you 

(O Muhammad Acs.) too) have 
done favour (by manumitting him): 
“Keep your wife to yourself, and fear 
Allah.” But you did hide in yourself 
(i.e. what Allah has already made 
known to you that He will give her to 
you in marriage) that which Allah will 
make manifest, you did fear the people 
(i.e., their saying that Muhammad 
Acsacleti married the divorced wife of 
his manumitted slave) whereas Allah 
had a better right that you should fear 
Him. So when Zaid had accomplished 
his desire from her (i.e. divorced her), 
We gave her to you in marriage, so that 
(in future) there may be no difficulty 
to the believers in respect of (the 
marriage of) the wives of their adopted 
sons when the latter have no desire 

to keep them (i.e. they have divorced 
them). And Allah’s Command must be 
fulfilled. 


There is no blame on the Prophet 
{zafe in that which Allah has 
made legal for him. That has been 
Allah’s Way with those who have 
passed away of (the Prophets of) 
old. And the Command of Allah is 
a decree determined. 


Those who convey the Message of 
Allah and fear Him, and fear none 
save Allah. And Sufficient is Allah as 
a Reckoner. 
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Muhammad irae is not the 
father of any of your men, but he is 
the Messenger of Allah and the last 
(end) of the Prophets“. And Allah is 
Ever All-Knower of everything. 


O you who believe! Remember Allah 
with much remembrance.

“(Prophet) Müsa (Moses) was a shy person and used to cover his body completely 
because of his extensive shyness. One of the Children of Israel annoyed him by 
saying, ‘He covers his body in this way only because of some defect in his skin, 
either leprosy or scrotal hernia, or he had some other defect." Allah wished to clear 
Misa (Moses) of what they said about him: so one day while Müsa (Moses) was in 
seclusion, he took off his clothes and put them on a stone and started taking a bath. 
When he had finished the bath, he moved towards his clothes so as to take them, 
but the stone took his clothes and fled. Misa (Moses) picked up his stick and ran 
after the stone saying, ‘O stone! give me my clothes!’ Till he reached a group 
of Bani Israel who saw him naked then, and found him the best of what Allah 
had created; and Allah cleared him of what they had accused him of. The stone 
stopped there and Müsa (Moses) took and put his garment on and started hitting 
the stone with his stick. By Allah, the stone still has some traces of the hitting 
three, four or five marks. This was what Allah ‘<< refers to in His Saying: 

*O you who believe! Be not like those, who annoyed Misa (Moses), but Allah 
cleared him of that which they alleged and he was honourable before Allah...” 
(V.33:69) (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.4, Hadith No.616). 
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He will direct you to do righteous 
good deeds and will forgive you your 
sins. And whosoever obeys Allah 

and His Messenger Acswlc%i\, he has 
indeed achieved a great achievement 
(i.e. he will be saved from the Hell-fire 
and will be admitted to Paradise).

(the trust or moral responsibility or 
honesty and all the duties which Allah 
has ordained) to the heavens and the 
earth, and the mountains, but they 
declined to bear it and were afraid of 
it (i.e. afraid of Allah's Torment). But 
man bore it. Verily, he was unjust (to 
himself) and ignorant (of its results). 


So that Allah will punish the 
hypocrites, men and women, and the 
men and women who are A[-Mushrikün 
(polytheists, idolaters, pagans, 
disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah, 
and His Messenger Muhammad 
csse). And Allah will pardon 
(accept the repentance of) the true 
believers of the Islamic Monotheism, 
men and women. And Allah is Ever 


Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.

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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


All praise and thanks are Allah’s, 

to Whom belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is in the earth. 
His are all praise and thanks in the 
Hereafter, and He is the All-Wise, the 
Well-Acquainted (with all things). 


He knows that which goes into the 
earth and that which comes forth from 
it, and that which descends from the 
heaven and that which ascends to 

it. And He is the Most Merciful, the 
Oft-Forgiving. 


Those who disbelieve say: “The Hour 
will not come to us.” Say: “Yes, 

by my Lord, the All-Knower of the 
Unseen, it will come to you; not even 
the weight of an atom (or a small ant) 
or less than that or greater escapes 
His Knowledge in the heavens or in 
the earth, but it is in a Clear Book 
(Al-Lauh Al-Mahfüz)." 


That He may recompense those who 
believe (in the Oneness of Allah 
—Islamic Monotheism) and do 
righteous good deeds. Those, theirs is 
forgiveness and Rizq Karim (generous 
provision, i.e. Paradise). 
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But those who strive against Our Aydt 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) to frustrate 
them — those, for them will be a severe 
painful torment”. 


And those who have been given 
knowledge see that what is revealed 
to you (O Muhammad ize) 
from your Lord is the truth, and that 
it guides to the Path of the Exalted in 
Might, the Owner of all praise. 


Those who disbelieve say: “Shall 
we direct you to a man (Muhammad 
csacleti) who will tell you (that) 
when you have become fully 
disintegrated into dust with full 
dispersion, then you will be created 
(again) anew?” 


Has he (Muhammad ici) 
invented a lie against Allah, or is 
there madness in him? Nay, but those 
who disbelieve in the Hereafter are 
(themselves) in a torment, and in far 
error. 


See they not what is before them and 
what is behind them, of the heaven 
and the earth? If We will, We shall 
sink the earth with them, or cause 
pieces of the heaven to fall upon 
them. Verily, in this is a sign for every 
slave who turns to Allah in repentance 
(i.e. the one who believes in the 
Oneness of Allah and performs deeds 
of His obedience and always begs His 
Pardon).

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And indeed We bestowed grace on 
Dawid (David) from Us (saying): 
“O you mountains! Glorify (Allah) 
with him! And you birds (also)! And 
We made the iron soft for him.” 


Saying: “Make you perfect coats of 
mail, and balance perfectly the rings 
of chain armour, and work you (men) 
righteousness. Truly, I am All-Seer of 
what you do.” 


And to Sulaiman (Solomon) (We 
subjected) the wind, its morning 
(stride from sunrise till midnoon) was 
a month's (journey), and its afternoon 
(stride from the midday decline of the 
sun to sunset) was a month’s (journey 
i.e. in one day he could travel two 
months’ journey). And We caused 

a fount of (molten) brass to flow for 
him, and there were jinn that worked 
in front of him, by the Leave of his 
Lord. And whosoever of them turned 
aside from Our Command, We shall 
cause him to taste of the torment of 
the blazing Fire. 


They (i.e. the jinn) worked for him 
as he desired, (making) high rooms, 
images, basins as large as reservoirs, 
and (cooking) cauldrons fixed (in 
their places). “Work you, O family 
of Dawid (David), with thanks!” But 
few of My slaves are grateful. 


Then, when We decreed death for 
him [Sulaiman (Solomon)], nothing 
informed them (jinn) of his death 
except a little worm of the earth which 
kept (slowly) gnawing away at his 
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stick. So, when he fell down, the jinn 
saw clearly that if they had known the 
Unseen, they would not have stayed in 
the humiliating torment. 


Indeed there was for Saba’ (Sheba) 

a sign in their dwelling-place — two 
gardens on the right hand and on the 
left; (and it was said to them:) “Eat 
of the provision of your Lord, and be 
grateful to Him.” A fair land and an 
Oft-Forgiving Lord! 


But they turned away (from the 
obedience of Allah), so We sent 
against them Sail Al- ‘Arim (flood 
released from the dam), and We 
converted their two gardens into 
gardens producing bitter bad fruit, and 
tamarisks, and some few lote-trees. 


Like this We requited them because 
they were ungrateful disbelievers. And 
never do We requite in such a way 
except those who are ungrateful 
(disbelievers). 


And We placed, between them and the 
towns which We had blessed, towns 
easy to be seen, and We made the 
stages (of journey) between them easy 
(saying): “Travel in them safely both 
by night and day.” 


But they said: “Our Lord! Make the 
stages between our journey longer,” 
and they wronged themselves; so We 
made them as tales (in the land), and 
We dispersed them all totally. Verily, 
in this are indeed signs for every 
steadfast, grateful (person). 
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And indeed /b/is (Satan) did prove 
true his thought about them: and 
they followed him, all except a group 
of true believers (in the Oneness of 
Allah). 


And he (/b/is - Satan) had no authority 
over them, — except that We might 
test him who believes in the Hereafter 
from him who is in doubt about it. 
And your Lord is a Hafiz (Watchful) 
over everything. (All-Knower of 
everything i.e. He keeps record of 
every person as regards deeds, 

and then He will reward them 
accordingly). 


Say: (O Muhammad iz; to 
polytheists, pagans) “Call upon those 
whom you assert (to be associate 
gods) besides Allah, they possess 
not even an atom’s (or a small ant's) 
weight either in the heavens or on 
the earth, nor have they any share 

in either, nor there is for Him any 
supporter from among them. 


Intercession with Him profits not 
except for him whom He permits. So 
much so that when fear is banished 
from their (angels?) hearts, they 
(angels) say: “What is it that your Lord 
has said?" They say: "The truth. And 
He 15 the Most High, the Most Great." 


Say (O Muhammad sass to 
polytheists, pagans) *Who gives 
you provision from the heavens and 
the earth?" Say: *Allah. And verily, 
(either) we or you are rightly guided 
or in plain error." 
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Say (O Muhammad gals to 
polytheists, pagans) “You will not be 
asked about our sins, nor shall we be 
asked of what you do.” 


Say: “Our Lord will assemble us all 
together (on the Day of Resurrection), 
then He will judge between us with 
truth. And He is the Just Judge, the 
All-Knower (of the true state of 
affairs) [Tafsir Ibn Kathir] 


Say (O Muhammad gas to 
polytheists and pagans): “Show me 
those whom you have joined with 
Him as partners. Nay (there are not 
at all any partners with Him)! But He 
is Allah (Alone), the All-Mighty, the 
All-Wise.” 


And We have not sent you 

(O Muhammad zaca) except as 
a giver of glad tidings and a warner to 
all mankind, but most of men know 
not", 


And they say: “When is this promise 
(i.e. the Day of Resurrection) if you 
are truthful?" 


Say (O Muhammad isst): “The 
appointment to you is for a Day, 
which you cannot put back for an hour 
(or a moment) nor put forward." 


And those who disbelieve say: “We 
believe not in this Qur'an nor in 

that which was before it." But, if 
you could see when the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers) will be

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made to stand before their Lord, how 
they will cast the (blaming) word one 
to another! Those who were deemed 
weak will say to those who were 
arrogant: *Had it not been for you, we 


[EU 


should certainly have been believers! 


And those who were arrogant will 

say to those who were deemed weak: 
“Did we keep you back from guidance 
after it had come to you? Nay, but you 
were Mujrimün (polytheists, sinners, 
disbelievers, criminals)." 


Those who were deemed weak will 
say to those who were arrogant: “Nay, 
but it was your plotting by night 

and day: when you ordered us to 
disbelieve in Allah and set up rivals 
to Him!" And each of them (parties) 
will conceal their own regrets (for 
disobeying Allah during this worldly 
life), when they behold the torment. 
And We shall put iron collars round 
the necks of those who disbelieved. 
Are they requited aught except what 
they used to do? 


And We did not send a warner to 

a township but those who were given the 
worldly wealth and luxuries among them 
said: “We believe not in the (Message) 
with which you have been sent." 


And they say: “We are more in wealth 
and in children, and we are not going 
to be punished." 


Say (O Muhammad cst): 
“Verily, my Lord enlarges the 
provision to whom He wills and 
restricts, but most men know not.” 
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And it is not your wealth, nor your 
children that bring you nearer to Us 
(i.e. please Allah), but only he who 
believes (in the Islamic Monotheism), 
and does righteous deeds (will 
please Us); as for such, there will 

be twofold reward for what they 

did, and they will reside in the high 
dwellings (Paradise) in peace and 
security. 


And those who strive against Our 
Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.), to frustrate 
them, they will be brought to the 
torment. 


Say: “Truly, my Lord enlarges the 
provision for whom He wills of His 
slaves, and (also) restricts (it) for 
him, and whatsoever you spend of 
anything (in Allah’s Cause), He will 
replace it. And He is the Best of 
providers.” 


And (remember) the Day when He 
will gather them all together, then 
He will say to the angels: “Was 

it you that these people used to 
worship?” 


They (the angels) will say: “Glorified 
are You! You are our Wali (Lord) 
instead of them. Nay, but they used to 
worship the jinn; most of them were 
believers in them.” 


So, Today (i.e. the Day of 
Resurrection), none of you can profit 
or harm one another. And We shall 
say to those who did wrong [i.e. 
worshipped others (like the angels, 
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jinn, prophets, saints, righteous 
persons) along with Allah]: “Taste the 
torment of the Fire which you used to 


deny”.

recited to them, they say: “This UNE AS 
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worship.” And they say: “This (the » ois 
Qur'an) is nothing but an invented 
lie." And those who disbelieve say 
of the truth when it has come to them 
(i.e. Prophet Muhammad iz; ie 
when Allah sent him as a Messenger 
with proofs, evidences, verses of this 
Qur'an, lessons, signs, etc.): “This is 
nothing but evident magic!”

(V.34:42) Almighty Allah says: “They (Jews and Christians) took their rabbis 
and their monks to be their lords (by obeying them in things that they made 
lawful or unlawful according to their own desires without being ordered by 
Allah) besides Allah, and (they also took as their Lord) Messiah, son of Maryam 
(Mary), while they (Jews and Christians) were commanded [in the Taurat 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Gospel)] to worship none but one [lah (God - Allah), 
La ilaha illa Huwa (none has the right to be worshipped but He). Glorified is 
He, (far above is He) from having the partners they associate (with Him).” [The 
Qur'an, Verse 9:31]. 

Once, while Allah’s Messenger As. was reciting the above Verse, ‘Adi ibn 
Hatim tsi said, “O Allah’s Prophet! They do not worship them (rabbis and 
monks)." Allah’s Messenger saete said, “They certainly do. They (i.e. rabbis 
and monks) made legal things illegal, and illegal things legal, and they (i.e. Jews 
and Christians) followed them, and by doing so they really worshipped them." 
[Narrated by Ahmad, At-Tirmidht, and Ibn 13111. (Tafsir At-Tabari, Vol.10, 
Page No.114)]. 
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And those before them denied; these 
have not received even a tenth of what 
We had granted to those (of old); yet 
they denied My Messengers. Then how 
(terrible) was My denial (punishment)! 


Say (to them O Muhammad 
Asset): “I exhort you to one 
(thing) only: that you stand up for 
Allah’s sake in pairs and singly, and 
reflect (within yourselves the life 
history of the Prophet asas): 
there is no madness in your 
companion (Muhammad aaa). 
He is only a warner to you in face of 
a severe torment.” 


Say (O Muhammad icit): 
“Whatever wage I might have asked 
of you is yours. My wage is from 
Allah only, and He is a Witness over 
all things.” 


Say (O Muhammad csi): 
*Verily, my Lord sends down 
(Revelation and makes apparent) the 
truth (1.e. this Revelation that had 
come to me), the All-Knower of the 
Ghaib (Unseen). 


Say (O Muhammad csi): 
"Al-Haqq (the truth i.e. the Qur'an 
and Allah's Revelation) has come, 
and A/-Batil [falsehood - 75 
(Satan)] can neither create anything 
nor resurrect (anything)." 


Say: “If (even) I go astray, I shall stray 
only to my own loss. But, if I remain 
guided, it is because of the Revelation 
of my Lord to me. Truly, He is 
All-Hearer, Ever Near (to all things).” 
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And if you could but see, when they 
will be terrified with no escape (for 

them), and they will be seized from 

a near place. 


And they will say (in the Hereafter): 
“We do believe (now):” but how 
could they receive (Faith and the 
acceptance of their repentance by 
Allah) from a place so far off (i.e. to 
return to the worldly life again). 


Indeed, they did disbelieve (in the 
Oneness of Allah, Islam, the Qur’an 
and Muhammad iza) before 
(in this world), and they (used to) 
conjecture about the Unseen [i.e. 
the Hereafter, Hell, Paradise, Resur- 
rection and the Promise of Allah (by 
saying) all that is untrue], from a far 
place. 


And a barrier will be set between 
them and that which they desire 

[i.e. At-Taubah (turning to Allah 

in repentance) and the accepting of 
Faith], as was done in the past with 
the people of their kind. Verily, they 
have been in grave doubt. 
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In the Name of Allāh, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


All praise and thanks are Allah’s, 

the (only) Originator [or the (Only) 
Creator] of the heavens and the earth, 
Who made the angels messengers 
with wings, two or three or four. He 
increases in creation what He wills. 
Verily, Allāh is Able to do all things. 


Whatever of mercy (i.e. of good), 

Allāh may grant to mankind, none 

can withhold it; and whatever He may 
withhold, none can grant it thereafter. 
And He is the All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 


O mankind! Remember the Grace of 
Allāh upon you! Is there any creator 
other than Allāh who provides for you 
from the sky (rain) and the earth? Lā 
ilāha illa Huwa (none has the right to 
be worshipped but He). How then are 
you turning away (from Him)? 


And if they deny you (O Muhammad 
icak), so were Messengers 
denied before you. And to Allāh 
return all matters (for decision). 


O mankind! Verily, the Promise of Allāh 
is true. So let not this present life deceive 
you, and let not the chief deceiver 
(Satan) deceive you about Allāh. 
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Surely, Shaitan (Satan) is an enemy to 
you, so take (treat) him as an enemy. 
He only invites his Hizb (followers) 
that they may become the dwellers of 
the blazing Fire. 


Those who disbelieve, theirs will 

be asevere torment; and those who 
believe (in the Oneness of Allah — 
Islamic Monotheism) and do righteous 
good deeds, theirs will be forgiveness 
and a great reward (1.e. Paradise). 


Is he, then, to whom the evil of his 
deeds 1s made fair-seeming, so that he 
considers it as good (equal to one who 
15 rightly guided)? Verily, Allah sends 
astray whom He wills, and guides 
whom He wills. So, destroy not 
yourself (O Muhammad icit) 
in sorrow for them. Truly, Allah is 
All-Knower of what they do! 


And it is Allah Who sends the winds, 
so that they raise up the clouds, and We 
drive them to a dead land, and revive 
therewith the earth after its death. As 
such (will be) the Resurrection! 


. Whosoever desires honour, (power and 


glory), then to Allah belong all honour, 
power and glory [and one can get 
honour, power and glory only by obeying 
and worshipping Allah (Alone)]. To Him 
ascend (all) the goodly words, and the 
righteous deeds exalt it (1.e. the goodly 
words are not accepted by Allah unless 
and until they are followed by good 
deeds), but those who plot evil deeds, 
theirs will be severe torment. And the 
plotting of such will perish. 
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11. And Allah did create you (Adam) 
from dust, then from Nutfah (male 
and female discharge semen drops 
i.e. Adam's offspring), then He made 
you pairs (male and female). And no 
female conceives or gives birth but 
with His Knowledge. And no aged 
man is granted a length of life nor is 
a part cut off from his life (or another 
man's life), but is in a Book (A/-Lauh 
Al-Mahfüz). Surely, that is easy for 
Allah. 


12. And the two seas (kinds of water) are 
not alike: this is palatable, sweet and 
pleasant to drink, and that is salt and 
bitter. And from them both you eat 
fresh tender meat (fish), and derive 


the ornaments that you wear. And you 


see the ships cleaving (the sea-water 
as they sail through it), that you may 


seek of His Bounty, and that you may 


give thanks. 


13. He merges the night into the day 
(i.e. the decrease in the hours of the 
night is added to the hours of the 
day), and He merges the day into the 
night (i.e. the decrease in the hours 
of the day is added to the hours of 
the night). And He has subjected 
the sun and the moon: each runs its 
course for a term appointed. Such is 


Allah, your Lord; His is the kingdom. 


And those, whom you invoke or call 
upon instead of Him, own not even 


a Qitmir (the thin membrane over the 


date-stone). 
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If you invoke (or call upon) them, 
they hear not your call; and if (in case) 
they were to hear, they could not grant 
it (your request) to you. And on the 
Day of Resurrection, they will disown 
your worshipping them. And none can 
inform you (O Muhammad ici) 
like Him Who is Well-Acquainted 
(with everything). 


O mankind! It is you who stand in need 
of Allah. But Allah is the Rich (Free of 
all needs), the Worthy of all praise. 


If He willed, He could destroy you 
and bring about a new creation. 


And that is not hard for Allah. 


And no bearer of burdens shall bear 
another’s burden; and if one heavily 
laden calls another to (bear) his load, 
nothing of it will be lifted even though 
he be near of kin. You (O Muhammad 
Asc) can warn only those who 
fear their Lord unseen and perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salàt). And he 
who purifies himself (from all kinds 
of sins), then he purifies only for the 
benefit of his ownself. And to Allah is 
the (final) Return (of all). 


Not alike are the blind (disbelievers in 
Islamic Monotheism) and the seeing 
(believers in Islamic Monotheism). 


Nor are (alike) the darknesses 
(disbelief) and the light (Belief in 
Islamic Monotheism). 


(V.35:14) See the footnote of (V.2:165). 
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. Nor are (alike) the shade and the sun’s 


heat. 


Nor are (alike) the living (i.e. the 
believers) and the dead (i.e. the 
disbelievers). Verily, Allah makes 
whom He wills to hear, but you cannot 
make hear those who are in graves. 


You (O Muhammad irae) are 
only a warner (1.e. your duty is to 
convey Allah’s Message to mankind 
but the guidance is Allah's). 


Verily, We have sent you with the 
truth, a bearer of glad tidings and 

a warner. And there never was a nation 
but a warner had passed among them. 


And if they deny you, those before 
them also denied. Their Messengers 
came to them with clear signs, and 
with the Scriptures, and the book 
giving light. 


Then, I took hold of those who 
disbelieved: and how terrible was My 
denial (punishment)! 


See you not that Allah sends down 
water (rain) from the sky, and We 
produce therewith fruits of various 
colours, and among the mountains 
are streaks white and red, of varying 
colours and (others) very black. 


And likewise of men and Ad-Dawabb 
[moving (living) creatures, beasts], 
and cattle, are of various colours. It 
1s only those who have knowledge 
among His slaves that fear Allah. 
Verily, Allah is All-Mighty, 
Oft-Forgiving. 
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Sūrat Fatir 


Verily, those who recite the Book 
of Allāh (this Qur’an), and perform 
As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and 
spend (in charity) out of what We 
have provided for them, secretly 
and openly, they hope for a (sure) 
trade-gain that will never perish. 


That He may pay them their wages in 
full, and give them (even) more, out of 
His Grace. Verily, He is Oft-Forgiving, 
Most Ready to appreciate (good deeds 
and to recompense). 


And what We have revealed to you 

(O Muhammad sae a), of the 
Book (the Qur'an), it is the (very) truth 
[that you (Muhammad Zzs«ie5iie) 

and your followers must act on its 
instructions], confirming that which 
was (revealed) before it. Verily, 

Allah is indeed Well-Acquainted, and 
All-Seer of His slaves. 


Then, We gave the Book (the Qur'an) 
as inheritance to such of Our slaves 
whom We chose (the followers of 
Muhammad Åsa). Then of them 
are some who wrong their ownselves, 
and of them are some who follow 

a middle course, and of them are some 
who are, by Allah's Leave, foremost 
in good deeds. That (inheritance of 
the Qur'an) — that 1s indeed the great 
grace. 


‘Adn (Eden) Paradise (everlasting 
Gardens) will they enter, therein will 
they be adorned with bracelets of gold 
and pearls, and their garments therein 
will be of silk. 
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Sūrat Fatir 


And they will say: “All praise and 
thanks are Allāh’s Who has removed 
from us (all) grief. Verily, our Lord 
is indeed Oft-Forgiving, Most Ready 
to appreciate (good deeds and to 
recompense). 


Who, out of His Grace, has lodged us 
in a home that will last forever, where 
toil will touch us not, nor weariness 
will touch us.” 


But those who disbelieve (in 

the Oneness of Allāh — Islāmic 
Monotheism), for them will be the 
Fire of Hell. Neither will it have 

a complete killing effect on them so 
that they die, nor shall its torment 
be lightened for them. Thus do We 
requite every disbeliever! 


Therein they will cry: “Our Lord! 
Bring us out, we shall do righteous 
good deeds, not (the evil deeds) that 
we used to do.” (Allāh will reply): 
“Did We not give you lives long 
enough, so that whosoever would 
receive admonition could receive 
it? And the warner came to you. So 
taste you (the evil of your deeds). 
For the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers) there is no helper." 


Verily, Allah is All-Knower of the 
Unseen of the heavens and the earth. 
Verily, He is All-Knower of that is in 
the breasts. 


He it is Who has made you successors 
generations after generations in the 
earth, so, whosoever disbelieves (in 
Islamic Monotheism), on him will be 
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his disbelief. And the disbelief of the 
disbelievers adds nothing but hatred 
of their Lord. And the disbelief of the 
disbelievers adds nothing but loss. 


Say (O Muhammad isa): “Tell 
me (or inform me) (what) you think 
about your (so-called) partner-gods to 
whom you call upon besides Allah? 
Show me, what they have created 

of the earth. Or have they any share 
in the heavens? Or have We given 
them a Book, so that they act on clear 
proof therefrom? Nay, the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers) 
promise one another nothing but 
delusions.” 


Verily, Allah grasps the heavens 

and the earth lest they should move 
away from their places, and if they 
were to move away from their places, 
there is not one that could grasp them 
after Him. Truly, He is Ever Most 
Forbearing, Oft-Forgiving™. 


And they swore by Allah their most 
binding oaths that if a warner came 

to them, they would be more guided 
than any of the nations (before them); 
yet when a warner (Muhammad 
izafe) came to them, it increased 
in them nothing but flight (from the 
truth).

(V.35:41) Narrated Abū Hurairah zis: I heard Allah’s Messenger Jsa saying, 
“(On the Day of Resurrection) Allah will grasp the whole planet of earth (by His 
Hand), and roll all the heavens up with His Right Hand, and then He will say, ‘I am the 
King; where are the kings of the earth?” (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, Hadith No.336). 
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(They took to flight because of 

their) arrogance in the land and their 
plotting of evil. But the evil plot 
encompasses only him who makes 

it. Then, can they expect anything 
(else) but the Sunnah (way of dealing) 
of the peoples of old? So no change 
will you find in Allah’s Sunnah (way 
of dealing), and no turning off will 
you find in Allah’s Sunnah (way of 
dealing). 


Have they not travelled in the 

land, and seen what was the end of 
those before them — though they 
were superior to them in power? 
Allah is not such that anything in 
the heavens or in the earth escapes 
Him. Verily, He is All-Knowing, 
All-Omnipotent. 


And if Allah were to punish men for 
that which they earned, He would not 
leave a moving (living) creature on 
the surface of the earth; but He gives 
them respite to an appointed term: and 
when their term comes, then verily, 
Allah is Ever All-Seer of His slaves. 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Ya-Sin. [These letters are one of 

the miracles of the Qur'an, and 

none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings]. 

By the Qur'an, full of wisdom (i.e. 
full of laws, evidences, and proofs), 
Truly, you (O Muhammad ici) 
are one of the Messengers, 


On a Straight Path (1.e. on Allah's 
religion of Islamic Monotheism). 


(This is a Revelation) sent down by 
the All-Mighty, the Most Merciful, 


In order that you may warn a people 
whose forefathers were not warned, so 
they are heedless. 


Indeed, the Word (of punishment) has 
proved true against most of them, so 
they will not believe. 


Verily, We have put on their necks 
iron collars reaching to the chins, so 
that their heads are raised up. 


And We have put a barrier before 
them, and a barrier behind them, and 
We have covered them up, so that 
they cannot see. 
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It is the same to them whether you 
warn them or you warn them not, they 
will not believe. 


You can only warn him who follows 
the Reminder (the Qur'an), and fears 
the Most Gracious (Allah) unseen. 
Bear you to such one the glad tidings 
of forgiveness, and a generous reward 
(i.e. Paradise). 


Verily, We give life to the dead, 

and We record that which they send 
before (them), and their traces? and 
all things We have recorded with 
numbers (as a record) in a Clear Book. 


And put forward to them a similitude: 
the (story of the) dwellers of the 

town, [it is said that the town was 
Antioch (Antakiya)], when there came 
Messengers to them. 


When We sent to them two 
Messengers, they denied them both; 
so We reinforced them with a third, 
and they said: “Verily, we have been 
sent to you as Messengers.” 


They (people of the town) said: “You 
are only human beings like ourselves, 
and the Most Gracious (Allah) has 
revealed nothing. You are only telling 
lies.” 


The Messengers said: “Our Lord 
knows that we have been sent as 
Messengers to you, 


(V.36:12) Traces [their footsteps and walking on the earth with their legs to the 
mosques for the five compulsory congregational prayers, Jihad (holy fighting in 
Allah’s Cause) and all other good and evil they did, and that which they leave 


behind].

“And our duty is only to convey 
plainly (the Message).” 


They (people) said: “For us, we see 
an evil omen from you: if you cease 
not, we will surely stone you, and 

a painful torment will touch you 
from us.” 


They (Messengers) said: “Your 
evil omens be with you! (Do you 
call it “evil omen”) because you 
are admonished? Nay, but you are 
a people Musrifūn (transgressing 
all bounds by committing all kinds 
of great sins, and by disobeying 
Allāh). 


And there came a man running from 
the farthest part of the town. He said: 
“O my people! Obey the Messengers. 


“Obey those who ask no wages of you 
(for themselves), and who are rightly 
guided. 


“And why should I not worship 
Him (Allāh Alone) Who has created 
me and to Whom you shall be 
returned. 


“Shall I take besides Him 7 
(gods)? If the Most Gracious 
(Allah) intends me any harm, their 
intercession will be of no use for me 
whatsoever, nor can they save me? 


“Then verily, I should be in plain 
error. 


“Verily, I have believed in your Lord,

And a sign for them is the night. We 
withdraw therefrom the day, and 
behold, they are in darkness. 


And the sun runs on its fixed course 
for a term (appointed). That is

And never came an Ayah from among 
the Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) of their Lord 
to them, but they did turn away from 
it. 


And when it is said to them: “Spend 
of that with which Allah has provided 
you,” those who disbelieve say to 
those who believe: “Shall we feed 
those whom, if Allah had willed, He 
(Himself) would have fed? You are 
only in a plain error.” 


And they say: “When will this 
promise (i.e. Resurrection) be 
fulfilled, if you are truthful?”

They will have therein fruits (of all 
kinds) and all that they ask for.

And if it had been Our Will, We 
would surely have wiped out (blinded) 
their eyes, so that they would struggle 
for the Path, how then would they 
see?

And We have not taught him 
(Muhammad irae) poetry, nor 
is it suitable for him. This is only 

a Reminder and a plain Qur’an. 


That he or it (Muhammad ics fiie 
or the Qur’an) may give warning to 
him who is living (healthy minded 
— the believer), and that Word 
(charge) may be justified against the 
disbelievers (dead, as they reject the 
warnings). 


Do they not see that We have created 
for them, of what Our Hands have 
created, the cattle, so that they are 
their owners? 


And We have subdued them to them 
so that some of them they have for 
riding and some they eat. 


And they have (other) benefits from 
them, and they get (milk) to drink. 
Will they not then be grateful? 


And they have taken besides Allah 
alihah (gods), hoping that they might 
be helped (by those so-called gods).

puffed themselves up with pride® (i.e. 
denied it). 


And (they) said: *Are we going to 
abandon our alihah (gods) for the 
sake of a mad poet?"

Then, on the top of that, they will be 
given boiling water to drink, so that it 
becomes a mixture (of boiling water 
and Zaqqum in their bellies). 


Then, thereafter, verily, their return is 
to the flaming fire of Hell. 


Verily, they found their fathers on the 
wrong path; 


So, they (too) hastened in their 
footsteps!

Verily, he [Nah (Noah)] was one of 
Our believing slaves.

(disbelievers and polytheists). 


And, verily, among those who followed 
his [Nüh's (Noah)] way (Islamic 
Monotheism) was Ibrahim (Abraham). 


When he came to his Lord with a pure 
heart [attached to Allah Alone and 
none else, worshipping none but Allah 
Alone — true Islamic Monotheism, 
pure from the filth of polytheism].

When he ran to the laden ship: 


Then he (agreed to) cast lots, and he 
was among the losers. 


Then a (big) fish swallowed him as 
he had done an act worthy of blame. 


Had he not been of them who glorify 
Allah, 


He would have indeed remained 
inside its belly (the fish) till the Day 
of Resurrection. 


But, We cast him forth on the naked 
shore while he was sick, 


And We caused a gourd plant to grow 
over him. 


And We sent him to a hundred 
thousand (people) or even more. 


And they believed; so, We gave them 
enjoyment for a while. 


Now ask them (O Muhammad 
Asset): “Are there (only) 
daughters for your Lord and sons for 
them?” 


Or did We create the angels female 
while they were witnesses? 


Verily, it is of their falsehood that 
they (Quraish pagans) say: 


“Allah has begotten (offspring— 
the angels being the daughters of 
Allah)?” And, verily, they are liars! 


Has He (then) chosen daughters 
rather than sons? 
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What is the matter with you? How do 
you decide? 


Will you not then remember? 
Or is there for you a plain authority? 


Then bring your Book if you are 
truthful! 


And they have invented a kinship 
between Him and the jinn, but the 
jinn know well that they have indeed 
to appear (before Him) (i.e. they will 
be called to account). 


Glorified is Allāh! (He is free) from 
what they attribute to Him! 


. Except the slaves of Allah, whom 


He chooses (for His Mercy i.e. true 
believers of Islamic Monotheism who 
do not attribute false things to Allah). 


So, verily you (pagans) and those 
whom you worship (idols) 


Cannot lead astray [turn away from 
Him (Allah) anyone of the believers], 


Except those who are predestined to 
burn in Hell! 


And there is not one of us (angels) 
but has his known place (or position); 


And verily, we (angels), we stand in 
rows (for the prayers as you Muslims 
stand in rows for your prayers); 


And verily, we (angels), indeed are 
those who glorify (Allah’s Praises i.e. 
perform prayers). 
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And indeed they (Arab pagans) used 
to say: 


“If we had a reminder as had the 
men of old (before the coming of 
Prophet Muhammad gael as 
a Messenger of Allah), 


“We would have indeed been the 
chosen slaves of Allah (true believers 
of Islamic Monotheism)!” 


But (now that the Qur’an has come) 
they disbelieve therein (i.e. in the 
Qur’an and in Prophet Muhammad 
izafi, and all that he brought, — 
the Divine Revelation), so they will 
come to know!" 


And verily, Our Word has gone forth 
of old for Our slaves, the Messengers, 


That they verily would be made 
triumphant, 


And that Our hosts! they verily would 
be the victors. 


So, turn away (O Muhammad 
Acsi) from them for a while, 


And watch them and they shall see 
(the punishment)! 


Do they seek to hasten on Our 
Torment? 


Then, when it descends in their 
courtyard (1.e. near to them), evil will 
be the morning for those who had 
been warned!

Sad. [These letters (Sad, etc.) are one 
of the miracles of the Qur’an, and 
none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings].

Nay, those who disbelieve are in false 
pride and opposition. 


How many a generation have We 
destroyed before them! And they cried 
out when there was no longer time for 
escape. 


And they (Arab pagans) wonder 

that a warner (Prophet Muhammad 
icai) has come to them 

from among themselves. And the 
disbelievers say: “This (Prophet 
Muhammad irae) is a sorcerer, 
a liar. 


“Has he made the a/ihah (gods) (all) 
into One [lah (God — Allah). Verily, 
this is acurious thing!” 


And the leaders among them went 
about (saying): “Go on, and remain 
constant to your Glihah (gods)! Verily, 
this is a thing designed (against you)! 
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“We have not heard (the like) of this 
in the religion of these later days (i.e. 
Christianity). This is nothing but an 
invention!

“Has the Reminder been sent down 

to him (alone) from among us?” 

Nay, but they are in doubt about My 
Reminder (this Qur'an)! Nay, but they 
have not tasted (My) Torment! 


Or have they the treasures of the 
Mercy of your Lord, the All-Mighty, 
the Real Bestower? 


Or is it that the dominion of the 
heavens and the earth and all that is 
between them is theirs? If so, let them 
ascend up with means (to the heavens)! 


(As they denied Allah’s Message) 
they will be a defeated host like the 
Confederates of the old times (who 
were defeated). 


Before them (were many who) 
denied (Messengers) — the people 
of Nüh (Noah); and ‘Ad; and Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) the man of stakes (with 
which he used to punish the people), 


And Thamüd, and the people of Lit 
(Lot), and the Dwellers of the Wood: 
such were the Confederates. 


Not one of them but denied the 
Messengers; therefore My Torment 
was justified, 


And these only wait for a single 
Saihah [shout (i.e. the blowing of the 
Trumpet by the angel Israfil)] there 
will be no pause or ending thereto [till 
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everything will perish except Allāh 
(the only God full of Majesty, Bounty 
and Honour)]. 


They say: “Our Lord! Hasten to us 
our Record of good and bad deeds (so 
that we may see it) before the Day of 
Reckoning!” 


Be patient (O Muhammad ics.) 
of what they say, and remember 

Our slave Dawid (David), endued 
with power. Verily, he was ever 
oft-returning in all matters and in 
repentance (towards Allah). 


Verily, We made the mountains 
glorify Our Praises with him [Dawid 
(David)] at the beginning and the end 
of the day. 


And (so did) the birds assembled: all 
obedient to him [Dawid (David)] [i.e. 
they came and glorified Allah’s Praises 
along with him]. (Tafsir Al-Ourtubi). 


We made his kingdom strong and 
gave him A/-Hikmah (Prophethood) 
and sound judgement in speech and 
decision. 


And has the news of the litigants 
reached you? When they climbed over 
the wall into (his) Mihrab (a praying 
place or a private room); 


When they entered in upon Dawid 
(David), he was terrified of them. They 
said: “Fear not! (We are) two litigants, 
one of whom has wronged the other, 
therefore judge between us with truth, 
and treat us not with injustice, and 
guide us to the Right Way. 
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Verily, this my brother (in religion) 
has ninety-nine ewes, while I have 
(only) one ewe, and he says: “Hand it 
over to me, and he overpowered me in 
speech.” 


[Dawid (David)] said (immediately 
without listening to the opponent): 
“He has wronged you in demanding 
your ewe in addition to his ewes. And, 
verily, many partners oppress one 
another, except those who believe and 
do righteous good deeds, and they are 
few." And Dawid (David) guessed 
that We have tried him and he sought 
Forgiveness of his Lord, and he fell 
down prostrate and turned (to Allah) 
In repentance. 


So, We forgave him that, and 
verily, for him is near access to Us, 
and a good place of (final) return 
(Paradise). 


O Dawid (David)! Verily, We have 
placed you as a successor on the 
earth; so judge you between men in 
truth (and justice) and follow not 
your desire — for it will mislead 
you from the Path of Allah. Verily, 
those who wander astray from the 
Path of Allah (shall) have a severe 
torment, because they forgot the Day 
of Reckoning. 


And We created not the heaven and 
the earth and all that is between 

them without purpose! That is the 
consideration of those who disbelieve! 
Then woe to those who disbelieve (in 
Islamic Monotheism) from the Fire! 
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Shall We treat those who believe

(This is) a Book (the Qur'an) which 
We have sent down to you, full of 
blessings, that they may ponder 
over its Verses, and that men of 
understanding may remember. 


And to Dawüd (David) We gave 
Sulaiman (Solomon). How excellent 
a slave! Verily, he was ever 
oft-returning in repentance (to Us)! 


When there were displayed before 
him, in the afternoon, well trained 
horses of the highest breed [for Jihad 
(holy fighting in Allah's Cause)]. 


He said: *I did love the good (these 
horses) instead of remembering my 
Lord (in my “Asr prayer)" till the time 
was over, and (the sun) had hidden in 
the veil (of night).

of the camels, two, male and female). 
He creates you in the wombs of your 
mothers: creation after creation in 
three veils of darkness. Such is Allah 
your Lord. His is the kingdom. La 
ilaha illa Huwa (none has the right to 
be worshipped but He). How then are 
you turned away? 


If you disbelieve, then verily, Allah 
is not in need of you; He likes not 
disbelief for His slaves. And if you 
are grateful (by being believers), 

He is pleased therewith for you. 

No bearer of burdens shall bear the 
burden of another. Then to your Lord 
is your return, and He will inform 
you what you used to do. Verily, He 
is All-Knower of that which is in 
(men’s) breasts. 


And when some hurt touches man, 
he cries to his Lord (Allah Alone), 
turning to Him in repentance.

It is only men of understanding who 
will remember (i.e. get a lesson from 
Allah’s Signs and Verses).

“O My slaves who believe (in 

the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism)! Be afraid of your Lord 
(Allah) and keep your duty to Him. 
Good is (the reward) for those who do 
good in this world, and Allah’s earth 
is spacious (so if you cannot worship 
Allah at a place, then go to another)!

Statement, a Book (this Qur’an), 

its parts resembling each other (in 
goodness and truth) (and) oft-repeated. 
The skins of those who fear their Lord 
shiver from it (when they recite it or 
hear it). Then their skin and their heart 
soften to the remembrance of Allah. 
That is the guidance of Allah. He 
Guides therewith whom He wills; and 
whomever Allah sends astray, for him 
there is no guide. 


Is he then, who will confront with his 
face the awful torment on the Day 

of Resurrection (as he who enters 
peacefully in Paradise)? And it will be 
said to the Zalimün (polytheists and 
wrong-doers): “Taste what you used 
to earn!” 

Those before them denied, and so the 
torment came on them from directions 
they perceived not. 


So, Allah made them to taste the 
disgrace in the present life, but greater 
is the torment of the Hereafter if they 
only knew! 


And indeed We have put forth for 
men, in this Qur’an every kind of 
similitude in order that they may 
remember. 


An Arabic Qur’an, without any 
crookedness (therein) in order that 
they may avoid all evil which Allah 
has ordered them to avoid, fear Him 
and keep their duty to Him. 
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29. Allāh puts forth a similitude: a (slave) 


man belonging to many partners (like 
those who worship others along with 
Allah) disputing with one another, 
and a (slave) man belonging entirely 
to one master (like those who worship 
Allah Alone). Are those two equal in 
comparison? All praise and thanks are 
Allah's! But most of them know not. 
Verily, you (O Muhammad isi) 
will die, and verily they (too) will die. 
Then, on the Day of Resurrection, 
you will be disputing before your 
Lord. 


Then, who does more wrong than 

one who utters a lie against Allah,” 
and denies the truth [this Qur’an, the 
Prophet (Muhammad saete) and 
the Islamic Monotheism] when it 
comes to him! Is there not in Hell an 
abode for the disbelievers? 

And he (Muhammad ici) who 
has brought the truth (this Qur'an and 
Islamic Monotheism) and (those who) 
believed therein (1.e. the true believers 
of Islamic Monotheism), those are 
Al-Muttaqün (the pious)”. 

They shall have all that they will 
desire with their Lord. That is the 
reward of the Muhsiniin (good-doers)?". 


So that Allah may expiate from them 
the evil of what they did and give 
them the reward, according to the best 
of what they used to do™.

And whomsoever Allah guides, for 
him there will be no misleader. Is 
not Allah All-Mighty, Possessor of 
Retribution? 


And verily, if you ask them: “Who 
created the heavens and the earth?” 
Surely they will say: “Allah (has 
created them).” Say: “Tell me then, 
the things that you invoke besides 
Allah — if Allah intended some 
harm for me, could they remove His 
harm? Or if He (Allah) intended some 
mercy for me, could they withhold 
His Mercy?” Say: “Sufficient for me 
is Allah; in Him those who trust (i.e. 
believers) must put their trust". 


Say: (O Muhammad iz; i) 
*O My people! Work according to 
your way, 1 am working (according 
to my way). Then you will come to 
know 


“To whom comes a disgracing 
torment, and on whom descends an 
everlasting torment." 


Verily, We have sent down to you 

(O Muhammad iz;«iz)the Book 
(this Qur'an) for mankind in truth. So 
whosoever accepts the guidance, it is 
only for his ownself, and whosoever 
goes astray, he goes astray only for his

Asics») are not a Wakil (trustee or 
disposer of affairs, or guardian) over 
them, 


It is Allah Who takes away the souls 
at the time of their death, and those 
that die not during their sleep. He 
keeps those (souls) for which He has 
ordained death and sends the rest for 
a term appointed. Verily, in this are 
signs for a people who think deeply. 


Have they taken (others) as 
intercessors besides Allah? Say: 
"Even if they have power over 
nothing whatever and have no 
intelligence?" 


Say: “To Allah belongs all 
intercession. His is the Sovereignty 
of the heavens and the earth. Then to 
Him you shall be brought back." 


And when Allah Alone is 
mentioned, the hearts of those who 
believe not in the Hereafter are filled 
with disgust (from the Oneness 

of Allah) and when those (whom 
they obey or worship) besides Him 
[like all false deities other than 
Allah, — it may be a Messenger, an 
angel, a pious man, a inni, or any 
other creature even idols, graves 

of religious people, saints, priests, 
monks and others.] are mentioned, 
behold, they rejoice!

“And turn in repentance and in 
obedience with true Faith (Islamic 
Monotheism) to your Lord and submit 
to Him (in Islam) before the torment 
comes upon you, (and) then you will 
not be helped. 


“And follow the best of that which 
Is sent down to you from your Lord 
(i.e. this Qur'an, do what it orders 
you to do and keep away from what 
it forbids), before the torment comes 
on you suddenly while you perceive

And indeed it has been revealed to

Nay! But worship Allah (Alone and 
none else), and be among the grateful.

Glorified is He, and High 
is He above all that they associate as 
partners with Him!

Salamun 'Alaikum (peace be upon 
you)! You have done well, so enter 
here to abide therein forever". 


And they will say: “All praise and 
thanks are Allah's Who has fulfilled His 
Promise to us and has made us inherit

where we will; how excellent a reward 
for the (pious, good) workers!" 


And you will see the angels surrounding 
the Throne (of Allah) from all round, 
glorifying the praises of their Lord

You comprehend 
all things in mercy and knowledge, so 
forgive those who repent and follow 
Your Way, and save them from the 
torment of the blazing Fire! 


“Our Lord! And make them enter the 
‘Adn (Eden) Paradise (everlasting 
Gardens) which You have promised 
them — and the righteous among 
their fathers, their wives, and their 
offspring! Verily, You are the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 


“And save them from (the punishment 
for what they did of) the sins, and 
whomsoever You save from (the 
punishment for what he did of) the 
sins (i.e. pardon him) that Day, him 
verily, You have taken into mercy.” 
And that is the supreme success. 


Those who disbelieve will be 
addressed (at the time of entering the 
Fire): “Allah’s aversion was greater

were called to the Faith but you used 
to refuse.” 


They will say: “Our Lord! You have 
made us to die twice (i.e. we were 
dead in the loins of our fathers and 
dead after our life in this world), and 
You have given us life twice (i.e. life 
when we were born and life when we 
are Resurrected)! Now we confess our 
sins, then is there any way to get out 
(of the Fire)?” (Tafsir Al-Ourtubi) 


(It will be said): “This is because, 
when Allah Alone was invoked (in 
worship) you disbelieved (denied), 
but when partners were joined to Him, 
you believed! So the judgement is 
only with Allah, the Most High, the 
Most Great!" 


It is He Who shows you His Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) and sends down 
(rain with which grows) provision for 
you from the sky. And none remem- 
bers but those who turn (to Allah 

In obedience and) in repentance 

(by begging His Pardon and by 
worshipping and obeying Him Alone 
and none else). 


So, call you (O Muhammad iz; ie 
and the believers) upon (or invoke) 
Allah making (your) worship pure for 


(V.40:12) Narrated ‘Abdullah zzii: “The Prophet sań said one statement 
and I said another. The Prophet 15:4 Xt said: ‘Whoever dies while still invoking 
anything other than Allah as a rival to Allah, will enter Hell (Fire)." And I said, 


و55 


‘Whoever dies without invoking anything as a rival to Allah, will enter Paradise. 


(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 6, Hadith No. 24). 
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Him (Alone) (by worshipping none 
but Him and by doing religious deeds 
sincerely for Allah’s sake only and 
not to show off and not to set up rivals 
with Him in worship), however much 
the disbelievers (in the Oneness of 
Allah) may hate (it). 


(He is Allah) Owner of High Ranks and 
Degrees, the Owner of the Throne. He 
sends the revelation by His Command 
to any of His slaves He wills, that he 
(the person who receives revelation) 
may warn (men) of the Day of Mutual 
Meeting (i.e. the Day of Resurrection). 


The Day when they will (all) come 
out, nothing of them will be hidden 
from Allah. Whose is the kingdom 
this Day? (Allah Himself will reply to 
His Question): It is Allah’s, the One, 
the Irresistible! 


This Day shall every person be 
recompensed for what he earned. 
This Day no injustice (shall be done 
to anybody). Truly, Allah is Swift in 
reckoning. 


And warn them (O Muhammad 
iafe) of the Day that is drawing 
near (i.e. the Day of Resurrection), 
when the hearts will be choking the 
throats, and they can neither return 
them (hearts) to their chests nor can 
they throw them out. There will be 

no friend, nor an intercessor for the 
Zalimün (polytheists and wrong-doers), 
who could be given heed to. 


Allah knows the fraud of the eyes, and 
all that the breasts conceal. 
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And Allah judges with truth, while 
those to whom they invoke besides 
Him, cannot judge anything. 
Certainly, Allah! He is the All-Hearer, 
the All-Seer. 


Have they not travelled in the land 
and seen what was the end of those 
who were before them? They were 
superior to them in strength, and in 
the traces (which they left) in the 
land. But Allah seized them with 
punishment for their sins. And none 
had they to protect them from Allah. 


That was because there came to 

them their Messengers with clear 
evidences (proofs and signs) but they 
disbelieved (in them). So Allah seized 
them (with punishment). Verily, He is 
All-Strong, Severe in punishment. 


And indeed We sent Misa (Moses) 
with Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.), and a manifest authority, 


To Fir‘aun (Pharaoh), Haman and 
Qarün (Korah), but they called (him): 
“A sorcerer, a liar!” 


Then, when he brought them the 
Truth from Us, they said: “Kill the 
sons of those who believe with him 
and let their women live"; but the 
plots of disbelievers are nothing but 
in vain! 


Fir'aun (Pharaoh) said: *Leave me to 
kill Misa (Moses), and let him call his 
Lord (to stop me from killing him)! I 
fear that he may change your religion, 
or that he may cause mischief to 
appear in the land!" 
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Misa (Moses) said: “Verily, I seek 
refuge in my Lord and your Lord from 
every arrogant person who believes 
not in the Day of Reckoning!” 


And a believing man of Fir‘aun’s 
(Pharaoh) family, who hid his faith said: 
“Would you kill a man because he says: 
My Lord is Allah, and he has come 

to you with clear signs (proofs) from 
your Lord? And if he is a liar, upon 

him will be (the sin of) his lie; but if 

he is telling the truth, then some of that 
(calamity) wherewith he threatens you 
will befall on you.” Verily, Allah guides 
not one who is a Musrif (a polytheist, 

or a murderer who shed blood without 
aright, or those who commit great sins, 
oppressor, transgressor), a liar! 


“O my people! Yours is the kingdom 
today, you being dominant in the land. 
But who will save us from the Torment 
of Allah, should it befall us?” Fir‘aun 
(Pharaoh) said: “I show you only that 
which I see (correct), and I guide you 


p 


only to the path of right policy! 


And he who believed said: *O my 
people! Verily, I fear for you a fate 
like that day (of disaster) of the 
Confederates (of old)! 


“Like the fate of the people of Nah 
(Noah), and ‘Ad, and Thamiid and 
those who came after them. And Allah 
wills no injustice for (His) slaves. 


“And, O my people! Verily, I fear 

for you the Day when there will be 
mutual calling (between the people of 
Hell and of Paradise).” 
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A Day when you will turn your backs 
and flee having no protector from 
Allah. And whomsoever Allah sends 
astray, for him there is no guide. 


And indeed Yusuf (Joseph) did 

come to you, in times gone by, with 
clear signs, but you ceased not to 
doubt in that which he did bring to 
you: till when he died you said: “No 
Messenger will Allah send after him.” 
Thus Allah leaves astray him who is 

a Musrif (a polytheist, an oppressor, 

a criminal, asinner who commits great 
sins) and Murtab (one who doubts 
Allah's Warning and His Oneness). 


Those who dispute about the Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) of Allah, 
without any authority that has come to 
them, it is greatly hateful and disgusting 
to Allah and to those who believe. Thus 
does Allah seal up the heart of every 
arrogant, tyrant. (So they cannot guide 
themselves to the Right Path). 


And Fir'aun (Pharaoh) said: 
“O Haman! Build me a tower that I 
may arrive at the ways — 


“The ways of the heavens, and I may 
look upon the [lah (God) of Müsa 
(Moses): But verily, I think him to be 
a liar." Thus it was made fair-seeming, 
in Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) eyes, the evil 
of his deeds, and he was hindered 
from the (Right) Path; and the plot of 
Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) led to nothing but 
loss and destruction (for him). 
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Surat Ghafir 


And the man who believed said: 

“O my people! Follow me, I will 
guide you to the way of right conduct 
[i.e. guide you to Allah's religion of 
Islamic Monotheism with which Misa 
(Moses) has been sent]. 


*O my people! Truly, this life of the 
world is nothing but a (quick passing) 
enjoyment, and verily, the Hereafter 
that is the home that will remain 
forever." 


“Whosoever does an evil deed, will 
not be requited except the like thereof; 
and whosoever does a righteous deed, 
whether male or female and is a true 
believer (in the Oneness of Allah), 
such will enter Paradise, where they 
will be provided therein (with all 
things in abundance) without limit. 


“And 0 my people! How is it that I 
call you to salvation while you call me 
to the Fire! 


*Y ou invite me to disbelieve in 
Allah (and in His Oneness), and to 
join partners in worship with Him 
of which I have no knowledge; and 
I invite you to the All-Mighty, the 
Oft-Forgiving! 


“No doubt you call me to (worship) one 
who cannot grant (me) my request (or 
respond to my invocation) in this world 
or in the Hereafter. And our return 

will be to Allah, and A/-Musrifün (i.e. 
polytheists and arrogants, those who 
commit great sins, the transgressors 

of Allah's set limits): they shall be the 
dwellers of the Fire! 
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Allah. Verily, Allah is the All-Seer of 
(His) slaves.” 


So Allah saved him from the evils that 
they plotted (against him), while an 
evil torment encompassed Fir‘aun’s 
(Pharaoh) people. 


The Fire, they are exposed to it, 
morning and afternoon. And on 

the Day when the Hour will be 
established (it will be said to the 
angels): “Cause Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) 
people to enter the severest torment!” 


And, when they will dispute in the 
Fire, the weak will say to those who 
were arrogant: “Verily, we followed 
you: can you then take from us some 
portion of the Fire?” 


Those who were arrogant will say: 
“We are all (together) in this (Fire)! 
Verily, Allah has judged between 
(His) slaves!” 


And those in the Fire will say to the 
keepers (angels) of Hell: “Call upon 
your Lord to lighten for us the torment 
for a day!” 


They will say: “Did there not 

come to you, your Messengers with

So seek refuge 
in Allah (O Muhammad Åsa 
from the arrogant). Verily, it is He 
Who is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer. 


The creation of the heavens and 
the earth is indeed greater than the 
creation of mankind; yet, most of 
mankind know not. 


And not equal are the blind and those 
who see; nor are (equal) those who 
believe (in the Oneness of Allah 

— Islamic Monotheism), and do 
righteous good deeds, and those who 
do evil. Little do you remember! 


Verily, the Hour (Day of Judgement) 
is surely coming, there is no doubt 
about it, yet, most men believe not.

Allah, it is He Who has made for you 
the earth as a dwelling place and the sky 
as acanopy, and has given you shape 
and made your shapes good (looking) 
and has provided you with good things. 
That is Allah, your Lord: so Blessed 

is Allah, the Lord of the "4Jamin 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists). 


He is the Ever Living, La ilaha 

illà Huwa (none has the right to be 
worshipped but He); so invoke Him 
making your worship pure for Him 
Alone (by worshipping Him Alone, 
and none else, and by doing righteous 
deeds sincerely for Allah's sake only, 
and not to show off, and not setting 
up rivals with Him in worship). AII 
praise and thanks are Allah's, the 
Lord of the ‘Alamin (mankind, jinn 
and all that exists). 


Say (O Muhammad gases): 

“T have been forbidden to worship 
those whom you worship besides 
Allah, since there have come to me 
evidences from my Lord; and I am 
commanded to submit (in Islam) to 
the Lord of the "4Jamin (mankind, 
jinn and all that exists). 
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It is He, Who has created you (Adam) 
from dust, then from a Nutfah

In the boiling water, then they will be 
burned in the Fire". 


Then it will be said to them: “Where 
are (all) those whom you used to join 
in worship as partners? 


"Besides Allah"? They will say: 
“They have vanished from us: Nay, 
we did not invoke (worship) anything 
before." Thus Allah leads astray the 
disbelievers?. 


That was because you had been 
exulting in the earth without any right 
(by worshipping others instead of 
Allah and by committing crimes), and 
that you used to rejoice extremely (in 
your error). 


Enter the gates of Hell to abide therein 
forever: and (indeed) what an evil 
abode of the arrogant! 


So be patient (O Muhammad 
isafi); verily, the Promise of 
Allah is true and whether We show 
you (O Muhammad saci in this 
world) some part of what We have 
promised them, or We cause you to 
die then still it is to Us they all shall 
be returned. 


And, indeed We have sent 
Messengers before you 

(O Muhammad sais): of some 
of them We have related to you

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their story”. And of some We have 
not related to you their story, and 

it was not given to any Messenger 
that he should bring a sign except 
by the Leave of Allah. But, when 
comes the Commandment (i.e. the 
torment) of Allah, the matter will be 
decided with truth, and the followers 
of falsehood will then lose (every 
thing). 


Allah, it is He Who has made cattle 
for you, that you may ride on some of 
them, and of some you eat. 


And you have (many other) benefits 
from them, and that you may reach 
by their means a desire that is in your 
breasts (i.e. carry your goods, loads, 
etc.), and on them and on ships you 
are carried. 


And He shows you His Aydt (signs 
and proofs) (of His Oneness in all the 
above-mentioned things). Which, then 
of the Aydt (signs and proofs) of Allah 
do you deny? 


Have they not travelled through the 
earth and seen what was the end of 
those before them? They were more 
in number than them and mightier 
in strength, and in the traces (they 
have left behind them) in the land; 
yet all that they used to earn availed 
them not. 


(V.40:78) There are many Prophets and Messengers of Allah. About twenty-five 
of them are mentioned in the Qur’an; out of these twenty-five, only five are of 


strong will, namely: Muhammad saci, Nuh (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), 
Miisa (Moses), and ‘Isa (Jesus) — son of Maryam (Mary) gis. 
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Then, when their Messengers came 
to them with clear proofs, they were 
glad (and proud) with that which they 
had of the knowledge (of worldly 
things). And that at which they used 
to mock, surrounded them (i.e. the 
punishment). 


So, when they saw Our punishment, 
they said: “We believe in Allah 
Alone and reject (all) that we used to 
associate with Him as (His) partners. 


Then their Faith (in Islamic 
Monotheism) could not avail them 
when they saw Our punishment. 
(Like) this has been the way of Allah 
in dealing with His slaves. And there 
the disbelievers lost utterly (when Our 
Torment covered them). 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Ha-Mim. [These letters are one 

of the miracles of the Qur’an, and 
none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings]. 


A revelation from (Allah), the Most 
Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


A Book whereof the Verses are 
explained in detail — a Qur'àn in 
Arabic for a people who know. 


Giving glad tidings [of Paradise to 
the one who believes in the Oneness 
of Allah (1.e. Islamic Monotheism) 
and fears Allah much (abstains from 
all kinds of sins and evil deeds) 

and loves Allah much (performing 
all kinds of good deeds which He 
has ordained)], and warning (of 
punishment in the Hell-fire to the one 
who disbelieves in the Oneness of 
Allah), but most of them turn away, 
so they hear not. 


And they say: “Our hearts are under 
coverings (screened) from that to 
which you invite us; and in our ears is 
deafness, and between us and you is 

a screen: so work you (on your way); 
verily, we are working (on our way)." 
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Say (O Muhammad ize): “I 

am only a human being like you. It is 
revealed to me that your //ah (God) 5 
One //ah (God — Allah), therefore take 
Straight Path to Him (with true Faith — 
Islamic Monotheism) and obedience to 
Him, and seek forgiveness of Him. And 
woe to Al-Mushrikun (the polytheists, 
idolaters, disbelievers in the Oneness of 
Allah). 


Those who give not the Zakat and 
they are disbelievers in the Hereafter. 


Truly, those who believe (in the 

Oneness of Allah, and in His Messenger 
Muhammad rsa — Islamic 
Monotheism) and do righteous good 
deeds, for them will be an endless reward 
that will never stop (1.e. Paradise). 


Say (O Muhammad saj): “Do 
you verily disbelieve in Him Who 
created the earth in two Days? And 
you set up rivals (in worship) with 
Him? That is the Lord of the ‘Alamin 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists). 


He placed therein (i.e. the earth) firm 
mountains from above it, and He 
blessed it, and measured therein its 
sustenance (for its dwellers) in four 
Days equal (i.e. all these four days 
were equal in the length of time) for 
all those who ask (about its creation). 


Then He rose over (/stawd@) towards 
the heaven when it was smoke, and 
said to it and to the earth: “Come both 
of you willingly or unwillingly.” They 
both said: “We come willingly.” 
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Then He completed and finished their 
creation (as) seven heavens in two Days 
and He made in each heaven its affair. 
And We adorned the nearest (lowest) 
heaven with lamps (stars)? to be an 
adornment as well as to guard (from the 
devils by using them as missiles against 
the devils). Such is the Decree of the 
All-Mighty, the All-Knower. 


But, if they turn away, then say 

(O Muhammad iz;«ie i2): “I have 
warned you of a Sa 'iqah (a destructive 
awful cry, torment, hit, a thunderbolt) 
like the Sa ‘igah which overtook ‘Ad 
and Thamüd (people).” 


When the Messengers came to them, 
from before them and behind them 
(saying): “Worship none but Allah”, 
they said: “If our Lord had so willed, 
He would surely have sent down 
angels. So indeed we disbelieve in 
that with which you have been sent.” 


As for ‘Ad, they were arrogant in 

the land without right, and they said: 
“Who is mightier than us in strength?” 
See they not that Allah Who created 
them was mightier in strength than 
them. And they used to deny Our 
Ayát (proofs, evidences, lessons, 
revelations, etc.)! 


So, We sent upon them a furious 

wind in days of evil omen (for them) 
that We might give them a taste of 
disgracing torment in this present 
worldly life. But surely the torment of

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the Hereafter will be more disgracing, 
and they will never be helped. 


And as for Thamitid, We showed and 
made clear to them the Path of Truth 
(islamic Monotheism through Our 
Messenger, 1.e. showed them the 
way of success), but they preferred 
blindness to guidance; so the Şa 7 
(a destructive awful cry, torment, hit, 
a thunderbolt) of disgracing torment 
seized them because of what they 
used to earn. 


And We saved those who believed 
and used to fear Allah, keep their duty 
to Him and avoid evil. 


And (remember) the Day that the 
enemies of Allah will be gathered to 
the Fire, then they will be driven [(to 
the Fire), former ones being withheld 
till their later ones will join them]. 


Till, when they reach it (Hell-fire), 
their hearing (ears) and their eyes, and 
their skins will testify against them as 
to what they used to do. 


. And they will say to their skins, “Why 


do you testify against us?” They will 
say: “Allah has caused us to speak as 
He causes all things to speak, and He 
created you the first time, and to Him 
you are made to return.” 


And you have not been hiding 
yourselves (in the world), lest your 
ears, and your eyes, and your skins 
should testify against you; but you 
thought that Allah knew not much of 
what you were doing. 
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And that thought of yours which you 
thought about your Lord, has brought 
you to destruction; and you have 
become (this Day) of those utterly 
lost! 


Then, if they bear the torment 
patiently, then the Fire is the home 
for them, and if they seek to please 
Allah, yet they are not of those 
who will ever be allowed to please 
Allah. 


And We have assigned for them 
(devils) intimate companions (in this 
world), who have made fair-seeming 
to them, what was before them (evil 
deeds which they were doing in the 
present worldly life and disbelief in 
the Reckoning and the Resurrection) 
and what was behind them (denial 
of the matters in the coming life of 
the Hereafter as regards punishment 
or reward). And the Word (i.e. the 
torment) is justified against them as it 
was justified against those who were 
among the previous generations of 
jinn and men that had passed away 
before them. Indeed they (all) were 
the losers. 


And those who disbelieve say: “Listen 
not to this Qur’an, and make noise in 
the midst of its (recitation) that you 
may overcome”. 


But surely, We shall cause those 
who disbelieve to taste a severe 
torment, and certainly, We shall 
requite them the worst of what they 
used to do. 
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That is the recompense of the enemies 
of Allah: the Fire. Therein will be for 
them the eternal home, (deserving) 
recompense for that they used to deny 
Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.). 


And those who disbelieve will say: 
“Our Lord! Show us those among jinn 
and men who led us astray: that we 
may crush them under our feet so that 
they become the lowest.” 


Verily, those who say: “Our Lord 

is Allah (Alone),” and then they 
stand firm, on them the angels will 
descend (at the time of their death) 
(saying): “Fear not, nor grieve! But 
receive the glad tidings of Paradise 
which you have been promised! 


*We have been your friends in the 

life of this world and are (so) in the 
Hereafter. Therein you shall have (all) 
that your inner-selves desire, and therein 
you shall have (all) for which you ask. 


“An entertainment from (Allah), the 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful." 


And who is better in speech than he 
who [says: “My Lord is Allah (believes 
in His Oneness)," and then stands firm 
(acts upon His Order), and] invites 
(men) to Allah's (Islamic Monotheism), 
and does righteous deeds, and says: “I 
am one of the Muslims." 


(V.41:30) In Arabic /staqamü: Stand firm i.e. they followed (really) the religion 
of Islamic Monotheism, believed in the Oneness of Allah, and worshipped none 
but Him (Alone), and performed all that was ordained by Allah (good deeds) and 
abstained from all that was forbidden by Allah (sins and evil deeds). 
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The good deed and the evil deed 
cannot be equal. Repel (the evil) 
with one which is better (i.e. Allah 
orders the faithful believers to be 
patient at the time of anger," and to 
excuse those who treat them badly) 
then verily he, between whom 

and you there was enmity, (will 
become) as though he was a close 
friend. 


But none is granted it (the above 
quality) except those who are 

patient — and none is granted it 
except the owner of the great portion 
(of happiness in the Hereafter i.e. 
Paradise and of a high moral character 
in this world). 


And if an evil whisper from Shaitan 
(Satan) tries to turn you away (from 
doing good), then seek refuge in 
Allah. Verily, He is the All-Hearer, 
the All-Knower. 


And from among His Signs are 

the night and the day, and the sun 
and the moon. Prostrate yourselves 
not to the sun nor to the moon, 

but prostrate yourselves to Allah 
Who created them, if you (really) 
worship Him. 

But if they are too proud? (to do 
so), then there are those who are 
with your Lord (angels) glorify Him 
night and day, and never are they 
tired.

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And among His Signs (is this), that 
you see the earth barren; but when 
We send down water (rain) to it, 

it is stirred to life and growth (of 
vegetations). Verily, He Who gives it 
life, surely, is Able to give life to the 
dead (on the Day of Resurrection). 
Indeed, He is Able to do all things. 


Verily, those who turn away from Our 


Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 


signs, revelations, etc. by attacking, 
distorting and denying them) are not 
hidden from Us. Is he who is cast into 
the Fire better or he who comes secure 
on the Day of Resurrection? Do what 
you will. Verily, He is All-Seer of what 
you do (this is a severe threat to the 
disbelievers). 


Verily, those who disbelieved in the 
Reminder (i.e. the Qur'an) when 

it came to them (shall receive the 
punishment). And verily, it is an 
honourable well-fortified respected 
Book (because it is Allah’s Speech, and 


He has protected it from corruption”. 
Falsehood cannot come to it from 
before it or behind it: (it is) sent down 
by the All-Wise, Worthy of all praise 
(Allah £z). 

Nothing is said to you (O Muhammad 
izafe) except what was said 

to the Messengers before you. 

Verily, your Lord is the Possessor of 
Forgiveness, and (also) the Possessor 
of Painful Punishment™.

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And if We had sent this as a Qur’an 
in a foreign language (other than 
Arabic), they would have said: “Why 
are not its verses explained in detail

an Arab?” Say: “It is for those who 
believe, a guide and a healing. And 

as for those who disbelieve, there is 
heaviness (deafness) in their ears, and 
it (the Qur’an) is blindness for them. 
They are those who are called from 

a place far away (so they neither listen 
nor understand)." 


And indeed We gave Misa (Moses) 
the Scripture, but dispute arose 
therein. And had it not been for 

a Word that went forth before from 
your Lord, (the torment would have 
overtaken them) and the matter would 
have been settled between them. 

But truly, they are in grave doubt 
thereto (i.e. about the Qur’an). [Tafsir 
Al-Qurtubi]. 


Whosoever does righteous good 
deeds, it is for (the benefit of) his 
ownself; and whosoever does evil, it 
is against his ownself. And your Lord 
is not at all unjust to (His) slaves".

c) Narrated Abu Müsa 4é: The Prophet icit said, “The example of 
Muslims, Jews and Christians is like the example of a man who employed 
labourers to work for him from morning till night for specific wages. They 
worked till mid-day and then said, ‘We do not need your money which you 
have fixed for us and let whatever we have done be annulled.' The man said to 
them, ‘Don’t quit the work, but complete the rest of it and take your full wages.’ 
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To Him (Alone) is referred the 
knowledge of the Hour”). No fruit 
comes out of its sheath, nor does 
a female conceive nor brings forth 


(young ones), except by His Knowledge. 


And on the Day when He will call to 
them (polytheists) (saying): “Where are 
My (so-called) partners (whom you did 
invent)?" They will say: *We inform 
You that none of us bears witness to it

(that they are Your partners)! 


And those whom they used to invoke 
before (in this world) shall disappear 
from them, and they will perceive that 
they have no place of refuge (from 
Allah’s punishment)”. 


But they refused and went away (like the Jews who refused to believe in the 
Message of Jesus sili). The man employed another batch after them and said 
to them, ‘Complete the rest of the day and yours will be the wages I had fixed 
for the first batch.’ So, they worked till the time of ‘Asr prayer. They said, ‘Let 
what we have done be annulled and keep the wages you have promised us for 
yourself!’ The man said to them, ‘Complete the rest of the work, as only a little 
of the day remains’: but they refused (like the Christians who refused to believe 
in the Message of Muhammad ici). Thereafter, he employed another 
batch to work for the rest of the day and they worked for the rest of the day till 
the sunset, and they received the wages of the two former batches. So that was 
the example of these people (Muslims) and the example of this light [Islamic 
Monotheism, the Qur'àn, the Sunnah (legal ways of the Prophet saeta) and 
the guidance which Prophet Muhammad iz; brought] which they have 
accepted willingly."* (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 471) 

The Jews refused to believe in the Message of ‘Isa (Jesus), so all their work 
was annulled; similarly, the Christians refused to accept the Message of 
Muhammad iz» and thus their work was annulled too. Such people were 
not rewarded, because they refused to have true faith for the rest of their lives 
and died as disbelievers. They should have believed in the latest Message; for 
their insistence on keeping their old religion deprived them of the reward which 
they would have got for their previous good deeds achieved before the advent 
of the new religion. On the other hand, Muslims accepted and believed in all 
the three Messages and deserved a full reward for their complete surrender to 
Allah (Al-Qastalani, Vol. 4, Page 133).

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Man (the disbeliever) does not get tired 
of asking good (things from Allah); but 
if an evil touches him, then he gives up 
all hope and is lost in despair. 


And truly, if We give him a taste of 
mercy from Us, after some adversity 
(severe poverty or disease, etc.) has 
touched him, he is sure to say: “This is 
due to my (merit); I think not that the 
Hour will be established. But if I am 
brought back to my Lord, surely, there 
will be for me the best (wealth) with 
Him. Then, We verily, will show to the 
disbelievers what they have done, and We 
shall make them taste a severe torment. 


And when We show favour to man, he 
withdraws and turns away; but when 
evil touches him, then he has recourse 
to long supplications. 


Say: “Tell me, if it (the Qur'an) is 
from Allah, and you disbelieve in it? 
Who is more astray than one who is 
in opposition far away (from Allah's 
Right Path and His obedience). 


We will show them Our Signs in the 
universe, and in their own selves, 
until it becomes manifest to them that 
this (the Qur'an) 15 the truth. Is it not 
sufficient in regard to your Lord that 
He is a Witness over all things? 


Verily, they are in doubt concerning 
the Meeting with their Lord? (i.e. 
Resurrection after their death, and 
their return to their Lord). Verily, He 
it is Who 15 surrounding all things! 
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In the Name of Allah, 


the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Ha-Mim. 


‘Ain-Sin-Qaf. [These letters are one 
of the miracles of the Qur’an, and 
none but Allah (Alone) knows their 
meanings]. 


Likewise does Allah, the All-Mighty, 
the All-Wise send Revelation to you 
(O Muhammad csset») as (He has 


sent Revelation to) those before you. 


To Him belongs all that is in the 
heavens and all that is in the earth, 
and He is the Most High, the Most 
Great. 


The heavens might nearly be rent 
asunder from above them (by His 
Majesty): and the angels glorify the 
praises of their Lord, and ask for 
forgiveness for those on the earth. 
Verily, Allah is the Oft-Forgiving, the 
Most Merciful. 


And as for those who take as Auliya’ 
(guardians, supporters, helpers, lords, 
gods, protectors) others besides Him 
[i.e. they take false deities other than 
Allah as protectors, and they worship

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them] Allah is Hafiz (Protector, 
Watcher) over them (1.e. takes care 
of their deeds and will recompense 
them), and you (O Muhammad 
izafe) are not a Wakil (guardian 
or a disposer of their affairs) over 
them (to protect their deeds). 


And thus We have revealed to you 

(O Muhammad iza a) a Qur'an 
in Arabic that you may warn the 
Mother of the Towns (Makkah) and 
all around it, and warn (them) of the 
Day of Assembling of which there 

is no doubt: when a party will be in 
Paradise (those who believed in Allah 
and followed what Allah’s Messenger 
Anafe brought them) and a party 
in the blazing Fire (Hell) (those who 
disbelieved in Allah and followed not 
what Allah’s Messenger {csato 
brought them). 


And if Allah had willed, He could 
have made them one nation, but 

He admits whom He wills to His 
Mercy. And the Zalimün (polytheists 
and wrong-doers) will have neither 
a Wali (protector or guardian) nor 

a helper. 


Or have they taken (for worship) 
Auliya’ (guardians, supporters, 
helpers, protectors, lords, gods) 
besides Him? But Allah — He Alone 
is the Wali (Lord, God, Protector). 
And it is He Who gives life to the 
dead, and He is Able to do all things.

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And in whatsoever you differ, the 
decision thereof is with Allah (He 

is the ruling Judge). (And say 

O Muhammad iza to these 
polytheists:) Such is Allah, my Lord in 
Whom I put my trust, and to Him I turn 
(in all of my affairs and) in repentance. 


The Creator of the heavens and the 
earth. He has made for you mates 
from yourselves, and for the cattle 
(also) mates. By this means He creates 
you (in the wombs). There is nothing 
like Him; and He is the All-Hearer, 
the All-Seer. 


To Him belong the keys of the heavens 
and the earth. He enlarges provision 
for whom He wills, and straitens (it 

for whom He wills). Verily, He is 
All-Knower of everything. 


He (Allah) has ordained for you the 
same religion (Islamic Monotheism) 
which He ordained for Nth (Noah), 
and that which We have revealed 

to you (O Muhammad ics), 
and that which We ordained for 
Ibrahim (Abraham), Misa (Moses) 
and ‘Isa (Jesus) saying you should 
establish religion (1.e. to do what it 
orders you to do practically), and 
make no divisions“ in it (religion) 
(i.e. various sects in religion). 
Intolerable for the Mushrikün,? is that 
(Islamic Monotheism) to which you

Oneness of Allah, those who worship others along with Allah or set up rivals or 


partners to Allah. 
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(O Muhammad ise: cz) call them. 
Allah chooses for Himself whom He 
wills, and guides to Himself who turns 
to Him in repentance and in obedience. 


And they divided not till after 
knowledge had come to them, through 
(selfish) transgression between 
themselves. And had it not been for 

a Word that went forth before from 
your Lord for an appointed term, 

the matter would have been settled 
between them. And verily, those who 
were made to inherit the Scripture 

[i.e. the Taurah (Torah) and the 

Injeel (Gospel)] after them (i.e. Jews 
and Christians) are in grave doubt 
concerning it (i.e. Allah's true religion 
— Islam or the Qur'an). 


So, to this (religion of Islam alone 

and this Qur'an) then invite (people) 

(O Muhammad zac), and stand 
firm [on Islamic Monotheism by 
performing all that is ordained by Allah 
(good deeds), and by abstaining from 
all that is forbidden by Allah (sins and 
evil deeds) ], as you are commanded, 
and follow not their desires but say: “I 
believe in whatsoever Allah has sent 
down of the Book [all the holy Books, 
— this Qur'an and the Books of the 

old from the Taurat (Torah), or the 
Injeel (Gospel) or the Pages of Ibrahim 
(Abraham)] and I am commanded to do 
justice among you. Allah 15 our Lord and 
your Lord. For us our deeds and for you 
your deeds. There is no dispute between 
us and you. Allah will assemble us (all), 
and to Him is the final return." 
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And those who dispute concerning 
Allah (His religion of Islamic 
Monotheism with which Muhammad 
Asics» has been sent), after it has 
been accepted (by the people), of no 
use is their dispute before their Lord 
and on them is wrath, and for them 
will be a severe torment”. 


It is Allah Who has sent down the 
Book (the Qur'an) in truth, and the 
Balance (i.e. to act justly). And what 
can make you know that perhaps the 
Hour is close at hand? 


Those who believe not therein seek 

to hasten it, while those who believe 
are fearful of it, and know that it is the 
very truth. Verily, those who dispute 
concerning the Hour are certainly in 
error far away. 


Allah is very Gracious and Kind to His 
slaves. He gives provisions to whom 
He wills. And He is the All-Strong, the 
All-Mighty. 


Whosoever desires (by his deeds) the 
reward of the Hereafter, We give him 
increase in his reward, and whosoever 
desires the reward of this world (by 
his deeds), We give him thereof (what 
is decreed for him), and he has no 
portion in the Hereafter. 


Or have they partners (with Allah 
— false gods) who have instituted 
for them a religion which Allah has 
not ordained? And had it not been 
for a decisive Word (gone forth 


(V.42:16) See the footnote of (V.3:85). 
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already), the matter would have 
been judged between them. And 
verily, for the Zalimün (polytheists 
and wrong-doers) there 15 a painful 
torment. 


You will see (on the Day of 
Resurrection), the Zalimün 
(polytheists and wrong-doers) fearful 
of that which they have earned, and 
it (Allah's Torment) will surely 
befall them. But those who believe 
(in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and do righteous deeds 
(will be) in the flowering meadows 
of the Gardens (Paradise). They shall 
have whatsoever they desire with 


their Lord. That is the supreme Grace, 


(Paradise). 


That is (the Paradise) whereof 
Allah gives glad tidings to His 
slaves who believe (in the Oneness 
of Allah — Islamic Monotheism) 
and do righteous good deeds. Say 
(O Muhammad isa): “No 
reward do I ask of you for this 
except to be kind to me for my 
kinship with you.” ® And whoever 
earns a good righteous deed, We 
shall give him an increase of good 
in respect thereof. Verily, Allah 

15 Oft-Forgiving, Most Ready to 
appreciate (the deeds of those who 
are obedient to Him). 


(V.42:23) i.e. I do not ask for any reward from you (in the form of wealth, money, 
etc.) for my preaching of Islamic Monotheism, but I only request you not to harm 
me for the kinship between you and me, as you are my tribesmen, and you have 
more right to obey me and follow me in my doctrine of Islamic Monotheism. 
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Or say they: “He has invented a lie 
against Allāh?” If Allāh willed, He 
could have sealed up your heart (so 
that you forget all that you know of 
the Qur’an). And Allah wipes out 
falsehood, and establishes the truth 
(Islam) by His Word (this Qur'àn). 
Verily, He knows well what (secrets) 
are in the breasts (of mankind). 


And He it is Who accepts repentance 
from His slaves, and forgives sins, 
and He knows what you do”. 


And He answers (the invocation of) those 
who believe (in the Oneness of Allah — 
Islamic Monotheism) and do righteous 
good deeds, and gives them increase of 
His Bounty. And as for the disbelievers, 
theirs will be a severe torment. 


And if Allah were to enlarge the 
provision for His slaves, they would 
surely rebel in the earth, but He 

sends down by measure as He wills. 
Verily, He is, in respect of His slaves, 
Well-Acquainted, All-Seer (of things 
that benefit them). 


(V.42:25) Narrated Shaddad ibn Aus #555: The Prophet icti» said, “The most 
superior way of asking for forgiveness from Allah is: Allahumma anta Rabbi, là 
ilaha illa Anta. Anta khalaqtant wa ana 'abduka, wa ana ‘ala ‘ahdika wa wa dika 
mastata ' tu.

Prophet isal added: “If somebody recites it during the day with firm faith in it, 
and dies on the same day before the evening, he will be from the people of Paradise;

* OAllah, You are my Lord! None has the right to be worshipped but You. You 
created me and I am Your slave, and I am faithful to my covenant and my 
promise (to You) as much as I can. I seek refuge with You from all the evil 
I have done. I acknowledge before You all the blessings You have bestowed 
upon me, and I confess to You all my sins. So I entreat You to forgive my sins, 


for nobody can forgive sins except You. 
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And He it is Who sends down 

the rain after they have despaired, 
and spreads His Mercy. And He is 
the Wali (Helper, Supporter, 
Protector, Lord), the Worthy of all 
Praise. 


And among His Aydt (proofs, 
evidences, lessons, signs, etc.) is 

the creation of the heavens and the 
earth, and whatever moving (living) 
creatures He has dispersed in them 
both. And He is All-Potent over their 
assembling (i.e. resurrecting them on 
the Day of Resurrection after their 
death, and dispersion of their bodies) 
whenever He wills. 


And whatever of misfortune befalls 
you, it is because of what your hands 
have earned. And He pardons much. 
(See Verse 35:45). 


And you cannot escape from Allah 
(i.e. His punishment) in the earth, and 
besides Allah you have neither any 
Wali (guardian or protector) nor any 
helper. 


And among His Signs are the ships in 
the sea like mountains. 


If He wills, He causes the wind 

to cease, then they would become 
motionless on the back (of the sea). 
Verily, in this are signs for everyone 
patient and grateful. 


Or He may destroy them (by 
shipwreck) because of that which their 
(people) have earned. And He pardons 
much. 
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And those who dispute (polytheists 
with Our Messenger Muhammad 
iafe) as regards Our Ayat 
(proofs, signs, verses, etc. of Islamic 
Monotheism) may know that there 
Is no place of refuge for them (from 
Allah's punishment) ” [Tafsir 
At-Tabari]. 


So, whatever you have been given 

15 but (a passing) enjoyment for 

this worldly life, but that which is 

with Allah (Paradise) is better and 
more lasting for those who believe 

(in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and put their trust in their 
Lord (concerning all of their affairs). 


And those who avoid the greater sins, 
and Al-Fawahish (illegal sexual 
intercourse), and when they are angry, 
they forgive”. 


And those who answer the Call of 
their Lord [i.e. to believe that He is 
the only One Lord (Allah), and to 
worship none but Him Alone], and 
perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), 
and who (conduct) their affairs by 
mutual consultation, and who spend 
of what We have bestowed on them.

. And those who, when an oppressive 


wrong is done to them, take revenge. 


The recompense for an evil is an evil 
like thereof; but whoever forgives 
and makes reconciliation, his reward 
is with Allah. Verily, He likes not the 
Zalimün (oppressors, polytheists, and 
wrong-doers). 


And indeed whosoever takes revenge 
after he has suffered wrong, for such 
there is no way (of blame) against them. 


The way (of blame) is only against 
those who oppress men and rebel in 
the earth without justification; for 
such there will be a painful torment. 


And verily, whosoever shows patience 
and forgives, that would truly be from 
the things recommended by Allah. 


And whomsoever Allah sends astray, 
for him there is no Walz (protector, 
helper, guardian) after Him. And you 
will see the Zalimün (polytheists, 
wrong-doers, oppressors): when they 
behold the torment, they will say: “Is 
there any way of return (to the world)?” 


And you will see them brought 
forward to it (Hell) made humble by 
disgrace,” (and) looking with stealthy 
glance. And those who believe will 
say: “Verily, the losers are they who 
lose themselves and their families on 
the Day of Resurrection. Verily, the

Zalimün [i.e. Al-Kafirün (disbelievers 
in Allah, in His Oneness and in His 
Messenger iach, polytheists, 
wrong-doers)] will be in a lasting 
torment. (Tafsir At-Tabart) 


And they will have no Auliya’ 
(protectors, helpers, guardians, lords) 
to help them other than Allah. And 
he whom Allah sends astray, for him 
there is no way. 


Answer the Call of your Lord (i.e. 
accept the Islamic Monotheism, 

O mankind and jinn) before there 
comes from Allah a Day which 

cannot be averted (1.e. the Day of 
Resurrection). You will have no refuge 
on that Day nor will there be for you 
any denying (of your crimes as they are 
all recorded in the Book of your deeds). 


But, if they turn away (O Muhammad 
Acai from the Islamic 
Monotheism, which you have brought 
to them), We have not sent you 

(O Muhammad isi ys) as a Hafiz 
(watcher, protector) over them (1.e. 

to take care of their deeds and to 
recompense them). Your duty is to 
convey (the Message). And verily, 
when We cause man to taste of Mercy 
from Us, he rejoices thereat; but when 
some ill befalls them because of the 
deeds which their hands have sent forth, 
then verily, man (becomes) ingrate! 


To Allah belongs the kingdom of the 
heavens and the earth. He creates what 
He wills. He bestows female (offspring) 
upon whom He wills, and bestows male 
(offspring) upon whom He wills. 
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Or He bestows both males and 
females, and He renders barren whom 
He wills. Verily, He is All-Knower 
and is Able to do all things. 


It is not given to any human being 
that Allah should speak to him unless 
(it be) by Revelation, or from behind 
a veil, or (that) He sends a Messenger 
to reveal what He wills by His Leave.

And Who sends down water (rain) 
from the sky in due measure, then We 
revive a dead land therewith, and even 
so you will be brought forth (from the 
graves). 


And Who has created all the pairs and 
has appointed for you ships and cattle 
on which you ride: 


In order that you may mount on their 
backs, and then may remember the 
Favour of your Lord when you mount 
thereon, and say: “Glory to Him Who 
has subjected this to us, and we could 
have never had it (by our efforts).

Yet, they assign to some of His slaves 
a share with Him (by pretending that 
He has children, and considering them 
as equals or co-partners in worship 
with Him). Verily, man 15 indeed 

a manifest ingrate!

Or has He taken daughters out of what 
He has created, and He has selected 
for you sons? 


And if one of them is informed of the 
news of (the birth of a girl) that which 
he sets forth as a parable to the Most 
Gracious (Allah), his face becomes 
dark, and he is filled with grief! 


(Like they then for Allah) a creature 
who is brought up in adornments 
(wearing silk and gold ornaments, i.e. 
women), and who, in dispute, cannot 
make herself clear? 


And they make the angels who 
themselves are slaves of the Most 
Gracious (Allah) females. Did 

they witness their creation? Their 
testimony will be recorded, and they 
will be questioned! 


And they said: “If it had been the Will of 
the Most Gracious (Allah), we would not 
have worshipped them (false deities).” 
They have no knowledge whatsoever of 
that. They do nothing but lie! 


Or have We given them any Book 
before this (the Qur’an) to which they 
are holding fast? 


Nay! They say: “We found our fathers 
following a certain way and religion, and 
we guide ourselves by their footsteps.” 


And similarly, We sent not a warner 
before you (O Muhammad rge) to 
any town (people) but the luxurious ones 
among them said: *We found our fathers 
following a certain way and religion, and 
we will indeed follow their footsteps." 
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(The warner) said: “Even if I bring 
you better guidance than that which 
you found your fathers following?" 
They said: “Verily, we disbelieve in 
that with which you have been sent.” 


So We took revenge on them, then see 
what was the end of those who denied 
(Islamic Monotheism). 


And (remember) when Ibrahim 
(Abraham) said to his father and his 
people: “Verily, I am innocent of what 
you worship, 


“Except Him (i.e. I worship none but 
Allah Alone) Who did create me; and 
verily, He will guide me.” 


And he made it [i.e. La ilaha illallah 
(none has the right to be worshipped 
but Allah Alone-True Monotheism)] 
a Word lasting among his offspring, 
that they may turn back (i.e. to repent 
to Allah or receive admonition). 


Nay, but I gave (the good things of 
this life) to these (polytheists) and 
their fathers to enjoy, till there came 
to them the truth (the Qur'an), and 

a Messenger (Muhammad ici) 
making things clear. 


And when the truth (this Qur'an) 
came to them, they (the disbelievers in 
this Qur'an) said: “This is magic, and 
we disbelieve therein.” 


And they say: “Why is not this 
Qur’an sent down to some great 
man of the two towns (Makkah and 
Ta if)?”

Is it they who would portion out 

the Mercy of your Lord? It is We 

Who portion out between them their 
livelihood in this world, and We raised 
some of them above others in ranks, so 
that some may employ others in their 
work. But the Mercy (Paradise) of your 
Lord (O Muhammad ga) is 
better than the (wealth of this world) 
which they amass. 


And were it not that mankind would 
have become one community (all 
disbelievers desiring worldly life 
only), We would have provided for 
those who disbelieve in the Most 
Gracious (Allah), silver roofs for their 
houses, and elevators whereby they 
ascend, 


And for their houses, doors (of silver), 
and thrones (of silver) on which they 
could recline, 


And adornments of gold. Yet all this 
(i.e. the roofs, doors, stairs, elevators, 
thrones of their houses) would have 
been nothing but an enjoyment of this 
world. And the Hereafter with your 
Lord is (only) for the Muttagin™. 


And whosoever turns away blindly 
from the remembrance of the Most 
Gracious (Allah) (i.e. this Qur'an 
and worship of Allah), We appoint 
for him Shaitan (Satan - devil) to be 
a companion to him. 


(V.43:35) Al-Muttaqiin: means the pious believers of Islamic Monotheism who fear 
Allah much (abstain from all kinds of sins and evil deeds which He has forbidden) 
and love Allah much (perform all kinds of good deeds which He has ordained). 
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Surat Az-Zukhruf 


And verily, they (Satans / devils) 
hinder them from the Path (of Allah), 
but they think that they are guided 
aright! 


Till, when (such a one) comes to Us, 
he says to his companion) “Would 
that between me and you were the 
distance of the two easts (or the 

east and west)" — a worst (type of) 
companion (indeed)! 


It will profit you not this Day 

(O you who turn away from Allah's 
remembrance and His worship) as 
you did wrong, (and) that you will be 
sharers (you and your Qarin) in the 
punishment. 


Can you (O Muhammad zaseo) 
make the deaf hear, or can you guide 
the blind or him who is in manifest 
error? 


And even if We take you 
(O Muhammad zaca) away, We 
shall indeed take vengeance on them. 


Or (if) We show you that wherewith 
We threaten them: then verily We 
have perfect command over them. 


So, hold you (O Muhammad 
iafe) fast to that which is 
revealed to you. Verily, you are on 
a Straight Path. 


And verily, this (the Qur'an) is indeed 
a Reminder for you (O Muhammad 
csacleti) and your people (Quraish 
people, or your followers), and you 
will be questioned (about it). 
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And ask (O Muhammad iz; ie) 
those of Our Messengers whom We 
sent before you: “Did We ever appoint 
alihah (gods) to be worshipped 
besides the Most Gracious (Allah)?" 


And indeed We did send Müsa (Moses) 
with Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) to 
Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) and his chiefs 
(inviting them to Allah’s religion 

of Islam) He said: “Verily, I am 

a Messenger of the Lord of the ‘Alamin 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists).” 


But, when he came to them with 
Our Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations) behold, 
they laughed at them. 


And not an Ayah (sign, etc.) We 
showed them but it was greater than 
its fellow, and We seized them with 
torment, in order that they might turn 
[from their polytheism to Allah’s 
religion (Islamic Monotheism)]. 


And they said [to Misa (Moses)]: 

“O you sorcerer! Invoke your Lord 
for us according to what He has 
covenanted with you. Verily, We shall 
guide ourselves (aright).” 


But when We removed the torment 
from them, behold, they broke their 
covenant (that they will believe if We 
remove the torment from them). 


And Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) proclaimed 
among his people (saying): *O my 
people! Is not mine the dominion 
of Egypt, and these rivers flowing 
underneath me. See you not then? 
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“Am I not better than this one [Misa 
(Moses)] who is despicable and can 
scarcely express himself clearly? 


“Why then are not golden bracelets 
bestowed on him, or angels sent along 
with him?” 


Thus he [Fir‘aun (Pharaoh)] befooled 
(and misled) his people, and they 
obeyed him. Verily, they were 

ever a people who were Fasiqiin 
(rebellious, disobedient to Allah). 


So when they angered Us, We 
punished them, and drowned them all. 


And We made them a precedent (as 
a lesson for those coming after them), 
and an example to later generations. 


And when the son of Maryam (Mary) 
is quoted as an example [i.e. ‘Isa 
(Jesus) is worshipped like their idols], 
behold, your people cry aloud (laugh 
out at the example). 


And say: “Are our alihah (gods) better 

or is he [‘Isa (Jesus)]?" They quoted not 
the above example except for argument. 
Nay! But they are a quarrelsome people”. 


He [‘Isa (Jesus)] was not more than 
a slave. We granted Our Favour to 
him, and We made him an example 
for the Children of Israel (1.e. his 
creation without a father). 


And if it had been Our Will, We 
would have [destroyed you (mankind) 
all, and] made angels to replace you 
on the earth. [Tafsir At-Tabari]. 


(V.43:58) See verse: V.21:98-101. 
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And he [‘Isa (Jesus), son of Maryam 
(Mary)] shall be a known sign for 
(the coming of) the Hour (Day of 
Resurrection) [1.e. *Isa's (Jesus) 
descent on the earth]. Therefore 
have no doubt concerning it (1.e. the 
Day of Resurrection). And follow 
Me (Allah) (i.e. be obedient to Allah 
and do what He orders you to do, 

O mankind)! This is the Straight Path 
(of Islamic Monotheism, leading to 
Allah and to His Paradise). 


And let not Shaitan (Satan) hinder 
you (from the right religion, i.e. 
Islamic Monotheism). Verily, he 
(Satan) to you is a plain enemy. 


And when ‘Isa (Jesus) came with (Our) 
clear Proofs, he said: “I have come to 
you with A/-Hikmah (Prophethood), 
and in order to make clear to you some 
of the (points) on which you differ. 
Therefore, fear Allah and obey me. 


“Verily, Allah! He is my Lord (God) 
and your Lord (God). So, worship 
Him (Alone). This 15 the (only) 
Straight Path (i.e. Allah's religion of 
true Islamic Monotheism)." 


But, the sects from among themselves 
differed. So woe to those who do 
wrong [by ascribing things to ‘Isa 
(Jesus) that are not true] from the 
torment of a painful Day (i.e. the Day 
of Resurrection)! 


Do they only wait for the Hour that it 
shall come upon them suddenly while 
they perceive not? 


(V.43:61) See the footnote of (V.3:55). 
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Surat Az-Zukhruf 


Friends on that Day will be foes one 
to another, except A/-Muttaqiin (the 
pious), 


(It will be said to the true believers 
in Islamic Monotheism): My 
worshippers! No fear shall be on you 
this Day, nor shall you grieve, 


(You) who believed in Our Aydt 
(proofs, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.) and were Muslims 
(i.e. who submit totally to Allah’s 
Will, and believe in the Oneness of 
Allah — Islamic Monotheism). 


Enter Paradise, you and your wives, 0 
happiness. 


Trays of gold and cups will be passed 
round them; (there will be) therein all 
that inner-selves could desire, and all 
that eyes could delight in and you will 
abide therein forever. 


This is Paradise which you have been 
made to inherit because of your deeds 
which you used to do (in the life of 
the world). 


Therein for you will be fruits in 
plenty, of which you will eat (as you 
desire). 


Verily, the Mujrimün (criminals, 
sinners, disbelievers) will be in the 
torment of Hell to abide therein forever. 


(The torment) will not be lightened 
for them, and they will be plunged 
into destruction with deep regrets, 
sorrows and in despair therein. 


(V.43:67) See verse: V.2:2. 
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We wronged them not, but they 
were the Zalimün (polytheists, 
wrong-doers). 


And they will cry: *O Malik (Keeper 
of Hell)! Let your Lord make an end 
of us.” He will say: “Verily, you shall 
abide forever." 


Indeed We have brought the truth 
(Muhammad gael with the 
Qur'an) to you, but most of you have 
a hatred for the truth”. 


Or have they plotted some plan? Then 
We too are planning. 


Or do they think that We hear not 
their secrets and their private counsel? 
Yes (We do) and Our messengers 
(appointed angels in charge of 
mankind) are by them, to record. 


Say (O Muhammad ici): “If 
the Most Gracious (Allah) had a son 
(or children as you pretend), then I am 
the first of Allah's worshippers [who 
deny and refute this claim of yours 
(and the first to believe in Allah Alone 
and testify that He has no children)].” 
[Tafsir At-Tabari]. 


Glorified is the Lord of the heavens 
and the earth, the Lord of the Throne! 
Exalted is He from all that they 
ascribe (to Him). 


So leave them (alone) to speak 
nonsense and play until they meet the 
Day of theirs which they have been 
promised. 


(V.43:78) See the footnote of (V.41:46). 
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It is He (Allah) Who is the only 
[lah (God to be worshipped) in the 
heaven and the only //ah (God to be 
worshipped) on the earth. And He is 
the All-Wise, the All-Knower. 


And Blessed is He to Whom belongs 
the kingdom of the heavens and the 
earth, and all that is between them, 
and with Whom is the knowledge of 
the Hour, and to Whom you (all) will 
be returned.

So, turn away from them 

(O Muhammad isa), and say: 
Salam (peace)! But they will come 
to know,

Verily, We are ever warning [mankind 
that Our Torment will reach those who 
disbelieve in Our Oneness of Lordship 
and in Our Oneness of worship].

As a Command (or this Qur'an or the 
Decree of every matter) from Us. Verily, 
We are ever sending (the Messengers),

(but) have a faith with certainty.

Là ilaha illà Huwa (none has the right 
to be worshipped but He). It is He Who 
gives life and causes death — your 
Lord and the Lord of your forefathers. 


Nay! They play about in doubt. 


Then wait you for the Day when the 
sky will bring forth a visible smoke, 


Covering the people: this is a painful 
torment. 


(They will say): *Our Lord! Remove 
the torment from us, really we shall 
become believers!" 


How can there be for them an 
admonition (at the time when the 
torment has reached them), when 

a Messenger explaining things clearly 
has already come to them. 


Then they had turned away from him 
(Messenger Muhammad iz; eiie) 
and said: (He is) one taught (by 

a human being), a madman!" 


Verily, We shall remove the torment 
for a while. Verily you will revert (to 
disbelief). 


On the Day when We shall seize you 
with the greatest seizure (punishment). 
Verily, We will exact retribution. 


And indeed We tried before them 
Fir'aun's (Pharaoh) people, when 
there came to them a noble Messenger 
[i.e. Müsà (Moses) Saí], 

Saying: "Deliver to me the slaves 

of Allah (i.e. the Children of Israel). 


Verily, I am to you a Messenger 
worthy of all trust. 
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Surat Ad-Dukhan 


“And exalt not yourselves against 
Allah. Truly, I have come to you with 
a manifest authority. 


“And truly, I seek refuge with my Lord 
and your Lord, lest you should stone 
me (or call me a sorcerer or kill me). 


“But if you believe me not, then keep 
away from me and leave me alone." 


(But they were aggressive), so he 
[Müsa (Moses)] called upon his Lord 
(saying): “These are indeed the people 
who are Mujrimün (disbelievers, 
polytheists, sinners, criminals).” 


(Allah said): “Depart you with My slaves 
by night. Surely, you will be pursued. 


“And leave the sea as it is (quiet and 
divided). Verily, they are a host to be 
drowned.” 


How many of gardens and springs that 
they [Fir‘aun’s (Pharaoh) people] left 
behind, 


And green crops (fields) and goodly 
places, 


And comforts of life wherein they 
used to take delight! 


Thus (it was)! And We made other 
people inherit them (i.e. We made 

the Children of Israel to inherit the 
kingdom of Egypt). 


And the heavens and the earth wept not 
for them," nor were they given a respite. 


(V.44:29) Narrated Ibn Jarir At-Tabari: Ibn ‘Abbas êziz said, “When a believer 
dies, the place of earth on which he used to prostrate himself in his Salat (prayer), 
and the gate in the heaven through which his good deeds used to ascend, weep for 
him (or her), while they do not weep for the disbeliever.” [Tafsir At-Tabari]. 
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And indeed We saved the Children 
of Israel from the humiliating 
torment: 


From Fir'aun (Pharaoh); verily, he 
was arrogant and was of the Musrifün 
(those who transgress beyond bound 
in spending and other things and 
commit great sins). 


And We chose them (the Children of 
Israel) above the ‘Alamin (mankind 
and jinn) [during the time of Müsa 
(Moses)] with knowledge, 


And granted them signs in which 
there was a plain trial. 


Verily, these (Quraish people) are 
saying: 
“There is nothing but our first 


death, and we shall not be 
resurrected. 


“Then bring back our forefathers, if 
you speak the truth!" 


Are they better or the people of 
Tubba‘ and those before them? We 
destroyed them because they were 
indeed Mujrimün (disbelievers, 
polytheists, sinners, criminals). 


And We created not the heavens and 
the earth, and all that is between them, 
for mere play. 


We created them not except with truth 
(i.e. to examine and test those who are 
obedient and those who are disobedient 
and then reward the obedient ones and 
punish the disobedient ones), but most 
of them know not. 
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Verily, the Day of Judgement 

(when Allah will judge between the 
creatures) is the time appointed for all 
of them — 


The Day when a Maula (a near 
relative) cannot avail a Maulà (a near 
relative) in aught, and no help can 
they receive, 


Except him on whom Allah has 
Mercy. Verily, He is the All-Mighty, 
the Most Merciful. 


Verily, the tree of Zaqqum 
Will be the food of the sinners. 


Like boiling oil, it will boil in the 
bellies, 


Like the boiling of scalding water. 


(It will be said) “Seize him and drag 
him into the midst of the blazing Fire, 


“Then pour over his head the torment 
of boiling water. 


“Taste you (this)! Verily, you were 
(pretending to be) the mighty, the 
generous! 


“Verily, this is that whereof you used 
to doubt!” 


Verily, the Muttaqün (the pious)", 


will be in place of Security (Paradise). 


Among Gardens and Springs, 


(V.44:51) See verse: V.2:2. 
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Dressed in fine silk and (also) in thick 


silk, facing each other, 


So (it will be). And We shall marry 
them to Har” (fair females) with 


wide, lovely eyes. 


They will call therein for every kind 


of fruit in peace and security; 


They will never taste death therein 
except the first death (of this world), 
and He will save them from the 


torment of the blazing Fire, 


As a Bounty from your Lord! That 


will be the supreme success! 


Certainly, We have made this 
(Qur'àn) easy on your tongue, in order 


that they may remember. 


Wait then (O Muhammad ize); 


verily, they (too) are waiting.

Ha-Mim. [These letters are one of the 
miracles of the Qur'an and none but 
Allah (Alone) knows their meanings]. 


The revelation of the Book (this 
Qur'an) is from Allah, the All-Mighty, 
the All-Wise. 


Verily, in the heavens and the earth 
are signs for the believers. 


And in your creation, and what 

He scattered (through the earth) of 
moving (living) creatures are signs 
for people who have Faith with 
certainty. 


And in the alternation of night and

to you the sea, that ships may sail 
through it by His Command, and that 
you may seek of His Bounty, and that 
you may be thankful. 


And has subjected to you all that is 

in the heavens and all that is in the 
earth; it is all as a favour and kindness 
from Him. Verily, in it are signs for 

a people who think deeply. 


Say (O Muhammad saete) to the 
believers to forgive those who (harm 
them and) hope not for the Days of 

Allah (i.e. His Recompense), that He 
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may recompense a people, according 


to what they have earned (i.e. to 


punish these disbelievers who harm 


the believers). 


Whosoever does a good deed, it is for 
his ownself, and whosoever does evil, 
it is against (his ownself).

And indeed We gave the Children

At-Tabari)

fighting) (V.9:36) against the polytheists. 
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Verily, they can avail you nothing 
against Allah (if He wants to punish 
you). Verily, the Zalimün (polytheists, 
wrong-doers) are Auliyà ’ (protectors, 
helpers) of one another, but Allah is 
the Wali (Helper, Protector) of the 
Muttaqiin (the pious). 


This (Qur'an) is a clear insight and 
evidence for mankind, and guidance 
and mercy for a people who have 
Faith with certainty”. 


Or do those who earn evil deeds think 
that We shall hold them equal with 
those who believe (in the Oneness of 
Allah — Islamic Monotheism) and do 
righteous good deeds, in their present 
life and after their death? how wrong 
is the judgement that they make!. 


And Allah has created the heavens 
and the earth with truth, in order that 
each person may be recompensed 
what he has earned, and they will not 
be wronged). 


Have you seen him who takes his 
own lust (vain desires) as his i/ah 
(god)? And Allah, knowing (him as 
such), left him astray, and sealed his 
hearing and his heart, and put a cover 
on his sight. Who then will guide 
him after Allah? Will you not then 
remember?

doubt. But most of mankind know 
not.” 


And to Allah belongs the kingdom of 
the heavens and the earth.

— on that Day the followers of 
falsehood (polytheists, disbelievers, 
worshippers of false deities) shall lose 
(everything). 


And you will see each nation humbled 
to their knees (kneeling): each nation 
will be called to its Record (of deeds). 
This Day you shall be recompensed 
for what you used to do.

This Record of Ours speaks about 
you with truth. Verily, We were 
recording what you used to do (i.e.

Then, as for those who believed (in 
the Oneness of Allāh — Islāmic 
Monotheism) and did righteous good 
deeds, their Lord will admit them to 
His Mercy. That will be the evident 
success. 


But, as for those who disbelieved, (it

And when it was said: “Verily, 
Allah’s Promise is the truth, and 
there is no doubt about the coming 
of the Hour,” you said: “We know 
not what is the Hour: we do not 
think it but as a conjecture, and 
we have no firm convincing belief 
(therein).” 


And the evil of what they did will 
appear to them, and that which they 
used to mock at will completely 
encircle them. 


And it will be said: “This Day We 
will forget you as you forgot the 
Meeting of this Day of yours. And 
your abode is the Fire, and there is 
none to help you.”

(‘Abdullah ibn Salam Z5 5) testifies 
that (this Qur'an is from Allah) like 
[the Taurat (Torah)], and he believed 
(embraced Islam)? while you are 

too proud (to believe)." Verily, 

Allah guides not the people who are 
Zalimün (polytheists, disbelievers and 
wrong-doers).

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And those who disbelieve (the strong 
and wealthy) say of those who believe 
(the weak and poor): “Had it (Islamic 
Monotheism to which Muhammad 
iraki is inviting mankind) been 

a good thing, they (the weak and poor) 
would not have preceded us thereto!" 
And when they have not let themselves 
be guided by it (this Qur'an), they say: 
“This is an ancient lie!” 


And before this was the Scripture of 
Misa (Moses) as a guide and mercy. 
And this is a confirming Book (the 
Qur'an) in the Arabic language, 

to warn those who do wrong, and 

as glad tidings to the Muhsiniin 
(good-doers). 


Verily, those who say: “Our Lord is 
(only) Allah,” and thereafter stand 
firm and straight (on the Islamic Faith 
of Monotheism,)” on them shall be 
no fear, nor shall they grieve. 


Such shall be the dwellers of Paradise, 
abiding therein forever — a reward 
for what they used to do. 


And We have enjoined on man to be 
dutiful and kind to his parents. His 
mother bears him with hardship. And 
she brings him forth with hardship, 
and the bearing of him, and the 
weaning of him is thirty months, 

till when he attains full strength and

Lord! Grant me the power and ability 
that I may be grateful for Your Favour 
which You have bestowed upon me 
and upon my parents, and that I may 
do righteous good deeds, such as 
please You, and make my offspring 
good. Truly, I have turned to You in 
repentance, and truly, I am one of the 
Muslims (submitting to Your Will)." 


They are those from whom We shall 
accept the best of their deeds and 
overlook their evil deeds. (They shall 
be) among the dwellers of Paradise — 
a promise of truth, which they have 
been promised. 


But he who says to his parents: “Fie 
upon you both! Do you hold out the 
promise to me that I shall be raised up 
(again) when generations before me 
have passed away (without rising)?” 
While they (father and mother) invoke 
Allah for help (and rebuke their son): 
“Woe to you! Believe! Verily, the 
Promise of Allah is true.” But he says: 
“This is nothing but the tales of the 
ancient.” 


They are those against whom the 
Word (of torment) is justified among 
the previous generations of jinn and 
mankind that have passed away. 
Verily, they are ever the losers. 


And for all, there will be degrees 
according to that which they did, that 
He (Allah) may recompense them in 
full for their deeds. And they will not 
be wronged. 
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On the Day when those who 
disbelieve (in the Oneness of Allāh 
— Islāmic Monotheism) will be 
exposed to the Fire (it will be said): 
“You received your good things in the 
life of the world, and you took your 
pleasure therein. Now this Day you 
shall be recompensed with a torment 
of humiliation, because you were 
arrogant in the land without a right, 
and because you used to rebel against 
Allah’s Command (disobey Allāh). 


And remember (Hūd) the brother of 
‘Ad, when he warned his people in 
Al-Ahqaf (the curved sand-hills in the 
southern part of Arabian Peninsula). 
And surely, there have passed away 
warners before him and after him 
(saying): “Worship none but Allah; 
truly, I fear for you the torment 

of amighty Day (i.e. the Day of 
Resurrection).” 


They said: “Have you come to turn us 
away from our @lihah (gods)? Then 
bring us that with which you threaten 
us, if you are one of the truthful!” 


He said: “The knowledge (of the time 
of its coming) is with Allah only. 
And I convey to you that wherewith I 
have been sent, but I see that you are 
a people given to ignorance!” 


Then, when they saw it as a dense 
cloud coming towards their valleys, 
they said: “This is a cloud bringing 

us rain!” Nay, but it is that (torment) 
which you were asking to be hastened, 
— a wind wherein is a painful torment! 
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Destroying everything by the 
Command of its Lord! So they 
became such that nothing could be 
seen except their dwellings! Thus 
do We recompense the people who 
are Mujrimün (criminals, sinners, 
polytheists, disbelievers,)! 


And indeed We had firmly established 
them with that wherewith We have 
not established you (O Quraish)! And 
We had assigned them the (faculties 
of) hearing (ears), seeing (eyes), and 
hearts; but their hearing (ears), seeing 
(eyes), and their hearts availed them 
nothing since they used to deny the 
Ayat (Allah’s Prophets and their 
Prophethood, proofs, evidences, 
verses, signs, revelations) of Allah, 
and they were completely encircled by 
that which they used to mock at! 


And indeed We have destroyed towns 
(populations) round about you, and 
We have (repeatedly) shown (them) 
the Aydt (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) in 
various ways that they might return (to 
the truth and believe in the Oneness of 
Allah — Islamic Monotheism). 


Then why did those whom they had 
taken for alihah (gods) besides Allah, 
as a way of approach (to Allah) not 
help them? Nay, but they vanished 
completely from them (when there 
came the torment). And that was 
their lie, and their inventions which 
they had been inventing (before their 
destruction). 
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And (remember) when We sent 
towards you (Muhammad ise) 
a group (three to ten persons) of the 
jinn, (quietly) listening to the Qur'an. 
When they stood in the presence 
thereof, they said: “Listen in silence!” 
And when it was finished, they 
returned to their people, as warners. 


They said: “O our people! Verily, we 
have heard a Book (this Qur’an) sent 
down after Misa (Moses), confirming 
what came before it: it guides to 

the truth and to a Straight Path (i.e. 
Islam). 


O our people! Respond (with 
obedience) to Allah’s Caller (i.e. 
Allah’s Messenger Muhammad 
Asset), and believe in him (i.e. 
believe in that which Muhammad 
Anafe has brought from Allah and 
follow him). He (Allah) will forgive 
you of your sins, and will save you 


from a painful torment (i.e. Hell-fire). 


And whosoever does not respond to 
Allah’s Caller, he cannot escape on 
earth, and there will be no Auliya’ 
(lords, helpers, supporters, protectors) 
for him besides Allah (from Allah's 
punishment). Those are in manifest 
error.” 


Do they not see that Allah, Who 
created the heavens and the earth, and 
was not wearied by their creation, is 
Able to give life to the dead? Yes, He 
surely is Able to do all things. 


(V.46:31) See the footnote of (V.3:85). 
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And on the Day when those who 
disbelieve will be exposed to the Fire 
(it will be said to them): “Is this not 
the truth?” They will say: “Yes, By 
our Lord!” He will say: “Then taste 
the torment, because you used to 
disbelieve!” 


Therefore be patient (O Muhammad 
izafe) as did the Messengers 

of strong will and be in no haste 
about them (disbelievers). On the 
Day when they will see that (torment) 
with which they are promised (i.e. 
threatened, it will be) as if they had 
not stayed more than an hour in 

a single day. (O mankind! this Qur'an 
15 sufficient as) a clear Message 

(or proclamation to save yourself 
from destruction). But shall any be 
destroyed except the people who are 
Al-Fasiqün (the rebellious against 
Allah's Command, the disobedient to 
Allah)? 


(V.46:35) There are many Prophets and Messengers of Allah, about twenty-five 
of them are mentioned in the Qur'an; out of these twenty-five only five are of 
strong will: namely, Muhammad iz; [Nth (Noah), Ibrahim, (Abraham), 
Misa (Moses) and ‘Īsā (Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary) gis]. 
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In the Name of Allah, 


the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


Those who disbelieve (in the Oneness 
of Allah, and in the Message of 
Prophet Muhammad isa), and 
hinder (men) from the Path of Allah 
(Islamic Monotheism), He will render 
their deeds vain". 


But those who believe and do righteous 
good deeds, and believe in that which 
is sent down to Muhammad 2s fiie 
— for it is the truth from their Lord — 
He will expiate from them their sins, 
and will make good their state. 


That is because those who disbelieve 
follow falsehood, while those who 
believe follow the truth from their 
Lord. Thus does Allah set forth for 
mankind their parables. 


So, when you meet (in fight — 
Jihad in Allah's Cause) those who 
disbelieve, smite (their) necks till

Narrated Abu Hurairah zás: Allah's Messenger sań said, “By Him (Allah) 
in Whose Hand Muhammad’s soul is, there is none from amongst the Jews and 
the Christians (of these present nations) who hears about me and then dies without 
believing in the Message with which I have been sent (i.e. Islamic Monotheism), 
but he will be from the dwellers of the (Hell) Fire." (Sahih Muslim, the Book of 
Faith, Vol. 1, Chapter No. 240). See also (V.3:85) and (V.3:116). 
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you have killed and wounded many 
of them, then bind a bond firmly (on 
them, i.e. take them as captives). 
Thereafter (is the time) either for 
generosity (i.e. free them without 
ransom), or ransom (according to 
what benefits Islam), until the war 
lays down its burden. Thus [you 

are ordered by Allah to continue 

in carrying out Jihad against the 
disbelievers till they embrace Islam 
and are saved from the punishment 
in the Hell-fire or at least come 
under your protection], but if it had 
been Allah’s Will, He Himself could 
certainly have punished them (without 
you). But (He lets you fight) in order 
to test some of you with others. But 
those who are killed in the Way of 
Allah, He will never let their deeds be 
lost. 


He will guide them and set right their 
state. 


And admit them to Paradise which 
He has made known to them (i.e. they 
will know their places in Paradise 
better than they used to know their 
homes in the world). [Tafsir Ibn 
Kathir]

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O you who believe! If you help (in the 
cause of) Allāh, He will help you, and 
make your foothold firm. 


But those who disbelieve (in 

the Oneness of Allāh — Islāmic 
Monotheism), for them is destruction, 
and (Allāh) will make their deeds 
vain. 


That is because they hate that which 
Allāh has sent down (this Qur’an and 
Islamic laws, etc.); so He has made 
their deeds fruitless. 


Have they not travelled through the 
earth and seen what was the end of 
those before them? Allah destroyed 
them completely, and a similar (fate 
awaits) the disbelievers. 


That is because Allah is the 
Maula (Lord, Master, Helper, 
Protector, etc.) of those who 
believe, and the disbelievers have 
no Maula (lord, master, helper, 
protector, etc.). 


Certainly Allah will admit those who 
believe (in the Oneness of Allah — 
Islamic Monotheism) and do righteous 
good deeds, to Gardens under which 
rivers flow (Paradise); while those 
who disbelieve enjoy themselves and 
eat as cattle eat; and the Fire will be 
their abode. 


And many a town, stronger than 
your town (Makkah) (O Muhammad 
Aate) which has driven you out, 
We have destroyed. And there was 
none to help them. 
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Is he, who is on a clear proof from 
his Lord, like those for whom their 
evil deeds that they do are beautified 
for them, while they follow their own 
lusts (evil desires)? 


The description of Paradise which the 
Muttaqün (the pious)”. have been 
promised (is that) in it are rivers of 
water the taste and smell of which are 
not changed, rivers of milk of which 
the taste never changes, rivers of wine 
delicious to those who drink, and rivers 
of clarified honey (clear and pure), 
therein for them is every kind of fruit, 
and forgiveness from their Lord. (Are 
these) like those who shall dwell forever 
in the Fire and be given to drink boiling 
water so that it cuts up their bowels? 


And among them are some who listen 
to you (O Muhammad isi) till 
when they go out from you, they say to 
those who have received knowledge: 
“What has he said just now? Such are 
men whose hearts Allah has sealed, and 
they follow their lusts (evil desires). 


While as for those who accept 
guidance, He increases their guidance 
and bestows on them their piety. 


Do they then await (anything) other 
than the Hour that it should come 
upon them suddenly? But some of its 
portents (indications and signs) have 
already come; and when it (actually) 
15 on them, how can they benefit then 
by their reminder??

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So, know (O Muhammad ics) 
that, La ilaha illallah (none has the 
right to be worshipped but Allah), 
and ask forgiveness for your sin, and 
also for (the sin of) believing men and 
believing women. And Allah knows 
well your moving about, and your 
place of rest (in your homes). 


Those who believe say: *Why is not 

a Surah (chapter of the Qur'an) sent 
down (for us)? But when a decisive 
Surah (explaining and ordering things) 
15 sent down, and fighting (Jihad 

— holy fighting in Allah's cause) 

15 mentioned (i.e. ordained) therein, 
you will see those in whose hearts is 

a disease (of hypocrisy) looking at you 
with a look of one fainting to death. 
But it was better for them (hypocrites, 
to listen to Allah and to obey Him). 


Obedience (to Allah) and good words 
(were better for them). And when the 
matter (preparation for Jihad) is resolved, 
then, if they had been true to Allah, it 
would have been better for them. 


Would you then, if you were given the 
authority, do mischief in the land, and 
sever your ties of kinship? 


(V.47:19) It is essential to know a thing first before saying or acting upon it as Allah’s 
Statement: “So know..." (V.47:19). Please see also the footnote of (V.6:125).

Then how (will it be) when the angels 
will take their souls at death, smiting 
their faces and their backs? 


That is because they followed that 
which angered Allah and hated that 
which pleased Him. So He made their 
deeds fruitless. 


Or do those in whose hearts is 

a disease (of hypocrisy), think that 
Allah will not bring to light all their 
hidden ill-wills?? 


‘Yes, O my Lord!’ Then Allah said, ‘That is for you.’ Abu Hurairah zzi 
added: If you wish, you can recite: “Would you then, if you were given the 
authority, do mischief in the land and sever your ties of kinship?" (V.47:22). 
(Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.6, Hadith No.354).

Had We willed, We could have 
shown them to you, and you should 
have known them by their marks; 
but surely, you will know them by 
the tone of their speech! And Allah 
knows (all) your deeds. 


And surely, We shall try you till We 
test those who strive hard (for the 
Cause of Allah) and As-Sabirün (the 
patient), and We shall test your facts 
(i.e. the one who is a liar, and the one 
who is truthful). 


Verily, those who disbelieve, and 
hinder (men) from the Path of Allah 
(i.e. Islam), and oppose the Messenger 
izafe (by standing against him 
and hurting him), after the guidance” 
has been clearly shown to them, they 
will not harm Allah in the least, but 
He will make their deeds fruitless, 


(V.47:32): 


a) Narrated Abū Misa zs: The Prophet icd said, “The example of 
guidance and knowledge (the Qur'an and the Sunnah) with which Allah 
has sent me, is like abundant rain falling on the earth, some of which was 
fertile soil that absorbed rain water and brought forth vegetation and grass in 
abundance. (And) another portion of it was hard and held the rain water and 
Allah benefited the people with it and they utilized it for drinking, making their 
animals drink from it and irrigating the land for cultivation. (And) a portion 
of it was barren which could neither hold the water nor bring forth vegetation 
(then that land gave no benefits). The first is the example of the person who 
comprehends Allah's religion (Islam) and gets benefit (from the knowledge) 
which Allah jz has revealed through me (the Prophet cs.) and learns 
and then teaches it to others.

2) Guidance of /rshad i.e. through preaching by Allah's Messengers and 
pious preachers who preach the truth i.e. Islamic Monotheism. 
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0 you who believe! Obey Allah, and 
obey the Messenger (Muhammad 
iafe) and render not vain your 
deeds. 


Verily, those who disbelieve, and hinder 
(men) from the Path of Allah (i.e. Islam); 
then die while they are disbelievers — 
Allah will not forgive them”. 


So, be not weak and ask not for peace 
(from the enemies of Islam) while you 
are having the upper hand. Allah is 
with you, and He will never decrease 
the reward of your good deeds. 


The life of this world is but play 

and pastime; but if you believe (in 

the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism), and fear Allah, and avoid 
evil, He will grant you your wages, and 
will not ask you your wealth. 


If He were to ask you of it, and press 

you, you would covetously withhold, 

and He will bring out all your (secret) 
ill-wills. 


Behold! You are those who are 
called to spend in the Cause of Allah, 
yet among you are some who are 
niggardly. And whoever is niggardly, 
it is only at the expense of his 
ownself. But Allah is Rich (Free of all 
needs), and you (mankind) are poor. 
And if you turn away (from Islam 
and the obedience to Allah), He will 
exchange you for some other people 
and they will not be the likes of you.

(calmness and tranquillity) into the 
hearts of the believers, that they may 
grow more in Faith along with their

earth, and Allah is Ever All-Knower, 
All-Wise. 


That He may admit the believing men 
and the believing women to Gardens 
under which rivers flow (i.e. Paradise) 
to abide therein forever, and He may 
expiate from them their sins; and that 
is with Allah a supreme success,

prayers till his feet became a iuro said to him, “Allah has forgiven 
you your sins of the past and the future.” On that, he said, “Shouldn’tI be a thankful 
slave of Allah?”

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And that He may punish the 
Munáfiqün (hypocrites), men and 
women, and also the Mushrikün 
men and women, who think evil 
thoughts about Allah: for them is 


a disgraceful torment. And the Anger 


of Allah is upon them, and He has 
cursed them and prepared Hell for 
them — and worst indeed is that 
destination. 


And to Allah belong the hosts of the 
heavens and the earth. And Allah is 
Ever All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


Verily, We have sent you 

(O Muhammad asil) as 

a witness, as a bearer of glad tidings, 
and as a warner. 


In order that you (O mankind) may 
believe in Allah and His Messenger 
,اوسر‎ and that you assist and 
honour him zsa, and (that you) 
glorify (Allah’s) praises morning and 
afternoon. 


Verily, those who give Bai ‘ah 
(pledge) to you (O Muhammad 
iateko) they are giving Bai ‘ah 
(pledge) to Allah. The Hand of Allah 
is over their hands. Then whosoever 
breaks his pledge, breaks it only 

to his own harm; and whosoever 
fulfils what he has covenanted with 
Allah, He will bestow on him a great 
reward.

“Nay, but you thought that the 
Messenger iza and the believers 
would never return to their families, 
and that was made fair-seeming in 
your hearts, and you did think an evil 
thought and you became a useless 
people going for destruction.” 


And whosoever does not believe 

in Allah and His Messenger 
(Muhammad sae), then verily, 
We have prepared for the disbelievers 
a blazing Fire. 


And to Allah belongs the sovereignty 
of the heavens and the earth. He 
forgives whom He wills, and punishes 
whom He wills. And Allah is Ever 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 


Those who lagged behind will say, 
when you set forth to take the spoils, 
“Allow us to follow you.” They want 
to change Allah’s Words. Say: “You 
shall not follow us; thus Allah has 
said beforehand.” Then they will say: 
“Nay, you envy us.” Nay, but they 
understand not except a little.

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Say (O Muhammad iiie) to the 
bedouins who lagged behind: “You 
shall be called to fight against a people 
given to great warfare, then you shall 
fight them, or they shall surrender. 
Then, if you obey, Allah will give you

punish you with a painful torment.” 


No blame or sin is there upon the blind, 
nor is there blame or sin upon the 

lame, nor is there blame or sin upon 
the sick (that they go not for fighting). 
And whosoever obeys Allah and His 
Messenger (Muhammad ize), 
He will admit him to Gardens beneath 
which rivers flow (Paradise); and 
whosoever turns back, He will punish 
him with a painful torment. 


Indeed, Allah was pleased with the 
believers when they gave the Bai ‘ah 
(pledge) to you (O Muhammad 
Acsalecii~) under the tree: He knew 
what was in their hearts, and He 
sent down As-Sakinah (calmness 
and tranquillity) upon them, and He 
rewarded them with a near victory, 


And abundant spoils that they 
will capture. And Allah is Ever 
All-Mighty, All-Wise. 


Allah has promised you abundant 
spoils that you will capture, and He 
has hastened for you this, and He 

has restrained the hands of men from 
you: that it may be a sign for the 
believers, and that He may guide you 
to a Straight Path.

And other (victories and much booty 
He promises you) which are not yet 
within your power; indeed Allāh 
compasses them. And Allāh is Ever 
Able to do all things. 


And if those who disbelieve fight 
against you, they certainly will turn 
their backs; then they would have 
found neither a Walt (protector, 
guardian) nor a helper. 


That has been the Way of Allah 
already with those who passed away 
before. And you will not find any 
change in the Way of Allah. 


And He it is Who has withheld their 
hands from you and your hands from 
them in the midst of Makkah, after He 
had made you victors over them. And 


Allah is Ever All-Seer of what you do. 


They are the ones who disbelieved 
(in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and hindered you from 
Al-Masjid-al-Haram (in Makkah) 
and detained the sacrificial animals 
from reaching their place of sacrifice. 
Had there not been believing men 
and believing women whom you did 
not know, that you may kill them 
and on whose account a sin would 
have been committed by you without 
(your) knowledge, that Allah might 
bring into His Mercy whom He 

wills — if they (the believers and 
the disbelievers) had been apart, We 
verily would have punished those of 
them who disbelieved with painful 
torment. 
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When those who disbelieve had put 
in their hearts pride and haughtiness 
— the pride and haughtiness of the 
time of ignorance, — then Allah sent 
down His Sakinah (calmness and 
tranquillity) upon His Messenger 
{zafe and upon the believers, 
and made them stick to the word 

of piety (i.e. none has the right to 

be worshipped but Allah); and they 
were well entitled to it and worthy of 
it. And Allah is ever All-Knower of 
everything. 


Indeed, Allah shall fulfil the true 
vision which He showed to His 
Messenger inato [i.e. the Prophet 
Acsacleti saw a dream that he has 
entered Makkah along with his 
Companions, having their (head) hair 
shaved and cut short] in very truth. 
Certainly, you shall enter A/-Masjid- 
al-Haram, if Allah wills, secure, 
(some) having your heads shaved, 
and (some) having your head hair cut 
short, having no fear. He knew what 
you knew not, and He granted before 
that a near victory. 


He it is Who has sent His Messenger 
(Muhammad iza) with 
guidance and the religion of truth 
(Islam), that He may make it (Islam) 
superior to all religions. And 
All-Sufficient is Allah as a Witness. 


Muhammad zs. is the 
Messenger of Allah. And those 


who are with him are severe against 
disbelievers, and merciful among 
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themselves. You see them bowing 
and falling down prostrate (in prayer), 
seeking Bounty from Allāh and 

(His) Good Pleasure. The mark of 
them (i.e. of their Faith) is on their 
faces (foreheads) from the traces of 
prostration (during prayers). This is 
their description in the Taurāt (Torah). 
But their description in the Injeel 
(Gospel) is like a (sown) seed which 
sends forth its shoot, then makes 

it strong, and becomes thick and it 
stands straight on its stem, delighting 
the sowers, that He may enrage the 
disbelievers with them. Allah has 
promised those among them who 
believe (i.e. all those who follow 
Islamic Monotheism, the religion of 
Prophet Muhammad icit till the 
Day of Resurrection) and do righteous 
good deeds, forgiveness and a mighty 
reward (i.e. Paradise). 
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In the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 


O you who believe! Make not 

(a decision) in advance" before 
Allah and His Messenger iako, 
and fear Allah. Verily, Allah is 
All-Hearing, All-Knowing. 


O you who believe! Raise not your 
voices above the voice of the Prophet 
icak, nor speak aloud to him in 
talk, as you speak aloud to one another, 
lest your deeds should be rendered 
fruitless, while you perceive not. 


Verily, those who lower their voices 
in the presence of Allah’s Messenger 
csako, they are the ones whose 
hearts Allah has tested for piety. For 
them 15 forgiveness and a great reward. 


Verily, those who call you from 
behind the dwellings, most of them 
have no sense. 


And if they had had patience till you 
could come out to them, it would have 
been better for them. And Allah is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.

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O you who believe! If a Fasiq (liar — 
evil person) comes to you with any 
news, verify it, lest you should harm 
people in ignorance, and afterwards 
you become regretful for what you 
have done. 


And know that among you there is 
the Messenger of Allah ize. 
If he were to obey you (i.e. follow 
your opinions and desires) in much 
of the matter, you would surely be in 
trouble. But Allah has endeared the 
Faith to you and has beautified it in 
your hearts, and has made disbelief, 
wickedness and disobedience (to 
Allah and His Messenger årsak) 
hateful to you. Such are they who are 
the rightly guided. 


(This is) a Grace from Allah and His 
Favour. And Allah is All-Knower, 
All-Wise. 


And if two parties or groups among 
the believers fall to fighting, then 
make peace between them both. But, 
if one of them outrages against the 
other, then fight you (all) against the 
one which outrages till it complies 
with the Command of Allah. Then, if 
it complies, then make reconciliation 


between them justly, and be equitable. 


Verily, Allah loves those who are 
equitable. 


The believers are nothing else than 
brothers (in Islamic religion).

On the Day when Allah will resurrect 
them all together (i.e. on the Day of 
Resurrection) and inform them of 
what they did. Allah has kept account 
of it, while they have forgotten it. And 
Allah is Witness over all things. 


Have you not seen that Allah knows 
whatsoever is in the heavens and 
whatsoever is on the earth? There is 
no secret counsel of three but He is 
their fourth (with His Knowledge, 
while He Himself is over the Throne, 
over the seventh heaven), nor of 

five but He is their sixth (with His 
Knowledge), nor of less than that or

which they had been forbidden, 

and conspired together for sin and 
wrong doing and disobedience to the 
Messenger (Muhammad ici). 
And when they come to you, they 
greet you with a greeting wherewith 
Allah greets you not, and say within 
themselves: *Why should Allah 
punish us not for what we say?" Hell 
will be sufficient for them; they will 
burn therein. And worst indeed is 
that destination! 


O you who believe! When you hold 
secret counsel, do it not for sin and 
wrong-doing, and disobedience 
towards the Messenger (Muhammad 
inato), but do it for Al-Birr 
(righteousness) and At-Taqwa (virtues 
and piety); and fear Allah to Whom 
you shall be gathered. 


Secret counsel (conspiracy) is only 
from Shaitàn (Satan), in order that 

he may cause grief to the believers. 
But he cannot harm them in the least, 
except as Allah permits. And in Allah 
let the believers put their trust.

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O you who believe! When you are 
told to make room in the assemblies,

Have you (O Muhammad Zzs«ieie) 
not seen those (hypocrites) who take 

as friends a people upon whom is the 
Wrath of Allah (1.e. Jews)? They are 

neither of you (Muslims) nor of them 
(Jews), and they swear to a lie while 

they know.

Allah has prepared for them a severe 
torment. Evil indeed is that which 
they used to do. 


They have made their oaths a screen 
(for their evil actions). Thus they 
hinder (men) from the Path of Allah: 
so they shall have a humiliating 
torment. 


Their wealth and their children 
will avail them nothing against 
Allah. They will be the dwellers 
of the Fire, to dwell therein 
forever.

Verily, it is the Party 
of Allah that will be the successful.

Whatsoever is in the heavens and 
whatsoever is on the earth glorifies 
Allah. And He is the All-Mighty, the

He it is Who drove out the disbelievers 
among the people of the Scripture

An-Nadir) from their homes at the first 
gathering. You did not think that they 
would get out. And they thought that 
their fortresses would defend them 
from Allah!

and if you are attacked (in fight), we 
shall indeed help you.” But Allāh is 
Witness that they verily are liars. 


Surely, if they (the Jews) are expelled, 
never will they (hypocrites) go out 
with them; and if they are attacked, 
they will never help them. And (even) 
if they do help them, they (hypocrites) 
will turn their backs, and they will not 
be victorious. 


Verily, you (believers in the Oneness 
of Allāh — Islāmic Monotheism) are 
more fearful in their (Jews of Banū 
An-Nadir) breasts than Allah.

They fight not against you even 
together, except in fortified townships, 
or from behind walls.

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They are like their immediate 
predecessors (the Jews of Banü 
Qainüqa', who suffered); they tasted 
the evil result of their conduct, and

(Their allies deceived them) like 
Shaitan (Satan), when he says to 

man: *Disbelieve in Allah." But when 
(man) disbelieves in Allah, Shaitan 
(Satan) says: “I am free of you, I 

fear Allah, the Lord of the 701

(mankind, jinn and all that exists)! 


So the end of both will be that they 
will be in the Fire, abiding therein 
forever. Such is the recompense 

of the Zalimün (i.e. polytheists, 
wrong-doers, disbelievers in Allah 
and in His Oneness). 


O you who believe! Fear Allah and 
keep your duty to Him. And let every 
person look to what he has sent forth for 
tomorrow, and fear Allah. Verily, Allah 
is Well-Acquainted with what you do". 


And be not like those who forgot Allah 
(i.e. became disobedient to Allah), 

and He caused them to forget their 
ownselves, (let them to forget to do 
righteous deeds).

And if any of your wives have 

gone from you to the disbelievers, 
(as apostates and you asked them 

to return back your Mahr but they 
refused)— [then you went out for 

a Ghazwah (military expedition) 
against them and gained booty]; then 
pay (from that booty) to those whose 
wives have gone, the equivalent 

of what they had spent (on their 
Mahr). And fear Allah in Whom you 
believe. 


O Prophet! When believing women 
come to you to give you the Bai ‘ah 
(pledge), that they will not associate 
anything in worship with Allah, that 
they will not steal, that they will not 
commit illegal sexual intercourse, 
that they will not kill their children, 
that they will not utter slander, 
intentionally forging falsehood (i.e. 
by attributing illegitimate children 
to their husbands), and that they will 
not disobey you in Ma ‘af (Islamic 
Monotheism and all that which Islam 
ordains), then accept their Bai ‘ah 
(pledge), and ask Allah to forgive 
them. Verily, Allah is Oft-Forgiving, 
Most Merciful.

When you 
divorce women, divorce them at 
their Iddah (prescribed periods) 

and count (accurately) their Iddah

except in case they are guilty of some 
open illegal sexual intercourse. And 
those are the set limits of Allah.

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Then, when they are about to attain 
their term appointed, either take them 
back in a good manner or part with 
them in a good manner. And take 

as witness two just persons from 
among you (Muslims). And establish 
the testimony for Allah. That will 

be an admonition given to him who 
believes in Allah and the Last Day. 
And whosoever fears Allah and 
keeps his duty to Him, He will make 
a way for him to get out (from every 
difficulty). 


And He will provide him from 
(sources) he never could imagine. And 
whosoever puts his trust in Allah, then 
He will suffice him. Verily, Allah will 
accomplish His purpose. Indeed Allah 
has set a measure for all things. 


And those of your women as have 
passed the age of monthly courses, for 
them the ‘Iddah (prescribed period), if 
you have doubt (about their periods), 
is three months; and for those who 
have no courses [(i.e. they are still 
immature) their ‘Iddah (prescribed 
period) is three months likewise, 
except in case of death]. And for 
those who are pregnant (whether they 
are divorced or their husbands are 
dead), their */ddah (prescribed period) 
is until they lay down their burden; 
and whosoever fears Allah and keeps 
his duty to Him, He will make his 
matter easy for him.

Allah puts no burden on any 
person beyond what He has given 
him.

The Prophet ici 
said, “In claiming from me a right that has been clearly proved to be yours, 
You (Muslims) cannot be more pressing than the believers in interceding with 
Almighty for their (Muslim) brothers on that Day, when they see themselves 
safe.

And whatever good 
you send before you for yourselves 
(i.e. Nawáfil non-obligatory acts of 
worship: prayers, charity, fasting, 
Hajj and ‘Umrah), you will certainly 
find it with Allah, better and greater 
in reward. And seek Forgiveness of 
Allah. Verily, Allah is Oft-Forgiving,

This incident happened during 
the period of the birth-year of Prophet Muhammad isi. Abrahah Al-Ashram 
was the governor of Yemen on behalf of the king of Ethiopia (as Yemen was 
apart of the Ethiopian kingdom). He (Abrahah) thought to build a house (like 
the Ka'bah in Makkah) in San'a (the capital of Yemen) and call the Arabs to 
perform the pilgrimage there in San‘a instead of the Ka ‘bah (Al-Bait Al-Haram) 
in Makkah, with the intention of diverting the trade and benefits from Makkah to 
Yemen. He presented his idea to the king of Ethiopia who agreed to his idea. So 
the house (church) was built and he named it A4/-Qullais; there was no church of 
its like at that time. Then a man from the Quraish tribe of Makkah came there and 
was infuriated by it, so he relieved his nature (stools and urine) in it, soiled its 
walls and went away. When Abrahah Al-Ashram saw that, he could not control 
his anger and raised an army to invade Makkah and demolish the Ka ‘bah. He had 
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in that army thirteen elephants and amongst them was an elephant called Mahmiid 
which was the biggest of them. So that army proceeded and none amongst the 
Arab tribes that faced them (fought against them) but was killed and defeated, till 
it approached near Makkah. Then there took place negotiations between Abrahah 
Al-Ashram and the chief of Makkah (Abdul Muttalib bin Hashim, the grandfather 
of the Prophet isal), and it was concluded that Abrahah would restore 
the camels of Abdul Muttalib which he had taken away, and then he (Abrahah 
Al-Ashram) would decide himself as regards the Ka ‘bah. Abdul Muttalib ordered 
the men of Makkah to evacuate the city and go to the top of the mountains along 
with their wives and children in case some harm should come to them from the 
invading oppressors. Then that army moved towards Makkah till they reached 
valley Muhassir. While the army was marching towards Makkah, in the middle 
of the valley, suddenly it was overtaken by flocks of birds, flocks after flocks, 
air-raiding that army with small stones slightly bigger than a lentil seed. There 
never fell a stone on a soldier except it dissolved his flesh and burst it into pieces. 
So they perished with a total destruction. Abrahah Al-Ashram fled away while his 
flesh was bursting into pieces till he died on the way (back to Yemen). Such was 
the victory bestowed by Allah, (the All-Majestic, All-Powerful) to the people of 
Makkah and such was the protection provided by Him for His House (Ka 'bah in 
Makkah).

(B) Oneness of the worship of Allah; Jauhid-al-Ulühiyyah: To 
believe that none has the right to be worshipped [e.g. praying, 
invoking, asking for help (from the unseen), swearing, slaughtering 
sacrifices, giving charity, fasting, pilgrimage, etc.], but Allah. 


(C) Oneness of the Names and the Qualities of Allah; Tauhid-al- 
Asma’ was-Sifat: To believe that: (i) we must not name or qualify 
Allah except with what He or His Messenger ici has named or 
qualified Him; (ii) none can be named or qualified with the Names 
or Qualifications of Allah; e.g. A/-Karim; (iii) we must believe 
in all the qualities of Allah which Allah has stated in his Book 
(The Qur'àn) or mentioned through His Messenger (Muhammad 
Acs) without changing their meaning or ignoring them 
completely or twisting the meanings or giving resemblance to 
any of the created things; e.g. Allah is present over His Throne as 
mentioned in the Qur'an. (V.20: 5) “The Most Gracious (i.e. Allah) 
rose over (/stawa) the (Mighty) Throne" over the seventh heaven; 
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and He comes down over the first (nearest) heaven (to us) during 
the last third part of every night and also during the day of ‘Arafah 
(Hajj, i.e. 9^ Dhul-Hijjah) as mentioned by the Prophet isal, 
but He is with us by His Knowledge, not by His Personal Self (Bi- 
Dhatihi), “There is nothing like Him, and He is the All-Hearer, the 
All-Seer.” (The Qur'an, V. 42:11). 

This Noble Ayah proves the quality of hearing and the quality 
of sight for Allah without likening it (or giving resemblance) to 
others; and likewise He also says: 


“To one whom I have created with Both My Hands," (V. 38:75); 
and He also says: 


“The Hand of Allah is over their hands.”: (V. 48:10, the Qur'an). This 
confirms two Hands for Allah, but there is no similarity for them. 


This is the Faith of all true believers, and was the Faith of all the 
Prophets of Allah from Nüh (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), Müsa 
(Moses) and ‘Isa (Jesus) till the last of the Prophets, Muhammad 
Acs. It is not as some people think that Allah is present 
everywhere, here, there and even inside the breasts of men. 

These three aspects of Tauhid are included in the meanings of Lā 
ilaha illallah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah). 


It is also essential to follow Allah's Messenger Muhammad

Why Allah sent Prophets and Messengers Aa? 


Ever since people innovated the dogma of Shirk (i.e. joining others in worship 
along with Allah), Allah had been sending Prophets and Messengers to his devotees 
in order to invite them to the worship of Allah and Allah Alone, to order them not to 
ascribe partners to Him and bring them out of the darkness of polytheism into the light 
of Monotheism. All the Prophets preached Tauhīd (i.e. Monotheism, the Belief in the 
Oneness of Allah, the Glorious, the Elevated. The following verses from the Noble 
Quran illustrate this fact: 


“Indeed We sent Nth (Noah) to his people, and he said: ‘O my people! Worship 
Allah! You have no other [lah (God) but Him. (La ilaha illallah, none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah). Certainly, I fear for you the torment of a great Day!" (V. 7:59). 


“And to ‘Ad (people, We sent) their brother Hid. He said: ‘O my people! Worship 
Allah! You have no other [lah (God) but Him. (La ilaha illallah, none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah). Will you not fear (Allah)?" (V.7:65). 


* And to (the people of) Madyan (Midian), (We sent) their brother Shu'aib. He said: 
O my people! Worship Allah! You have no other [lah (God) but Him. (Lā ilaha illallah, 
none has the right to be worshipped but Allah). Verily, a clear proof (sign) from your Lord 
has come to you, so give full measure and full weight and wrong not men in their things, 
and do not make mischief on the earth after it has been set in order, that will be better for 
you, if you are believers." (V.7:85). 


“And to Thamüd (people, We sent) their brother Salih. He said: *O my people! 
Worship Allah! You have no other [lah (God) but Him. (Là ilaha illallah, none has the 
right to be worshipped but Allah).’” (V.7:73). 


“And verily, We have sent among every Ummah (community, nation) a Messenger 
(proclaiming): “Worship Allah (Alone) and avoid (or keep away from) Taghüt'? (all false 
deities, i.e. do not worship Taghüt besides Allah)." (V. 16:36). 


Every Prophet was sent to his own nation for their guidance, but the message of 
Prophet Muhammad cix was general for all mankind and jinn. As in Surat al A ‘raf 
(Allah addresses His Messenger ice): 


“Say (O Muhammad ici): O mankind! Verily, I am sent to you all as the 
messenger of Allah.’ " (V.7:158). 


1 Taghüt: See the Glossary. 
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So the aim of sending these Prophets and Mesengers to mankind and jinn was only 
that they should worship Allah Alone as Allah $555 said: 


“And I (Allah) created not the jinn and mankind except that they should worship Me 
(Alone)” (V.51:56). 


And to worship Allah means to obey Him and to do all that He has ordained,—and to 
fear Him by abstaining from all that He has forbidden. 


Then those who obey Allah will be rewarded in Paradise, and those who will disobey 
Him will be punished in Hell-fire. 
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Tauhid (Islamic Monotheism) 


Tauhid (Islamic Monotheism) is to believe in 1 Allah, 2 His Angels, 3 His Messengers, 
4 His revealed Books, 5 Day of Resurrection, 6 and Al-Qadar (Divine Preordainment i.e. 
whatever Allah ordained must come to pass), and to act on the five principles of Islam, i.e., 
1 to testify that La ilaha illallah wa anna Muhammad-ar Rasül Allah (None has the right to 
be worshipped but Allah and that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah, 2 to offer the (five 
compulsory congregational) prayers (/gamat as-Salat), 3 to pay zakāt, 4 to perform Hajj (i.e. 
pilgrimage to Makkah), 5 to observe fast during the month of Ramadan. To believe in Allah 
means declaring Allah to be the only God in the heavens and the earth and all that exists. It 
has three aspects: 


a. The Oneness of the Lordship of Allah; Tauhid-ar-Rubübiyyah: To believe that there is 
only one Lord for all the universe, Who is its Creator, Organizer, Planner, Sustainer, and 
the Giver of security, etc., and that is Allah. 

b. The Oneness of the Worship of Allah; Tauhid-al-Ulühiyyah: To believe that none has 
the right to be worshipped (e.g. praying, invoking, asking for help from the unseen, 
swearing, offering sacrifice, giving charity, fasting, pilgrimage) but Allah. 


€. The Oneness of the Names and the Qualities of Allah; Zauhid-al-Asmda’ was-Sifat: To 
believe that: 


i. — Wemust not name or qualify Allah except with what He or His Messenger ici 
has named or qualified Him; 

ii. — None can be named or qualified with the Names or Qualifications of Allah; e.g. 
Al-Karim; 

iii. | We must believe in all the qualities of Allah which Allah has stated in His Book 
(the Qur'àn) or mentioned through His Messenger (Muhammad ici) without 
changing their meaning or ignoring them completely or twisting the meanings 
or likening them (giving resemblance) to any of the created things e.g. Allah is 
present over His Throne as mentioned in the Qur’an (V. 20:5): 


“The Most Gracious (Allah) rose over (/stawa) the (Mighty) Throne (in a manner 
that suits His Majesty),” over the seventh heaven; and He comes down over 
the first (nearest) heaven to us on the day of ‘Arafah (Hajj, i.e. the 9" of Dhul- 
Hijjah), and also during the last third part of the night as mentioned by the 
Prophet Acsicxii, but He is with us by His Knowledge, not by His Personal-Self 
(bi-Dhatihi). 

It is not as some people think that Allah is present everywhere — here, there and 
even inside the breasts of men. 


Also Allah says: 
“There is nothing like Him and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer" (V.42:11). 
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This holy Verse proves the quality of hearing and the quality of sight for Allah 
without likening them (or giving resemblance) to any of the created things) and 
likewise He jz also says: 

“To one whom I have created with Both My Hands,” (V.38:75); 

and He also says: 


“The Hand of Allah is over their hands.” (V.48:10). 


This confirms two Hands for Allah, but there is no similarity for them. This is the 
belief of all true believers, and was the belief of all the Prophets of Allah, from 
Nuh (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), Müsà (Moses) and ‘Isa (Jesus) till the last of the 
Prophets, Muhammad ci. 

These three aspects of Tauhīd are included in the meaning of La ilaha illallah 
(none has the right to be worshipped but Allah). 

It is also essential to follow Allah’s Messenger, Muhammad icio: Wujüb 
al-Ittiba ‘ and it is a part of Tauhid-al-Ulithiyyah. 

This is included in the meaning, “I testify that Muhammad ici is Allah's 
Messenger,” and this means, “None has the right to be followed after Allah’s Book 
(the Qur'àn), but Allah’s Messenger i-i." 

Allah says: 


“And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad icit) gives you, take it, and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it)." (V.59:7). 


And also Allah says: 


“Say (O Muhammad csc to mankind), ‘If you (really) love Allah then follow 
me [i.e. accept Islamic Monotheism, follow the Qur'àn and the Sunnah (legal ways 


»» 


of the Prophet izsicx)] Allah will love you and forgive you of your sins. 
(V.3:31). 
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Shahadah (Confession of a Muslim)

(None has the right to be worshipped but Allah, 
and Muhammad iix is the Messenger of Allah). 


It has been noticed that most mankind, who embrace Islam, do not understand the reality 


of the meaning of the first fundamental principle of Islam, i.e. La ilaha illallah, Muhammad- 


ur-Rasiil-Allah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad ici is 


the Messenger of Allah). So I consider it essential to explain something of the meanings of 


this great sentence (principle) in some detail: 


لا إله إلا الله محمد رسول الله 
Là ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur- Rasül-Allah‏ 


“None has the right to be worshipped but Allah... and Muhammad ici is the 


Messenger of Allah” has three aspects: a,b and c. 


It is that, you have to pledge a covenant with (Allah), the Creator of the heavens and 
earth, the Ruler of all that exists, the Lord of Majesty and Highness, on four points (or 
conditions): 

Point I: A confession with your heart that the Creator (of everything) is Allah; it is that 
you have to say: “I testify that the Creator of all the universe including the stars, the 
planets, the sun, the moon, the heavens, the earth with all its known and unknown forms 
of life, is Allah. He is the Organizer and Planner of all its affairs. It is He Who gives life 
and death, and He (i.e. Allah Alone) is the Sustainer, and the Giver of security." And 
this is called (your confession for the) “Oneness of the Lordship of Allah," — Tauhid- 
ar-Rubübiyyah. 


Point II: A confession with your heart that: “1 testify that none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah Alone." The word “worship” (i.e. Tbādah) carries a great number 
of meanings in the Islamic terminology: it conveys that all kinds of worship are meant 
for Allah Alone (and none else, whether it be an angel, Messenger, Prophet ‘Isa (Jesus) 
— son of Maryam (Mary), ‘Uzair (Ezra), Muhammad, saint, idol, the sun, the moon 
and all other kinds of false deities.) So pray to none but Allah, invoke none but Allah, 
ask for help from none (unseen) but Allah, swear by none but Allah, offer an animal as 
sacrifice to none but Allah,...etc, and that means, — all that Allah and His Messenger 
Muhammad cs. order you to do, in the Qur'àn and in the Sunnah (legal ways 
of Prophet Muhammad ici) you must do, and all that Allah and His Messenger 
Muhammad iz; it forbid you, you must not do. And this is called (your confession 
for the) “Oneness of the worship of Allah", — Zauhid-al-Ulühiyyah. And that you 
(mankind) worship none but Allah. 
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Point III: A confession with your heart that: *O Allah! I testify that all the best of 
names and the most perfect qualities with which You have named or qualified Yourself 
in Your Book (i.e. the Qur'àn) or as Your Prophet Muhammad ici has named or 
qualified You, with his statement, I believe that all those (names and qualities) are for 
You without changing their meanings or neglecting them completely or likening them 
(giving resemblance) to others." As Allah says: 


“There is nothing like Him and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer.” (V. 42:11). 


This holy Verse confirms the quality of hearing and the quality of sight for Allah without 
likening them (giving resemblance) to others, and He also says: 


“To one whom I have created with Both My Hands," (V.38:75). 
and He also says: 
“The Hand of Allah is over their hands.” (V.48:10). 


This confirms two Hands for Allah, but there is no similarity for them. Similarly Allah 
Says: 

“The Most Gracious (Allah) rose over (/stawa) the (Mighty) Throne (in a manner that 
suits His Majesty)." (V.20:5). 

So He rose over the Throne really in a manner that suits His Majesty. And Allah is 
over His Throne over the seventh heaven, as the slave-girl pointed towards the heavens, 
when Allah's Messenger (Muhammad ici) asked her as to where Allah is. He 
comes down over the first (nearest) heaven to us during the last third part of every 
night and also on the day of ‘Arafah (Hajj, i.e. the 9" of Dhul-Hijjah), as mentioned by 
the Prophet ici, but He is with us by His Knowledge, not by His Personal-Self 
(bi-Dhatihi). It is not, as some people say that Allah is present everywhere — here, 
there, and even inside the breasts of men. He sees and hears all that we do or utter. 
And this is called (your confession for the) *Oneness of the Names and Qualities of 
Allah," — Tauhid-al-Asma ' was-Sifat and this is the right belief, the belief which was 
followed by the Messengers of Allah [from Nüh (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), Müsa 
(Moses), Dawüd (David), Sulaiman (Solomon), ‘Isa (Jesus) to Muhammad 5izi.;ic and 
the Companions of Prophet Muhammad Zi] and the righteous followers of these 
Messengers zy. zi. 

Point IV: A confession with your heart: “O Allah! I testify that Muhammad icio is 
Your Messenger." That means that none has the right to be followed after Allah, but the 
Prophet Muhammad isi as he is the last of His Messengers. As Allah says: 


“Muhammad iste is not the father of any man among you, but he is the Messenger 
of Allah and the last (end) of the Prophets. And Allah is Ever All-Aware of everything." 
(V.33:40). 


“And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad ici) gives you, take it and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain from it,"(V.59:7). 


And Allah says: 


“Say (O Muhammad ici to mankind): ‘If you (really) love Allah, then follow me 
(i.e. accept Islamic Monothesim, follow The Qur’an and The Sunnah).’” (V.3:31). 
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As for others than Muhammad i-i, their statements are to be taken or rejected 
as to whether these are in accordance with Allah's Book (i.e. the Qur'an) and with the 
Sunnah (legal ways, orders, acts of worship, statements) of the Prophet isse or not. 
As the Divine revelation has stopped after the death of Prophet Muhammad ici 
and it will not resume except at the time of the Descent of ‘Isa (Jesus) — son of Maryam 
(Mary) and he (i.e. Jesus) will rule with justice according to the Islamic laws, during the 
last days of the world as it has been mentioned in the authentic Hadith (1.e. narration of 
Prophet Muhammad ize). (Sahih-Al-Bukhari, Vol. 3, Hadith No. 425). 

. It is essential to utter: La ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur-Rasül Allah (none has the right 
to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad iiu is the Messenger of Allah.) As it 
has come in the statement of the Prophet Muhammad ici to his uncle Abū Talib at 
the time of the latter's death: “O uncle, if you utter it (La ilaha illallah, Muhammad-ur- 
Rasul Allah, none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and Muhammad icit is 
the Messenger of Allah), then I shall be able to argue on your behalf before Allah, on the 
Day of Resurrection." Similarly, when Abū Dharr Al-Ghifart embraced Islam, he went 
to Al-Masjid-al-Haram and he proclaimed it loudly in front of the Quraish infidels until 
he was beaten severely. 


It is essential that the limbs and all the other parts and organs of one's body testify 
to it, and this is very important as regards its meaning (1.e., the meaning of La ilaha 
illallah Muhammad Rasül Allah — none has the right to be worshipped but Allah, and 
Muhammad Zi» is the Messenger of Allah). So whoever has confessed this (to his 
Lord), he shall not commit sins like robbing, killing, stealing, illegal sexual intercourse, 
eating pig meat, drinking alcoholic beverages, taking undue advantage of orphan's 
property, cheating in trade, bribery and earning money through illegal means, telling 
lies, backbiting or otherwise, the limbs and all the other parts and organs of his body 
will testify against him that he was a liar in his words which he pledged to Allah. In case 
he commits the above sins, he should know that it is a sin that obliges him to repent 
to Allah, and ask His Forgiveness, as (his) body parts (1.e. skin, private parts, hands, 
tongue, ears) will testify to the above-mentioned crimes (i.e. actions) against himself on 
the Day of Resurrection. 


And with the confession of this great sentence (i.e. principle) a person enters in the fold 
ofthe Islamic religion accordingly, it is essential for him to believe in all the Messengers 
of Allah and not to differentiate between them. As it is mentioned in His Book. Allah 
Says: 

“Do then those who disbelieve think that they can take My slaves [i.e. the angels; Allah's 
Messengers; ‘Isa (Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary)] as Auliyá' (lords, gods, protectors) 
besides Me? Verily, We have prepared Hell as an entertainment for the disbelievers (in 
the Oneness of Allah — Islamic Monotheism). 

“Say (O Muhammad ize: ‘Shall We tell you the greatest losers in respect of (their) 
deeds?’ “Those whose efforts have been wasted in this life, while they thought they were 
acquiring good by their deeds! “They are those who deny the Aydt (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) of their Lord and the Meeting with Him (in the 
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Hereafter). So their works are in vain, and on the Day of Resurrection, We shall not give 
them any weight. “That shall be their recompense, Hell; because they disbelieved and 
took My Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, revelations, etc.) and My Messengers by way 
of jest and mockery. “Verily! Those who believe (in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism), and do righteous deeds, shall have the Gardens of A/-Firdaus (Paradise) 
for their entertainment wherein they shall dwell (forever). No desire will they have to be 
removed therefrom. “Say (O Muhammad sei to mankind): If the sea were ink for 
(writing) the Words of my Lord, surely the sea would be exhausted, before the Words of 
my Lord would be finished even if we brought (another sea) like it for its aid”. Say (O 
Muhammad isi): I am only a man like you, it has been revealed to me that your 
Ilàh (God) is One Ilah (God, — i.e. Allah). So whoever hopes for the Meeting with his 
Lord, let him work righteousness and associate none as a partner in the worship of his 
Lord." (V. 18:102-110). 


This introduction is necessary for anyone who wishes to embrace Islam. After this 
confession he (or she) should take a bath (i.e. Ghusl) and then offer atwo Rak ‘at 
prayer, and act upon the five principles of Islam, as narrated by Ibn ‘Umar êziz in 
Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.1 Hadith No.7: 1 
Narrated Ibn ‘Umar @ziiiz;: Allah’s Messenger saeta said: Islam is based on the 
following five (principles): 

1. To testify La ilaha illallah wa anna Muhammad-ur-Rasul-Allah (none has the right 
to be worshipped but Allah and that Muhammad is The Messenger of Allah). 

To perform (Igámat) As-Salat™. 

To pay Zakat?. 

To perform Hajj (i.e. pilgrimage to Makkah).

To observe Saum (fast) during the month of Ramadan. 

and must believe in the six articles of Faith, i.e. to believe in: 

(1) Allah, (2) His angels, (3) His Messengers, (4) His revealed Books, (5) the Day of 
Resurrection,and (6) A/-Oadar (Divine Preordainments i.e. whatever Allah has ordained 
must come to pass) 


Important note: 


The acceptance of the righteous deeds depends on the following two basic conditions 


which must be fulfilled: 


The intentions while doing such deeds must be totally for Allah’s sake only without any 
show off or gaining praise or fame, etc. 


Such a deed must be performed in accordance with the Sunnah (legal ways, orders, acts 
of worship, statements) of Allah’s Messenger Muhammad ibn ‘Abdullah, the last (end) 
of all the Prophets and the Messengers Bags.

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Polytheism and Disbelief 


Ash-Shirk and Al-Kufr 


Salvation of all mankind from 
the greatest sin against Allah 


It is essential to mention here some details of the greatest sin which will not be forgiven 
by Allah. This unpardonable sin is Shirk. 


Shirk implies ascribing partners to Allah or ascribing divine attributes to others besides 
Allah and believing that the source of power, harm and blessings comes from others besides 
Allah. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“Verily, Allah forgives not that partners should be set up with Him (in worship), but He 
forgives except that (anything else) to whom He wills; and whoever sets up partners to Allah 
(in worship), has indeed invented a tremendous sin.”(V. 4:48). 


Almighty Allah says: 


“Then when the Trumpet is blown, there will be no kinship among them that Day, nor 
will they ask of one another. 


“Then, those whose scales (of good deeds) are heavy, these! they are the successful. 


“And those whose scales (of good deeds) are light, they are those who lose their 
ownselves; in Hell will they abide forever." 


“The Fire will burn their faces, and therein they will grin with displaced lips (disfigured).” 
“Were not My Verses (this Qur'àn) recited to you and then you used to deny them?’ 
They will say: ‘Our Lord! Our wretchedness overcame us, and we were an erring people. 


“Our Lord! Bring us out of this. If ever we return (to evil) then indeed we shall be 
Zalimiin (polytheists, oppressors, unjust, and wrongdoers).* 


“He (Allah) will say: ‘Remain you in it with ignominy! And speak you not to Me!’ " 
(V. 23:101-108). 


“And whoever invokes (or worships) besides Allah, any other ilah (god), of whom he 
has no proof, then his reckoning is only with his Lord. Surely! A/-Kafirün (the disbelievers 
in Allah and in the Oneness of Allah, polytheists, pagans, idolaters) will not be successful.” 
(V. 23:117). 
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Ash-Shirk 
Polytheism and its various manifestations 


Definition: Shirk basically is polytheism, i.e., the worship of others along with Allah. 
It also implies attributing divine attributes to any other besides Allah. It particularly implies 
associating partners in worship with Allah or believing that the source of power, harm or 
blessings is from others besides Allah. 


Types: There are three types of Shirk, namely: 

1. Ash-Shirk al-Akbar, i.e. major Shirk 

2. Ash-Shirk al-Asghar, i.e. minor Shirk 

3. Ash-Shirk al-Khafi, i.e. inconspicuous Shirk. 


Manifestations: 

1. Ash-Shirk al-Akbar (The major Shirk): The major and serious polytheistic form, has 
four aspects: 
(a) Shirk ad-Du ‘@’, i.e. invocation.This aspect implies invoking, supplicating or praying 
to other deities besides Allah. 
Almighty Allah says: 
“And when they embark on a ship they invoke Allah, making their Faith pure for Him 
only, but when He brings them safely to land, behold, they give a share of their worship 
to others,” (V.29:65). 


(b) Shirk an-Niyyah wal-Irddah wal-Qasd: This aspect implies intentions, purpose 
and determination in acts of worship or religious deeds, not for the sake of Allah but 
directed towards other deities. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“Whosoever desires the life of the world and its glitter, to them We shall pay 
in full (the wages of) their deeds therein, and they will have no diminution 
therein. They are those for whom there is nothing in the Hereafter but Fire; and 
vain are the deeds they did therein. And of no effect is that which they used to 
do."(V. 11:15,16). 


(c) Shirk at-Ta‘ah. This aspect implies rendering obedience to any authority against the 
Order of Allah. Almighty Allah says: 


“They (Jews and Christians) took their Rabbis and their monks to be their lords besides 
Allah (by obeying them in things which they made lawful or unlawful according to their 
own desires without being ordered by Allah), and (they also took as their lord) Messiah, 
son of Maryam (Mary), while they (Jews and Christians) were commanded (in the Torah 
and the Gospel) to worship none but One [lah (God i.e., Allah), La ilaha illa Huwa (none 
has the right to be worshipped but He). Glorified is He (far above is He) from having the 
partners they associate (with Him)." (V.9:31). 
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Once, while Allah’s Messenger ics was reciting the above Verse, ‘Adi ibn Hatim 
said, “O Allah’s Prophet! They do not worship them (rabbis and monks).” Allah's 
Messenger said, “They certainly do. They (i.e. Rabbis and monks) made legal things 
illegal, and illegal things legal, and they (i.e. Jews and Christians) followed them; and 
by doing so they really worshipped them.” (Narrated by Ahmad, At-Tirmidhi, and Ibn 
Jarir). (Tafsir At-Tabart, Vol.10, Page No. 114). 

(d) Shirk-al-Mahabbah: This implies showing the love which is due to Allah Alone to 
others than Him. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“And of mankind are some who take (for worship) others besides Allah as rivals (to 
Allah). They love them as they love Allah. But those who believe, love Allah more (than 


anything else). If only those who do wrong could see, when they will see the torment, 
that all power belongs to Allah and that Allah is Severe in punishment.” (V. 2:165). 


Ash-Shirk-al-Asghar: Ar-Riya’ (The minor Shirk, i.e. acts performed to show off). Any 
act of worship or any religious deed done in order to gain praise, fame or for worldly 
benefit, falls under this catagory. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“Say (O Muhammad ici): I am only a man like you, it has been revealed to me 
that your [lah (God) is One /lah (God — i.e. Allah). So whoever hopes for the meeting 
with his Lord, let him work righteousness and associate none as a partner in the worship 
of his Lord." " (V. 18:110). 

Ash-Shirk-al-Khafi: (The inconspicuous Shirk). This type implies being inwardly 
dissatisfied with the inevitable condition that has been ordained for one by Allah; 
conscientiously lamenting that had you done or not done such and such or had you 
approached such and such you would have had a better status, etc. 


The Noble Prophet Muhammad isi said: 


“Ash-Shirk-al-Khafi in the Muslim nation is more inconspicuous than the creeping of 
a black ant a on black rock in the pitch-darkness of the night." And this inconspicuous 
Shirk is expiated by saying thrice the following sentences every day: “O Allah! I take 
Your refuge from that I should ascribe anything as partner in Your worship, being 
conscious of that, and I beg Your pardon for that sin which I am not aware of.” 
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Al-Kufr 
Disbelief and its various manifestations 


Kufr is basically disbelief in any of the articles of Faith in Islam. 


The articles of Faith are: to believe in — 


Allah, 

His angels, 

His Messengers, 

His revealed Books, 

The Day of Resurrection, and 

Al-Qadar, Divine Preordainments (i.e. whatever Allah ze has ordained must come 
to pass). 


Qu IV eee 


There are two aspects of disbelief: 


The major disbelief (Al-Kufr-al-Akbar): This aspect excludes one completely 
from the fold of Islam. There are five types (of this major disbelief): 


(a) Kufr-at-Takdhib. This implies disbelieving the divine truth or denying of any of 
the articles of Faith. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“Then who does more wrong than one who utters a lie against Allah and denies the 
truth [this Qur'àn, the Prophet (Muhammad ize), the Islamic Monotheism] 
when it comes to him. Is there not in Hell an abode for the disbelievers? ” (V. 39:32) 


(b) Kufr-al-Iba? wat-Takabbur ma*at-Tasdiq. This implies rejection and arrogance 
to submit to Allah’s Commandments after conviction of their truth. 


Almighty Allah says: 
“And (remember) when We said to the angels: ‘Prostrate yourselves before Adam.’ 


And they prostrated except birs, he refused and was proud and was one of the 
disbelievers (disobedient to Allah)." (V. 2:34). 


(c) Kufr-ash-Shakk waz-Zann. This implies doubting or lacking of conviction in 
the six articles of Faith. 


Almighty Allah says: 


“And he went into his garden while in astate (of pride and disbelief) unjust 
to himself. He said: ‘I think not that this will ever perish. And I think not the 
Hour will ever come, and if indeed I am brought back to my Lord (on the Day 
of Resurrection) I surely shall find better than this when I return to Him.’ His 
companion said to him during the talk with him: ‘Do you disbelieve in Him Who 
created you out of dust (i.e. your father, Adam), then out of Nutfah (mixed semen 
drops of male and female discharge), then fashioned you into a man? But as for 
my part (I believe) that He is Allah, my Lord, and none shall I associate as partner 
with my Lord.’ " (V.18:35-38). 
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(d) Kufr-al-I‘rad. This implies turning away from the truth knowingly or deviating 
from the obvious signs which Allah has revealed. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“We created not the heavens and the earth and all that is between them except with 
truth and for an appointed term. But those who disbelieve turn away from that 
whereof they are warned.” (V.46:3). 

(e) Kufr-an-Nifaq. This implies hypocritical disbelief. 

Almighty Allah says: 

“They have made their oaths a screen (for their hypocrisy). Thus they hinder (men) 
from the Path of Allah. Verily, evil is what they used to do. That is because they 
believed, then disbelieved, therefore their hearts are sealed, so they understand not.” 
(V.63:2-3). 

The minor disbelief (AI-Kufr-al-Asghar): This aspect of disbelief does not exclude 
one from the fold of Islam. It is also termed Kufran-Ni ‘mah. This implies disbelief 
manifesting itself in ungratefulness for Allah’s Blessings or Favours. 

Almighty Allah says: 

* And Allah puts forward the example of a township (Makkah), that dwelt secure and 
well-content; its provision coming to it in abundance from every place, but it (its 
people) denied the Favours of Allah (with ungratefulness). So Allah made it taste 
extreme of hunger (famine) and fear, because of that (evil, i.e. denying Prophet 
Muhammad Zi) which they (its people) used to do." (V.16:112). 
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An-Nifaq 
Hypocrisy and its various manifestations 


Hypocrisy is of two types, namely: 


(A) Hypocrisy in Belief. 


(B) Hypocrisy in deeds and actions. 


(A) Hypocrisy in Belief 
There are six aspects of hypocrisy in Belief: 


To deny the Messenger (Muhammad ize). 


To deny some of all that was brought by the Messenger (Muhammad icio) (e.g. 
the Qur'an, the Sunnah, laws and principles of Islam). 


To hate the Messenger (Muhammad Zi). 

To hate some of that which was brought by the Messenger (Muhammad zii) 
e.g. Islamic Monotheism, etc. 

To feel happy at the disgrace of or the set-back for the religion of Allah's Messenger 
(Muhammad iot). 

To dislike that the religion of Allah's Messenger (Islamic Monotheism) becomes 
victorious (not being pleased at the victory of Islam). 


A person having these six types (of hypocrisy) will be in the lowest depths (grade) 
of the Fire (Hell). (See V. 4: 145).

(B) Hypocrisy in deeds and actions 
There are five aspects of hypocrisy in deeds and actions, and their proof is from the 
Statement of Allah’s Messenger 2544: The signs of a hypocrite are these: 


Whenever he speaks, he tells a lie. 
Whenever he promises, he always breaks it (his promise). 


If you trust him, he proves to be dishonest (if you keep something as trust with him, 
he will not return it). 


And in another narration of the Prophet i; iei»: Whenever he quarrels, he behaves 
in a very imprudent, evil, insulting manner. 


Whenever he makes a covenant, he proves himself treacherous. 
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Jesus and Muhammad 
(peace be upon them zzzi) 
in the Bible and the Qur'an 


Biblical Evidence of Jesus being a servant 
of God and having no share in divinity 


Introduction 

All praise is to the One to Whom all Dignity, Honour and Glory are due; the Unique 
with perfect attributes, Who begets not, nor is He begotten. He has no equal but He is the 
Almighty, Omnipotent. He sent His Messengers and Prophets to guide humanity towards 
monotheism; to worship Him Alone, the only One Worthy of worship, and to warn them of 
the eternal dire consequences of polytheism, associating partners with One Allah and the 
worship of creatures. 


Peace and Blessings of Allah be upon all the Prophets and Messengers, especially on 
Muhammad, the last of the Prophets, and on all who follow him in righteousness until the 
Day of Recompense. 


Jesus and the Devil in the Bible 

In the New Testament of the Bible, in the fourth chapter of the Gospel according to 
Matthew, the sixth and seventh verses clearly indicate that Jesus is an obedient mortal and 
God is the Master and Lord according to his saying in the seventh verse: 


“Tt is written again, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord, thy God." 


In this chapter we read that the Devil actually carried the Messiah, and took him from 
place to place. How can the Devil carry God? Glory be to Allah; He is above such blasphemy! 


Then the Devil orders him to prostrate before him and worship him, even tempting him 
with worldly possessions. How can the Devil even dare such an audacity with God? When 
the Devil wanted Jesus to comply with his orders, he (Jesus) replied by saying that it was 
written (in the previous Books): 


“Thou shalt worship the Lord, thy God; And Him only shalt thou serve.” 
— Matthew 4:10. 


Children of God 

Jesus never called himself Son of God as far as I know — but he used to call himself 
the ‘Son of Man’ (Mark 2:10) although he heard himself being called by that name he did 
not object — as assumed in the Bible — and did not consider the title exclusively for him. 


According to the Biblical term in the Old and New Testaments, every God-fearing 
righteous person is called ‘Son of God’. In Matthew 5:9 we read: 


“Blessed are the peace-makers, for they shall be called the children of God.” 
In Matthew 5:45 — 


“That ye may be children of your Father which is in heaven...” 
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God the Father 
In Matthew 5:48 — 


“Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in heaven is perfect.” 
In Matthew 6:1 — 

“... otherwise ye have no reward of your Father which is in heaven.” 
Matthew 7:21 — 


“Not every one that sayeth unto me (Jesus), Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven: but he that doeth the will of my Father, which is in heaven.” 

N.B. The word ‘Lord’ here was translated as Rabb in the Arabic version of the Bible so 
that people may be convinced that Jesus is God! But if one studies the rest of the verse, one 
will note that the verse bears testimony to the subservience (to God’s Will) of the Messiah 
(Jesus). Therefore the correct translation should be: 

“Not every one that sayeth to me, O my Master, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven, 
but he that doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven.” 

It is obvious from the above readings from the Bible that the term ‘Father’ is used for 
God in numerous places in the Bible. It is never used exclusively for Jesus. 


Matthew 11:25 — 
“At that time Jesus answered and said, ‘I thank Thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 


earth, because Thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent and has revealed them 
unto babes.” 


Jesus the Worshipper 
Matthew 14:23 — 
“And when he had sent the multitudes away, he went up into a mountain apart to pray..... 


If Jesus is God or a part of God then why did he pray? In fact, prayer is always from 
a submitting, needy and dependent one for the Mercy of Almighty Allah as mentioned in 
the Qur'an: 

“O mankind! It is you who stand in need of Allah but Allah is the Rich (Free of all wants 
and needs), the Worthy of all praise" (V.35:15). 

And in V.19:93 of the Qur'an:- 


“There is none in the heavens and the earth but comes to the Most Gracious (Allah) as 
a slave." 


A Biblical story 
Matthew 15:22-28 — 


* And, behold, a woman of Canaan came out of the same coasts and cried unto him, 
saying, ‘Have mercy on me, O Lord, thou son of David: my daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil.' But he answered her not a word. And his disciples came and besought him, 
saying; ‘Send her away, for she crieth after us.’ But he answered and said, ‘I am not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel." 
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Then came she and worshipped him, saying, ‘Lord, help me.’ But he answered and said, 
*It is not meet to take the children’s bread and to cast it to dogs.’ 


And she said, ‘Truth, Lord: yet the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall from their 
masters’ table.’ 


Then Jesus answered and said unto her, ‘O woman, great is thy faith: be it unto thee even 
as thou wilt. And her daughter was made whole from that very hour.’ ” 


In this story about a woman from Canaan there are noteworthy points: 

1. Lack of mercy and love charged against Jesus (if the incident is reported correctly). 
2. Degraded discrimination in regard to the uplifting of his tribe and not for the others. 
3. Tribal pride of descendance and prejudice against others and calling them dogs.

An ignorant polytheist woman debated with him and won him over. 


Jesus: a Prophet of Allah 

Matthew 19:16-17 — 

“And behold, one came and said unto him, ‘Good master, what good thing shall I do that 
I may have eternal life?’ And he said unto him, ‘Why callest thou me good? (There is) none 
good but one, (1.e.) God, but if thou wilt enter into life, keep the commandments.’ ” 

The above verses note this acknowledgment of his submissiveness (to Allah's Will). 

Matthew 21:45-46 — 

“And when the chief priests and pharisees had heard his parable, they perceived that he 


spoke of them. But when they sought to lay hands on him, they feared the multitude because 
they took him for a Prophet." 


Here it is proved that all those who believed in Jesus during his life-time did not believe 
in him being God or the Son of God or one in the doctrine of Trinity; but they believed in 
him as being a Prophet only. This is indeed one of the strongest points of evidence against 
those who believe in the Divinity of Jesus (Incarnation of God) if only they pondered. 


Jesus: a servant of Allah 
Matthew 23:8 — 


“But be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your master, even Jesus, and all ye are brethren.” 


Here it is clearly proved that Jesus was servant of Allah, and that there is only One Master 
and He is Allah. In the Arabic version of the Bible this verse has been translated so that Jesus is 
meant to be the master whereas the English rendering is nearer the original sense. 


Matthew 23:9 — 
* And call no man your father upon the earth: for one is your Father which is in heaven." 


From this you will note that fatherhood and sonship is meant to be the relationship 
between the Lord and His servants: it is meant in a general sense and not specifically for 
Jesus. 


Matthew 24:36 — 


*But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of heaven, but my 
Father only." 
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This is adefinite proof that the Final Hour is unknown to any but Allah, thus Jesus’ 
knowledge is imperfect like all other men; Allah Alone is All-Knowing, Omniscient. 


Matthew 26:39 — 


“And he (Jesus) went a little farther, and fell on his face and prayed, saying, ‘O my 
Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not as I will, but as Thou 
wilt.' " 

We note here that the person speaking is unaware of Allah's Will and realizes the fact 
that he is a servant of Allah. He (Allah) Alone can cause the change. 


the Compilation of the Bible 

Matthew 27:7-8 — 

“And they took counsel and bought with them the potter’s field to bury strangers in. 
Wherefore that field was called the Field of Blood, unto this day." 

From these verses we understand that the Bible (the New Testament) was not written 
during Jesus’ life-time but long after the occurrence of the events described, having been 
retained in the memory of the people. 

Matthew 27:46 — 

“And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with aloud voice, saying, ‘Eli,Eli, lama 
sabachthani? (My God, My God, why hast Thou forsaken me?’)” 

This is according to their (Christians") assumption that Jesus cried in a loud voice saying 
the above words while he was being crucified. This is a great insult as such words could 
only come from unbelievers in Allah. Further, it is incredible that such words should come 
out from a Prophet of Allah because Allah never breaks His Promise and His Prophets never 
complained against His Promise. 


Jesus: Preacher of Monotheism (Tauhid) 
In John 17:3 — 


“And this is life eternal, that they might know Thee, the only true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom Thou has sent." 


In Mark 12:28-30 — 


“And one of the scribes came, and having heard them reasoning together, and perceiving 
that he had answered them well, asked him, ‘Which is the first commandment of all?’ And 
Jesus answered him: ‘The first of all the commandments is; hear O Israel, the Lord thy God 
is One Lord: and thou shalt love the Lord, thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and with all thy strength: this is the first commandment.’ ” 

In Mark 12:32 — 


“And the scribe said unto him, ‘Well, Master, thou hast said the truth: for there is One 


God; and there is none other but He.’ ” 
In Mark 12:34 — 
“...he (Jesus) said unto him, ‘Thou art not far from the kingdom of God... 


ووو 
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In these verses, Jesus (peace be upon him) himself had testified that Allah is the One 
God, there is none other than Him, and that whoever believes in His Oneness, he is near 
the Kingdom of Allah. Therefore whoever associates partners with Allah or believes in the 
Trinity is far away from the Kingdom of Allah, and whoever is far away from the Kingdom 
of Allah he is the enemy of Allah. 


In Matthew 24:36 — 


“But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of the heaven, but my 
Father only.” 


A similar text was quoted from Matthew which is exactly as proclaimed by the Qur'an in 
that none knows when the Hour will come except Allah. This establishes the fact that Jesus 
was subservient to Allah and that he had no share in Divinity: that he was an incarnation of 
God, was an innovation by the people of Canaan. 


In John 20:16 — 


“Jesus said unto her, ‘Mary’. She turned herself, and sayeth unto him, ‘Rabboni’, which 
is to say, Master, Jesus saith unto her, ‘Touch me not: For I am not yet ascended to my 
Father; but go to my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto my Father and your Father; 
and to my God and your God.’ Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples that she has seen 
the Lord, and that He had spoken these things unto her.” 

In the above narrative Jesus clearly testified that Allah is his God and their God, making 
no difference between him and them in the worship of the One Allah. Whoever believes that 
Jesus is God has indeed blasphemed against Allah and betrayed Jesus and all the Prophets 
and Messengers of Allah. 
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Biblical Prophecy on the Advent of 
Muhammad (peace be upon him ici) 


John 14:15-16 — 


“Tf you love me, keep my commandments. And I will pray the Father and He shall give 
you another Comforter that he may abide with you forever." 


Muslim theologians have said that “another Comforter” is Muhammad, the Messenger of 
Allah; and him to “abide forever" means the perpetuity of his laws and way of life (Shari 'ah) 
and the Book (Qur'an) which was revealed to him. 


John 15:26-27 — 


“But when the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from the Father, he shall testify of me: And ye also shall 
bear witness, because ye have been with me from the beginning." 


John 16:5-8 — 


“But now I go my way to Him that sent me and none of you asketh me ‘Whither 
goest thou?' But because I have said these things unto you, sorrow hath filled your heart. 
Nevertheless I tell you the truth; for if I go not away, the Comforter will not come unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto you. And when he is come, he will reprove the world of 
sin, and approve righteousness and judgment." 


John 16:12-14 — 


“I have yet many things to say unto you, but you cannot bear them now. How be it 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak 
of himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak; and he will shew you things 
to come. He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and he shall shew it unto you." 


John 16:16 — 


“A little while and ye shall not see me: and again a little while, ye shall see me, because 
I go to the Father." 


Muslim theologians have stated that the person who is described by Jesus to come after 
him — in the above verses — does not comply with any other person but Muhammad 
ác the Messenger of Allah. This ‘person’ whom Jesus prophesied will come after him 
is called in the Bible ‘Parqaleeta’ This word was deleted by later interpreters and translators 
and changed at times to ‘Spirit of Truth’, and at other times, to ‘Comforter’ and sometimes 
to ‘Holy Spirit’. The original word is Greek and its meaning is ‘one whom people praise 
exceedingly.’ The sense of the word is applicable to the word ‘Muhammad’ (in Arabic). 
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Finality of Proofs on the Fabrication 
of the story of the cross 


(1) The Bible testifies to the fact that Jesus was known among the Jews; he used to preach 
and deliver sermons in the Temple of Solomon in Jerusalem. It was therefore, unnecessary to 
hire a Jew for thirty pieces of silver to direct them to him as related in Matthew. 


(2) It is related that one of the twelve disciples named Judas Iscariot was hired to direct 
the Jews to Jesus. They then sentenced him after which Judas was greatly ashamed and 
dissociated himself from their act and then committed suicide. All this took place within 
twenty-four hours. The contradictions are obvious. 


(3) The clearest proof which alone is sufficient to discredit this story is when the Jews 
passed the sentence of death against Jesus and intended to get the approval of the governor, 
Pontius Pilate. 


Matthew 27:11-14 — 


‘And Jesus stood before the governor: The governor asked him, saying, “Art thou the 
king of the Jews!’ And Jesus said unto him, ‘Thou sayest’: And when he was accused of (by) 
the chief priests and elders he answered nothing. Then said Pilate unto him, ‘Hearest thou 
not how many things they witness against thee?’ And he answered him never (to) a word...” 


The Christians will interpret the above verse to mean that Jesus wanted to die on the 
Cross for the redemption of mankind and for the forgiveness of their sins. If so, then why did 
he ask to turn away that cup from him (i.e. death)? Why did he cry out while on the Cross 
(as they assume): “O Lord, why hast Thou forsaken me?” How could he have remained 
silent when the truth was being challenged? He was known for his soul-inspiring sermons 
challenging the learned Jewish Rabbis. No sane person can believe in this. If the story of 
the Cross is disproved then the very foundation on which Christianity is based, will be 
demolished. 


Muslims believe that Jesus was not crucified by the Jews as revealed in the Holy Qur’an 
by Allah in a crystal clear manner: V. 4:157,158.— 


“And because of their saying (in boast): ‘We killed Messiah Jesus, son of Mary, the 
Messenger of Allah’; — but they killed him not, nor crucified him, but it appeared so to them 
[the resemblance of Jesus was put over another man (and they killed that man)], and those 
who differ therein are full of doubts. They have no (certain) knowledge, they follow nothing 
but conjecture. For surely, they killed him not (i.e., Jesus, son of Mary). But Allah raised 
him (Jesus) up (with his body and soul) unto Himself (and he tai is in the heavens).. And 
Allah is Ever All-Powerful, All- Wise." 


The Jews themselves, together with the entire Christian world, believe that he was 
crucified. As proofs against their views and to prove the truth of the Muslim verdict through 
the Bible, I prepared the following set of questions based on the Book of Matthew in the 
New Testament of the Bible. (Chapters 26 and 27): 

(1) Did those who captured Jesus (according to their assumption) know him in person? 
or did they not know him? 


Matthew testifies that they did not know him. 
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(2) Was it during the day or night that he was captured? 

Matthew says — it was during the night. 

(3) Who was the one that directed them to him? 

Matthew says: He was one of his twelve disciples called Judas Iscariot. 

(4) Did he direct them free of charge or for a fixed reward which they specified, for him? 
Matthew says: He directed them to him for a fixed reward of thirty pieces of silver. 

(5) What was the condition of Jesus during that night? 


Matthew says: He was fearful and prostrated in prayer saying: “O God, if it is possible 
for You to let this cup pass from me, then let it pass.” It is incredible that such words could 
come from a believer in God, let alone a Prophet of God, because all believers believe that 
God has power over all things. 


(6) What was the condition of his eleven disciples? 


Matthew says: Sleep overcame them that night together with their teacher (according to 
their assumption) out of fear. 


(7) Was Jesus contented with their condition? 

Matthew says (verses 40-46): He was not satisfied. He used to come to them to wake 
them up saying: “Watch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation; the spirit indeed is 
willing but the flesh is weak.” Then he would come again to find them asleep and he would 
again wake them up and say the same thing. This weakness could not have been spoken of 
righteous pupils even if they were pupils of an ordinary pious teacher, let alone the disciples 
of Jesus, son of Mary. 

(8) Did they help him when those ruffians captured him? 

Matthew says: They forsook him and fled. 

(9) Did Jesus have confidence in his disciples that night? 

Matthew says: Jesus informed them that they will all forsake him. Then Jesus said unto 
them: “Verily I say unto thee that this night before the cock crows, thou shall deny me 
thrice.” Peter said unto him, “Although I should die with thee, yet will I not deny thee.” 
Likewise also said all the disciples. And so it happened. 


(10) How did those ruffians capture him? 


Matthew says: They came to him with swords and staves after they were directed to him 
by a Jew, then they captured him as described in verse 57: 

“And they that had laid hold on Jesus, led him away to Caiaphas the high priest, where 
the elders were assembled.” 

There they passed the sentence of death on him. The ruffians then took him away, spat on 
his face and struck him with their hands after which they stripped him of his clothes and clad 
him in scarlet robes, then placed a crown of thorns on his head and took him about, teasing 
and mocking him. They said to him: ‘You are the king of Israel according to your claim.’ 
They severely degraded him. 

(11) Who finally decided to pass the death sentence against him? 


Matthew says: He was Pontius Pilate, who was at that time the governor of Palestine. 
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(12) When the ruffians brought that man before the governor and informed him that the 
priest of the Jews passed the sentence of death by crucifixion according to their law (Torah), 
did he believe in them without investigation? 


Matthew says: He did not believe them but asked that man: "Is it true what they have 
said?" He remained silent. The question was repeated and he continued to remain silent. He 
remained silent in view of the truth; it was essential for him even if he was not a Prophet 
to clarify the truth and deny the false accusation of the Jews. The governor's wife went to 
the governor and she said to him: *Have thou nothing to do with that just man? for I have 
suffered many things this day in a dream because of him." 

The Bible States that Jesus delivered lengthy speeches to the Jews rebuking and warning 
them which amounted to defaming them. Then why was he silent that day? The governor's 
intention for asking him was to stand for the truth. 

(13) How was he crucified according to their assumption? 

Matthew says: They crucified him between two thieves both of whom abused him by 
saying to him, “If you are truthful then save yourself." 

(14) This was a great calamity. What did he say while on the cross (according to their 
assumption)? 

Matthew says (27:46): 

Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, “Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani? (that is to say.) my 
God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken me?" 

This is a blatant declaration of disbelief according to all theological authorities. Whoever 
relates it to a Prophet is a disbeliever according to the revealed religions. 

Almighty Allah, in the Qur'an warns, the Jews and the Christians against their 
blasphemy; that Jesus is an incarnation of God (Allah) or the son of God (Allah) or in 
rejecting him totally; and that they must believe in him as a Messenger of Allah only: 

“And there is none of the people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians) but must believe 
in him (Jesus, son of Mary, as only a Messenger of Allah and a human being) before his 
(Jesus sal or a Jew's or a Christian's) death (at the time of the appearance of the angel of 
death). And on the Day of Resurrection, he (Jesus) will be a witness against them." (V.4:159).
